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WITH   THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BY    TALCOTT  WILUAMS. 

Locke*s  "  Essay  on  the  Human  Understanding  "  is 
no  longer  read  as  it  was  forty  years  ago,and  the  day  has 
come  when  all  but  professional  students  must  be  sat- 
isfied to  read  the  books  about  Locke.  Prof.  Alex- 
ander Campbell  Eraser,  of  Edinburgh,  has  expanded 
in  the  contribution  to  Blackwood's  Philosophical 
Classics,  his  paper  on  Locke  in  the  "  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica.*'  The  newly  issued  volume  has  more 
personal  detail  in  it,  but  its  philosophic  analysis  is 
not  much  fuller.  Few  men  publish  their  great  book 
at  fifty-eight  as  Locke  did,  and  this  was  because  his 
"  Elssay  "  was  as  much  the  outcome  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  as  the  Cartesian  philosophy  of  the 
sixteenth,  while  men  like  Spinoza  and  Kant  might 
have  lived  anywhere,  and  in  any  age,  and  done  the 
same  work.  Dr.  Eraser's  account  of  Locke*s  philoso- 
phy is  sympathetic,  as  is  natural  in  a  Scotchman,  but 
is  at  the  same  time  awake  to  the  spiritual  view  of  the 
great  problem  to  which  Locke  awoke  the  English 
race.  If  his  work  is  polemic  rather  than  picturesque. 
this  is  characteristic  of  Scotch  metaphysics.  Nor  is 
this  sketch  without  homely  details  of  interest,  and  it 
brings  the  man  near  to  know  that  while  the  old  philo- 
sopher had  to  pay  $1.25  for  a  pair  of  wool  stockings 
he  could  get  a  man-servant  for  $20  a  year. 

Mr.  Robert  H.  Thurston  in  "  Heat  as  a  Eorm  of 
Energy"  has  contributed  a  useful  volume  to  the 
Riverside  Science  Series  which  might  very  easily 
have  been  made  a  great  deal  better.  It  is 
simple,    clear    and    short,   and   it    will    answer    a 


host  of  the  questions  which  a  boy  is  sure  to  ask. 
It  comes  down  to  date,  but  not  quite,  for  while 
the  frontispiece  is  a  triple  expansion  engine,  the 
marine  engine  described  is  of  an  earlier  type.  Eor 
popular  purposes,  an  explanation  of  the  locomotive — 
the  engine  most  frequently  seen — ^with  its  wasteful 
but  efficient  modifications  of  the  simpler  engine  would 
have  been  useful.  Here  and  there,  too,  is  a  small  inac- 
curacy. Regnault*s  law  of  reduction,  whose  results  are 
cited  with  the  remark  that  "  it  is  not  likely  their  revi- 
sion and  extension  will  be  demanded  for  many  years" 
— was  discovered  by  Professor  Rowland  as  not  true  for 
any  but  high  temperatures  and  the  results  need  mod- 
ification accordingly.  I  am  sorry,  too,  that  Mr.  Thurs- 
ton is  inclined  to  stick  by  Joule's  equivalent  after 
Professor  Rowland  ten  years  ago  found  a  more  accur- 
ate one.  But  these  are  small  matters  and  the  book  in 
the  main  is  to  be  recommended. 

^\ 
The  great  tree  of  narrative  prose  fiction,  which  has 
waxed  so  great  from  so  small  and  so  simple  a  seed, 
has  no  one  just  now  living  who  tells  the  outer  story 
of  life  better  than  Mr.  Henry  James  You  can  begin 
anywhere  you  please  in  a  "  Tragic  Muse  "  and  you  can 
also,  one  is  fain  to  admit,  stop  where  you  please. 
The  clear,  placid  stream  of  his  prose  mirrors  all  that 
passes  over  it,  unclouded  by  a  solitary  ripple  of  feel- 
ing. Mr.  James  has  at  length  definitely  left  us. 
There  is  sfcarcely  an  American  in  the  book — scarcely 
that  poor  wandering  shade,  the  American  resident 
abroad.  The  characters  are  all  English.  In  good 
society — not  too  high,  just  high  enough.  Mr.  James* 
taste  is  irreproachable  in  these  matters.  Yet— or  is  it 
because  ? — there  is  scarce  a  page  which  does  not  tell 
of  life  as  it  is.  You  will  go  far  to  find  the  like 
clear  picture  of  stage-life.  "In  Silken  Attire  "is  a 
pale  washed  ^  drawings  by  the  side  of  it  and  badly 
drawn  at  that.  The  accuracy  of  Mr.  James*  touch  in 
dealing  with  the  effect  of  the  stage  on  a  woman  of 
genius  is  something  to  marvel  at. 

**♦ 
The  public,  I  believe,  does  not  read  Mr.  James.  It 
is  ceasing,  it  is  whispered  to  read  Mr.  Howells.  If 
Mr.  James  has  gone  forward,  in  his  last  work,  Mr. 
Howells  in  the  "  Shadow  of  a  Dream,"  has  gone  back 
to  some  of  his  early  story-telling.  It  is  a  simple 
picture  of  American  life  without  a  purpose.  But  no 
man  can  really  go  back.  This  use  of  the  elementary 
conditions  of  American  society  of  **  Mr.  and  Mrs, 
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March,*'  of  the  Western  character  outlined  against  the 
Eastern,  of  the  men  who  think  they  feel  and  the 
women  who  feel  they  think,  lacks  the  charm  of 
*'  A  Chance  Acquaintance.**  Mr.  Howells  is  fain  to 
kill  his  poor  clergyman  who  wants  to  marry  his  old 
friend's  widow  and  cannot  or  will  not  for  fear  of  what 
his  friend  might,  could  or  would  have  thought  of  it. 
Our  American  self-consciousness,  it  appears,  projects 
itself  beyond  the  grave  to  find  the  possible  observer. 
We  once  had  a  conscience  of  our  own ;  we  are 
coming  to  have  nothing  but  a  consciousness  of  other 
people. 

M.  Fran9ois  Copp6e  modestly  compares  "  Days  of 
my  Youth,"  {Toute  une  Jeunesse)  to  "  David  Copper- 
field."  The  comparison  is  not  unfair ;  but  the  book  is 
not  to  be  left  for  the  hap-hazard  reading  safe  with 
**  David  Copperfield."  Speaking  broadly  or  narrowly 
few  French  books  can  be.  Yet  I  find  it  hard  to  see 
how  any  human  being  can  be  harmed  by  knowing 
life  as  it  is.  Thus  men  and  women  sin  and  suffer  and 
the  life  of  great  cities,  though  they  be  poles  apart  as 
are  Paris  and  Philadelphia,  have  more  in  common 
than  of  difference.  The  man — in  some  sense.  Copp^e 
himself  as  Dickens  was  the  hero  of  his  novel— who 
grew  to  life  in  Paris  from  '45  to  '85,  was  certain  to  see 
the  poor  stunted  lives  here  told,  all  at  the  end  over- 
shadowed by  national  defeat.  Tender,  true,  pathetic, 
and  through  it  all  the  better  wins.    Can  this  harm  ? 

••* 

It  was  this  great  defeat  and  its  deep  moral  lesson 
which  gave  edge  to  Daudet's  "  Nouma  Roumestan," 
placed  before  our  public  in  translation.  The  same  type 
of  public  man  exists  here,  with  less  grace'  and  more 
vigor  but  following  the  lines  of  Daudet's  blistering 
picture  of  public  service  and  private  hypocrisy.  It 
would  make  men  stare  if  the  name  of  the  American 
of  the  last  thirty  years,  a  man  now  dead,  most  like 
**  Nouma  "  were  written,  but  the  type  is  the  same  and 
frequent.  This  combination  of  aspiration  supported, 
not  by  principle,  but  by  emotion,  leads  always  to  the 
quagmire  of  personal  pollution.  No  man  can  read 
Daudet's  great  work  without  being  warned  of  the 
deep  dangers  of  simply  feeling  good  unless  the  will 
is  braced  also  to  be  good  and  to  do  good. 

"  Romola  "  and  the  "  Marble  Faun,"  are  two  books 
people  are  fond  of  illustrating  with  photographs  at 
Florence  and  Rome,  and  George  Eliot's  work  has 
been  brought  out  with  reproductions  of  photographs, 
which  make  the  best  of  illustrations  of  the  story.-  It 
should  have,  however,  a  good  map  of  old  Florence.

M.  Flammarion — an  astronomer  of  rank,  but  not  of 
the  first  place— in  ^'Urania"  does  what  might  be  called, 
for  short,  the  Jules  Verne  act ;  but  with  more  scientific 
knowledge.  Why  people  read  such  a  book  when  the 
truth  about  the  stars  is  a  more  entrancing  romance 


I  do  not  know.  They  do,  and  M.  Flammarion*s  work 
is  a  peg  above  M.  Michelet  and  all  his  nonsense. 

*% 
'*  A  Social  Departure,*'  by  Sarah  Jeannette  Duncan, 
is  worth  a  ton  or  so  of  the  average  book  of  travels. 
If  you  want  to  know  why,  read  about  the  two  women 
who  went  around  the  world,  enjoying  themselves 
longest  and  most  of  all  in  Japan,  and  find  out. 

Few  lives  in  our  history  of  equal  brilliancy  have 
shed  so  brief  a  light  as  Theodore  Parker*s  ;  but  it  is 
well  that  every  life  should  have  a  sympathetic  state- 
ment, for  in  sympathy  one  side  of  the  truth  always 
dwells,  and  such  a  statement  is  given  in  Samuel  John- 
son's lecture  on  Theodore  Parker, which  has  just  been 
published,  with  notes  by  John  H.  Clifford  and  Horace 
L.  Traubel ;  but  such  a  book,  like  the  life  it  tells,  is  a 
record  not  of  the  main  current  of  human  life,  but  of 
its  murmuring  shallows.  , 
^\ 

"  Nora's  Return,"  by  Ednah  D.  Cheney,  is  on  a 
higher  ethical  level  than  Besani's.  It  purifies  the 
wayward  soul  by  service  for  others — ^the  lesson  Goethe 
taught  as  the  sum  of  his  experience  in  the  second 
part  of  Faust.  Poor  Thorvald  is  left  by  the  author 
without  any  saving  experience,  whether  because  she 
held  a  man  above  the  need  for  it,  or  below  the  capa- 
city to  profit  by  it,  I  do  not  know.  The  conception  is 
not  worked  out  with  literary  grace,  and  it  rests  on  the 
false  assumption  of  Ibsen  himself  that  those  who,  like 
Nora,  detach  themselves  from  the  duties  near  at 
hand  never  find  true  soul  growth. 

*** 

"Parsifal:  the  Finding  of  Christ  Through  Art.*' 
by  Mr.  Albert  Ross  Parsons,  is  a  sober,  serious  and 
earnest  attempt  to  connect  the  development  of  music 
in  Wagner's  career  with  that  ethical  development  of 
the  race  which  reaches  its  highest  level  in  Christianity. 
Mr.  Parsons  would  have  added  to  the  weight  of  his 
words  and  displayed  more  candor  if  he  had  frankly 
admitted  that  Wagner's  personal  life  at  almost  every 
point  was  in  deliberate  opposition  to  Christianity  as 
well  as  to  the  ordinary  morality  of  the  world,  and 
Christ  first  and  foremost  requires  the  sacrifice  of  self. 
He  admits  no  other  offering  in  place.  But  it  is  also 
true,  and  here  Mr.  Parsons  is  right,  that  the  higher 
Christianity  so  completely  overshadows  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  race  that  all  true  genius  but 
comes  the  nearer  to  filling  out  the  broader  verities 
made  manifest  among  men  nineteen  hundred  years 
ago. 

**♦ 

Casanova,  he  of  Seingalt,  has  become  unreadable 
in  these  scrupulous  days,  though  there  be  many  worse 
books  which  have  a  better  name.  But  the  wild  cheva- 
lier— who  showed  excellent  taste  by  ending  his  life  as  a 
librarian — ^was  only  one  of  many  such  in  the  seven- 
teenth and  eighteenth  centuries.  Mr.  Henry  Vizetelly 
has  told  the  story  of  one.  Count  Konigsmarck,  Swedish 
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nobleman.  Knight  of  Malta,  the  prisoner  in  a  great 
trial  for  murder  whose  victim  sleeps  in  Westminster 
Abbey,  and  the  man  who  blew  up  the  Parthenon  by 
a  well-aimed  shot, — what  did  he  not  do  during  a  stormy 
life  of  which  ihe  world  was  well-rid,  and  Mr.  Vizetelly 
has  fairly  well-told. 

«  * 

Mr.  John  W.  Mollct  has  written  for  the  Great 
Artbts'  series,  lives  of  Millet,  Rousseau  and  Diaz 
in  one  thin  volume,  and  Corot,  Daubigny  and  Pupr6 
in  another.  The  two  books  have  handy  bibliographies 
and  lists  of  pictures  ;  they  show  also  some  industry 
and  gather  together,  in  but  poor  shape,  considerable 
miscellaneous  information  about  the  six  men  who, 
more  than  any  other  six,  have  made  modern  art  what 
at  its  best  it  is.  But  with  this,  approval  must  stop. 
Mr.  Mollet*s  criticism,  his  English  and  his  method 
are  sadly  inadequate.

M.  Octave  Feuillet  is  a  dramatic  novelist  from 
whom  little  is  to  be  learned  and  much  to  be  shunned. 
"  An  Artist's  Honor**  is  neither  better  nor  worse  than 
the  rest,  with  M.  Feuillet*s  capacity,  like  M.  Sardou's 
on  the  stage,  to  create  a  strong  situation  by  a  skillful 
plot

Mr.  Walter  Besant  is  a  successful  story  teller,  the 
exigencies  of  whose  plot  have  strained  the  threads  of 
probability  a  long  way  in  "  Armorel  of  Lyonnesse." 
The  world  has  many  charlatans,  but  they  are  not  often 
laid  bare  by  young  women. 

"  A  Woman  of  the  World,**  by  F.  Mabel  Robinson, 
is  a  book  which  will  pass  the  time,  but  why  any  one 
should  select  a  book  which  merely  passes  the  time 
when  one  can  do  so  much  better  is  a  mystery.

Caricature  always  has  its  share  of  truth,  and  this  is 
perhaps  the  only  merit  which  "  Expatriation,'*  by  the 
author  of  "  Aristocracy,**  has.  It  is  not  as  good  a 
book  as  the  first,  and  is  clumsy  and  unskillful  in  its 
handling.  The  characters  are  mere  paper-dolls 
labeled.  But  it  is  in  its  way  a  record  of  current  life 
giving  a  tale  of  two  American  families  in  England, 
and  there  is,  one  is  sometimes  tempted  to  think, 
nothing  so  miserable  as  an  American  abroad — except 
some  of  the  books  that  are  written  about  them. 

»•» 

Indian  history  ought  to  be  interesting  but  is  not. 
Trials  at  Westminster  have  generally  done  more  to 
make  the  heroes  of  the  Anglo-Indian  conquest  known 
than  battles  by  which  empire  was  won  and  treaties 
which  transferred  the  rule  of  millions.  The  lives  of 
the  makers  of  English  India  offer  the  surest  way  of 
catching  the  outlines  of  its  history.  '•  Lord  Clive,"  by 
Colonel  Sir  Charles  Wilson,  ought  to  be.  but  is  not,  as 
interesting  as  its  predecessors  in  the  same  series  on 


Hastings  and  Havelock.  It  is  clear,  consecutive  and 
not  burdened  by  too  much  detail.  These  are  great 
merits  in  unraveling  the  web  woven  of  intrigue  and 
cut  now  and  t^en  by  the  sword.  Lord  Clive,  a  clerk 
come  of  a  fighting  race,  won  by  sheer  brute  courage, 
Plassey,  one  of  the  decisive  battles  of  history.  Yet 
he  never  commanded  in  the  field  enough  Europeans 
to  make  up  a  full  regiment,  and  nearly  all  of  his 
battles  were  rushes  by  a  few  dozen  English  on  panic- 
stricken  Asiatics.  Sir  Charles  might  have  added  to 
interest  by  making  all  this  clearer,  for  the  marvel  of 
Indian  history  is  the  fashion  in  which  a  realm  as  large 
as  Rome*s  has  been  conquered  by  fifties  and 
hundreds. 

*\ 

The  Italy  of  to-day  we  know  but  little,  and  it  will 
surprise  many  to  learn  that  the  "  House  of  the  Medlar 
Tree,'*  Giovanni  Verga's  novel,  which  Mary  A. 
Craig  has  translated,  gives  characteristic  Italian  life. 
Mr.  Howells  praises  the  book,  in  a  preface  upon  which 
the  critics  have  all  fallen,  "  without  reserve  as  one 
of  the  most  perfect  pieces  of  literature  that  I  know.** 
The  reason  for  this  is  plain.  Nothing  so  deludes  the 
critical  faculty  as  admiration  for  technique.  It  would 
be  hard  to  overpraise  the  technical  skill  shown  by 
Signor  Verga — whom  Mr.  Howells,  by  way  I  suppose 
of  showing  his  superiority  to  the  accuracy  of  the  mere 
critic,  calls  Signor  Verdi.  I  imagine  that  this  skill 
will  be  appreciated  in  nearly  exact  proportion  to  one's 
acquaintance  with  the  difficulties  of  its  exercise. 
Signor  Verga's  success  in  handling  his  material  is 
supreme.  The  task  of  prying  open  the  shell  of  bright 
sunshine  and  easeful,  chattering  life,  which  cases  the 
outer  aspect  of  an  Italian  village,  and  showing  what  is 
within,  is  difficult  beyond  measure.  I  commend  the 
"House  by  the  Medlar  Tree**  to  any  young  story- 
writer  who  desires  a  wholesome  lesson  in  technique. 
I  cannot  as  frankly  direct  to  its  pages  the  reader  who 
wants  to  enjoy  himself.  Signor  Verga*s  name  is  new 
to  us.  In  Italy  his  three  stories,  '*  Eva,**  '*  Eros,** 
and  "  Tigre  Reale,**  first  attracted  attention  to  him, 
but  they  were  in  the  style  of  Feuillet.  In  1879  ^^^ 
"  Vita  dei  Campi,"  studies  in  pure  realism,  showed 
the  bent  of  his  genius,  and  two  years  later  *'  I  Mal- 
voglio**  appeared,  completing  the  revolution  in  his 
style.  It  would  have  been  well  to  indicate  the  con- 
nection between  the  two  titles  "  I  Malvoglio "  and 
the  **  House  by  the  Medlar  Tree,**  but  there  is  no  hint 
of  this.

A  good  working  theory  of  Hell  has  proved  necessary 
in  all  ages  and  useful  in  most.  If  not  the  noblest 
work  of  the  human  intellect,  it  has  often  proved  the 
most  engrossing.  *'A  Dead  Man's  Diary,"  by  Mr. 
G.  T.  Bettany,  is  an  effort  in  this  direction  of  a  very 
modern  sort,  which  will  be  interesting  a  century  hence 
as  a  relic,  for  different  ages  are  often  best  known  by 
I  he  Hells  they  keep.

At  any  moment 
this  learned  individual  can,  figuratively  speaking, 
put  his  finger  on  any  desired  car.  Such  a  man  or 
such  a  bureau  would  be  convenient  to  have  for  loca- 
ting the  members  of  the  Literary  Guild,  especially 
during  summer.  It  would  at  least  satisfy  a  legitimate 
curiosity,  or,  perhaps,  something  higher  than  curi- 
osity, for  the  public  that  buys  a  man*s  books  has  some 
right  to  know  on  what  he  feeds,  just  as  one  in  buying 
milk  has  the  right  to  insist  upon  it  that  the  cow  does 
not  pasture  where  there  are  turnips  and  garlic.  It 
would  also  satisfy  sense  of  the  reasonableness  of 
things,  which  is  so  often  outraged,  to  see  such  contra- 
dictory statements  as  to  favorite  writers  being  in  two 
or  three  places  at  once.  Thus  one  of  the  purveyors 
of  fashionable  gossip,  which  struggles  to  act  unoffici- 
ally as  such  a  bureau,  states  in  parallel  columns  of  a 
single  issue  that  Mr.  William  Dean  Howells  is  spend- 
ing the  summer  at  Lake  George  and  is  spending  the 
summer  at  Sorrento.  An  equally  authoritative  item 
finds  him  at  South  West  Harbor. 

The  Literary  Guild  of  Boston  are  scattered  every- 
where under  the  seven  stars,  especially  along  the  sea- 
board. Marion  seems  to  be  a  sort  of  nucleus  of  the 
craft ;  another  nucleus  of  literary  people,  not  from 
Boston  alone,  is  at  Kennebunkport.  Here  there  is 
not  such  a  literary  atmosphere  ;  the  residents  of  that 
pretty  Maine  shore  are  left  more  to  their  own 
resources  and,  consequently,  I  could  not  much  won- 
der that  the  author  of  "John  Ward,  Preacher/*  who 
had  left  her  cozy  cottage  for  a  few  days  at  Marion, 
compares  the  restfulness  of  the  one  place  to  the  high 
pressure  and  strain  that  obtains  in  the  other ;  more- 
over, the  atmosphere  of  the  Maine  shore  is  not  so 
soft,  enervating,  and  debilitating  as  that  that  makes 
the  environs  of  Buzzard's  Bay  a  sort  of  Lotos  land.  I 
might  mention  New  Castle,  New  Hampshire,  as 
another  favorite  haunt  of  chosen  spirits.  Here  Mr. 
E.  C.  Stedman  atones  by  cultivating  the  poetry  of 
Nature  by  his  winter's  service  of— well,  everyone 
knows  that  Mr.  Stedman  is  Pan  in  Wall  street. 

South  West  Harbor  now,  even  more  than  Bar  Har- 
bor, attracts  the  singing  birds.  There  the  old-time 
freedom  of  Mt.  Desert  still  reigns ;  perhaps  one  looks 
across  with  a  little  envy  at  the  semi-exclusiveness, 
joined  with  the  same  freedom  found  a  mile  away  at 
North  East  Harbor,  where  President  Eliot  succeeds  in 
forgetting  that  there  are  such  pernicious  beings  as 
reporters. 

Considerable  cheap  fun  was  poked  at  Boston  last 
spring  because  of  her  acceptance  of  a  pseudo-Russian 
Count — spelt  with  a  big  C  and  ending  properly  in  a  little 
(Russian)  t.  This  noble  aristocrat,  who  had  a  hobby 
for  letters,  published  a  book  at  his  own  expense  (that 


term  is  used  sarcastically  of  course) — that  is  his  pub- 
lisher had  no  risk  in  it.  The  ambitious  gentleman 
who  really  embarked  good  hard  cash  in  bringing  it 
out  has  conceived  a  clever  plan  to  recoup  himself,  for 
the  book  fell  as  flat  as  its  style  was  soaring.  He  is 
going  to  bring  out  a  "  popular**  edition  in.paper  cov- 
ers, with  a  choice  biography  of  the  '*  Count,'*  warranted 
genuine  and  adorned  with  his  picture.  The ' '  Count,*  * 
who  still  insists  on  his  title,  has  somewhat  injured  the 
ppespects  of  the  new  edition  of  "  Viera  '*  by  publish- 
ing in  one  of  the  Boston  dailies  a  charming  little  poem 
entitled  "  The  Victory."  It  was  calculated  to  deceive 
the  elect,  for  the  English  in  which  it  was  written 
sounded  foreign.  The  clever  editor  of  the  J^/ot, 
Mr.  John  Boyle  O'Reilly,  who,  though  few  knew  it, 
had  a  whip-hand  over  the  Russian  Dublinite  almost 
from  the  beginning,  quicklydetected  a  certain  kinship 
— one  might  say  twinship — between  this  lucubration 
and  a  poem  entitled  *'  After  the  Victory,**  written  by  a 
F.  J.  Gregg,  of  Dublin.  The  few  who  have  still  stood 
by  the  injured  "  Count,"  on  the  ground  that  even  if  he 
were  crooked  in  pecuniary  matters  he  was  at  least 
intellectually  sharp,  must  now  be  convinced  that  he 
is  intellectually  a  sharper. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  has  just  received  the 
first  instalment  of  a  regal  g^ft  from  St.  Petersburg : 
it  is  the  lithographed  plates  belonging  to  a  work 
entitled  "  Slavyansky  i  Vostotchnui  Ornament  pa 
Rukapisam,"  in  other  words.  "Slav  and  Oriental 
Ornamentation  as  found  in  Manuscripts,"  by  Vladimir 
Stasof,  Councillor  of  State.  These  plates  are  repro- 
duced in  colors  and  the  designs  are  quaint,  queer  and 
often  exceedingly  beautiful.  On  the  other  hand  they 
are  singularly  like  Mexican  and  Palenque  designs. 
Mr.  Stasof  brings  together  an  infinite  variety  of  these 
ancient  illustrations,  having  sought  them  in  Persian, 
Georgian,  Russian.  Polish.  Arabic.  Turkish  and  other 
sources.  The  great  quarto  volume  containing  the 
explanatory  text,  which  will  be  in  French  and  Russian, 
is  promised  upon  its  completion. 

The  library,  by  the  way,  will  soon  be  deprived  of 
the  services  of  Judge  Chamberlain,  whose  resignation 
has  just  been  accepted.  Judge  Chamberlain's  great 
legacy  to  the  library  is  his  collection  of  autographs. 
1  iorget  how  many  hundred  octavo  volumes  it  will 
make  when  bound,  but  he  once  told  me  that  fifty 
years  and  a  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  a  man's 
service  would  not  begin  to  reproduce  it.  His  inter- 
leaved edition  of  Duykinck's  American  Literature, 
illustrated  with  the  autograph  and  effigy  of  every 
author,  and  generally  with  autog^ph  letters  referring 
to  the  subjects  mentioned,  is  alone  worth  a  fortune 
The  Judge,  whose  health  is  not  very  strong,  hopes  to 
be  able  to  devote  himself  to  literary  work,  especially 
relating  to  American  history,  concerning  which  he  is 
an  authority  and  the  repository  of  information,  which, 
if  it  died  with  him,  would  be  an  irreparable  loss. 
What  he  can  do  in  the  way  of  historical  criticism  may 
be  seen   in  the  review  of '*  Palfrey's  History,"  which 
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appeared  in  a  recent  number  of  the  Nation  (unsigned). 
It  is  ideal  criticism,  though  the  exigencies  of  space 
sheared  from  it  a  great  mass  of  illustrative  matter. 

The  author  of  a  recently-published  and  successful 
novel  has  just  had  an  offer  of  marriage  from  a  stranger 
in  the  far  West,  who  had  seen  her  name  in  the  paper. 
He  said  that  he  judged  she  would  make  him  a  good 
wife,  and  guaiUnteed  that  it  was  her  opportunity  to 
get  "a  good  husban*,"  for,  said  he,  "procrastination 
is  the  theave  of  time  !  ** 

That  reminds  me  of  another  charming  authoress 
who  has  written  several  clever  novels.  I  wish  I  might 
tell  her  name,  which  would  certainly  add  piquancy 
to  the  story.  She  had  occasion  to  visit  Niagara  Falls 
out  of  season,  and  when  she  engaged  a  carriage  to  see 
the  sights,  the  landlord  of  the  hotel  begged  permission 
to  give  an  elderly  gentleman  a  seat  with  her.  She 
consented,  and  the  two  had  a  delightful  afternoon.  He 
had  confided  to  her  that  he  was  on  his  way  West,  but 
when  she  took  her  seat  in  the  east-bound  train,  her 
new  friend  appeared  and  told  her  that  he  had  been 
obliged  to  change  his  plans.  Before  they  had  gone 
many  miles,  he  declared  himself  in  the  mobt  ardent 
terms,  offering  his  heart  and  hand.  She  turned  her 
big  blue  eyes  upon  him  with  all  the  innocence  in  the 
world  and  said : 

*'  Can  it  be,  sir,  that  we  have  talked  together  all 
this  time  and  I  have  never  once  mentioned  my  hus- 
band and  my  children  ?  " 

Needless  to  say  the  elderly  gentleman  got  out  at 
the  next  station  and  followed  the  course  of  empire. 


CHARLOTTE  MARY  YONGE. 

The  author  of "  The  Heir  of  Redclyffe,"  and  "  Camecs 
from  English  History,'*  was  born  at  Otterbourne, 
Hants,  England,  in  1823,  and  published  her  first 
work,  "  Abbey  Church,"  in  1844.  She  is  one  of  the 
roost  industrious  and  interesting  of  living  English 
writers,  in  appearance  quite  tall  and  somewhat  stout, 
with  beautiful  white  hair.  She  speaks  of  herself  as 
one  of  the  happy  women  with  no  history,  having 
always  lived  at  Otterbourne,  the  only  move  of  her  life 
having  been  from  her  brother's  house,  near  at  hand, 
to  her  present  home,  **  Elderfield,**  a  number  of  years 
ago.  Her  hours  for  writing  are  regular,  generally 
occupying  her  day  from  half-past  ten  o'clock  to  half- 
past  one. 

She  can  scarcely  be  called  a  novelist  in  the  strictest 
sense  of  the  term,  though  of  the  hundred  and  odd 
books  she  has  written  about  two-thirds  have  been  fic- 
tion. "The  Heir  of  Redclyffe,"  her  most  popular 
story,  published  in  1853,  achieved  remarkable  suc- 
cess and  has  been  translated  into  many  languages. 
Her  work  is  said  to  be  careful  and  well-intentioned, 
and  in  her  histories  and  biographies,  especially,  her 
'  style  is  adapted  to  suit  the  tastes  of  youthful  and 
growing  readers.    The  moral  of  her  stories  is  alwa>s 


pre-eminently  healthful  and  religioul,  tending  to  in- 
culate  the  opinions  of  a  high  church  woman.  A  partial 
list  only  of  her  many  works  is  here  given  :

••  Pillars  of  the  House,"  *' Stray  Pearls,"  "The  Two 
Sides  of  the  Shield,"  "  A  Modern  Telemachus." 

"The  Victorian  Half  Century"  was  written  in  1887, 
at  the  time  of  the  Queen's  Jubilee  in  England,  and 
was  followed  by  a  **  Life  of  the  Prince  Consort,"  in 
1889,  ''The  Cunning  Woman's  Grandson,'*  '•  A  Re- 
puted Changeling." 

She  has  also  written  a  series  of  "  Young  Folk's  His- 
tories "  of  Greece,  Rome,  Germany,  England,  France, 
etc.  "  More  Byewords  "  is  announced  for  early  pub- 
lication ;  and  a  story  entitled  "The  Slaves  of  Sabinus,'* 
the  scene  of  which  is  laid  in  the  time  of  Vespasian.

CARDINAL  NEWMAN. 

John  Henry  Newman,  cardinal  deacon  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  died  at  Birmingham,  England, 
August  1 1,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  born 
in  London,  February  21,  1801,  and  was  the  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  John  Newman,  banker,  of  London,  and 
brother  of  Professor  Francis  William  Newman,  the  dis- 
tinguished deist  and  essayist.  Beginning  his  education 
at  Ealing  School,  he  went  to  Oxford,  where,  at  the  age 
of  nineteen,  he  graduated  B.  A.,  taking  high  classical 
honors  as  a  member  of  Trinity.  In  1822  ne  became 
Fellow  of  Oriel,  and,  taking  Anglican  Orders  two  years 
later,  he  was  first  curate  of  St.  Clement,  then  Vicar  of 
St.  Mary  the  Virgin,  Oxford.  In  1825  he  became  vice 
principal  of  St.  Alban's  Hall  and  ifi  the  following  year 
tutor  of  his  college.  From  1828  to  1843  ^^  was 
incumbent  of  St.  Mary's,  Oxford,  and  Chaplam  of 
Littlemore.  In  1830  he  began  to  write  a  "  History  of 
the  Arians  of  the  Fourth  Century,"  and  three  yeais 
later  composed  that  beautiful  hymn,  "  Lead,  Kindly 
Light."  Into  the  Tractarian  movement  he  threw 
himself  so  thoroughly  that  Bishop  Blomfield  was  led 
to  say  :  "  The  whole  movement  is  nothing  but  New- 
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mania.**  Gradually  his  religious  opinions  were  under- 
going transformation »  and  after  the  Tractarians  had 
lost  their  hold,  through  fear  lest  they  should  Romanize 
the  church  and  after  his  tract  was  condemned  by  the 
University  authorities,  he  resigned  his  living  at  St. 
Mary's  and  retired  to  a  monastery.  Three  years  later 
he  announced  his  definite  secession.  Received  into 
the  Church  of  Rome  by  Dr.  Wiseman,  he  was 
ordained  priest,  and  in  1848  was  appointed  head  of 
the  oratory  in  Birmingham.  In  1850  he  founded  the 
Brompton  Oratory,  but  in  1852  he  repaired  to  the  new 
oratory  at  Edgbaston,  near  Birmingham,  where  he 
remained  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1854-58^ 
when  he  was  rector  of  the  Roman  Catholic  University 
at  Dublin.  In  1864  Charles  Kingsley  made  his  attack 
upon  Newman  in  Macmillan's  Magazine,  and  a  sub- 
sequent pamphlet  drew  from  him  his  dignified 
"  Apologia  pro  vita  sua.**  The  next  year  his  poem, 
"The  Dream  of  Georontius.**  appeared,  describing 
the  vision  of  a  dying  Christian,  and  in  1874  he 
answered  Mr.  Gladstone's  pamphlet  on  "The  Vatican 
Decrees  **  with  his  "  Letters  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk.** 
Other  works  of  vigor  have  come  from  his  pen.  On 
the  promulgation  of  the  dogma  of  the  infallibility  of 
the  Pope's  decision  ex-cathedra.  Dr.  Newman  accepted 
it  with  limitations,  but  censured  it  as  being  ill-timed. 
In  December,  1877,  ^^  was  elected  an  honorary  fellow 
of  his  own  college,  Trinity,  and  in  1879  ^^  ^^s  created 
a  cardinal  deacon  by  Pope  Leo  XIII.  Of  late  years 
he  had  lived  a  somewhat  secluded  life.

The  New  York  Times  says  editorially:  "The 
Roman  Church  in  England  had  too  small  a  share  of 
what  is  vital  in  English  life  within  its  reach  to  give 
Cardinal  Newman  the  leverage  which  his  genius 
required.  The  attempt  that  came  nearest  to  jiving  him 
a  vocation  was  the  effort  to  establish  a  Catholic  uni- 
versity in  Ireland,  and  the  fruit  of  it  is  found  in  one 
of  the  choicest  of  his  literary  works,  *  The  Idea  of  a 
University.* 

"  It  has  been  generally  conceded  that  in  the  sphere 
of  personal  religious  influence  Cardinal  Newman  was 
the  greatest  Englishman  of  the  century.  He  was  as 
a  religious  genius  what  Mr.  Gladstone  is  as  a  states- 
man and  what  Lord  Tennyson  is  as  an  interpreter  of 
the  movement  of  modern  life.  He  was  not  a  modern 
man.  He  was  too  much  of  an  ecclesiastic  and  a 
scholar  to  feel  the  later  movement  of  the  world 
around  him,  and  all  his  life  he  was  a  religious  recluse 
rather  than  a  leaaer  among  men  of  action.  He  lost 
his  mission  of  spiritual  leadership  when  he  entered 
the  Church  of  Rome  ;  he  could  only  be  the  leader 
under  others  in  his  new  home ;  in  the  old  he  occupied 
a  foremost  position  in  a  Church  which  is  in  the  con- 
stant process  of  adjusting  fundamental  truth  to 
modern  life.  If  the  fruits  of  Cardinal  Newman's 
genius  in  his  Roman  life  were  not  commensurate  with 
his  exceptional  ability  it  must  not  be  understood  that 


his  new  and  later  friends  did  not  appreciate  him. 
Two  Englishmen — Manning  and  Newman — have 
done  much  to  restore  the  Roman  Church  in  England 
during  the  life  of  our  generation  to  a  foretaste  of  its 
dignity  and  honor  before  the  days  of  Henry  VIII. 
What  Cardinal  Manning  has  accomplished  as  a 
leader  among  men  Cardinal  Newman  has  supple- 
mented by  the  favor  which  his  genius  has  secured  for 
the  Roman  communion  among  the  English  people  of 
to-day.  The  beauty  of  his  life  not  less  than  the 
strength  and  power  of  his  religious  genius  have  drawn 
to  him  the  attention  of  the  English-speaking  world, 
and  his  writings  for  their  purity  and  simplicity  and 
beauty  of  style  are  among  the  finest  models  of  English 
which  the  century  has  produced.  Whether  one  re- 
gards him  as  a  controversalist,  as  a  poet,  or  as  a  gen- 
eral writer,  he  holds  the  place  awarded  to  men  of 
genius,  and  long  after  his  polemic  treatises  have  been 
forgotten  his  sermons  and  his  ethical  writings  will  be 
read  and  quoted  as  evidence  of  his  mastery  of  English 
style.  He  was  less  learned  than  Doellinger  or  than 
Pusey,  less  controlled  by  religious  types  of  thought 
and  feeling  than  Keble,  less  timid  than  any  of  his 
famous  Anglican  associates.  He  had  the  insight  of 
genius,  the  instinct  of  making  his  way  through  a  diffi- 
cult problem,  the  power  to  win  his  generation,  the 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  make  disciples  and 
friends,  and  he  goes  to  his  grave  probably  more  la- 
mented and  more  honored  by  his  countrymen  than 
any  other  Englishman  of  his  generation.**

BOOK     NEWS. 


JOHN  BOYLE  O'REILLY, 
The  poet,  author,  and  editor  of  the  Boston  Pilot,  died 
suddenly  of  heart  disease  in  Hull,  Mass.,  Sunday, 
August  10.  He  was  at  work  in  his  Boston  office  as 
usual  on  Saturday.  Bom  in  Meath,  Ireland,  in  June 
1844,  he  began  life  as  a  type-setter,  but  soon  became 
identified  with  the  revolutionary  movement  and 
enlisted  in  the  Fourth  Hussars  of  the  British  Army 
and  labored,  with  much  success,  to  spread  republican 
principles  in  the  ranks.  He  was  detected,  arrested, 
tried  for  high  treason,  and  condemned  to  be  shot,  but 
Ac  sentence  was  commuted  to  a  term  of  twenty  years* 
penal  servitude,  and  he  was  sent  to  Western  Australia. 
He  made  his  escape  through  the  connivance  of  a 
priest,  and,  after  enduring  great  hardships  in  the  bush, 
succeeded  in  getting  on  board  an  American  vessel. 
After  some  romantic  adventures  he  finally  reached 
Liverpool,  and  then  sailed  for  Philadelphia,  where  he 
landed  in  1869.  He  began  lecturing  and  writing,  and 
soon  published  his  first  volume  of  poems,  "  Songs  of 
the  Southern  Seas,"  1873,  which  he  dedicated  to  the 
captain  of  the  ship  which  rescued  him.  These 
attracted  much  favorable  attention,  and  his  miscella- 
neous writings  in  the  Pilots  on  which  he  had  found 
editorial  employment,  gained  for  him  a  wide  reputa- 
tion. In  1874  he  succeeded  in  becoming  the  owner 
of  the  Pilot,  assuming  the  debts  of  the  former  editor. 
From  that  time  his  pen  was  very  busy.  "Songs. 
Legends,  and  Ballads,**  and  "  Moondyne,"  his  famous 
novel,  appeared  in  1879  \  "  Statues  in  the  Block,  and 
Other  Poems."  in  1881 ;  "  In  Bohemia,**  in  1886 ; 
"The  Ethics  of  Boxing  and  Manly  Sport,**  and, 
"Stories  and  Sketches,'*  in  1888. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  entirely  prosperous, 
and  enjoyed  a  large  acquaintance  in  literary  and 
artistic  circles  in  New  York  and  Boston,  being  a 
member  of  many  leading  clubs.  A  widow  and  four 
daughters  survive  him.  N,  V,  Post. 


The  death  of  John  Boyle  O'Reilly  removes  not  only 
an  important  figure  in  American  literature  but  a  man 
vhose  magnetic  personal  qualities  and  whose  vigorous 
work  in  behalf  of  humanity  endeared  him  alike^to 
those  who  knew  him  and  to  the  public  at  large.  In 
him  were  enshrined  the  best  qualities  of  his  race. 
Open-hearted,  brave  and  generous,  he  had  the  hatred 
of  a  strong  man  for  every  form  of  tyranny  or  oppres- 
sion, with  the  tenderness  of  a  child  for  those  who 
needed  sympathy  or  help.  For  twenty  years  an 
American  citizen  and  practically  interested  in  national 
2nd  State  questions,  he  still  retained  a  passionate  love 
for  the  land  of  his  birth.  His  experiences  as  a 
political  convict,  bitter  as  they  were,  were  the  refining 
fixe  through  which  he  passed,  and  from  them  came 
the  inspiration  of  his  best  and  highest  work.  He 
learned  then,  as  he  could  have  learned  at  no  other 
time,  and  nowhere  else,  the  needs  of  humanity,  and 
recognized  the  claims  of   the  speechless  upon  the 


tongue  and  pen  of  those  who  could  speak  and  write. 
His  sympathies  were  not  confined  to  the  suffering  of 
his  own  race ;  they  were  as  broad  as  the  sea.  Neither 
creed  nor  color  bounded  his  horizon,  and  his  ringing 
utterances  in  behalf  of  social  and  political  freedom 
will  be  sung  and  quoted  by  generations  yet  to  come.

SUBSTANTIAL  RECORDS. 

The  wealth  of  literature  treasured  up  in  the  cunei- 
form remains  of  the  literature  of  Assyria  and  Babylo- 
nia is  simply  a  marvel  in  our  eyes.  Professor  De- 
litzsch,  a  leading  specialist  and  pathfinder  in  this  in- 
teresting field  of  research,  in  a  recent  publication,  fur- 
nishes a  bird*s-eye  view  of  these  literary  treasures, 
stating  that  the  literature  preserved  in  the  Assyrian 
tongue  occupies  on  the  score  of  age  the  first  place 
among  the  literatures  of  the  Shemitic  peoples.  En- 
graved on  bricks,  prisms  and  cylinders  of  clay,  on 
slabs  of  marble  and  alabaster,  on  statues,  obelisks 
and  colossal  bulls,  and  especially  on  clay  tablets  and 
bricks  of  every  shape,  a  literature  has  been  recovered 
which  already  far  exceeds  in  compass  the  whole  of 
the  Old  Testament  Scriptures,  and  which,  will  doubt- 
less continue  to  grow  from  year  to  year  until  at  length 
the  wealth  of  material  shall  ^  be  exhausted.  Texts  of 
many  hundred  lines  record  the  wars  of  Assyrian  and 
Babylonian  kings,  their  buildings,  their  deeds  at  the 
chase  and  elsewhere,  and  unfold  a  life-like  picture  of 
the  politics,  culture  and  geography,  not  only  of  Baby- 
lonia and  Assyria,  but  also  of  all  the  neighboring  peo- 
ples of  Western  Asia.  In  addition  to  these,  chrono- 
logical lists  and  records  of  every  sort,  such  as  eponym 
lists,  chronicles,  synchronous  histories,  tables  of  kings^ 
etc.,  render  it  possible  to  fix  the  dates  of  individual 
dynasties  and  monarchs,  and  afford  chronological 
data  reaching  back  to  the  middle  of  the  fourth  mil- 
lenium  before  Christ.  There  are  prayers  and  psalms, 
legends  of  the  gods,  stories  of  the  Creation  and  the 
Flood,  lists  of  the  gods  and  exorcisms  of  varied  con- 
tents, a  great  epic  in  twelve  books,  a  large  number  of 
astrological  tablets,  curious  lists  of  secret  remedies, 
oracular  utterances,  calendars  and  other  data  on  the 
religion,  mythology  and  superstitions  of  these  nations. 
In  addition  to  tablets  of  a  purely  scientific,  mathemat- 
ical and  astronomical  contents,  there  are  also  long 
lists  of  words  taken  from  a  similar  stem  or  having  a 
similar  ideogram,  list  of  synonyms,  names  of  occupa- 
tions, persons,  stars,  animals,  plants,  clothes,  wooden 
instruments  and  utensils,  paradigms,  collections  of 
signs  used  in  the  priest  schools  of  the  Assyrians  and 
Babylonians  ;  also  a  vast  number  of  letters  and  con- 
tract tablets,  reports  of  generals  and  astronomers, 
proclamations  and  petitions,  deeds  of  purchase  and 
sale,  marriage  certificates,  bequests,  wills,  house  in- 
ventions, receipts,  etc.  N.  V.  Independent.

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ELIZABETPCAN  FICTION. 

The  English  Novel  in  the  Time  of  Shakespeare. 
^y  J-  J-  Jus^serand.  Translated  from  the  French  by 
Elizabeth  Lee.  Revised  and  enlarged  by  the  author. 
Illustrated.     8vo.,    |6.oo,  postpaid. 

The  original  edition  of  M.  Jusserand*s  interesting 
book  appeared  some  years  ago.  The  author  has 
taken  the  opportunity  of  its  translation  into  English 
to  revise  and  enlarge  it  considerably,  while  the 
publishers  have  so  amply  illustrated  it—often  irom 
recondite  sources — that  its  value  and  interest  are 
greatly  increased.  It  might  naturally  be  doubted 
whether  a  Frenchman,  however  well  equipped,  could 
do  justice  to  such  a  subject ;  but  M.  Jusserand  has  left 
few  traces  of  his  nationality  in  his  work  ;  while  his 
appreciations  are  as  liberal  and  sympathetic  as 
though  he  had  been  to  the  manor  born.  Only  in  the 
early  part  of  his  book  docs  he  exhibit  a  tincture  of 
patriotic  pride,  and  this  is  manifested  in  a  rather 
exaggerated  insistancc  upon  the  derivation  of  the 
English  novel  from  Norman  sources,  which  he,  not 
altogether  exactly,  speaks  of  as  French  in  the  modern 
sense. 

M.  Jusserand  appears  inclined  to  put  Lyly's 
*'  Euphues  •'  at  the  head  of  English  novels  ;  but  Lyly 
cannot  be  said  to  have  projected  his  book  upon 
English  lines  at  all.  On  the  contrary,  its  chief 
characteristic  was  exotic,  the  language  called 
Euphuistjc  being  a  bold  adaptation  of  a  Spanish 
fashionable  folly  of  the  time.  It  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand the  rapid  spread  of  this  imported  affectation. 
To-day  it  seems  intolerably  tedious,  chillingly  artificial 
and  lifeless.  But  before  Elizabeth,  and  during  the 
^eater  part  of  her  reigpi,  pseudo-classicism  was 
dominant.  Had  Chaucer  founded  a  school,  the 
reasonable  presumption  is  that  the  English  novel 
would  have  come  into  being  at  least  a  century  earlier 
than  it  did,  and  that  it  would  have  been  from  the  first 
a  genuine  production  of  the  soil.  Chaucer,  like  his 
great  successor,  Shakespeare,  borrowed  freely  foreign 
subjects,  but,  also  like  Shakespeare,  he  thoroughly 
Anglicized  them.  Lyly  and  the  school  he  unfortu- 
nately founded,  and  Sir  Philip  Sidney  also,  did  more 
harm  than  good  to  the  literature  of  their  country  so 
far  as  prose  writing  is  concerned.  But  for  their 
erection  of  a  wholly  false  and  artificial  standard,  the 
wholesome  example  of  Shakespeare  must  have 
purged  away  the  tendency  to  stiffness  which  was  the 
besetting  literary  sin  of  the  time.  It  is  indeed  strange 
that  Shakespeare's  naturalness  did  not  powerfully 
infect  his  contemporaries ;  but  the  example  of  Ben 
Jonson  on  the  stage  was  little  less  mischievous  than 
that  of  Lyly  and  his  imitators  in  fiction,  and  the 
frivolity  and  insincerity  which  are  inseparable  from 
court  life  doubtless  contributed  much  to  the  success 
of  the  imbecility  called  Euphuism. 


,  After  the  comparatively  brief  reign  of  Euphuism, 
prolonged  somewhat  by  Lyly's  imitators.  Lodge, 
Green,  Peale,  Nash,  etc.,  the  so-called  "  picaresque  " 
novel  modelled  upon  Spanish  stories  such  as 
"  Lazarillo  de  Tormes,"  had  a  vogue.  These,  how- 
ever, were  in  no  true  sense  English,  nor  can  the 
beginning  of  the  real  English  novel  be  placed  earher 
than  Defoe.  French,  Spanish  and  Italian  romances 
held  the  field  a  long  time,  and  even  the  appearance 
of  such  masterpieces  as  "  Robinson  Crusoe"  did  not 
for  a  considerable  period  change  the  prevailing 
foreign  fashion.  The  "heroical"  novel  succeeded 
the  *'  picaresque,*'  and  in  some  respects  must  be 
regarded  as  a  relapse,  for  some  at  least  of  the 
"picaresque"  stories  were  written  with  a  strong 
realistic  bent,  and  represented  scenes  and  manners 
taken  from  actual  life.  The  "heroical"  novels, 
whose  origin  was  French,  were  on  the  other  hand 
purely  imaginative,  and  in  their  methods  and  structure 
recall  rather  the  mediaeval  romances  than  the  later 
and  more  natural  fiction.  The  public  taste  grew 
slowly.  It  was  still  very  crude  when  it  delighted  in 
these  "heroic"  tales;  nor  was  the  change  toward  a 
morbid  sentimentalism  which  succeeded  much  more 
in  Ihe  line  of  true  growth.  M.  Jusserand  has  given 
so  many  long  extracts  .from  these  books,  and  such 
full  analyses  of  those  not  quoted  from,  that  his 
readers  are  enabled  to  form  very  fair  estimates  of  the 
kind  of  fiction  which  pleased  the  people  of  the  six- 
teenth and  seventeenth  centuries.  Between  the  taste 
which  revelled  in  the  mediaeval  romances  of  Charle- 
magne and  Arthur,  and  that  which  found  pleasure  in 
such  fiction  as  "Amadis  of  Gaul,"  "  Palmerin  of 
England,"  and  the  whole  swarm  of  bastard  chivalry 
romances,  there  is  perhaps  not  much  room  for  choice ; 
but  if  anything,  the  earlier  productions  are  the  whole- 
somer  and  more  virile  of  the  two.  Yet  this  shows 
how  hard  the  passion  for  the  marvellous  died,  and 
how  gradually  education  spread. 

After  Defoe  there  was  another  period  of  stagnation 
or  retrogression.  Like  Chaucer,  he  failed  to  found  a 
school.  For  the  time  the  demoralizing  influence  of 
the  Restoration  was  shown  in  the  character  of  the 
current  fiction.  The  final  outcome  of  the  struggle 
between  Puritanism  and  the  Reaction  was  a  curious 
hybridism,  and  reveals  the  persistent  influence  of  the 
French  novel.  "  Clelie  "  and  "  The  Grand  Cyrus  '• 
were  the  progenitors  of  a  host  of  washy  sentimental 
romances,  of  interminable  length,  in  which  all  the 
characters  write — and  read  aloud — ^the  most  emotional 
letters,  and  wherein  no  single  person  behaves 
naturally  from  beginning  to  end.  M.  Jusserand  has 
much  playful  badinage  for  the  romances  in  which 
everybody  insists  upon  telling  his  or  her  story 
the  moment  they  are  introduced,  and  wherein  tlie 
puzzled  reader  finds  one  set  of  stories  inside  another, 
like  Chinese  ivory  balls.  But  tiresome  as  these  com- 
positions were,  they  cannot  be  considered  more 
tedious  than  the  novels  of  the  "Sir  Charles  Grandi-

son  "  type,  and  one  can  but  wonder  at  the  patience 
of  our  ancestors  in  poring  over  th«^e  monstrous 
aggregations  of  dulness  and  insipidity. 

M.  Jusserand  does  not  go  far  beyond  the  time  of 
Shakespeare,  nor  would  his  limitations  justify  such 
an  extension,  but  in  a  few  pages  he  endeavors  to  trace 
the  connection  between  the  fiction  of  the  sixteenth 
and  that  of  the  eighteenth  century.  In  doing  this  he 
makes  it  very  clear  that  Shakespeare  himself  was,  in 
the  employment  of  his  native  tongue,  a  full  century 
and  a  half  in  advance  of  his  contemporaries,  and 
that  Defoe  was  the  first  to  follow  unreservedly  in  his 
footsteps,  while  he,  too,  was  before  his  time  in  this 
respect.  M.  Jusserand  has  succeeded  in  making  a 
most  interesting  study  of  the  Elizabethan  age  as 
regards  its  fiction,  and  the  illustrations  added  by  the 


in  Costa  Rica,  Nicaragua,  Salvador,  and  Guatemala. 
The  people  and  customs  of  those  countries  are 
described  after  Mr.  Vincent*s  generally  interesting 
style,  with  much  information  of  more  or  less  value. 
This  part  of  the  book  makes  about  two- thirds 
Qf  the  volume,  the  remaining  sketches  comprising 
tours  in  the  Far  East.  An  interesting  account  is 
given  of  a  visit  to  the  ruined  cities  of  Cambodia, 
including  a  description  of  the  wonderful  Buddhist 
Temple.  Some  weeks  were  spent  among  the 
Burmese,  the  author  paymg  his  special  respects  to 
young  King  Theebau  and  his  wicked  ways.  The  land 
of  the  White  Elephant  is  also  briefly  referred  to ;  that 
part  of  the  world  the  author  has  described  more  in  detail 
in  a  former  publication.  This  volume  is  not  nearly  so 
pretentious  as  "Around  and  About  South  America,"

AN  AMERICAN  TRAVELLER. 

In  and  Out  of  Central  America,  and  Other 
Sketches  and  Studies  of  Travel,  By  Frank 
Vincent.      Illustrated.     i2mo,  1 1.50;  by  mail,  ;^  1.63. 

It  is  only  a  few  months  since  Mr.  Vincent  sent  out 
the  record  of  his  journey  around  and  about  South 
America.  This  is  another  and  similar  account  of  a 
hasty  tour  of  observation,  chiefly  in  a  section  of 
country  of  which  much  has  been  written,  but  of  which 
much  remains  to  be  told.  Landing  at  Aspinwall  and 
proceeding  across  the  Isthmus,  in  the  fall  of  1887,  the 
author  proceeded  up  the  southern  coast,  visiting  all 
the  principal  cities  and  many  of  the  places  of  interest 


but  it  sustains  Mr.  Vincent's  reputation  as  a  wide- 
awake American  traveller,  one  who  journeys  with  his 
eyes  wide  open,  seeing  about  everything  of  special 
interest,  and  being  able  to  describe  it  with  effect.

Lord  Clive.  By  Colonel  Sir  Charles  Wilson.  With 
portrait.  English  Men  of  Action  series.  i2mo,  60 
cents ;  by  niail,  69  cents ;  limp  cloth,  45  cents ;  by 
mail,  53  cents. 

It  requires  some  courage  to  challenge  comparison 
with  Macaulay  as  a  biographer  of  Clive,  but  no  series 
pretending  to  give  the  lives  of  famous  English  men 
of  action  could  have  omitted  so  distinguished  an 
example,  and  Sir  Charles  Wilson's  essay,  while  not 
in  competition  with  that  of  the  historian,  has  the 
merit  of  presenting  in  fuller  detail,  if  not  with  g^reater 
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exactness,  the  salient  features  of  Clive's  civil  adminis- 
trations. Macaulay  brought  into  prominence  his 
hero's  military  achievements.  It  was  chiefly  as  a 
founder  of  empire,  as  a  bold  compel  ler  of  fortune, 
that  he  painted  the  man.  Sir  Charles  Wilson,  on  the 
other  hand,  does  more  to  vindicate  Clive's  reputation, 
for  he  lays  bare  with  an  unsparing  hand  the  teeming 
abuses  which  grew  up  between  Clive's  first  and  second 
Indian  administration,  and  enables  us  to  estimate  at 
their  full  valu€  the  difficulties  against  which  he  suc- 
cessfully contended  in  establishing  the  radical  reforms 
which  had  become  necessary.  Since  Macaulay's 
time,  moreover,  the  world  has  learned  so  much  of 


pre-Anglican  Indian  polity  and  government  that  it  is 
no  longer  possible  to  raise  admiration  or  love  by 
reference  to  the  barbaric  tinselled  splendors  which 
poorly  disguised  the  most  corrupt,  cruel  and  inefficient 
rule  any  country  could  be  subject  to.  Sir  Charles 
Wilson  shows  the  effete  and  degenerate  heirs  of  the 
Empire  of  the  Moguls  for  what  they  were.  Plunged 
in  debauchery,  bankruptcy  and  anarchy ;  practicing 
a  reckless  despotism  tempered  by  assassination,  these 
feeble  and  odious  rulers  were  at  the  mercy  of  any 
Nawab  who  possessed  martial  capacity  and  ambition, 
and  had  neither  the  English,  French  or  Dutch  been 
present  to  interfere,  they  must  have  suc- 
cumbed speedily  to  their  own  vices  and 
weaknesses,  and  given  place  to  the  anarchy 
which  for  years  had  threatened  the  land. 

Sir  Charles  opens  with  a  lucid  exposition 
of  the  condition  of  Indian  affairs  before 
Clive  appeared.  There  was  then  no  dream 
of  an  Anglo-Indian  empire.  The  East  India 
Company  sought  only  the  profits  of  trade. 
Dupleix  and  La  Bourdonnais  drove  them  into 
alliance  with  the  native  chiefs  and  princes, 
and  would  probably  have  driven  them  out 
of  India  but  for  the  fortune  which  at  the 
most  critical  moment  removed  Dupleix  from 
the  scene  and  placed  Clive  upon  it.  For 
it  is  scarcely  doubtful  that  the  establishment 
of  English  power  in  Hindustan  was  due 
directly,  and  almost  wholly,  to  the  genius  of 
the  turbulent  young  writer,  who  began  his 
career  with  a  fruitless  attempt  at  suicide — 
and  was  to  end  it  by  a  second  and  unfor- 
tunately successful  recourse  to  the  pistol. 
Clive  gave  Dupleix  his  first  check  at  Madras. 
Clive's  daring  and  ability  turned  the  tide  of 
French  success  on  the  coast.  Clive,  by  the 
Battle  of  Plassey,  seated  the  English  firmly 
in  Bengal.  Clive,  by  seizing  the  Diwanee, 
created  the  Anglo-Indian  empire. 

There  remains  the  one  indubitable  blot 
upon  Clive's  fair  fame ;  the  imposture  upon 
Omicchund ;  the  false  treaty.  It  would  be 
absurd  to  pretend  that  quite  as  bad  and 
worse  deeds  have  not  been  done  by  Euro- 
pean diplomatists.  Perjury,  forgery  and 
deceit  have  never  been  exclusively  Oriental  instru- 
ments. But  in  a  court  of  morals  Clive  cannot  be 
defended.  His  treatment  of  Omicchund  was  worthy  of 
Omicchund,  but  not  worthy  of  Robert  Clive.  The 
deception,  too,  appears  to  have  been  quite  needless, 
while  its  dreadful  effects  upon  the  victim  draw  to  him 
a  sympathy  which  perhaps  he  does  not  deserve. 
Nothing  can  be  said  in  palliation  of  this,  indeed,  but 
it  is  the  only  stain  upon  a  great  name ;  the  one  dark 
page  in  a  history  filled  with  glory  and  usefulness,  and 
unhappily  filled  also  with  unmerited  suffering  and 
cruel  persecution.  At  the  last,  when  vindicated  and 
acquitted,  rich  and  honored,  he  should  have  had 
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before  him  a  peaceful  and  happy  old  age,  the  memory 
of  those  indignities  and  that  ingratitude  mastered  his 
reason,  and  he  fell  by  his  own  hand.    N,  K  Tribune.

AMERICAN  ABORIGINES. 

Social  History  of  the  Races  of  Mankind.  Third 
Division  :  Aoneo-Maranonians.  By  A.  Featherman. 
8to,  ^.50 ;  by  mail,  $4.72. 

Without  information  kindly  furnished  by  the  author 
of  this  formidable  volume,  no  seader  of  its  title  would 
or  could  form  the  conception  that  it  signifies  the  North 
American  Indians.  Doubtless  the  latter  is  a  most 
unfortunate  designation,  always  recalling  the  blunder 
of  Columbus,  and  the  write/ who  shall  suggest  another 
name  having  any  chance  of  popular  acceptance  will 
deserve  thanks.  This  has  been  attempted  by  the 
phrase  Red  Indian  and  Red  Man,  but  it  is  now  becom- 
ing understood  that  the  pre-Columbian  peoples  of  this 
continent  were  not  red,  except  when  painted,  and  the 
title  that  perpetuates  another  blunder  is  properly  fall-

dwelling  on  this  violent  assertion,  about  which  a  vol- 
ume could  be  written,  it  might  be  admitted  that  all 
the  plants  mentioned  came  from  the  far  South  without 
requiring  as  a  corollary  to  the  proposition  that  the 
people  also  came  from  there.  The  conveyance  of 
maize  and  the  knowledge  of  its  cultivation,  through 
intertribal  channels,  is  known  to  have  actually  taken 
place  between  the  Arikara  and  their  neighbors  and 
congeners  who  first  received  the  "  Ree  corn  "  after 
they  were  established  in  the  localities  where  they  were 
earliest  met  by  Europeans.  The  cultivation  of  maize 
among  the  Siouan  tribes  does  not  prove  that  it  was 
brought  by  them  or  their  ancestors  from  South 
America,  any  more  than  docs  the  use  among  them  of 
the  horse,  which  was  introduced  into  South  America 
but  likewise  directly  into  North  America. 
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Having  decided  upon  the  homogeneity  of  all  the 
peoples  of  the  continent  as  Maranonians,  Dr.  Feather- 
man  attempts  to  name  their  grand  divisions  in  a  less 
commonplace  style  than  by  the  mere  geographic 
North  and  South  ;  and  selects  for  the  Northern  tribes 
the  title  of  "  Aoneo."  This  is  a  highly  euphonized 
form,  copied  from  Schoolcraft,  of  ha*-yo-hwe*-no, 
which  in  some  of  the  Iroquoian  dialects  means  -'  the 
island  that  floats.'*  referring  to  the  mythic  turtle  which 
became  magnified  into  an  island  and  finally  into  the 
habitable  world.  This  would  not  be  a  bad  poetical 
expression  for  the  continent,  but  is  not  likely  to  pre- 
vail, because  it  requires  so  much  explanation.  The

LIFE  IN  VIRGINIA  AFTER  THE  WAR. 

Throckmorton.    A  novel       By  Mollie  Elliot  Sea- 
well.     i2mo,  75  cents;  by  mail,  85  cents. 

"Throckmorton"  impresses  the  reader  with  a 
pleasant  sense  of  its  reality  and  substantiality.  It  is 
by  no  means  a  work  of  inspiration,  nor  can  it  boast 
of  exceptional  brilliancy  or  abundant  epigram;  but 
the  characters  are  honestly  and  thoroughly  well  stud- 
ied, the  author  has  a  steady  grasp  of  her  subject  mat- 
ter, and  writes  of  a  life  not  only  with  whose  environ- 
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ment  and  incidents  but  with  whose  atmosphere  and 
motives  she  is  easily  and  intimately  familiar;  and  the 
agreeable  result  is  an  interesting,  suggestive  and  well- 
constructed  story,  which,  once  begun,  holds  the 
pleased  attention  to  its  last  page. 

Life  in  the  old  Virginia  homes,  on  whose  stately 
and  overflowing  hospitality  the  war  laid  so  shadowing 
and  straitening  a  hand,  is  pictured  in  entertaining  de- 
tail, and  with  picturesqueness  and  sympathy.  The 
romance  of  the  tale  is  unfolded  naturally  and  pleas- 
antly ;  there  are  many  quaintly  humorous  touches, 
and  the  pathos  is  simple  and  sincere.  It  is  true 
enough  to  the  frailty  of  human  nature  that  the  most 
likable  man  in  the  book  is  its  only  rascal.  Throck- 
morton, with  all  his  admirable  qualities  thick  upon 
him,  yet  in  his  search  for  an  "  adaptable  "  wife  has  a 
faint  and  fatal  flavor  of  prigg^ishness.  Jack  is  so 
much  of  a  boy  as  to  attract  us  but  superficially  ;  the 
old  General  is  a  capital  genre  figure,  our  mterest  in 
whom,  though  instant,  is  not  cumulative  :  but  Tem- 
ple Freke  is  as  real  and  as  fascinating  a  personage 
as  has  sauntered  into  literature  for  many  a  day.  The 
chapters  in  which  he  figures  hold  the  best  art  of  the 
book. 

There  are  touches  of  shrewd  and  incisive  philoso- 
phizing throughout  the  volume,  which  raise  it  envia- 
bly above  the  level  of  the  average  summer  novel. 
•*  There  is  nothing  more  commonplace  in  a  common- 
place woman  than  her  emotions.  *  *  *  A  woman's 
emotional  is  exactly  commensurate  with  her  intellec- 
tual capacity.*'  Such  daring  flashes  of  unconven- 
tional common  sense  wait  to  surprise  the  reader  on 
dozens  of  pages  and  to  give  him  food  for  thought 
as  well  as  rational  and  wholesome  amusement.

THE  VATICAN  LIBRARY. 

Dr.  Philip  Schaff,  in  the  N,  V.  Independent,  says : 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  about  the  illiber- 
ality  of  the  management  of  the  Vatican  Library. 
Tischendorf,  Tregelles,  and  D5llinger  have  com- 
plained bitterly  of  it.  The  opinion  still  prevails  that 
Protestant  scholars  are  not  permitted  to  use  it,  and 
can  only  look  at  the  closed  cases  in  which  the  manu- 
scripts and  books  are  kept. 

Within  certain  restrictions  the  Vatican  Library, 
owing  to  the  liberal  policy  of  the  scholarly  Pope  Leo 
XIII,  is  accessible  to  every  scholar,  Protestant  as  well 
as  Catholic.  On  my  first  visit  I  foui^d  in  the  reading- 
room,  which  is  adorned  with  the  portraits  of  the 
Cardinal  Librarians,  including  Mai  and  Mezzofanti, 
about  twenty  scholars  ot  diflferent  nationalities,  en- 
gaged in  copying  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew  and  Arabic 
manuscript  books. 

A  brief  sketch  of  this  famous  library  may  be  of 
interest.  I  understand  that  an  authentic  history  of  it 
is  in  the  course  of  preparation. 


The  Vatican  Library  began,  we  may  say,  with  the 
archives  ot  the  Popes,  which  are  first  mentioned  under 
Damasus  I  (366-384),  and  were  preserved  in  the 
Lateran  palace,  the  papal  residence  given  by  Con- 
stantine  the  Great  to  Bishop  Silvester  (313).  After 
various  losses  and  changes  of  locality  the  library  was 
finally  settled,  after  the  return  of  the  Popes  from 
Avignon,  in  the  Vatican  palace,  where  it  occupies 
seven  (out  of  the  eleven  thousand)  rooms. 

Nicholas  V,  the  first  Pope  of  the  Renaissance  (i447 
-1456),  founded  the  Public  Library  with  nine  thousand 
volumes,  and  appointed  Giovanni  Tortelli  as  the  first 
librarian.  He  had  a  passion  for  books,  and  collected 
manuscripts  through  agents  from  all  parts  of  Europe, 
at  great  expense  (paying  five  hundred  ducats  for  a 
Latin  translation  of  Polybuis,  one  thousand  gold 
guilders  for  a  translation  of  Strabo).  Pius  II  (iEneas 
Sylvius,  1458-1462),  Sixtus  IV  (1471-1484),  and 
Sixtus  V  (i  585-1 590)  increased  the  collection.  Sixtus 
V  built  the  present  magnificent  halls  (1588). 

Great  libraries  were  added  from  time  to  time  by 
donation  or  purchase.  They  are  separately  catalogued* 
The  invaluable  Bibliotheca  Palatina  of  Heidelberg, 
after  being  captured  by  Tilly  in  the  Thirty  Years* 
War,  was  presented  to  the  Pope  by  the  Elector  Maxi- 
milian I,  of  Bavaria,  in  1623,  and  transported  to  Rome 
by  twenty-six  mule  teams.  It  is  very  rich  in  Latin, 
Greek  and  Hebrew  manuscripts,  and  in  the  literature 
of  the  Reformation  period.  I  mean  to  examine  il 
more  carefully.  At  the  fifth  centenary  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Heidelberg,  in  1886,  Pope  Leo^XIII  sent  as  a 
centenary  gift  a  printed  catalogue  of  it,  in  four  mag- 
nificently bound  volumes,  through  a  delegate  (Henri- 
cus  Stevenson),  but  not  the  books  which  belonged  to 
the  patrimony  of  St.  Peter.  The  manuscript  catalogue 
was  begun  by  Josephus  de  Julius  and  finished  by  Jose- 
phus  de  Camillis  (1678);  the  printed  catalogue  of  the 
Codices  Palatini  was  prepared  under  the  late  Cardinal 
Pitra  by  Henricus  Stevenson,  Senior,  and  Henricus 
Stevenson,  Junior,  and  J.  B.  de  Rossi  (Roma,  1885. 
and  1886).  The  Bibliotheca  Ikbinas,  founded  by 
Duke  Federigo  da  Monte  Feltro  was  added  in  1657, 
and  is  described  in  an  alphabetical  catalogue  of  161 
large  folio  leaves  made  in  1875  {Bibliothecce  Vaticano- 
Urbinatis  Codex  MSS,  Index).  The  Bibliotheca  Regi- 
nensis,  once  the  property  of  Queen  Christina,  of 
Sweden,  the  apostate  daughter  of  Gustavus  Adolphus, 
was  added  in  1690,  and  has  a  catalogue  of  206  leaves 
folio  (Index  Cod,  MSS,  Latinorum  Reginae  SaecorunC). 
The  Bibliotheca  Ottoboniana  (also  separately  cata- 
logued in  two  folios  of  631  leaves)  was  purchased  by 
Pope  Alexander  VIII,  of  the  Ottoboani  family,  in 
1746.  Napoleon  carried  these  treasures  to  Paris,  but 
most  of  them  were  restored  in  181 4.  The  manuscripts 
are  by  far  the  most  importai;it  part,  and  make  it  the 
most  valuable  library  in  the  world. 

The  Vatican  Library  contains  about  25,000  Latin, 
Greek  and  Oriental  manuscripts,  and  50,000  printed 
books.    But  the  estimates  vary  very  much.    One  of 
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the  sub-librarians  told  me  that  the  number  of  printed 
books  exceeds  200,000.  There  is  no  full  catalogue  of 
them ;  but  each  room  has  a  separate  catalogue. 

Pope  Leo  XIII  has  ordered  the  preparation  of  a  full 
catalogue,  which  is  now  in  course  of  publication.  The 
first  volumes  contain  the  Catalogue  of  the  Palatinate 
Library  (1885-86)  above  mentioned. 

Separate  from  the  Library  proper  is  the  Vatican 
Archive,  which  contains  the  documents  of  the  Curia 
and  all  that  pertains  to  the  official  correspondence  of 
the  Popes.

The  medal  is  of  pure  gold,  two  inches  in  dia- 
meter and  a  quarter  of  an  inch  in  thickness.  It  is 
cngfravcd  and  embossed  in  the  highest  style  of  art. 
The  obverse  presents  a  fine  medallion  of  the  Emper- 
or, crowned  with  laurel,  around  which  are  inscribed 
His  Majesty's  official  titles.  The  reverse  bears,  in  a 
circlet  of  oak  and  laurel,  the  imperial  crown  and  mot- 
to of  "  Viribus  Unitus,"  referring  to  the  political  asso- 
ciation of  empire  and  kingdom.  This  is  the  sec- 
ond honor  Mr.  Vincent  has  received  from  Vienna, 
having  a  few  years  ago,  been  elected  a  corresponding 
member  of  the  Austria  Geographical  Society.

A  medallion  por- 
trait is  contained  in  a  circular  moulding,  supported 
by  Corinthian  pilasters,  on  which  are  borne  the 
maiden  and  married  names  of  the  authoress,  "  Dinah 
Maria  Mulock — Mrs.  Craik."  The  inscription  on  the 
frieze  runs,  "  A  tribute  to  work  of  noble  aim  and  to  a 
gracious  life."

This  skit  on  the  bad  manners  of  the  titled  Briton 
and  his  American  imitator  is  animated  and  biting ; 
but  it  is  less  amusing  than  were  its  predecessors, 
•'  Aristocracy  '*  and  *'  American  Coin."  It  has  noth- 
ing which  can  be  called  a  plot;  its  conclusion  is- 
vague ;  its  episodes  are  slight  and  ill-connected  ;  and 
its  tone  is  that  of  farce  rather  than  of  comedy.  Its 
characters  are  mostly  male  and  female  cads,  from  the 
peer  of  (not)  long  descent  to  the  New  York  Anglo- 
maniac,  who  gets  her  "points'*  on  English  habits 
largely  from  her  servants.  There  is  little  play  of 
motive  in  the  book,  and,  as  we  have  said,  no  plot.  It 
is  in  their  talk  that  the  characters  reveal  themselves, 
and  here  the  author  has  put  forth  all  his  strength  of 
satire.  For  the  most  part  it  is  uncommonly  natural 
and  unstudied  talk,  whether  conversation  or  mono- 
logue ;  and,  if  exaggerated  sometimes  to  the  point  of 
farce,  that  is  not  a  very  great  fault  in  an  ephemeral 
trifle  dealing  with  international  contrasts.  The  story 
will  have  a  short  life,  and  a  merry  one  ;  and  it  deserves 
commendation  in  so  far  as  it  preaches  a  sturdy 
Americanism  and  ridicules  the  Anglomaniac's  effort 
to  seem  other  than  he  is.

There  are  so  many  vivid  pictures  in  a  novel  that  it 
is  hard  to  pick  out  a  chief  one  among  them  in  the 
matter  either  of  narrative  emphasis  or  of  tragic  force ; 
and,  after  all  the  passages  of  intenser  character  have 
been  considered,  it  is  still  difficult  to  determine 
whether  they  are  not  all  made  secondary  by  the  great 
interest  of  the  philosophical  discussions  in  which  this 
strong  and  versatile  book  abounds.  The  Tartar 
character  and  the  splendid  athletic  body  of  Geoffrey 
Hampstead  will  appeal  very  powerfully  to  some,  while 
toothers  his  intellectual  equipment  and  his  gift  of 
copious  and  instructive  eloquence  will  seem  superior. 
Readers  fortunate  in  a  generous  receptivity  will  like  it 
all,  from  the  description  of  the  office  coat  which  Jack 
Creswell  has  worn  to  honorable  tatters  in  the  service 
of  the  Victoria  Bank  in  Toronto  to  the  last  great 
venture  of  Geoffirey  Hampstead  in  the  Niagara 
Whirlpool  Rapids.  The  stoiy  deals  with  the  labors, 
the  pastimes,  the  emotional  experiences,  and  the 
tragic  sorrows  of  Hampstead  and  Creswell,  who  are 
clerks  in  the  Victoria  Bank  and  bosom  friends,  work- 
ing at  adjoining  counters,  lodging  in  adjoining  cham- 
bers in  the  Tremaine  buildings  in  King  Street,  eating 
and  playing  billiards  in^the  same  club,  and  striving 
amicably  for  honors  in  the  same  athletic  association. 
The  picture  of  Toronto  club  life  and  life  in  chambers 
is  spread  out  for  us  in  all  its  easy  and  negligent  charm, 
afi^turding  a  strong  reminder  of  the  Temple  and  Pall 
Mall  pictures  drawn  by  Thackeray  in  "Pendennis." 
Of  course  the  Toronto  bank  clerks  do  not  at  all  times 
exhibit  in  their  club  and  chambers  the  perfection  of 
manner  that  marks  the  Thackeray  people — for 
Toronto  is  younger  than  London  at  this  business — 
but  they  do  amazingly  well,  and  certainly  neither 
Major  nor  Arthur  Pendennis,  nor  Warrington,  nor 
Capt.  Cosdgan  could  approach  Hampstead  at  pole 
lumping  or  at  hurdle  racing  in  pale  blue  tights.

What  can  scarcely  be  called  a  novel  but  is  rather  an 
argument  in  the  garb  of  fiction,  is  '*  Looking  Further 
Forward."  This  little  book  is,  in  fact,  an  answer  to 
Edward  Bellamy's  **  Looking  Backward,"  Mr. 
Michaelis  subjecting  Mr.  Bellamy's  Utopia  to  some 
very  severe  criticism.  The  condition  of  the  indus- 
trial army  of  the  twentieth  century  is  thus  depicted : 
"  So,  my  dear  Mr.  West,  the  members  of  the  indus- 
trial army  are  twenty-four  years  absolutely  at  the 
mercy  of  their  superiors.  If  they  desire  to  have  a 
good  time  they  must  blindly  obey  orders  and  seek 
favor  by  all  means  in  their  power.  They  must  in- 
fluence their  friends  who  have  votes  not  only  to  stand 
by  the  administration,  but  to  do  it  in  a  demonstrative 
manner.  Occasional  presents  of  wines  and  cigars  may 
secure  the  firiendship  of  some  of  the  officers^  Other- 
wise the  member  of  the  industrial  army  may  lead  for 
twenty-four  years  a  hfe,  compared  with  which  the  lot 
of  a  plantation  slave  or  of  the  poorest  coal  digger  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  would  be  called  an 
enviable  fate.  For  a  plantation  slave  was  considered 
a  valuable  piece  of  property  and  not  recklessly  de- 
stroyed, while  the  poorest  coal  digger  could  leave  his 
job  and  go  to  some  other  place,  until  he  found  more 
suitable  employment.  A  member  of  our  industrisd 
army,  who  has  drawn  down  upon  himself  the  ire  of 
the  officers  of  the  administration  or  who  is  placed  on 
the  list  of  the  enemies  of  society  on  account  of  the 
opposition  of  his  voting  relatives,  leads  a  life  that 
may  be  termed  as  "  twenty-four  years  of  hell  on 
earth!"

In  *'  Nouma  Roumestan,"  Alphonse  Daudet  lashes 
a  great  hypocrite  with  great  sarcasm.  He  does  not 
seem  to  entertain  the  opinion  that  the  lashing  will  do 
much  good,  but  he  lays  it  on  unsparingly,  and  inci-  * 
dentally  he  exposes  to  public  view  the  entire  lot  of 
wickedness  that  his  show  sinner  has  been  engaged 
in.  It  is  all  of  a  sort:  the  sort  that  the  French  story- 
tellers have  made  so  familiar  in  the  storming  and 
scornful  revelations  of  which  they  never  tire ;  the  sort 
that  we  should  never  have  heard  of  if  Adam  *s  rib  had 
never  been  disturbed.  Nouma  Roumestan,  who  is 
the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  and  of  Art  and 
Moral  Culture,  is  always  talking  and  sweating.  His 
eloquence  is  as  great  as  his  zeal,  and  his  hypocrisy 
is  greater  than  either.  He  has  one  kind  of  morals 
for  his  speeches,  and  quite  another  for  a  very  wicked 
supernumerary  household  establishment  in  the  Rue  de 
Londres.  His  wife,  an  excellent  woman,  full  of  ridic- 
ulous ideals,  keeps  finding  him  out  and  bearing  with 
him,  though  it  nearly  breaks  her  heart  as  often  as  she 
thinks  that  this  smug-faced  and  heavy-waisted  hypo- 
crite, this  pillar  of  State  and  Church,  this  merchant  of 
religion  and  morals  and  defender  of  holy  doctrines,  is 
the  same  man  whose  moving  voice  and  lovely  bou- 
quets conquered  her  heart  at  twenty.  Once  she  deter- 
mines to  break  with  him,  and  confides  to  her  mother 
that  she  has  determined  upon  a  divorce.  "  Forgive, 
my  child,"  says  the  mother  as  she  sits  at  a  table  ar- 
ranging the  cards  and  counters.  She  does  forgive, 
and  she  becomes  reconciled  to  the  Minister  of  Public 
Instruction  and  of  Art  and  Moral  Culture,  but  she 
never  renews  faith  in  him.  Roumestan  is  glad 
enough  to  be  reconciled  to  his  wife.  He  plaintively 
announces  his  desire  for  a  quiet  and  respectable  life. 
In  his  voice  of  marvellous  music  and  persuasion  he 
makes  a  speech  to  his  constituents  from  the  balcony 
of  his  house,  while  his  wife  sits  within,  and  as  she 
listens,  there  comes  into  her  mind,  not  painfully,  but 
curiously,  the  proverb  from  the  South  of  France, 
which  defines  a  man  of  certain  proclivities  as  the  "joy 
of  the  street  and  sorrow  of  the  home."  It  is  the  peace 
of  compromise,  not  ideal,  but  the  best  to  be  got  out  of 
the  conditions.

The  prologue  is 
unpleasant  because  it  introduces  the  always  odious 
subject  of  a  girl  who  drinks,  and  useless  because  the

duct. Paul  Nugent  fell  a  victim  to  the  pretty  face  of 
Perdita  Verschoyle,  and  suffered  for  it.  But  he  is  just 
as  ready  to  fall  a  victim  to  Maude  Dashwood*s  flash- 
ing glances  the  moment  he  meets  them.  Maude  is  a 
samt,  while  Perdita  was  the  sorriest  kind  of  sinner. 
Maude  loves  Paul  and  knows  it,  and  she  believes 
utterly  in  the  sincerity  of  his  passion ;  but  when  he 
pleads,  she  answers,  *'  My  faith  is  more  to  me  than 
life ;  and  I  would  rather  die  than  marry  you.*'  The 
cynic  may  smile ;  but  it  is  the  true  martyr  spirit,  ajid, 
though  martyrs  may  march  to  the  stake  for  mistakes, 
it  will  be  an  ill  day  when  they  cease  to  march  at  all.

Rarahu  ;  OR,  The  Marriage  of  Loti.  By  Pierre 
Loti.

M.  Loti  in  the  story  assumes  the  character  of  an 
English  officer  on  her  Britannic  Majesty's  battle- 
ship Reindeer,  who  takes  the  name  of  "Loti," 
and  *'  Rarahu  "  is  the  story  of  the  love  of  Rarahu,  a 
wild  native  girl,  a  child  of  fourteen,  for  the  pseudo 
Englishman.  Before  this,  Loti's  wonderful  power  of 
adaptiveness  has  been  commented  upon.  In  Morocco 
he  would  have  sworn  fealty  to  the  Prophet,  and  so 
in  Tahiti,  carried  away  by  the  sensuousness  of 
his  surroundings,  he,  too,  trembles  when  the  ghost 
Toupapahous  of  the  oceanic  legend  wails  and  gib- 
bers ot  nights  in  the  rustling  pUm  groves.  Many  a 
touching  story  has  been  written  of  the  loves  of  civil- 
ized men  and  uncivilized  women,  and  the  romance  of 
it  never  becomes  trite.  The  differences  of  the  treat- 
ment of  such  a  subject  depend  soly  on  the  nationality 
of  the  writer.  Setting  aside  the  question  of  morals, 
and  looking  at  "  Rarahu  "  only  in  an  art  sense,  the 
work  shows  the  touch  of  a  masterly  hand.  Poor 
Rarahu  !  that  wild  little  girl  of  Bora-Bora.  After  Loti 
left  her  she  went  to  the  bad,  and  in  a  year  or  so  she 
died  of  consumption  and  of  drinking  brandy.  And 
what  is  the  moral  drawn  ?  It  is  found  in  this  sen- 
tence :  "  Beautiful  creatures,  those  Tahitian  women — 
no:  classically  Greek  as  to  features,  but  with  a  beauty 
of  their  own  which  is  even  more  attractive,  and  an- 
tique figures  and  limbs."  Mentally,  incomplete  crea- 
tures whom  one  **  loves  like  fine  fruit  or  fresh  waters 
or  gorgeous  flowers."  Rarahu  "  sank  in  the  mire  and 
was  lost  in  the  gulf  of  eternal  destruction.'*

The  compiler  of  this  collection  of  foreign  criminal 
cases  claims  much  psychological  and  moral  value  for 
his  work.  It  may  be  allowed  that  he  sometimes 
brings  out  a  moral  point  worth  notice,  as.  for  instance 
the  number  of  crimes  which  seem  to  have  sprung, 
especially  in  France,  from  a  morbid  vanity  almost 
amounting  to  madness.  But  most  people  will  not 
consider  morality  or  psychological  knowledge  much 
promoted  by  the  gloomy  uniformity  of  this  catalogue 
of  horrors.  Yet  the  author  need  not  be  discouraged  ; 
many  people  will  like  his  book — the  amateur  detec- 
tives and  moralists  of  the  gutter.  Of  the  individual 
stories,  two  **The  Diamond  Necklace**  and  the  Orsini 
plot,  have  historical  interest.  The  ten-year-old  "child 
heroine'*  of  Vogelsberg  is  above  the  usual  sordid 
level  of  humanity  in  these  pages.  Her  courage  in 
looking  the  murderer  in  the  face  and  escaping  from 
the  burning  house,  where  her  mother  and  brother  lay

A  decidedly  good  police  story.  The  details  are 
cleverly  invented  and  put  together,  and  the  secret  is 
sufficiently  well  kept.  A  terser  style  of  narration 
would  have  been  an  improvement,  but  it  is  easy  to 
see  that  Mr.  Farjeon  has  been  forced  to  resort  to 
various  contrivances  for  filling  the  requisite  number  of 
pa^es.  The  police  novel  is  one  of  the  few  pieces  of 
artistic  work  which  is  the  better  for  not  being 
humorous.  Undoubtedly  Mr.  Farjeon  would  have 
been  wiser  if  he  had  omitted  some  rather  heavy 


comicalities  about  police  constables,  and  the  descrip- 
tion of  a  treat  of  fried  fish  and  stewed  eels  given  to  a 
little  London  slut.  When  he  eets  well  into  his  story 
he  is  seen  to  much  greater  advantage.  It  is  quite  a 
legitimate  artifice  to  tell  parts  of  the  story  from  dif- 
ferent points  of  view ;  but  Mr.  Farjeon's  imaginary 
extracts  from  an  evening  newspaper  go  beyond  rea- 
sonable limits  of  absurdity  of  style.  Still  with  all  its 
blemishes  "  The  Mystery  of  M.  Felix**  is  commenda- 
ble, and  will  please  the  not  inconsiderable  number  of 
readers  who  are  not  yet  satiated  with  stories  of  crime 
and  mystery.

"  The  Phantom  *Rickshaw  **  is  a  collection  of 
ghost  stories,  or  rather  of  short  "facts'*  never 
satisfactorily  explained.  The  peculiarity  of  ghost 
stories  is  that  they  are  never  told  first  hand  but 
Rudyard  Kipling  manages  to  secure  the  exception 
to  the  rule.  "  My  Own  Ghost  Story"  is,  artistically 
considered,  the  better  of  the  tales  all  through  in  point 
of  actual  horrors.  All  pale  before  the  grewsome 
misadventures  in  the  City  of  the  Dead,  described  in 
the  "Strange  Ride  of  Morrowbie  Jupes.**  After 
these  come  four  tales  of  (but  by  no  means  for) 
children.  These  seem  to  be  the  result  of  patient 
investigation  of  the  nursery,  but  they  are  painful 
stories,  founded  upon  the  distress  of  little  children 
neglected  by  their  natural  protectors.  "  Wee  Willie 
Winkie  '*  is  a  solitary  ray  of  enjoyment  in  the  volume 
of  horrors  and  disagreeables  upon  which  Rudyard 
Kipling  chooses  to  regale  his  enthusiastic  audiences.

"  The  Ragpicker  of  Paris**  was  first  written  as  a 
drama  and  was  one  of  the  most  popular  successes  of 
recent  years;  reversing  the  usual  order,  the  drama 
has  been  cast  into  the  form  of  a  novel ;  writing  of  this, 
the  author  in  his  preface  says,  "the  drama  of  the 
*  Ragpicker*  is  necessarily  only  an  act,  an  episode, 
in  the  life  of  Father  Jean.  The  novel  of  the  •  Rag- 
-picker* shows  his  entire  life.  The  drama  is  only  a 
picture;  the  novel  is  a  panorama.*'  As  a  panorama 
of  life  in  Paris,  it  must  take  first  place.  The 
whole  scale  of  conditions  and  of  human  passions  is 
displayed  by  a  master-hand.  The  hideous  squalor 
and  vice  of  the  Hotel  d*ItaKe  and  the  Monte  de  Piete 
and  the  unblushing  vice  that  reigns  rampant  in  all 
conditions  in  the  house  of  the  rich  and  the  hovel  of 
the  poor,  relieved  almost  alone  by  the  sterling  worth 
of  the  Bidies  family  and  Father  Jean,  serve  to  make 
the  book  very  unsatisfactory  reading,  but  despite  that, 
it  should  be  read  by  those  who  **  love  their  fellow 
man.'*  Like  many  other  forms  of  medicine,  it  may 
be  very  unpleasant  but  will  do  good.  The  construc- 
tion of  the  novel  is  good,  the  author  following  the 
methods  of  Victor  Hugo,  but  the  chief  reason  why 
the  book  is  so  interesting  is  the  fact  that  the  writer 
believed  in  what  he  was  writing ;  it  is  not  an  inven- 
tion, but  his  convictions  that  we  have.

An  imaginary  incident  of  the  Peloponnesian  War 
is  here  elaborated  by  Mr.  Duffield  Osborne  into  an 
interesting  historical  romance.  The  title  is  a  puzzle 
of  which  the  reader  learns  the  solution  only  m  the 
last  chapter  ;  but  the  story  is  well  told  and  holds  the 
attention  firmly  ;  and,  if  there  are  one  or  two  small 
historical  slips,  the  spirited  descriptions  of  the  plague, 
of  the  contest  between  the  athlete  Giton  and  the 
Thracian  giant  Alexander,  and  of  the  torch-race  from 
the  Academy,  more  than  make  up  for  them.  The 
situations  are  not  as  dramatic  as  in  the  author's 
former  novel,  "The  Spell  of  Ashtaroth,'*  but  the 
characters,  as  might  be  expected,  are  better  delineated, 
and  the  workmanship  is  more  even.  There  is  shown 
a  sense  of  proportion  often  lacking  in  books  of  this 
class  ;  and  while  well-known  persons  and  events  are 
of  necessity  introduced,  the  author's  imagination 
puts  a  new  face  on  them,  and  we  feel  ourselves  better 
acquainted  with  some  old  acquaintance  after  reading 
Mr.  Osborne's  romance.

Mr.  Kipling,adopts  in  "  TheStory  of  thcGadsbys," 
a  quasi-dramatic  method  of  unfolding  the  incidents 
he  has  to  describe,  and  though  the  various  scenes 
into  which  the  action  is  divided  are  cleverly  enough 
sketched,  the  work  as  a  whole  somehow  seems  rugged 
and  unsatisfactorv  As  it  stands,  it  certainly  could 
not  be  put  upon  the  stage  as  a  play ;  and  considered 
as  a  novel  it  is,  owing  to  its  scrappiness,  woefully 
difficult  to  read.  Mr.  Kipling  has  more  recently 
essayed  a  similar  treatment  of  his  materials  in  the 
"  Lamentable  Comedy  of  Willow  Wood  "  (published 
in  one  of  the  monthly  magazines),  with  which,  by 
general  consent,  he  dia  not  score  a  success ;  and  we 
would  venture  to  advise  him  for  the  future  to  stick  to 
story-telling  pure  and  simple,  in  which  he  admittedly 
has  few  rivals.  The  story  affords  abundant  opportu- 
nities for  the  display  bofii  of  the  virtues  and  defects 
of  Mr.  Kipling's  literary  method.  The  former  are 
conspicuous  in  the  humorous  pictures  of  the  captain's 
ridiculous  qualms  on  the  morning  of  his  wedding  day, 
and  the  equally  pathetic  description  of  the  poor  little 
wife's  illness.  The  latter  are  to  be  seen  in  the  con- 
versation of  Gadsby's  acquaintances  in  the  smoking- 
room  of  the  Degchi  Club,  and  in  the  leave-taking 
between  the  hero  and  his  former  flame  Mrs.  Herriott 
at  a  Naini  Tal  dinner-party,  which  for  all  their  smart- 
ness— perhaps  just  because  of  it— leave  a  disagreeable 
impression,  and  make  the  reader  long  for  the  more 
genial  cynicism  of  a  Thaclceray.  Atkenteum,

Like  its  predecessors  by  the  same  author,  "  Toxar  " 
is  a  remote,  unearthly,  semi-mystical  romance,  with  a 
baffling  suggestion  of  allegory  everywhere  underlying 
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it  Its  leading  character  is  a  barbarian  slave  who  in 
long  captivity  has  learned  wisdom  and  wiles,  and 
whose  title,  "  the  Man  of  Means,"  hints  at  the  pecu- 
liarity of  his  power ;  which  is  to  grant  to  whomsoever 
is  his  master  for  the  moment  the  means  of  gratifying 
his  every  desire,  no  matter  how  impossible  or  how 
base.  The  author  reads  us  a  grim  lesson,  in  showing 
how  Toxar's  every  master  came  thereby,  and  quickly, 
to  violent  and  ignoble  death.  The  tale  as  a  whole  is 
a  somewhat  sad  one,  but  continuously  interesting,  and 
told  with  admirable,  almost  classic  simplicity.  Many 
of  the  characters  are  drawn  with  a  strong  and  graphic 
touch ;  notably  that  of  Velda  the  barbarian,  in  whose 
relations  to  Atossa,  the  Persian  courtesan,  there  is 
developed  a  highly  dramatic  contrast  of  types  of 
womanhood.

It  has  interest  and  a  strong  local  flavor  which  will 
commend  it  to  Bostonians.  It  is  fuil  of  sparkling 
persiflage,  the  only  fault  of  which  is  that  it  is  some- 
times introduced  into  situations  that  appear  too  serious 
for  joking.  But  perhaps  detectives,  who  figure  pro- 
minently in  this  story,  grow  used  to  serious  situations, 
as  medical  students  become  accustomed  to  dissec- 
tions. The  exigencies  of  story-telling,  especially 
when  the  hero  gets  into  a  tight  place,  sometimes 
require  a  good  deal  of  license,  but  in  "Written  in 
Red**  this  is  sometimes  unwarrantably  strained, 
noticeably  in  one  instance  where  the  reporter,  on  a 
dark  night,  follows  a  girl  to  the  shore,  sees  her  throw 
a  pistol  into  the  water,  and  then  wades  out  and  finds 
it.  There  is  in  these  days  such  a  strong  tendency 
among  story  writers  to  depend  upon  eroticism  as  an 
attraction,  that  the  volume  before  us  is  noteworthy 
for  its  entire  absence  of  this  feature.  As  a  whole,  it 
impresses  one  as  the  hasty  work  of  clever  men  who 
might  have  done  a  good  deal  better.

Here  are  twenty-nine  Masques  and  halfa-dozen 
Entertainments  of  Ben  Jonson's  composing  for  the 
pleasure  of  their  Majesties,  King  James  I.  and  his 
son  and  successor.  A  masque  differs  from  an  enter- 
tainment, the  former  being  more  or  less  of  a  dramatic 
representation,  while  the  latter  might  mean  merely 
the  decorations  and  "  set  pieces*'  in  the  streets  through 
which  a  Royal  Progress  would  pass,  interspersed  at 
various  intervals  along  the  route  with  speeches  and 
other  gratulations.  Professor  Morley  prefixes  an  ac- 
count of  these  compositions,  giving  the  dates  of  their 
representation  and  the  occasions.  These  and  other 
matters  would  have,  as  far  as  the  reader  is  concerned, 
come  in  much  more  helpfully  had  the  information 
been  placed  at  the  beginning  of  each  piece,  so  that 
before  reading  the  masque  one  could  have  started 
with  a  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  in  which  it 
was  first  produced.  The  editing  is  throughout  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence.  As  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  see,  there  is  not  a  single  note  or  line  of  information, 
critical,  exegetical  or  historical,  in  explanation  of  the 
hundred  and  one  points  upon  which  the  student  may 
desire  instruction.

Whistler  is  almost  earnest  at  times,  and  approxi- 
mately sincere.  His  literary  art  is  like  that  which 
appears  in  his  painting  —  excellent  and  clever 
and  lacking  only  the  indefinable  last  quality. 
His  "  Gentle  Art  of  Making  Enemies  "  is  good  in  the 
reading,  none  the  less :  the  proof  of  Whstler's  pud- 
ding he  doubtless  finds  in  the  public's  readiness  to 
assimilate  it.  There  are  those,  shrewdly  unkind  and 
inclined  to  find  the  trail  of  the  advertisement  over  all 
of  Whistler's  handiwork,  who  hint  their  hopes  that 
the  first  volumes  of  his  book,  whose  circulation  was 
stopped  by  a  legal  injunction,  were  not  got  out  by 
Whistler's  former  friend  with  his  consent  and  aid. 
Some  of  those^enjoined  volumes  certainly  found  their 
way  to  the  book  tables  of  American  editors,  and  were 
convenient  forerunners  of  the  larger  volume.  To  take 
Whistler  with  as  much  seriousness  as  is  compatible 
'  with  summer  days,  and  listen  to  his  voice  as  It 
preaches  about  art  is  diverting,  at  the  least.  He 
strikes  a  blow  at  his  intimate  enemy,  Oscar  Wilde  : 
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"  The  people  have  been  harassed  with  art  in  every 
guise,  and  vexed  with  many  methods  as  to  its  endur- 
ance. They  have  been  told  how  they  shall  love  art 
and  live  with  it.  Their  homes  have  been  invaded, 
their  walls  covered  with  paper,  their  very  dress  taken 
to  task — ^until,  roused  at  last,  bewildered  and  filled 
with  the  doubts  and  discomforts  of  senseless  sugges- 
tion, they  resent  such  intrusion,  and  cast  forth  the 
false  prophets  who  have  brought  the  very  name  ot 
the  beautiful  into  disrepute  and  derision  upon  them- 
selves.** 

Here  all  who  are  no  longer  provincial  in  appreci- 
ation and  understanding  of  art  will  take  off  their  hats 
to  the  gentle  enemy  maker  and  own  him  fair  friend 
of  art,  if  not  always  true  and  judicious  in  her  service.

This  is  fairly  to  be  called  a  pocket  volume,  but  is 
liberally  printed  and  is  embellished  with  well-chosen 
views,  and  has  a  map  of  the  region,  which  is  intended 
rather  to  give  a  general  idea  than  to  serve  the 
explorer.  Mr.  Ward  has  called  to  his  aid  a  well- 
versed  member  of  the  Appalachian  Club,  who  lays 
out  a  number  of  routes  for  pedestrians;  and  he 
appends  a  list  of  White  Mountain  papers  in  Appala- 
c)ua,  and  of  books,  from  Crawford  to  Starr  King.

Bom  in  1812,  he  died,  a  political  exile,  in  1887,  and 
was  huried  with  great  pomp  at  Cracow,  where  over  fifty^  thousand 
people  assembled  at  his  obsequies.  His  heart  rests  in  the  Church  of 
St.  Croix  at  Warsaw,  the  place  of  his  binh,  where  also  reposes  the 
heart  of  Chopin,  the  musician. 

"  The  Jew  "  is  a  plea  for  Judaism  in  its  higher  spiritual  and  moral 
aspects.  It  is  at  the  same  time  a  remarkable  picture  of  the  vadout 
types  of  Jewish  character,  from  lowest  to  highest,  from  the  almoat 
mediaevally  orthodox  to  the  modem  materialistic,  mercantile  Jew.  The 
story  is  laid  amid  the  last  uprising  of  the  Poles  in  the  time  of  Napoleon 
III.  The  novel  is  not  unlike  in  tone  some  of  the  greatest  of  the 
Russian  stories  which  have  lately  attracted  such  widespread  attention. 
Indeed.  Kraszewski  may  be  said  to  be  the  literary  father  of  Tolstoi  and 
the  whole  school  of  modem  Russian  literature,  since  he  was  their 
predecessor.

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

BY  NATHAM  HASKBLL  DOLB. 

September  15,  1890. 
The  late  John  Boyle  0*Reilly  has  been  honored 
since  his  death  in  a  way  such  as  he  would  never  have 
anticipated.  At  the  memorial  meeting  the  other  night, 
held  in  Tremont  Temple,  which  was  packed  even  to 
the  highest  seats,  there  was  a  display  of  enthusiasm 
quite  worthy  of  an  audience  so  composed,  and  every 
word  of  praise  (and  there  was  notning  but  praise) 
evoked  a  stir  and  a  tumult  of  applause.  General 
Butler  tottered,  or  rather  trotted,  across  the  stage  and 
in  his  capacity  as  lawyer  to  the  poet  told  anecdotes  of 
his  generous  sympathy  with  every  form  of  oppressed 
and  down-trodden  weakness.  Colonel  Higginson,  in 
his  suave  and  gentle  voice,  spoke  of  0*Reilly  as  a 
connecting  link  between  the  Roman  Catholics  on  the 
one  side  and  the  Protestants  on  the  other :  a  vast 
power  of  Reconciliation.  Other  speakers  declared 
that  on  the  banner  of  fame  his  name  would  be  in- 
scribed with  that  of  Lafayette  and  Washing^ton !  All 
spoke  of  his  attractive  personality,  his  winning  mag- 
netism and  his  friendliness.  He  was  indeed  a  perfect 
specimen  of  the  best  type  of  Irish  manhood,  and  that 
overdose  of  chloral  which  brought  to  the  sleepless 
brain  such  fatal,  endless  sleep  cut  short  a  genuine 
power  for  good.  Strange  that  the  three  Irish  poets 
who  made  Boston  their  adopted  home  should  all 
have  come  to  such  sudden  and  untimely  ends.  Dr. 
Joyce, the  genial  author  of  "Deirdr^"  and  "Blanid,** 
Carpenter  (whose  real  name,  by  the  way,  was  not 
Henry  Bernard)  and  O'Reilly,  all  interesting  and  tal- 
ented men — each  in  his  way  a  type  of  his  nationality — 
should  have  Kved  many  years  more,  and  those  who 


knew  them  know  well  the  secret  of  their  premature 
taking-off.  Dr.  Joyce  had  the  most  genius,  I  incline 
to  think  (he  was  a  water-color  painter  of  no  mean 
skill),  Carpenter  the  best  education — he  was  one  of  the 
few  men  I  ever  knew  able  to  make  up  Latin  hexame- 
ters as  he  walked  the  street,  and  he  had  a  fund  of  bub- 
bling eloquence  from  which  to  draw  at  call — but 
O'Reilly  had  the  greater  opportunity.  As  a  poet  he  had 
little  variety — notice  how  he  continually  used  the  figure 
of  the  seed,  and  he  was  not  a  clever  writer  of  prose — 
but  by  his  personality  he  had  a  positive  genius  for 
making  friends,  and  as  an  editor  he  was  both  esteemed 
and  admired  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Professor  Richard  T.  Ely,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, whose  works  on  economic  questions  have 
attracted  so  much  attention  of  late,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad,  writes  to  his  publishers  that  his 
"Taxation  in  American  States  and  Cities**  has  been 
translated  into  German  and  that  there  is  a  prospect 
of  an  Italian  translation  of  several  of  his  wntings. 
Messrs.  Crowell  &  Co.  have  made  arrangements  by 
which  Heinemann  of  London  brings  out  an  English 
edition  of  "  The  Labor  Movement  in  America.**  Pro- 
fessor Ely  is  engaged  in  writing  a  treatise  on  Social- 
ism, which  will  treat  of  its  strength  and  weakness  and 
will  include  a  discussion  on  Nationalism.  It  will  be 
published  some  time  during  the  coming  year. 

Miss  Isabel  F.  Hapgood,  who  has  been  making  a 
prolonged  stay  in  Russia,  has  at  last  returned  to 
America  and  is  now  in  Connecticut.  Her  last  letters 
from  Russia  to  the  New  York  Independent  gave 
copious  extracts  from  the  recently  published  "  Recol- 
lections of  Madame  Panaef-Golovatchova,**  who  pic- 
tured Turg6nief  in  such  unenviable  colors.  Fortu- 
nately for  Turg6nief*s  lasting  fame,  however, 
Madame  Golovatchova  has  been  convicted  of  having 
told  a  great  many  untruths  concerning  the  great 
novelist,  so  that  the  bitterness  of  the  gall  of  which 
she  made  her  ink  has  been  considerably  modified. 
This  clever  but  unprincipled  writer  seemed  to  take 
delight  in  bespattering  most  of  her  great  contempora- 
ries of  "  the  forties.**  It  is  supposed  that  Miss  Hapgood 
has  secured  material  for  a  work  upon  social  and 
literary  Russia. 

Mr.  William  H.  Rideing  and  his  charming  wife 
have  returned  from  their  summer  trip  to  England. 
Mr.  Rideihg  was  a  month  in  London,  where  he  suc- 
ceeded in  making  arrangements  with  most  of  the 
famous  writers  of  the  day  for  articles  to  appear  in 
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the  Youth^s  Companion  or  the  North  American 
Review,  Mr.  Rideing  being  connected  with  both  of 
these  periodicals  in  an  editorial  capacity.  This 
necessitates  his  being  part  of  the  time  in  New  York, 
so  that  his  life  is  like  that  of  Persephone,  that  famous 
opera  character,  who  having  eaten  half  a  pome- 
granate seed  was  compelled  to  spend  half  her  time 
in  the  lower  regions  while  the  other  half  was  enjoyed 
in  the  light ! 

Mr.  Arlo  Bates,  author  of  "A  Wheel  of  Fire," 
"  The  Pagans,"  and  other  stories,  finds  that  he  has 
overworked  this  summer  and  has  just  started  for  a 
six  weeks'  trip  to  Europe.  Five  days  in  London  and 
five  days  in  Paris  are  to  be  the  longest  stops  in  his 
itinerary.  Mr.  Bates  is  editor  of  The  Courier  and  his 
clever  hand  is  always  to  be  seen  in  that  lively  depart- 
ment headed  "Opposite  the  Old  South."  '  It  was  he 
who  first  started  in  Boston  that  now  indispensable 
column  of  stories  and  comments  upon  which  every 
well-conducted  newspaper  places  much  dependence 
and  to  which  many  readers  turn  first  of  all.  If  I  am 
not  mistaken  he  was  the  original  "  Taverner." 

The  Reverend  Edward  Everett  Hale,  who  in  addi- 
tion to  his  pastoral  duties  finds  time  to  help  edit  The 
New  England  Magazine  and  contribute  weekly  and 
monthly  articles  to  no  one  knows  how  many  other 
periodicals,  is  engaged  in  writing  the  biography  of 
the  late  Reverend  Doctor  James  Freeman  Clarke. 
Mrs.  Clarke  is  cooperating  with  him  in  this  interest- 
ing labor,  which  certainly  ought  to  be  racy  and  val- 
uable. The  recently  published  report  that  Dr.  Hale 
was  to  be  editor  of  The  Commonwealth  was  premature. 
That  weekly,  once  so  cleverly  edited  by  the  late 
Charles  Slack  and  supported  by  his  Abolitionist 
friends,  has  been  acquired  by  a  number  of  gentlemen 
interested  in  the  Nationalist  movement,  and  Dr.  Hale 
with  Mr.  Goodrich,  of  The  Post,  has  been  put  in  tem- 
porary charge  of  the  helm.  The  New  England  Maga- 
zine, which  at  one  time  was  in  a  precarious  state  of 
financial  health,  has  been  galvanized  into  remarkable 
vigor  and  fills  its  place  with  ability.  Mr.  Flower,  the 
genial  editor  of  The  Arena,  told  me  this  afternoon  that 
the  growth  of  his  magazine  during  the  summer  months 
has  been  very  gratifying,  the  returns  from  the  news 
company  being  $500  more  for  June  than  for  the  pre- 
ceding month.  The  Arena  is  established  in  delightful 
and  one  might  say  luxurious  quarters,  overlooking 
Copley  Square,  opposite  the  Art  Museum  and  the  new 
Public  Library  Building. 

Professor  Marshall  Livingstone  Perrin,  of  the  Boston 
University,  who  is  engaged  in  translating  Heinrich 
von  Sybel's  colossal  work  on  the  Founding  of  the 
German  Empire,  has  just  published  the  "  Arbeit,"  or 
inaugural  dissertation  required  for  a  doctorate  at  Got- 
tingen.  It  is  an  exhaustive  study  on  the  **  Chronicle 
of  Thomas  Castelford  "  ;  the  Latin  title  is  "  Chronicum 
Briilanicum  versibus  anglicis  conscriptum  ab  anti- 
quissimis  temporibus  usque  ad  Edwardum  II''  Pro- 
fessor Perrin's  life,  as  required  by  immemorial  custom. 


stands  on  the  last  page  in  concise  and  classic  Latin ; 
but  he  left  out  some  of  its  most  interesting  and  excit- 
ing episodes,  among  them  his  experiences  while  on 
the  American  Fish  Commission,  among  the  Wintoon 
Indians  at  Mount  Shasta,  where  he  made  the  intimate 
acquaintance  of  a  genuine  tarantula  and  was  nursed 
back  to  life  by  the  kindly  savages. 

One  of  Professor  Perrin's  former  classmates  at  Har- 
vard University  has  just  returned  to  Boston  from  a 
long  and  eventful  sojourn  in  Japan.  This  is  Professor 
Ernest  F.  Fenollosa,  who  first  went  out  as  instructor 
in  political  philosophy  for  the  Imperial  University  of 
Tokyo.  He  was  considered  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
students  that  ever  graduated  at  Cambridge:  philo- 
sophy, science,  mathematics,  languages — all  being 
equally  within  his  easy  grasp.  He  was  a  natural 
musician ;  he  was  the  Class  Day  poet  of  his  class 
and  had  an  honor  part  on  Commencement  Day. 
Before  he  went  to  Japan  he  had  made  a  practical 
study  of  painting  and  design,  so  that  naturally  on  his 
arrival  in  Dai  Nippon  his  attention  was  attracted  to 
the  various  schools  of  painting  which  existed  there. 
He  soon  mastered  the  subject,  made  important  dis- 
coveries in  regard  to  the  probable  origin  of  Japanese 
painting,  and  becoming  enthusiastic  in  his  admiration 
of  their  works,  did  much  to  kindle  enthusiasm  among 
the  Japanese  themselves.  His  collection  of  kakemonos 
,  was  considered  the  finest  in  existence ;  it  has  been 
bought  for  $60,000  (so  it  is  said)  and  presented  to  the 
Art  Museum  in  Boston,  where  Professor  Fenollosa, 
having  resigned  his  position  as  Imperial  Commis- 
sioner of  Painting,  has  returned  to  take  charge  of 
the  Japanese  department.  He  is  said — and  we  liope 
it  is  true — ^to  be  engaged  upon  a  monumental  work 
upon  Japanese  Art.  It  is  well  known  that  in  many 
respects  he  takes  views  diametrically  opposed  to  those 
of  M.  Gonse,  the  great  French  authority. 

Messrs.  T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Company  publish  on 
the  fourth  of  October  a  little  volume  of  sketches  of 
old-time  New  England  life,  by  Mrs.  William  Clafiin. 
The  town  of  Brampton,  which  gives  its  name  to  the 
book — *•  Brampton  Sketches  ** — stands  for  the  village 
of  Hopkinton,  made  memorable  by  the  residence 
there  of  the  English  baronet  and  revenue  collector, 
Sir  William  Frankland,  whose  romantic  marriage  with 
the  rustic  barmaid  of  Marblehead  and  narrow  escape 
at  the  Lisbon  earthquake,  have  been  "sung"  by  Dr. 
Holmes  and  woven  into  fiction  by  Mrs.  Stow<».  Ex- 
Governor  Clafiin's  beautiful  summer  home  at  Newton- 
ville  has  been  the  scene  of  many  interesting  literary 
reunions,  and  Mrs  Clafiin,  who  is  in  the  forefront  of 
all  noble  work  for  charity  and  education — ^knowing 
the  proper  use  of  large  wealth — counts  as  her  friends 
the  leaders  of  thought  and  action  throughout  the 
country.  At  present  her  special  interest  lies  in  put- 
ting the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  upon  a 
solid  and  enduring  foundation,  commensurate  with  its 
wonderful  field  of  influence.  The  applications  this 
year  promise  an  attendance  of  over  fifteen  hundred  ! 
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Unfortunately  it  has  been  utterly  mismanaged  in  the 
past  and  is  distrusted  by  musicians  and  stands  in 
some  ill  odor  in  the  community.  But  new  life  and 
character  are  to  be  infused  into  it,  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  a  great  power  for  good. 

Mr.  W.  Henry  Winslow,  the  translator  of  Julius 
Wolff's  fascinating  novels  of  life  in  the  middle  ages, 
belongs  to  one  of  the  well-known  families  of  Boston. 
He  is  an  architect  with  a  high  ideal  of  his  art,  and 
like  all  such  men,  preferring  to  sacrifice  mere 
ephemeral  popularity  to  solidity  and  worth,  he  works 
in  the  ideal  way  on  a  comparatively  small  scale,  doing 
all  his  own  details  and  himself  superintending  his 
constructions.  At  odd  moments,  and  in  co-operation 
with  his  wife,  he  has  made  his  translations.  He  is 
also  an  artist  of  no  small  ability.  He  has  a  charming 
summer  home  at  Falmouth  on  the  Cape — an  old 
farm-house,  remodeled  to  a  certain  extent,  and  made 
picturesque  and  comfortable. 


WITH   THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BT    TALCOTT  WILUAMS. 

Mr.  Charles  J.  Woodbury  has  written  the  best  book, 
but  one,  that  has  been  written  on  Emerson.  The  only 
book  better  is  Emerson— all  of  him.  With  him,  as 
with  Whitman,  the  man  is  his  book.  Mr.  Woodbury, 
who  has  welded  the  notes  of  his  talk  as  a  college 
student  with  Emerson  in  1865  into  a  book  of  equal 
penetration  and  interpretation,  would  probably  be  the 
first  to  admit  that  it  were  nonsense  to  waste  time  on 
the  echo  when  the  great  original  is  vocal  for  us  all. 
In  our  letters,  Emerson  is  chief.  Yet,  when  one  has 
read  him,  or,  if  one  has  not  read  him,  this  short  book 
paints  the  man,  wasting  no  time  at  it — yours, 
Emerson's  or  Woodbury's.  The  personality  of  this 
great  original  is  scissored  out  of  these  *'  Talks  with 
Emerson,**  and  the  profile  stands  clear  and  distinct 
as  a  silhouette.  Such  books  breed  thought  and  clear 
the  mind  as  the  north  wind  dears  the  sky. 
# 

The  **  Nicomachean  Ethics*'  of  Aristotle  is  one  of 
those  landmark  books  to  which  people  are  easily 
wooed.  Long  accessible  in  English  and  familiar  in 
Bohn's  translation,  it  is  given  a  more  shapely  and 
engaging  form  in  the  CamelotSeries,  and  one  cheaper — 
an  important  matter  in  a  necessary  book.  In  litera- 
ture, as  in  life,  we  are  always  willing  to  pay  more  for 
our  luxuries  than  our  necessities.  The  value  of  this 
edition  would  have  been  increased  if  the  preface — 
from  an  old  article  by  Mr.  George  Henry  Lewis — 
dealt  with  the  ethics  instead  of  the  metaphysics  of 
Aristotle.  The  modem  reader  needs  first  of  all  to 
understand  the  relation  which  these  "  Ethics**  bear  to 
the  more  complete  ethical  systems  we  now  possess. 
The  *'  master  of  those  who  know  *'  was  an  explorer  in 
a  new  field  and  his  work  is  that  of  exposition  rather 
than  construction.  The  practical  result  is  that  the 
candid  reader  will  confess  to  disappointment  in  read- 
ing the  book,  and    its  appreciation  is  a  tolerably 


accurate   measure  of  one*s   comprehension  of  the 
subject,  its  history  and  its  development. 

#** 
Aristotle*s  just  claim  to  primacy  in  these  things 
could  not  be  better  put  than  by  quoting  Sir  Frederick 
Pollock's  remark  in  opening  his  brief  sketch  of  a 
*•  History  of  the  Science  of  Politics,*'  that,  as  a 
Brahman  ever  sacrifices  to  Gonesa,  god  of  learning, 
"  we  might  with  some  fitness  open  our  undertakings 
in  philosophy  and  science  by  saluting,  expressly  or 
tacitly,  the  memory  of  Aristotle.**  No  line  in  which 
Sir  Frederick,  with  great  clarity  and  the  limitations  of 
an  English  lawyer,  sketches  the  development  of  the 
idea  of  the  State,  is  free  from  the  impress  of  Aristotle. 
These  limitations  make  Sir  Frederick's  concept  seem 
somewhat  primary,  not  to  say  primitive,  to  an 
American  student.  He  is  a  keen- eyed,  systematic 
naturalist,  but  a  naturalist  in  dealing  with  his  subject 
before  the  homologies  of  the  skeleton,  and  the  mys- 
teries of  descent  and  variation  had  been  unfolded. 
Delivered  as  popular  lectures  and  published  first  as 
magazine  articles,  the  chapters  of  this  little  book  are 
written  in  a  most  engaging  style,  and  they  are  packed 
with  learning,  not  merely  of  the  law,  but  of  law 
which  embraces  all  lawgiving. 

#  # 
Augustine— chiefly  because  theology  has  an  invin- 
cible attraction  for  dull  minds — insensibly  comes  to 
be  in  estimation  of  many  a  solemn,  ponderous  writer, 
great  but  heavy.  The  real  Augustine  was  a  man  of 
amazing  dash  and  go,  whose  impetuosity  and  rush  of 
style  did  as  much  for  him  as  his  argument.  Great 
good  service  has  just  been  done  to  serious  students, 
either  of  history  or  religion,  by  reprinting  in  a  cheap 
form  his  '*  City  of  God,"  in  the  translation  published 
in  1610.  This  was  an  age  when  translating  was  done 
incomparably  better  than  now,  our  tongue  being  more 
fluid  and  fitter  to  run  into  an  ancient  mold.  No  one 
can  read  it  and  not  feel  awakened  by  the  swing  and 
force  of  this  great  book,  which  turned  the  thoughts  of 
men  into  a  new  channel,  and  for  ages  guided  the  con- 
ceptions Christian  thinkers  had  of  tjie  relation  of  the 
Church  to  society  at  a  time  when  the  Roman  world 
was  crumbling  and  a  new  one  arising. 

The  "  Gospel  of  St.  Matthew,"  by  Dr.  John  Monro 
Gibson,  is  one  more  issue  in  the  evenly  written  volumes 
of  the  **  Expositor's  Bible."  Exposition  pure  and 
simple  needs,  however,  flavor,  style,  and  a  certain 
mother-witted  comprehension  more  than  does  any 
other  approach  to  the  Word.  This  is  lacking  in  this 
volume,  which  flows  evenly  on  like  a  summer-day 
sermon.  If  one  wishes  exposition  with  flavor,  he 
must  turn  to  earlier  minds,  to  Henry  and  Doddridge, 
and  to  the  quaint  interpretation  of  the  early  English 
and  American  divines.  Even  the  differing  English — 
purer  and  more  idiomatic— quickens  the  mind  and 
enlarges  the  pulpit  vocabulary. 
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Mr.  William  J.  Deane's  "  Joshua"  is  a  careful  run- 
ning summary  of  Joshua's  life,  with  many  side-lights 
from  the  topography  of  Palestine.  It  lacks  any  dear 
attempt  to  realize  the  conditions  under  which  the 
work  is  done;  nor  can  I  see  why  any  one  writing  of 
Biblical  heroes  should  laboriously  justify  doubtful  acts. 
The  Bible  never  does.  They  were  men.  They  did 
wrong.  Let  us  admit  it  and  be  cheered  rather  to  re- 
member that  even  by  poor  instruments  God's  great 
work  goes  on. 

•*♦ 

Of  all  books  a  *'  short  history  "  for  students  should 
be  strictly  accurate.  The  **  Short  History  of  the  Church 
in  the  United  States,"  by  Dr.  John  F.  Hurst,  is  unfor- 
tunate in  a  number  of  minor  errors  in  style  and  fact. 
"  Transferal,"  for  one  word  of  several,  is  wretched 
English.  The  first  celebration  of  the  Protestant  faith 
on  this  continent  at  Roanoke  Island,  1587,  is  omitted 
altogether.  The  *'  war  with  Mexico  "  did  not  "  give 
the  United  States  the  great  State  of  Texas."  but  the 
ceded  territories.  Texas  was  already  free  and  annexed. 
It  is  a  misleading  statement  to  say  that  the  "  Church 
of  England  "  was  "  the  established  faith  of  most  of 
the  colonies."  This  was  only  true  in  Maryland,  Vir- 
ginia and  some  other  colonies.  *'  The  Quakers  "  are 
not  all  "  Baptists  in  theology,"  and  the  sketch  of  the 
Friends  b  altogether  deficient.  In  dealing  with  the 
Roman. Catholic  Church,  it  would  have  been  well  to 
point  out  the  radical  difference  between  the  ecclesias- 
tical position  of  the  Church  here  and  in  Canada.  Not 
merely  the  "Jesuits,"  but  the  entire  Church  in  the 
United  States,  being  still  a  mission  and  not  a  national 
Church,  derives  its  **  authority  directly  from  Rome."  It 
is  scarcely  fair  to  overlook  the  labors  here  of  other 
orders  besides  the  Society  of  Jesus.  It  is  not  entirely 
"  new  in  its  history  "  for  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
to  establish  parochial  schools.  Its  efforts  for  education 
are  as  old  as  the  Church  itself.  The  failure  of  the 
Protestant  Church  as  a  whole  to  protest  against  the 
unutterable  iniquity  of  slavery  is  glossed  over.  Ameri- 
can missionaries  have  gone  "  Eastward  from  Turkey  " 
not  only  "  as  far  as  the  valley  of  the  Tigris  and  Euphra- 
tes," but  across  Persia.  Robert  College  is  only  one  of 
several  such  colleges  in  Turkey.  These  are  errors 
found  in  a  rapid  survey  of  a  few  moments,  and  while 
the  tolerance,  the  broad  spirit,  the  general  plan  deserve 
praise,  short  history  ought  to  be  immaculate  in  its 
facts. 

"  I  look  forward  to  a  time,"  says  Mr.  Edward  Bagnall 
Poulton  in  his  "  Colors  of  Animals,**  "  when  any  de- 
scription of  color  and  marking  will  be  considered  in- 
complete unless  supplemented  by  an  account  of  their 
meaning  and  importance  in  the  life  of  the  species." 
When  one  remembers  the  myriad  colors  of  the  animal 
world  this  opens  a  vista  as  fascinating  as  it  is  long.  A 
few  steps  are  taken  in  it  in  this  volume,  chiefly  devoted 
to  butterflies,  which  ofler  many  instances  of  useful 


marking  in  all  stages  of  their  growth.  Every  observ- 
ant person  has,  I  presume,  noticed  instances  in  which 
bird,  beast  or  insect  escaped  notice  from  its  color  so 
that  this  field  of  natural  history  lies  near  all.  Mr. 
Poulton *s  work  is  discursive  and  less  systematic  than 
one  could  wish.  It  leaves  an  uneasy  impression  that 
this  great  mass  of  facts  has  not  been  fully  digested ; 
but  its  pages— to  one  who  has  had  eyes  in  the  fields — 
are  of  enthralling  interest  and  cannot  fail  to  quicken 
observation  in  the  future,  and,  next  to  quickening 
thought,  quickening  observation  is  the  best  a  book 
can  do  for  the  mind.

"  Idylls  of  the  Field,"  by  Mr.  Francis  A.  Knight, 
is  a  sort  of  washed-out  Gilbert  White's  **  Selbome," 
very  literary,  very  full  of  morals  of  nature  and  very 
empty  of  her  real  lessons. 

* 

A  critic  is  known  by  the  books  he  chooses  for  other 
people  to  read,  and  Mr.  Henry  A.  Beers  in  "  From 
Chaucer  to  Tennyson  "  has  made  an  admirable  selec- 
tion. The  book  is  one  in  the  Chautauqua  course,  and 
can  be  most  heartily  commended,  true  in  statement, 
right  in  spirit,  and  apt  in  criticism.  The  books  he 
names  in  his  course  of  reading  would  cost  about  $125 
all  told,  and  a  better  outfit  for  a  reading:  club  in 
English  literature  it  would  be  hard  to  make  anywhere. 
In  this  estimate  I  have  now  and  then  substituted 
cheaper  editions,  containing  the  same  in  substance, 
for  the  more  valuable  ones  mentioned.  With  Mr. 
Beers'  capital  book  as  a  guide,  and  this  list — got  as 
wanted  through  two  or  three  years,  making  a  dollar 
or  so  a  week — any  man  or  woman,  growing  boy  or 
girl,  could  gain  that  precious  acquisition,  a  complete 
apprehension  of  English  literature  as  a  whole — a 
priceless  possession  for  life.

Mr.  William  Cleaver  Wilkinson's  *'  Classic  French 
Course  in  English  "  is  much  of  the  nature  of  an  use- 
ful guide  book. 

»  « 

Mr.  Cyril  Ransome — an  English  professor  of  litera- 
ture in  a  provincial  college — has  drawn  out  somewhat 
at  length  a  report  of  things  done  and  said  in  eight  of 
Shakespeye's  plays,  and  called  it  *•  Short  Studies  ot 
Shakespeare's  Plots."  The  plays  treated  are  "  Ham- 
let," "Julius  Caesar."  "  Macbeth,"  *'  Lear."  "  Richard 
II.,"  "  Othello,"  ••  Coriolanus,"  and  "  The  Tempest." 
The  book  may  possibly  aid  some  one  at  work  on 
these  plays,  but  the  application  of  diproces  verbal  to 
great  works  of  a  greater  imagination  gives  but  bald 
results.  In  work  like  this  it  is  better  for  each  reader 
to  make  his  own  report. 

♦** 
Mrs.  S.  V.  R.  Cruger,  if  she  is  inde.ed  the  Julicn 
Gordon  who  writes  **  A  Diplomat's  Diary,"  has  writ- 
ten one  of  the  first  novels  of  the  year.     It  is  full  of 
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local  color,  and  no  local  color  could  be  more  interest- 
ing than  that  of  St.  Petersburg.  The  hero,  a  Prussian 
diplomat  who  tells  his  story  in  the  first  person,  is  a 
woman's  man,  but  still  flesh  and  blood;  and  the 
woman,  a  mature  American,  is  adorable,  and  she 
ends  by  marrying  an  American  who  looks  like  a 
VanDyke.  All  good  Americans,  as  we  all  know, 
resemble  the  great  dead  of  the  past.  As  the  diplomat 
falls  in  love  with  her,  and  she  yields  to  his  passion, 
but  keeps  her  plight  to  her  American  lover,  there  are 
here,  too,  the  materials  of  an  admirable  plot.  The 
book  is  sure  to  be  talked  about. 

#** 
"  Dmitri,"  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Bain,  is  one  of  those  brief 
novels  of  action  to  which  we  are  all  turning.  It  tells 
the  story  of  the  monk  who  ruled  in  Moscow  by  per- 
sonating the  son  of  Ivan  the  Terrible.  Mr.  Bain  has 
made  him  that  rare  thing  in  history,  an  impostor  of 
courage,  and  he  has  done  that  other  rare  thing  in  the 
later  historical  novel,  made  it  interesting. 

The  appetite  for  a  story,  as  a  story,  is  healthy  and 
aniversal,  and  those  who.  like  Mrs.  £.  D.  £.  N.  South- 
worth  and  Sylvanus  Cobb,  Jr.,  gratify  it,  have  dis- 
placed a  horde  of  much  worse  fiction.  The  "  Gun- 
maker  of  Moscow  ••  has  had  more  readers,  I  believe, 
than  any  other  American  novel,  and  no  critic  who 
takes  the  trouble  to  run  over  it  can  fail  to  see  that  it 
has  qualities  which  deserve  this  vogue.  The  par- 
ticular matter  of  the  story  as  such  is  better  than  in 
far  more  distinguished  work.  It  is  not  literature  in 
the  true  sense,  but  it  has  its  place  and  use,  and  the 
•'Choice  Series"  which  contains  New  York  Ledger 
stories  has  far  more  in  its  favor  than  many  who  attack 
it  know  of. 

**« 

"Following  the  Guidon,"  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  B. 
Custer,  is  a  plain,  simple  story  of  personal  detail  in 
the  fight  for  the  centre  of  the  continent.  Like  that 
other  classic  of  the  plains,  '*  Boots  and  Saddles,*'  it 
gives  a  picture  of  the  frontier  for  which  one  will  look 
in  vain  elsewhere,  and  which  is  certain  to  have  a  far 
k)nger  hfe  than  more  pretentious  work.  It  is  not  his- 
tory, and  the  personal  standpoint  will  need  revision, 
but  a  book  like  this,  dealing  at  first  hand  with  Indian 
life,  is  worth  far  more  than  the  "  books  for  boys  " 
compiled  from  various  ill-digested  sources.  Mrs. 
Coster  has  had  the  happy  thought  of  adding  the 
music  of  the  bugle-calls  and  marches  to  which  she 
alludes.  Few  small  things,  I  take  it,  are  more  exas- 
perating than  references  to  airs  with  which  one  is 
unfamiliar.

•*  The  Squatter's  Dream,"  by  Mr.  Rolf  Boldrewood, 
is  another  novel  of  local  color— this  time  in  Australia, 
but  with  little  or  nothing  else  to  recommend  it,  writ- 
ten in  that  familiar  commonplace  style  of  English 
novelists  which  makes  a  book  read  like  badly  edited 
newspaper  copy. 


WILKIE    COLLINS'  WORKS. 

Like  the  majority  of  writers,  Wilkie  Collins  wrote 
his  most  popular  books  when  in  the  prime  of  life. 
Thackeray  was  forty-one  when  he  gave  *'  Esmond  " 
to  the  world ;  Dickens  two  or  three  years  younger 
when  "David  Copperfield"  was  written;  George 
Eliot  was  thirty-nine  when  "Adam  Bede  "  placed  her 
name  among  the  immortals,  and  Trollope  was  forty- 
two  when,  with  "  Barchester  Towers,"  he  made  his 
first  success.  Collins  wrote  "  The  Woman  in  White," 
"  No  Name,"  '*  Armadale,"  and  "  The  Moonstone  *' 
in  succession  between  the  ages  of  thirty-five  and 
forty-five,  and  none  of  his  many  earlier  or  later  fictions 
have  achieved  the  same  fame  as  those  four  brilliant 
novels.  "  Antonina,"  a  story  of  ancient  Rome,  was 
his  first,  then  came  "  Basil."  a  remarkably  unpleasant 
story,  which  yet  showed  ample  evidence  of  inherent 
power  and  dramatic  ability.  In  its  feverish  autobio- 
graphical mode  of  telling,  and  obvious  indications  of 
youth  in  the  manner  of  it,  **  Basil "  may  be  said  to 
have  literary  kinship  with  Mr.  William  Black*s  "  Kil- 
meny  "  and  Mr.  Justin  McCarthy's  **  My  Enemy's 
Daughter."  Ingenuity  of  plot,  helped  out  by  useful 
coincidences,  is  the  feature  of  the  third  effort,  "  Hide 
and  Seek,"  with  its  gentle  deaf-and-dumb  heroine  ; 
but  "  The  Dead  Secret "  was  really  the  earliest  ex- 
ample of  the  distinctly  Collins  method  of  narration, 
which  has  had  a  world  of  imitators,  and,  like  most 
distinct  methods,  is  a  dangerous  model.  Improb- 
abilities, absurdities,  long-drawn-out  complications 
of  plot,  and  an  almost  brutal  bluntness  of  style 
are  no  doubt  among  his  characteristics ;  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  is  the  sing^ar  realistic  power  which 
vitalizes  even  the  most  tiresome  of  his  stories. 

•*  The  Dead  Secret"  is  melodramatic,  and  the  secret 
is  soon  guessed  by  the  reader.  After  this  came  the  four 
already  named :  **  The  Woman  in  White,"  with  the 
memorable  figure  of  Count  Fosco,  best  known  of  all 
his  characters,  because  no  one  had  before  con- 
ceived the  possibility  of  a  villain  who  should  be  fat 
and  comic,  and  possess  pet  animals ;  "  No  Name," 
the  history  of  Magdalen  Vanstone's  plots  to  recover 
her  lost  home  and  entrap  her  odious  Cousin  Noel — 
odious  also,  after  an  original  type — and  of  the  counter- 
plots of  Mrs.  Lecourt,  whose  cold  and  slimy  reptile 
pets  are  a  pair  to  Fosco's  white  mice;  "Armadale,** 
wherein  occurs  the  curious  figure  of  Miss  Gwilt, 
which  took  a  firm  hold  of  public  fancy. 

For  this  novel  it  is  said  that  Wilkie  Collins 
reached  his  top  price,  but  it  may  be  taken  for  granted 
that  its  predecessors  had  a  considerable  effect  upon 
this  point ;  for  in  plot  it  is  scarcely  equal  to  them  or 
to  its  successor,  though  there  are  other  admirable 
features  which  lend  probability  to  the  statement  that 
it  was  the  author*s  own  favorite  work.  In  skill  of  • 
plot,  conception,  and  development,  without  consider-  , 
ing  other  details,  "  The  Moonstone  "  stands  pre- 
eminent.

AUSTRALIA'S  POPULAR  NOVELIST. 
*•  Rolf  Boldrewood'*  is  tlic  nom  de  plume  of  Thomas 
Alexander  Brown.  He  is  English  by  birth  and  in  his 
sixty-third  year.  His  father;  a  retired  captain  in 
the  East  India  Company's  service,  settled  in  Australia 
in  1830,  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  founding 
of  Melbourne.  "  Rolf,**  though  only  a  mere  lad  at 
that  time,  was  evidently  a  very  observant  one,  as  his 
book  of  "  Old  Melbourne  Memories "  abundantly 
shows.  In  his  seventeenth  year  *' Rolf "  became  a 
pioneer  squatter  in  the  western  district  of  Victoria, 
and  succeeded  so  well  that  he  was  a  wealthy  man 
in  i860,  and  did  the  grand  tour  of  the  world.  But 
after  his  return  bad  times  set  in.  a  series  of  disastrous 
droughts  almost  annihilated  his  flocks  and  herds,  and 
like  many  another  squatter,  he  had  to  face  the  ruin  of 
all  his  hopes.  The  Government  came  to  his  help  in 
the  hour  of  misfortune  and  appointed  him  a  police 


magistrate  and  gold  fields  commissioner — a  dual  post, 
allowing  ample  leisure  for  the  cultivation  of  his  literar)* 
taste— which  he  still  continues  to  fill.  His  first  essays 
appeared  in  The  Comhill,  being  graphic  descriptions 
of '*  A  Kangaroo  Drive  and  Shearing  in  Riverina." 
Then  he  became  a  regular  contributor  to  the  Sydney 
Town  and  Country  JournaL  Probably  his  best  book 
is  "  Ups  and  Downs.'*  It  is  largely  autobiographical 
and  full  of  faithful  and  realistic  pictures  of  colonial 
Ufe.  "  The  Miner's  Right "  and  "  Robbery  Under 
Arms,"  were  first  brought  before  the  English  and 
American  public  a  few  months  ago.  This  author  has 
been  writing  stories  in  the  Sydney  Town  and  Country 
Journal,  all  unknown  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury ;  but  now  that  his  name  is  up  we  shall  doubtless 
have  all  his  new-old  stories  on  the  literary  market, 
among  them  **  The  Squatter's  Dream,"  "  A  Colonial 
Reformer."  "  An  Australian  Squire,"  etc.  *'  Rolf " 
accepts  his  long-deferred  fame  with  philosophical 
equanimity,  and  like  a  sensible  man  sticks  contentedly 
to  his  government  appointment.  London  Star,

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RUDYARD  KIPLING. 

BY  ANDRBW  LANG. 

Some  years  ago,  among  the  books  which  come  in 
battalions  to  a  reviewer,  I  found  an  odd  little  vol  inie 
of  verses,  bound  like  an  official  report.     Where  is 
that  volume  now  ?    It  has  gone  the  way  of   first 
editions ;  a  thing  to  regret,  as  it  was  an  example  of 
Mr.    Rudyard    Kipling's    "  Departmental    Ditties." 
They  were  light  pieces  of  rhyme  on  Anglo-Indian 
life  and  society ;   they  were  lively,  sad,  cynical  and 
very  unlike  most  poetry.     Mr.  Kipling's  name  was 
new  to  me,  and,  much  as  I  had  admired  his  verses, 
1  heard  no  more  of  him  till  I  received  "The  Story  of 
the  Gadsbys,"  "  Studies  in  Black  and  White,"  and 
"  Under  the  Deodars."    They  were  all  unpretending 
^itde  tomes,  clad  in  gray  paper  and  pub- 
lished in  India.     Then,  on  reading  them,  i:;,  , 
one  saw  that  a  new  star  in  literature  had 
swum  into  one's  ken.    Here  were  extra- 
ordinary brightness,  brevity,  observation, 
humor;   unusual,   perhaps  unexampled, 
knowledge  of  life  in  India— life  of  the 
people,  of  their  white  rulers,  of  men  and 
women  and  of  the  private  soldier.     Mr. 
Kipling  had  the  unusual  art  of  telling  a          ' 
short  story ;   he  cut  it  almost  down  to 
anecdote  in  his  hatred  of  the  prolix  and 
the  superfluous.    This  is  always  a  rare 
art  in  English ;  in  French  it  is  more  com- 
mon and  is  made  far  more  welcome. 

All  this  time  the  European  English 
knew  little  or  nothing  of  Mr.  Kipling. 
He  was  praised  in  reviews;  his  books 
were  the  treasures  of  a  few  people  who  like 
to  find  a  fresh  thing  that  is  good.  Then, 
in  autumn,  1889,  Mr.  Kipling  came  to 
England,  paying  a  long  visit  to  America 
on  the  way.  The  few  facts  that  need  be 
told  about  his  past  career  were  soon 
known.  He  was  bom  at  Bombay  on 
December  30,  1865.  He  is  therefore  still 
a  very  young  man.  At  his  age  Mr. 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson  had  only  shown 
his  genius  to  the  world  in  a  few  admir- 
able magazine  articles.  Born  in  India,  "*""'  *' 
the  son  of  the  head  of  the  School  of  Art 
at  Lahore,  Mr.  Kipling  was  educated  at  Westward  Ho, 
the  watering  place  and  home  of  the  golfer,  named 
after  Canon  Kingsley's  novel.  He  returned  to  India 
early,  and  how  early  he  began  to  write  articles,  tales 
and  verses  in  the  Indian  newspapers  I  do  not  know. 
His  litde  romances  first  appeared  in  the  journals 
of  our  oriental  dependency  and  were  part  of  his 
regular  newspaper  work.  As  the  books  came  out  in 
India  it  has  hitherto  been  difficult  to  get  them ;  they 
have  been  "  very  rare."  However  these  difficulties 
are  being  removed  and  doubtless  all  Mr.  Kipling's 
works  will  become  as  accessible  as  those  of  other 
British  authors.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  write  a  biog- 
raphy of  Mr.  Kipling  nor  to  describe  him  "  at  home." 


He  is  fond  of  horses  and  of  fishing.  He  is  not  fond 
of  psychology  nor  of  M.  Paul  Bourget.  His  political 
opinions  are  of  the  kind  which  were  English  in  old 
days  before  Mr.  Gladstone,  and  I  am  not  aware  that 
he  has  ever  attempted  to  overthrow  the  Christian 
religion  nor  to  supply  his  own  mixture,  at  reasonable 
charges,  as  a  substitute.  He  is  thus,  though  young 
and  popular,  a  little  belated  in  our  intelligent  and 
advanced  generation. 

Enough  of  personal  description.  As  to  his  writings 
Mr.  Kipling  appears  to  myself  to  possess  a  very 
original  genius ;  nor  is  this  an  original  opinion. 
His  plain  tales  have  been  called  "  the  best  book 
ever  written    on   India  "  by   an   authority  of   very

great  experience  in  life,  in  government  and  in 
literature.  For  the  first  time  he  has  shown  English 
readers  what  India  is  like;  how  full  of  infinitely 
various  life  and  romance.  He  seems  to  have  seen 
and  known  and  been  able  to  make  real  and 
vivid  the  existence  of  all  classes  in  that  continent. 
There  are  touching  passages  in  "  The  Story  of  the 
Gadsbys,"  but  it  has  the  defect  of  reminding  one  of 
••Gyp,"  an  author  whom  Mr.  Kipling  may  never 
have  read,  for  all  that  I  know.  To  my  own  taste — 
after  all  it  is  a  question  of  taste — his  tales  of  native 
life  in  many  ranks,  castes,  religions  and  nations  are 
his  best.  There  is  a  wondrt'ful  horror  mixed  with 
vulgar  magic  in  the  story  called  **  The   Hotise  of 
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Suddhoo."  The  confessions  of  an  opium  smoker  in 
"  The  Gate  of  a  Hundred  Sorrows  '*  defeat  De  Quincey 
on  his  own  ground.  "  On  the  City  Wall  "  is  a 
romance  that  is  real  and  an  amazing  glimpse  into  the 
true  mind  of  orientals  hidden  from  us  often  by  a 
veneer  of  western  culture. 

The  '•  Strange  Ride  of  Morrowbie  Jukes. "who  fell  into 
a  village  of  them  who  should  be  dead  but  yet  alive,  is 
a  nightmare  more  perfect  and  terrible,  I  think,  than 
anything  of  Edgar  Poe's.  There  is  a  scene  of  passion 
at  a  midnight  picnic  and  in  a  nocturnal  dust  storm 
which  is  purely  magical,  a  revelation  of  things  pos- 
sible. The  story  of  a  little  Indian  child  is  a  mere 
sketch,  but  it  brings  tears  even  into  critical  eyes. 
There  is  an  astonishing  variety  in  Mr.  Kipling's  pow- 
ers. In  the  "  Phantom'  Rickshaw  "  his  tale  of  the  dead 
wife's  appointment  with  her  husband  moves  one  like 
a  vivid  dream  o£  the  beloved  dead.  Then  we  have 
a  handsome  piece  of  witchery  in  the"  Bisaraof  Pooree," 
where  the  impossible  becomes  real  to  fancy.  From 
these  tales  it  is  a  long  step  to  the  military  humors  of 
"  Soldiers  Three  " — the  magnificent,  daring,  vain  and 
generous  Irish  Heracles,  Mulvaney ;  the  little  cockney 
who  shoots  so  well  and  has  a  madness  of  homesick- 
ness ;  Ortheris,  and  the  large  Yorkshire  man  who  is 
their  comrade.  "  How  They  Took  the  Town  of  Lung- 
tungpens"  and  "  With  the  Rear  Guard  "  are  talcs  of  as 
good  fighting  as  ever  were  transcribed.  Every  soldier 
should  inspire  himself  with  the  gay  daring  and  master- 
ful adventure.  The  legend  of  the  wanderer  with  the 
head  of  his  crushed  and  dead  comrade  in  his  wallet 
proves  that  Mr.  Kipling  would  excel  in  the  wildest 
myths  of  adventure,  if  he  cared.  He  has  comedy, 
tragedy,  farce,  in  his  repertory,  all  in  small  parcels. 
He  has  seen  a  perfect  Odyssey  of  strange  experience, 
has  known  or  has  divined  the  most  unheard-of  deal- 
ings of  men  with  men,  and  everywhere  has  found  them 
very  human.  The  last  story  in  •'  Plain  Tales  from  the 
Hills**  promises,  not  a  conclusion  but  a  beginning,  to 
the  legend  of  an  English  scholar  sunk  in  drink,  in 
Islam,  and  the  dirt  of  a  bazar.  All  this  would  be 
entirely  new,  and  we  may  trust  that  Mr.  Kipling  will 
give  us  a  longer  narrative  on  the  subject.  Whether 
he  can  wiite  a  long  novel,  or  a  novel  rather  of  the 
usual  proportions,  remains  to  be  seen.  Very  few  men 
have  excelled  in  both  forms  of  the  art  fictitious,  and 
he  certainly  excels  in  one.  At  a  passage,  a  picture,  an 
incident,  a  character,  he  is  already,  perhaps,  all  but 
unrivalled  among  his  contemporaries.  Can  he  weave 
masses  of  this  into  a  consistent  fable?  This  remains 
to  be  tried.  Harper's  Weekly,

A  TRUE  REALIST. 

The  House  by  the  Medlar-Tree.  By  Giovanni 
Verga.  The  translation  by  Mary  A.  Craig.  An  intro- 
duction by  W.  D.  Howells.  i6ino,  75  cents  ;  by  mail, 
85  cents. 

We  have  here  a  perfectly  simple  chronicle  of  the  for- 
tunes of  a  family  of  Italian  fishermen,  and  this 
naturally,  and  even  necessarily,  includes  a  history  of 
the  village  this  family  inhabits.  Nothing  can  be  more 
inartificial  in  appearance  than  the  structure  of  the 
tale,  and  herein  is  the  refinement  of  its  art  manifested. 
One  does  not  need  to  be  familiar  with  the  life  of 
Italian  coast  hamlets  to  be  certain  that  the  mirror  is 
held  up  to  nature  in  these  pages.  The  homely  con- 
versation of  the  villagers,  the  description  of  their 
habits  and  opinions,  the  pictures  of  the  various  little 
cliques  and  coteries  into  which  they  separate,  the 
character  of  their  gossip,  the  things  which  interest 
and  absorb  them — every  touch  in  all  this  is  so  true  to 
humanity  everywhere  that  its  faithfulness  cannot  be 
suspected.  But  Signor  Verga  has  not  fallen  into  the 
error  of  the  pseudo  realists,  in  supposing  that  realism 
begins  and  ends  with  common  things.  His  picture 
of  humble  life  in  the  little  village  of  Trezza  b  but  the 
scene  upon  which  the  drama  of  the  **  House  by  the 
Medlar-Tree  *'  is  enacted  ;  and  in  that  drama  the  in- 
terests are  as  high,  intense  and  absorbing  as  in  any 
of  the  tragedies  of  human  life  which  mark  the  great 
struggle  for  existence  throughout  the  world.  The  art 
of  the  author  is  shown  in  the  investment  of  relatively 
small  agencies  and  things  with  the  same  interest  that 
attaches  to  the  history  of  great  and  influential  houses 
and  Hves.  The  destinies  of  the  Malavoglia  are  in- 
deed not  out  of  the  common  way.  including  accidents 
by  the  sea,  deaths,  disappointments,  acts  of  folly  or 
vice,  perversities,  injuries  sustained  from  greedy  or 
envious  companions,  and  all  the  many  small  disasters 
and  failures  which  go  to  make  up  what  men  call  *'  a 
run  of  ill-luck.'*  But  the  effect,  the  cumulative  result 
of  all  these  petty  or  not  fatal  misfortunes,  is  anything 
but  pretty.  It  is  the  extinction  of  an  old  and  respect- 
able house,  the  breaking  of  hearts,  the  ruin  of  lives, 
the  sacrifice  and  waste  of  energies  and  hopes  and 
efforts. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  human  life,  however  obscure,  or 
however  monotonously  passed,  to  outward  appear- 
ance, which,  could  it  be  shown  forth  wholly  and  un- 
reservedly, would  not  reveal  some  powerful  convul- 
sion, some  period  of  agony  or  passion.  The  life  of  any 
family,  faithfully  recorded,  is  in  the  same  way  a 
miniature  of  society,  and  the  artist  who  sees  clearly 
and  who  recognizes  fully  the  importance  and  the 
incidence  of  emotion  in  all  life  can  make  of  such 
material  a  drama  fraught  with  every  stimulus  to 
interest  and  attraction.  Such  an  artist,  however, 
will  not  hastily  conclude  that  illiteracy  and  vulgarity, 
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ignorance  and  stupidity,  are  inseparable.  He  will  be 
quick  to  perceive  and  to  make  the  most  of  that  racy 
mother  wit,  that  homely  quaintness  and  philosophy, 
which  so  often  render  the  thoughts  and  expressions 
of  the  peasant  peculiarly  piquant  and  lively. 

The  charm  and  power  of  this  admirable  novel  are 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  author's  style,  which  has 
been  adapted  to  bis  subject  with  marvellous  skill  and 
subtlety.  He  tells  the  story  exactly  in  the  manner 
of  an  intelligent  villager.  One  may  imagine  him  relat- 
ing it  in  a  caf6  to  an  appreciative  group  of  cronies. 
The  book  is  full  of  homely  little  touches,  and  they  add 
wonderfully  to  its  savor  and  its  realism.  Mr.  Howells, 
in  his  introduction,  praises  it  as  "  one  of  the  most 
perfect  pieces  of  literature  that  I  know."  That, 
certainly,  is  sa'ying  much,  and  perhaps  too  much. 
Signer  Verga's  story  is,  however,  almost  beyond 
question  one  of  the  cleverest  and  truest  of  modem 
novels,  and  well  deserving  of  careful  study  by  those 
writers  who,  while  they  think  themselves  the  apostles 
of  a  new  art  of  fiction,  show  too  often  by  their  works 
that  they  have  everything  to  learn,  and  nearly  every- 
thing from  the  artists  now  dead  and  gone  whose 
methods  they  affect  to  scorn.  N.  Y.  Tribune.

Stories  of  Famous   Precious   Stones.    By  Mrs.

Although  a  plain  collection  of  facts,  Mrs.  Orpen's 
book  has  all  the  fascination  of  a  romance.  In  twelve 
chapters  she  tells  the  story  of  the  discovery  and 
acquisition  of  some  of  the  most  valuable  and  famous 
precious  stones  in  existence.  The  most  wonderful  of 
these  is  the  Regent,  or  Pitt,  diamond,  which  was  pur- 
chased of  a  dealer  in  Madras  by  Thomas  Pitt,  grand- 
father of  the  earl  of  Chatham,  for  196,000,  and  subse- 
quenUy  sold  to  the  French  Government  for  $875,000. 
That  was  nearly  two  centuries  ago,  and  in  spite  of  all 
the  revolutionary  changes  which  have  taken  place  in 
France  since  that  day,  the  jewel  still  remains  in  the 
hands  of  the  nation.  At  one  time  it  adorned  the 
sword-hilt  of  the  Fu3t  Napoleon.  The  late  emperor 
had  it  set  in  the  imperial  diadem.    During  the  present 


republic  it  has  been  stored  in  the  vaults  of  the  minister 
of  finance.  When  the  Chamber,  some  two  years 
ago,  decreed  the  sale  by  auction  of  the  crown  jewels, 
the  Regent  was  exempted.  Next  to  the  Regent  is 
ranked  the  Orloff,  which  for  centuries  formed  the  eye 
of  a  Hindoo  god.  It  was  stolen  about  a  hundred 
years  ago  by  a  French  soldier,  who,  hearing  of  it, 
deserted  his  regiment,  pretended  to  become  a  convert 
to  Hindooism,  and  was  so  devoted  in  his  professions 
that  he  was  made  guardian  of  the  shrine  of  the  god. 
Watching  his  opportunity  he  got  away  with  his  prize, 
which  he  sold  for  $10,000.  The  purchaser  disposed 
of  it  for  $60,000.  Its  third  owner  was  a  Jew,  who  sold 
it  to  Prince  Orloff,  of  Russia,  for  $500,000,  who  pre- 
sented it  to  Catherine  II  of  Russia.  It  was  mounted 
in  the  imperial  sceptre,  where  it  still  remains.    Other

is  familiar  to  students  of  Emerson,  the  application 
or  the  form  is  novel.  Interesting,  too,  were  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  talks  here  recorded 
took  place.  Mr.  Woodbury  was,  we  learn,  an 
under-graduate  at  Williams  College  in  the  autumn 
of  1865,  when  Emerson  came  to  Williamstown  to 
deliver  a  lecture,  which  proved  to  be  the  first  of  a 
series.  During  the  somewhat  prolonged  sojourn  of 
the  lecturer  in  the  neighborhood  the  young  student 
had  opportunities  of  frequent  and  intimate  inter- 
course with  him.  He  took  at  the  time,  with  Emer- 
son's knowledge,  careful  notes  of  the  latter's  talk, 
and  he  has  now  given  us  what  all  those  familiar 
with  Emerson's  style  and  points  of  view  will 
recognize  as  an  authentic  reproduction.  The  sub- 
jects of  discourse  were  those  best  adapted  to  bene- 
fit or  interest  a  young  man,  such  as  the  aims  and 
methods  of  education,  the  choice  of  books  and 
the  right  manner  of  reading  them,  with  comments 
on  English  and  American  writers.  What  was  so 
evidently  calculated  to  guide  and  stimulate  one 
auditor  will  be  no  less  helpful  to  a  larger  audi- 
ence, and  Mr.  Woodbury  deserves  the  thanks  of 
students,  young  and  old,  for  the  publication  of 
these  memorabilia.

Discussing  the  right  method  of  reading  and  the 
right  books  to  read,  Emerson  warns  young  students 
against  authors  whose  style  is  elaborate  and  acad- 
emical. He  would  have  them  first  glean  their  data 
from  books  whose  diction  is  colorless  and  reflects 
fiacts  like  a  mirror.  **  Do  not  attempt."  he  told  Mr. 
Woodbury,  "  to  be  a  great  reader.  Read  for  facts, 
and  not  by  the  book  full.  You  must  know  about 
ownership  in  facts.  What  another  sees  and  tells 
yon  is  not  yours,  but  his.  If  you  had  seen  it  you 
wotdd  not  have  seen  what  he  did,  and,  even  less, 
what  he  tells.  Your  only  relief  is  to  find  out  all  you 
can  about  it,  and  look  at  it  in  all  possible  lights, 
keep  your  eyes  open  and  see  all  you  can ;  and 
whta  you  get  the  right  man,  question  him  close. 
Learn  to  divine  books,  Xafeel  those  that  you  want 
without  wasting  much  time  over  them.  Remem- 
ber, you  must  know  only  the  excellent  of  all  that 
has  been  presented.  But  often  a  chapter  is  enough. 
The  glance  reveals  when  the  gaze  obscures. 
Somewhere  the  author  has  hidden  his  messages 
Find  it  and  skip  the  paragraphs  that  do  not  talk, 
to  you.'*  From  this  discourse  about  eclectic  reading 
there  was  a  natural  transition  to  newspapers,  which, 
as  Emerson  recognized,  "have  done  much  to 
abbreviate  expression,  and  so  to  improve  style. 
Emerson  was  speaking  in  1865,  but  he  seems  to 
have  foreseen  the  colossal  journals  of  our  day* 
for  he  goes  on :  "  They  are  to  occupy  during 
yonr  generation  a  large  share  of  attention.  And 
the  most  studious  and  engaged  man  can  only 
neglect  them  at  his  cost.** 

Before  leaving  Mr.  Woodbury*s  room  Emerson 
rememberinjjr  the  habits  of  conviviality  to  which 
some  undergraduates  succumb,  asked :  "  Did  you  ever 
think  about  the  logic  of  stimulus  ?  Nature^suppUes 
her  own ;  it  is  astonishing  what  she  will  do  if  you  give 
her  a  chance.  In  how  short  a  time  will  she  revive 
the  over- tired  brain !  A  breath  under  the  apple  tree, 
a  siesta  on  the  grass,  a  whiff  of  wind,  an  interval  of 
retirement,  and  the  balance  and  serenity  are  restored. 
A  clean  creature  needs  so  little  and  responds  so  readily ! 
there  is  something  as  miraculous  as  the  Gospels  in  it. 
Later  in  life  society  becomes  a  stimulus.  Occasionally 
the  gentle  excitation  of  a  cup  of  tea  is  needed  ;  a  mind 
invents  its  own  tonics  by  which  without  permanent 
injury  it  makes  rapid  rallies,  and  enjoys  good  moods. 


Conversation  is  an  excitant,  and  the  series  of  intoxi- 
cations it  creates  is  healthful.  But  tobacco — what 
rude  crowbar  is  that  with  which  to  pry  into  the  delicate 
tissues  of  the  brain !  "  It  must  not  be  inferred  from 
this  passage  that  Emerson  himself  was  a  total  abstainer 
from  tobacco,  though  he  smoked  but  rarely,  and  never 
until  he  was  50. 

Of  Scott,  he  said ;  "  There  are  no  books  for  boys 
like  the  poems  of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Every  boy  loves

faculties  except  humor,  but  so  far  he  shows  little  of 
that,**  and  of  Browning,  "he  is  always  a  teacher." 
Of  Goethe  he  spoke  with  discrimination.  He  liked 
"  Wilhelm  Meister,**  and  thought  it  contained  the  an- 
alysis of  life,  but  he  could  not  read  or  endure  "  Faust.'* 
Asked  about  George  Sand,  he  answered,  "  It  is 
wonderful  the  amount  she  has  written— everything  ; 
she  seems  to  know  the  world.  But  her  stories — I  do 
not  know  about  them  ;  I  do  not  read  stories.  I  never 
could  turn  a  dozen  pages  in  '  Don  Quixote '  or  Dickens 
without  a  yawn.  He  takes  too  long  to  tell  a  little  ; 
too  much  of  a  reporter  who  must  fill  a  column.  Why 
read  novels  ?    We  meet  stranger  creatures  than  their 
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heroes.  What  writer  of  stories  would  not  be  derided 
if  he  gave  us  creatures  as  impossible  as  Nero,  or  Alva, 
or  Joan  of  Arc  ?  '*  Of  no  one  did  Emerson  speak 
with  more  emphasis  than  of  Plato.  One  of  his  in- 
junctions to  Mr.  Woodbury  was :  "  Read  Plato's 
'  Republic ; '  he  lifts  man  toward  the  divine,  and  I 
like  it  when  I  hear  that  a  man  reads  Plato.  I  want 
to  meet  that  man.  For  no  man  of  self-conceit  can 
go  through  Plato.** 

It  is  pleasant  to  hear  Emerson  talk  of  American 
men  of  letters.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  he  called  the 
"  connecting  link  between  England  and  America.  If 
that  acute-minded  man  had  been  bom  in  England, 
they  would  never  have  tired  of  making  much  of  him. 
He  has  the  finest  sensibility,  and  that  catholicity  of 
taste  without  which  no  large  and  generous  nature  can 
be  developed.  Everything  interests  him.  He  has 
phases  that  make  him  welcome  as  well  to  Bacchus  as 
Minerva.'*  James  Russell  Lowell  he  described  as  "  a 
man  of  wit :  a  genial  man,  of  good  inspirations, 
who  can  write  poems  of  wit  and  something  better.  It 
does  one  good  to  read  him.  He  has  a  good  deal  of 
self-consciousness,  and  never  forgave  Margaret  Fuller 
and  Thoreau  for  wounding  it."

Emerson  thought  there  was  no  place  for  a  Rem- 
brandt in  literature,  and  accordingly  he  would  not 
read  Victor  Hugo's  **  Les  Miserables."  It  was,  there- 
fore, to  be  expected  that  he  would  speak  tentatively 
of  Hawthorne  as  of  one  the  quality  of  whose  mind 
was  strange  to  him.  "  Hawthorne,"  he  said,  "  lived 
afar  from  us.  He  was  always  haunted  by  his  ances- 
try, who  spelled  the  name  Hathorne.  His  gait  and 
moods  were  of  the  sea.  He  had  kinship  to  pirates 
and  sailors.  But  his  writings  are  of  the  terrible,  the 
grotesque,  the  sombre.  There  is  nothing  joyous  in 
them.  He  resisted  the  light.  His  genius  was  for  the 
unhappy  and  nether  side.  It  was  the  same  way  with 
Hugo.     No  man  ought  to  write  so.*' 

No  lover  of  Emerson  can  afford  to  overlook  this 
book.  He  pervades  it.  The  man  himself  is  there — 
not  only  the  figure  and  the  lineaments,  such  as  are 
depicted  with  more  minuteness  of  portraiture  in 
Cabot's  life,  but  a  warmth  and  color  lacking  in  that 
biography.

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A  CHAPTER  IN  JEWISH  HISTORY. 

The  Jews  Under  Roman  Rule.  By  W.  D.  Morri- 
son. Illustrated.  Story  of  the  Nations.  i2mo.  $1.10; 
by  mail,  I1.26. 
What  seems  at  first  sight  puzzling  is  the  fact  that  the 
Jews  who  had  been  an  insignificant  factor  of  the 
population  of  Syria  under  Persian  rule,  should  have 
played  such  a  conspicuous  role  in  history  from  the 
ea^ly  part  of  the  second  century,  B.  C,  up  to  the 
close  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  second  century  of  our 
era.  To  explain  this  curious  phenomenon  is  the  aim 
of  the  latest  addition  to  "  The  Story  of  the  Nations" 
series.  This  is,  so  far  as  we  know,  the  only  English 
book  which  deals  with  this  special  subject,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  peculiarly  fortunate  that  the  author  should 
have  shown  himself  thoroughly  qualified  for  the  task. 
Not  only  has  Mr.  Morrison  sought  data  at  first 
hand  from  the  original  Greek  and  Roman  sources, 
but  he  has  availed  himself  of  the  expository  and 
critical  apparatus  provided  by  the  German  scholars 
who  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  elucidation  of 
Jewish  history  and  the  Jewish  religion.  For  a  con- 
venient and  effective  treatment  of  his  theme  the 
author  has  divided  the  space  at  his  disposal,  giving 
in  the  first  half  of  this  volume  a  consecu- 
tive account  of  the  Jews  of  Palestine  from 
their  revolt  under  the  Maccabees  against 
the  Seleukid  kings  of  Syria  down  to 
their  final  and  fatal  outbreak,  in  the 
reign  of  Hadrian.  In  the  second  part  of 
the  book  he  discusses  such  questions  as 
the  relation  of  the  synagogue  to  the 
temple  and  of  tradition  to  the  law.  the 
difference  between  the  Sadducees  and 
Pharisees,  the  origin  and  characteristics 
of  the  Essenes,  the  hope  and  conception 
of  a  Messiah,  and  the  extent  of  the  Jewish 
dispersion  through  the  Mediterranean  world. 

On  the  subject  of  the  origin  and  nature  of  the 
synagogue,  Mr.  Morrison  says: 

"In  the  dark  days  of  the  Exile,  it  had  become  a 
custom  with  the  departed  Jews  to  meet  together  at 
stated  times  to  console  and  comfort  one  another,  and 
to  fortify  themselves  in  the  faith  of  their  fathers  by 
the  reading  and  expounding  of  the  Law.  This 
custom  did  not  openly  conflict  with  the  pretensions 
set  up  on  behalf  of  the  Temple  ;  it  was  accordingly 
continued  after  the  Return,  and  so  palpably  met  the 
requirements  of  Jewish  religious  life  tfiat  it  was 
ultimately  developed  into  the  synagogue,  and 
became  an  estabUshed  institution,  with  its  roots 
firmly  fixed  in  the  affections  of  the  people.  It  is 
questionable  if  the  Law  would  have  survived  the 
rude  shocks  which  were  awaiting  it  [m  Seleukid 
times]  had  the  synagogue  not  existed  and  held  its 
precepts  before  the  popular  mind.  No  wonder  that 
the  scribes,  the  men  whose  whole  lives  were 
absorbed  in  the  teaching  of  the  Law,  did  their  utmost 
to  exalt  the  synagogue.  It  was  an  unsurpassed 
instrument  for  the  propagation  of  their  ideas." 

It  is  in  a  chapter  on  the  dispersion  that  the  author 
of  this  book  enables  us  to  understand  the  material 
power  at  times  wielded  by  the  relatively  small  Jewish 
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population  of  Palestine,  and  their  command  of  the 
resources  needed  to  keep  a  large  army  in  the  field. 
It  was  as  if  the  Holy  Land  were  now  put  in  the  pos- 
session of  Jewish  colonists,  who  had  authority  to  levy 
large  and  incessant  contributions  on  the  Rothschilds 
and  the  innumerable  rich  Hebrew  bankers  scattered 
all  over  the  civilized  world.  The  number  of  Jews 
outside  of  Palestine  in  the  time  of  Christ  must  have 
been  much  greater  than  the  Jewish  population  in 
Palestine  itself.  According  to  Josephus  the  Jews  in 
Mesopotamia  and  Babylonia  were  to  be  counted  not 
by  thousands,  but  millions.  In  the  first  century  of 
our  era  Egypt  contained  a  Jewish  community  num- 
bering about  a  million  souls.  Two  of  the  five  quarters 
into  which  Alexandria  was  divided  were  inhabited 


They  were  also  permitted  to  establish  tribunals  of 
their  own  for  adjudicating  upon  matters  pertaining  to 
the  welfare  of  their  community.  These  privileges 
were  not  withdrawn  from  them  even  after  the  revolts 
of  their  brethren  in  the  Holy  Land.  From  these 
outlying  colonies  pilgrims  to  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem 
came  annually,  according  to  Josephus  by  the  million 
and  according  to  Philo  by  tens  of  thousands.  Not 
only  did  a  continual  stream  of  money  flow  to 
Palestine  through  these  pilgrimages,  but  all  Jews 
contributed  to  the  fund  ostensibly  levied  as  tribute 
for  the  Temple.  The  result  of  this  organized  taxation 
was  that  the  Sanhedrin  always  had  at  its  disposal 
large  sums  of  money.  And  when  these  fell  into  the 
hands  of  rebels  they  were  able  to  raise  forces  and

by  Jews.  An  immense  number  of  Jews  were  to  be 
found  in  Antioch,  and  in  Damascus  alone  from  ten 
to  eighteen  thousand  of  them  were  massacred  at  the 
time  of  the  great  war  with  Rome.  They  were  strong 
enough  in  Cyprus  under  Trajan  to  put  to  death  240,000 
of  the  native  population,  and  in  Cyrene  to  massacre 
200,000  Greeks  and  Romans.  They  formed  large  and 
flourishing  communities  throughout  the  regions  which 
later  constituted  the  Eastern  Roman  empire — Syria, 
Asia  Minor,  Thrace,  Macedonia,  Thessaly,  and 
Greece.  In  the  West,  too,  they  had  colonies  pene- 
trating as  far  as  Spain.  In  Rome  itself  they  were  so 
numerous  that  8,000  residents  accompanied  a  deputa- 
tion that  had  come  from  Palestine  to  complain  to 
Augustus  of  the  Government  of  that  country.

A  Diplomat's  Diary.     By  Julicn  Gordon.     i2mo. 
75  cents ;  by  mail,  86  cents. 

Under  the  guise  of  a  somewhat  tragic  love  affair,  the 
writer  who  has  assumed  the  pseudonym  of  "  Julien 
Gordon'*  gives  a  graphic  and  vivid  description  of 
life  and  manners  at  the  Russian  court,  exhibiting  an 
^  uncommon  keenness  of  observation  and  delicacy  of 
touch  in  the  course  of  the  work.  *'  A  Diplomat's  Diary  " 
is  not  pure  fiction.  The  strong  story  of  the  envoy  and 
the  beautiful  widow  may  or  may  not  have  been 
invented.  It  is  realistic  enough  to  be  either  a  clever 
work  of  art  or  a  record  of  fact  observed  and  modified 
to  save  the  "convenances."  But  the  stage  upon 
which  the  little  drama  is  played,  the  people  who  pass 
over  it,  the  customs  and  manners,  these  are  assuredly 
taken  from  life,  and  by  one  who  has  occupied  a  posi- 
tion within  the  diplomatic  ciicle  of  the  court  in  ques- 
tion. The  diary,  moreover,  though  supposed  to  be 
written  by  a  man,  is  the  work  of  a  woman,  and  there 
are  many  slight  indications  of  this  in  the  book  itself. 
We  seem  to  distinguish  a  kind  of  delicate  malice  in 
the  picture  of  Mrs.  Acton  which  would  be  quite 
beyond  the  reach  of  a  man  writer.  The  really  out- 
rageous coquetry  of  the  lovely  Daphne  is  quite  a 
masterpiece  of  study  and  expression,  and  its  subtlety 
is  truly  feminine.  In  the  close  and  shrewd  descrip- 
tion of  Russian  diplomatic  and  court  customs  the 
pictorial  tendencies  and  the  point  of  view  are 
equally  revelatory  of  the  writer's  sex.  All  this  part 
of  the  work  is  done  with  lightness  of  touch  and  a 
strong  sense  of  what  is  picturesque  in  the  splendid 
and  stately  functions  concerned.  A  judicious  cynicism 
is  employed  to  flavor  the  character  .of  the  diarist — 
and,  by  the  way,  how  is  it  that  in  all  fiction  diplomats 
are  represented  as  cynical  ? 

The  diplomat  of  the  novel  is  supposed  to  have 
seen  so  much  of  the  seamy  side  of  things  that  it  is 
difficult  for  him  to  believe  in  anybody.  That  view 
involves  a  very  uncomplimentary  hypothesis  of  human 
government,  but  it  might  be  going  too  far  to  deny  the 
truth  of  the  inference.  Moreover,in  the'present  instance 
there  is  internal  evidence  that  the  author,  if  not  a 
diplomat  herself,  is  very  near  to  one ;  and  therefore 
the  less  likely  to  be  mistaken  on  a  point  of  this  kind. 

The  love  story — the  prolonged  and  energetic  flirta- 
tion perhaps  it  would  be  more  strictly  accurate  to  call 
it — is  recorded  with  unmistakable  cleverness  and  with 
a  sort  of  malicious  satisfaction  in  the  extent  to  which 
the  coquette  ravages  the  heart  of  her  too  devoted 
lover.  The  fair  Daphne  is  a  very  fascinating  and 
undeniably  dangerous  creature,  and  we  at  least  do 
not  believe  that  the  man  for  whose  sake  she  threw  the 
diplomat  over  had  the  best  of  the  bargain  after  all. 
A  woman  who  has  graduated  in  coquetry  and  ended 
by  betraying  one  she  really  considers  the  best  man 
she  has  ever  known,  is  not  likely  to  remain  true  to  a 
husband  she  has  married  from  a  sense  of  duty  more 
than  any  other  motive,  and  we  imagine  that  the  diplo- 


mat would  have  been  duly  avenged  in  the  natural 
course  of  things. 

If  "A  Diplomat's  Diary"  is  a  first  essay  in  litera- 
ture, as  seems  to  be  the  case,  it  must  be  regarded  as 
full  of  promise.  One  of  its  best  qualities  is  the  clear, 
ipcisive  style,  full  of  nervous  strength,  and  indicating 
a  remarkably  energetic  creative  force  in  the  imagina- 
tion of  the  writer.  This  sharpness  of  outline  and 
solidity  of  conception  it  is  which  constitute  so  lai^  a 
part  of  the  distinction  between  inherent  genius  and 
the  talent  bom  of  patient  industry  and  practical  skill. 
"  Julien  Gordon  "  possesses  the  narrative  power,  too, 
in  an  unusual  degree,  and  the  still  more  valuable  gift 
of  knowing  how  to  express  all  that  is  necessary  in  the 
fewest  words.  These  qualities  jshould  carry  her  far 
if  she  chooses  to  proceed  upon  the  path  here  entered ; 
and  even  if  the  "Diplomat's  Diary"  should  be  her 
only  work  it  will  be  one  to  be  looked  back  upon  with 
satisfaction,  for  it  is  at  once  honest  and  artistic.

need  hardly  be  said,  are  simply  humorous  or  quaint 
doggerel  verses  which  have  been  devised  by  the  men, 
and  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation. 
The  variants  of  these  calls  might  be  made  the  basis 
of  quite  an  interesting  inquiry.  Some  of  the  calls  are 
English,  for  instance,  but  the  words  supplied  to  these 
are  quite  different  from  those  in  use  across  the  water, 
and  there  is  decidedly  a  quainter  humor  in  the 
American  verses,  as  a  rule,  besides  a  distinct  local 
atmosphere.  Mrs.  Custer  in  a  preface  gives  some 
curious  information  about  regimental  calls,  dislodged 
from  Grose's  "Military  Antiquities"  and  other 
venerable  and  almost  forgotten  authorities,  but  the 
subject  is  too  extensive  to  be  disposed  of  in  a  few 
pages.  *  *  *  Though  there  is  scarcely  a  page  in 
the  entire  volume  which  does  not  tempt  the  critic  to 
quotation,  a  few  excerpts  will  be  enough  to  send  the 
judicious  reader  to  the  book  itself 

Here  is  an  illustration  of  the  way  the  squaws  fought 
at  the  battle  of  the  Washita : 
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Many  of  the  squaws  and  children  fought  like  the 
Indians,  darting  in  and  out  and  firing  with  cool  aim 
from  the  openino  of  the  tepees.  Some  of  these 
squaws  followed  in  the  retreat,  but  there  were  some 
still  prudent  enough  to  remain  out  of  sight.  While 
the  fight  was  going  on  they  sang  dirges  in  the  minor 
key,  all  believing  their  own  last  hour  had  come. 
Captain  Smith  was  sent  round  before  the  fight  was 
ended  to  count  the  tepees  for  the  official  report.  The 
squaws  and  children  fired  away  at  him  so  fast  that  he 
told  his  wife  afterward,  '*  The  first  count  of  thpse 
lodges  was  made  pretty  quick,  as  the  confounded 
popping  kept  up  all  the  time.**  The  attention  of 
Captain  Yates  was  attracted  to  the  glittering  of 
something  bright  in  the  underbush.  In  a  moment  a 
shot  from  a  pistol  explained  that  the  glistening  object 
was  the  barrel  of  a  pistol,  and  he  was  warned  by  his 
soldiers  that  it  was  a  squaw  who  had  aimed  for  him, 
and  was  preparing  to  fire  again.  He  then  went 
round  a  short  distance  to  investigate,  and  found  a 
squaw  standing  in  the  stream,  one  leg  broken,  but 


suggestive  of  man  instinct.  The  closing  scenes  of 
the  life  of  the  old  war  horse  are  told  in  touching 
language : 

He  was  still  the  same  plucky  Dandy.  As  he 
never  showed  a  sign  of  heat,  cold,  thirst  or  hunger 
in  his  old  soldiering  days,  so  now  he  met  the  suffering 
bravely,  only  turning  his  head  to  show  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  presence  of  the  family  about  him  .  .  . 
The  children  hardly  left  him.  The  mother,  with  all 
the  maternal  tenderness  of  heart,  begged  to  stay  all 
night  in  the  stable,  saying  that  it  seemed  cruel  to 
leave  him  alone.  *  *  *  At  nieht  the  family  went 
out  at  twelve  and  poor  Dandy  followed  them ;  and 
looking  over  the  half  door  of  his  stall,  they  saw  for  the 
last  time  his  pathetic  eyes,  dimmed,  but  full  of  devo- 
tion. At  four  in  the  morning  they  went  in  again,  and 
he  had  fallen,  the  straw  scarcely  disturbed  about  him, 
showing  that  he  had  remained  standing  until  the 
moment  when,  thinking  he  heard  the  bugle  call 
"taps,**  his  light  went  out  forever.        N,  Y.  Tribune,

Hamilton  Bell,  the 
young  English  actor  and  artist  and  son  of  Clara  Bell, 
the  well-known  translator  of  Ebers  and  other  Conti- 
nental authors.  The  exact  terms  in  which  Mr.  Bell 
characterizes  the  article  in  question,  I  shall  not  repeat ; 

He 
continues :  *  I  have  known  Rudyard  Kipling  all  my 
life.

The  Pioneer, 
most  of  the  stories  in  '*  Plain  Tales  '*  and  *'  Soldiers 
Three  **  were  contributed)  for  certainly  five  or  six 
years.  He  begjan  early,  being  now  only  twenty- 
four."' 


ASKED  AND  ANSWERED. 
A.  li.  Hawkins. — 

Clara  Bell  is  the  name  of  an  English  lady  who  is  best 
known  in  this  country  by  her  many  translations,  although 
she  has  done  some  original  work  as  well.  To  distinguish 
her  from  the  newspaper  writer,  "  Clara  Belle,"  whose  as- 
sumption of  her  name  as  a  nam  de  guerre  is  necessarily  an 
annoyance,  her  publishers  frequently  announce  the  works 
as    done   by   Mrs,   Clara    Bell.      Of    late    years    Messrs. 


Gottsberger,  of  New  York,  have  published  her  translations 
frx>m  almost  every  European  language ;  Russian,  Dutch  and 
Spanish,  as  well  as  German,  French  and  Italian  being 
familiar  to  her.  The  productions  she  values  mo^t  are  her 
scientific  works,  much  of  which  she  did  for  Professor 
Thistleton  Dyer  and  other  English  botanists,  and  her  trans- 
lation for  Professor  Richter's  great  work  of  the  note  books 
of  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  until  then  unpublished.  This  had  to 
be  done  from  the  original  MSS.  in  the  cra^^)ed  and  minute 
handwriting  of  the  great  artist,  all  of  which,  to  add  to  the 
difficulty,  was  written  backwards.  .Clara  Bell  is  now  about 
fifty  years  of  age  and  lives  in  London. 

Translating  is  the  poorest  paid  work  there  is  in  the  entire 
round  of  letters — poorly  paid  as  is  all  literary  labor.  Much 
translating  has  been  done  at  a  price  little  above  the  wage  for 
copjring,  and  for  the  great  mass  of  the  translating  they  require 
publishers  have  translators  paid  regular  salaries.  Mere  trans- 
lating is  never  a  salable  talent  The  few  who  have  been 
successful  in  translating  owe  their  success  to  a  good  English 
style,  which  would  have  won  success  for  original  work,  and 
still  more  to  their  skill  in  knowing  what  to  translate.  It  is 
a  rare  and  most  unusual  power  to  know  what  works  in  one 
language  will  interest  readers  in  another,  and  those  who 
have  this  ability  are  well  paid,  not  for  translating,  but  lor 
their  success  in  bringing  publishers  salable  books. 

In  the  absence  of  international  copyright,  no  guarantee 
exists  that  a  given  translation  will  not  be  earlier  completed 
by  other  hands.  In  popular  foreign  books  this  not  nnlre- 
quently  takes  place. 

Mr.  William  Hamilton  Gibson  and  other  illustrators  charge 
for  their  work  per  drawing.  These  charges  vary  from  ^50 
to  ^250,  and  no  regidar  prices  can  be  quoted.  Mr.  Gibson's 
address  is  132  Lincoln  Place,  Brooklyn. 

The  size  of  a  drawing  to  be  engraved  or  reproduced  by  pro- 
cess depends  on  the  character  of  the  work  or  process.  Draw- 
ings are  reduced  one-half,  perhaps  more  frequently  than  on 
any  other  scale,  but  each  artist  has  his  own  way  of  drawing 
for  reproduction,  by  the  graver,  by  lithography  or  by  process.

OBITUARY. 

Dion  Boucicault,  the  dramatist  and  playwright, 
died  in  New  York,  Sept.  18.  He  was  bom  Dec.  26, 
1822,  at  Dublin,  Ireland. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Bernard  Carpenter,  author  of 
•  Liber  Amoris,"  "  Trio  for  Twelfth  Night,'*  and 
numerous  uncollected  poems,  died  at  Sorrento,  Me. , 
of  apoplexy,  on  the  i8th  of  July,  1890.  Mr.  Carpenter 
was  born  in  Dublin  in  1840,  and  came  to  America  in 
1874.  He  founded  the  Liberal  Christian  Church  in 
Boston,  where  he  preached  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  a  brother  of  the  Bishop  of  Ripon. 

M.  Alexandre  Chatrian,  the  well-known  French 
novelist,  who  wrote  in  collaboration  with  M.  £mile 
Erckmann  over  the  nom  de  guerre  of  Erckmann- 
Chatrian,  died  at  Paris  on  the  4th  inst.  (Sept.). 
M.    Chatrian   was    bom     in    Soldatenthal,   Alsace- 
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Lorraine,  on  December  18,  1826.  Mr.  £rckmann*s 
family  having  been  mined  financially  by  business 
reverses,  he  became  a  teacher,  and  it  was  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Phalsbourg  that  he  met  M.  Chatrian,  to  whom 
he  was  introduced  by  the  professor  of  rhetoric.  From 
that  time  they  carried  on  their  literary  work  together, 
using  their  names  joined,  forming  the  most  remark- 
able of  literary  partnerships.  Their  beginning  was 
discouraging.  Despairing  of  making  a  living  by  their 
pens,  M.  Erckmann  took  up  the  study  of  law  and  M.

But  in  1859  ^^'^  LlUustre  Docieur  Mathhis  ?X\X2XXit^ 
nodce  and  gave  character  to  their  double  name,  and 
from  that  time  their  reputation  was  established.  Their 
list  of  works  is  a  long  one.  Among  them  may  be 
mentioned  "  L*  Ami  Fritz,''  "  Histoire  d*un  Consent  de 
1813,*'  " L'Invasion,**  "Waterloo,"  "Le  Blocus**  and 
"Lcs  Rantrau.'*  Unhappy  differences  in  1889  put  an 
end  to  their  long  friendship  and  collaboration,  but  it 
is  pleasant  to  know  that  the  old  friends  were  soon 
reconciled.  Literary  World, 

In  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Gibbon  the  reading  world 
has  lost  a  favorite  whose  better  manner  almost  en- 
titled him  to  the  front  rank  among  our  novelists.  A 
Scot  by  birth,  one  of  those  immigrants  to  London 
whose  wisdom  is  sometimes  thought  to  have  been 
proved  sufficiently  by  their  expatriation,  he  essayed 
to  make  his  fortune  by  his  pen  about  the  same  time 
that  his  countrymen,  Mr.  William  Black  and  Mr. 
Robert  Buchanan,  came  into  notice.  His  best  work 
was  done  some  twenty  years  ago.  In  '*  Auld  Robin 
Gray  "  and  "  For  Lack  of  Gold  **  he  showed  himself 
possessed  of  that  sympathetic  insight  which,  in  its 
highest  development,  was  the  secret  of  Scott*s  mastery 
of  details.  In  later  years,  relieved  by  a  legacy  from 
the  necessity  of  writing  for  bread,  he  wandered  from 
the  field  in  which  he  was  successful.  **  For  the  King  ** 
showed  a  certain  amount  of  decadence;  the  mastery 
of  detail  failed  him,  as  it  does  most  authors  who  ven- 
ture on  historical  romance.  Quite  lately  he  showed 
more  of  the  qualities  which  distinguished  his  earlier 
work.  •*  Beyond  Compare  **  and  his  last  collection, 
"  Blood  Money,  and  Other  Stories  "  have  proved  that 
he  could  assimilate  the  local  peculiarities  of  thought 
and  diction  in  what  was  to  him  a  strange  land,  the 
homely  seabord  of  East  Anglia,  where  his  last  years 
were  passed.  Athenctum, 

The  Rev.  Frederic  Henry  Hedge,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
for  many  years  Professor  of  the  German  Language 
and  Literature  at  Harvard  University,  died  Aug.  21st 
at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  where,  on  Dec.  12,  1805,  he  had 
been  bom.  As  a  translator  of  German  lyrics  his 
equab  have  been  few.  A  volume  of  his  lectures, 
"  Hours  with  the  German  Classics  '*  was  published 
in  1886  and  is  his  most  important  publication  after

Walter  Howe,  the  author  of  "  The  Garden  as 
Considered  in  Literature  by  Certain  Polite  Writers,*' 
was  drowned  this  summer  at  Newport.  His  book 
appeared  last  winter  as  one  of  the  dainty  Knicker- 
bocker Nuggets,  published  by  Messrs.  Putnam,  of 
which  firm  Mr.  Howe  was  a  special  partner.  He  was 
a  native  of  New  York,  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  an 
active  member  of  the  Century  and  Union  League 
clubs.    He  was  only  forty-one  years  of  age. 

Canon  Liddon,  the  most  distinguished  of  English 
pulpit  orators,  died  suddenly  of  heart  disease,  on 
Tuesday,  September  9,  at  Weston-super-Mare,  Eng- 
land. The  Rev.  Henry  Parry  Liddon,  D.  D.,  and  * 
Hon.  D.  C.  L.,  Oxon.,  Canon  of  St.  PauFs  Cathedral^ 
London,  was  bom  at  Stoneham,  Hampshire,  on  Aug. 
20,  1829.  His  most  famous  book  consisted  of  the 
sermons  on  "  The  Divinity  of  Oiw  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ."  delivered  as  Bampton  Lectures  at 
Oxford  in  1866.  It  is  supposed  that  his  Liberal  and 
High  Church  views  were  responsible  for  the  Queen's- 
supposed  disinclination  to  advance  him  in  the 
hierarchy ;  but  no  ecclesiastical  preferment  could 
have  increased  his  popularity.  Critic. 

A  Bishopric  was  never  offered  him  until  recently. 
One  explanation  that  has  been  offered  is,  that  he  was 
once  commanded  to  preach  before  the  Queen  at  St. 
George's  Chapel,  Windsor.  He  adopted  the  manner 
of  the  French  Bishops  when  preaching  before  a  sov- 
ereign, and  addressed  her  personally  as  "  Madame.'* 
The  Queen  was  so  offended  at  what  she  regarded  as  < 
an  unwarrantable  liberty,  that  she  is  said  to  have 
gfiven  an  order  that  the  canon  was  never  to  preach 
before  her  again.  He  never  did.  For  this  offence 
the  Queen  is  said  to  have  opposed  his  further  prefer- 
ment, though  about  eight  years  ago  she  withdrew  her 
objections.  When,  however,  the  Bishopric  was  offered 
him  he  declined  it  so  that  he  might  devote  the  rest  of 
his  life  to  the  completion  of  his  work  on  the  life  of 
his  friend.  Dr.  Pusey,  which  was  to  have  been  ready 
next  year.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Horatio  Nelson  Powers  died 
September  6th  at  Piermont  on  the  Hudson.  He  was 
bom  on  April  30,  1826,  in  Amenia,  Dutchess  County,. 
N.  Y.  He  was  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1850, 
and  attended  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of 
New  York,  receiving  his  ordination  as  a  deacon  in 
Trinity  Church.  Dr.  Powers  was  well  known  as  an 
author,  among  his  works  being  "  Through  the  Year."^ 
(Boston,  1875);  "Poems  Early  and  Late."  (Chicago, 
1876),  and  "Ten  Years  of  Song,"  (Boston,  1887). 
He  was  one  of  the  authors  of  *'  Homes  and  Haunts 
of  Our  Elder  Poets."  and  was  a  firequent  contributor 
to  the  best  known  magazines.  He  was  a  friend  and 
correspondent  of  Philip  Gilbert  Hamerton,  who  dedi- 
cated to  him  his  book  "  The  Unknown  River."

M.  de  Saint- Amand's  sketch  of  the  early  married  life 
of  Josephine  is  of  necessity  largely  occupied  with  the 
overshadowing  personality  of  her  husband,  and  there 
can  be  no  question  that  this  adds  to  the  interest  of  the 
book,  for  everything  that  relates  to  Napoleon  must 
always  be  worth  reading,  while  during  the  period 
concerned,  if  not  always,  the  life  ot  Josephine  pre- 
sents little  that  is  specially  absorbing.  This  was  the 
larval  stage  for  Napoleon,  and  there  is  evidence 
enough  that  his  character  had  not  yet  ripened  and 
hardened  into  what  it  became  afterward.  Probably 
it  will  sdways  remain  undetermined  whether  his  atti- 
tude towards  the  Revolution  during  the  Directory  was 
the  effect  of  studied  dissimulation,  or  whether,  for  a 
time  at  least,  he  was  sincere  in  his  expressions  of 
loyalty  to  the  Republic.  It  is  not  so  difficult  to  form 
a  judgment  as  to  his  feelings  for  Josephine  at  the  time 
of  and  during  some  years  succeeding  his  marriage. 
His  letters  to  her  conclusively  prove  that  he  loved 
her  passionately,  and  it  is  a  strange  indication  of  his 
intellectual  force  and  energy  that  he  was  able  at  the 
same  time  to  carry  on  a  most  difficult  campaign 
against  desperate  odds,  and  to  conduct  an  amorous 
correspondence  marked  by  the  deepest  feeling.  In 
the  middle  of  his  military  plannings  he  could  sit  down 
and  write  the  most  fervent  epistles  to  his  bride,  appa- 
rently forgetting  everything  but  his  passion  and  refer- 
ring incidentally  to  the  dangers  surrounding  him  as 
mere  trifles.  Josephine  may,  as  M.  de  Saint-Amand 
suggests,  have  stimulated  his  affections  by  her  coolness. 
That  she  was  almost  exasperatingly  cool  Napoleon*s 
reproaches  sufficiently  show,  though,  unfortunately, 
her  replies  to  him  are  not  preserved.  The  ardor  of  the 
fiery  young  Corsican  seems  to  have  surprised  and  not 
exactly  pleased  the  indolent  Creole.  She  did  not  then 
love  Bonaparte,  and  she  appears  to  have  been  some- 
what bored  by  his  flames  and  raptures.  Unhappily 
for  herself,  she  learned  to  love  him  only  when  he 
had  ceased  to  love  her — when  ambition  had  taken 
full  possession  of  him,  and  he  was  already  meditating 
a  royal  alliance  *  *  *  M.  de  Saint-Amand  has 
thus  shown  us  Josephine  as  the  General's  and  as  the 
Consults  wife.  In  another  volume,  announced  as  in 
press,  he  treats  of  her  life  as  Empress — that  brief 
and  sad  though  splendid  career,  closmg  in  the  deepest 
wrong  and  mortification.  Readers  of  the  author's 
preceding  volumes  will  not  need  to  be  told  that  the 
present  one  is  full  of  charm  and  interest,  brilliant 
description  and  strong  and  clear  historical  sketches.

This  handsomely  printed  and  well-made  octavo, 
embellished  with  a  speaking  likeness  of  General  Lyon, 
who  is  evidently  the  author's  hero,  represents  an  im- 
mense amount  of  patient  work  in  an  out-of-the-way 
field.  The  "  Border  '*  is  not  the  so-called  eastern  and 
western  line  between  the  old  slave  and  free  States, 
but  the  north  and  south  line  of  extension  beyond  the 
Mississippi,  and  is  meant  to  describe  the  field  of 
military  operations,  during  the  War,  in  Missouri, 
Kansas,  Arkansas,  and  the  Indian  territories.  The 
writer  was  himself  engaged  with  the  Federal  Army 
in  these  operations,  and  an  eye-witness  of  much  which 
he  describes.  He  has  compared  his  own  notes  with 
the  official  reports,  and  his  book  is  based  on  a  careful 
and  impartial  study  of  these  reports  on  both  sides.  The 
book  labors  very  much  from  the  want  of  maps  or,  at 
least,  battle  sketches,  which  would  add  greatly  to  the 
comfort  of  the  reader,  and  enable  him  to  see  more 
distinctly  than  he  now  can  how  well  Mr.  Britton's 
work  is  done.  As  examples  of  thorough  painstaking 
working,  we  would  refer  our  readers  to  the  chapters 
on  the  battle  of  Pea  Ridge  and  of  Wilson's  Creek, 
where  General  Lyon  fell.  Mr.  Britton  has  chosen  a 
field  that  has  not  been  covered  before,  and  which  has 
been  in  some  sense,  the  despair  of  military  writers. 
It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  he  has  brought  the  his- 
tory into  intelligible  order,  and  that  his  book  must 
be  the  standard  one  on  the  subject.

Mr.  Britton  has  done  well  to  write  this  volume,  even 
if  it  might  have  been  fuller  and  more  picturesque,  for 
the  Civil  War  on  the  border  certainly  ought  to  be 
described  in  the  detail  its  importance  and  peculiari- 
ties deserve.

In  the  volume  of  the  "  Rulers  of  India  '*  which  has 
jast  appeared,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  describe 
in  a  popular  form  the  history  of  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  of  Oriental  potentates,  and  the  result  has 
been  such  as  might  reasonably  have  been  expected 
when  the  work  to  be  performed  was  entrusted  to  the 
pen  of  an  experienced  as  well  as  a  ready  writer.  The 
opening  chapter,  setting  forth  the  argument,  divides 
ihe  book  into  three  parts :  Bibar,  Humayun,  Akbar 
—the  former  two  occupying,  in  all,  one-third  of  its 
pages.  Of  the  last  we  quote  Col.  Malleson*s  own 
words : — *'  The  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  book  have 
been  given  to  Akbar.  But,  here  again,  I  have  sub- 
divide the  subject.  In  the  first  of  the  two-thirds,  I 
have  narrated,  from  the  pages  and  on  the  authority  of 
contemporary  Muhammadan  historians,  the  political 
events  of  the  reign.  In  the  last  chapter  have  I 
endeavoured  to  paint  the  man."  Practically,  the  last 
two  chapters,  wluch  in  substance  constitute  more  than 
half  the  book — ^the  other  ten  chapters  being  in  the 
main  introductory  to  the  broad  consideration  of  the 
reign  itself — are  exceedingly  well  written  and  inter- 
esting, although  on  the  lines  of  accepting  the  historical 
Akbar  in  his  best  and  most  becoming  pose.  They 
will,  no  doubt,  be  welcomed  even  by  experts  in 
Indian  history  in  the  light  of  a  new,  clear,  and  terse 
rendering  of  an  old,  but  not  worn-out  theme.  Upon 
the  whole  this  volume  is  a  worthy  and  valuable 
addition  to  Sir  W.  Hunter's  promising  series.

Mr.  Moncure  Conway  contributes  an  agreeable 
biographical  study  to  the  Great  Writers*  series,  illus- 
trated with  new  letters,  a  few  fresh  facts,  a  new  shift 
here  and  there  of  the  kaleidoscope,  a  new  perspec- 
tive of  the  data,  and  a  brief  and  clear-cut  characteri- 
zation of  Hawthorne's  personal  and  intellectual  traits. 
His  acquaintance  with  the  novelist  gives  occasion  for 
several  vivid  anecdotes  of  him,  and  Hawthorne's 
intellectual  limitations  are  discriminatingly  brought 
out ;  his  carelessness  for  music,  his  neglect  of  art  and 
archaeology  in  the  very  heart  of  Italy  itself,  until 
pictures  of  Jesus  and  the  Madonna  began  to  exercise 
a  weird  power  over  his  at  first  unresponsive  nature, 
his  lack  of  conventional  religious  feeling,  and  his 
perverse  course  in  the  Abolition  movement.  Perhaps 
the  best  thing  in  the  book  is  the  beautiful  letter  of 
Sophia  Hawthorne  with  which  it  closes,  written  a  day 
or  two  after  her  husband's  death.  Critic,

Aztec  Land.  By  Maturin  M.  Ballou.  8vo,  |i.io; 
by  mail,  I1.24. 
We  have  a  new  book  on  Mexico  giving  us  a  com- 
prehensive sketch  of  the  country,  past  and  present. 
The  very  name  of  Mexico  has  been  for  years  the 
synonyme  of  barbarism,  but  the  travelled  and  read- 
ing public  have  generally  come  to  realize  that  it  is  a 
country  embracing  many  large  and  populous  cities, 
where  the  amenities  of  modem  civilization  abound. 
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where  much  of  elegance  and  culture  are  manifested, 
and  whose  great  wealth  has  been  accumulated  in  the 
pursuit  of  legitimate  business  by  the  leading  citizens. 
A  republic  containing  eleven  millions  of  people  and 
facing  upon  two  oceans,  with  half  a  dozen  railroads 
intersecting  it  in  various  directions,  must  take  its 
place  more  or  less  promptly  in  the  line  of  nations, 
moving  forward  under  the  influence  of  progressive 
ideas.  It  is  only  since  1876  that  Mexico  has  enjoyed 
anything  like  a  stable  government.  The  twelve  years 
from  1876.  when  General  Porfirio  Diaz  became  presi- 
dent, until  1889,  when  his  third  term  commenced, 
have  proved  to  be  the  progressive  period  of  the 
republic. 

Historical  facts,  poetical  associations  and  present 
characteristics  are  so  happily  blended  in  "Aztec 
Land  *'  as  to  impart  a  large  amount  of  information  in 
a  graphic  and  attractive  form.  While  paying  due 
credit  to  Prescott's  "  Conquest  of  Mexico,"  Mr.  Ballou 
none  the  less  shows  upon  what  frail  basis  this  favorite 
author  founded  his  popular  work,  and  how  thoroughly 
unreliable  were  the  old  Spanish  chroniclers  who  wrote 
of  Cortez  and  his  achievements.  The  placing  of  a 
few  simple  facts  in  juxtaposition  are  quite  sufficient 
to  prove  this  without  argument. 

An  improved  and  stable  system  ot  government,  to- 
gether with  increased  railway  facilities,  are  doing 
wonders  for  our  neighbors  across  the  Rio  Grande. 
The  iron  horse  and  steel  rail  are  great  promoters  of 
civilization.  No  country  in  the  world  was  more  in 
need  of  permanent  reform  than  was  Mexico.  Some 
idea  of  the  chronic  upheavals  of  the  States  south  of 
the  Rio  Grande  may  be  had  from  the  fact  that  there 
have  been  fifty-four  presidents,  one  regency  and  one 
emperor  in  the  last  sixty-two  years,  and  nearly  every 
change  of  government  has  been  one  of  prolonged 
violence.  Between  1821  and  1868  the  form  of  govern- 
ment was  changed  ten  times.  Without  bearing  the 
form  of  dry  statistics,  the  pages  of  "  Aztec  Land  **  teem 
with  important  facts  most  agreeably  presented.

At  this  late  date  a  book  of  saunterings  about  the 
Schwarzwald  seems  a  profitless  effort — a  thrashing 
over  of  well-thrashed  straw.  Perhaps  the  Murrays 
and  Baedekers  have  discouraged  the  book  of  travels 
of  the  type  set  by  the  late  Bayard  Taylor ;  at  any 
rate,  it  is  generally  left  to  persons  who  read  little  and 
write  worse  to  weary  the  world  with  their  observations 
of  places  that  have  become  common- places  to  a 
traveling  generation.  There  is  every  reason  there- 
fore to  open  a  volume  of  rambles  in  the  Black  Forest 
with  the  worst  opinion  of  the  writer  formed  before- 
hand on  general  principles.  But  Mr.  Wolff  soon  re- 
minds one  that  there  are  writers  and  writers.  He  is 
not  profoundly  learned,  neither  has  he  the  picturesque 
pen  of  Gautier  or  de  Amicis,  nor  the  jerky,  would-be 
clever  style  of  authors  to  whom  certain  modern 
Frenchmen  are  masters.  He  is  in  love  with  the 
Schwarzwald,  and  tells  one  why  in  the  happiest,  most 
unpretentious  and  agreeable  manner.  One  may 
suspect  that  he  is  somewhat  torn  between  pride  in  his 
beloved  Schwarzwald.  inducing  him  to  commend  it 
to  the  tourist,  and  fear  that  many  of  its  best  points 


will  be  worn  off  by  the  stream  of  'Arries,  Mossoos. 
and  Yankees.  He  seems  at  times  aware  of  the  ill 
turn  he  is  doing  the  country  so  far  as  its  primitiveness 
and  enjoy  ability  are  concerned.  But  the  love  of 
sharing  with  a  neighbor  the  enjoyment  of  a  favorite 
spot  overcomes  this  very  reasonable  reluctance. 
Doubtless  his  volume  will  induce  many  people  to 
visit  a  land  where  all  the  visible  populace  is  not  yet, 
as  it  is  in  Switzerland,  a  people  having  to  do  in  some 
way  or  another  with  hotels.  We  will  not  recommend 
everybody  to  read  •*  Rambles  in  the  Black  Forest.'* 
because  books  of  the  kind,  however  good,  are  but  a 
weariness  and  wasting  of  the  flesh  to  some  people. 
But  for  those  who  thmk  of  taking  a  trip  to  South 
Germany  the  book  can  be  recommended  in  the  highest 
terms.  It  will  not  take  the  place  of  a  guide-book  so 
far  as  trains,  coaches  and  prices  of  meals  are  con- 
cerned, but  it  offers  advice,  suggestion  and  sympathy 
with  regard  to  higher  matters  than  these.

"Joshua*'  will  be  rather  confusing  for  ordinary 
readers,  for  whom  the  publication  is  meant,  when 
they  come  to  the  chapters  dealing  with  the  geography 
of  the  distribution  of  the  Holy  Land  amongst  the 
tribes.  Of  what  use  is  it  to  give  the  modern  names  of 
places,  more  than  half  of  which  are  still  doubtful,  in  a 
book  which  has  only  to  deal  with  Joshua,  and  not 
with  the  geography  of  Palestine  ?  Ot  course,  it  was  to 
be  expected  that  Mr.  Deane  would  not  accept  modem 
criticism  of  the  structure  of  the  book  of  Joshua.  But 
why  does  he  mention  at  all,  varieties  of  opinion  in 
some  notes  when  he  contradicts  himself?  Similar 
incongruity  we  notice  in  Joshua  x,  12-14,  where  the 
miracle  of  the  sun  and  the  moon  is  admitted  and 
explained  by  a  rather  long  sermon,  whilst  on  a 
subsequent  page  it  is  stated  that  the  Biblical  expres- 
sions are  mere  exaggerations  to  be  found  in  Assyrian 
inscriptions  and  in  Homer.  Here  additions  by  the 
compiler  are  allowed  by  Mr.  Deane,  but  elsewhere  he 
blames  modern  critics  for  saying  so.  Mr.  Deane 
admits  another  wonderful  fact,  viz..  that  "an  inscrip- 
tion at  Tangiers,  in  Africa,  which  stated  that  the 
inhabitants  were  the  descendants  of  fugitives  who 
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were  driven  from  their  home  by  'Joshua,  the  son  of 
Nun,  the  plunderer,'  may  possibly  be  authentic." 
This  inscription,  we  know,  is  written  in  plain  square 
characters;  will  not  this  fact  create  some  difficulty 
about  the  history  of  the  Semitic  alphabet  ?  Of  a 
similar  kind  is  Mr.  Deane's  statement  that  the  dis- 
crepancy of  the  geographical  lists  in  Joshua  is  owine 
chiefly  to  the  use  of  Tetters  for  numerals.  These  and 
other  remarks  may  have  an  appearance  of  learning 
for  the  uninformed  reader,  but  is  it  not  wrong  to  trade 
upon  ignorance  ?

The  remarks  upon  the  Parables  are  particularly 
good.  Dr.  Gibson  makes  no  importunate  display  of 
learning.  Perhaps  his  self-restraint  is  a  little  too 
severe ;  for  instance,  he  might  have  given  his  readers 
more  information  about  the  details  of  the  Paschal 
Feast  than  he  has  thought  necessary.  But  on  such  a 
subject  it  is  better  to  err  on  the  side  of  modesty.  The 
volume  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  motley  series  in  which 
it  appears.

The  Minor  Prophets.  By  Rev.  F.  W.  Farrar,  D.D.,

Dr.  Farrar  has  added  another  to  the  few'satisfactory 
volumes  ot  the  "Men  of  the  Bible**  series.  His 
book  is  thoroughly  candid  and  up  to  date,  and  may' 
be  safely  used  by  the  general  reader  as  a  fair  account 
of  the  results  attained  by  critics  and  scholars  in  their 
investigation  of  the  many  perplexing  problems  con- 
nected with  the  Minor  Prophets.  He  has  compressed 
into  a  small  space,  and  arranged  clearly  and  con- 
veniently, a  large  mass  of  information.  Four  chapters 
on  the  general  characteristics  of  Hebrew  prophets  and 
prophecy  are  followed  by  two  chapters  a  piece  on 
Amos,  Hosea,  Joel,  and  Micah ;  after  which  the  eight 
remaining  prophets  are  dealt  with  each  in  a  single 
chapter,  with  the  exception  of  Zechariah,  whose 
prophecies  Dr.  Farrar  attributes  to  three  writers, 
treated  of  in  three  successive  chapters.  There  are 
thus  twenty-two  chapters  in  all.  Dr.  Farrar  treats  the 
prophecies  as  much  as  possible  as  being  political  and 
nistoncal,  rather  than  prophetic  documents  in  the 
ordinary  sense.  He  gives  careful  and  clear  summa- 
ries of  all  of  them.  The  chapters  on  Hosea  strike 
us  as  the  best  in  the  book.  Tne  vigorous  comments 
on  Hosea  xi,  8-1 1 — ^a  passage  which  critics  have  found 
illogical — ^arein  Dr.  Farrar^  best  style:  "All  that  we 
are  witnessing  is  theto-and-fro  contending  currents  qf  a 
human  soul,  dilated  and  inspired  by  the  love  of  God, 
and  rising  out  of  the  pessimism  naturally  created  by 
the  contemplation  of  guilt  and  retribution,  into  that 
holy  optimism  which  recognizes,  in  spite  of  all,  that 
God  doeth  all  things  well.**  Dr.  Farrar  is  disinclined 
to  accept  the  Book  of  Jonah  literally,  and  treats  of  it 
out  of  chronological  order  at  the  end  of  his  volume. 
He  evidently  shares  what  he  calls  the  "  growing  con- 
viction that  It  was  written  after  the  Exile."  We  are 
glad  to  see  that  he  notices  with  respect  the  opinion 
that  Matt.  xii.

The  reader  can  hardly  fail  to  be  interested  in 
**  Helena."  The  lines  are  dainty  and  ingenious, 
limpid  and  full  of  delicate  tintinnabulation.  It  is 
curious  sometimes  to  see  the  plot  of  a  poem  stripped 
of  the  illusions  of  its  language.  "  Helena  "  is  a  per- 
sistent tease,  whom  nature  feels  moved  occasionally 
to  bring  up  with  a  gentle  round  turn.  In  the  first 
stanza,  while  she  is  vexing  her  sweetheart,  Mallon, 
with  small  airs,  she  slips  and  falls  in  the  mire.  It  is 
no  more  than  she  deserves,  but  Mallon *s  resentment 
vanishes  instandy.  •*  Ehue  the  pity !  "  he  cries, 
though  the  dryads  laueh  in  the  treetops  to  see  her 
floundering.  She  scolds  him  all  day  as  she  lies  in 
the  sun  drying,  but  in  the  evening,  after  he  has 
kneeled  and  scraped  the  clay  ofT,  she  kisses  him 
twice  on  the  forehead,  and  to  Mallon  the  world  seems 
free  of  thorns  and  shadows  until  the  third  stanza, 
when  she  laughs  him  to  scorn  in  the  hallway  and 
calls  him  a  lK>oby  because  of  his  inability  to  mend 
stockings.  In  the  fifth  stanza  they  go  wading,  and 
he  wishes  to  be  a  fish  and  nibble  her  toes,  which  he 
sees  gleaming  through  the  water  like  pebbles.  In 
the  seventh  stanza  he  discovers  upon  ner  throat  a 
most  desirable  spot  for  kissing,  and  in  the  eighth 
stanza  he  approaches  her  while  she  is  asleep  and 
kisses  it.  In  the  ninth  stanza  they  kiss  each  other, 
both  being  wide  awake,  of  course,  and  she  crowns 
him  the  prince  of  poets.  In  the  thirteenth  he  finds  a 
mole  on  her  neck,  but  does  not  venture  to  molest  it. 
In  the  sixteenth  it  rains ;  in  the  eighteenth  she  refuses 
to  answer  when  he  rings  the  door  bell ;  in  the  twenty- 
first  he  bites  her  to  make  her  stop  laughing ;  in  the 
twenty-foiurth  he  seeks  to  learn  her  impressions  in 
regard  to  what  has  been  going  on  ;  and  in  the  twenty- 
fifth  and  last  a  strong  and  eloquent  appeal  is  made 
to  her  to  hasten  and  name  the  day.  It  is  hard  to 
gauge  the  extent  of  the  poet's  seriousness.  His  touch 
is  light  and  many  of  his  turns  are  gently  whimsical, 
but  the  mole  and  the  other  spot  on  the  throat  are 
debated  with  considerable  earnestness ;  and  the 
desire  to  be  a  fish  and  nibble  the  toes  of  Helena 
seems  to  be  sincere,  though  it  is  airily  put.  There  is 
music  in  the  lines  any  way,  and  it  prevades  the  other 
poems  in  the  book.     On  page  58  there  is  a  madrigaJ, 


asking  Love  to  open  the  window,  which  any  poet 
would  be  glad  to  write,  we  should  think.  The  gen- 
eral fashion  of  Mr.  More's  work  is  that  of  Heine, 
except  that  there  is  no  sneering.

The  author  intimates  that  he  has  himself  lived  on 
one  of  the  tropical  islands  he  describes  in  his  interest- 
ing romance,  and  probably  nothing  less  than  per- 
sonal familiarity  with  Polynesian  customs,  scenery, 
etc.,  could  have  enabled  him  to  produce  a  book  at 
once  so  strange  and  so  realistic.  His  hero  is  an 
English  sailor,  somehow  endowed  with  a  strong 
affinity  for  savage  life.  He  forms  a  blood  fellowship 
with  a  Polynesian  chief,  Soma.  Thenceforth  the  p^ 
are  as  closely  allied  as  Jonathan  and  David.  The 
love  story  which  forms  the  kemal  of  the  book  is  full 
of  the  peculiar  charm  of  the  beautiful  island  atmos- 
phere. Mr.  Johnston  has  drawn  his  Polynesians  with 
almost  scrupulous  fidelity  to  nature,  extenuating  noth- 
ing of  their  savagery,  yet  contriving  to  make  it  ap- 
pear that  life  amon^  them  might  be  worth  living  to  a 
young  and  unambitious  white  man.  There  are  many 
striking  tableaus  in  the  'volume,  such  as  the  scene 
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of  the  surf-swimming,  the  burning  lake  (perhaps  bor- 
rowed from  the  crater  of  Kilauea),the  hurricane,  and 
the  battle  between  the  two  tribes,  in  which  Christian 
and  Soma  take  a  conspicuous  part.  The  figure  of 
Utame,  the  native  heroine,  is  very  attractive,  and  the 
course  of  the  story  is  exciting  enough  to  sustain  in- 
terest well  from  beginning  to  end.

The  author  of  *'  Helen's  Babies  '*  should  be  a  man 
of  considerable  observation,  and.  doubtless  he  has 
studied  the  class  of  American  readers  at  whom  his 
glorified  religious  tract  called  "  All  He  Knew  "  is 
directed.  It  is  hard  to  understand  how  such  a  book 
in  such  a  form — good  paper,  good  print,  and  orna- 
mental boards— can  succeed  in  reaching  any  class 
likely  to  be  influenced  by  it.  Still  it  is  a  very  good 
tract,  not  at  all  unreadable,  and  not  without  a  fair 
touch  of  pathos  here  and  there ;  and  the  foundation 
upon  which  its  experimental  religious  value  rests  is 
stated  with  real  humor.

The  particular  volume  which  provides  a  pivot  upon 
which  a  very  bright  and  ingenious  story  revolves,  is  a 
vellum-printed  copy  of  that  rare  edition  of  Holy 
Scripture  generally  known  as  the  "  Bishops'  Bible,** 
but  sometimes  spoken  of  as  the  "  Treacle  Bible,** 
from  the  fact  that  the  word  "  treacle  **  is  substituted 
for  "  balm  **  in  the  text  which  commonly  reads,  "  Is 
there  no  balm  in  Gilead?**  A  copy  of  this  almost 
unique  treasure  hgis  been  discovered  by  an  exp^  in 
the  parish  church  of  Thorbury,  and  the  central  inci- 
dent in  the  story  is  the  disappearance  of  the  original 
and  the  appearance  in  its  place  of  a  skilfully  produced 
modem  faC'Simiie.  The  substitution  of  the  bogus 
imitation  for  the  genuine  copy  is  accidentally  dis- 
covered by  the  wrong-headed  and  cantankerous 
churchwarden,  Isaac  Stringer,  who,  having  formed 
an  inveterate  prejudice  against  the  gentle,  sweet- 
natured  Rector,  Dr.  Hay,  succeeds  in  persuading  not 
only  himself,  but  a  number  of  his  neighbours,  that  the 
Rector  has  sold  the  Bible — their  Bible ;  has  pocketed 
the  proceeds  of  the  nefarious  transaction ;  and  has  en- 
deavoured to  screen  himself  from  detection  by  putting 
this  forgery  in  its  place.  The  book  is  good  all 
through ;  there  is  not  a  single  patch  of  careless  or 
slovenly  workmanship.  *  *  *  The  story  proper  is 
really  the  story  of  the  relations  between  these  two

Rudyard  Kiphng  writes  for  men,  not  women,  and 

for  full-grown  men  at  that.    Occasionally  an  Indian 

native  is  his  theme,  but  generally  it  is  Tommy  Atkins 

he  delights  in  presenting.    Just  as  Dumas  made  his 

Mousquetaires,  so  has  Kipling  created  those  three 

"genial    blackguards,**    Mulvaney,    Orthcris.     and 

Learoyd.    Jolly  companions  are  they,  and  fast  friends, 

and  when  thev  are  in  a  campaign  there  is  the  deuce 

to  pay.    Mr.  Kipling  has  a  way  of  writing  which 

makes  his  work  as  sharp  and  clear  as  is  the  dick  of  a 

breech-loader  when  you  work  the  mechanism,  and  as 

to  the  effect  of  his  short  sentences,  they  crack  like  the 
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discharge  of  a  Martini.  The  three  Tommies  have 
little  of  the  Achilles  about  them,  nor  are  they  exactly 
Hectors.  They  are  real  fighting  soldiers,  primitive 
men,  and  as  soldiers  should  be,  that  is,  as  gun-firing  or 
bayonet-plunging  creatures,  they  know  best,  the 
physical,  not  the  sentimental,  part  of  life.  Mulvaney 
tells  his  stones  with  a  swing  and  a  go  to  them.  He  is 
an  Irish  impressionist  in  words,  and  a  true  hero. 
"  The  Man  Who  Was "  is  the  saddest  history  of  a 
fallen  creature  that  we  ever  read.  God  knows 
whether  there  is  or  is  not  a  germ  of  truth  in  the  story 
of  an  English  officer  held  prisoner  by  the  Russians 
and  sent  to  exile  in  Siberia,  and  whipped  and 
scourged  until  all  the  manliness  had  been  welted  out 
of  him.  There  is  exceeding  cleverness  in  this  one 
sentence  of  Kiplmg's:  "It  is  only  when  he  [The 
Russian]  insists  upon  being  treated  as  the  most  East- 
erly of  Western  peoples,  instead  of  the  most  Westerly 
of  Easterns,  that  he  becomes  a  racial  anomaly 
extremely  difficult  to  handle.  The  host  never  knows 
which  side  of  his  nature  is  going  to  turn  up  next.'* 
"Without  Benefit  of  Clergy,"  the  romance  of  the  love 
of  an  Englishman  for  a  native  girl,  is  enchanting  in 
grace  and  shows  how  delicate  this  talented  author 
can  be  when  the  poetical  humor  is  on  him.  A  difficult 
subject  has  been  treated  with  uncommon  nicety.  In 
the  last  story,  Mulvaney  assumes  the  r61e  of  the  god 
worshipped  at  the  shrine,  and.  true  to  his  character, 
he  could  not  help  but  sing  to  his  dusky  worshippers : 
"  Only  say 

You'll  be  Mrs.  Brallaghan, 
Don't  say  nay 

Charmin*  Judy  Callaghan.*'

The  House  of  the  Wolf.  A  romance.  By  Stanley

The  *•  Wolf"  is  the  grimly  appropriate  nickname  of 
Raonl,  Vidame  de  Buyers,  a  power  in  the  court  of 
France  in  the  sixteenth  century — or  so  the  romancer 
his  biographer  would  have  us  believe — ^a  man  of  vast 
mtellect  and  will,  and  aborted  conscience  and  heart ; 
yet  not  incapable  of  a  generosity  as  great  and  strange 
as  his  crime.  What  passes  at  his  "House" — a 
gloomy,  fortified  keep  in  ancient  Paris — immediately 
before,  on  and  after  that  St.  Bartholomew's  Eve  of 
1592  which  is  marked  forever  with  a  cross  of  blood 
and  fire,  this  graphic  and  forcible  story  is  written  to 
tell  us.  It  is  a  wild  tale,  suited  to  the  wild  times  in 
which  it  passes ;  but  it  is  a  clean  and  a  brave  tale, 
and  one  which  holds  the  reader  from  first  to  last,  and 
makes  him  loth  to  lay  it  down.  Historically  the 
book  is  of  genuine  value,  realizing  for  its  reader,  very 
vividly,  "far-off,  old,  forgotten  days,*'  and  homes, 
lives  and  manners  to  whicn  we  have  lost  all  parallel, 
and  which  yet  are  linked  to  us  by  those  traits  which 
honor  humanity  now  as  then — courage  and  self- 
sacrifice,  the  pure  love  of  man  and  maid,  the  faithfiil- 
n«B  of  friend  to  friend.  Romantically  the  book  is  of 
bright  and  unflagging  interest:  a  heroic  story  of  the 
right  old-fashioned  sort,  which  boys  will  revel  in, 
and  their  elders,  glimpsing  a  page  here  and  there 
over  the  youngster's  shoulders,  be  tempted  to  pick  up 
in  their  turn,  nor  lay  it  down  unfinished.

A  phrase  from  George  Meredith  furnishes  this  novel 
with  Its  title.  The  happy  wife  is  the  "  keeper  of  the 
kejrs  of  whatsoever  is  held  precious  by  men,"  the 
entire  sharer  of  her  husband's  secret  thoughts. 
There  are  certainly  secrets  and  hidden  skeletons 
enough  in  Mr.  Robinson's  new  novel :  quite  enough 
to  supply  any  amount  of  excitement.  The  enigmas^ 
moreover,  are  so  cleverly  veiled  (half  told,  half  sup- 
pressed) diat  the  impatient  reader  is  carried  on  in  a 
curiously  perplexed  frame  of  mind  right  up  to  the 
finis.  Dominic  and  Fortuna  are  the  hero  and  heroine, 
both  of  them  being  irreproachable  lovers  and  mem- 
bers of  society  generally.  Next  in  importance  comes 
Dominic's  cousin  Bernard,  over  whose  head  the 
shadows  begfin  to  gather  already.  He  is  the  man  of 
pleasure,  who  plays  with  a  woman's  affections  as  he 
would  with  her  fan.  One  of  these  frailer  creatures  he 
has  compromised,  if  not  ruined ;  and  in  so  doing 
aroused  the  jealousy  of  his  fiancee,  £ug6nie  Vander- 
spur.  All  at  once  Bernard  is  discovered  one  morning 
stabbed  to  the  heart  upon  the  Thames  Embankment. 
The  pursuit  of  the  murderer  is  followed  out  with 
thrilling  interest ;  and  the  name  of  the  actual  perpe- 
trator comes  at  last  upon  the  reader  with  the  force  of 
a  real  surprise.

What  Annie  Thomas  means  by  "  The  Love  of  a 
Lady  "  it  would  be  difficult  to  say.  Her  story  is  con- 
cerned with  various  ladies,  or  at  any  rate  **  fine 
ladies,"  and  the  majority  of  these  have  several  loves 
at  the  same  time,  on  the  "  pick  where  you  choose  " 
principle.  Perhaps  the  expression  is  meant  to  be 
taken  in  an  abstract  sense,  and  to  inculcate  a  piece 
of  social  philosophy — as,  for  instance,  "the  love  of 
a  lady  is  an  unaccountable  thing."  The  meaning  of 
the  title  is  likelv  to  pique  the  reader's  curiosity  all  the 
more  because  the  meaning  of  the  story  itself  is  quite 
undiscoverable.  This  record  of  lawless  and  hectic 
love,  if  love  it  must  be  called,  ot  spiritualism  from 
the  Seven  Dials,  and  impossible  scenes  in  the  houses 
of  people  supposed  to  be  refined,  is  an  altogether  un- 
real picture  of  life.  Unfortunately  the  tone  and  style 
of  the  narrative  do  not  assist  the  reader  in  his  efforts 
to  ienore  the  disagreeable  elements  of  the  plot.

The  Ynost  recent  journalist  and  playwright  to  be- 
come a  novelist  is  Mr.  A.  C.  Wheeler — •*  Nym 
Crinkle "  of  the  New  York  World.  His  novel  is  a 
very  elaborate  and  ambitious  attempt  at  novel  writ- 
ing, and  within  certain  lines  a  successful  one.  But 
"  The  Toltec  Cup  "  is  not  a  great  novel.  The  style  is 
heavy — ^the  manner  is  melodramatic — the  matter  is 
of  the  earth,  earthy — the  motive  is  not  merely  inade- 
quate but  trifling.  There  is  not  a  character  in  the 
book  that  one  would  care  to  know,  even  if  Mr. 
Wheeler  had  that  greatest  gift  of  the  novelist,  the  art 
of  making  his  creations  knowable.  For  the  most 
part  they  speak  the  same  language — ^the  language  of 
"  Nym  Crinkle."  They  are  not  moved  by  any  dis- 
tinct aim.  and  while  they  are  all  striving  to  find  the 
cup,  none  of  them  has  any  apparent  motive  to  seek 
for  it.  From  the  purely  literary  or  artistic  standpoint 
*•  The  Toltec  Cup  "  is  not  a  success.  Mr.  Wheeler, 
however,  shows  a  remarkable  power  of  description  in 
the  deductic  chapters  of  his  story.  The  conditions  of 
tenement  house  life,  the  party  at  Dr.  Follen  Sanger's 
in  Gramercy  Park,  the  anti- war  meeting  at  Brannagan 
Hall,  are  well  described.  The  local  scenes,  as  the 
terrace  in  Nineteenth  Street,  are  drawn  with  great 
skill.

Here  is  a  most  remarkable  book,  one  that  takes 
hold  of  the  reader  and  compels  attention.  One  little 
or  not  at  all  interested  in  missionary  work,  even  one 
who  could  think  of  preaching  to  wild  Indians  as  a 
folly,  would  catch  from  these  pages  a  strong  and 
wholesome  impression  of  that  heroism  which  is  never 
lost  on  the  human  heart,  no  matter  how  callous  to 
weaker  moral  influences.  Mr.  Young  here  tells 
the  story  of  many  years  given  to  studying  and 
teaching  the  Indians  of  far  Northwestern  America. 
He  has  been  a  missionary  indeed  and  in 
spirit,  taking  upon  himself  Uic  immense  labor, 
the  terrible  privations,  the  dangers  and  the  absolute 
isolation  of  life  in  the  cold,  barren  regions  of  Canada. 
His  work  and  his  experiences,  shared  by  his  faithful 
and  courageous  wife,  are  described  with  a  simple 
realism  that  makes  the  history  one  of  the  most  thril- 
ling and  instructive  that  we  have  ever  read.  The  fact 
that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  cast  the  glamour  of 
literary  art  over  the  substance  of  the  simple  narrative 
adds  vigor  and  the  sense  of  perfect  truthfulness  to  a 
most  romantic  and  picturesque  chain  of  wild  adven- 


ture. Rarely  has  the  condition  of  the  American 
savages  been  sketched  with  such  a  free  and  vigorous 
hand,  and  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  more  unpreten- 
tious or  a  more  impressive  picture  than  is  here  given 
of  the  self  sacrifice,  the  perils  and  the  uninviting 
career  of  the  man  or  the  woman  who  quits  civilized 
life  and  goes  into  a  pathless  wilderness  to  do  the 
pioneer  work  ot  spreading  a  knowledge  of  the  reli- 
gion of  Christ.  We  who  know  so  little  of  real  hard- 
ship and  at  best  do  so  little  for  our  benighted  fellow- 
beings,  may  well  heed  the  lesson  of  a  humble,  heroic 
example  like  this  one  so  simply  recorded.

No  one  would  imagine  this  book  from  its  title  to  be 
in  the  main  a  woman's  opinion  of  hundreds  of  the 
most  prominent  men  of  the  state  and  nation.  The 
author,  who  is  the  wife  of  ex -Congressman  and 
ex-State  Senator  Crowley,  resides  in  Niagara  county, 
and  has  some  interesting  chapters  on  the  county's 
people  and  enterprises,  but  she  devotes  greater  space 
to  Albany  and  its  magnates  and  still  more  to  men, 
women  and  affairs  at  the  national  capital.  No  book 
could  be  less  "  bookish ;"  it  reads  more  like  a  collec- 
tion of  bits  of  conversation  by  an  observing,  good- 
natured,  appreciative  woman  who  received  impres- 
sions quickly,  yet  too  deeply  to  modify  them  afterward. 
The  author  is  full  of  enthusiasm  and  sentiment,  and 
tells  without  reserve  whatever  is  in  her  mind.  She 
also  is  discursive  ;  if  one  thing  reminds  her  of  another 
she  tells  of  the  second  while  not  forgetting  the  first, 
and    she  delights  in  embellishing    her   prose    with 

foetical  quoUtions.  That  her  ancestors  came  from 
reland  is  to  her  reason  enough  for  her  introducing 
early  in  the  volume  a  seventy  page  chapter  on  Erin, 
in  which  history,  romance,  religion  and  personal  feel- 
ing are  inextricably  though  not  unpleasantly  mixed.

Mr.  De  Leon  has  made  himself  so  well  known  by 
his  clever  novels  and  burlesques  that  many  readers 
will  be  astonished  to  find  his  name  on  the  title  page 
of  a  book  of  more  solid  quality.  His  acquaintances, 
however,  know  him  to  be  an  industrious  and  exper- 
ienced Southern  editor  and  the  possessor  of  an  im- 
mense mass  of  memoranda  of  occurrences  in  the 
South  during  the  civil  war.  His  new  volume  of  nearly 
four  hundred  large  pages  is  not  a  history,  but  a  sketch 
book  and  gives  a  clearer  impression  of  Southern 
thought  and  feeling  than  an  v  of  the  histories  that 
have  been  published.  Southern  people  who  were 
then  alive  will  revel  in  it,  for  it  recalls  vividlv  the 
scenes,  impressions  and  sentiments  of  the  period,  and 
the  style  seems  based  on  the  enthusiasm,  pride  and 
resolution  which  made  as  one  mind  the  more  intelli- 
gent people  of  each  Southern  State.  The  author  has 
little  to  say  of  the  Northern  people  who  were  not  sol- 
diers ;  all  his  interest  is  centered  about  the  Southern 
soldiers  and  the  families  whom  they  left  behind.  He 
is  not  an  indiscriminate  admirer,  however.  He  criti- 
cises freely  and  lays  bare  some  of  the  weaknesses 
and  abuses  from  which  the  South  suffered.  Some  of 
his  chapters  are  careful  studies  of  men  and  places  ; 
others  are  picturesque  sketches  of  armies  and  com- 
munities, and  one  is  devoted  to  an  old  fashioned 
steamboat  race  on  a  Southern  river.  He  detests 
Butler,  regards  Grant  only  as  a  blundering  slaughterer, 
praises  Hancock  and  McClellan  and  almost  adores 
Lee  and  Johnston.  Although  not  a  great  book  it  will 
be  found  eminently  readable.

Gleanings  for  the  Curious  from  the  Harvest 
Fields  of  Literature.  A  Melange  of  Excerpta.

Mr.  Bombaugh  has  been  a  collector  of  unconsidered 
trifles  as  well  as  more  valuable  oddments  for  many 
years.  Some  years  since  he  published  a  volume  of 
literary  scraps  which  seems  to  have  been  well  enough 
received  to  encourage  a  further  venture.  The  present 
hantle  of  "gleanings"  is  an  enlargement  of  the 
former  issue  to  the  proportions  of  a  big  book.  It  is 
too  big,  for  that  matter,  comprising  nearly  nine  hun- 
dred pages.  The  collection  is  hopelessly  miscellan- 
eous, and,  having  no  special  character  to  lose,  so  to 
speak,  would  be  better  if  severely  pruned,  much  of 
the  matter  offered  being  neither  useful  nor  entertain- 
ing. There  is  much  more,  however,  that  will  serve 
either  to  amuse  or  to  instruct,  and  there  is  nothing 
that  is  objectionable  or  offensive.  There  are  many 
out-of-the-way  bits  of  information,  many  stray  anec- 
dotes, biographical  notices,  obscure  quotations,  bright 
sayings,  pretty  verses,  etc.,  that  will  repay  attention  at 
spare  moments.  As  a  work  of  reference  the  book 
will  be  found  serviceable  in  many  ways.  The  chapter 
on  "Familiar  Quotations,'*  for  example,  gives  the 
origin  and  right  rendering  of  a  wide  range  of  well- 
known  sayings,  proverbs,  rhymes  and  apostrophes. 
A  similar  chapter  on  "  The  Origin  of  Things  Familiar  •* 
and  one  on  *•  Singular  Customs'*  will  also  answer 
many  of  the  questions  that  are  constantly  arising  in 
the  course  of  social  converse.  The  availabilitv  of

Mr.  Crowest's  little  volume  has  the  conspicuous 
merit  of  presenting  a  considerable  Quantity  of  useful 
information  in  a  condensed  form.     Its  publication  is 
timely,  for  the  demand  for  knowledge  in  regard  to 
music  is  attaining  large  dimensions.     It  is  evident 
that  the  time  has  gone  by  when  lovers  of  music  are 
willing  to  be  contented  with  the  superficial  pleasure 
which  is  the  reward  of  simple  ear  hearing.    'Hicy  are 
eager  now  to  hear  with  the  mind.     They  wish  to 
derive  from  the  tone  art  the  large  intellectual  pleasure 
which  it  is  capable  of  giving.     Mr.  Crowest's  book 
gives  the  elementary  information  required  by  learners 
on  such  subjects,  as  notation,  scales,  clefs,  abbrevia-      j 
tions,  time,  accent,  melody,  harmony,  instruments, 
forms,  and  schools  of  music.    Generally  speaking, 
the  facts  are  presented  in  a  straightforward  and  intel-

This  issue  of  the  "  Book-Lover's  Library "  is  a 
bright  and  gossipy  little  volume,  in  which  a  good 
dead  is  told  about  reporters  ancient  and  modem, 
though  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  author  has  carried 
his  researches  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  information 
to  be  obtained  from  histories  of  the  press  such  as  that 
of  Andrews.  It  is,  moreover,  English  reporting  that 
is  exclusively  dealt  with,  and  this  restriction  of  the 
field  necessarily  detracts  from  the  value  of  the  book, 
since,  so  far  as  adventure  is  concerned,  American 
reporters  are  far  ahead  of  their  transatlantic  cousins. 
Mr.  Pendleton  nevertheless  has  brought  together 
much  interesting  and  amusing  matter.  He  treats  of 
the  reporter  in  Parliament,  incidents  and  traditions  of 
"The  Gallery,"  reporting  to-day  in  the  House,  gossip 
about  short-hand,  the  reporter's  work,  some  expe- 
riences and  adventures  of  reporters ;  and  he  closes 
with  a  chapter  of  bibliography  on  newspapers  and 
reporters  which,  while  it  is  by  no  means  exhaustive, 
will  be  found  helpful  to  any  one  wishing  to  study  the 
subject  more  fully.

SAfNSKRIT  and  ITS  KiNDRED  LITERATURES.  Studies 
in  G)mparative  Mythology.  By  Laura  Elizabeth  Poor.

The  fact  that "  Sanskrit  and  its  Kindred  Literatures,*' 
has  reached  its  third  edition  affords  sufficient  evidence 
'  of  its  possession  of  a  genuine  and  permanent  attrac- 
tion. It  is  no  derogation  from  the  literary  powers  of 
the  author  to  suggest  that  this  special  attraction  is 
found  mainly  in  the  well-chosen  extracts  from  the 
best-known  and  most  typical  products  of  the  various 
Indo-European  literatures,  from  the  famous  Sanskrit 
epics  and  dramas  to  the  charming  Slavonic  folk-tales, 
which  are  scattered  freely  through  its  pages.  This, 
however,  is  by  no  means  its  only  claim  to  considera- 
tion. To  pursue  the  wide  course  of  reading  indicated 
in  the  "partial  list  of  books  consulted"  which  is 
appended  to  the  volume,  and  to  bring  the  results  into 
a  connected  whole,  showing  the  unity  of  spirit  which 
prevades  the  intellectual  manifestations  of  this  vast 
orotherhood  of  nations,  was  no  light  undertaking ; 
and  this,  it  may  be  justly  said,  has  been  fairly  well 
performed.  Some  defects  are  apparent,  though  they 
do  not  seriously  injure  the  work.  The  list  of  **  indis- 
pensable corrections,"  which  follows  the  preface  to 
this  edition,  shows  the  author's  consciousness  that  a 
future  edition  will  require  at  least  a  partial  rewriting 
to  brin|f  it  in  line  with  the  progress  of  scientific  study. 
She  will  then  do  well  to  submit  her  work  to  an 
experienced  philologist,  who  will  free  it  from  certain 
blemishes  offensive  to  critical  readers. — such,  for 
example,  as  the  queer  etymology  (p.  19)  which  traces 
*•  Devil "  to  the  same  root  as  that  of  the  Latin  "  Deus," 
and  the  equally  whimsical  derivation  (p.  26)  which 
finds  in  the  name  of  the  Vedic  goddess  of  the  dawn, 
Ushas  (from  the  Sanscrit  UiA,  to  burn),  *'  the  same 
root  as  in  our  word  usher  "  (from  the  Latin  osftarnts, 
a  doorkeeper).  These  in  themselves  are  small  mat- 
ters, but  tney  are  yet  enough  to  raise  in  many  minds 
a  prejudice  against  a  really  excellent  book.       Critic,

**  Short  Studies  "  is  published  in  the  interest  of  a 
more  direct  and  enlightened  study  of  Shakespeare  in 
schools.  The  author  protests  against  a  textual  study 
of  the  plays  after  the  fashion  that  obtains  in  classical 
teaching,  and  writes  in  favor  of  treating  them  merely 
as  literature.  He  thinks  it  of  the  first  consec^uence 
to  disclose  the  course  of  the  plot  and  the  superhcially 
obvious  development  of  the  characters  in  their  actions 
and  words,  and  to  this  end  he  analyzes  '*  Hamlet," 
"Julius  Caesar,"  •*  Macbeth."  "  Lear."  **  Richard  H," 
"Othello,"  "Coriolanus,"  and  " The  Tempest,"  and 
tells  the  story  of  each.  The  method  is  excellent,  but 
primary ;  it  fails  especially  in  those  plays  in  which 
the  course  of  events  is  the  least  part  of  the  drama 
— ^the  interest  being  in  the  conduct  of  the  characters 
— such  as  "  Lear  "  and  "  The  Tempest ;  "  and  more 
than  once  absorption  in  the  action  causes  the  author 
to  undervalue  a  character,  such  as  Hamlet  or  Richard 
n,  which  does  not  submit  to  be  measured  by  the 
accidents  of  a  career.  The  volume  is,  happily,  free 
from  over-speculation,  intricacy,  and  subtlety ;  it  is 
not  at  all  "  profound ;  "  and  for  these  reasons  it  should 
be  useful  to  young  students,  or  to  older  students  who 
are  beginning  to  read  the  plays  reflectively.

We  are  well  aware  that  a  good  allegory  is  a  rarity, 
and  that  whosoever  writes  one,  even  if  he  has 
done  nothing  else,  has  distinguished  himself.  Still, 
and  although  there  are  certain  marks  of  rawness  in 


it,  as  of  a  new  hand,  we  find  that  "  The  Blind  Men 
and  the  Devil "  is  a  good  and  interesting  allegory, 
ingeniously  constructed,  imaginative,  preciseljr  coin- 
cidinc^  at  chosen  points  with  its  counterpart  in  the 
world  of  actuality.  Like  most  good  allegories,  it  has 
its  moral ;  and,  as  is  often  the  case,  it  is  an  incom- 
plete  one.  It  is  not  very  deeply  hidden.  In  this,  as 
m  other  particulars,  the  author  seems  to  have  followed 
Bunyan*s  example ;  and  we  may,  therefore,  leave  the 
reader  to  find  out  for  himself  what  is  meant  by  the 
great  caves,  its  mountains,  and  the  procession  of  the 
blind  men.  It  strikes  us  as  a  fault  that  the  introduc- 
tory narrative  should  be  so  long  and  so  slightly  con- 
nected with  the  allegory  proper.  It  shows,  however, 
that  the  author  may  succeed  in  other  walks  of 
literature,  also.

A  book  written  in  very  captivating  style  and  con- 
veying with  perfect  clearness  a  great  deal  of  minute 
and  highlv  interesting  information  regarding  the 
insect  world.  Ihe  volume  is  one  of  the  **  Interna- 
tional Scientific  Series,"  and  is  a  notable  and  charm- 
ing addition  to  that  valuable  collection.  Notwith- 
standing the  broader  significance  of  the  title,  the 
attention  of  the  author  is  given  almost  whollv  to 
insects.  The  meaning  and  use  of  the  colors  of  these 
are  discussed  and  explained  in  a  way  to  catch  the 
ordinary  reader  as  well  as  the  specialist.  The  detail 
of  nature  is  astonishing,  and  it  is  astonishing,  too, 
how  much  of  it  has  been  observed  and  accounted  for 
by  man,  though  there  is  plenty  left,  to  be  sure,  which 
we  should  very  much  like  to  know  about.  Protective 
and  ageressive  resemblances,  warning  colors,  protect- 
ive and  aggressive  mimicry,  sexual  coloring,  colors 
produced  by  courtship,  the  terrifying  attitudes  of 
caterpillars — these  are  some  of  the  matters  illuminated 
in  the  book ;  and  there  is  a  remarkable  account  of 
the  courtship  of  spiders,  a  curious  branch  of  investiga- 
tion in  which  two  American  gentlemen,  Mr.  G.  W. 
and  Mr.  £.  G.  Peckham,  of  Milwaukee,  take  perhaps 
the  highest  rank.  The  male  spider  dancing  before 
the  object  of  his  heart*s  desire,  and  seeking  to  dazzle 
her  by  the  splendor  of  his  saltatory  performance,  is  a 
spectacle  and  a  study  both.  If  the  name  of  the  lady 
is  Phidippus  morsitans^  he  had  better  dance  particu- 
larly well,  for  if  he  bungles  she  will  eat  him.  It  is 
recorded  of  one  dancer,  one  pair  of  whose  legs  was 
covered  with  beautiful  white  hairs,  that  he  was  seized 
and  devoured  while  waving  these  handsome  legs 
above  his  head  in  the  fulness  of  self-satisfied  assur- 
ance.

Among  the  many  accounts  that  have  been  written 
this  year  of  the  Passion  Play,  one  of  the  most  pictur- 
esque, the  most  interesting,  and  the  most  reasonable, 
is  this  sketch  of  Archdeacon  Farrar's.  He  is  not  ruled 
by  any  prejudices ;  his  sympathies  extend  alike  to  the 
pious  peasants  at  their  play,  and  to  the  serious  minds 
which  regard  it  with  something  like  horror.  He  feels, 
what  we  fancy  no  Christian  looker-on  can  fail  to  feel, 
that  the  closing  scenes  of  the  Play  are  too  awful,  too 
solemn,  too  sacred,  '*  to  be  witnessed  without  mis  jiv- 
ing." The  minds  of  to-day,  not  by  their  own  fault, 
but  by  natural  development,  are  sundered  wide  as  the 
poles  firom  those  minds  of  the  Middle  Age  whose 
religion  was  an  outward  thing — this  is  not  saying  that 
it  was  not  an  inward  thing  too — and  for  whom  such  a 
spectacle  as  this  was  almost  as  much  of  a  religious 
service  as  the  Mass  itself.  There  was  nothing  strange, 
nothing  out  of  the  common,  in  this  play  at  the  time 
when  it  was  first  acted.  The  wonderful  part  of  it  all, 
in  our  eyes,  besides  the  ever-increasing  perfection  of 
the  performance  as  centuries  have  passed  by,  is  the 
spint  of  the  peasants,  the  deep  religion  to  which  Arch- 
deacon Farrar  bears  a  most  hearty  witness,  giving  a 
flat  contradiction  to  certain  vul^ising  statements  in 
Enelish  newspapers.  No  one,  it  seems,  who  studies 
fairly  these  Ober-Ammergau  peasants,  apart  from 
their  performance  in  the  Play,  no  one  who  knows 
Josef  Mayr,  *•  an  entirely  devout,  sincere,  humble- 
minded  man,'*  can  doubt  the  strangely  sanctifying 
influence  which  this  old  vow  and  its  constant  fulfilment 
have  had  on  the  character  of  the  place.  No  one  can 
appreciate  the  beauty  of  the  scene,  the  natural  perfec- 
tion and  deep  religious  reverence  of  the  actors,  the 
solemnity  of  the  spectacle,  the  simple,  unspoilt  charm 
of  Ae  country  ana  the  people,  more  highly  than  Arch- 
deacon Farrar.  This  little  book  of  his,  which  adds  to 
its  other  attractions  a  quietness  of  style  not  always  to 
be  found  in  his  writings,  will  be  read  with  delight  by 
those  who  have  and  those  who  have  not  visited  Ober-

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

BY  NATHAN  HASKBLL  DOLE. 

Ociober  15,  1890. 
Mr.  William  Cushing's  "Anonyms'*  or  Dictionary 
of  Revealed  Authorship  has  reached  a  second 
edition.  It  is  a  stout  octavo  volume  of  over  eight 
hundred  pages  and  represents  an  amount  of  careful, 
and  one  might  almost  say  thankless,  labor  that  is 
simply  appalling.  Men  who  do  such  work  do  it 
because  they  were  born  to  and  because  .they  love  it, 
not  because  a  glittering  pecuniary  prize  rewards 
them.  *•  Anonyms,**  Mr.  Gushing  regards  as  the 
last  of  his  bibliographical  works,  and  he  certainly 
deserves  to  rest  on  his  oars.  He  was  born  at  Lunen- 
burg in  this  State.  May  16,  181 1,  and  was  graduated 
from  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of  1832,  and  from  the 
Cambride^e  Divinity  School  in  1839,  ^o"*"  of  the  inter- 
mediate years  having  been  spent  in  teaching.  He 
was  ordained  at  Calais,  Me.,  and  preached  in  various 
towns,  including  two  years  at  Saco.  Forty-eight 
years  ago,  in  the  winter  or  *42-43,  he  was  sent  as  a 
missionary  to  Milwaukee,  then  a  town  of  only  3,500 
inhabitants.  It  took  at  that  time  two  days  to  go  by 
suge  from  Chicago  to  Milwaukee.  There  he  spent  a 
year,  till  on  account  of  his  temperance  principles  he 
was  obliged  to  leave.  Teaching  and  preaching, 
alternating  with  ten  years  on  a  farm,  filled  the  time 
till  1868,  when  he  became  an  assistant  in  the  Harvard 
College  Library.  During  the  ten  years  that  he  was 
there,  he  spent  his  evenings  binding  pamphlets, 
making  portfolios  and  similar  things.  I  have  a 
number  of  music  books  which  Mr.  Cushing  bound 
for  me  while  I  was  at  Cambridge.    After  the  Presi- 


dent and  Corporation  saw  fit  to  remove  him  from  his 
position  in  1878,  Mr.  Cushing  devoted  his  time  to 
bibliographical  work,  preparing  his  Index  to  the 
North  American  Review  and  Christian  Examiner, 
The  vast  amount  of  material  which  he  collected  for 
his  *'  Century  of  Authors**  he  sold  to  D.  Appleton  & 
Co.,  and  it  was  used  in  the  preparation  of  their 
'*  Cyclopaedia  of  American  Biography.'*  Mr.  Cush- 
ing is  also  the  author  of  two  volumes  of  "  Initials  and 
Pseudonyms  '*  which  has  had  good  success.  Per- 
haps I  ought  to  add  that  he  has  been  the  father  of 
twelve  children,  nine  of  whom*  are  living.  Three 
were  in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  one  as  acting 
ensign  in  the  navy,  the  other  two  in  the  army,  and 
Mr.  Cushing  himself  prepared  and  preached  a 
sermon  in  regard  to  the  duty  of  patriotism  which 
attracted  considerable  attention  and  praise.  One  of 
his  sons  is  the  head  of  the  well-known  printing  house 
of  J.  S.  Cushing  &  Co.,  one  of  his  daughters  is  the 
wife  of  Mr.  Edwin  H.  Seaver,  Superintendent  of 
Boston  Schools.  It  seems  to  me  that  by  this  show- 
ing Mr.  Cushing  is  fairly  entitled  to  be  called  a 
patriarch  in  the  land. 

Mr.  John  Sullivan  Dwight — familiarly  known 
among  musicians  as  Papa  Dwight — author  and  trans- 
lator and  formerly  editor  and  proprietor  of  the 
Journal  of  Music  that  bore  his  name,  and  did  so 
much  pioneer  work  for  the  cause  of  music  in  this 
country,  is  still  living  at  the  ripe  age  of  seventy-seven. 
He  is  Librarian  of  the  Harvard  Musical  Association, 
and  his  white  hair  and  beard  are  always  seen  in  the 
concert  room.  In  spite  of  his  age,  he  has  been 
engaged  to  act  as  the  musical  editor  of  the  TYanscript 
during  the  coming  winter  while  Mr.  William  F. 
Apthorp  is  absent  in  Europe.  Mr.  Dwight  is 
thoroughly  conservative  ;  he  has  been  known  to  call 
Wagner  a  "musical  curiosity  *' and  of  course  he  does  not 
share  the  general  admiration  for  Brahms,  "the  Messias 
of  the  art.**  He  began  his  winter's  work  with  a  long 
encomium  on  the  life  and  character  of  the  late  Otto 
Dresel.  Dresel  was  a  thorough  reactionary,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  he  retains  his  positiononthe  lofty  pedestal  to 
which  Mr.  Dwight  elevates  him.  Indeed  Robert  Franz, 
who  did  so  much  to  correct  Dresel's  four  hand  arrange- 
ment of  Beethoven's  symphonies,  called  him  in  a 
private  letter  a  "realist**  with  a  qualifying  adjective. 

The  Hon.  Edmund  P.  Dole,  of  Keene,  New  Hamp- 
shire, author  of  "Talks  About  Law,"  has  relinquished 
his  practice  at  the  New  Hampshire  bar  and  started 
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for  Seattle,  where  he  expects  to  reside.  As  County 
Solicitor  he  made  a  firm  stand  in  regard  to  enforcing 
the  law  against  the  sale  of  liquor.  The  result  was 
that  all  the  large  hotels  of  Keene  remained  shut  dur- 
ing his  incumbency,  and  the  contest  over  his  re- 
election dwarfed  in  interest  the  National  election. 
He  won,  but  has  since  resigned.  He  has  written  a 
novel  embodying  some  of  his  experiences. 

At  a  recent  dinner  given  in  Boston  to  members  of 
the  American  Library  Association,  Dr.  William  I. 
Poole,  of  the  Newberry  Library,  of  Chicago,  threw  a 
bomb  which  exploded  and  made  considerable  noise. 
He  charged  that  the  new  public  library  here  was  an 
architect's  building,  that  no  librarian  had  been  con- 
sulted in  its  construction,  and  that  it  was  a  costly 
failure.  Mr.  Poole  made  certain  statements  that  were 
shown  to  be  not  accurate.  He  made  a  bad  matter 
worse  by  not  acknowledging  that  he  had  blundered. 
Consequently  the  advantage  of  the  debate  which 
followed,  apparently  rested  with  Mr.  Abbott,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Yet,  undoubtedly, 
to  a  certain  extent,  Mr.  Poole  was  in  the  right.  I 
recently  heard  an  architect  criticize  severely  the 
unsufferable  monotony  of  the  fa9ade,  and  the  triviality 
of  its  ornamentation.  He  insisted  that  it  should  have 
had  something  to  break  the  long,  heavy  lines — pilasters, 
or,  at  least,  a  massive  porch.  To  have  ornamented 
the  stone  would  have  cost  vastly  more  than  it  will  cost, 
though  the  appropriation  of  $1,300,000  is  likely  to  be 
considerably  exceeded.  Librarians  are  regarded  by 
many  as  '*  impracticable,'*  and  no  two  are  in  agree- 
ment as  to  the  best  methods  of  storing  and  cataloguing 
books.  But  they  are  all  unanimous  that  books,  like 
human  beings,  require  plenty  of  ventilation.  And 
abundant  supplies  of  light  and  air  are  not  the  strongest 
features  of  the  new  building. 

There  is  considerable  interest  manifested  in  the 
nomination  of  the  Hon.  Edward  L.  Pierce  to  Con- 
gress from  this  district.  Mr.  Pierce  is  well  known  as 
the  friend  of  Charles  Sumner.  He  was  one  of  his 
literary  executors,  and  is  the  author  of  the  biography 
of  Sumner,  published  some  fifteen  years  ago.  Mr. 
Pierce  was  born  in  1829;  he  is  a  graduate  of  Brown 
Universiiy  and  of  the  Harvard  Law  School.  He  has 
been  called  "  the  father  of  ballot  reform  ;"  this  claim 
being  based  upon  an  article  that  he  wrote  in  1853  on 
•'  secret  suffrage,'  and  was  republished  in  pamphlet 
form  in  England,  where  it  was  referred  to  in  Parlia- 
ment as  an  authority.  Personally,  Mr.  Pierce  is  a  de- 
lightful man,  full  of  interesting  anecdotes,  an  excel- 
lent companion  at  a  dinner  table.  He  lives  at  Milion, 
not  a  "mute  inglorious  Milton,"  but  the  pretty 
suburb  of  Boston  that  is  throned  on  its  sweeping  hills. 
It  was  at  Milton  that  old  Dr.  Codman  used  to  live. 
The  view  from  his  house  is  extensive.  One  time  a 
brother  minister  from  the  country  came  to  visit  him, 
and  after  enjoying  the  spectacle  in  company  with  his 
host,  exclaimed  :  "  All  this  and  Heaven  too  !  "  Per- 
haps of  Mr.  Pierce  it  will  be  said:     ''All  this  and 


Congress  too !  '*     (This  should  not  be  taken   as  a 
prophecy.) 

Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton,  the  poetess,  or,  if 
you  prefer  it,  poet,  who  keeps  the  readers  ot  the 
Sunday  //iera/d  in  touch  with  literary  matters  at  home 
and  abroad, — and  who  has  never  been  known  to  say 
an  unkind  word  about  anyone — is,  at  present,  at 
Wiesbaden,  where  she  is  taking  the  baths.  Her 
doctors  have  forbidden  her  to  write  an  unnecessary 
word,  but  a  card  just  received  tells  me  that  she  ex- 
pects to  sail  for  New  York  from  Havre  on  the  first  day 
of  November.  Mrs.  Moulton  receives  informally  and 
charmingly  on  Friday  afternoons  during  the  winter. 
During  the  London  season  she  usually  has  similar 
gatherings  there.  Few  literary  women  have  a  wider 
acquaintance  among  their  fellows  of  the  guild  and  in 
fashionable  society. 

Speaking  of  London  reminds  me  that  Mr.  James  R. 
Osgood,  who,  after  having  spent  several  years  there, 
as  agent  for  the  Harpers,  has  once  more  embarked  in 
the  publishing  business  on  his  own  account,  made  a 
flying  trip  to  this  city  last  week.  He  sails  for  England 
on  the  twentieth.  Mr.  Osgood  was,  during  his  former 
palmy  days  in  Boston,  well-fanned  for  his  generosity 
toward  authors.  There  is  a  story  current  that  after  Bret 
Harte  made  his  ten-strike  for  fame,  Mr.  Osgood  offered 
him  a  retainer  of  $10,000  for  all  that  he  should  write 
during  the  year.  Mr.  Harte,  so  the  story  runs,  seized 
the  opportunity  thus  presented,  to  produce  nothing,  but 
lived  in  New  York  like  a  lord.  I  asked  Mr.  Osgood 
if  it  was  true.  He  did  not  deny  the  soft  impeachment 
relating  to  the  generous  offer,  but  he  declared  that 
Mr.  Harte  technically  lived  up  to  the  terms  of  the 
contract.  Thus  are  stories  slightly  warped  from  the 
truth  spread  abroad. 

Messrs.  Little,  Brown  &  Company  have  just  pub- 
lished Anton  Rubinstein's  Autobiography,  translated 
from  the  Russian  by  Mrs.  Aline  Delano,  the  transla- 
tor of  Korolenko's  works.  Mrs.  Delano,  whose 
father  was  the  late  Admiral  Paul  Kusmishef,  of  the 
Russian  navy,  has  lived  in  this  country  for  the  past 
twenty  years.  When  the  Emperor  Alexander  II 
escaped  assassination,  twenty-three  or  four  years  ago, 
our  Government  sent  Mr.  Fox  with  the  monitor 
Miantonoma  and  the  steamship  Augusta  to  convey  the 
President's  congratulations  to  Petersburg,  and  it  was 
at  that  time  that  Mrs.  Delano  met  her  husband,  then 
an  ensign  in  the  navy.  Mrs.  Delano  is  an  indefatigable 
worker,  and  has  won  a  success  of  which  anyone  might 
well  be  proud.  The  original  edition  of  the  "  Autobio- 
graphy" had  a  miserable  portrait  of  the  great  com- 
poser, but  Mrs.  Delano  procured  a  photograph  that 
had  been  recently  taken,  and  is  really  an  ornament  to 
the  book.  An  anecdote  of  Rubinstein's  visit  to  this 
country,  now  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  his  modesty 
probably  prevented  him  from  inserting.  He  played 
at  a  city  a  few  miles  from  Boston,  and  after  the  concert 
was  over  an  eccentric  lady,  by  nature  and  inheritance 
passionately  fond  of  music,  rushed  upon  the  stage  and 
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kissed  the  keys  which  the  pianists  fingers  had  just 
touched.  Similar  devotion  Beethoven  often  awakened 
in  the  musical  ladies  of  Vienna,  ninety  years  ago ! 

There  has  heen  a  rumor  about  that  Mr.  William  D 
Howells  intended  resigning  his  control  of  •'  The 
Editor's  Study'*  in  Harpers  Magazine,  This  is 
authoritatively  denied.  It  may  have  arisen  from  the 
fact  that  by  exception  Mr.  Howells*s  next  story  is  to 
appear  first  in  a  syndicate  of  newspapers.  Mr. 
Howells  is  reported  as  delighted  with  the  extraordi- 
narily large  sale  of  his  last  story. 

Mr.  Aldrich  returned  week  before  last  from  Europe 
and  went  immediately  to  his  beautiful  summer  home 
at  Ponkapog.  The  most  frequent  and  most  assidu- 
ously-read contributor  to  the  columns  of  the  Boston 
Transcript  is  Mr.  H.  H.  Clayton.  He  lives  in  a 
sightly  stone  house  on  top  of  the  highest  of  the  Blue 
Hills  of  Milton,  and  as  he  keeps  his  finger  on  the 
pulse  of  the  weather,  so  to  speak,  he  is  able  to  tell 
whether  Boston  is  to  have  rain  or  sunshine  for  a  day 
or  more  in  advance.  Last  Saturday  I  went  up  with  a 
pleasant  little  party  to  inspect  the  landscape  and  Mr. 
Clayton's  workshop,  and  to  my  surprise  found  that 
Mr.  Aldrich's  red  roof  was  almost  at  our  feet.  The 
beautiful  pond,  or  lake  of  Ponkapog,  concerning 
which  he  writes  so  delightfully,  gleamed  blue  and 
bright,  and  the  very  tree  where  those  mysterious 
neighbors  lived,  whose  actions  he  watched  and  de- 
scribed so  lovingly,  must  have  been  one  of  those  that 
was  flaming  so  brilliantly  with  autumn  gold.  Mr. 
Alilrich's  Maecenas  b  the  brother  of  the  Mr.  Pierce, 
whose  candidacy  for  Congress  I  mentioned  above. 
He  has  a  magnificent  domain  at  Ponkapog. 

Mr.  George  Edward  Woodberry,  author  of  the 
"North  Shore  Watch,"  and  the  recently  published 
"  Studies  in  Letters  and  Life,**  has  returned  to  town 
for  the  winter,  and  'is  settled  in  pleasant  quarters  on 
Walnut  Street,  near  the  Common  and  Atheneeum. 
Mr.  Woodbcrry's  clever  hand  and  critical  acumen 
are  often  seen  in  literary  notices  in  the  Post,  which 
has  succeeded  in  ei^listing  a  number  of  clever  writers. 

I  must  close  with  a  brief  story,  which  will  be 
appreciated  by  lovers  of  Browning.  Browning,  as  all 
the  world  knows,  is  Boston's  pet  poet.  One  day,  a 
somewhat  distinguished  Unitarian  clergyman  was 
reading  aloud  "  The  Ring  and  the  Book.**  He  came 
to  a  Une  in  which  occurred  the  expression  "  Pope 
Suchanone,"  printed  altogether  and  spelt  with  a 
capital.  From  its  form  he  took  it  to  be  Italian  and 
gave  it  the  correct  Tuscan  pronunciation  of  "  Pope 
Su-ka-no-ne,*'  which  brought  down  the  house  1

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BY  TALCOTT  WILLI ASftS. 

Philosophical  histories  are  rare  on  any  phase  of  Amer- 
ican life.  On  our  religious  development  scarcely  one 
exists.  Dr.  S.  D.  McConnell  has  written  one  of  the 
first,  if  not  the  very  first,  in  his  "  History  of  the  Amer- 
ican Episcopal  Church."  It  would  be  hard  to  give 
higher  praise  to  a  denominational  history.  Such 
books  are  usually  full  of  the  worst  form  of  special 
pleading.  Their  authors  simply  hold  a  brief  for  a 
denomination — the  pettiest  of  all  clients.  Dr.  McCon- 
nell aims  to  hold  a  brief  instead,  for  the  Church  univer- 
sal— 2i  different  thing  altogether.  It  would  not  be 
difficult  to  pick  small  flaws  in  his  narrative,  broad, 
rapid  and  impetuous  as  it  is,  and  derived  for  the  most 
part,  not  always,  from  secondary  sources.  But  it  is  of  • 
far  more  importance  to  the  general  reader  that  we 
have  here  an  American  Church  history  which  recog- 
nizes and  insists  upon  the  relation  between  the  Chris- 
tian Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Church 
universal  in  all  time.- 

♦** 

The  Episcopal  Church  in  this  country  has  passed 
through  the  three  stages  common  to  all  our  institu- 
tions— ^the  time  of  settlement  in  the  first  century,  ot 
colonial  struggle  with  England  in  the  second  century 
and  of  national  evolution  in  the  third  century,  now 
over.  The  Episcopal  Church  fared  as  well  as  any  in 
the  first  period,  worse  than  any  in  the  second,  and  in 
the  last  its  visible  growth  and  progress  have  been 
chiefly  in  the  last  thirty  or  forty  years.  Not  unnatu- 
rally Dr.  McConnell  is  at  his  best  in  the  first  period, 
meets  grave  difficulties  in  the  second,  and  in  the  third 
hews  for  himself  a  via  media  out  of  the  somewhat  dis- 
cordant facts  of  the  situation.  While  Dr.  McConnell  is 
admirable  in  dealing  with  his  own  Church,  he  is  less 
happy  in  describing  the  Churches  of  other  men.  The 
weakness  of  his  position  is,  perhaps,  nowhere  plainer 
than  in  his  favorite  phrase  the  "historic  Episcopate." 
If  the  Episcopate  is  only  "  historic,"  it  will  not  bear  all 
he  claims ;  if  it  is  more  than  "  historic,"  it  has  a  logical 
authority  far  broader  and  deeper  than  he  is  ready  to 
admit.  But  with  these  limitations  Dr.  McConnell's 
book  is  one  of  the  very  few  in  the  field  which  will  be 
indispensable  to  every  man,  lay  or  cleric,  interested 
in  our  religious  history,  while  in  spirit,  it  is  full  of 
breadth,  wisdom  and  devotion  to  truth  and  enthusiasm 
for  humanity,  rare  in  ecclesiastical  history.

«  -It- 
Cardinal  Newman  was  also  a  believer  in  an  *'  historic 
episcopate,"  though  it  would  be  nonsense  and  some- 
thing worse  to  confound  his  view  with  that  represented 
by  Dr.  McConnell.  Mr.  Richard  H.  Hutton,  for 
years  recognized  as  the  most  sympathetic  of  English 
critics,  in  his  brief  volume  on  "  Cardinal  Newman, " 
has  summed  the  steps  by  which  a  great  man  passed 
from  the  teachings  of  Scott  and  Doddridge  to  the 
church  of  Hildebrand  and  Loyola,  of  Neri  and  Pascal. 
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The  phase  of  religious  life  and  discussion  which  Mr. 
Hutton  describes,  interests  intellectual  Englishmen 
so  much  more  than  it  does  Americans,  that  this  vol- 
ume is  little  likely  here  to  have  many  readers.  The 
work  is  done  with  sympathy  and  insight,  such  at  least 
as  is  possible  in  a  man  who  appreciates  all  the 
motives  and  arguments  for  the  change  he  is  describing, 
but  finds  it  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  explain 
parenthetically  why  he  never  made  it.  The  curious 
in  such  matters,  will  find  some  reward  in  contrasting 
the  troubled  portrait  given  in  this  book  of  Newman  • 
just  as  he  joined  the  Catholic  communion,  with  the 
peace  and  rest  apparent  in  every  line  of  the  portraits 
twenty- five  years  later. 

**» 

Mr.  Hamilton  Wright  Mabie,  of  the  Christian 
Union,  is  a  man  from  whom  those  who  have  watched 
his  work  have  come  to  expect  much.  The  hope  is 
not  disappointed  in  "My  Study  Fire,"  a  personal 
criticism  of  life  and  literature  broken  into  short  chap- 
^rs.  It  has  difTuseness,  but  enjoys  also  directness. 
Tender,  indulgent,  sympathetic,  it  will  feed  and 
enrich  many  minds,  albeit  his  criticism  is  reflective 
rather  than  creative,  receptive  rather  than  incisive. 

Mr,  Eugene  Field,  in  his  "  Little  Book  of  Western 
Verse,"  has  a  surprise  for  those  who  have  not  taken  la 
the  full  stature  of  his  fugitive  verse,  which  has  been 
leaking  out  in  the  papers  for  ten  or  fifteen  years  past. 
No  better  verses,  light  or  rhyming  gay.  of  their  kind 
have  come  from  an  American  pen,  and  there  are  here 
translations  from  Horace  and  Beranger,  fairly  compar- 
able with  any  in  this  difficult  double  task  to  which  so 
many  have  addressed  themselves.  The  very  lightness 
of  Mr.  Field's  touch  is  like  to  blind  readers  to  its  skill, 
and  hide  the  distinction  of  his  work,  a  distinction  which 
distinguishes  it  from  much  which  seems  the  same 
and  is  not.  Not  without  some  self-reproach  does  one 
confess  that  these  verses,  so  admirable  and  so 
brilliant,  failed  of  appreciation  in  the  disguises  of  a 
"  funny  column,"  and  under  the  mask  of  the  news- 
paper paragrapher. 

♦** 

Mr.  Lowell's  "A  Fable  for  Critics,"  in  the  brown- 
paper  covers  in  which  it  was  first  issued  forty-two  years 
ago,  has  come  to  be  one  of  the  rarer  of  "American 
firsts."  Now  that  it  appears  again  in  a  slender,  comely 
volume,  with  a  reproduction  of  the  first  title-page, 
and  interspersed  with  outline  portraits  of  the  poets 
reviewed,  I  find  myself  wondering  if  a  like  work, 
bearing  purely  on  literary  interest,  would  to-day  run 
through  its  first  edition  in  a  few  weeks.

Scotland,  by  its  limited  extent  and  the  sturdy  con- 
tinuity of  its  annals,  is  well  adapted  to  the  treatment 
required  in  a  series  like  the  "  Story  of  Nations,"  and 
the  Scotch  story  by  Dr.  John  Mackintosh,  is  one  of 
the  best  in  this  succession  of  brief  histories. 


Mr.  George  Edward  Woodbcrry  surprised  the 
world  a  year  ago  with  the  **  North-Shore  Watch,"  the 
most  promising  of  recent  American  poetry.  He  has  now 
collected  in  a  small  volume,  from  the  literary  criti- 
cism he  has  contributed  to  the  Atlantic  and  Nation,  a 
series  of  reviews.  These  begin  with  Landor  and  end 
with  Browning,  taking  Crabbe,  Byron,  Shelly,  Keats 
and  others  by  the  way.  Mr.  Woodberry*s  criticism  is 
careful,  cultivated  and  informed ;  but  it  is  also,  as  the 
Nation  recently  said  of  all  current  criticism,  somewhat 
commonplace.

"Early  Reviews,"  is  a  volume  of  the  "  Camelot 
series"  in  which  Mr.E.Stcvenson  has  collected  seven- 
teen reviews,  from  1786  to  183 1.  on  Burns,  Coleridge^ 
Wordsworth,  Southey,  Byron,  Scott,  De  Stael,  Austin, 
Shelley.  Keats  and  Tennyson,  from  the  Monthly  He- 
view,  Edinburgh  Quarterly,  Blackwood* s  and  West- 
minster, The  selections  might  have  been  made  more 
valuable  and  symptomatic,  for  this  half  century  of 
criticism  was  one  of  the  ablest  in  all  literatures, 
but  Mr.  Stevenson  seems  to  have  been  in  doubt  what 
rule  to  follow  in  his  selections,  and  has  included  re- 
views which  expressed  the  opinion  of  the  day  as  well 
as  those  which  did  more.  One-sixth  of  the  book  is^ 
unfortunately  given  to  a  review  of  Madame  de  Siael's 
**  L*Allemagne,"  which  is  little  more  than  an  abstract 
of  the  work  itself.  No  one  can  go  over  the  broad  field 
of  critical  literature,  from  which  this  little  book  gives 
extract,  without  a  keen  sense  of  the  perils  of  criticism — 
which  is  most  frequently  wrong  when  it  has  to  deal 
with  the  most  original  creation.  Scott,  for  instance,  is 
recognized  at  once  in  these  reviews ;  Wordsworth  not 
at  all.  But  it  still  remains  true  that  a  critic  discharges 
his  full  duty  quite  as  much  in  reflecting  the  judgment 
that  now  is  as  in  predicting  the  ultimate  fate  of  a  g^reat 
work.  He  is  apt  to  be  of  more  lasting  value  in  doing 
the  former  than  the  latter,  just  as  every  writer  is  of 
most  value  when  he  expresses  his  own  age  and  not 
another.

No  man,  I  take  it,  ever  read  about  Charlotte  Corday 
or  saw  her  portrait,  without  feeling  that  he  would 
have  given  a  good  deal  for  a  quiet  hour  with  her.  It 
would  have  been  a  life  memory  to  take  the  Princess 
de  Lamballe  out  to  dinner.  One  would  have  been 
glad  to  hear  Madame  Roland  talk  for  an  hour,  with 
enough  people  around  to  prevent  the  embarrassment 
of  a  tete  a  tete  with  that  extremely  gifted  woman.  But 
not  even  in  a  crowd  would  one  have  cared  to  meet 
Madame  de  Genlis,  save  when  she  was  very  young  or 
very  old.  I  have  tried  in  this  fashion  to  indicate,  as 
one  can,  the  note  struck  by  Mr.  Austin  Dobson  in  his 
essays  on  the  four,  which  have  just  been  issued  in  a 
little  book  of  some  200  pages,  light  in  touch  and 
method,  and  combining  somehow  the  interest  of  essay 
and  memoir.  It  is  hard  for  most  of  us,  with  all  we 
read  of  the  French   Revolution,  to  understand  that 
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these  women  too  were  flesh  and  blood,  and  Mr.  Dob- 
son  helps  in  the  task.  This  is  by  no  means  a  book 
for  girls — in  the  sense  that  Abbott's  misleading  lives 
of  Marie  Antoinette,  Madame  Roland  and  Josephine 
were — ^bat  it  is  thoroughly  wholesome  in  every  line, 
and  sure  to  interest  girls  of  an  older  growth  who  have 
a  just  desire  to  know  famous  women  as  they  were. 

»  * 
Sir  Charles  Napier  was  a  useful  British  officer  in  the 
long  series  of  small  wars  from  the  Peninsula  cam- 
paign up  to  the  Crimea,  but  he  scarcely  fills  the  can- 
vass in  a  line  of  "  English  Men  of  Action,'*  and 
Colonel  Sir  William  F.  Butler  has  written  his  life  in 
one  of  the  worst  of  styles  in  which  to  tell  a  career  of 
simple  warlike  deeds.  Yet  there  is  something  in  the 
sheer  fighting  simplicity  of  the  conqueror  of  the  Scinde 
which  gives  the  story  interest  in  spite  of  its  author. 
Sir  Charles  was,  it  appears,  the  first  of  British  gen- 
erals to  mention  private  soldiers  by  name  in  his 
despatches.  So  long  did  the  best  soldiery  iil  history 
wait  for  recognition  by  some  of  the  poorest  of 
generals. 

Trees  are  a  perpetual  puzzle  to  the  casual  botanist 
and  the  city  wanderer  in  the  country.  A  tree— I  speak 
feelingly — never  blossoms  when  city  folks  are  in  the 
country  and  without  a  blossom,  Gray's  or  Wood's  or 
any  other  "  Manual  "  is  a  delusion.  Country  folks 
are  ludicrously  ignorant  or  perversely  wrong  about 
their  own  trees.  By  result,  every  intelligent  man  or 
woman  fond  of  the  country  is  in  a  perpetual  state  of 
exasperating  ignorance  about  trees,  barring  the  com- 
mon ones.  Mr.  Charles  S.  Newhall  has  done  all  men 
and  women  who  love  trees — perhaps  the  best-bred 
company  in  the  world — good  service  by  his  **  Trees  of 
North  Eastern  America."  A  tracing  of  the  leaf  of 
each  tree  is  given  with  a  simple  description.  Both 
seem  accurate,  so  far  as  a  rapid  examination  can 
prove.  The  use  of  any  such  book  requires  care, 
practice  and  attention,  but  with  these  it  is  certain  to 
be  valuable,  though  a  fuller  artificial  key  might  have 
made  reference  to  it  easier.  As  it  is,  the  division  by 
leaves  serves  somewhat  the  same  purpose. 

Americans  agonize  over  their  pronunciation  of 
English.  In  no  other  country  in  the  world  are  dic- 
tionaries so  consulted,  manuals  so  used  and  lists  of 
mispronounced  words  so  widely  sold.  The  simple 
reason  for  this  is  that  we  have  no  class  or  city  whose 
pronunciation  is  decisive  and  as  we  take  no  pride  in  our 
dialects,  we  are  all  more  or  less  laboriously  at  work 
setting  our  vowels  and  consonants  in  order.  The  net 
result  is  that  grating  exactitude  of  pronunciation 
among  the  educated  which  Englishmen  ridicule,  and 
this  is  made  more  noticeable  by  the  tone  and  quality 
of  the  American  voice,  which  is  higher  and  shriller 
than  the  voice  bred  in  a  moister  climate.  There  is 
nothing  for  us  to  do,  however,  but  to  go  on   using 


manuals,  to  whose  number  Mr.  T.  H.  Mead  has  added 
a  fairly  good  one  in  "  Our  Mother  Tongue.**  He  has. 
like  most  recent  American  writers,  wholly  abandoned 
Webster's  position  and  steadily  follows  Smart — a 
fairly  safe  guide.  His  practical  directions  are  'useful. 
He  is  now  and  then  weak  in  his  vowels,  particularly 
in  that  stumbling  block  "  a,"  the  true  course  lying 
between  his  precision  and  the  slovenliness  he  attacks 


"  Reading  for  the  Young,"  issued  by  the  American 
Library  Association,  is  a  list  of  some  three  thousand 
books  for  the  young  which  I  heartily  and  warmly 
commend  to  the  large  number  of  persons  who  during 
the  next  three  months  will  be  buying  books  for  chil- 
dren in  larger  or  smaller  numbers.  Beginning  by 
subjects,  it  gives  the  best  children's  books  on  nearly 
one  hundred  subjects,  classified  for  the  very  young, 
for  children  from  eight  to  twelve  and  from  twelve  to 
eighteen  ;  it  arranges  juvenile  fiction  also  by  subject 
and  it  closes  with  a  long  list  of  biography.  As  it  also 
gives  references  to  magazine  articles  in  children's 
periodicals,  it  answers  the  question  which  teacher  and 
parent  is  so  often  asked  as  to  the  sources  of  informa- 
tion on  a  given  subject.  It  does  not  give  the  price  of 
books,  but  this  costs  only  a  question'at  a  book-seller's. 
Compiled  originally  by  the  late  Mr.  John  F.  Sargent 
and  completed  by  Mary  E.  and  Abby  L.  Sargent,  it 
ought  to  be  long  useful  to  a  host  of  people,  anxious 
to  gel  good  books  for  children  and  without  knowledge 
of  accessible  books  on  many  subjects. 


"  Come  Forth,"  by  Elizabeth  Stuart  Phelps  and 
Herbert  D.  Ward,  is  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  write 
a  novel  about  a  Scriptural  event — in  this  case  the 
raising  of  Lazarus.  It  is  hard  to  see  why  the  at- 
tempt was  made,and,having  been  made,  why  any  one 
should  read  it. 

#** 

Count  Tolstoi's  moral  force  and  genuine  literary 
power  are  nowhere  plainer  than  in  his  "  Gospel  Sto- 
ries," written  as  tracts  for  the  people.  To  several  of 
these  I  have  drawn  attention,  as  they  have  appeared 
separately  in  Mr.  Nathan  Haskell  Dole's  translation. 
They  have  now  been  issued  together  in  a  single  vol- 
ume.which  the  publisher  has  gathered  by  the  econom- 
ical but  slovenly  process  of  uniting  stereotyped  pages 
of  different  fonts.  Mr.  Dole  in  this,  as  in  all  his 
translation,  has  transferred  rather  than  translated  a 
number  of  Russian  terms,  and  this  now  and  then 
makes  crabbed  reading ;  but  in  his  simple  and  direct 
rendering,  the  original  strength  of  the  narrative  is  re- 
tained. It  glows  with  Tolstoi's  great  lesson  that 
Goodness  is  the  first  need  of  life,  before  faith  or  works 
or  any  such  thing.  We  are  all,  perhaps,  too  apt  to 
forget  that  Christianity  began  with  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount.  Tolstoi  seems  sometimes  to  forget  that  it  did 
not  endthtre. 
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Miss  Ruth  Ogden  has  written  a  simple,  charming 
child's  story  of  the  Revolution  in  "A  Loyal  Little  Red 
Coat,'*  and  Mr.  Harry  Ogden  has  given  it  illustra- 
tions of  faultless  accuracy  and  a  local  flavor  rare  in 
the  pictures  in  children's  books.  There  is  a  certainty 
about  all  of  these  drawings  by  Mr.  Ogden.  born  of 
his  command  of  this  field  which  makes  each  picture 
a  study  in  the  costume  of  the  time,  and  his  uniforms 
are  free  from  the  conventional  treatment  which  usually 
blends  and  mixes  some  twenty  years  together  in  re- 
producing the  military  figures  of  the  close  of  the 
Revolution. 

Mr.  Frank  R.  Stockton  has  more  of  Defoe's  power 
of  giving  fiction  the  light  and  color  of  fact  than  any 
contemporary  novelist.  He  has  hitherto  used  this 
power  to  give  relish  to  his  humor.  In  "Ardis  Cla- 
verden"  he  has  used  it  to  tell  a  straight-forward  story, 
of  the  sort  dear  to  the  confirmed  novel-reader,  for 
much  happens,  the  right  people  marry,  and  there  is 
not  an  atom  of  moral  or  motive. 

The  '^Anglomaniacs"  deserves  the  attention  it  re- 
ceived in  the  Century  magazine.  It  is  not,  in  the 
proper  sense  of  the  term  a  novel ;  but  it  contains  several 
accurate  photographs  of  current  New  York  fashionable 
life,  taken  from  a  popular  point  of  view. 

Mr.  James  Bryce  has  been  good  enough  to  say  that 
the  United  States  supplies  the  world  with  humor  in 
this  century  as  France  supplied  it  with  wit  in  the  last ; 
but  there  is  very  little  in  "Health  Guyed"  by  Mr. 
Frank  P.  W.  Bellew  to  prove  this  assertion.  Being 
issued  by  Frederick  A.  Stokes  Company  it  is  far  better 
printed  than  such  books  usually  are ;  but  save  for  this, 
it  is  on  a  level  with  the  pamphlet,  which  the  train  boy 
has  dropped  in  the  laps  of  long  suffering  Americans 
for  half  a  century  past.  There  are  certain  jokes  about 
health  and  the  doctors  which  one  always  expects  in 
such  books,  and  they  are  all  here. 


= Arthur- Leon,  Baron  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand, 
is  the  son  of  Baron  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand,  Colonel 
of  the  Second  Dragoons  and  a  general  at  his  death, 
and  his  wife,  Marie- Flore  Domon,  daughter  of  General 
Vicomte  Domon,  who  commanded  a  division  of 
cavalry  at  Waterloo,  and  whose  name  is  inscribed  on 
the  Arc  de  Triomphe.  The  author  of  "  The  Women 
of  Versailles  "  and  of  '*  The  Women  of  the  Tuileries  " 
has  pursued  simultaneously,  a  diplomatic  and  a  literary 
cairecr.  He  is  at  present  a  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of 
the. first  class,  and  takes  part,  in  this  capacity,  in  the 
work  of  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  Paris.  His 
works  comprise  thirty-one  volumes,  and  of  "The 
Women  of  Versailles,**  and  "  The  Women  of  the 
Tuileries  **  twenty-six  in  number,  four  have  been 
translated  into  English  by  T.  S.  Perry,  of  Boston. 
Oihers  are  in  course  of  preparation. 


MRS.  E.  D.  E.  N.  SOUTHWORTH.       * 
This  interesting  authoress  has  probably  written  more 
novels  than  any  one  else  now  engaged  in  the  field  of 
letters.     It  would  be  safe  to  say  that  in  this  respect 
hers  is  the  leading  record  among  English  and  Ameri- 
can writers.      She  has  published  forty-four  bound 
volumes  and  twenty-three  serials,  making  a  total  of 
sixty-seven.    She  was  born  in  Washington,  Decem- 
ber 26,  1818,  and  was  married  in    1841.    Unforeseen 
circumstances  soon  threw  her  upon  her  own  resources 
a  few  years  later,  and  she  turned  her  attention  to 
magazine  and  newspaper  writing.     Like  Mrs.  Stowe, 
she  sent  her  first  manuscript  to  the  National  Era  and 
in  1849  that  journal  began  the  publication  of  a  serial 
from  her  pen  entitled  •'  Retribution.'*    The  publica- 
tion of  this  novelette  was  scarcely  finished  when  she 
began  work  on  a  story  of  similar  nature,  and  for  many 
years  thereafter  she  wielded  a  most  prolific  pen.   Her 
works  gradually  attained  popularity,  and  in  later  years 
have  been  widely  read  in  every  section  of  the  coun- 
try.    Mrs.  Southworth's  plots  all  depend  upon  the 
more  or  less  thrilling  adventures  of  the  inevitable 
lovers  or  married  couple,  but  her  clear,  smooth-flpw- 
ing  style  of  narrative  and  intimate  acquaintance  with 
human  nature  save  her  stories  from  monotony.     Pos- 
sibly this  explains  their  hold  on  the  reading  public. 
Several  have  been  published  serially  twice,  thrice 
over,  and  have  been  sold  enormously  in  book  form. 

She  believes  "  Ishmael "  to  be  her  strongest  work, 
though  it  is  probable  that  the  one  most  popular  dur- 
ing the  time  of  its  publication  was  "  The  Hidden 
Hand."  It  excited  universal  attention  while  coming 
out  as  a  serial,  and  was  afterward  dramatized  and 
played  in  every  city,  town  and  hamlet  in  the  land. 
First  and  last,  there  have  been  forty  different  drama- 
tized versions  of  it  in  this  country,  besides  many  in 
England.  It  was  played  in  the  Grecian  Theatre, 
London,  Wilkes  Booth  taking  the  part  of  Black 
Donald. 

As  story  and  play  its  popularity  has  never  been 
exceeded  by  any  production,  except  possibly  "  Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin."  Her  works  have  been  translated  and 
published  in  the  French,  German,  Spanish  and  Italian 
languages.  She  has  never  been  abroad,  save  on 
one  occasion,  mentioned  below.  The  scenes  ot  her 
stories  are  laid  principally  in  Maryland  and  Virginia, 
though  some  are  located  in  England,  and  one  is  an 
Australian  story.  It  is  believed  **  The  Trail  of  the 
Serpent "  is  the  only  successful  attempt  at  writing  a 
book  descriptive  of  a  land,  manners,  customs  and 
people  observed  at  a  distance  of  many  thousand 
miles.  In  preparing  the  story  the  authoress  read 
everything  in  the  Mercantile  Library  of  New  York 
pertaining  to  Australia.  She  literally  saturated  her- 
self with  her  subject,  or  in  other  words,  made  her 
study  through  the  eyes  of  others.  When  we  consider 
how  few  can  correctly  observe  with  their  own  eyes, 
we  can  then  form  a  better  estimate  of  this  rare 
faculty. 
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The  Washington  Star  says :  A  wonderful  woman 
is  Mrs.  E.  D.  E.  N.  Southworth ;  wonderful  in  her 
mental  capacity  and  her  power  of  sustained  thought ; 
scarcely  less  wonderful  in  her  physical  make-up.  She 
interrupted  her  writing  one  afternoon  to  relate  to  the 
writer  the  following  from  her  experience : 

"  I  have  no  method.  I  never  did  have.  I  began 
without  knowing  I  could  write  a  novel.  My 
novels  are  all  founded  on  facts.  To  give  you  a 
dear  idea  of  how  a  novel  is  evolved  from  small  be- 
ginnings,  I  will  tell  you  about  the  writing  of  *  The 
Hidden  Hand.*  It  was  in  the  winter  of  1857  and  at 
the  very  last  of  the  year.  I  was  in  very  bad  health  ; 
my  sister  was  dying  of  consumption  ;  all  my  surround- 
ings were  depressing  to  the  last  degree,  and  yet,  in 
the  midst  of  that,. the  brightest  and  gayest  of  my 
stories  came  to  me.  I  happened  to  see  in  a  New 
York  paper  a  short  paragraph  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  a  little  nine-year-old  girl,  dressed  in  boy's  clothes 
and  selling  newspapers,  had  been  arrested.  She  was 
homeless  and  friendless,  and  was  sent  to  some  asylum 
in  Westchester  county.  That  was  the  origin  of 
Capitola.  The  newspaper  item  was  a  seed  which 
dropped  in  my  mind  and  germinated  there.  When 
the  time  came  for  me  to  write  of  it  I  had  to  make  an 
origin  for  Capitola.  I  remembered  an  incident  that 
had,  in  the  days  of  my  childhood,  occurred  just 
across  Benning*s  Bridge.  An  old  monthly  nurse  had 
been  met  one  night  by  two  masked  men,  who  blind- 
folded her  and  took  her  up  to  a  house.  Still  blind- 
folded, she  was  conducted  to  a  room  where  a  few 
hours  later  a  child  was  bom  to  a  young  woman.  The 
nurse  refused  to  make  away  with  the  child,  although 
bribes  were  offered  her.  The  young  mother  was  also 
obstinate  for  the  preservation  of  her  infant.  Finally, 
the  mother  being  discarded  by  her  family,  brought  up 
her  child,  who  was  well-known  in  Washington  and 
did  well.  That  was  the  reality  upon  which  the  birth 
of  Capitola  was  founded.  Nearly  every  adventure  of 
Capitola  came  from  real  life.  Her  bright  rejoinders 
to  Old  Hurricane  were  taken  from  many  scenes  of 
the  same  kind  between  my  sister  and  her  old  uncle 
in  Mississippi.  Her  adventure  with  Black  Donald 
was  taken  from  a  somewhat  similar  adventure,  in 
which  figured  a  woman  of  Maryland  and  a  colored 
ruffian  who,  in  1812.  was  the  terror  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. Her  duel  and  its  cause  were  also  founded  on 
fact.  Capitola's  encounter  with  Lenoir  in  the  woods 
and  the  ruse  by  which  she  escaped  was  also  taken 
from  the  adventure  and  escape  of  a  Maryland  girl. 
The  court-martial,  its  causes  and  scenes,  occurred 
during  the  Mexican  war.  The  incident  from  which  it 
was  taked  was  related  at  uncle's  dinner- table  by 
Gen.  G.  P — '-, 

"  All  these  separate  incidents,  from  the  infancy  to 
maturity  of  my  heroine,  were  like  beads ;  I  strung 
them  together. 

"  The  character  of  Old  Hurricane  might  be  seen  in 
one  in  ten  of  the  old  planters  of  Maryland  or  Virginia. 


Liberal,  kindly  at  heart,  but  overbearing  and  bluster- 
ing in  manner. 

"  It  was  while  this  story  was  going  through  the  New 
York  Ledger  and  the  London  Journal  t\i2X  I  was  in- 
vited to  England  by  the  publisher  of  the  London 
Journal  to  endeavor  to  do  something  toward  securing 
an  international  copyright.  When  we  reached  Eng- 
land  we  found  Capitola  as  popular  there  as  in  Amer- 
ica. There  were  Capitola  boats,  Capitola  race-horses, 
Capitola  hats  for  ladies  and  other  Capitola  fads.*' 

Several  years  ago  Mrs.  Southworth  went  to  live  with 
her  only  son.  Dr.  Richmond  Southworth,  of  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.,  but  recently  returned  to  Georgetown,  and  will 
mos'  likely  end  her  days  in  the  home  of  her  youth. 
Though  wonderfully  youthful  for  her  age,  she  now  does 
no  continuous  literary  work.  She  has  grown  old  grace- 
fully, has  troops  of  friends,  and  a  comfortable  fortune 
won  at  the  point  of  her  pen.  Mrs.  Southworth's  per- 
sonality has  always  been  striking.  She  is  a  trifle 
below  the  medium  height,  with  expressive,  bright, 
dark  eyes,  and  strong,  mobile  features.  Her  dark  hair 
now  touched  with  gray,  is  parted  on  the  side  and 
brushed  away  from  abroad  brow.  Though  hers  is 
still  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer,  she  is  wisely  content  to 
rest  with  the  laurels  already  won.

WEEDEN'S  HISTORY  OF  NEW  ENGLAND.

=  A  feeling  of  restlessness  has  taken  hold  of  our 
famous  fiction  writers  and  not  a  few  of  them  will  be 
found  browsing  this  winter  in  entirely  new  literary 
pastures,  Frank  Stockton,  for  example,  tears  asunder 
from  the  Century  and  his  next  serialistory  will  appear  in 
the  Atlantic  Monthly,  The  Atlantic,  if  it  gains  Stock- 
ton, loses  Charles  Egbert  Craddock,  since  that  rather 
erratic  little  woman  has  sold  her  next  novel  to  Harper* s. 
Then  Harper's  will  lose  Howell's  next  long  novel, 
which  has  been  bought  by  a  syndicate  of  newspapers. 
Scribners,  which  generally  has  the  first  **  call "  on 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson's  work,  does  not  get  the 
novelist's  "South  Sea  Letters,'*  the  exclusive  right 
to  these  having  been  bought  by  the  New  York  Sun 
for  J 1 0,000.  Sarah  Orne  Jewett  makes  her  debut  this 
winter  to  a  new  constituency  of  readers  in  the  Ladies" 
Home  Journal,  which  periodical  has  also  bought  Mrs. 
A.  D.  T.  Whitney's  next  novel.  And  thus  the  order 
for  "  all  change  "  has  seemed  to  go  along  the  literary 
line."  Edward  Bok  in  Philadelphia  Times, 


For  persons  at  all  interested  in  American  history,  and 
for  those  interested  in  the  social  order  of  our  countrj-, 
Mr.  Weeden's  book*  is  by  far  the  most  important 
book  published  this  year.  It  is  an  admirable  illus- 
tration of  history,  written  on  the  true  lines.  It  is  a 
book  which  contains  more  substantial  truth,  not  before 
accessible  by  most  readers,  than  any  book  of  Ameri- 
can history  which  has  been  published  for  many  years. 
Mr.  Weeden  is  himself  a  man  of  business,  a  large 
manufacturer  in  Rhode  Island  ;  his  tastes  are  philo- 
sophical, and  he  has,  before  this,  published,  many 
studies  bearing  on  the  social  order  of  America.  It  is 
evident  that  kc  has  been  engaged  on  this  historical 
subject  for  many  years.  He  has  been  able  to  com- 
mand the  services  of  many  assistants,  and  would 
seem  to  have  organized  the  business  of  collecting 
material  as  few  literary  men  could  do.  Here  is, 
perhaps,  one  advantage  of  training  men  to  business 
habits.  Much  more  than  half  of  the  material  used 
in  this  book  has  never  been  printed  before  *,  it  comes 
from  the  manuscript  archives  of  the  different  New 
England  States,  preserved  either  in  their  statehouses. 
their  probate  courts,  or  in  the  muniment  chambers, 
if  we  may  so  speak,  of  the  old  mercantile  families. 
It  happens,  therefore,  that  even  the  men  best  versed  in 
American  history  find,  as  they  turn  from  page  to 
page  here,  information  which  is  to  them  wholly  new. 

Having  been  at  work  in  such  lines  for  many  years 
himself,  having  had  voluminous  copies  made  for 
him  in  various  archives  of  matters  which  he  needed, 
Mr.  Weeden  then  invented  a  system  by  which  all  this 
material  should  arrange  itself  chronologically,  some- 
what as  the  cards  of  a  public  library  are  arranged.  I 
have  some  knowledge  of  the  habits  of  different  literary 
men  in  the  study  of  history,  and  I  speak,  therefore, 
with  some  confidence  when  I  say  that  no  one  else  of 
our  historians  has  ever  prepared  himself  for  his  task, 
by  a  method  which  so  thoroughly  escaped  the  terrible 
danger  which  comes  from  a  confusion  of  memory  as 
to  one's  own  materials.  Mr.  Weeden's  history  ex- 
isted, one  might  say,  before  a  word  of  it  was  written, 
in  these  annals  or  memoranda,  chronologically 
arranged,  "  each  in  its  narrow  cell."  And  from  the 
sixteenth  century  to  the  nineteenth,  when  he  came  to 
write,  he  had  at  his  command  his  material  for  any 
five  years  together ;  so  that  some  incident,  in  itself 
trivial,  say  in  a  new-born  village,  would  illustrate 
some  other  incident  which  seemed  equally  trivial, 
perhaps  in  some  other  colony  at  the  same  period. 
From  the  union  of  two  such  points,  or  maybe  of 
twenty,  he  is  able  to  make  out  an  important  deduction 
as  to  the  progress  of  civilization. 

That  progress  itself,  in  its  steadiness,  as  New  Eng- 
land shows  it,  is  really  miraculous.  That  is  the  only 
proper  word  to  be  applied  to  it ;    for  miracle  is  the

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triumph  of  spirit  over  matter.  The  history  of  New 
EDgland  is  the  history  of  what  comes  to  pass  when  a 
few  people,  who  believe  that  they  are  children  of 
God,  try  to  carry  out  God's  purposes,  even  though 
they  do  it  in  a  very  stumbling  way  and  make  a  great 
many  absurd  mistakes  in  doing  it.  The  advance  of 
New  England,  from  the  time  when  that  word  meant 
ten  or  a  dozen  wretched  fishing- hamlets  on  the 
gravelly  shore  of  a  bay  which  was  frozen  up  two  or 
three  months  in  the  year,  down  to  the  time  when 
separate  towns  of  New  England  proclaimed  war 
against  George  the  Third  and  drove  his  soldiers  out 
from  their  provinces,  is  a  most  amazing  and  majestic 
movement.  It  is  not  to  be  accounted  for  by  any 
peculiarities  of  climate  or  of  soil.  New  England  does 
export  ice  and  granite ;  it  is  said  that  these  are  the 
only  articles  which  nature  gives  her  which  she  does 
export ;  but  it  is  not  those  exports  which  give  to  her 
her  wealth.  The  wealth  and  power  of  New  England 
grew  up  by  the  success  of  her  people  in  handling  a 
great  series  of  industries,  by  their  willingness  to 
change  their  occupation,  from  time  to  time,  and  their 
success  in  accepting  new  conditions.  Now  they 
would  not  have  had  such  "  shiftiness  '*  and  such 
energy,  nor  would  they  have  commanded  such  suc- 
cess, if  they  had  not  entered  upon  the  business  they 
had  in  hand  with  a  certain  seriousness  of  motive, 
which  came  to  them  from  their  religious  convictions. 
This  moral  or  spiritual  origin  of  the  power  of  New 
England  and  of  its  steadfast  advance  comes  out  most 
curiously,  particularly  as  one  traces  what  Mr.  Wee  den 
calls  the  ''homespun  industries**  of  New  England. 
The  Crown  had  been  trying  to  suppress  all  home 
manufeictures  in  New  England  tor  a  century  and  a 
half,  as  the  English  free-traders  would  be  glad  to 
suppress  such  manufactures  there  to-day ;  and  yet  it 
proved,  when  the  Revolution  broke  out,  that  seven- 
eighths  of  the  clothing  of  New  England  was  made 
within  her  own  borders.  That  is  a  single  insignificant 
illustration  of  the  real  independence  which  had  existed 
in  those  States  from  the  beginning.  Now  it  Appears 
that  this  independence  belonged,  of  course,  to  people 
who  were  taught  every  Sunday  that  they  were  children 
of  God,  that  they  might  partake  of  His  nature,  that 
Cod  had  set  them  subduing  the  earth,  and  that  they 
must  subdue  the  earth  with  the  steadiness  and  per- 
sistency with  which  his  sun  and  tides  and  winds 
subdue  it. 

But  do  not  let  me  frighten  anybody  from  reading 
Mr.  Weeden's  book  by  the  idea  that  it  is  an  abstract 
treatise,  or  too  seriously  philosophical.  He  helps  the 
reader  all  along,  hke  a  man  working  through  a  bit  of 
woodland  which  he  knows  perfectly  well,  and  making 
it  agreeable  to  a  party  of  young  people  to  follow  in  his 
footsteps.  He  even  lifts  you  in  his  arms,  if  the  cause- 
way has  given  way,  he  offers  you  his  hand  that  you 
may  jump  over  a  stile — he  knows  a  short  cut  where 
it  is  not  worth  while  to  take  a  long  one,  and  he  is 
willing  to  sit  down  and  rest  if  the  reader  is  tired.  The 


book  is  lighted  up  all  along  with  wide-a-wake,  some- 
times with  droll,  sketches  of  the  quaint  and  queer 
people  who  have  to  do  with  the  make-up  of  New 
England.  Poor  Peter  Faneuil,  wbom  we  Boston  peo- 
ple would  like  to  make  a  demi-god  of,  comes  out  pMHf 
poorly.  It  seems  he  was  a  **  jolly  bachelor."  largely 
engaged  in  exchanging  rum  for  slaves  on  the  coast  of 
Africa,  when  he  died !  But  some  of  the  other  New 
England  heroes  fare  better.  The  sketches  of  Jonathan 
Edwards,  Ben  Franklin,  old  Judge  Sewall,  and 
several  of  the  merchants  less  known,  give  what  Mr. 
Alger  calls  a  human  pathos  to  the  book,which  belongs 
to  all  first-class  history.  The  novel- writers  and  short- 
story-tellers  will  be  taking  clews  from  it  for  the  next 
twenty  years  and  possibly  we  may  now  have  some 
historical  stories  of  New  England  which  are  not 
studied  on  French  or  English  themes.

ASPECTS  OF  THE  EARTH. 

A  Popular  Account  of  Some  Familiar  Geologi- 
cal Phenomena.  By  N.  S.  Shaler,  Professor  of 
Geology  in  Harvard  University.  Illu&trated.  New 
edition.     8vo,  $1.90;  by  mail,  ^2.13. 

This  excellently  illustrated  volume  may  as  confidently 
be  recommended  to  the  scientific  as  to  the  general 
reader.  Its  principal  merit  lies  in  the  lucid  and  in- 
teresting manner  in  which  the  globe  and  its  surround- 
ings are  shown  to  be  by  no  means  in  an  inert  condi- 
tion, but  the  resultant  of  ceaseless  changes,  massive 
and  molecular.  Absolute  rest,  indeed,  is  probably 
unknown  to  the  cosmos,  and  the  sum  of  things  is  the 
sum  of  motions,  vibrational  and  translational.  So 
far  as  our  world  is  concerned,  the  sun's  heat  and  the 
inner  heat  of  our  earth  are  the  main  ultimate  causes 
of  all  the  motional  changes  which  have  shaped  and 
modified,  and  still  shape  and  modify,  the  surface  and 
interior  of  the  globe,  and  the  movements  and  distri- 
butions of  its  envelope.  It  is  the  sun's  heat  which 
lifts  the  watery  vapors  from  the  seas,  and  gives  birth 
to  the  air- cur  rents  which  carry  the  clouds  over  the 
land  to  fall  in  rain  that,  gathering  into  streams  and 
rivers,  sculptures  out  the  valleys  and  the  hills,  bears 
down  stones,  sand,  and  sediment  to  form  geological 
strata,  or,  solidified  into  massive  ice-coverings,  gp'inds 
the  earth's  surface  into  drift  and  mud.  In  this  way 
the  land  is  being  gradually  washed  down  into  the  sea, 
and  were  the  process  unhindered,  the  earth  in  time, 
as  Alfred  de  Musset  says  : 

'* ntf  ^,  sans  barbe  ni  cheveux, 

Comme  un  grand  potiron  roulerait  dans  les  cieux," 

but  covered  with  an  even  depth  of  ocean.  Fortunately, 
however,  for  terrestrial  life,  the  action  of  the  earth's 
own  heat  is  antagonistic  to  that  of  the  sun's  heat.  In 
its  passage  from  the  centre,  where  it  is  measurable 
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Canon  of  the  Colorado.

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only  in  tens  of  thousands  of  degrees,  to  the  exterior 
of  the  globe,  the  earth's  heat  traverses  strata  within 
some  thirty  miles  of  the  surface  which  still  retain 
more  or  less  of  the  water  of  deposition,  and  this 
occluded  water,  in  the  state  of  intensely  super-heated 
steam,  distending  the  vast  masses  of  rock  with  irre- 
sistible force,  causes,  together  with  secular  contrac- 
tion, the  various  motions  of  the  solid  crust,  slow  or 
sudden,  which  lift  up  continents,  or  tracts  ot  land,  or 
coast-lines,  or  detached  islands,  at  such  a  rate  that 
the  struggle  between  denudating  and  elevatmg 
agencies  results  in  the  partial  victory  of  the  land, 
realized  in  the  configuration  of  land  and  ocean  as  we 
see  it ;  but  whether  or  not  the  victory  be  of  a  per- 
manent character,  no  one  can  yet  say.  Several 
most  interesting  chapters  of  the  book  deal  in  detail 
with  the  origin  and  life-history,  so  to  speak,  of  rivers 
and  river-valleys,  winds  and  storms,  and  will  be  easily 
understood  and  appreciated  by  the  least  scientific 
reader,  though  possibly  he  will  find  those  treating  of 
the  stability,  or  rather  the  instability,  of  terra  firma, 
and  of  the  causes  and  effects  of  volcanic  action,  more 
dramatic,' and  so  more  attractive.     Saturday  Review, 


RUBINSTEIN. 

Autobiography  of  Anton  Rubinstein,  1829-1889. 
Translated  from  the  Russian  by  Alme  Delano.  "With 
poitrait.  '  izmo,  75  cents ;  by  mail,  82  cents. 

Rubinstein  tells  us,  his  "  future  biographer  will  not 
even  enjoy  the  pleasure  of  collecting  my  correspond- 
ence, since  it  has  absolutely  no  existence.  I  am  not 
a  friend  to  the  pen,  and  especially  do  I  dislike  letter- 
^itihg.**  Nevertheless,  he  consented,  a  year  or  two 
ago,  to  tell  the  story  of  his  life,  and  a  stenographer 
vas  engaged  to  take  down  this  autobiographic  inter- 
^cw.  The  result  is  the  present  narrative,  which, 
sketchy  and  meagre  as  it  is  in  many  places  where  we 
should  be  delighted  to  have  further  information,  is  yet 
full  of  interesting  comments  and  suggestions. 

It  cannot  but  be  a  matter  of  satisfaction  for  Ameri- 
cans to  learn  from  Rubinstein  that  his  tour  in  this 
country  laid  the  foundation  of  his  prosperity.  In  his 
early  days  he  gave  lessons  at  a  cheap  rate,  and  for  a 
year  and  a  half  lived  in  an  attic  in  Vienna — often 
suffering  the  pangs  of  hunger — ^till  Liszt  took  pity  on 
him.  It  was  Liszt  who  advised  Rubinstein's  Russian 
teacher,  Villoing,  to  take  him  to  Germany  to  complete 
liis musical  education.  "At  this  time,"  he  says,  "  I 
was  a  devoted  imitator  of  Liszt,  of  his  manners  and 
movements,  his  trick  of  tossing  back  his  hair,  his  way 
of  holding  his  hands,  of  all  the  peculiar  movements  of 
his  playing;  which  naturally  called  forth  a  smile  from 
those  who  had  heard  Liszt,  and  perhaps  also  increased 
the  interest  felt  in  the  boy  virtuoso."  Yet  when,  a  little 
liter,  he  called  on  Liszt  in  Vienna,  he  was  somewhat 
coldly  received,  and  was  told  to  remember  that  a 
talented  man  must  win  the  goal  of  his  ambition  by  his 
own    unassisted    efforts;  which,     says    Rubinstein, 


"estranged  me  from  him."  Two  months  later,however, 
Liszt  called  on  him,  was  shocked  at  the  evidence  of 
poverty  in  his  room,  "  and  in  the  most  friendly  man- 
ner invited  me  to  dine  with  him  the  same  day — a 
most  welcome  invitation,  since  the  pangs  of  hunger 
had  been  gnawing  me  for  several  days.  After  this  I 
was  always  on  good  terms  with  Liszt  until  the  time;of 
his  death." 

During  this  period  his  compositions  did  not  bring 
him  in  anything  worth  mentioning,  and,  like  a  spring 
poet,  he  had  to  consider  himself  lucky  if  he  found  a 
publisher  willing  to  print  them  at  all.  Even  later, 
when  his  lessons  paid  better  and  his  concerts  were 
well  attended,  he  led  an  artist's  Bohemian  life,  the 
result  of  which  was  "  feasting  when  money  was  plenty,

and  going  hungry  when  it  was  gone.''  In  1847  he 
was  on  the  point  of  emigrating  to  America  with  tw 
musical  friends,  but  was  dissuaded  by  Dehn,  his 
teacher  in  the  theory  of  music.  It  was  twenty-five 
years  after  this  that  he  was  offered  $40,000  to  make  a 
concert  tour  in  America  with  Wieniawski.  He 
accepted,  and  gave  215  concerts  in  this  country. 

It  was  his  admiration  of  German  music,  combined 
with  his  German  name,  that  caused  Rubinstein,  oddly 
enough,  as  he  says,  to  be  considered  a  German  in 
Russia,while  in  Germany  he  was  regarded  as  a  Russian. 
In  art  he  is  a  true  cosmopolite ;  and  while  his  orchestral 
music  roots  in  Beethoven,  Schumann,  and  Mendels- 
sohn, and  his  piano  compositions  in  Chopin,  his  spirit 
is  Russian  and  his  rhythms  and  intervals  often  Orien- 
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tal.     Even  to  Italian  influence  he  was  open,  at  least  in 
his  early  years,  for  he  says  that  Rubini's     r\ 
singing  produced  so   powerful  an  effect     ^ 
on  his  senses  that  he  strove  to  imitate 
the  sound  of  his  voice  in  his  playing.    His 
special  idol  to-day  seems  to 
be   Chopin :   "  One  thing  is 
beyond  denial — all  that  en- 
chanted us,  all  that  we  loved, 
respected,  worshipped,   and 
admired,    has    ended    with 
Chopin." 

Rubinstein,  like  Liszt,  was 
always  ready  to  assist  the 
poor  and  help  along  needy 
students,  and  in  the  course 
of  twenty  years  the  proceeds 
of  his  charity  concerts 
amounted  to  no  less  than 
30o,cxy5  rubles.  But  aside 
from  his  work  ^s  a  com- 
poser, his  most  valuable  ser- 
vices to  art  have  been  of  a 
patriotic  kind.     Thirty  years  ^  ^

society,  and  the  state  of  public  feeling  on  the 
subject  may  be  inferred  from  the  remark  of  a 
lady  who  brought  her  daughter  to  Rubinstein  to 
be  educated  in  the  Conservatory,  which  he  had 
helped  to  found.  Rubinstein  informed  her  that  all  the 
lessons  were  given  in  Russian,  whereupon  she  ex- 
claimed, "What!  music  in  Russian !  What  an  original 
idea  !'*  The  Conservatory  soon  became  popular — too 
popular,  indeed,  to  suit  Rubinstein,  who  thought  when 
the  number  of  pupils  had  risen  to  700  that  the  Conser- 
vatory was  in  danger  of  becoming  a  music-factory 
instead  of  a  music-school.  Parents  also  seemed  to  look 
upon  it  as  a  sort  of  asylum  for  weak-minded  children, 
good  for  nothing  else,  and  a  resort  for  young  men 
anxious  to  secure  exemption  from  two  years*  military 
duty  by  means  of  an  easily  won  diploma.  But  to-day 
Russian  music  and  Russian  musicians  are  honored 
everywhere,  at  home  and  abroad,  and  for  this  change 
Rubinstein  is  very  largely  responsible.  Nation,

MIS  is  a  charming  story  of  child  life 
in  New  York  a  hundred  years 
ago.  which  can  but  take  a 
leading  place  among  the  holi- 
day and  gift  books  of  the  sea- 
son, its  material  form  being 
quite  worthy  of  the  admirable 
juvenile  tale  itself,  by  Ruth 
Ogden,    (Mrs.    Charles   W. 
Ide,     of    Brooklyn).      It   is 
a    goodly    and    sumptuous 
quarto,   in  undressed  leath- 
er, with    metal   corners,  or 
otherwise  in  cloth  binding, 
brilliantly  embellished  with 
one  of  King  George's  uni- 
formed grenadiers  and  a  little 
girl,  the  latter  being  the  hon- 
est little  heroine  of  the  tale. 
.  Hazel    Boniface.      To    say 
that  the  story  pushes  "  Little 
Lord  Fauntleroy"  close  in  interest  would  be  imperfea 
praise.     It  has  an   even  fresher  charm  of  simplicity 
in  its  characterizations  as  well  as  a  greater  one  in  its 
historic  revivals  ;  and,  in  illustration,  rarely  has  any 
artist  succeeded  as  Mr.  H.  A.  Ogden  has  done  in  this 
beautiful  volume  in  reproducing  revolutionary  times 
and   people,  with  the  right  touch  of  imagination  or 
fancy  added.    Though  remindmg  one  of  Darley,  his 
pencil  has  quite  its  own  individuality  and  spirit  in 
treatment.    The  author  could  not  have  chosen  a  hap- 
pier subject  for  juvenile  reading  at  this  time,  at  once 
of  centennial  pride  and  of  national  toleration  for  mis- 
taken loyalty  to  other  than  strictly  American  interests, 
than  the  British  loyalism  of  a  century  ago,  as  it  ap- 
peared at  its  best  in  the  delightful  little  maid  whose 
story  she  tells.     Nor  could  the  subject  have  been 
more  cleverly  treated,  making  due  allowance  for  the 
inevitable  anachronisms  that  will  creep   into  even  a 
careful  handling  of  such  historic  details  as  the  author 
has  evidently  sought  with  diligence.    "  A  Loyal  Little 
Red  Coat"  is  full  of  such  realism  as  is  possible  in  his- 
toric writing,  in  its  allusions  to  the  circus  of  the  time 
represented  ;  to  the  prison -ships  which  furnished  the 
martyrs  whom  we  now  commemorate  yearly,  and  yet 
hope  to  honor  fitly  with  a  monument ;  to  the  brilliant 
soldier  and  statesman,  Hamihon,  whose  successful 
defense  of  a  Tory  client  reminds  us  of  the  more  mod- 
ern patriot,  Greeley,  and  his  sacrifice  of  popularity  to 
defend  Jefferson  Davis  ;  and  to  other  incidents  and 
scenes  of  the  time.

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TRACKING  DISEASE. 

Dust  and  its  Dangers.  By  T.  Mitchell  Prudden, 
M.D.,  author  of  •*  The  Story  of  the  Bacteria."  i6mo, 
60  cents ;  by  mail,  6S  cents. 

To  residents  of  a  city,  Dr.  Prud den's  recent  pub- 
lication will  be  of  absorbing  interest.  Dr.  Prudden 
has  examined  the  dust  in  specimen  volumes  of  air  in 
different  parts  of  the  town  under  varying  circum- 
stances, and  he  presents  a  startling  analysis  of  the 
stuff  with  which  New  Yorkers  habitually  feed  their 
lungs.  This  he  compares  with  similar  results  reached 
by  other  investigators  in  other  cities,  and  then  shows 
how  the  dust  we  breathe  in  is  almost  wholly  account- 
able for  many  of  the  worst  diseases. 


of  the  other  diseases  named,  investigations  have  gone 
far  enough  to  make  a  similar  assumption  reasonably 
sure.  Therefore  the  question  of  dust  becomes  one 
of  vast  importance  to  others  besides  the  scrupulous 
housekeeper. 

Dust,  Dr.  Prudden  says,  does  not  hurt  people  much 
unless  it  contains  the  bicteria  which  develop  disease. 
The  human  breathing  apparatus  is  provided  with 
many  means  of  waylaying  dust  and  expelling  it.  A 
great  deal  of  dust,  nevertheless,  enters  the  lungs,  and 
streaks  and  blackens  them.  People  who  live  in  dusty 
communities  are  likely  to  get  chronic  coughs  and  to 
become  extremely  subject  to  colds,  but  otherwise  will 
not  suffer  from  dust  only.    As  for  bacteria,  very  few,

Most  persons  have  doubtless  never  supposed  that 
dust  was  anything  more  than  extremely  disagreeable. 
But  Dr.  Prudden  declares  that  it  is  responsible  for 
consumption  and  diphtheria,  and  probably  to  a  con- 
siderable degree  responsible  for  small-pox,  yellow 
fever,  Asiatic  cholera,  typhoid  fever,  scarlatina 
measles,  pneumonia,  and  erysipelas.  In  fact,  every 
infectious  disease  can  be  communicated  from  person 
to  person  through  dust,  and  several  of  our  worst 
diseases,  consumption  among  them,  could  be  wholly 
eradicated  if  dust  could  be  wholly  suppressed.  It  has 
been  developed  in  the  last  few  years  that  infectious 
diseases  are  communicated  only  through  those  minute 
animal  cells  known  to  scientists  as  bacteria.  Even 
consumption,  which  has  heretofore  been  supposed 
to  be  a  hereditary  disease,  is  '*  caught,"  in  the  same 
sense  as  other  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  are. 
A  person  may  inherit  a  condition  of  body  that  is 
peculiarly  susceptible  to  the  growth  of  consumption 
bacille,  but  although  he  comes  of  a  family  line 
of  consumptives,  he  will  never  have  the  disease 
himself  unless  he  sometimes  breathes  into  his  lungs 
with  the  dust  of  the  house  or  street  the  fatal  germ 
of  consumption.  Dr.  Prudden  says  that,  as  far  as 
consumption  is  concerned,  this  fact  has  been  proved 
beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt,  and  that  in  the  cases 


indeed,  will  live  at  all  in  the  human  lungs,  and  many 
that  do  exist  for  a  few  days  or  weeks  are  harmless.  Of 
the  bacteria  whose  natural  home  is  the  human  body, 
and  which  produce  disease,  the  vast  majority  which 
enter  the  lungs  do  not  find  a  suitable  resting  place  and 
die.  Still,  many  others  live,  as  is  attested  by  the  fact 
that  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cases  of  death  in  New 
York  are  attributable  to  consumption,  to  say  nothing 
of  deaths  by  other  diseases  due  to  the  breathing  in  of 
dust.  Tubercle  bacilli,  as  the  consumption  germ  is 
known,  gets  in  the  air  from  the  dried  expectorations 
of  consumptive  patients,  and  may  be  encountered  any 
day  on  any  street,  or  in-doors.  Dr.  Prudden  solemnly 
declares  several  times  in  his  book  that  consumption  is 
a  "  strictly  preventable  disease."  But  to  prevent  it 
we  must  teach  consumptives  to  burn  their  expectora- 
tions and  have  our  streets  decently  cleaned.  The 
microscopic  germs  of  many  frightful  diseases  lie  in 
every  dirty  gutter  and  on  every  dusty  sidewalk  in 
New  York,  generally  clinging  to  particles  of  innoxious 
dust.  Every  current  of  wind  that  flings  dust  in  the 
faces  of  passers-by  flaunts  death.  Most  of  them 
never  reach  a  resting  place,  but  the  city's  death  rate 
shows  how  many  do.  The  danger  can  be  estimated 
from  the  fact  that  the  average  man  draws  thirty  cubic 
inches  of  air  into  his  lungs  at  every  breath.  N,  K  Sun, 
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*'  Dust  and  Its  Dangers  '*  is  a  valuable  summary 
of  what  is  known  regarding  the  subject,  with  especial 
reference  to  it  bearing  upon  pulmonary  consumption. 
Not  being  an  alarmist,  but  a  keen-eyed  physician,  Dr. 
Prudden*s  book  should  speed  the  housewife  on  her 
task  of  keeping  the  house  sweet  and  pure  from  dust 


The  suggestions  for  avoiding  the  spread  of  "  con- 
sumption of  the  lungs  "  are  in  accordance  with  sound 
hygienic  principles. 

The  monograph  is  written  in  simple  and  untechni- 
cal  language  that  can  be  understood  by  any  reader.

Judge  Sessions  writes  as  simply  and  to  the  point  as  if 
be  were  not  president  of  the  Ohio  Historical  and 
Archaeological  Society,  and  therefore  at  liberty  to 
print  long  and  involved  stories  of  nothing  in  particu- 
lar. He  does  not  give  much  space  to  the  Yellowstone 
region,  but  his  descriptions  of  Alaska  contain  many 
interesting  details  which  have  escaped  other  visitors.

A  STOCKTON  ROMANCE. 

Ardis  Claverden.  By  Frank  R.- Stock- 
ton.    i2mo,  $1.10 ;  by  mail,  I1.24. 

The  reading  public  is  so  accustomed  to 
expecting  burlesques  and  other  literary 
oddities  from  Mr.  Stockton's  pen  that  it 
is  only  fair  to  all  concerned  to  say  that 
"  Ardis  Claverden  '*  does  not  pretend  to 
be  funny  or  whimsical  or  anything  else 
which  a  novel  should  not  be.  It  is  a 
romance  of  life  in  Virginia,  and  does  not 
depart  in  manner  from  romances  in  gen- 
eral, except  an  entire  freedom  from  gush 
and  other  intensities  and  unnaturalnesscs, 
without  which  some  writers  think  no  novel 
complete.  It  contains  plenty  of  humor, 
but  all  of  an  everyday  kind,  such  as  con- 
versation is  continually  developing,  but 
which  novelists  seldom  know  how  to 
adapt :  besides  this  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  fun  in  Mr.  Stockton's  own  way  of  put- 
ting things.  None  of  the  characters  is 
unusual,  though  many  of  them  are  beings 
whom  no  one  but  the  author  would  have 
found  available  for  a  novel.  The  most 
interesting  of  them  all  is  the  heroine,  an  entirely 
natural,  sensible,  healthy  young  woman  without 
a  bit  of  the  flirt  in  her  composition,  yet  her  admirers 
are  almost  numberless ;  there  was  a  plethora  of  young 
men  in  the  neighborhood,  and  each  seemed  to  fall  in 
love  with  Ardis  as  a  matter  of  course ;  partly,  perhaps, 
because  she  had  announced  her  resolve  never  to  marry. 
None  of  the  characters  is  complex  or  abnormal ;  few 
of  them  seem  interesting  at  first  sight,  yet  the  author 
manages  them  so  well  that  the  reader  would  not 
willingly  spare  any  of  them.  Many  are  odd,  not 
because  they  differ  from  men  and  women  in  general, 
but  because  the  author  makes  much  of  peculiarities 
that  are  not  necessary  to  the  development  of  the  plot. 
This  may  not  be  the  best  way  of  writing  a  novel,  but 
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the  writer  who  can  make  his  characters  interesting  to 
the  reader  can  afTord  to  snap  his  finders  at  the  critic 
who  insists  that  there  is  but  one  way  of  writing  a  story. 
Among  the  characters  are  four  young  Englishmen, 
who  have  been  sent  to  Virginia  to  learn  farming — 
gentlemen  farming— and  grow  up  with  the  country  ; 
they  are  decent  fellows,  with  plenty  of  muscle  and 
good  intentions,  but  they  are  about  as  amusing  and 
inconsequent  in  their  doings  as  a  lot  of  puppies  at 
play.  Another  type  of  being  whom  the 
author  analyzes  with  care  and  apparent 
indulgent  affection  is  the  Southerner, 
who  finds  sitting  on  a  fence  the  most 
congenial  of  occupations.  There  is  no 
lack  of  incident,  in  spite  of  the  very  leis- 
urely beginning  of  the  tale,  and  as  there 
arc  nearly  five  hundred  pages  there  is  no 
lack  of  story.  **  Ardis  Claverden  **  is  not 
a  book  to  delight  the  class  of  young 
women  upon  whom  all  novelists  are  sup- 
posed to  keep  an  eye  while  writing,  but 
it  will  grreatly  please  a  very  large  class 
of  men  and  women  who  are  not  old  and 
for  whom  scarcely  any  one  ever  thinks 
to  write  a  story — ^the  class  that  has 
learned  that  love  is  not  the  only  senti- 
ment in  human  nature,  and  that  there 
are  people  who  can  be  interesting  with- 
out being  in  love.

THE  HOME  OF  JAMES  RUSSELL  LOWELL.

For  nearly  fifty  years  we 
have  had  the  "  Concordance"  of  Mary 
Cowden  Clarke,  a  work  compiled  with 
infinite  care  and  pains,  and,  so  far  as  its 
plan  goes,  exhaustive.  It  has  been  ot 
immense  help  to  readers  in  running  down 
and  locating  imperfectly  remembered 
quotations,  but  it  has  this  one  disadvan- 
tage—it cannot  be  used  as  an  independ- 
ent work.  The  student  who  turns  to  it 
for  aid  must  have  his  Shakspeare  by  its 
side  for  Yeferencc.  And  here  is  where 
the  new  Concordance  makes  its  value  felt.  Where 
Mrs.  Clarke  gives  only  the  catch-word  of  the 
quotation,  Mr.  Bartlett  gives  the  quotation  in  full, 
so  that  reference  to  the  plays  themselves  is  in  most 
cases  unnecessary.  The  text  on  which  the  work 
is  based  is  that  adopted  by  William  George  Clark 
and  William  Aldis  Wright  in  the  Globe  edition  of 
Shakspeare,  and  followed  by  Dr.  William  J.  Rolfe  in 
hb  admirable  edition  published  by  the  Harpers. 
The  woik,  when  completed,  will  contain  1650 
closely  printed  royal  octavo  pages,  or  more  than 
tfrtde  as  much  matter  iais  Mrs.  Clarke's.

crowned  with  its  beautiful  marble  tower,  is  seen  sil- 
houetted against  the  sky,  on  the  dark  foliage  of  the 
trees  on  farther  heights  beyond.  A  central  hall 
opens  on  one  side  into  the  dining-room  and  on  the 
other  into  a  large  room,  beyond  which,  connected  with 
two  doors,  one  on  either  side  of  the  fireplace  is  the 
library,  stored  with  books,  not  in  any  well  regulated 
fashion,  like  the  uniform  sets  collected  by  a  new 
millionaire,  but  a  library  that  has  grown,  the  direct 
result  of  generations  of  book-lovers.  Not  so  very 
large  is  it,  however — some  4,000  volumes — for  in 
the  generation  immediately  preceding  the  poet  a 
few  books  went  a  great  way  in  life,  and  seemed  to 
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produce  results  whose  greatness  was  in  inverse  ratio 
to  their  number. 

In  an  upper  room,  which  is  Mr.  LowelFs  study, 
books  abound  again.  The  collection  i^  rich,  however, 
in  old  French  poetry,  in  all  poetry,  indeed,  but  in  that 
of  the  French  romantic  period  peculiarly  so.  There 
is  also  a  copy  of  the  First  Shakespeare  folio  and  many 
another  and  rare  volume  or  edition.  Although  Mr. 
Lowell  is,  by  general  consent,  a  representative  man 
of  letters,  his  life  has  not  been  exclusively  that  of  the 
poet,  as  Tennyson's,  for  instance,  has  been.  For 
many  years  an  exacting  Harvard  professorship ;  for 
many  years  the  not  less  exacting  duties  of  the  editor 
of  a  magazine  (the  Atlantic  Monthly),  and  of  later 
years  an  important  and  brilliant  diplomatic  place — 
all  these  have  called  the  poet  from  his  songs  to  a 
degree  that  leads  one  not  to  wonder  that  he  has  not 
produced  more,  but  that  he  has  produced  so  much  of 
that  which  possesses  poetic  immortality.

A  LIBRARY  OF  AMERICAN  LITERATURE 

Vol.  XI. 

This  is  the  Bnal  number  of  the  most  thorough  and 
competent  attempt  which  has  been  made  to  produce  a 
really  representative  '*  Library  "  of  American  litera- 
ture. The  compilation  by  Edmund  Clarence  Stedman 
and  Ellen  Mackay  Hutchinson,  was  begun  seven 
years  ago,  in  1883.  Volumes  I-lII  appeared  in  May, 
1888.  In  character  and  design  ihe  work  from  the  first 
volume  to  the  eleventh  is  historical.  The  editors  have 
not  undertaken  to  prepare  an  anthology  of  American 
literature  so  much  as  to  compile  for  cultivated  and 
even  professional  readers  a  reference  hoJk  which 
should  fairly  represent  American  literature  in  the 
various  stages  of  its  development.  It  is  very  properlv 
called  by  them  a  '*  Library  of  American  Literature.** 
The  work  is  richest  so  far  as  the  number  of  pieces 
(not  of  pages)  is  concerned  in  poetry.  History  comes 
next ;  then  fiction,  followed  closely  by  *'  Noted 
Sayings "  and  theology.  The  number  of  authors 
represented  is  i  ,207.  The  number  of  actual  selections 
is  2,671.  The  number  of  different  topical  subjects 
represented  in  these  selections  is  forty-four. 

The  eleven  volumes  of  this  library  constitute  a 
literary  whole  which  exhibits  the  history  of  the  coun- 
try as  it  is  embodied  in  its  literature.  The  political 
life  and  passion  of  the  national  history  throb  in  the 
patriotic  songs  and  lyrics.  The  pulse  of  the  people 
at  any  period  can  be  counted  in  the  orations.  Their 
religious  opinion  is  incorporated  in  the  sermons. 
The  essayists,  the  historians  and  the  men  of  letters 
generally,  each  in  his  own  way,  contribute  something 
to  the  permanent  result.  Every  student  may  miss  in 
the  compilation  many  of  his  own  favorites  in  prose  or 
verse,  but  no  student  will  fail  to  find  a  fair  and  in- 
telligible literary  representation  of  the  successive 
periods  of  our  national  life.  The  final  or  the  eleventh 
volume  covers  the  difficult  but  interesting  period  from 


1861,  and,  allowing  for  all  the  inevitable  omissions 
which  must  be  expected  in  such  a  work,  is  an  ample 
and  most  valuable  representation  of  the  literary  work 
and  workers  of  the  present  generation.  The  editors 
have  done  good  work  as  far  as  it  goes  in  tracing  up 
the  sayings  that  have  caught  the  fancy  of  the  Ameri- 
can people,  and  which  may  be  said  to  hold  a  more  or 
less  permanent  place  in  their  literature.  We  wish 
there  was  more  of  it,  that  it  was  more  systematic  and 
the  titular  introductions  omitted.  The  sayings  traced 
to  the  same  author  should  in  every  case  be  grouped 
together.  The  148  royal  octavo  pages  of  short 
biographies  of  all  authors  represented  in  the  eleven 
volumes  are  a  useful  addition  for  which  every  one  who 
uses  the  work  will  be  grateful.  They  are  the  good 
work  of  Mr.  Arthur  Stedman,  the  poet's  son.  We 
should  not  close  our  notice  without  alluding  to  the 
general  index  at  the  end  of  this  volume,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  deft  and  generally  useful  examples  of  in- 
dexing we  have  lately  examined.

=The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Nation  writes  of 
Bourget,  author  of  *'  Mensonges,"  *'  Coeur  de  Femme," 
etc. :  "Among  the  rising  stars  of  the  day  I  must  cite 
one  as  deserving  special  mention,  viz.,  M.  Paul 
Bourget.  Like  many  of  our  most  successful  wi  iters, 
Bourget  came  out  of  the  £cole  Normale,  the  school 
which  trains  the  professors  of  the  French  University. 
He  soon  abandoned  the  routine  of  public  education, 
and  first  published  critical  articles  on  our  best  French 
writers.  These  articles  were  marked  by  a  very  deli- 
cate taste  and  a  peculiar  refinement  of  style  and  of 
thought.  Literary  criticism  is  not,  however,  the  road 
to  popularity  nor  to  pecuniary  success,  and  Bourget 
began  to  write  novels.  He  struck  immediately  a 
new  vein :  his  novels  are  not  sensational ;  his  stories 
are  of  the  most  simple  sort.  They  are  not  compli- 
cated ;  they  are  simply  the  development  of  the  most 
ordinary  passions,  but  this  development  is  accom- 
panied by  the  most  subtle  analysis :  Bourget's  novels 
may  be  called  psychological  novels. 

*•  Nobody  has  ever  better  understood  what  may  be 
called  the  fatality  of  passion.  It  is  with  an  almost 
painful  minuteness  that  Bourget  describes  the  strug- 
gles of  the  human  will  with  the  human  instinct,  of 
conscience  and  duty  with  the  irresistible  movements 
of  the  carnal  heart.  In  this  sense,  Boturget  may  be 
classed  in  the  realistic  school,  for  he  is  a  keen 
observer  and  only  describes  what  he  has  observed, 
but  he  is  not  a  realist  of  the  Zola  school.  He  cares 
little  for  material  details,  he  indulges  little  in  descrip- 
tions of  things ;  the  milieu  in  which  his  heroes  and 
heroines  move  only  interests  him  by  its  relation  to  the 
state  of  their  souls.  This  tendency  gives  to  all  his 
works  a  spiritual  character;  thoughts  and  feelings 
interest  him  more  than  anything  else."

The    usefulness  of  a  summary   of  what  is  known 
concerning   the    ancient    inhabitants    of    America 
accounts  for  a  new  edition  of  the  work  by  the  Marquis 


de  Nadaillac.  The  volume,  edited  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Dall 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  appeared  six  years 
ago,  a  few  years  after  the  French  original.  This 
does  not  consist,  it  may  as  well  be  confessed,  in 
any  originality  of  views  on  the  author's  part.  Nor 
would  it  be  quite  true  to  say  that  he  has  shown,  to 
any  remarkable  decree,  a  critical  mind,  separating 
the  true  from  the  mlse,  the  exag£[eration  from  the 
kernel  of  truth.  He  is  an  intelligent,  industrious 
writer,  rather  than  a  suggestive  or  original  one. 
But  he  has  gathered  up  much  that  is  worth 
retaining  from  the  works  of  Americanists  of 
various  degrees  of  credibility,  and  placed  the  material 
clearly  before  the  reader.  This  translation  is  a  fiair 
one,  and  the  editorship  of  Mr.  Dall  adds  a  fartor 
greatly  needed,  namely,  the  knowledge  of  more 
recent  phrases  of  the  study  of  prehistoric  America. 
The  book  is  profusely  illustrated  with  cuts  from  the 
volumes  of  John  L.  Stephens,  Count  Waldec, 
Charnay,  Squier,  and  otner  standard  authors, 
together  with  a  few  pictures  of  extinct  animals  whose 
remains  have  been  found  associated  with  relics  of 
human  industry.  Considering  the  abundance  of 
such  material,  it  would  be  hard  to  say  where  an  editor 
should  stop.  By  way  of  comparison,  rock  engravings 
from  Algiers  and  South  Africa  have  been  added,  and 
for  a  better  understanding  of  the  cliff  dwellings  we 
get  a  view  of  a  caHon  of  the  Colorado  River,  while 
the  condition  of  nomad  Indians  is  shown  in  a  picture 
of  an  Indian  camp  made  up  of  the  rudest  tepees.

The  entire 
biography  proper  is  here,  and  with  it  a  copious  analy- 
sis of  his  work  from  the  time  when,  as  an  apothecary's 
apprentice,  he  pestled  medicines  and  turned  out 
photic  poetry  in  the  small  seaport  town  of  Grimstad 
to  the  era  of  ••  The  DolPs  House  '*  and  the  other 
doctrinal  dramas,  which  to  some  critics  suggest 
themselves  as  ep>och-making  and  great,  and  to  others 
\  merely  as  tedious.  The  Norwegian  biographer  is 
I  one  of  Ihosc  who  regard  Ibsen  as  an  epoch-maker. 
He  calls  attention  to  the  rush  of  young  German  play- 
wrights in  the  Ibsen  footsteps,  and  intimates  that  the 
analytical  drama  has  come  to  stay,  and  perhaps  to 
overwhelm.  Ibsen  at  62  is  a  man  in  robust  health, 
has  a  fine  appetite,  is  not  afraid  of  draught  or  wet,  and 
works  hard.  Rising  at  7,  he  spends  an  hour  or  two 
at  dressing,  walking  about,  and  revolving  his  literary 
I  f^ns  between  garments ;  then  a  nibble  of  bread  and 
t  half  a  cup  of  black  coffee,  followed  by  four  hours  of 
writing.  At  i  o'clock  he  takes  a  short  walk,  and 
then  dinner.  TTic  afternoon  is  spent  in  reading. 
Supper  is  li^ht,  and  he  goes  to  bed  early.  In  his 
honrs  of  writing  he  paces  up  and  down  through  three 
or  four  rooms,  taking  a  pull  at  a  pipe  of  tobacco  every 
now  and  then,  but  at  other  times  he  never  smokes. 
In  this  interval  of  work  he  wants  to  be  alone.  His 
wife  is  the  only  one  whose  presence  does  not  disturb 
him,  and  even  she  keeps,  out  of  his  way  as  much  as 
possible.  Most  of  his  writmg  is  done  in  the  summer ; 
in  the  winter  he  makes  plans.  His  manuscript  gets 
three  revisions  at  least,  and  he  writes  out  a  clean 
copy  for  the  printer.  In  the  presence  of  two  or  three 
he  is  firee  in  conversation,  but  among  many  he  feels 
a  "shyness  of  soul  '*  which  keeps  him  silent.  Since 
his  departure  from  the  uncongenial  literary  atmos- 
phere of  Christiania,  in  1864,  he  has  led  a  quiet  and 
contented  domestic  life  in  Germany  and  Italy,  his 
femfly  consisting  of  his  wife,  and,  until  1888,  or  there- 
abouu,  his  son.  Dr.  Sigurd  Ibsen,  who  then  became 
an  attach^  of  the  Swedish-Norwegian  legation  at 
Washington.

In  these  days  of  unclean  fiction  it  is  quite  refreshing 
and  purifying  to  the  mind  to  chance  upon  an  old- 
fashioned  story  of  piracy,  theft  and  murder.    The 
details  may  be  brutal  and  the  actors  brutes,  but  the 
villains  ar*»  entirely  lacking  in  hypocrisy  ;  they  never 
try  to  make  a  vice  appear  romantic  nor  do  they  steal 
the  livery  of  heaven  to  serve  the  devil  in. 

Fellow's  adventures  form  a  story  of  this  kind.  The 
author  was  an  English  sailor-boy  who  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century  was  captured  with 
such  of  his  shipmates  as  had  not  been  killed,  and 
carried  into  Morocco  and  slavery.  He  found  plenty 
of  companions  in  misery,  for  stealing  foreigners  afloat, 
with  the  hope  of  having  them  ransomed  at  a  high 
figure,  was  one  of  the  favorite  industries  of  the  Barbary 
coast  in  those  days  and,  indeed,  for  almost  a  century 
longer,  as  some  of  our  own  naval  ofiicers  and  sailors 
once  learned  to  their  great  discomfort.  While  await- 
ing ransom  the  captives  were  compelled  to  work  and 
treated  with  far  greater  cruelty  than  ever  was  charged 
against  American  slaveholders.  Pellow  delivers  a 
"  plain,  unvarnished  tale."  He  tells  a  few  horrible 
stories  and  many  strange  ones,  which  may  have 
seemed  sailors'  yarns  when  the  book  first  appeared, 
more  than  a  hundred  vears  ago,  but  which  have 
been  fairly  proved  in  later  years.  These  stories 
seem  to  show  that  to  be  instantly  killed  was  a 
rare  bit  of  good  fortune  in  Morocco.  But  he 
does  not  linger  over  his  bloody  tales.  By  far  the 
greater  part  of  his  narrative  is  about  the  people  and 
Qieir  customs,  and  this  part  is  quite  curious  and 
interesting.  The  story  of  the  final  escape,  which 
consumed  a  great  deal  of  time,  is  full  of  incident,  and 
the  entire  book  is  one  such  as  probably  never  again 
will  be  written.  It  is  well  worth  rescuing  from  the 
oblivion  in  which  it  has  rested  since  the  time  of  our 
grandfathers.

A  Summer  Holiday  in  Europe.  By  Mary  Elizabeth 
Blake.  i2mo,  90  cents ;  by  mail,  ^i.oo. 
A  book  of  very  charming  essays — descriptive,  ana- 
lytical and  reflective.  She  wonders,  in  her  opening 
chapter,  "  whether  there  is  any  room  in  the  world 
now  for  the  journal  of  an  enthusiast,"  and  to  this  the 
answer  must  be  that  there  is  plenty,  provided  the 
enthusiast  writes  as  well  as  she  does.  She  has  an 
eye  for  all  Sorts  of  things,  from  the  bargains  in  Mackin- 
toshes and  eiderdown  puffs  in  the  Irish  shops  to 
the  architecture  of  Notre  Dame,  and  what  she  sees 
she  knows  how  to  describe  with  understanding  and 
rare  grace.    The  holiday  journey  included  Ireland 
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France,  Switzerland,  and  London.  The  chapters  on 
Paris  are  especially  suggestive  and  delightful.  The 
churches,  the  home  life,  the  women  of  Pans  are  among 
the  many  subjects  which  engage  her  pen,  and  she  dis- 
cusses the  cooking,  the  drinking,  the  laces,  china, 
glass,  tapestries,  jewelry,  and  the  local  tone.  She 
affords  a  notable  picture  of  the  interior  of  Notre 
Dame,  and  similarly  in  the  Alps,  and  in  the  Temple 
Gardens  in  London,  or  wherever  she  may  be  she 
catches  the  poetry  and  the  spirit  of  things.  It  is  next 
to  eating  the  thick  cream  and  the  fat  strawberries  of 
Blois  to  hear  her  tell  about  them.  A  very  capable 
and  entertaining  book  indeed.

General  Lee's  portly  and  handsome  volume  not 
only  contains  the  record  of  extensive  travel  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe,  but  is  rather  unduly  swelled  by 
the  kind  of  information  for  which  one  looks  to  histo- 
ries and  guide- books.  Two  chapters,  for  example, 
are  devoted  to  a  biographical  sketch  of  William  the 
First,  Emperor  of  Germany,  and  much  space  is  occu- 
pied with  historical  summaries  which,  however  useful 
in  certain  circumstances,  ran  hardly  be  considered 
appropriate  in  a  chronicle  of  travel  through  the  best- 
known  regions  in  the  world.  Had  the  author  written 
his  personal  experiences  and  impressions  at  greater 
length  his  book  would  have  gained  in  value  and 
interest,  for  he  is  a  keen  observer  and  has  a  pleasing 
style.  The  most  attractive  chapters  in  the  volume  are 
those  which  describe  pedestrian  tours  through  the 
Austrian  Alps,  the  Tyrol,  etc.,  and  those  which  treat  of 
German  social  and  family  life,  which  are  appreciative 
and  full,  if  not  especially  novel.  The  later  chapters,  in 
which  visits  to  Sicily,  Naples,  Pompeii  and  Vesuvius, 
and  a  tour  through  Spain  are  described,  suffer  from 
the  historical  padding  before  alluded  to.  The  author 
has  studied  the  jirts  of  the  countries  through  which 
he  passed  with  considerable  care  and  judgment,  and 
his  last  chapter  contains  an  interesting  short  study  of 
Murillo.

traveler,  Mungo  Park,  with  an  account  of  his 
explorations  in  Africa  nearly  a  century  ago.  Mungo 
Park  was  born  in  Selkirk,  Scotland,  in  1771.  and 
studied  the  profession  of  medicine.  When  he  was 
twenty-one  years  old  he  made  a  voyage  to  the  East 
Indies  as  surgeon  in  the  East  India  Company  s 
service.  It  aroused  in  him  a  spirit  of  adventure,  and 
when,  in  1793,  the  African  Association  in  London 
sought  for  an  agent  to  penetrate  farther  into  the 
country  than  the  trading  posts  already  established, 
Park  eagerly  offered  his  services.  They  were 
accepted  and  he  at  once  set  out.  The  recital  whirh 
follows  of  his  adventures,  discoveries,  suffcrmgs, 
hairbreadth  escapes  and  tragic  death  m  the  waters  of 
the  Niger  is  given  with  a  careful  avoidance  of  unne- 
cessary and  tedious  details,  and  in  a  terse  and  graphic 
style,  which  render  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to 
find  a  dull  page  from  beginning  to  end.

Captain  King 
has  written  much  and  well  since  he  put  this  on  paper, 
but  for  spirit,  graphic  force,  picturesqueness  and 
realism  he  has  never  gone  beyond  the  high- water 
mark  of  these  pages.  A  better  account  of  a  cam- 
paign against  Indians  it  would  be  difficult  to  find,  and 
this  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  command  with 
which  the  author  served  in  1876  had  very  little  fight- 
ing to  do.  It  was  the  fatal  year  of  the  Custer  mas- 
sacre, and  Crook  and  Merritt,  after  that  disaster, 
were  making  desperate  efforts  to  get  the  victorious 
Sioux  into  a  position  where  they  could  be  struck  hard. 
So  among  the  mountains  and  gorges  of  the  Yellow- 
stone the  two  little  armies  moved  toward  each  other, 
the  Indians  being,  as  everybody  supposed,  between 
the  converging  forces.  In  truth,  the  Indians  were 
between  Crook  and  Merritt  when  they  set  out ;  but  the 
Sioux  chiefs  were  far  too  crafty  to  remain  in  so  dan- 
gerous a  situation,  and  so  it  happened  that  after  tre- 
mendous toils  and  tumbles  the  two  bodies  of  regulars 
came  face  to  face,  and  the  question  naturally  arose, 
•'Where  are  the  Indians?  It  is  the  story  of  that 
terrible  series  of  marches  and  the  subsequent  futile 
hunt  for  the  Indians  that  is  told  here,  and  wtll  it 
deserves  to  be  recorded,  if  only  for  the  benefit  of  those 
good  people  who  imagine  that  our  little  army  used  to 
have  an  easy  and  luxurious  time  out  on  the  froniic% 
and  that  fighting  and  chasing  Indians  is  child's  play.

Come  Forth.  By  Elizabeth  Stuart  Phelps  and 
Herbert  D.  Ward.  l2mo,  90  cents ;  by  mail,  ;$i.oi. 
To  weave  a  romance  into  the  story  of  the  New 
Testament,  and  to  supplement  the  incidents  and 
miracles  recorded  there  with  other  incidents  and 
miracles  out  of  their  own  imagination,  has  been  the 
work  of  the  authors  of  "  Come  Forth.**  This  is  deli- 
cate ground  to  enter  upon,  and  much  of  the  new 
story  is  delicate — full  of  tenderness  and  pathos ;  and 
it  is  a  spur  to  the  imagination  as  well,  assisting  to  a 
larger  and  more  vivid  understanding  of  the  scenes 
and  manners  amid  which  the  Christian  faith  was  born^ 
But  shocks,  lesser  and  greater,  come  to  us  every  now 
and  then.  Some  of  the  supplemental  imagination  is 
audacious ;  intended  to  provoke  emotions  of  awe,  it 
actually  provokes  emotions  which  are  very  different 
from  awe— emotions  which  may  be  various  within 
certain.^limits,  according  to  the  spiritual  attitude  of  the 
reader,  but  never  awful  emotions ;  and  certain  curt 
and  flippant  turns  of  modern  style  in  speech  pop  out 
here  and  there  with  peculiar  efifect  amid  the  usual 
formality  and  exaltation  of  phrase.  A  grave  descrip- 
tion of  liie  splendid  and  imposing  attire  of  the  High 
Priest  concludes  with  the  humorous  observation: 
•*  He  wore  all  he  could."  Lazarus  is  the  character 
who  would  be  called  the  hero  in  the  novel.  His 
sweetheart  is  Zahara,  daughter  of^the  High  Priest,  and 
two  of  the  imagined  miracles  are  performed  in  behalf 
of  these.  One  consists  in  the  drawing  ofT  of  water 
which  is  about  to  overwhelm  them  in  a  subterranean 
passageway  where  they  are  accustomed  to  holy  tryst, 
and  one  in  the  rescue  of  Zahara  from  a  storm  on 
Galilee.  The  figure  of  the  Saviour  is  repeatedly  in- 
troduced. The  climax  of  the  story  is  the  raising  of 
Lazarus  from  the  dead.

We  do  not  discover  any 
very  great  art  power  in  the  story,  on  ihe  con- 
trary it  lacks  nearly  everything  that  goes  to  mike 
up  excellent  fiction ;  still  one  lays  down  the  t)ook 
with  the  feeling  that  the  reading  has  been  a 
pleasure  of  no  common  sort,  The  peculariiies  of 
,  Scotch  character  are  projected  with  admirable  clever- 
'  ness  and  skill  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  time  when 
the  Church  was  asserting  freedom  is  well  preserved 
throughout.  Evidently  the  author  has  made  a  pro- 
found study  of  the  history  he  has  undertaken  to  illus- 
trate.

The  author,  Julius  Wolff,  is,  perhaps,  the  most  popular 
of  the  later  German  novelists.  The  *'  Robber  Count*' 
has  had  an  immense  success  in  Germany,  having 
reached  the  twenty-third  edition,  with  an  increasing 
demand.  The  scene  is  laid  in  that  beautiful  and 
picturesque  region  of  the  Hartz  Mountains,  dominated 
by  the  Brocken.  The  time  is  during  the  imprison- 
ment of  Pope  John  XX  H  at  Avignon,  and  the  motive 
lies  in  the  great  struggle  between  the  gallant  and 
noble  Albrect  von  Regenstein,  known  by  his  enemies 
as  **The  Robber  Count,*'  and  the  ambitious  Bishop 
of  Halberstadt  for  supremacy  in  the  Harti  country.

Conrad  Meyer's  story  is  a  brilliantly  written  histori- 
cal romance,  which  takes  some  liberties  with  history. 
According  to  this  new  version  the  famous  victor  of 
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Pavia  refused  to  join  the  Milanese  League  against 
Spain  and  Germany,  and  his  wife,  Vittona  Colonna, 
sought  vainly  to  induce  him  to  take  that  step.  His- 
tory has  supposed  that  he  did  join  the  League,  though 
only  to  betray  it  to  Charles  the  Fifth,  and  that  the 
offer  of  the  Crown  of  Naples  might  have  been 
accepted  by  him  but  for  the  advice  of  Vittoria.  In 
the  story,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  the  dazzle  of  this 
prospective  crown  that  lures  Vittoria  into  becoming 
the  tempter  of  Avelos.  The  early  death  of  the  latter, 
in  the  very  prime  of  his  manhood  and  the  full  (lush 
of  his  military  fame,  renders  plausible  Meyer*s  theory 
that  he  had  received  at  Pavia  a  really  mortal  wound, 
and  was  only  kept  alive  thereafter  by  his  indomitable 
will,  until  the  situation  became  so  perplexed  and  intol- 
erable— ^hostile  influences  dragging  him  with  equal 
force  in  opposite  directions — ^that  he  relinquished  the 
will  to  live  and  died,  as  the  only  way  of  saving  his 
honor  and  doing  his  duty  to  his  country  and  his 
emperor  at  the  same  time.  Meyer  has  set  forth  this 
sixteenth  century  story  with  masterly  force  and  vivid- 
ness. The  historical  portraits  are  carefully  drawn 
and  full  of  interest.  The  action  is  natural  and  ani- 
mated, and  the  struggle  in  Pescara's  soul  is  described 
with  singular  subtility  and  penetration.

day),  should  have  submitted  herself  unreservedly  to 
the  clearly  insane  directions  of  her  father,  or  deceived 
a  husband  whom  she  is  represented  as  loving  to  dis- 
traction. The  visit  to  Kant's  quarters  is  almost 
impossible.  We  should  be  inclined  to  question  a 
man  so  astute  as  Sim's  murderer  is  represented  to  be 
keeping  the  sleeve-link  of  which  he  had  lost  the  fellow 
in  the, bog.

Daniel  Dane  is  a  new  name  in  fiction,  but  his 
first  book  shows  few  signs  of  inexperience.  He 
launches  out  with  boldness  and  spirit,  and  he  has 
achieved  the  by  no  means  common  feat  of  producing 
a  plot  characterized  by  freshness  and  skill  of 
combinations.  Arnold  North,  the  principal  pt  r- 
sonage,  is  a  decidedly  interesting  if  not  altogether 
edifymg  character.  He  is  a  man  of  science  o»  the 
present  period ;  an  English  professor  of  chemistry ; 
agnostic  in  religious  concerns,  and  holding  the  **  ad- 
vanced "  theory  that  every  one  is  a  law  unto  him  or 
her  self.  The  relations  between  the  people  in  the 
story  are  not  normal  or  conventional.  Arnold  North's 
iron  will  and  devotion  to  science  do  not  prevent  him 
from  falling  in  love  with  the  wife  of  another  man  : 
and  the  situation  is  complicated  by  the  fact  that  yet 
another  married  woman  falls  in  love  with  him.  Here 
are  the  materials  for  a  Gallic  romance,  but  Daniel 
Dane  borrows  from  France  nothing  more  objectionable 
than  a  plot  skeleton.  His  hero,  indeed,  is  untroubled 
by  ethical  limitations,  as  may  be  judged  from  his 
manner  of  smoothing  the  course  of  his  true  love. 
The  husband  being  in  the  way,  the  great  chemist  re- 
moves him  by  communicating  to  him  the  germs  of  a 
peculiarly  virulent  form  of  typhoid  fever.  Arnold 
North  is  stanchly  consistent,  and  never  exhibits  the 
least  regret  or  remorse  for  this  cold-blooded  murder. 
Of  course,  after  such  a  crime  no  hero  of  fiction  could 
be  expected  to  prosper,  and  equally,  of  course,  the 
indication  of  the  title,  that  he  is  to  be  punished  by  a 
higher  Power,  is  fulfilled.  It  is  true  that  his  punish- 
ment involves  the  ambiguous  outcome  of  one  sort  of 
wickedness  being  triumphed  over  by  another ;  for  his 
enemy,  Sarah,  is  quite  as  reprehensible  as  and  much 
less  sympathetic  than  the  homicidal  man  of  science. 
But  the  story  is  well  told,  and  with  such  effect  that 
the  reader  is  apt  to  find  himself  in  sympathy  with 
Arnold  at  the  end,  notwithstanding  the  irregularity  of 
his  methods.  It  seems  a  pity  to  have  killed  off  poor 
Madeline  just  as  she  had  come  into  possession  of  her 
inheritance,  particularly  as  she  had  done  no  wrong  to 
anybody  ;  but  in  fiction,  as  in  real  life  it  is  often  dif- 
ficult to  punish  the  guilty  without  at  the  same  time 
inflicting  suffering  upon  the  innocent.

It  is  an 
attempt,  in  behalf  of  rational  reading,  to  restore  to 
novels  tieir  novelty — 1.  e,,  to  save  from  unjust  oblivion 
such  as  have  grown  old  without  ceasinc^  to  be  good 
and  profitable,  and  so,  in  Mr.  Griswold's  worcb,  to 
"lessen,  in  some  measure,  the  disposition  to  read  an 
inferior  new  novel  when  superior  old  books,  equally 
fresh  to  most  readers,  are  at  hand.*'  This  laudable 
design  will  be  continued  in  a  list  descriptive  of  Amer- 
ican city  life,  and  with  lists  of  "  International"  and 
romantic  stories.

The  contents  of  these  two  books  appeared  about  a 
year  ago  in  Chicago  in  editions  de  luxe,  limited  to  250 
copies,  and  were  subscribed  for  so  rapidly  that  many 
would-be  buyers  were  obliged  to  go  without.  The 
reason  for  the  demand  was  plain  enough  to  any  one 
who  had  read  the  author's  prose  and  poetic  contribu- 
tions to  the  Chicago  News.  Mr.  Field  had  been  for 
some  years  on  the  staff  of  the  News,  and  perpetrated 
more  bits  of  humor,  pathos  and  quaintness  than  had 
ever  been  done  by  any  other  editorial  pen  in  the  same 
length  of  time.  One  day  he  would  print  a  very  long 
column  of  short  jokes ;  next  day  he  would  give  a  long 
scholarly  and  apparently  serious  essay  on  Chaucer  or 
some  other  English  antique,  with  lines,  apparently 
quotations,  but  really  written  by  Field  himselt  in  sucn 
close  imitation  as  to  deceive  almost  any  student  of  old 
English  verse  until  the  end  was  reached  and  some- 
thing aggressively  modern  and  ludicrous  was  found 
in  it.  Next  day  would  bring  a  fairy  story  full  of  quaint 
fancies,  which  perhaps  would  be  followed  by  a  long 
dialect  poem  full  of  the  rollicking  spirit  of  the  wildest 
and  woolliest  West.  The  two  little  books  named 
above  contain  specimens  of  most  varieties  of  his 
poetry  which  appeared  in  print  and  of  his  more  serious 
prose.  Perhaps  the  author  thought  that  his  book 
*'  Culture's  Garland,'*  published  at  Boston  a  year  or 
two  ago,  was  as  much  fun  as  the  public  would  endure 
from  him  for  some  time.  Both  books  may  be  heartily 
commended  to  the  general  reader,  who  will  be  glad 
to  know  after  he  has  read  them  that  there  is  plenty 
more  of  the  same  sort  of  material  in  the  author's  scrap 
books.

An  Introduction  to  the  History  of  the  Science 
OF  Politics.  By  Sir  Frederick  Pollock,  Bart ,  M.  A., 
Hon.  LL.  D.,  Edin.  1 2mo,  60  cents ;  by  mail,  67  cents. 
This  is  a  reprint  of  a  series  of  articles  originally 
published  in  The  Fortnightly  Review,  dealing  with 
political  science  in  the  strict  sense,  or  the  theory  of 
the  State  and  its  functions,  and  covering  the  history  of 
the  science  from  Aristotle  to  Bentham.  The  author 
considers  the  scientific  treatment  of  politics  to  have 
begun  with  Aristotle,  and  speaks  slightingly,  and  as  it 
seems  to  us,  unjustly  of  Plato's  political  works.  Those 
parts  of  the  work  that  deal  with  modern  thinkers  are 
also  vitiated  by  the  doctrine  of  the  unlimited  sover- 
eignty of  the  State ;  the  fact  bein^  that  the  sovereignty 
of  every  State  is  very  strictly  limited,  both  in  right  and 
in  power.    Nevertheless,  Sir  Frederick's  work  is  on 
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the  whole  well  done.  He  has  a  pretty  clear  concep- 
tion of  what  political  science  is  and  of  its  various  sub- 
divisions :  and  he  also  gives  at  the  beginning  of  his 
work  a  classification  of  all  the  sciences,  designed 
especially  to  show  the  place  of  politics  among  them, 
but  having  more  merit  as  a  general  scheme  of  classi- 
fication than  some  others  of  which  the  world  has  heard 
much.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  work  is  written 
in  a  clear  and  flowing  style,  and  is  well  printed.

In  his  preface  Professor  Fiske  explains  his  purpose 
to  write  a  small  book  «n  "  Civil  Government  in  the 
United  States,"  that  might  be  useful  as  a  text-book, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  serviceable  and  suggestive  to 
the  general  reader.  "  1  was  especially  advised,"  he 
says,  **  to  make  it  a  little  book — ^less  than  300  pages 
in  length,  if  possible.**  In  all  respects  the  book  per- 
fectly answers  to  the  expressed  intention.  It  is  brief, 
the  main  text  occup3nng  but  277  pages ;  it  will  be  a 
verv  useful  text-book,  and  it  is  intensely  interesting 
to  the  general  reader.  Although  closely  condensed, 
it  is  neither  dry  nor  abrupt.  The  style  is  open,  free, 
and  at  times  almost  colloquial ;  but  the  matter  is  so 
carefully  arranged  and  so  thoroughly  digested  that 
premises  and  conclusions  flt  together  like  cabinet- 
work. The  titles  of  his  chapters  give  an  idea  of  the 
scope  of  Mr.  Fiske*s  studies,  each  chapter  being  sub- 
divided under  an  orderly  arrangement  of  subject- 
heads.

upon  the  Amorites,  their  enemies.  It  was  a  phenome- 
non in  line  and  keeping  with  astronomical  rule,  not  a 
miracle,  but  an  event  predestined  and  regular,  like 
the  transit  of  Venus  and  the  eclipses  with  which  every- 
body is  familiar.  Lieut.  Totten*s  logic  is  curiously 
and  vigorously  presented.  It  is  full  of  startling 
phrases  and  emphatic  devices  in  typography.  The 
style  is  nervous  and  abrupt,  overflowing  with  quota- 
tion and  allusion  and  mathematical  formulas.  This 
and  other  publications  by  Lieut.  Totten  maintain  the 
literary  accuracy  of  the  entire  Scriptures.  The  "  Mid- 
night Cry  "  of  the  title  refers  to  the  second  coming  of 
the  Messiah — "Behold  the  Bridegroom  Cometh." 
The  author  believes  that  the  second  coming  is  at 
hand,  basing  his  belief  upon  the  comparison  and 
measurement  of  intervals  between  certam  epochs  in 
the  world's  historv,  upon  certain  mathemathical 
demonstrations,  and  upon  the  Scriptural  prophecies. 
One  of  the  chapters  in  his  book  is  a  "  vindication  " 
of  the  chronology  of  Jeremiah.  Altogether,  we 
believe,  as  we  have  intimated,  that  many  must  fail  to 
understand  Lieut.  Totten's  volume.  Its  matter  and 
its  stvle  must  balk  the  ordinary  comprehension.

This  work,  in  which  the  subject  of  labor-unions  and 
labor  disputes  is  treated  both  historically  and  econom- 
ically, was  first  published  in  1878,  and  is  now  issued 
in  a  new  and  revised  form.  The  author  says  that  so 
great  have  been  the  changes  in  public  opinion  con- 
cerning trade  unions  during  the  past  twelve  years  that 
the  work  had  to  be  practically  re-written.  When  the 
first  edition  was  published,  the  abuse  of  the  unions  in 
the  press  and  elsewhere  was  so  constant  that  the  book 
had  to  be  largely  devoted  to  a  defense  of  them, 
whereas  now  they  "are  bepraised  and  commended 
by  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men.**  The  work  is 
able  and  thorough  ;  and  though  devoted  almost  ex- 
clusively to  labor  affairs  in  England,  it  will  be  useful 
and  even  necessary  to  all  special  students  of  the  sub- 
ject everywhere.  Its  principal  fault  is  too  great  full- 
ness of  detail,  especially  in  the  descriptive  and 
historical  parts,  where  the  array  of  petty  facts  is  often 
so  great  that  the  general  features  of  the  subject  are 
obscured,  and  the  reader  fails  to  obtain  a  clear  view 
of  the  whole.  In  other  respects,  however,  the  work 
is  well  done,  being  written  with  painstaking  fidelity 
and  in  a  judicious  temper.

Messrs.  Macmillan's  "  Library  Reference  Atlas/'  is  a 
handsome  and  portly  book,  and  to  those  who  have  not 
a  large  table  or  standing-desk  always  ready  to  serve 
as  lectern  for  a  more  cumbersome  book  this  smaller 
volume  may  seem  preferable.  The  system  of  division 
of  maps  is  almost  obligatory ;  but  in  important  cases 
it  is  always  reinforced  by  a  single  coup  d'ari/  plate. 
In  treating  of  Africa,  the  German  sphere  is  allowed 
up  to  the  north  point  of  Lake  Nyassa,  but  not  on  the 
Stevenson  road,  and  is,  perhaps  almost  unkindly,  cut 
short  of  Tanganyika  altogether ;  Portugal  has  up  to 
Tete  on  the  Zambesi,  and  up  to  the  Ruo  on  the  Shire, 
but  not  an  inch  further,  and  an  ample  No  Man's 
Land  is  allowed  between  British  South  Af  ica  (up 
to  the  Zambesi),  the  Congo  State  (down  to  'Ilala,  and 
trending  away  thence  from  Zumbo  to  the  north  of 
Lake  Nyassa),  and  Angola.

The  Theory  of  Light.  By  Thomas  Preston,  M.  A..

Mr.  Preston's  work  occupies  a  position  between  that 
of  an  elementary  work  on  optics  and  that  of  an 
exhaustive  treatise  on  the  theory  of  radiant  energy. 
It  presupposes  a  fair  acquaintance  with  the  funda- 
mental laws  of  optics  and  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
higher  mathematics.  It  is  on  the  whole  well  and 
clearly  written,  and  cannot  fail  to  be  of  service  to 
those  who  wish  for  more  than  an  elementary  treatise, 
or  a  guide  to  the  elaborate  and  difficult  treatment  of 
the  subject,  such  as  we  now  find  only  in  French  and 
German  works.  The  initial  chapter  gives  a  brief 
history  of  the  science  of  optics ;  an  account  of  the 
discovery  of  the  velocity  of  light  and  the  development 
of  the  corpuscular  theory,  and  an  introduction  to  the 
wave  theory.  The  rest  of  the  work  is  mainly  devoted 
to  applications  of  the  theory.  The  subject  of  the 
measurement  of  the  velocity  of  light  is  quite  fully 
treated,  and  justice  is  done  to  the  fine  worK  of  Prof. 
Michelson  of  Clark  University.  Strangely  enough, 
the  work  of  Prof.  Newcomb  is  not  even  alluded  to. 
An  account  of  the  admirable  researches  of  Michelson 
and  Morley  on  the  relative  motion  of  matter  and  ether 
iinds  a  well-deserved  place,  and  the  work  concludes 
vith  a  chapter  on  electro-magnetic  radiation  which, 
of  course,  includes  the  recent  splendid  work  of  Hertz. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are  one  or  two  omissions, 
chief  of  which  is  the  theory  of  the  prism,  which  is 
given  very  briefly  and  incompletely.  The  chapter 
on  caustics  appears  to  us  superfluous,  as  the  subject 
is  almost  purely  geometrical  and  of  little  or  no  physical 
significance.  On  the  whole,  Mr.  Preston's  work  will 
serve  a  good  purpose  in  instruction  and  deserves 
favorable  notice.

The  writer  of  this  small  octavo  of  1 52  pages  comes 
before  the  public  like  Francis  Galton,  wiUiout  any 
title  from  the  school  of  medicine,  and,  like  Francis 
Galton,  he  displays  a  familiarity  with  the  structure 
and  functions  of  the  body  which  adds  very  much  to 
the  charm  and  the  convincing  force  of  his  book.  He 
has  many  points  which  favor  him  before  the  public, 
such  as  an  earnest  and  withal  a  very  clear  and 
pleasant  style ;  a  subject  which  interests  everybodv 
and  will  draw  everybody's  attention  so  soon  as  the 
writer  inspires  confidence  in  his  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  which  Mr.  Checkley  very  shorSy  does. 
Then  the  means  which  he  employs  are  simple  and 
natural,  and,  being  always  at  hand,  leave  the  would- 
be  physical  reformer  no  excuse  for  missing  his 
exercise.  The  theory  put  forth  by  Mr.  Checkley  is 
not  new,  but  it  is  very  strongly  stated.  It  is,  in 
short,  that  with  the  attention  called  to  such  points  as 
the  correct  carriage  of  the  body,  the  proper  manner 
of  breathing  and  the  repetition,  morning  and  evening, 
for  twenty  minutes  or  so,  of  such  motions  as  bring  into 
play  the  muscles  on  which  the  daily  routine  makes  no 
demand,  not  only  the  general  health  and  power  of 
sleep  are  improved,  but  also  the  physical  strength  is 
greaitly  increased,  the  tendency  to  corpulence  checked 
and  its  unpleasant  consequences  avoided. 

Even  were  there  no  examples  of  the  practical 
success  of  this  system,  its  simplicity  and  reasonable- 
ness would  take  one  captive,  but  the  writer  has  seen 
a  practical  proof  of  its  beneficent  working  on  a  short 
and  very  fleshy  man,  whose  pursuits  were  so  little 
favorable  to  the  maintenance  of  the  well-proportioned 
frame,  and  whose  occupations  were  so  exacting  and 
numerous  that  he  had  fallen  into  that  bourne  of 
rotundity  and  flaccid  muscles  from  which  few  can 
return.  For  years  he  had  seriously  projected  correct- 
ing this  evil  by  gvmnasium  exercise,  but  had  never 
•*  found  the  time,  and  was  rapidly  tending  towards 
the  outline  of  a  human  sphere.  Finally,  this  little 
book  fell  into  his  hands,  and  he  made  a  determined 
effort  to  follow  its  precepts. 

Without  subjecting  himself  to  any  unusual  depriva- 
tion by  diet,  he  began  rapidly  to  reduce  his  excessive 
corpulence,  until  in  three  weeks  his  trunk  had 
changed  from  the  appearance  of  a  pear  to  that  of 
a  barrel,  his  waist  measure  had  diminished  from  forty- 
one  inches  to  thirty-six  and  one-half,  while  his  chest 
measure  had  increased.  A  neck  began  to  be  visible  ; 
short  breath  became  a  nightmare  of  the  past,  and 
almost  without  effort  he  assumed  the  proportions  of 
an  athlete. 

It  may  well  be  that  all  will  not  have  the  strength  of 
will  to  carry  out  this  regimen  so  faithfully,  and  will  not 
so  soon  reap  their  reward  ;  but  that  it  will  prove  benefi- 
cial to  all  is  certain.  The  advice  it  contains  as  to  the 
physical  training  of  women  and  children  is  timely 
and  admirable. 

The  writer  is  not  acquainted  with  any  treatise  on 
the  art  of  preserving  health  and  comfort,  or  of 
regaining  them  when  lost,  by  natural  and  inexpen- 
sive means,  which  is  so  sensible,  so  practical  and  so 
clear  as  this  little  book,  which  is  heartily  recom- 
mended to  the  public.  F.

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BY  TALCOTT  WILLIAMS. 

"Love  Poems  of  Three  Centuries,'*  compiled  by 
Miss  Jessie  F.  O'Donnell,  is  an  admirable  project 
poorly  executed.  The  nicest  critical  touch  and 
literary  sense  is  needed  in  such  a  compilation, 
and  Miss  O'Donnell's  opening  essay  shows  her 
not  destitute,  but  lacking,  in  both.  It  was  a  fatal 
blunder  to  give  the  same  space  to  love  poems 
culled  from  three  hundred  years  of  English  song 
and  sixty  years  of  American.  The  inevitable 
result  has  been  that  much  poetry  of  very  doubtful 
quality  is  included  in  the  second  of  the  two  volumes, 
in  the  Knickerbocker  Nuggets,  which  this  col- 
lection fills.  Time  for  time,  with  giving  only  a 
fifth  of  the  space  allotted  to  "three  centuries*'  of 
English  love  songs  to  our  own  poets,  they  would  be 
hard  bestead  to  hold  their  own.  Yet,  unless 
the  space  is  divided  as  it  is  here,  even  Miss 
O'Donnell  might  have  hesitated  to  give  herself 
twice  the  space  she  allots  to  Shelley  or  to  Keats,  to 
Jensen  or  to  Sidney.  Nor  can  the  selections  be 
deemed  well  made,  when  Shakespeare  figures  with 
but  a  single  sonnet  and  Coleridge's  "  Christabel " 
is  omitted,  to  cite  two  cases.  It  is,  of  course, 
possible  that  the  wholesale  changes  from  the  text, 
which  Miss  O'Donnell  prints  in  her  extract  from 
*•  Romeo  and  Juliet,"  are  improvements ;  but  it  is 
only  fair  to  her  readers  to  indicate  the  liberties 
taken  with  the  original.  Yet  love  poems  are,  to  all 
lovers  of  verse,  so  dear  that  any  collection  is  better 
than  none. 

Mr.  Gladstone's  "Landmarks  of  Homeric  Study" 
has  its  chief  weight  in  his  name.  The  interpretation 


of  a  great  poem  by  a  great  man  is  of  deep  interest, 
alike  to  the  scholar  who  may  know  more  of  the 
subject  than  Mr.  Gladstone,  and  to  the  reader  who 
is  certain  to  know  less.  With  the  great  clarity  which 
Mr.  Gladstone  employs  in  all  his  utterances,  he  has 
endeavored  to  unravel  the  Iliad  and  Odyssey  as  a 
record,  not  of  facts  at  a  given  time,  but  of  condi- 
tions at  a  given  period.  The  result  is  a  slender  book, 
which  scholars  will  undervalue,  because  of  its  errors, 
major  and  minor,  of  revelation  and  record,  as  in  the 
treatment  of  Babylonian  Mythology;  but  which 
laymen  will  find  useful  for  its  reasonably  accurate 
summaries.  Yet,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  a  work  of  art  can  "be  put  through 
such  a  crucible  and  have  much  of  value.

The  second  series  of  "  Oxford  Home  Papers,"  like' 
the  first,  is  a  group  of  brief,  simple  discourses  on 
Christian  faith,  practice  and  evidence.  The  argument, 
as  in  most  such  English  apologetics,  runs  to  facts, 
which  are  put  in  what  will  strike  an  American  as  a 
rather  child-like  fashion.  There  is  little  of  the  direct 
appeal  to  the  inner  evidence  of  the  spiritual  life 
which  a  like  American  book  would  have  had,  and, 
intended  as  they  are  "  for  working-men,**  I  doubt  if 
they  would  be  of  use  here  in  this  field. 


The  working  ot  a  Constitution  is  always  harder  to 
know  than  its  works,  the  letter  being  generally  more 
legible  than  the  spirit.  This  is  particularly  true  in  a 
written  Constitution  like  that  of  the  United  States, 
which  like  an  engine,  is  mere  cold  iron,  without  the 
steam  and  motive  force  from  the  heat  and  force  of 
national  life.  Having  gotten  clear  of  the  constitutional 
amending  period  after  the  war,  there  is  a  new  percep- 
tion that  in  a  sense  the  work  of  amending  is  always 
in  progress  on  a  Constitution,  and  the  drift  of  recent 
books  in  this  field  has  run  to  the  explanation  of 
the  unconscious  development  of  organic  law.  The 
"  Unwritten  Constitution  of  the  United  States,**  by 
Professor  Christopher  G.  Wiedemann,  is  an  attempt 
briefly  to  indicate  these  changes  with  some  explana- 
tion of  the  causes  which  led  to  them.  These  have 
profoundly  modified  the  election  of  a  President  and 
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his  powers,  the  rights  of  citizens 

and  of  corporations,  the  sover- 
eitrnty  of  States  and  the  very 
interpretation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. These  changes  are  given 
in  simple^  non-technical  lan- 
guage, and  while  there  is  not 
much  here  that  will  strike  the 
advanced  student  as  new^  the 
book  will  be  useful  to  intelli- 
gent people  who  find  themselves, 
while  fairly  familiar  with  Consti- 
tutional outlines,  unable  clearly 
to  foUow  its  practice  in  history 
or  the  newspapers.

and  the  book  fills  a  gap  at  a  period  of  which  few

English  rivers  have  more  history  than  water, 
while  ours  have  more  water  than  history.  The 
greater  of  them  slope  eastward  and  run  gently,  for 
the  western  edge  of  the  great  island  is  tipped  up 
toward  the  Atlantic  and  Irish  Sea.  "  The  Rivers 
of  Great  Britain  *' — "  Rivers  of  the  East  Coast  '*  is 
a  book  done  on  a  better  line  than  most  such  ;  the 
wood-cuts,  from  photographs  large  and  small,  cut 
in  the  honest  English  fashion  ;  the  papers  on  the 
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rivers  by  versed  hands  ;  the  text  illustrated  by  maps, 
and  the  whole  a  large  volume ;  full  of  information  of 
the  lighter  order  of  the  magazines,  from  one  of  which 
these  papers  were  collected.    Intended  for  a  local 
market,  the  book  gives  that  precise  detail  of  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  lesser  places  for  which  one  often 
searches  in  vain.

"  Our  Old  Home  "  is 
one    of    the    two    or 
three  books  about  Eng- 
land   worth    reading. 
Its  issue  with  photo- 
gravures from  photo- 
graphs does  not  add 
greatly  to  its  legibility 
as  a  record.  The  book 
does  not  need  them! 
but  it  makes  a  very 
comely  volume,  fit  in 
all    ways  for  reading 
and  liking.    The  illus- 
tra tions  are  some 
thirty,    including     an 
etching  by  S.  A.  Schaff 
of  Hawthorne  himself, 
less  gloomy  than  most.

Text  and  drawing  are  of  the  best  in  "  Thus  Think 
and  Smoke  Tobacco,'*  a  charming  song  in  the  man- 
ner and  of  the  date  of  Herbert  and  Herrick,  with 
drawings  and  decorations  by  George  Wharton 
Edwards.  In  both  Mr.  Edwards  has  been  most  suc- 
cessful, save,  perhaps,  in  the  full-page  drawing  of  a 
man  in  evening  dress,  intended  to  balance  1590 
with  1890.  The  cover  is  worked  over  in  a  design 
suggested  by  monumental  brasses.  The  work  is 
printed  on  card-board — a  sad  omen  for  its  future — but 
books  of  note  on  tobacco  are  so  few  that  this 
clumsy  paper  will  not  rob  the  bdok  of  personal 
interest. 

Mr.  George  Wharton  Edwards  has  been  still  more 
successful,  and  on  a  more  ambitious  scale,  in  dealing 
with  Austin  Dobson's  "  Sun  Dial."     The  title-page  is ,. 
a  capital  reminiscence  of  another  century  and  the  ten  ; 
full-page  monochrome  drawings  piquantly  handled. 

Illustrating  a  poem  can  scarcely  farther  go  than  to 
give  a  full-page  folio  illustration  to  each  line  of  a 
poem,  twelve   lines  long,  with  its  music,  a  frontis- 


piece and  an  ornamental  design 
for  each  line  thrown  in.  Mr. 
Henry  Sandham  has  thus  illus- 
trated, with  designs  in  mono- 
chrome, Mr.  Charles  Reinick*s 
"  Night  Songs."  The  work,  pub- 
lished by  Estes  &  Lauriat,  is  from 
the  University  Press,  and  is  a  beau- 
tiful instance  of  most  careful  press- 
work.  The  "  photo-etchings  **  arc 
worked  off  in  tint  with  great  care, 
and'save,  that  like  most  such,  they 
emphasize  the  brushing  in  the 
design,  are  all  that  could  be 
asked  in  printing.  Mr.  Sandham's 
desigrns  are  sadly  common-place 
and  conventional.  The  selection 
of  purple  ink  for  the  catch-lines 
of  the  illustration  was  a  mistake, 
as  such  ink  never  gives  what  is 
technically  called  a  "  good  color."

By  collecting  nine  photogravures,  from  striking 
modern  paintings,  and  the  most  of  them  being  from 
engravings  of  the  paintings,  and  procuring  a  brief 
exposition  from  nine  conspicuous  clergymen,  all 
printed  on  a  long  oblong  page,  with  care  and 
judgment,  the  F.  A.  Stokes  Company  has  made  a 
book  called  "  From  Beginning  to  End." 
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•'Shakespeare's  True  Life,"  a  large 
well-printed  quarto  by  James  Walter, 
is  one  of  those  profusely  illustrated 
non-critical  lives  which  have  their 
interest  and  value,  but  must  be  used 
with  caution.

"  Outlines  "  will  long  remain  indispen- 
sable to  the  serious  student.  Mr. 
Walter  is  too  anxious  to  have  a

much  attention  or  created  much  excitement  here. 
Perhaps  it  is  because  the  pamphlet  is  so  expensive. 
It  is  not  large,  but  it  costs  |2.oo.  After  a  wild- 
goose  chase  (so  to  speak)  from  one  book-shop  to 
another  I  managed  to  pick  up  a  copy.  It  is  really 
very  entertaining.  Mr.  Whitmore  in  his  preface 
treats  the  subject  with  all  the  seriousness  that  it 
deserves.  He  never  forgets  that  it  was  a  Mother 
Goose  who  saved  Rome  ;  and  he  proves,  beyond  a 


cavil,  that  the  term  as  applied  to  writings  for  children  is 
much  older  than  the  date  of  the  veracious  Madame 
Elizabeth  Vergoose  (condensed  into  Goose),  who 
through  the  family  pride  of  a  descendant,  has  been  for 
many  years  regarded  as  the  author  of  the  classic.  It 
is  a  sad  thing  to  give  up  one's  idols,  but,  in  a  case  like 
the  present,  one  cannot  sing  with  the  late  John  Boyle 
O'Reilly,  "I'd  rather  be  an  Irishman  than  right" 
Historic  truth  must  be  preserved.  In  a 
recent  book  of  Parodius,  published  in 
England,  the  possibility  that  Dr.  Gold- 
smith wrote  some  of  the  melodies  is 
mooted.  Others  long  ante-date  his  day. 
"  Sing  a  Song  o*  Six-pence  **  is  as  old  as 
the  i6th  century  ;  "  The  Frog  and  the 
Mouse  "  was  licensed  in  1580.  '*  London 
Bridge*'  has  an  antiquity  that  is  worthy 
of  the  pyramids.  "  Litde  Jack  Homer" 
is  known  to  have  been  written  earlier 
than  1617.  "The  Old  Woman  Tossed 
in  a  Blanket"  dates  from  the  reign  of 
King  James  II  and  contains  political 
allusions.  The  "  Three  Blind  Mice  "  is 
found  in  "  Deuteromelia  or  the  Second 
Part  of  Music k's  Melodie,"  dated  1609. 
The  familiar  jingle  "  Thirty  Days  hath 
September "  occurs  in  an  old  play  as 
early  as  1605,  and  the  '*  Three  Children 
Sliding  on  the  Ice "  is  as  old  as  1662. 
The  truth  is,  such  songs  are  a  slow 
growth  and  are,  like  most  proverbs,  as 
old  as  the  language  itself.  I  wonder, 
by  the  way,  if  it  is  generally  known  that 
that  clever  little  book  "  Mother  Goose 
for  Grown  Folks,"  in  which  the  real 
wisdom  lurking  in  the  ditties  of  '*  Mother 
Goose "  is  brought  out  in  a  manner 
worthy  of  study,  is  by  Mrs.  A.  D.  T. 
Whitney. 

A  few  years  ago,  Mr.  Henry  Sandham, 
the  artist,  whose  work  in  revising  Frost's 
Sketches  for  Kennan's  Siberian  articles 
in  the  Century  is  well  known,  was  present 
at  a  concert  given  by  the  Boylston  Club 
(now  reorganized  as  the  Boston  Singers)- 
A  four-part  song  by  Carl  Reinick  greatly 
impressed  the  artist,  who  afterwards  meet- 
ing some  friends  at  the  Paint  and  Clay 
Club-rooms  lemarked  that  each  line 
was  worthy  of  illustration.

There  is  a  hint,  of  the  music 
in  a'few  measures,  the  notes  being  represented  with 
golden  stars  ;  each  line  has  its  appropriate  illustration, 
printed  in  colors.  Estes  &  Lauriat  have  a  number 
of  otherjinteresting  books  for  the  (Holiday ^season  ; 
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one  of  them  is  entitled  "  Our  Great  Actors,**  being 
portraits  of  Edwin  Booth,  Coquelin,  Lawrence  Barrett, 
Joseph  Jefferson,  Henry  Irving  and  Salvini  i9  -the 
character  in  which  each  is  best  known.  The  artist  is 
Mr.  Charles  S.  Abb^,  himself  also  an  actor  and 
belonging  to  the  stock  company  at  the  Boston 
Museum.

HENRYK  SIENKIEWICZ. 

AUTHOR  OF   '*  WITH  FIRE  AND  SWORD." 

The  following  brief  outlines  ot  the  author's  life  and 
work  are  gleaned  from  an  article  in  Blackwood"  s 
Magazine  : 

"  Henry k  Sienkiewicz,  bom  in  1845.  ^^^er  study- 
ing at  the  University  of  Warsaw,  spent  several  years 
in  California.  The  account  of  these  travels,  published 
in  a  Polish  newspaper,  first  brought  him  into  notice ; 
and  it  is  evident  that  American  influences  have  con- 
tributed much  to  the  development  of  his  peculiar  vein 
of  talent    The  practical  spirit,  the  caustic  dry  humor 
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of  our  American  countrymen,  seem  to  have  gfiven 
force  and  precision  to  the  Slave  character ;  and  that

morbid  supersensitiveness  which  is  the 
defect  of  so  many  Russian  and  Polish 
writers,  has  here  been  developed  to  a 
more  realistic  sort  of  pathos.  In  short, 
while  losing  none  of  their  national  char- 
acteristics, Sienkiewicz's  writings  have 
gained  other  qualities  which  make  them 
stand  out  from  the  work  of  his  prede- 
<:essors  and  contemporaries  in  a  new 
and  original  light.  It  was  in  1884  that, 
giving  his  genius  full  scope  he  produced 
his  first  great  work,  *  Fire  and  Sword,' 
in  four  volumes,  which,  by  the  unani- 
mous verdict  of  competent  authorities 
at  once  placed  Henryk  Sienkiewicz  at 
the  head  of  Polish  novelists,  past  or 
present.  This  first  work  has  been  followed 
by  two  sequels, —  '  Deluge,"  ana  '  Pan 
Volodyovski.'  in  three  volumes.  These 
three  historical  romances,  whose  appear- 
ance has  been  a  real  event  in  Polish 
literature,  cannot  be  called  novels  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  They  are 
rather  grand  historical  pictures  not  treat- 
ing merely  of  single  episodes,  but 
unrolling  the  entire  Polish  history  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  in  its  political, 
intellectual,  and  social  aspect.  ...  In 
all  these  works  we  see  the  Poles  as  they 
lived  and  breathed, — no  modern  figures 


masquerading  in  ancient  costume,  but  each  single 
character  penetrated  to  the  core  with  the  spirit  of  his 
times.  .  .  .  His  masterly  style  is  well  calculated 
to  display  the  beauties  of  the  Polish  language  to 
their  fullest  extent,  and  triumphantly  demonstrate  its 
superiority  to  all  other  Slave  tongues.  His  descrip- 
tions of  Nature  are  as  picturesque  and  artistic  as  they 
are  vivid ;  and  his  analysis  of  duu^cter — that  is  of 
masculine  character— cannot  be  overrated.** 

A  writer  in  a  recent  number  of  the  Critic  con- 
tributes some  interesting  gossip  concerning  the  author 
of  •'  With  Fire  and  Sword:  " 

"  Henryk  Sienkiewicz  came  to  this  country  with  the 
little  band  of  Polish  patriots,  students,  and  artists  who 
followed  Mme.  Modjeska  and  her  husband  when  they 
first  pitched  their  tent  in  California.  They  had  an 
idea  of  a  communal  ranch,  somewhat  on  the  plan  of 
Brook  Farm  ;  and  its  results  were  about  as  substantial 
as  those  of  that  famous  community.  While  in  Cali- 
fornia, Sienkiewicz  wrote  diligently  for  the  Polish 
papers  and  magazines,  but  only  one  of  his  stories  had 
an  American  background.

Since  his  visit  to  America  fourteen 
years  ago,  the  romancer  has  become  the  most  popular 
of  Polish  writers,  and  is  said  to  be  the  best- 
paid    author   east  of   Paris.

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well  off,  for  it  is  said  that  when,  not  long  ago,  a  man 
who  had  read  one  of  his  books  sent  him  a  check  for 
about  115,000  as  a  slight  token  of  admiration,  he  re- 
turned it  with  a  request  that  he  should  give  it  to  the 
poor.  In  Poland  Sienkiewicz  is  esteemed  a  greater 
novelist  than  Tourgu^neff  or  Tolstoi.  National  senti- 
ment doubtless  has  something  to  do  with  this  appraise- 
ment ;  but  now  that  an  English  dress  is  being  given 
to  his  writings,  we  shall  be  able  to  form  our-  own 
estimate  of  their  worth."

IMAGINATIOxN  OLTSTRIPPING  MEMORY. 

The  following  account  of  how  some  of  Scott's  novels 
were  written  is  from  Mr.  Ballantyne's  MSS.,  and  is  of 
deep  interest  as  showing  a  remarkable  effect  of 
physical  pain  in  raising  the  imaginative  and  creative 
powers  of  the  mind  : 

"  During  the  progress  of  composing  *  The  Heart  of 
Midlothian,*  'The  Bride  of  Lammermoor,*  and 
'Legend  of  Montrose' — a  period  of  many  months — 
Mr.  Scott's  health  had  become  extremely  indifferent, 
and  was  often  supposed  to  place  him  in  great  danger. 
But  it  would  hardly  be  credited,  were  it  not  for  the 
notoriety  of  the  fact,  that  although  one  of  the  symp- 
toms of  his  illness  was  pain  of  the  most  acute  descrip- 
tion, yet  he  never  allowed  it  to  interrupt  his  labors. 
The  only  difference  it  produced,  that  I  am  aware  of, 
was  its  causing  him  to  employ  the  hand  of  an 
amanuensis  in  place  of  his  own.  Indeed,  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  day  at  this  period  he  was  confined 


jokes  was  mingled  with  groans  extorted  from  him  by 
pain ;  but  that  when  he,  Mr.  L.,  endeavored  to 
prevail  upon  him  to  take  a  little  respite,  the  only 
answer  he  could  obtain  from  Mr.  Scott  was  a  request 
that  he  would  see  that  the  doors  were  carefully  shut, 
so  that  the  expressions  of  his  agony  might  not  reach 
his  family — *  As  to  stopping  work.  Laidlaw,'  he  said, 
'  you  know  that  is  wholly  out  of  the  question.'  What 
followed  upon  these  exertions,  made  in  circumstances 
so  very  singular,  appears  to  me  to  exhibit  one  of  the 
most  singular  chapters  in  the  history  of  the  human 
intellect.  The  book  having  been  published  before 
Mr.  Scott  was  able  to  rise  from  his  bed,  he  assured 
me  that,  when  it  was  put  into  his  hands,  he  did  not 
recollect  one  single  incident,  character,  or  conversa- 
tion it  contained.  He  by  no  means  desired  me  to 
understand,  nor  did  I  understand,  that  his  illness  had 
erased  from  his  memory  all  or  any  of  the  original 
family  facts  with  which  he  had  been  acquainted  from 
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the  period,  probably,  of  his  boyhood.  These,  of 
course,  remained  rooted  where  they  had  ever  been, 
or,  to  speak  more  explicitly,  where  explicitness  is  so 
entirely  important,  he  remembered  the  existence  of 
the  father  and  mother,  the  son  and  daughter,  the 
rival  lovers,  the  compulsory  marriage,  and  the  attack 
made  by  his  bride  upon  the  unhappy  bridegroom,

Mr.  Hezekiah  Butterworth  was  born  in  Warren,  R.  I., 
December  22, 1839,  ^^s  family  being  among  the  earliest 
settlers  of  Rhode  Island.  He  grew  up  on  the  old 
estate  where  he  worked,  in  the  meantime  studying 
and  obtaining  his  education  by  teaching  and  writing 
for  the  popular  papers  of  the  day.  In  1870  he  became 
connected  with  the  Youth's  Companion 
as  assistant  editor,  a  position  which  he  has 
held  for  nearly  twenty  years.  While 
engaged  in  his  editorial  duties  some  twelve 
years  ago,  the  publishing  house  of  Estes 
&  Lauriat  showed  him  a  popular  French 
work  which  gave  an  account  of  a  French 
schoolmaster  who  took  a  class  of  boys  on 
a  journey  with  a  view  of  giving  them 
object-lessons  in  history.  Mr.  Butter- 
worth, believing  that  books  of  narrative 
and  historic  stories  interwoven  would 
be  likely  to  prove  useful  to  home  and 
school  education,  wrote  a  specimen  book 
oa  the  French  plan.  It  was  entitled 
"  Zigzag  Journeys  in  Europe."  The  book 
was  immensely  popular,  and  about  forty 
thousand  copies  of  it  have  been  sold.

The  author  seems  to  have  thought  it 
unnecessary  to  provide  any  amusement  for  his  sub- 
jects, but  that  his  duty  was  complete  in  collecting  his 
people  for  an  entertainment  and  then  feeding  them. 
The  sketch  must  be  a  libel — no  society  can  be  as  dull 
as  Mr.  McAllister  would  have  us  believe.   It  may

in  the  fields  next  them,  they  frisked  about,  and  thus 
did  away  with  much  of  the  stiff  conventionality  per- 
taining to  a  city  entertainment." 

But  tl)e  Patriarchs',  as  our  author  describes  them, 
must  have  been  most  solemn  entertainments  ;  as  he 
tells  us  "  Patriarchs  were  chosen  solely  for  their 
fitness,"  and  that  the  invitations  to  these  balls  were 
stepping-stones  to  New  York  Society. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  author  confines  his  descrip- 
tion of  Society,  first,  to  his  own  society,  and  next,  to 
the  entertainments  in  which  he  is  permitted  to  take  a 
prominent  part.  He  strays  into  no  other  kingdom  ; 
recognizes  as  "  social  beings  "  none  but  his  immediate 
subjects.  He  does  not  tell  us  how  the  ladies  of  the 
best  New  York  society  revolted  some  years  since  and 
took  the  matter  of  ball-giving  into  their  own  hands 
and  established  the  Assemblies  and  smaller  entertain- 
ments. His  social  locality  is  confined  to  the  places 
where  he  has  superintended   entertainments,  and  he

suqprise  the  reader  how  the  account  of  all  this  can 
interest  even  the  Society  in  which  Mr.  McAllister 
assumes  to  move. 

Mr.  McAllister  does  not  assume  to  speak  of  society 
except  as  an  adjunct  to  a  description  of  himself,  and 
treats  i  ts  various  members  as  a  sort  of  patent  medi- 
cine— none  genuine  without  his  signature  on  the  label. 
The  book  shows  little  more  conception  of  what  societ)- 
is — or  should  be — than  a  polo  pony  has  of  ancient 
history.  To  assume  to  describe  "  a  Society  "  desti- 
tute of  humor,  of  wit,  of  position  or  distinction,  of 
kindly  deeds  and  generous,  unostentatious  hospitality, 
is  but  to  make  the  author  and  the  subject  alike  ridicu- 
lous. On  such  subjects,  in  this  country,  at  this  day, 
to  assume  to  be  dogmatic,  reminds  us  of  the  famous 
definition,  "  Dogmatism  is  puppyism  come  to  ma- 
turity." 

But  there  are  some  alleviating  circumstances  in  the 
book.     Mr.  McAllister  seems  to  be  a  poor  bear-leader^ 
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but  a  good  cook.  It  is  quite  clear  that  Venus  in  the 
early  days  of  his  pursuit  relegated  him  to  Vulcan,  the 
lower  regions,  and  the  kitchen  fire.  His  opinions  as 
to  cooks,  his  hints  on  marketing,  and  his  unbiased 
views  about  beefsteaks  are  good.  His  menu  is  gen- 
erally somewhat  overloaded  and  elaborate ;  but  had 
he  confined  his  ambition  to  feeding  the  Three 
Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  and  his  empire  to 
the  kitchen,  no  complaint  would  have  been 
possible  but  dyspepsia.  His  comments  on  wine 
are  also  excellent.  He  has  evidently  a  taste  for 
it  and  knowledge  of  it. 

Mr.  McAllister  disarms  criticism  as  to  both 
the  English  and  the  French  of  the  volume  by 
his  frank  admissions.  In  his  Introduction  he 
informs  us  that  he  makes  no  pretension  to 
either  scholarship  or  elegant  diction ;  and,  at 
page  41,  that  he  landed  in  France  not  know- 
ing how  to  speak  the  language  and  only 
remembering  a  few  words  learned  in  childhood. 
The  style  of  the  book  is  involved,  often  ridicu- 
lous; one  instance  will  suffice:  "The  Autocrat" 
tcDs  us  at  page  50  :  **  Several  of  our  hand- 
somest New  York  women  were  then  having 
their  busts  sculptured  in  marble;  as  you  saw 
them  first  in  the  clay,  you  found  them  more 
attractive." 

Altogether,  what  one  loses  in  instruction  is 
made  up  by  the  amusement  the  book  affords. 
Folly  served  up  solemnly  is  often  very  droll. 
It  is  droll,  as  Artemus  Ward  was  droll ;  but  he 
had  the  advantage  over  Mr.  McAllister  in 
knowing  how  funny  he  was. 

The  difHculty  with  the  book,  if  such  a  book  can  be 
treated  at  all  seriously,  is  that  it  assumes  to  treat  of  the 
drawing- rooin,  when  it  should  have  been  confined  to 
the  kitchen  and  the  servants*  hall.  Its  atmosphere 
suggests  that  the  master  and  mistress  are  out  of  town 
and  that  the  servants  have  moved  up  into  the  drawing- 


last  night,  that  it  had  happened  twice,  and  that  he 
could  not  account  for  it,  "  Nor  I,"  said  Jerrold,

rooms.  Things  in  life  move  best  at  their  proper  level. 
Relegate  the  book  to  the  lower  story,  and  eliminate 
the  crime  de  la  creme  of  society  he  so  often  speaks  of, 
and  it  will  do  very  well.  Douglas  Jerrold  understood 
the  diflference.  When  a  member  of  the  Club  exclaimed 
how  strange  it  was  that  he  had  no  fish  at  the  Marquis*s

scholarship  or  elegant  diction,"  that  it  is  *'  intended 
to  be  miscellaneous,  with  a  noble  disdain  of  regu- 
larity," and  then  honestly  keeps  his  word,  writing 
exactly  as  he  talks,  telling  his  social  experiences  with 
a  naivete  that  is  as  good-natured  as  it  is  refreshing, 
admitting  that  he  never  had  an  ambition  in  his  life 
beyond  swearing  by  Venus,  his  reader,  it  un- 
prejudiced, takes  this  author  for  just  what  he  is 
worth,  and  does  not  impale  him  for  not  adding 
a  valuable  contribution  to  literature. 

Mr.  Ward  McAllister  is  the  Pepys  of  con- 
temporary New  York,  and  I  understand  why  the 
orders  for  "Society  as  I  Have  Found  It" 
exceed  the  supply.  This  country  contains 
65,000,000  of  men  and  women,  several  hundred 
thousand  of  whom  want  to  get  into  society, 
and  several  millions  of  whom  want  to  read 
about  what  they  never  expect  to  attain.  The 
view  becomes  enchanting  in  proportion  to  its 
distance.  As  the  author  of  "The  Four  Hun- 
dred," Mr.  McAllister,  thanks  to  the  press,  has  be- 
come known  from  one  end  of  this  continent  to  the 
other.  Accepted  as  a  social  authority,  his  book  is 
sought  with  the  hope  of  discovering  how  to  go  and 
do  likewise. 
Mr.  McAllister  has  disappointed  many  most  agree- 
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ably  by  putting  little  into  his  book  that  will  not  benefit 
those  who  go  to  it  for  advice.  He  is  not  a  snob.  He 
thinks  the  great  secret  of  life  is  to  be  contented  with 
the  position  to  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  call  you. 
He  lives  in  a  modest  house,  and,  when  offered  chances 
to  speculate  and  improve  his  fortune,  twice  declined, 
though  one  of  his  counsellors  was  Commodore  Van- 
derbilt.  His  delight  in  life  is  to  entertain  ;  his  pride 
is  to  entertain  well.  "My  dear  boy."  said  an  old 
Georgian  to  Mr.  McAllister  when  he  invaded  Savan- 
nah for  a  season  many  years  ago,  "  your  aunts,  the 
Telfairs,  could  give  breakfasts,  but  you,  you  can  give 
dinners."  How  many  people  can  ?  And  if  Mr. 
McAllister  wants  to  tell  people  what  he  knows  about 
entertaining,  why  shouldn't  he  ?

A  SISTER  OF  MERCY. 

Life  of  Dorothea  Lynde  Dix.    By  Francis  Tiffany.

At  last  we  have  a  full  and  adequate  biography  of  one 
of  the  most  wonderful  women  of  our  country.  The 
amount  of  work  done  and  good  accomplished  by  this 
servant  of  Christ  is  almost  incredible,  seeing  that  her 
noble  spirit  dwelt  in  the  physical  frame  of  the  sex 
usually  called  the  weaker,  fndeed,  that  wonderful 
will  born  in  her  was  often  too  much  for  her  flesh  to 
bear,  and  blood  and  tissues  more  than  once  revolted, 
and  prostrated  the  imperious  philanthropist.  Her 
childhood  was  indeed  "  bleak,  humiliating  and  pain- 
ful." Intensely  ideal,  her  whole  soul  went  out  to 
practical  benevolent  action.  She  was  at  one  time 
governess  to  the  children  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Channing, 

and  his  principles 
found  in  her  a  noble 
illustration.  Her  su- 
preme master  was 
Christ,  and  her  life- 
long ambition  was 
like  his  in  yearning 
to  make  all  life  a 
perpetual  feast  of  love 
and  beauty  to  which 
from  the  highways  and 
hedges  the  outcasts 
should  be  invited  in. 
Wonderfully  self- 
sustained  and  com- 
manding, this  woman, 
whether  as  school- 
keeper,  traveller  on 
errands  of  mercy, 
reformer,  builder  of 
hospitals,  invalid,  or 
mover  of  legislatures, 
accomplished  an 
amazing  amount  ot 
work  for  God  and 
man.  She  ministered  to  needy  children,  paupeis, 
outcasts,  and  soldiers ;  visited  the  convicts  in 
prison  and  interested  society  in  prison  reform ; 
improved  the  life- saving  service  on  the  coast; 
visited  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union  this  side 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  appealing  to  legislatures 
to  provide  for  the  insane.  When  the  Civil  War 
broke  out,  she  gave  herself  to  the  work  of  organ- 
izing the  service  of  nurses  for  the  hospitals  in  which 
lay  the  wounded  soldiers.  This  is  the  mere  outline 
of  the  record  of  this  sister  of  mercy,  protestant  of 
protestants,  who  was  as  inflexible  and  dictatorial  as  a 
pope.  Wonderfully  contradictory  in  the  separate  ele- 
ments of  her  composition,  her  lofty  purpose  and 
intense  spirit  gave  her  life  a  sublime  unity.  Her  faults 
were  the  faults  of  great  virtues. 

The  story  of  her  life  in  detail,  from,  her  birth  in 
Maine,  April  4,  1802,  until  her  death  at  Trenton,  New 
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Jersey,  July  17,  1887, 
is  told  in  this  comely 
volume  from  the 
Riverside  Press, 
With  the  author  it  has 
evidently  been  a  labor 
of  love,  and  of  con- 
scientious care.  The 
details  arc  accurate, 
the  style  rich  and  full 
of  thought-provoking 
felicities  of  expres- 
sion, the  events  are 
grouped  with  dra- 
matic power.  The 
whole  texture  of  the 
biography  is  that 
which  suggests  a 
noble  and  enduring 
tapestry  reproducing 
the  temporary  cartoon.

The  French  original  of  this  vivacious  translation  by 
Mrs.  M.  Carey  was  edited  from  the  manuscript  of 
Captain  Coignet  and  published  some  three  years  ago. 
The  veracity  of  the 
narrative  was  sub- 
stantiated   by    the 
editor  who  in   his 
preface   puts  it  on 
an  authentic  basis, 
which  adds  greatly 
to  the  interest  of  the 
reader  in  the  book. 
Captain    Coignet's 
story  is    a    simple 
and   credible   one. 
He  rose  from  the 
ranks  to  the  place 
he  held  on  the  Em- 
peror's staff.      He 

was  not  in  any  way  distinguished  but  simply  formed 
one  of  the  thousands  of  brave  and  more  or  less  brutal- 
ized soldiers  who  were  devoted  to  the  fortunes  and 
person  of  the  first  Napoleon.  He  had  a  retentive 
mind  and  a  genius  for  telling  a  story,  and  kept  him- 
self in  practice  until  he  died  in  good  old  age.  The 
book  is  the  frank,  blunt  and  sometimes  brutally  in- 
souciant record  of  a  soldier  whose  whole  life  had 
been  in  camps  and  campaigns.  His  bonhomie  is 
equaled  only  by  his  thoroughly  national  thrasonic 
braggery.  He  is,  however  honest  nnd  truthful,  and 
had  especial  skill  in  the  management  of  horses.  His 
courage  was  of  the  desperate  type ;  and  tho  his  book 
is  worth  little  or  nothing  to  the  scientific  student  of 
the  Napoleonic  strategy,  it  is  worth  much  as  a  real-  '. 
istic  presentation  of  a  soldier's  life  and  duty  in  the 
Napoleonic  campaigns.  Independent,

=Captain  Sir  Richard  F.  Burton,  the  noted  Englbh 
explorer,  died  at  Trieste  October  20th.  He  was  born 
in  Tuam,  Galway,  Ireland,  in  1821,  and  was  destined 
for  the  church.  But  after  graduating  at  Oxford  he 
entered  the  East  India  Service.  While  in  India  he 
began  his  explorations,  and  afterwards,  while  serving 
for  five  years  in  Scinde,  under  Sir  E.  J.  Napier,  he 
published  several  works  on  Indian  subjects  and 
acquired  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Arabic,  Afghan, 
Persian,  Hmdustanee  and  Moultanese  languages.  In 
185 1  he  started  for  England,  and  having  been 
granted  a  furlough,  started  for  Mecca  and  Medina, 
cities  which  no  Christian  had  reached  since  Burck- 
hardt  in  1814  and  1815.  At  Alexandria  heassumed 
the  character  of  a  wandering  dervish,  and  though 
sometimes  suspected,  succeeded  in  penetrating  to  the 
holy  shrine**.  His  work,  "  A  Pilgrimage  to 
El  Medinah  and  Mecca,"  records  the  journey.  A 
little  later  he  visited  eastern  Africa,  and  during  the 
Crimean  war  served  as  chief  of  staff  to  General 
Beatson.  In  1856  he,  with  Captain  Speke,  started 
for  Zanzibar,  penetrated  to  the  lake  regions  of  Central 

Africa,  and  in  1838 
discovered  Lake 
Tanganyika.  He 
published  in  1861, 
in  his  "  City  of  the 
Saints,'*  one  of  the 
earliest  and  best 
accounts  of  the 
Mormon  settle- 
ments in  Utah,  aod 
of  the  route  taken 
by  the  first  trans- 
continental rail- 
road. The  same 
year  he  was  made 
.  consul  at  Fernando 
Po,  among  the  results  of  his  stay  there  being  two  works 
on  African  subjects.  In  1864  he  was  appointed  consul 
at  Santos,  Brazil,  and  there  wrote  "  Explorations  of  the 
Highlands  of  Brazil.''  Four  years  later  his  consulship 
was  changed  to  Damascus,  and  as  a  result  of  his  travels

1872  he  became  consul  at  Trieste.  One  of  his  late  visits 
to  Medina  bore  important  results.  Tons  of  ore  and 
geological  specimens,  valuable  ethnological  collec- 
tions, collections  of  ancient  coins,  pottery  and  glass 
were  brought  home.  In  1882  Captain  Burton  and 
Commander  Cameron  visited  the  country  at  the  back 
of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony.  In  addition  to  the 
numerous  volumes  which  describe  his  travels,  Burton 
published  nearly  fifty  works,  including  "Camoens/* 
and  the  "Book  of  the  Sword."  He  was  a  gold 
medallist  of  both  the  English  and  r  rench  Geographical 
Societies,  and  before  his  death  had  acquired  thirty-five 
languages  and  dialects.  In  his  later  literary  labors 
he  was  assisted  by  his  wife,  who  is  also  the  author  of 
several  works  on  the  East.  His  latest  publication  was 
the  "  Thousand  Nights  and  a  Night "  (better  known 
as  the  "Arabian  Nights  Entertainment"),  the 
"naturalism"  of  the  celebrated  work  not  admitting 
of  its  being  issued  through  the  usual  channels-

Mr.  Ward's  new  book,  with  two  maps 
and  nearly  a  hundred  illustrations,  makes 
a  volume  of  unusual  interest  and  value. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Ward .  -^ 

was  a  member  of  Stanley's  last  expedition  ♦ 
into  the  interior  of  Africa,  and  was  one  of  \ 
the  unfortunate  rear  guard  in  command  ,. 
of  Major  Barttelot,  whose  story  is  familiar  ^ 
to  every  reader.  Mr.  Ward  went  to  Africa  f  '"^^  ^ 
in  1884  in  the  service  of  the  Congo  Free  '  ^^^  * 
State,  having  been  personally  engaged  by 
Mr.  Stanley.  His  work  was  to  travel 
among  the  tribes  of  the  upper  Congo  to  t.  y  Crowcii 
secure  porters  for  the  carriage  of  loads  into 
the  interior.  This  he  did  for  fifteen  months,  when  he 
was  displaced  by  the  new  German  administrator  to 
make  way  for  a  German.  He  remained  in  Africa, 
however,  until  the  arrival  of  Stanley  in  1887,  on  his 
expedition  in  search  of  Emin  Pasha,  when  he  volun- 
teered his  services,  which  were  accepted.  He  was 
assigned  to  Major  Barttelot's  command,  and  remained 
for  some  time  at  Yambuya,  about  1,500  miles  from 
the  Atlantic  coast,  moving  later  500  miles  down  the 
river  to  Bangala.  a  state  station  on  the  upper  Congo. 
After  the  death  of  Major  Barttelot  he  returned  to 
England. 

But  it  is  not  the  author's  intent  to  tell  the  story  of 
the  Stanley  expedition.  He  simply  deals  with  his  life 
among  the  savage  African  tribes,  describes  their  man- 
ners, customs  and  superstitions,  and  tells  the  story  of 
the  risks  and  dangers  encountered  during  his  travels. 


The  illustrations  are  from  drawings  made  by  the  author 
on  the  spot,  and  represent  the  scenery,  dwellings  and 
people  of  the  Congo  basin.  Boston  'transcript. 

Mr.  Ward  gives  his  own  story  of  the  rear  guard 
upon  whom  Stanley  depended  so  much.  As  Ward 
was  one  of  this  party  his  explanation,  which  is  quite 
long,  will  be  read  with  great  interest. 

Nearly  all  of  the  book,  however,  is  given  up  to 
curious  information  about  native  ways ;  necessarily 
cannibalism  and  slavery  are  described  at  length,  but 
the  natives  have  a  great  deal  of  time  on  their  hands 
when  not  stealing  and  eating  one  another.  Their 
home  life,  domestic  habits,  amusements,  superstitions, 
etc.,  are  described,  as  are

SCOTT'S  DIARY. 


The  journal  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  from  the 
Original  Manuscript  at  Abbotsford.  With  por- 
traits, map,  etc.  Two  volumes.  i2mo,  $5.50;  by  mail, 
$5.82. 

Sir  Walter  kept  a  journal  from  1825  to  1832.  On 
his  death,  in  the  last  named  year,  his  literary  re- 
mains were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  his  son-in-law, 
Mr.  John  Gibson  Lockhart.  In  writing  the  life  of  his 
father-in-law,  Mr.  Lockhart  made  free  use  of  the  jour- 
nal, but,  as  he  says,  '*  by  regard  for  the  feelings  of 
living  persons,"  he  omitted  much  and  made  many 
alterations  ;  printing,  in  fact,  no  chapter  of  the  diary 
in  full.  There  is,  at  this  distance  of  time,  no  reason 
why  the  whole  of  the  journal  should  not  be  published, 
and  by  the  permission  of  Mrs.  Maxwell  Scott  it  now 
appears  exactly  as  Scott  left  it.  In  the  present  edition 
the  notes  of  Mr.  Lockhart  have  been  retained,  for  the 
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parts  of  the  journal  which  he  used  in  his  Life,  and 
further  annotations  have  been  added,  together  with 
extracts  from  the  Life,  from  James  Skene  of  Rubi- 
slaw*s  unpublished  Reminiscences,  and  unpublished 
letters  of  Scott  and  various  contemporaries.  The 
journal,  as  it  stands,  is  full  of  interesting  glimpses 
into  the  great  author's  mind,  and  reveals  in  a  striking 
manner  the  inextinguishable  buoyancy  with  which  he 
encountered  misfortune,  the  iron  perseverance  with 
which  he  set  himself  to  clear  away  the  mountain  of 
debt  with  which  he  found  himself  burdened  when  his 
best  years  had  passed,  the  keen  sense  of  honor  and

duty  which  marked  even  his  most  private  commun- 
ings with  himself,  and  the  gay  humor  which  charac- 
terized him  whenever  the  clouds  parted  for  a  moment 
and  permitted  the  sunshine  to  pass. 

The  journal  is  written  with  a  certain  abandon,  and 
being  here  reproduced  with  scrupulous  fidelity,  it  is 
perhaps  liable  to  be  thought  perilously  near  to  coarse- 
ness in  some  of  its  expressions. 

The  journal  was  begun  not  long  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  troubles  which  eventually  saddled  him 
with  a  debt  amounting  to  $650,000— which,  without  a 
day's  delay,  he  set  himself  to  clear  off  by  his  pen.  In 
November  of  this  year  we  find  ,him  writing  :  "  The 
general  distress  in  the  city  has  affected  H.  and  R. 
(Hurst  and  Robinson),  Constable's  'great  agents. 
Should  they  go,  it  is  not  likely  that  Constable  can 
stand,  and  such  an  event  would  lead  to  great  distress 
and  perplexity  on  the  part  of  J.  B.  (James  Ballantyne) 
and  myself.  Thank  God,  I  have  enough  at  least  to 
pay  forty  shillings  in  the  pound,  taking  matters  at  the 


very  worst.  But  much  distress  and  inconvenience 
must  be  the  consequence.  I  had  a  lesson  in  18 14 
which  should  have  done  good  upon  me,  but  success 
and  abundance  erased  it  from  my  mind.  But  this  is 
no  time  for  journalizing,  or  moralizing  either.  Neces- 
sity is  like  a  sour- faced  cook-maid,  and  I  a  turn-spit 
whom  she  has  flogged  ere  now,  till  he  mounted  his 
wheel." 

On  the  first  intimation  of  his  ruin — which,  however, 
proved  rather  premature — he  communed  thus  with 
himself  in  his  diary : 
December  1 8. — Ballantyne  called  on  me  this  morning 
yenif  ilia  sufirema  dies. 
My  extremity  is  come. 
Cadell  has  received  letters 
from    London  which  all 
but  positively  announce 
the  failure   of   Hurst  & 
Robinson,  so  that  Con- 
stable &  Co.  must  follow, 
and  I  must  go  with  poor 
James    Ballantyne   for 
company.     J   suppose  it 
will  mvolve  my  all.    Bat 
if  they  leave  me  j^soo,  1 
can  still  make  it  £ijxo 
or  ;£  1,200  a  year.    And 
if  they  take  my  salaries 
of  ;£i  ,300  and  ^300,  they 
cannot  but  give  me  some- 
thing out  of  them.  1  have 
been  rash  in  anticipating 
funds  to  buy   land,  but 
then  I  made  from  j^S.ooo 
to  ;£  1 0,000  a  year,  and 
land  was  my  temptation. 
I  think  nobody  can  lose  a 
penny — that  is  one  com- 
fort. Men  will  think  pride 
has  had  a  fall.     Let  them 
indulge  their  own  pride 
copyrkht.  I83U.  by  HarpOT  4  Brothmin  thinking  that  my  feU 
makes  them    higher,  or 
seems  so  at  least.    I  have 
the  satisfaction  to  recol- 
lect that  my  prosperity  has  been  of  advantage  to  many, 
and  that  some  at  least  will  forgive  my  transient  wealth 
on  account  of  the  innocence  of  my  intentions  and  my 
real  wish  to  do  good  to  the  poor.   This  news  will  make 
sad  hearts  at  Damick  and  in  the  cottages  of  Abbotsford, 
which  I  do  not  nourish  the  least  hope  of  preserving.  It 
has  been  my  Delilah,  and  so  I  have  often  termed  it,  and 
now  the  recollection  of  the  extensive  woods  I  planted, 
and  the  walks  I  have  formed,  from  which  strangers 
must  derive  both  the  pleasure  and  profit,  will  exdtc 
feelings  likely  to  sober  my  gayest  moments.    I  have 
half  resolved  never  to  see  the  place  again .   How  could 
I  tread  my  hall  with  such  a  diminished  crest  ?    How 
live  a  poor  indebted  man  where  I  was  once  the  wealthy, 
the  honored  ?  My  children  are  provided  ;  thank  God 
for  that.    1  was  to  have  gone  there  on  Saturday  in  jov 
and  prosperity  to  receive  my  friends.    My  dogs  wiU 
wait  for  me  in  vain.    It  is  foolish — ^but  the  thoughts  of 
parting  from  these  dumb  creatures  have  moved  me 
more  than  anv  of  the  painful  reflections  I  have  put 
down.    Poor  things,  I  must  get  them  kind  masters ; 
there  may  be  yet  those  who  loving  me  may  love  my  dog 
because  it  has  been  mine.  I  must  end  this  or  I  shall  lose 
the  tone  of  mind  with  which  men  should  meet  distress. 
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After  this  there  was  an  interval  ot  hope.  Hurst 
and  Robinson  thought  they  could  maintain  them- 
selves, though  the  hope  proved  illusive.  Scott  simply 
went  on  writing  at  the  top  of  his  speed,  checked 
sometimes  by  indisposition,  but  very  seldom  brought 
to  a  standstill  even  by  the  severest  pain.  In  January 
the  blow  fell  finally.  The  London  agents,  and  then 
Constable  and  Ballantyne,  were  forced  to  suspend. 
Upon  this  certainty  of  disaster  he  comments  thus : 

January  22 — I  feel  neither  dishpnored  nor  broken 
down  by  the  bad — now  really  bad — news  I  have  re- 
ceived, i  have  walked  my  last  on  the  domains  I  have 
planted — sate  the  last  time  in  the  halls  I  have  built. 


say.  I  am  exactly  the  same  man  that  I  ever  was, 
neither  lowspirited  nor  destrait.  In  prosperous  times 
I  have  sometimes  felt  mv  fancy  and  powers  of  lan- 
guage flag,  but  adversity  is  to  me  at  least  a  tonic  and 
bracer;  the  fountain  is  awakened  from  its  inmost 
recesses,  as  if  the  spirit  of  affliction  had  troubled  it  in 
his  passage. 

From  this  time  on  his  work  evidently  absorbs  nearly 
the  whole  of  his  time  and  attention.  "  Despatched 
copy  and  proofs,**  is  a  daily  entry.  This  and  the 
record  of  the  number  of  sheets  written  show  how 
strenuous  were  his  exertions.  Sometimes  he  would 
write  the  equivalent  of  forty  printed  pages  in  a  day. 
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But  death  would  have  taken  them  from  me  if  misfor- 
tune had  spared  them.  My  poor  people  whom  I 
loved  so  well !  There  is  just  another  die  to  turn  up 
against  me  in  this  run  of  ill-luck ;  /.  e,,  if  I  should 
break  my  magic  wand  in  the  fall  from  this  elephant, 
and  lose  my  popularity  with  my  fortune.  Then 
Woodstock  and  Bony  may  both  go  to  the  papermaker, 
and  I  may  take  to  smoking  cigars  and  drinking  grog, 
or  turn  devotee,  and  intoxicate  the  brain  another  way. 
In  prospect  of  absolute  ruin,  I  wonder  if  they  would 
let  me  leave  the  Court  of  Sessions.  I  would  like, 
methinks,  to  go  abroad, 

"  And  lay  my  bones  far  from  the  Tweed.** 
But  I  find  my  eyes  moistening,  and  that  will  not  do. 
I  will  not  yield  without  a  fight  jfor  it.     It  is  odd,  when 
1  set  myself  to  work  doggedly,  as  Dr.  Johnson  would 
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When  Laidlaw  was  his  amanuensis  the  latter  said 
that  they  worked  from  six  in  the  morning  till  six  at 
night,  with  very  short  intermissions  for  meals.  At 
this  time  he  was  writing  "  Woodstock,**  which  sold 
for  ;£8,228,  as  Scott  says — "  a  matchless  sum  for  three 
months*  work.**  Well  might  he  add  "  Four  or  five 
years  of  leisure  and  industry  would,  with  such  success^ 
amply  replace  my  losses  and  put  me  on  a  steadier 
footing  than  ever.** 

Lockhart  endeavored  to  improve  his  father-in-law's 
style,  and  his  efforts  elicit  these  remarks : 

J.  G.  L.  kindly  points  out  some*  solecisms  in  my 
style,  as  "amid**  for  "amidst,**  "scarce  '*  for  "scarcely.  * 
"  Whose,**  he  says,  is  the  proper  genitive  of  "  which  " 
only  at  such  times  as  "  which  **  retains  its  quality  of 
impersonification.  Well !  1  will  try  to  remember  all 
this,  but  after  all  I  write  grammar  as  I  speak,  to  make 
my  meaning  known,  and  a  solecism  in  point  of  compo- 
sition, like  a  Scotch  word  in  speaking,  is  indifferent  to 
me.  I  never  learned  grammar;  and  not  only  Sir 
Hugh  Evans,  but  even  Mrs.  Quickly  might  puzzle  me 
about  Giney's  case  and  horam  harum  korum,  \ 
believe  the  Bailiff  in  "  The  Good  Natured  Man  "  is  not 
far  wrong  when  he  says,  "  One  man  has  one  way  of 
expressing:  himself,  and  another  another,  and  that  is 
all  the  difference  between  them.'* 

Some  suggestive  remarks  upon  Scott*s  imitators 
may  be  cited : 

October  18. — I  take  up  again  my  remarks  on  imi- 
tators. I  am  sure  I  mean  the  gentlemen  no  wrong  by 
calling  them  so.  and  heartily  wish  they  had  followed 
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a  better  model;  but  it  serves  to  show  me  veiuti 
itfspeculo  my  own  errors,  or,  if  you  will,  those  of  the 
style.  One  advantage.  I  think,  I  still  have  over  all  of 
them.  They  may  do  their  fooling  with  better  grace ; 
but  I,  like  Sir  Andrew  Aguecheck,  do  it  more  natural. 
They  have  to  read  old  books  and  consult  antiquarian 
collections  to  get  their  knowledge ;  I  write  because  I 
have  long  since  read  such  works,  and  possess,  thanks 
to  a  strong  memory  the  information  which  they 
have  to  seek  for.  This  leads  to  a  dragging  in  of 
historical  details  by  head  and  shoulders,  so  that  the 
interest  of  the  main  piece  is  lost  in  minute  descriptions 
of  events  which  do  not  affect  its  progress.  Perhaps 
I  have  sinned  in  this  way  myself;  indeed  I  am  but  too 
conscious  of  having  considered  the  plot  only  as  what 
Bayes  calls  the  means  of  bringing  in  fine  things: 
so  that  in  respect  to  the  descriptions,  it  resembled  the 
string  of  the  showman's  box.  which  he  pulls  to 
show  in  succession  Kings,  Queens,  the  Battle  of 
Waterloo,    Bonaparte   at 


During  a  visit  to  London,  in  1826. 
Scott  met  Mad.  D'Arblay,  who  told  him 
ihe  following  story  about  her  famous  novd; 

Mad.  D*Arblay  told  us  the  common 
story  of  Dr.  Burney,  her  father,  bavin? 
brought  home  her  own  first  work,  and 
recommended  it  to  her  perusal,  was  cn-- 
oneous.  Her  father  was  in  the  secret  of 
'•  Evelina"  being  printed.  But  the  fol- 
lowing circumstances  may  have  given 
rise  to  the  story :  Dr.  Burney  was  at 
Sireatham  soon  after  the  publication, 
where  he  found  Mrs.  Thrale  recovering 
from  her  confinement,  low  at  the 
moment,  and  out  of  spirits.  While  they 
were  talking  together,  Johnson,  who  sat 
beside  in  a  kind  of  reverie,  suddenly 
broke  out :  *'  You  should  read  this  new 
work,  madam — you  should  read  '  Evel- 
ina* ;  every  one  says  it  is  excellent,  and 
they  are  right."  The  delighted  father 
obtained  a  commission  from  Mrs.  Thrale 
to  purchase  his  daughter's  work,  and  re- 
tired the  happiest  of  men.  Mad. 
D'Arblay  said  she  was  wild  with  joy  at 
this  decisive  evidence  of  her  literary 
success  and  that  she  could  only  give 
vent  to  her  rapture  by  dancing  and  skip- 
ping round  a  mulberry-tree  in  the  garden. 
She  was  very  young  at  the  time.  I  trust 
I  shall  see  this  lady  again.  She  has 
simple  and  apparently  amiable  manncfs, 
with  quick  feelings. 

The  following  expression  of  something  like  con- 
tempt for  the  public,  upon  whose  approval  he 
depended,  should  probably  not  be  regarded  as  too 
seriously  intended : 

This  has  proved  impossible,  and  the  task  lasted  me 
till  nine,  when  it  was  finished,  tant  hein  que  mal. 
Now,  will  people  say  this  expresses  very  little  respect 
for  the  public.  In  fact,  I  have  very  little  respect  for 
l\\2X  d^zx  pubiicunt  whom  I  am  doomed  to  amuse, 
like  Goody  Trash  in  Bartholomew  Fair,  with  rattles 
and  gingerbread ;  and  I  should  deal  very  uncandidly 
with  those  who  may  read  my  confessions  were  I  to 
say  I  knew  a  public  worth  caring  for  or  capable  of 
distinguishing  the  nicer  beauties  of  composition. 
They  weigh  good  and  evil  qualities  by  the  pound. 
Get  a  good  name  and  you  may  write  trash.  Get  a 
bad  one  and  you  may  write   like   Homer,   without 


Bob  floored  by  Jemmy 
from  town.  All  this  I  may 
have  done,  but  I  have  re- 
pented of  it;  and  in  my 
better  efforts,  while  I  con- 
ducted my  story  through 
the  agency  of  historical 
personages,  and  by  con- 
necting it  with'  historical 
incidents,  I  have  endeav 
ored  to  weave  them  pretty 
closely  together,  and  in 
future  I  will  study  this 
more.  Must  not  let  the 
backg^round  eclipse  the 
principal  figure-the  frame 
overpower  the  picture. 
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pleasing  a  single  reader.  I  am,  perhaps,  l*  enfant  gate 
de  succes,  but  I  am  brought  to  the  stake,  and  must 
perforce  stand  the  course. 

The  journal  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  our 
knowledge  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  and  if  in  places  it 
leaves  an  impression  of  greater  roughness  and  license 
of  language  than  might  have  been  expected,  there  is 
not  a  line  from  beginning  to  end  which  does  not 
confirm  all  existing  beliefs  as  to  the  thorough  manli- 
ness, nobility,  chivalry  and  kindliness  of  the  writer.

"  London  Street  Arabs  *'  contains  a  series  of  copies  ot 
drawings  by  Mrs.  Stanley,  better  known  in  art  as 
Miss  Dorothy  Tennant.  '1  he  letter-press  consists  of 
only  a  few  pages,  "  By  Way  of  Introduction,"  made 
up  of  reminiscences  of  ragamuffin  life.  Mrs.  Stanley 
began  at  an  early  age  with  a  series  of  "  Passages  from 
the  Life  of  Jack  Sheppard.*'  After  a  time  she  appears 
to  have  become  very  expert  at  luring  little  boys  to  her 
studio.  "  The  best  way  is  to  find  an  average  boy,  win 
his  confidence,  give  him  sixpence,  and  promise  him 
another  sixpence  if  he  will  bring  you  a  boy  more  rag- 
ged than  himself.*'  By  this  process,  in  spite  of  the 
loss  of  time  of  which  she  complains,  you  "  can  get 
down  to  a  very  fine  specimen."  It  is  disheartening, 
however,  when  a  boy,  reported   as  one  "  wot   never 
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washes  himself,*'  arrives  handsomely  furbished  up,  in 
a  new  ji.  6d,  suit.  The  notes  are  all  most  amusing, 
and  have  the  rare  merit  of  making  the  reader  wish 
they  were  not  so  brief.  We  cannot  but  sympathize 
with  that  nice  boy  who  told  Miss  Tennant  that  the 
advantage  of  having  nothing  was  that  "  you  hadn't 
anything  on  your  mind.'*  This  is  contrasted  with  the 
saying  of  a  youthful  member  of  the  other,  the  jealous 
sex,  who  wished  to  live  in  the  country  where  she 
should  not  see  a  lot  of  people  having  a  lot  of  things 
she  could  not  have.  So.  too,  every  one  must  agree 
with  the  boy  who  offered  to  stand  on  his  head  while 
he  was  painted,  averring  that  he  preferred  this  to  any 
other  attitude.  Of  course  he  did.  The  drawings 
have  appeared  in  various  magazines,  and  seem  to  be, 
or  to  have  been,  woodcuts,  but,  if  so,  have  become 
very  fuzzy.    The  pretty  picture  of  the  *'  Merbaby,** 


with  Art  too  often  rode  over  Truth.  I  likewise 
wanted  them  connected  with  data  and  textual  refer- 
ences, which  should  give  me  helpful  hints  for  the 
further  study  and  enjoyment  of  the  events  that  have 
made  the  Scripture  Lands  the  most  interesting  of  any 
in  the  world.  ♦  *  *  I  am  convinced  that  there  are 
other  people  whose  wants  have  been  similar  to  those 
I  have  described  as  my  own ;  so  in  face  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  end  to  books  of  travel  in  the  land  of 
the  Scriptures,  I  appear  with  mine.**  This  is  quite 
reason  enough,  though  one  feels  also  in  accord  with 
Mr.  Wilson's  objections  to  "the  narrowness  of  the 
enthusiast,  or  the  arbitrariness  of  denominationalism." 
With  the  substance  of  the  contents  of  this  sumptuous 
volume  we  are  already  familiar.  It  is  readable 
throughout,  and  its  illustrations  are  invaluable  to  the 
devout  Scriptural  student.

French  literature  has  produced ;  he  also  is  the  least 
offensive  among  the  non-neutral  characters  of  French 
romance.  He  is  what  a  Western  American  would 
pronounce  "  an  almighty  blower."  but  withal  so  good 
natured  and  harmless  that  no  one  dislikes  him  ;  so 
romantic  and  excitable  that  most  of  his  acquaintances 
regard  him  almost  with  reverence.  To  fully  appre- 
ciate the  present  book  the  reader  must  have  read 
"  Tartarin  of  Tarascon  "  and  "  Tartarin  in  the  Alps," 
where  the  character  of  the  man  and  his  surroundings 
are  amusingly  made  known.  Yet  without  the  knowl- 
edge thus  imparted,  it  still  is  impossible  to  read  a  few 
pages  of  "  Port  Tarascon  "  without  feeling  acquainted 
with  the  hero  and  his  neighbors — a  simple,  affable, 
imaginative,  excitable,  and  it  must  be  admitted, 
amazingly  ignorant  lot  of  people  in  the  south  of 
France.  To  Tarascon  there  comes  a  distinguished 
looking  person,  with  a  noble  title  and  a  plan  for 
colonizing  the  Tarasconians  on  Pacific  Island  where 
existence  is  bliss  and  everything  is  as  it  should  be.

HUNTING  BIG  GAME. 

Wild  Beasts  and  Their  Ways.  Reminiscences  of 
Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  America.  By  Sir  S.  W. 
Baker.  Illustrations  by  H.  Dixon.  8vo,  $2.60;  by 
mail,  ^2.81. 

These  first-fruits  of  the  year's  literar>'  harvest  of  sport 
have  been  eagerly  expected,  and  show  that  the  dis- 
coverer of  the  Albert  Nyanza  has,  in  spite  of 
advancing  years,  lost  none  of  his  cunning  of  hand 
either  with  rifle  or  pen.  In  point  of  interest  these  vol- 
umes are  nowise  inferior  to  his  books  on  African 
travel  in  former  days.  They  are  dedicated  by  per- 
mission to  the  Prince  of  Wales  as  "  a  great  traveler 
and  true  sportsman  who  has  ever  taken  a  keen  inter- 
est in  the  study  of  natural  history.*'   And  these  words 


Thus,  we  have  made  the  acquaintance  before  of  the 
hyaena  which  intruded  into  his  tent  one  night  in  Africa. 
After  a  sensible  chapter  on  the  weapons  with  which 
an  explorer  and  sportsman  should  provide  himself, 
the  author  enlarges  on  the  elephant,  the  larger  mem- 
bers of  the  felida^  bears,  buffaloes,  crocodiles,  boars, 
and  the  cervida^  especially  the  samburzxiA  the  African 
antelopes.  The  chapters  on  the  hippopotamus  and 
rhinoceros  are  especially  good,  and  bring  out  in  strong 
relief  the  great  strength  and  brute  ferocity  of  these 
creatures.  Thus  the  forests  and  plains  of  the  world 
are  laid  under  contribution,  and  an  opportunity  is 
given  for  relating  much  of  the  economy  of  these  ani- 
mals which  is  new  to  many  students  and  full  of 
interest  to  general  readers.

show  the  scope  of  the  book — first,  its  devotion  to 
sport ;  next,  the  survey  which  it  takes  of  the  habits  of 
the  wild  animals  described.  The  author  disclaims 
any  mere  book-making.  He  relates  his  own  experi- 
ences, and  vouches  for  the  accuracy  of  the  curious 
ways  of  the  wild  beasts  that  he  has  observed.  Mr.  H. 
Dixon  has  ably  seconded  him  with  spirited  illustra- 
tions of  many  of  the  creatures  here  treated.  The 
result  is  a  delightful  book,  which  will  instruct  the 
sportsman  as  much  as  it  charms  the  naturalist  in  his 
study. 

Since  his  African  explorations,  Sir  S.  Baker  has 
traveled  in  search  of  sport  and  adventure  through 
India,  Japan,  Syria  and  America.  These  pages  reflect 
many  of  his  recent  experiences,  though  every  here 
and  there  a  careful  reader  will  remember  one  or  two 
of  the  more  thrilling  anecdotes  of  his  former  books. 


He  points  out,  that  wild  beasts  can  hold  their  own 
against  all  the  pitfalls,  bows,  and  lances  of  savage 
tribes ;  but  the  deadly  rifle,  with  its  terrifying  explo- 
sion, soon  drives  them  from  the  old  haunts  further  into 
the  wilderness.  The  author's  adventures  bear  out 
the  belief  that  almost  all  wild  animals  are  glad  to  slink 
from  man,  and  slow  to  attack  him  if  they  are  not 
themselves  assailed.  It  is  a  sore  temptation  to  quote 
from  the  author  on  the  habits  of  the  lion,  an  animal 
less  understood  than,  perhaps,  are  any  of  its  family,  in 
spite  of  its  renown  ;  but,  as  everyone  interested  in  wild 
animals  will  read  these  fascinating  chapters,  there  is 
the  less  need  for  regret.  Indeed,  searching  observa- 
tions on  animals*  habits  and  character  may  be  found 
in  every  page.  Here  is  an  admirable  account  of 
hunting  with  a  cheetah  ;  there  is  a  note  how  a  hippo- 
potamus dives,  differing  therein  from  most  aquatic 
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animals,  as  it  sinks  backwards  and  disappears  by 
throwing  its  nose  upwards.  Crocodiles  are  duly 
described  in  another  chapter,  and  their  cunning  shown 
to  be  equal  to  their  ferocity.  Antelopes  and  deer  of 
all  kinds  receive  half  a  volume's  consideration  ;  and 
of  course  our  old  friend,  the  wild  boar,  bold,  courage- 


paint  ;  and  the  title-page  is  contradicted  in  the  preface, 
where  the  author  complains  of  the  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing suitable  pictures  of  modern  Greece.  Dr.  Mahaffy 
writes  vigorously,  and  his  pages  are  fascinating  enough 
without  pictures,  the  miscellaneous  character  of  which 
may  be  learned  at  a  glance.

DANIEL  S.  APPLETON. 

Daniel  Sydney  Appleton,  of 
the  publishing  firm  of  D.  Apple- 
ton  &  Co.,  died  at  his  home  in 
New  York  City,  Thursday, 
November  13.  He  was  stricken 
with  apoplexy  a  few  days 
before. 

Mr.  Appleton  was  the  fourth 
son  of  Daniel  Appleton,  the 
founder  of  the  house,  and  was 
bom  in  1824  in  Boston.  The 
oldest  living  member  of  the 
house  of  Daniel  Appleton  & 
Company  was  but  a  very  young 
man  when,  in  the  year  1830,  he 
and  his  father  began  business 
in  New  York  city.  Possessed 
of  but  little  capital,  the  first 
venture  of  the  partners  in  pub- 
lishing cost  them  only  ^5. 
It  was  a  tiny  book  entitled  "Daily 
Crumbs,**  and  provided  its  de- 
vout readers  with  a  text  of  scrip- 
ture for  every  day  in  the  year. 
William  H.  Appleton  preserves 
a  co(>y  of  this  book  shrined  in 
a  silver  casket,  and  those  are 
privileged  acquaintances  who 
are  invited  to  see  it.  At  ih^ 
beginning  of  1849  Daniel  Apple- 
ton  retired  from  the  firm,  into 
which  several  members  of  the 
family  had  been  admitted.  He 
died  in  the  same  year,  when 
the  firm  consisted  of  William 
H.,  John  A.,  Daniel  S.,  and

In  the  book  just  issued  Napoleon 
is  not  only  the  principal  figure,  but  the  Empress  is 
placed  far  in  the  background.  The  work  gains 
notably  by  the  change  of  method,  for  as  a  simple 
story  of  Napoleon*s  career  during  the  two  short  but 
eventful  years  that  preceded  the  exile  to  Elba  it  has 
no  superior.  The  author's  style,  always  smooth  and 
devoid  of  superfluous  words  and  involved  sentences, 
'  is  so  good  as  to  give  the  reader  distinct  pictures  in 
little  space.  Regarding  Marie  Louise,  Saint-Amand 
makes  clear  the  difference  between  royal  marriages 
and  others.  While  France  was  an  empire  and 
Napoleon  reigned,  the  Empress  was  loyal,  affectionate 
and  even  happy ;  it  was  her  duty  as  a  member  of  a 
fannily  which  existed  only  as  an  element  of  European 
politics.  That  she  afterward  abandoned  her  husband 
and  forgot  him  is  to  be  explained  by  the  anomalous 
position  of  royalties  among  other  human  beings.

This  thin,  beautifully  printed  little  volume  might 
be  well  characterized  as  a  '*  book  of  praise  '* ;  for  in  the 
fourjectures  on  Ruskin,  Carlyle,  Emerson  and  Brown- 
ing have  we  mostly  almost  worshipful  praise  with  well 
chosen  quotations.  Such  a  book  is  good  to  put  into 
the  hands  of  young  people ;  it  is  pleasant  reading  for 
those  who  care  to  sip  merely  the  "  beaded  bubbles 
winking  at  the  brim  "  of  the  cup  of  these  masters. 
Each  of  the  four  chapters  is  no  more  than  a  light 
popular  lecture  compiled  with  a  view  to  captivating  an 
audience.  Doubtless  the  audience  was  captivated, 
especially  if  the  lectures  were  well  read.  Of  criticism 
there  is  scarcely  a  trace  in  any  of  the  pieces,  and  the 
biographical  matter  is  necessarily  meagre ;  but  one 
reads  the  book  through  and  feels  that  the  hour  has 
not  been  badly  spent.

The  work  is 
committed  to  the  best  hand^  The  volume  before  us 
is  an  excellent  augury  for  the  series.  It  is  brief,  clear 
and  candid.  The  most  important  thing  contained  in 
the  little  volume  is  a  copy  of  the  original  instructions 
of  Lord  Cecilius  Baltimore  to  his  brother,  Geo.  Cal- 
vert, Deputy  Governor  of  Maryland,  and  to  the  two 


Commissioners  of  the  Province,  while  the  "Ark" 
and  the  "  Dove  "  were  lying  in  Cowes  harbor  ready 
to  sail  with  the  colony  and  the  charter  to  Maryland. 
This  precious  document  has  only  recently  been  dis- 
covered, and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Maryland 
Historical  Society.  It  has  been  seen  by  no  previous 
historian  or  biographer,  but  is  reproduced  very  mod- 
estly in  this  volume.  It  would  seem  to  put  a  decisive 
end  to  the  discussion  as  to  the  principles  of  Lord  Bal- 
timore's policy,  and  to  show  that  religious  toleration 
was  a  part  of  it  from  the  day  the  "Ark**  and  the 
"  Dove "  sailed.

Then 
he  journeys  northward  to  the  Yosemite,  his  account 
of  whose  wonders  is  noticeably  unhackneyed,  and 
with  a  glimpse  of  the  Chinese  quarter  of  San  Francisco 
and  a  visit  to  Virginia  City  and  Lake  Tahoe,  enters 
Oregon,  describes  Portland  and  its  seaside  resorts, 
takes  a  trip  up  and  down  the  Columbia  River,  runs 
up  through  •*  The  American  Mediterranean "  to 
Alaska,  where  he  spends  a  week,  and  returns  east  by 
the  Canadian  Pacific.  The  author  is  an  acute  observer, 
and  his  observations  are  made  more  valuable  by 
comparison  with  other  and  more  famous  scenes.  He 
finds  Southern  Alaska  more  picturesque  than  Switzer- 
land ;  Shasta  and  Hood  are  more  remarkable  peaks 
than  Mont  Blanc ;  there  are  no  glaciers  in  the  world 
like  the  Alaskan  glaciers,  while  the  balm  and  stimulus 
of  Southern  California  exceeds  that  of  the  Riviera. 
Mr.  Finck's  descriptions  will  prove  a  revelation  to 
many  readers  ignorant  of  what  the  Pacific  Slope  has 
to  offer  in  variety  of  natural  scenery  and  climatic 
advantages.

The  author  of  "  Galgano*s  Wooing  "  is  not  appar- 
ently in  the  succession  of  poets,  and  yet  we  And  a 
good  amount  of  verse  in  her  book  that  is  suggestive 
and  provocative  of  new  thought.  Perhaps  it  would 
have  been  better  if  most  of  this  volume's  contents  had 
been  written  in  forcible  prose.  The  verses  on  Villon 
in  captivity  are  almost  lyrically  good,  and  we  could  pick 
out  many  parts  of  pieces  that  rise  close  up  to  the  line 
of  excellence.  These,  however,  are  mere  touches, 
apparently  accidental.  All  the  way  through  the  book 
we  meet  with  bad  English,  and  we  copy  the  following 
to  show  what  our  poet  thinks  is  a  fair  use  and  a 
praiseworthy  pronunciation  of  Latin  :

This  is  almost  equal  to  the  sophomore  who  translated 
those  famous  words  with  *'  Eat  you  brute !"  In  one 
of  her  sonnets  our  author  places  the  accent  wrong  on 
Anaxagoras.  But  it  is  in  these  sonnets  that  she  comes 
nearest  to  being  a  true  poet.

It  is  hardly  to  be  predicted  that  this  new  book 
from  the  pen  of  Stuart  Sterne — the  longest  poem 
if  we  do  not  mistake,  that  she  has  yet  attempted- 
will  greatly  add  to  her  own  fame,  or  that  of  American 
poetry.  It  may  be  rather  exhaustive,  but  it  is  not  un- 
just cnticism,  to  say^that  the  poem  has  excuse  for  being 
neither  in  its  subject  nor  in  its  style.  Its  story  is  that 
of  two  young  Italian  lovers  of  noble  buth,  pure  life  and 
high  impulses,  who  are  **  conscience-smitten  "  at  the 
preaching  of  Savonarola  to  the  extent  of  regarding 
their  approaching  marriage  as  a  sin ;  both  enter  con- 
vents, and,  with  the  exception  of  a  single  meeting— 
in  which,  by- the- way, 

«  he  pressed  his  lips 
In  one  long,  passionate,  clinging  kiss  to  hers 
And  felt  that  hers  responded" — 

they  meet  no  more.  It  ceruinly  is  not  a  cheerful 
story,  though  it  is  by  no  means  an  improbable  one. 
The  story  is  pleasantly,  though  not  especially  poeti- 
cally told,  there  being  indeed  page  upon  page  of  what 
is  practically  prose,  cut  arbitrarily  into  lines  of  a  given 
length.  A  serious  blemish  of  the  poem  is  its  too 
frequent  repetition  and  too  **  intense  **  treatment  of  its 
love  scenes.  -  » 

There  are  throughout  the  book  occasional  very 
human  and  perhaps,  therefore,  very  poetical  bits  of 
narrative,  gracefully  and  simply  told  and  making 
pleasant  and  genuine  appeal  to  the  reader's  sympathy. 

An  instance  of  such  is  the  passage  where,  in  dis- 
cussing their  fate  so  soon  to  be,  the  young  lovers 
naively  lament  the  loss  to  the  world  each  of  the  other's 
beauty  : 

"  And  must  this  fall  beneath  the  cruel  shears  ?  " 
Piero  asks, 

"  with  fleeting  touch  upon  her  gold-brown  hair."

In  this  little  volume  nearly  all  the  diviner  expres- 
sions of  the  poet's  genius  have  bfeen  embodied,  and 
it  will  satisfy  the  majority  of  readers.    Yet  those  who 
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have  made  Browning  somewhat  of  a  study  will  be 
nearly  certain  to  quarrel  with  the  selection.  His 
blank  verse  is  but  inadequately  represented,  and

unpardonable  also  is  the  omission  of  the  lovely  lyric, 
"  Home  Thoughts  from  Abroad,"  with  its  exquisite 
final  lines — 

That's  the  wise  thrush ;  he  sings  each  song  twice  over, 
Lest  you  should  think  he  never  could  recapture 
The  first  fine  careless  rapture ! 

Instead  of  "  Waring,"  which  is  too  mannered,  might 
have  been  given  the  tender  sone  beginning  '*  O  Lyric 
Love  I"  from  the  *  Ring  and  Uie  Book  -,  "  Clive  " 
from  the  "  Dramatic  Idylls,'*  one  of  his  finest  expres- 
sions of  the  patriotic  spirit ;  the  soliloquy  in  a  Spanish 
cloister,  or  the  beautiful  lines  "  In  a  Gondola.'  But 
all  this,  perhaps,  is  only  a  confession  of  special 
likings.  As  it  is,  the  volume  contains  many  gems  of 
the  purest  poetry,  and  we  are  thankful  that  so  much 
soul-wealth  can  be  obtained  for  so  small  a  price.

It  is  a  vivid  picture  of  life 
at  Cambridge  University,  England,  and  the  interest 
of  the  reader  is  held  throughout  the  book.  For  once 
in  a  way  the  truth  about ^  college  life  is  told.  The 
sugar-coated  stories  about  university  existence  that 
have  appeared  now  and  then  have  heretofore  refrained 
from  laying  bare  the  cesspools  that  exist  in  every 
collegiate  world.

Bret  Harte's  new  story  is  cast  in  California,  as 
usual,  but  not  in  the  mines.  The  prologue  goes  back 
to  that  well-known  San  Francisco  era  when  **  the 
water  came  up  to  Montgomery  Street."  It  is  during 
this  period  that  the  Ward  of  the  Golden  Gate  becomes 
the  subject  of  a  peculiar  trust,  one  of  the  members  of 
which  is  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  in  his  official  capa- 
city. She  is  the  child  of  a  notorious  woman  who  has 
grace  enough  left  to  desire  that  the  girl  shall  grow  up 
without  knowledge  of  her  parentage,  and  who  dedi- 
cates the  whole  of  a  considerable  fortune  to  this 
purpose.  Of  the  two  personal  trustees,  as  they  may 
be  called  for  the  sake  of  distinction,  one  is  Colonel 
Pendleton,  a  very  cleverly  drawn  old-style  Southern 
gentleman,  who  holds  that  the  "code  of  honor"  is 
the  only  proper  means  of  settling  disputes,  and  who  thus 


undertakes  to  silence  a  rumor  which  has  got  abroad 
as  to  the  identity  of  Miss  Verba  Buena, — for  that  is 
the  remarkable  name  bestowed  upon  the  Ward  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  third  trustee, 
young  Paul  Hathaway.  The  character  of  Colonel 
Pendleton  is  well  conceived,  and  perhaps  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  author  if  some  of  his  traits  recall  Colond 
Newcome.  Certainly  he  has  nothing  in  common 
with  the  general  refinement  and  true  Christian  spirit 
of  the  latter ;  but  he  is  a  noble  old  fellow  with  all  his 
profanity  and  his  homicidal  propensities,  and,  as  the 
sequel  shows,  quite  capable  of  the  uttermost  extent  of 
self-sacrifice. 

The  chief  interest  of  the  tale  turns  upon  the 
efforts  of  Verba  Buena  to  discover  who  she  really  is. 
Of  course  there  is  somebody — apart  from  the  trustees 
— who  knows  the  truth ;  and  as  the  girl  has  become  a 
great  heiress,  it  is  equally  of  course  that  rogues 
should  try  to  entrap  her  into  a  marriage  which  will 
put  her  large  fortune  at  their  disposal.  The  author 
does  not  make  it  at  all  clear,  however,  why  Colonel 
Pendleton  allows  Verba  to  strike  up  so  warm  a  friend- 
ship with  the  Buenas,  who  are  at  bottom  no  better  than 
blackmailers,  and  there  is  a  lack  of  art  at  this  point. 

The  story  is  one  of  the  longest  Mr.  Harte  has 
written,  "  Gabriel  Conroy  "  being,  we  think,  the  only 
one  of  his  tales  which  exceeds  it  in  compass.  But  it 
is  a  much  better  piece  of  work  than  •*  Gabriel  Conroy,** 
and  still  it  does  not  come  up  to  the  expectations 
which  the  author*s  early  work  raised  and  seemed  to 
justify.  Just  where  Mr.  Harte  disappoints  it  is  not  by 
any  means  easy  to  specify.  "The  Ward  of  the 
Golden  Gate  '*  is  a  good  novel ;  but  one  feels  that  it 
might  be,  and  should  have  been,  better  than  it  is.

In  a  novel  like  •*  In  Low  Relief  *.'  it  would  be  easy 
to  pick  out  absurdities  of  expression  and  exaggerated 
utterances,  especially  in  the  speech  and  -manner  of 
John  Toningion  (journalist),  the  hero  of  the  story — 
an  eccentric,  bumptious  being,  to  say  no  worse.  Even 
in  him  there  is  a  certain  suspicion  of  human  nature, 
however,  some  evidence  of  observation  and  experi- 
ence having  gone  to  the  making  of  him,  though  the 
process  has  somewhat  run  riot.  The  rest  of  the  story, 
which  is  all  about  art  life  of  a  low  grade,  socially 
speaking,  is  clearly  true  to  nature,  and  gives  one,  it 
not  an  altogether  pleasant  impression,  at  least  an  im- 
pression of  reality.  It  is  well  focused  throughout 
and  well  sustained;  no  other  phases  are  dragged  in. 
and  there  is  no  paddihg  whatever.  The  realm  of 
studios  of  a  certain  sort  and  the  types  to  be  met  in 
them  are  all  the  theme,  and  are  sketched  with  a  light 
hand,  sometimes  with  a  touch  of  humor.  In  spite  of 
the  hero's  affectations  and  really  preposterous  lan- 
guage, there  is  some  energy  in  the  story  of  his  ordeal 
by  love.  As  for  Mary  Morris  (artists*  model),  known 
as  St.  Priscilla,  she  is  natural  rather  than  overstrained, 
and  she  has  certainly  a  good  deal  of  charm  about 
her.  With  plenty  of  faults  the  story  possesses  some 
merits  —the  principal  one  is  that  it  is  not  like  a  hun- 
dred other  stories ;  the  author  has  a  way  of  his  own. 
and  a  different  outlook  on  life  from  the  •*  first  comer."

In  the  Valley.  By  Harold  Frederic.  Illustrated 
by  Howard  Pyle.  8vo,  li.io;  by  mail,  $1.25. 
Few  of  our  so-called  "historical  novels"  have 
been  as  consistent  and  as  true  to  a  period  as  Mr. 
Frederic's  story.  The  "  valley,**  which  is  the  scene 
of  most  of  the  action,  is  that  of  the  Mohawk,  and  the 
period  includes  both  the  French  and  Indian  War  and 
the  Revolution.  Incidentally,  the  author  proves  the 
historical  fact,  important,  though  seldom  alluded  to, 
that  the  Dutch  farmers  of  the  Mohawk  Valley,  with 
almost  no  assistance  from  the  Continental  army  or 
the  remaining  militia  of  New  York,  stayed  the  great 
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invasion  of  British  and  Indians  which  at  one  time 
during  the  Revolution  threatened  to  separate  New 
England  from  the  other  colonies  by  gaining  possession 
of  the  Hudson  River.  There  are  many  interesting 
characters  in  the  plot — British  and  colonial  soldiers 
and  officials,  Albany  burghers,  Mohawk  Valley 
farmers,  including  old  General  Herkeimer ;  Indians, 
hunters,  old  time  villains,  and  a  scion  of  royalty — 
but  the  action  centres  about  two  young  men  who  love 
the  same  maid,  one  being  a  brave,  brutal,  British  cub, 
who  never  doubts  that  he  is  a  gentleman,  while  the 
other  is  a  modest,  taciturn,  but  great-hearted  and 
clear-headed  Dutchman.  The  story  proceeds  leisurely 
and  with  a  wealth  of  picturesque  detail;  evidently 
the  author  has  studied  the  histoiy  of  the  period  and 
locality  in  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  affection,  for  he  has 
not  let  a  scene  escape  his  pen  until  he  has  given  it 
every  possible  touch.  The  only  fault  of  the  tale  is 
sombreness;  it  would  seem  that  the  author  mi^ht 
have  introduced  humor  once  in  a  while  by  way  of 
relief,  for  not  all  of  the  descendents  of  the  Dutch  set- 
tlers could  have  been  solemn.  In  spite  of  this  fault, 
however,  "  In  the  Valley  *'  is  a  notable  story,  and  a 
valuable  addition  to  stories  of  American  life  a  century 
ago.  Mr.  Pyle's  illustrations  add  greatly  to  the  attrac- 
tiveness and  interest  of  the  book.  The  story  first

Daudet  in  his  books  deals  often  with  phases  of  life 
which  no  modern  English  writer  would  be  allowed  to 
touch ;  he  describes  and  records  incidents  and  situa- 
tions risque  in  the  extreme  with  an  actuality  which  in 
other  hands  would  be  an  outrage  and  a  desecration. 
These  things  do  not  shock  the  reader,  because  with 
Daudet  they  are  the  realities  of  life,  realities  elevated 
into  distinction  by  the  finest  art  and  made  deeply 
touching  by  the  intensity  of  his  human  sympathy. 
In  *•  Kings  in  Exile,"  for  instance,  the  whole  story  of 
the  infidelities  of  the  weak  and  amiable  ex- King  of 
Illyria.  though  utterly  alien  to  English  taste,  will  not 
oflend,  because  they  are  shown  to  be  so  natural  and 
so'  pitiable.  Daudet  has  himself  put  on  record  the 
great  trouble  which  the  production  of  this  novel  gave 
him.  The  idea  of  writing  some  chapters  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  many  ''crowned  heads**  which  the  irony 
of  fate,  some  few  years  ago,  sent  to  seek  a  safe  asylum 
in  Paris,  is  one  of  the  quaintest  and  most  picturesque 
of  his  conceptions.  In  carrying  it  out  he  was  inde- 
fatigable in  his  search  for  actual  facts,  details,  and 
personages.  The  portrait  of  the  Queen  of  Illyria  was 
painted  from  the  exiled  Queen  of  Naples;  Prince 
Axel  was  the  Prince  of  Orange ;  the  grandly  described 
character — Elys6e  M6raut.  journalist,  teacher.  Royal- 
ist, and  patriot — was  Constant  Th^rion,  a  famous 
haunter  of  the  wine  shops  of  the  Quartier  Latin  in 
the  latter  days  of  the  Third  Empire.  Tom  Levis,  the 
gasconading  agent,  and  the  snake-like  S6phora  Lee- 
mans  were  studies  from  the  life,  as  also  were  the 
scenes  amid  which  the  story  enacts  itself.  No  more 
vivid  and  distinctive  impressions  of  many  phases  of 
Parisian  life — regal,  literary,  bohemian,  sordid^an 
be  found  anywhere  than  are  contained  in  "  Kings  in 


Exile,**  no  more  pitiable  picture  has  been  drawn  than 
that  of  the  little  King  in  embryo,  and  no  nobler  one 
than  that  of  his  mother,  the  Queen.  The  novel  is 
not  Daudet's  best — there  are  one  or  two  more  flaw- 
less— and  yet  it  is  a  triumph  of  realistic  fiction.  This 
translation  is  faithful,  but  often  inelegant.

The  merit  of  Mrs.  01iphant*s  latest  story  lies  not  in 
any  strange  path  of  incident  or  change  of  groove.  To 
many  people  there  will  be  almost  a  sameness  in  the 
accessories.  An  old  Scotch  country  house,  the  inevi- 
table old  servant,  the  maiden  aunt,  "  Marg*ret"  and

But  it  is  in  the 
contrasted  characters  of  the  three  unmarried  sisters 
and  the  simple  tragedy  of  Kirsteen*8  noble  love  that 
the  central  interest  will  be  found.  There  is  little  inci- 
dent in  the  story.  Kirsteen's  flight;  the  romantic,

**  Leah  of  Jerusalem"  belongs  to  a  class  of  tales 
founded  on  Bible  history,  of  which  "  The  Prince  of 
the  House  of  David"  is  probably  the  most  widely 
known  example.  The  present  book  embraces  a  period 
5f  nearly  seventy  years,  beginning  with  the  boyhood 
of  Saul  of  Tarsus,  whose  subsequent  education  at 
Jerusalem  under  Gamaliel  and  vigorous  persecution 
of  the  Nazarenes  are  described  at  some  length.  Hb 
conversion  and  ministrations,  ending  with  his  mar- 
tyrdom under  Nero,  all  find  a  place  in  the  narrative. 
Leah,  who  gives  her  name  to  the  story,  is  the  daughter 
of  a  Jerusalem  merchant,  and  after  being  taken  pris- 
oner by  brigands  occupying  the  fastnesses  about  Jencho 
and  compelled  to  marry  the  chief  of  the  robber  band, 
she  is  sent  as  a  slave  to  Rome,  where  the  remainder 
of  her  life  is  passed.

In  •*  Modern 
Ghosts  "  there  are  only  seven,  but  each  is  an  original 
that  may  Confidently  be  commended  as  a  disturber  of 
dreams,  if  he  be  contemplated  in  silence  in  the  half 
hour  that  immediately  precedes  bedtime.  They  differ 
as  to  nationality  ;  they  are  German,  French,  Italian 
and  Spanish,  and  each  isgrewsomely  interesting  after 
his  kind,  but  for  some  reason  which  is  not  announced 
the  ancient  Scotch  ghost,  to  whom  no  other  unquiet 
spirit  can  hold  a  candle,  is  given  the  cold  shoulder 
and  is  not  allowed  to  appear.

Mr.  Russell  must  begin  to  feel  that  wide  as  the- 
ocean  is,  as  a  field  for  romance  it  has  even  narrower 
limitations  than  the  land.  Without  a  wreck,  so  little 
can  be  got  out  of  the  sea  in  the  way  of  fiction,  and 
wrecks  have  been  exploited  by  Mr.  Russell  already  in 
every  conceivable  way.  *'  My  Shipmate  Louise**  is  a 
rather  desperate  attempt  to  maintain  the  interest  by 
multiplying  the  accidents.  The  couple  destined  for  one- 
another  get  left  on  a  derelict  in  mid-ocean,  and  are 
only  rescued  thence  to  be  put  in  the  power  of  a  crazy 
captain  of  a  merchant  vessel,  who  thinks  he  knows 
where  a  treasure  lies  buried  on  a  coral  island  in  the 
South  Pacific.  The  mad  captain  having  committed 
suicide,  an  equally  crazy  crew  become  the  custodians 
of  our  adventurers,  and  compel  the  hero  to  navigate 
the  ship  to  the  supposed  situation  of  the  buried 
treasure.  As  Mr.  Russell  proceeds  in  his  literary 
career,  he  loses  much  of  the  salt  flavor  which  made 
his  first  books  so  delightful ;  or  perhaps  the  subject 
has  been  overdone.  In  this  tale  the  most  interesting 
feature  is  the  gradual  taming  of  *'my  shipmate 
Louise,"  through  misfortune  and  propinquity.  At 
first  she  is  a  haughty  and  arrogant  young  person,  who

characters  and  of  scenes  which  have  passed  away.

produced  romances.  He  died  in  Geneva  in  1887.

It  presents  a  tabular  view  of  the  subject 
in  four  columns,  continred  page  after  page.  In  the 
first  column  historical  events  are  entered;  in  the 
second,  "  characteristics  "  of  the  time ;  in  the  third, 
writers,  chronologically  arranged  with  brief  biography 
and  criticism  of  them ;  in  the  fourth,  their  works, 
also  with  criticism.  Only  the  principal  works  are 
nven,  and  the  remarks  are  often  quoted,  and  usually 
from  excellent  sources.  There  is  also  an  appendix 
in  which  omitted  authors  are  listed,  but  without 
criticism,  on  the  ground,  apparently,  that  these  arc 
or  have  been  known,  but  need  not  be  seriously 
regarded.  The  principal  value  of  the  text  lies  in  its 
condensed  critical  estimate  of  each  author,  which  is 
unusually  excellent,  being  catholic,  temperate  and 
well  expressed.  Such  a  critical  chart  is  unknown  to 
OS,  and  it  may  well  be  useful  for  reference  and  in 
study.

N.  D.  C.  Hodges,  of  New  York,  has  published  the 
lectures  of  Professor  D.  G.  Brinton  on  ethnography 
at  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  in  this  city  in 
the  early  months  of  the  present  year,  in  a  neat 
volume,  with  the  title  of  "  Races  and  Peoples.**  Of 
the  two  opening  lectures  one  is  devoted  to  the 
physical  and  the  other  to  the  psychical  elements  of 
ethnography.  The  third  lecture  treats  of  the  be^n- 
ning  and  subdivision  of  races.  Dr.  Brinton  is  a 
monogenist  as  well  as  an  evolutionist,  and  he  not 
only  accepts  but  confirms  Darwin's  theory  that  our 
earliest  progenitors  were  of  African  origin.  This 
implies  great  changes  in  geographical  outline  in 
accordance  with  Huxley*s  theory  that  the  Sahara  is 
an  old  sea  bottogti,  under  water  within  a  compara- 
tively recent  period.  In  the  fourth  and  fifth  lectures 
the  various  types  of  the  white  race,  the  Lybyo- 
Teutonic,  the  Cymric,  the  Celtic  and  the  Euskaric 
are  discussed,  the  South  Mediterranean  branch, 
including  the  Hamitic  and  Semitic  peoples  and  the 
North  Mediterranean,  the  Euskaric.  Aryac  and 
Caucasic  stocks.  Dr.  Brinton  vigorously  controvens 
the  theory  that  the  Aryans  are  of  Asiatic  origin  and 
denies  to  the  Caucasians  the  honor  so  long  credited 
to  them  of  being  the  oldest  and  purest  type  of  the 
white  race.  The  remaining  lectures  are  devoted  to 
the  African  and  Asian  races,  the  aboriginal  American 
tribes  and  the  insular  and  litaral  peoples.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  the  volume  covers  the  whole 
domain  of  ethnography.  It  is,  in  consequence,  rather 
an  outline  of  the  science  than  a  treatise,  but  the  work 
is  indispensable  to  the  student  who  requires  an  intelli- 
gent guide  to  a  course  of  ethnographic  reading.

He  has 
gone  most  thoroughly  into  his  subject,  and  has  pro- 
duced an  interesting  account  of  the  differences 
between  songs,  ballades,  romanzes,  etc.  He  also 
analyses  carefully  all  Loewe*s  principal  ballades,  and 
gives  very  interesting,  though  short,  accounts  of 
Locwc*s  and  Schubert's  lives.  Mr.  Bach  s  principal 
object  has  been  to  make  Loewe,  the  great  art  ballad 
composer,  better  known  to  the  English  musical  world, 
and  he  has.  to  a  considerable  extent,  succeeded ;  at 
any  rate,  few  people  will  read  his  book  without  having 
a  great  desire  aroused  to  hear  the  ballades  he  men- 
tions sung.  It  is  doubtful  whether  ordinary  readers 
would  care  for  all  the  early  and  more  technical  part 
of  his  book.  It  is  sad  that  a  composer  of  an  oratorio 
that  can  be'classed  above  Mendelssohn's  St.  Paul— 
we  allude  to  the  oratorio  Huss — should  be  so  little 
known  in  England ;  but,  as  Mr.  Bach  remarks,  it  is 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  his  compositions 
are  beyond  the  power  of  ordinary  vocalists  to  sing, 
and  ordinary  audiences  to  appreciate.  Let  us  hope 
that  all  Loewe's  admirers  will  be  rewarded  by  his  in- 
creasing popularity  in  the  years  to  come.

Nun  "  seem  a  trifle  measured  and  formal.  Undoubt- 
edly the  fair  author  suffered  by  the  desertion  of  her 
fine  French  lover,  and  nobody  that  we  have  ever 
heard  of  has  intimated  that  she  wrote  merely  for 
literary  effect.  Still,  the  poignancy  of  her  grief  did 
not  prevent  her  from  writing  very  carefully  and  very 
well,  and  we  do  believe  that  she  found  some  relief  m 
the  composition  of  her  letters,  just  as  hundreds  of 
lovers  in  all  ages  have  found  a  measure  of  solace  for 
the  pangs  of  despised  affection  in  the  hard  labor  of 
putting  the  joints  ot  a  sonnet  together.  It  is  some  two 
hundred  and  twenty  years  now  since  the  Marquis  of 
Chamilly— he  was  only  the  Count  of  St.  Leger  at  the 
time,  and  only  twenty-five  years  old — went  sailing 
off  to  Portugal  as  a  Captain  of  King  Louis's  auxil- 
iaries, to  fight  with  the  Portuguese  in  a  war  against 
Spain,  and  shortly  went  sailing  home  again  wearing 
the  poor  nun*s  heart  upon  his  sleeve,  The  **  Love 
Letters  "  are  pretty  old,  as  time  is  reckoned,  but  the 
sentimentality  that  is  in  them  preserves  their  bloom, 
and  it  is  possible  that  they  will  never  die.  It  is  not 
quite  sure,  it  should  perhaps  be  said,  that  the  Marquis 
of  Chamilly  ever  did  jilt  a  nun  in  Portugal,  and  it  is 
not  quite  sure  that  a  nun  really  did  write  the  "  Love 
Letters,"  or  that  Marianna  Alcaforado  was  the  nun 
who  was  alleged  to  be  jilted  and  who  was  believed  to 
have  written  them.

If  desirable,  the 
holiier  can  be  fastened  to  the  floor,  etc.,  by  means  of  small 
tacks  or  .screws.  Should  the  tree  shrink  and  become  loose 
in  the  holder,  a  slight  turn  upwards  of  the  ring  nut  will 
tighten  it  again.

WILLIAM     BLACK. 
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WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BY  TALCOTT  WILLIAMS. 

Dr.  Junker,  twelve  years  ago,  traveled  over  the  region 
south  and  west  of  Khartoum,  to  Wadelai  on  the  Lalces 
and  to  a  point  two  hundred  miles  west  on  what  is 
probably  the  River  Welle.  The  entire  region  was 
then  under  Egyptian  control  and  Dr.  Junker's  trip, 
which  was  taken  in  the  simple,  unpretentious  German 
fashion,  involved  no  special  adventures  besides  the 
usual  hardships  incident  to  a  trip  through  half-savage 
regions.  Dr.  Junker  is  a  good  naturalist,  an  excellent 
ethnographer,  and  a  very  close  observer.  The  trans- 
lation of  his  book,  which  has  just  appeared,  pieces 
over,  so  to  speak,  the  space  between  Stanley's  extreme 
limit  and  settled  Egypt,  under  English  control.  Much 
of  the  route  is  very  familiar  ground  and  there  was 
nothing  very  startling  in  Dr.  Junker's  discoveries  ; 
but  his  volume  is  full  of  a  world  of  minute  facts  of  the 
utmost  interest  to  two  classes — the  student  of  African 
exploration  and  readers  who  enjoy  close  observation 
of  savage  life.  The  translation  is  excellent,  the  illus- 
trations instructive  and  the  foot-notes  explaining 
Arabic  words  admirable  and  accurate.  Dr.  Junker 
has  already  published,  in  various  forms,  the  scientific 
results  of  his  trip ;  but  this  volume  intended  as  a 
popular  account,  is  one  of  the  very  best  on  recent 
African  travel. 

Opposite  sides  of  the  Emin  relief  expedition  are  told 
by  Mr.  Troup  and  Mr.  Mounteney  Jephson.  Mr.  Troup 
was  with  the  iU-fated  rear  guard  left  at  Maneyuma. 
Mr.  Jephson  shared  the  risks  of  the  rising  against  Emin 
when  Mr.  Stanley  had  returned  for  the  rear-guard. 
The  former  has  had  the  bitterest  of  personal  quarrels 
with  his  leader;  the  latter  is  his  devoted  admirer. 
Mr.  Jephson's  book  is  written  to  fill  the  gap  in  the 


record  in  Mr.  Stanley's  book  when  he  was  absent  from 
Wadelai.  Mr.  Troup  has  done  his  best  to  prove  that 
Mr.  Stanley  asked  too  much  of  the  rear-guard.  Mr. 
Jephson,>who  is  a  clever  young  Englishman,  with 
French  blood — ^he  is  a  kinsman  of  the  Comtessc  de 
Noailles — tells  a  simple,  clear  story  of  address  and 
bravery  under  great  perils ;  but  his  account  of  Emin 
seems  too  plainly  intended  to  justify  Mr.  Stanley's 
view.  Mr.  Troup's  book  is  one  long  apology  for  a 
failure,  in  which  his  own  responsibility  might  be  ex- 
cused by  sickness ;  but  not  wholly.  Even  African 
fever  yields  to  a  strong  man*s  will — as  more  than  one 
explorer  has  proved. 

«  » 
Herbert  Ward  in  "  Five  Years  with  the  Congo  Can- 
nibals,*'gives  a  discursive  account  of  the  Upper  Congo 
County,  and  the  life  of  adventure  which  has  attended 
the  founding  of  the  Congo  State.  Mr.  Ward  is,  in  the 
better  sense  of  the  word,  an  adventurer  with  no  scien- 
tific spirit  or  training,  and  his  book  is  a  record  oi 
adventure,  pure  and  simple,  full  of  the  peril,  the  dar- 
ing and  the  endurance  African  travel  and  residence 
require,  but  the  impression  it  gives  is  confused,  and 
it  is  for  its  incident  that  the  book  will  be  read.

The  *'  Familiar  Letters  of  James  Howell "  appeared 
not  long  since  in  two  of  those  fair  and  comely,  but 
bulky,  quartos  of  more  dignity  than  use,  which  are 
dearer  to  the  hand  of  the  collector  than  to  the  heart 
of  the  reader.  The  "  Stott  Library  *'  has  given  these 
letters  a  fitter  dress  in  two  tiny  volumes,  of  which  one 
can  make,  as  Thackeray  said  he  did  of  these  letters, 
"  bedside  books."  Scholar,  philologer  and  diplomat 
in  his  day,  Howell's  learned  talk  on  trees,  his  labor- 
ious grammars  and  dictionaries,  and  his  apothegms  in 
state-craft  have  all  been  forgotten,  but  the  passing  let- 
ters he  wrote  are  among  the  treasures  of  thc  language. 
I  doubt  if  they  are  much  read,Jhough  for  the  past  hun- 
dred years,  since  Walpole  rediscovered  them,  after  the 
forgetfulness  of  nigh  a  century,  they  have  been  much 
written  about.  They  scarcely  pair  with  Montaigne — 
though  this  was  Thackeray's  opinion — but  they  are 
models  of  graceful  ease,  and  our  tongue — wonderful 
for  nearly  all  the  other  needs  and  triumphs  of  expres- 
sion— can  spare  no  pages  which  have  these  qualities. 
Nor  can  one  read  them  without  learning  how  to  see — 
and  neither  letters  nor  literature  have  a  better  lesson — 
for  Howell  traveled  much,  which  many  do,  and  he 
saw  much,  which  less  do,  and  he  could  tell  what  he 
saw — and  this  is  the  rarest  of  gifts. 
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Mr.  Richard  G.  Moulton  has  won  a  reputation  in 
England,  which  he  has  confirmed  in  this  country  by 
his  lectures  in  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere,  for  a 
capacity  to  present  learning  on  its  literary  side.  As 
a  lecturer,  this  is  due  to  his  dramatic  power  in  recita- 
tion; as  a  writer  to  his  clarity  and  sober  accuracy. 
The  "  Ancient  Classical  Drama"  is  an  attempt  to 
present  the  development  of  Greek  and  Roman  tragedy 
from  its  beginnings,  with  some  indication  of  its  influ- 
ence and  relation  to  our  own  stage.  A  popular  vol- 
ume of  this  aim  must  always  take  some  things  for 
granted  which  exhaustive  treatises  must  state  tenta- 
tively. Greek  dialects  are  not,  for  instance,  so  entirely 
geographical  in  distribution  as  Mr.  Moulton  suggests. 
But  a  limitation  like  this  is  not  bom  of  inaccuracy,but 
of  tne  necessities  of  his  task.  Conceding  this,  Mr. 
Moulton  is  both  safe  and  suggestive.  His  book 
ought  to  be  far  more  useful  here  than  in  England. 
Besides  Chautauqua  reading  circles,  there  is  a  large 
number  of  readers  to  whom  treatises  on  the  Greek  or 
Roman  stage  are  practically  unreadable,because  they 
assume  an  acquaintance  with  both  tongues  which  the 
fewest  of  college  graduates  have.  This  does  not.  It 
is  written  for  those  who  read  translations,  and  even  of 
Greek  professors  not  one  in  a  hundred  can  read  Greek 
tragedy  at  sight,  or  at  all,  without  painful  work  over  a 
dictionary.  A  volume,  therefore,  which  rapidly 
sketches  this  great  kingdom  of  letters  in  intelligible 
English,  and  with  a  conception  of  modern  methods 
and  relations,  is  to  be  cordially  commended. 

*  * 
The  fortunate  man — few  and  most  infrequent  he  in 
American  life — who  has  kept  up  enough  of  his  Greek 
so  as  not  to  be  an  absolute  stranger  to  it,  will  turn 
with  delight  to  *'  Odes  from  the  Greek  Dramatists.** 
Mr.  A.  W.  Pollard,  its  editor,  has  gathered  the  more 
familiar  and  striking  odes  in  Greek  drama,  and  in  the 
Greek  theatre  the  ode  was  the  play  and  not  the  actor, 
and  placed  the  Greek  text  on  one  page  with  a  selected 
metrical  translatioii,  Browning,  Plumptre,  Freere, 
Blackie,  and  the  rest  on  the  opposite  page.  The 
high  pleasure  of  reading  each  is  tenfold  increased  by 
the  juxtaposition ;  nor  need  one  have  but  the  sparest 
scholarship  to  feel  the  English  verse  lit  by  the  supreme 
fire  and  force  of  the  Greek  lines. 


Latin  is  more  frequently  read  at  sight,  or,  to  be  more 
accurate,  while  a  classically  educated  man  must 
apologize  for  not  reading  Latin  at  sight,  he  must  be 
deeply  admired  if  he  can  do  as  much  by  any  two 
Greek  authors.  Two  of  Terence's  plays,  **  Phormis  *' 
and  "  Heauton  Timoruemenos,**  have  both  been  given 
admirable  shape,  with  stage  directions  in  English,  by 
Messrs.  Rolfe  and  Nicholson,  of  Harvard.  And  since 
the  step  is  not  a  long  one  from  Terence  to  Moli6re, 
three  of  the  greater  Frenchman's  plays,  "  Tartuffe," 
'*  Med^cin  MalgieLiu"  and  "Le  Bourgeois  Gentil- 
homme,"  have  been  given  a  neat  and  engaging  shape, 


as  school  books  by  M.  F.  E.  A.  Gasc  as  is  enough  lo 

tempt  one  to  one's  studies  again.

"  Stratford  on  Avon,"  by  Mr.  Sidney  Lee,  the  last 
volume  in  the  Famous  Cities  series,  is  chiefly  devoted 
to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Stratford  of  Shakespeare. 
A  few  brief  chapters  sketch  the  rise  of  the  mediaeval 
town  and  the  rest  of  the  work  is  a  hand-book  of  the 
facts  centering  about  the  poet's  life.  These  are  acces- 
sible in  fuller  and  less  popular  shape  in  Mr.  Hallowell- 
Phillip's  "  Outlines  ";  but  until  they  are  grouped  in 
some  brief  manual,  teachers  and  Shakespeare  reading 
clubs  will  find  this  volume  a  very  handy  one.  It 
ought  to  have  an  index  to  the  references  and  quotations 
from  the  plays,  but  it  has  not.  The  illustrations  are 
fresher  than  the  ones  made  for  Knight's  Shakespeare, 
and  which  have  been  repeated  scores  of  times  since 
and  become  the  familiar  type  of  these  scenes.

Dr.  Daniel  G.  Brinton  has  accomplished  a  marvel 
of  intelligent  and  useful  condensation,  compilation 
and  original  inquiry  in  his  "  Races  and  Peoples,"  a 
small  book,  whose  equal  on  this  subject  is  not  to  be 
had  in  the  language.  This  rapid  and  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  human  race  covers  the  entire  area  ;  it 
bears  on  every  page  the  results  of  a  wide  comparison 
of  authorities,  and  the  use  of  authorities  is  perpetually 
guided  by  that  capacity  for  estimating  the  investiga- 
tions of  others,  which  the  original  investigation  alone 
possesses.  Simple  maps  illustrate  the  volume,  its 
arrangement  is  admirable  and  its  method  sound. 
Much  must  be  said  in  a  brief  volume  of  this  order 
without  qualification  which  is  really  subject  to  reserve 
of  all  sorts.  Ethnology  is  to-day  almost  without  a 
datum  line  of  received  and  unquestioned  fact  to  which 
everything  can  be  referred,  and  it  is  extremely  diflS- 
cult  to  convey  a  clear  idea  of  this  uncertainty  in  a 
popular  treatise.  Dr.  Brinton,  himself,  is  somewhat 
enamored  of  his  hypothesis  that  North  Africa  is  a 
human  bee-hive  from  which  many  swarms  issued.  It 
may  be ;  but  this  is  not  yet  clear.  The  American 
race  may  be  European  in  its  origin  and  homogeneous 
in  descent,  but  this,  too,  remains  to  be  proved.  But 
with  these  limitations,  which  crop  out  in  every  chapter 
for  the  student,  Dr.  Brinton's  book  is  a  most  useful 
and  valuable  addition  to  current  equipment  on  this 
subject.

Miss  Dorothy  Lynde  Dix  did  work  which  in  any 
country  but  this  would  have  made  her  name  a  house- 
hold word.  She  reformed  the  care  of  the  insane  in 
New  England,  beginning  with  Massachusetts.  She 
founded  in  New  Jersey  its  first  State  asylum  and  be- 
gan State  aid  for  the  insane.  She  secured  firom 
Congress  the  first  recognition  of  the  need  of  new 
service.  Wrecked  on  Sable  Island,  she  returned  to 
Boston  to  organize  a  life-saving  post  on  the  coast. 
Traveling,  she    forced    Parliamentary    inquiry  into 
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Scotch  insane  asylums.  The  war  came  and  she 
organized  and  managed  hospitals  on  a  great  scale. 
Her  whole  life  was  one  long  proof  that  all  the  world 
is  open  to  an  earnest  woman  where  to  serve  her 
fellow-men,  and  the  story  of  her  life,  just  written  by 
Mr.  Francis  Tiffany,  ought  to  set  on  fire  with  noble 
emulation  and  nobler  devotion,  the  women  who  look 
at  their  idle  hands  and  think  how  much  good  they 
would  do  in  the  world  if  they  were  only  men.

Miss  Edna  Dean  Proctor  has  a  habit  of  smooth 
rhyme  which  has  often  been  touched  and  transfigured 
by  deep  feeling.  The  poems  she  wrote  under  the 
inspiration  of  great  contest,  first  with  slavery  and 
next  with  rebellion,  are  likely  to  live  longest  and 
scarcely  one  will  read  the  volume  of  "  Poems"  she 
has  just  published  without  meeting  newspaper  verse 
which  has  lived  in  memory  ten,  twenty  or  thirty  years.

Karl  £mil  Franzos  is  an  Austrian  novelist  who 
has  put  to  use  the  mixture  of  races  in  the  Empire 
and  the  dominance  of  caste.  These  materials  are 
handled  along  the  lines  and  methods  of  simple 
realism  which  is  satisfied  with  racking  poor  human 
nature  on  the  stress  and  strain  of  a  single,  simple 
situation.  In  "  The  Chief  Justice,"  a  typical  contin- 
ental judge,  born  of  a  family  in  which  ability  has 
made  the  office  hereditary,  has  to  try  for  child-mur- 
der, his  own  daughter,  fruit  of  a  frail  and  secret 
intimacy,  and  the  story  turns  altogether  on  his 
struggles.

"Asbein,**  a  Russian  novel  by  Ossip  Schubin,  deals 
with  the  endless  antagonisms  between  the  people  of 
the  stage  and  the  people  of  the  world,  whose  mar. 
riages  are,  for  reasons  made  clear  in  this  novel,  as  in 
Mr.  Black's  "  Silken  Attire,"  very  rarely  happy.

Mr.  John  Coleman*s  "Players  and  Playwrights" 
deserves  the  second  edition  which  its  two  volumes 
have  reached  in  the  edition  published  in  this  city. 
The  illustrations  might  be  improved  ;  but  scarcely  its 
survey  of  the  English  stage  from  1840  to  1880,  a 
period  near  enough  to  make  the  book  something 
more  than  a  record  of  a  forgotten  past.

Manners  are  the  grammar  of  social  intercourse, 
and  grammarians  are  proverbially  petty,  but  none  the 
less,  good  grammar  is  necessary  and  good  spelling, 
while  it  never  made  a  reputation,  has  marred  many. 
Mr.  Arthur  Wentworth  Newton.  B.  A.,  (Harvard) 
has  written  in  "  Manners,"  and  "  Letter-writing,"  two 
books,  petty,  as  it  seems  the  fate  of  such  books 
always  to  be;  but  in  the  main  sound.  "  Never"  is  a 
word  which  should  not  be  used  in  such  a  book  of 
this  and  that  act ;  because  in  this  country  there  are 
few,  very  lew  dubious  social  practices  of  which  it  is 


safe  to  say  that  well-bred  people  •*  never  "  permit  them. 
With  this  qualification,  remembering  that  it  is  the 
drift,  spirit  and  tendency  of  such  books  and  not  their 
letter  which  make  them  useful,  Mr.  Eaton's  small 
volumes  are  safe  guides.  There  are,  of  course,  now 
and  then,  inevitable  inaccuracies,  as  the  assertion 
"  A  man  can  never  use  his  wife's  arms."  So,  too, 
the  direction  associate  member  of  the  Supreme  Court 
is  not  "The  Honorable  Justice,"  but  "The  Honor- 
able Associate  Justice.*'  The  President  is  not  "  His 
Excellency."  Addressed  in  speech  he  is  "  Mr.  Presi- 
dent," and  in  a  letter  "  The  President  of  the  United 
States,  Sir : — ".  The  title  is  great  enough  to  need  no 
gauds.  The  State  Department  does  not  address  all 
members  of  the  diplomatic  service  as  "  The  Honor- 
able," but  as  "  Mr.,"  "  Esq.,"  and  "  The  Honorable," 
according  to  well-understood  rules. 


NOTES  FROM  BOSTON.

Boston,  December  15,  1890. 
The  natural  satisfaction  that  would  be  felt  at  the  pas- 
sage of  the  copyright  bill  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  prospect  that  it  may  become  a  law  is 
greatly  diminished  by  the  universal  regret  ^t  the  one 
ridiculous  clause  in  section  4,956,  which*  says  that 
copyright  shall  not  be  granted  a  person  "unless  he 
shall  also  not  later  than,  .the  day  of  the  publication 
thereof  in  this  or  any  foreign  country  deliver  (the 
copies)  at  the  office  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress  at 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  or  deposit  them 
within  the  mail  within  the  United  States."  The  title 
page  might  well  be  entered  at  Washington  simulta- 
neously with  its  entry  at  Stationer's  Hall.  But  at  least 
a  year  should  be  allowed  for  the  two  copies  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  Librarian  of  Congress.  The  present 
clause  is  wholly  and  only  in  tl^e  interests  of  well-known 
authors  or  composers.  Under  its  working  such  a  book 
as  "Robert  Elsmere  "  or  "John  Ward,  Preacher," 
the  writings  of  a  Bellamy  or  a  Kipling,  which  gain 
notoriety  months  after  their  first  publication,  are 
wholly  unprotected.  The  pirates  are  warned  off  from 
the  big  ships*;  new  writers  are  at  their  mercy.  There 
is  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  bill  here  in 
Boston  on  account  of  this  wicked,  unnatural,  stupid 
and  wholly  unnecessary  stipulation,  which,  viewed 
from  any  standpoint,  is  a  hardship  on  authors  now 
unknown  and  yet  to  be  popular. 

Receptions  to  visiting  celebrities  have  furnished 
mild  dissipation  to  literary  Boston  during  the  past  fort- 
night. Among  others  Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton 
had  an  interesting  gathering  to  greet  Professor  Fagin, 
of  the  British  Museum,  who  bad  stopped  on  his  way 
round  the  world  long  enough  tu  give  a  course  of 
lectures  before  the  Lowell  Institute.  Mr.  Howells 
was  one  of  the  bright  and  shining  lights  and  Mr. 
Clyde  Fitch,  the  young  dramatist,  was  the  centre  of  a 
bevy  of  admiring  ladies.    Mrs.  Kate  Gannett  Wells 
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had  Mrs.  Kate  Douglas  Wiggin,  author  of  '*  Timothy's 
Quest,"  etc.,  at  a  charming  Sunday  evening  "At 
Home."  Mrs.  Wiggin,  who  was  originally  from 
Philadelphia,  had  just  returned  from  Europe  after  a 
tempestuous  voyage.  She  was  full  of  good  stories,  not 
the  least  amusing  of  which  was  of  a  man  whom  she 
saw  one  hot  day  on  Lake  Constance  suffering  mightily 
from  various  discomforts  and  who  at  last  declared 
that  "  he  would  rather  be  a  lamp  post  in  Philadelphia 

than  king  of  that  whole country."  Then  last  week 

Mrs.  Claflin  threw  open  her  delightful  parlors  to  a 
throng  of  professors  from  Harvard,  Boston  University 
and  Wellesley  College,  and  other  congenial  guests  in 
honor  of  Professor  Moulton,  of  England,  who  is  lec- 
turing here  and  elsewhere  with  such  acceptation  in 
the  interests  of  University  extension.  The  prepon- 
derance of  gentlemen  most  of  the  time  was  remarked 
upon.  At  one  time  I  counted  at  least  a  dozen — not 
including  the  genial  figure  ot^  Ex -Governor  Claflin. 
Notable  in  all  the  throng  was  President  Washburn,  of 
Roberts  College,  Constantinople,  who  is  here  for  some 
months  with  that  aim  which  is  the  chief  raison  (Teire 
of  college  presidents — ^money  raising. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  there  has  been  during 
the  past  two  or  three  years  much  discussion  of  the 
question :  What  shall  be  our  national  flower  ?  The 
suggestion  that  golden  rod  is  too  much  the  emblem  of 
our  sordid  worship  of  money,  and  is  moreover  un- 
suited  for  architecture  (as  the  acanthus  or  the  lotos 
has  been  used  in  Greece  and  Egypt)  seems  to  put  that 
flower  (called  "  yaller-weed  "  up  in  Maine)  out  of  the 
question.  A  bright  and  artistic  lady,  Mis3  S.  L.  Clarke, 
sister  of  the  late  James  Freeman  Clarke,  has  re- 
cently conceived  the  notion  that  a  most  appropriate 
national  floral  symbol  might  be  found  in  the  Maize,  or 
Indian  Com.  It  was  the  one  great  and  good  gift  that 
this  country  gave  the  world ;  it  is  well  adapted  for 
conventionalizing,  and  it  is  poetic  and  beautiful.  It  is 
symbolical  of  our  busy,  energetic  life,  just  as  the  lotos 
was  of  the  dreamy  life  of  the  Egyptians.  She 
has  drawn  a  series  of  pictures  embodying  the  various 
uses  to  which  this  might  be  applied — a  graphic  argu- 
ment for  its  use.  This  book,  containing  her  plea 
and  illustrated  with  the  drawings,  is  likely  to  be  pub- 
lished and  will  be  sure  to  create  a  good  deal  of  inter- 
est. The  additional  suggestion  has  been  made  that 
each  State  in  the  Union  should  also  choose  a  typical 
flower.     It  is  certainly  worthy  of  thought. 

Mr.  Kirke  Monroe,  formerly  editor  of  Harper  s 
Young  People^  and  now  a  free  lance,  supporting 
himself  mainly  by  his  stories  for  boys,  has  just  been 
making  a  visit  to  Boston,  and  amazing  various  shop- 
keepers by  his  demands  for  hammocks,  bathing- 
suits,  and  other  articles  safely  stored  away  for  the 
winter  interregnum.  Mr.  Monroe  lives  in  the  very 
southerrimost  extremity  of  Florida,  bathed  in  per- 
petual sunshine,  and  an  idyllic  life  it  is,  among  lost 
or  forgotten  tribes  of  Indians,  and  far  away  from  the 
ills  of  civilization.    It  is  curious  that,  the  coming  from 


a  stock  not  at  all  literary,  all  of  the  younger  Monroes 
have  in  some  way  made  alliance  with  literature.  One 
of  his  sisters  married  a  son  of  Mrs.  Harriet  Beccher 
Siowe,  another  married  one  of  the  younger  members 
of  the  firm  of  G.  P.  Putnam's  Sons.  A  brother  has 
drifted  into  editorial  work,  and  Mr.  Kirke  Monroe 
himself  not  only  writes,  but  has  married  a  daughter 
of  Mrs.  Amelia  E.  Barr.  Mrs.  Barr,  by  the  way,  is  now 
making  upwards  of  $10,000  a  year  by  her  pen ;  a  few 
years  ago  she  called  herself  fortunate  if  she  earned 
twenty-five  dollars  a  week ! 

All  the  squirrels  and  other  furred  animals  are  said 
to  be  forearming  against  a  winter  colder  than  usual. 
Arctic  owls  are  gathering  in  great  numbers  along  the 
coast.  We  have  already  had  bitter  cold;  but  in  a  letter 
from  Russia,  dated  November  8,  one  of  Count 
Tolstoi's  family  writes  me  that  on  that  day  the 
R6aumur  thermometer  marked  twenty  degrees  below 
zero,  with  snow  enough  for  sleighing !  It  was  even 
too  cold  for  skating,  to  the  ^eat  distress  of  Count 
Tolstoi's  two  little  sons,  who  came  home  half-frozen. 
Count  Tolstoi  has  just  completed  a  new  work 
entitled  **Diya chevo liudi  odurmanvvayutsa^* — *•  Why 
Men  Deceive  Themselves."  It  has  not  yet  been 
published,  and  it  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  the 
authorities  will  allow  it  to  be  printed.  In  regard  to 
the  story  recently  published  in  an  English  translation, 
under  the  title  "  Walk  in  the  Light,"  the  letter  says: 
"he  considers  it  unfinished  and  weak,  and  never 
intended  it  to  be  published." 

The  great  painting  by  Nikolai  Nikolayevitch  Gay 
(G6),  entitled,  "What  is  Truth.?  or,  Christ  Before 
Pilate,"  which  excited  such  contrary  opinions  at  its 
recent  exhibition  in  Moscow, — some  thinking  its  real- 
ism shocking,  others  regarding  it  as  one  of  the  greatest 
religious  pictures  of  modern  times,  till  finally  it  was 
withdrawn  by  the  authorities,  is,  after  all,  not  coming 
to  this  country.  Count  Tolstoi  was  a  tew  months  ago 
very  much  interested  that  its  meaning  should  be 
understood  by  the  American  people,  and  he  sent  roe 
a  most  interesting  description  of  it  by  Mordovtscf. 
But  unfortunately  the  gentleman  who  had  taken  it 
with  the  intention  of  exhibiting  it  in  England  and  the 
States,  has  got  into  some  difficulty  and  has  abandoned 
the  project. 

The  story  has  been  going  the  rounds  through  the 
papers  that  Mr.  William  Waldorf  Astor,  author  of 
"Sforza,"  had  been  offered  $10,000  for  a  new  novel 
by  some  New  York  syndicate,  and  had  agreed  to 
furnish  it,  provided  that  he  could  find  a  suitable  sub- 
ject. The  story  was  rather  absurd  on  the  face  of  it, 
and  1  have  absolutely  authoritative  information  that 
such  newspaper  reports  are  without  foundation.  He 
is  quite  too  busy  at  the  present  time  to  induge  in  the 
pleasures  of  literature.  • 

I  heard,  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  Roman  Ivanovitch 
Lipmann,  alias  '*  Count  Zubof,"  was  in  New  York  at 
the  Everett  House,  and  the  report  came  to  me,  by  way 
of  the  Russian   Consulate,   that  he  was  to  be    the 
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manager  of  S.  Stepniak's  American  tour.  It  is  a 
curious  commentary  en  newspaper  vicissitudes  that  this 
same  man,  who  so  egregiously  deceived  The  Traveller 
with  "  a  little  thing  not  his  own/'  should  be  at  present 
contributing  regularly  to  the  same  paper  notes  on 
foreign  affairs,  signed  with  his  initials,  and  also  with 
a  pseudonym  ;  while  at  the  same  time,  Mr.  Henry 
Austin,  the  poet,  against  whom  he  appeared  in  court, 
has  gone  from  the  Herald  X.o^t.  Traveller^  and,  more- 
over, the  World  correspondent,  who  wrote  columns  of 
spicy  gossip  concerning  the  whole  scandal,  has  been 
acting  as  managing-editor  of  the  same ! 

The  newspapers  have  recently  published  a  com- 
munication from  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  in 
which  he  gives  notice  that  he  shall  no  longer  be  able 
to  answer  letters.  He  repeats  the  same  ominous  noli 
me  tangere  in  the  last  number  of  The  Tea  Cups, 
Mr.  Whittier,  who  has  always  been  a  generous  letter- 
writer  and  has  probably  gratified  hundreds  of  "  auto- 
graph fiends, '  also  finds  it  a  burden.  In  a  recent  pri- 
vate letter  to  a  dear  friend  of  his  he  says :  **  My  eyes 
that  have  %erved  me  well  for  eighty-three  years  are 
now  failing  me  so  much  that  I  am  no  longer  a  reader 
of  newspapers  and  my  pen  has  to  write  without  much 
overlooking.*'  Certainly  no  one  would  have  suspected 
that  fact  from  the  firm  and  legible  hand  in  which 
these  lines  quoted  were  written.  Every  one  will  be 
sorry  to  know  that  Mr.  Whittier  has  not  been  as  well 
as  usual  all  the  season.  He  says  :  "  I  am  dreading 
the  winter,"  and  adds,  "  but  God  will  order  it  well. 
My  times  are  in  His  hand." 

By  the  way.  Lieutenant  Meli,  a  handsome  young 
Italian,  who  teaches  his  native  tongue  in  Boston,  is 
reported  as  engaged  in  translating  "  Viera"  into  Italian. 
It  is  to  be  published  in  Milan. 

I  must  close  with  a  short  story,  which  speaks 
volumes  for  the  vigorous  education  of  Boston  children. 
The  nephew  of  a  well-known  writer  goes  to  a  little 
private  school  where  drawing  is  taught.  During  this 
exercise,  the  little  fellow  met  with  some  difficulty  and 
broke  out  with  the  exclamation — "  Darn  it."  His 
teacher  gently  reproved  him  for  the  use  of  such  an 
objurgation,  when  a  little  gitl  of  seven  spoke  out : 
•*  Teacher,  I  know  a  worse  word  than  that — dammit  ** 
(that  form  of  spelling  does  not  look  so  profane).  But 
the  little  boy,  not  to  be  outdone,  said  :  "  Well,  I  know 
something  a  great  deal  worse  than  either;  but 
I  don't  like  to  say  it  out  loud.  I  will  whisper  it  in 
your  ear."  So  with  a  little  blush  in  his  cheeks  he 
went  up  to  his  teacher  and  very  solemnly  delivered 
himself  of  the  exclamation,  "  Cheese  it !  " 


=Mrs.  Frances  H.  Burnett's  son.  Lionel,  died  in 
Paris,  December  7,  of  consumption.  His  mother  had 
taken  him  abroad  hoping  the  trip  would  benefit  his 
health.

WILLIAM  BLACK. 
Born  at  Glasgow  in  1841,  Mr.  Black  entered  literary 
life  in  London  in  1864,  and  worked  as  correspondent; 
assistant  and  editor  of  various  journals  until  1875^ 
when  he  relinquished  newspaper  employment.  His 
first  novel,  "  Love  or  Marriage,"  was  written  when 
he  was  twenty-six  years  old.  In  1866,  he  went  to 
the  Austro- Prussian  War  as  special  coi  respondent  tor 
the  London  Morning  Star^  and  some  of  the  scenes  in 
that  campaign  he  turned  to  account  in  his  first  book. 
Previous  to  1869,  when  "In  Silk  Attire**  appeared, 
Mr.  Black  was  unknown  to  the  public  save  as  a 
journalist  within  a  limited  circle.  His  first  essays  in 
fiction  gave  indications  of  exquisite  talent,  but  did 
not  forcibly  arrest  the  public  attention.  In  1871  "  A 
Daughter  of  Heth  **  was  published,  and  the  reception 
it  received  was  such  as  must  have  equaled  his  most 
sanguine  anticipations.  This  work  passed  through 
eleven  editions  in  four  vears  and  placed  him  in  the 
front  rank  as  a  writer  of  fiction.  Since  then  every 
book  he  has  written  has  only  confirmed  and  deepened 
the  public  impression  of  his  superiority  as  a  con- 
summate artist  In  his  sphere  of  literature.  Subtle* 
pure  and  delicate  in  his  conception  of  character,  he 
is  also  graceful  and  classic  in  style,  and  everywhere 
displays  some  of  the  finest  qualities  of  the  poet  and 
the  artist.  True  to  his  design  of  ministering  to  the 
pleasure  of  his  readers,  he  does  not  approve  of  tragic 
endings  to  his  stories,  at  least  not  such  harrowing 
tragedies,  as  should  more  properly  be  relegated  to 
the  drama.  His  habits,  when  writing,  are  peculiar. 
During  the  summer  months  he  scarcely  ever  puts 
pen  to  paper,  but  he  arranges  his  stories  in  his  mind, 
even  to  the  structure  of  sentences,  and  often  carries 
them  so  for  months  before  he  begins  to  write  them. 
He  then  shuts  himself  up  from  everybody,  and  keeps 
on  writing  for  ten  or  twelve  hours  at  a  stretch.  The 
presence  of  anybody  in  the  room,  interrupts  his 
composition.  When  he  begins  his  manuscript  he 
regard^  his  labors  as  nearly  finished.  He  now 
makes  by  his  pen  thousands  a  year.  His  favorite 
authors  are  Heine,  Alfred  de  Musset,  George  Sand 
and  Thackeray.  Black  lives  at  Brighton,  the  beauti- 
ful seaside  resort  near  London,  where  he  has  a 
comfortable  and  delightful  house.  His  headquarters 
when  in  London  are  at  the  Reform  Club,  Pall  Mall. 
He,  like  all  English  authors,  is  hard  to  reach,  but 
when  metis  a  charming  companion  and  conversation- 
alist. He  speaks  with  a  decidedly  Scotch  accent, 
not  sufficiently  pronounced  to  mar  his  speech,  that 
merely  results  in  a  softened  inflection  which  affects 
the  listener  pleasantly.  His  complexion  is  not  as 
dark  as  descriptions  of  him  make  him  out  to  be.  In 
fact,  he  is  not  dark  at  all,  but  is  deeply  bronzed  by 
exposure  to  wind  and  weather.  As  an  intense  admirer 
of  nature  he  has  passed  much  of  his  time  out  of 
doors,  which  is  scarcely  more  evident  in  the  rich  glow 
of  his  features  than  in  his  appearance  of  robust 
health.    Though  considerably  beyond  middle  age  he 
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looks  much  younger  than  his  years.  Mrs.  Black  is  an 
English  lady,  which  her  children  fancy  entitles  her  to 
their  commiseration,  as  they  remark  at  times  that  she 
is  only  "  English  anyway.** 

"A  Princess  of  Thule**  (1873)  ^s  regarded  as  Mr. 
Black's  most  popular  novel.  This  was  followed  by 
"Madcap  Violet  "in  1876,  ''White  Wings**  1880, 
"Shandon  Bells**  1883.  He  has  also  written: 
'Green  Pastures  and  Piccadilly,**  "In  Far  Loch- 
aber,*'  "Judith  Shakespeare,**  "Macleod  of  Dare,** 
"  Prince  Fortunatus,*'  "  Sabina  Zembra,**  "  Sunrise,** 
*'  That  Beautiful  Wretch,**  "  The  Strange  Adventures 
of  a  House-Boat,'*  '*The  Strange  Adventures  of  a 
Phaeton,**  "Three  Feathers,**  "White  Heather,*' 
••  White  Wings,**  "  Yolande.** 

"Stand  Fast,  Craig-Royston !  **.  published  in 
December,  promises  to  win  its  share  of  popularity 
with  Mr.  Black*s  hosts  of  readers. 


DOINGS  AND  PLANS  OF  ENGLISH- 
WRITING  AUTHORS. 

The  opening  paiagraph  clears  the  ground  for  action^ 
by  disposing  of  those  authors  who  have  desisted,  for 
the  present  at  least,  from  the  making  of  books. 

Mr.  George  Bancroft's  working  days  are  over. 
Mr.  Edward  Bellamy  is  looking  forward  to  a  busy 
winter;  but  just  what  form  his  activity  will  take,  wc 
cannot  say.  The  Rev.  Phillips  Brooks  has  given 
himself  wholly  over  to  preaching.  Mr.  Henry  M. 
Alden  is  devoting  his  time  almost  exclusively  to  the 
editing  of  Harper^ s  Monthly ;  Mrs.  Mary  Mapes 
Dodge  is  devoting  hers  to  the  editing  of  SL  Nicholas^ 
while  a  zero  would  best  represent  Mr.  Horace  E. 
Scudder's  accomplishment  outside  the  editorial  rooms 
of  The  Atlantic,  President  Eliot  finds  that  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  Harvard  occupies  all 
his  time.  Mr.  Lowell  is  still  supposed  to  be  writing 
a  Life  of  Hawthorne ;  he  is  in  better  health  tl^tn  last 
winter,  but  was  too  weak  to  lecture  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  will  probably  go  to  England  in 
the  spring.  Ex-President  Noah  Porter  of  Yale  finds 
it  unwise,  in  his  present  state  of  health,  to  write 
anything  but  short  letters;  he  reads,  however,  very 
constantly.  Miss  Edith  M.  Thomas  has  just  closed 
up  her  affairs  at  Geneva,  Ohio,  and  will  settle  down 
for  another  winter  in  New  York.  Mr.  John  G. 
Whittier  has  no  literary  work  in  hand,  and  anticipates 
none  in  the  future. 

Mrs.  Amelia  E.  Barr  is  writing  a  novel  delineating 
Scotch  religious  character,  the  serial  rights  of  which 
she  has  sold  10  Robert  Bonner's  Sons,  while  the  book 
right  goes  to  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co. 

Mr.  John  Burroughs  has  no  plans.  * 

Mr.  George  W.  Cablc*s  main  work  this  season  is  the 
writing  of  a  serial  novel.  It  deals  with  Northern  and 
Southern  society  (not  Creole  or  Acadian,  but  Anglo- 
American)  and  dates  between  *65  and  '85. 


The  Harpers  have  a  paper  written  by  Mrs.  Cusler. 
describing  a  trip  she  made  into  a  wild  country 
skirting  the  Columbia  River.  She  also  wrote  part 
of  a  story,  utilizing  the  lonely  Fort  on  Lake  Coeur 
d*Alene  as  a  background. 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Harding  Davis  is  writing  a  novel  of 
the  present,  the  scene  being  laid  partly  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Louisiana. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Deland  has  arranged  to  write  two 
or  three  short  stories  during  the  next  two  or  three 
months,  and  after  that  hopes  to  begin  a  new  novel. 

Mr.  Austin  Dobson,  we  understand,  is,  and  will  for 
some  months  be,  entirely  occupied  in  expanding  and 
revising  the  short  life  of  William  Hogarth  which  be 
wrote  for  the  Great  Artists'  Scries.  The  book  wiH 
form  a  large  or  library  octavo  of  about  400  pages,  and 
will  be  published  by  Sampson  Low,  Marston  &  Ca 
Mr.  Dobson  also  proposes  in  the  course  of  next  year 
to  collect  the  series  of  brief  eighteenth  century 
studies  at  present  api>earing  in  Ike  Christian  Union, 
We  may  add  that  his  Memoir  of  Horace  Walpole 
will  be  issued  in  London  by  the  new^  firm  of 
J.  R.  Osgood,  Mcllvaine  &  Co. 

Dr.  Edward  Eggleston  is  still  at  work  upon  the 
"  History  of  Life  in  the  United  States,'*  which  has 
occupied  the  greater  part  of  his  time  for  more  than 
ten  years,  some  results  of  his  investigations  having 
appeared  from  time  to  lime  in  The  Century,  He  is 
now  preparing  the  first  volume  for  issue  in  1892. 

Prof.  John  Fiske  is  finishing  a  book  on  •'  The 
Discovery  and  Spanish  Occupation  of  America,** 
which  he  hopes  will  be  published  early  next  spring— 
an  octavo  of  about  500  pages. 

Dr.  Horace  Howard  Furness  is  preparing  for  his 
Variorum  Edition  of  Shakespeare  the  play  with  which 
the  poet*s  works  usually  begin — "The  Tempest,** — 
Mrs.  Kemble*s  special  favorite.  It  will  probably  not 
be  ready  till  the  latter  part  of  *9i,  as  in  the  winter 
Dr.  Furness*s  litentry  work  is  almost  exclusively  done 
between  8  p.  m.  and  2.30  a.  m . 

Mr.'R.  W.  Gilder  has  in  hand  a  sufficient  number 
of  poems,  some  of  which  have  appeared  in  the  maga- 
zines, though  most  of  them  are  still  in  manuscript,  to 
make  a  new  volume  of  verse,  which  will  appear  at  a 
date  not  yet  decided  upon. 

Mr.  Edmund  Gosse  is  very  busy  in  bringing 
out  each  month  a  new  volume  of  the  series  of 
translated  novels  called  Heinemann's  InternatioDal 
Library,  each  of  which  has  a  short  critical  intro- 
duction by  himself.  These  are  reprinted  in  America 
by  agreement  with  Mr.  Heinemann)  by  A.  Lovell 
&  Co.  The  January  volume  will  be  an  entirely 
new  novel,  from  the  Spanish  of  Valdes,  called 
"La  Espuma.'*  Mr.  Gosse  hopes  early  in  1891 
to  find  time  to  form  a  fresh  collection  of  his  crit- 
ical studies. 

Dr.  Edward  Everett  Hale*s  literary  work  centres 
in  the  management  of  Lend  a  Hand,  which  is 
a  journal  devoted,  as  he  would  say,  to  the  bringing 
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in  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  which  the  world's  people 
call  the  improvement  of  social  order.  He  is  one  of  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  who  have  united  to  make 
the  Commonwealth  newspaper  an  organ  of  the  literary 
and  scientific  societies  of  Boston,  and  he  writes  for 
every  number  of  that  journal.  He  has  just  finished 
for  Lothrop  the  "  Story  of  Massachusetts/'  a  work  of 
love  with  him,  since  he  has  always  been  curious  in 
American  history. 

Mr.  Joel  Chandler  Harris  is  writing  a  story  of  a 
boy's  adventures  on  a  Southern  plantation  during  the 
war,  which  will  be  enjoyed  by  robust  lads  and  healthy 
girls.  It  is  mainly  a  story  of  outdoor  life,  though  one 
of  the  characters,  an  old  North  Carolinian,  tells  a 
fairy* story  that  is  new  and  quaint. 

Mr.  Julian  Hawthorne  has  in  hand  a  History  of 
Oregon,  to  be  published  next  autumn,  and  a  school- 
book,  to  appear  about  the  same  time ;  but,  except 
his  regular  newspaper  work,  that  is  all. 

Col.  John  Hay's  sole  occupation  this  winter  will 
be  the  editing  and  preparing  for  the  press  of  the 
Complete  Works  of  Lincoln.  He  has  received  many 
proposals  to  write  personal  articles  about  Lincoln, 
but  never  intends  to  write  anything  more  on  that 
subject  Mr.  Nicolay  will  write  a  few  more  articles 
for  The  Century,  but  the  article  in  the  November 
number  is  the  last  that  Col.  Hay  will  write. 

Col.  T.  W.  Higginson's  main  work  this  winter  will 
be  the  "Military  and  Naval  History  of  Massa- 
chusetts," which  has  been  officially  entrusted  to  him 
by  the  State.  He  is  also  preparing  a  life  of  his 
ancestor,  Francis  Higginson,  first  minister  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  and  author  of  "New 
England's  Plantation.*'  This  is  for  Dodd,  Mead 
&  Co.'s  series  of  Makers  of  America. 

Dr.  O.  W.  Holmes  has  before  him  at  present  two 
introductions — both  labors  of  love.  The  first  is  to  be 
an  account,  with  illustrations,  of  some  of  the  more 
notable  of  the  New  England  forest  trees  ("  Typical 
Elms  and  Other  Trees  of  Massachusetts"),  to  be 
published  by  Little,  Brown  &  Co.;  the  second,  a 
•*  History  of  the  Town  of  Woodstock,  Connecticut," 
his  father's  birthplace,  of  which  his  grandfather  was 
one  of  the  early  settlers.  He  does  not  accept  any  of 
the  literary  propossls  made  to  him,  wishing  to  rest 
for  a  while  so  far  as  his  correspondence  will  permit 
him  to  be  quiet. 

Mr.  W.  D.  Howells  is  revising  the  novelette  "  An 
Imperative  Duty,"  which  is  to  be  printed  in  Harper's 
Monthly,  next  summer.  It  is  somewhat  longer  than 
"The  Shadow  of  a  Dream,"  and  is,  in  its  way, 
psychological  mainly,  though  it  seems  more  to 
concern  a  social  problem,  and  does  somewhat  concern 
it.  Mr.  Howells  has  also  put  together  in  a  connected 
form  what  he  has  said  about  Criticism  and  Fict'on, 
with  a  view  to  publication,  some  time,  as  a  book. 

Mr.  Thomas  A.  Janvier  will  soon  be  at  work  on  a 
series  of  papers  descriptive  of  various  phases  of 
Provence  and  Provencal  life;  and,  possibly,  on  a 


romance  in  the  manner  of  "The  Aztec  Treasure- 
House." 

Miss  Sarah  Ome  Jewett  has  in  hand  a  biofi:rapbical 
paper  in  which  she  finds  great  interest  and  pleasure 
— a  sketch  of  an  almost  forgotten  New  England 
woman  of  title,  the  Countess  of  Rumford,  who  died  in 
New  Hampshire  thirty  or  forty  years  ago.  after  a 
most  varied  and  interesting  life.  Some  connections 
of  Miss  Jewett's  happened  to  be  related  to  her,  and  in 
this  way  she  can  get  at  a  delightful  store  of  reminis- 
cences, portraits,  etc. 

Capt  Charles  King  is  at  work  finishing  the  third 
story  of  the  Colonel's  Daughter  Series.  It  is  called 
"  Captain  Blake,'*  and  together  with  new  editions  of 
" The  Colonel's  Daughter  "  and  "Marion's  Faith," 
all  three  illustrated,  will  be  brought  out  shortly  by  the 
Lippincotts. 

In  the  case  of  Mr.  Andrew  Lang,  having  just  pub- 
lished his  Life  of  Lord  Iddesleigh,  "  The  Red  Fairy- 
Book'*  and  (with  Mr.  Haggard)  "The  World's 
Desire,"  he  is  entitled  for  a  little  while  to  such  rest  as 
his  work  for  the  periodicals  allows  him. 

Mr.  George  Parsons  Lathrop  is  occupied  with  a  ro- 
mance of  the  futiure  collaborated  by  Thomas  A.  Edison 
and  himself.  This  will  not  aim  to  reform  society  and 
depict  the  human  race  in  a  state  of  perfect  develop- 
ment, but  will  describe  and  utilize  as  elements  in  the 
story  a  number  of  probable  inventions  of  the  future. 
Mr.  Edison  will  supply  the  scientific  portion,  and 
make  some  drawings  to  accompany  the  text.  The 
romance  will  be  published  early  in  1891,  by  the 
McClure  newspaper  syndicate ;  after  which  it  is  to  be 
brought  out  in  book-form  in  several  countries  simulta- 
neously. Mr.  Lathrop  has  been  making  a  careful  selec- 
tion of  his  poems  published  during  the  last  twelve  years 
(including  "Keenan's  Charge,"  and  his  Gettysburg 
Ode),  to  be  brought  out  as  a  volume  under  the  title 
"  Dreams  and  Days,"  either  next  spring  or  next 
autumn. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Lea  has  in  hand  a  "  History  of 
Indulgences  in  the  Latin  Church,"  and  is  busy  also 
in  accumulating  material  for  his  "History  of  the 
Spanish  Inquisition." 

Mr.  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  has  just  completed  a 
History  of  boston  for  the  series  of  Historic  Towns 
edited  by  Prof.  Edward  Freeman  for  Longmans, 
Green  &  Co.  It  is  for  this  series  that  the  Hon.  Theo. 
Roosevelt  is  to  write  the  History  of  New  York. 

Prof.  John  B.  McMaster  has  in  hand  no  other 
literary  work  than  the  third  volume  of  his  "  History  of 
the  People  of  the  United  States,"  which  the  Appletons 
hope  to  have  ready  in  the  spring. 

Mr.  Brander  Matthews  main  winter's  work  will  be 
a  novel  of  New  York  life— a  study  of  a  type  of 
character  developed  here  by  metropolitan  influences 
upon  New  England  stock. 

Mr.  Donald  G.  MitcheU  ("Ik  Marvel")  has 
"  blocked  out "  two  more  volumes  in  his  series  of 
"  English  Lands,  Letters  and  Kings,"    Mr.  Mitchell, 
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while  still  suflfcring  from  a  broken  arm,  the  result  ot 
a  fall  at  Rye  about  two  months  since,  was  thrown 
from  his  carriage  at  New  Haven  and  seriously  injured. 

Dr.  S.  Weir  Mitchell  has  put  in  the  hands  of 
Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.  the  manuscript  of  **  A  Psalm 
of  Death  and  Other  Poems,**  one  of  them  a  poem  of 
500  lines,  of  which  Fran<jois  Villon  is  the  hero. 
Dr.  Mitchell  has  also  ready  for  publication  a  book 
called  "  Characteristics.** 

Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton  has  engaged  to  get 
ready  for  Elkin  Mathews,  of  London,  a  volume  con- 
taining the  poems  written  by  Philip  Bourke  Marston 
since  the  publication  of  his  last  volume,  "  Wind 
Voices,**  in  1883,  and  she  hopes  to  arrange  during 
the  next  year  a  book  of  her  own  travel-sketches. 

Mr.  Francis  Parkmans  has  written  the  greater 
part  of  the  volume  (or  two  volumes)  of  his  New 
France  Series,  intervening  between  "  Count  Fronte- 
nac  •*  and  "  Montcalm  and  Wolfe,"  covering  the 
period  between  L700  and  1748.  This  will  complete 
the  series. 

Mr.  Thomas  Nelson  Page  has  written  a  number  of 
short  stories  and  has  '* roughed  out'*  other  stories  of 
the  Old  Dominion.  He  is  getting  together  material 
for  a  Life  of  Gen.  Thomas  Nelson,  the  Revolutionary 
war  Governor  of  the  State,  for  the  Makers  of  America 
Series.  He  has  in  contemplation,  furthermore,  a 
volume  of  papers  on  **  The  Southern  Civilization  ** 
(•*  The  Old  South,**  "Authorship  in  the  South  Before 
the  War.**  "  The  Social  Life  of  the  Old  South,"  etc.) 
and  another  on  "  Europe  in  Sunshine  and  Shadow,** 
the  latter  to  comprise  various  sketches  from  his 
journals  and  letters  during  several  visits  abroad. 

Mr.  Frank  Dempster  Sherman  is  collecting  and 
arranging  for  publication  his  poems  for  little  folk 
which  have  appeared  in  S/,  Nicholas,  Harper's  Young 
People,  and  The  Independent. 

Mr.  Frank  R.  Stockton,  whose  new  serial,  "The 
House  of  Martha,'*  began  in  the  November  Atlantic, 
has  just  finished  the  **  Squirrel  Inn,*'  a  five-part  story 
of  country  life,  to  be  illustrated  by  A.  B.  Frost,  and 
published  in  The  Century.  He  will  devote  the  rest 
of  the  year  to  a  short  story  or  two,  which  he  has 
promised  to  write ;  and  has  planned  to  begin,  early 
in  1 89 1,  a  serial  story,  somewhat  of  the  character  of 
"  Rudder  Grange.** 

Mrs.  Mary  Virginia  Terhune  ("  Marion  Harland*') 
is  hard  at  work  upon  a  historical  novel  for  Lothrop's 
Stories  of  the  States,  founded  upon  a  romantic  tradi- 
tion of  colonial  times  in  Virginia. 

Gen.  Lew  Wallace  is  writing  with  elaborate  care  a 
story  of  the  conquest  of  Constantinople  by  the  Turks 
in  1454.  He  intends  it  to  be  as  good  in  its  way  as 
*'  Ben  Hur^' — and  doubtless  hopes  it  will  be  as  suc- 
cessful, though  it  would  be  hard  for  any  book  to  rival 
that  tale  in  popularity. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Phelps  Ward  intends  to  >Krite  a 
memoir  of  her  father,  the  late  Prof.  Austin  Phelps. 


This  will   probably  be  the  next  work  of  a  literary 
character  to  which  she  will  turn  her  hand. 

Mr.  Charles  Dudley  Warner  sailed  with  his  family 
for  Havre  December  6.  He  will  go  straight  through 
France  to  Italy,  where  he  will  join  his  friend  Prof, 
Willard  Fiske,  at  his  Florentine  villa.  Florence  will 
be  Mr.  Warner's  headquarters  while  abroad  ;  he  will 
rent  a  villa  and  make  himself  at  home.  No  time  is 
fixed  for  his  return  to  America. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  A.  D.  T.  Whitney's  husband  has 
interrupted  all  work  and  plan  of  work  for  her,  save 
such  as  grows  inevitably  out  of  the  event. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Wilkins  is  still  writing  short  stories, 
though  she  may  soon  attempt  a  longer  one.  She  is 
also  doing  some  proof  work  over  the  new  collection 
of  her  stories  which  Harper  &  Bros,  are  to  publish. 

Twenty-four  portraits  will  accompany  the  text  of 
Mr.  William  Winter's  forthcoming  volume,  "A  Queen 
of  Comedy,**  dealing  with  the  career  of  Miss  Ada 
Rehan. 

Miss  Katherine  Pearson  Woods,  author  of 
"  Metzerott,  Shoemaker,**  has  begun  a  story  of 
Maryland  country  life,  which  is  to  be  called 
"Solitude,**  and  will  be  published  as  a  seriaL 
Miss  Woods  has  recently  undertaken  to  write  book- 
notices  for  Far  and  Near,  the  national  organ  of  the 
Working  Girls*  Societies  of  America. 

Miss  Constance  Fenimore  Woolson,  having  com- 
pleted some  sketches  of  travel — reflections  of  her  last 
winter's  sojourn  in  the  East — and  a  number  of  short 
stories,  is  now  writing  a  novel.  The  stories  and 
sketches  will  be  published  next  year.  Miss  Woolson 
has  settled  for  the  winter  at  Cheltenham,  England.

THE  COST  OF  BOOK-MAKING. 
The  London  Publishers*  Circular  says ,  "An  illustra- 
tion of  the  cost  of  manufacturing  a  book  in  the  United 
States  is  given  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Amtrican 
Book-maker,  *  Now  if  we  wish  to  make  a  handsome 
i2mo  vohime,  say  of  400  pages,  well  printed,  well 
bound,  and  on  good  paper,  and  to  sell,  '  retail  price,' 
at  $1.50,  what  figutes  do  we  have  ?  First,  here  is  the 
cost  of  the  plates,  say  I350.  If  5,000  copies  of  the  book 
are  sold,  the  cost  of  the  plates  for  each  volume  is 
7  cents.  The  cost  of  manufacturing,  paper,  binding, 
etc.,  will  be  about  40  cents.  To  this  cost  of  manu- 
facturing there  ought  to  be  added  a  commission  for 
the  publisher's  experience,  his  plant,  advertising,  etc, 
of  20  per  cent,  on  the  selling  price ;  then  comes  the 
author's  royalty,  10  per  cent,  on  the  *  retail  price.* 
The  retail  price  being  $1.50,  the  price  to  the  trade  is 
90  cents,  a  discount  of  40  per  cent,  being  allowed  at 
the  very  least.  We  have  then  these  figures  per  copy 
on  an  edition  of  5,000 :  plates,  7  cents ;  manufactur- 
ing, etc.,  40  cents ;  commission,  20  per  cent,  on  trade 
price  at  90  cents,  18  cents  ;  author's  royalty.  15  cents  ; 
total,  80  cents — leaving  the  publishers  10  cents  profit. 
If,  however,  the  book  sells  only  to  the  extent  of  i.coo 
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copies,  the  cost  of  the  plates  is  35  cents  per  copy 
instead  of  7,  and  the  result  is  a  loss  of  18  cents  a 
copy  to  the  publisher,  who  has  nothing  to  show  but  a 
pile  of  metal,  good  only  for  the  foundry.  This  esti- 
mate is  for  a  first-class,  well-made  book,  not  fiction. 
If  we  take  a  $1.50  novel  we  may  pay  down  :  Plates, 
7  cents ;  paper,  3  cents ;  press-work,  6  cents ;  binding, 
1 5  cents ;  advertising,  45  cents  ;  royalties,  1 5  cents ; 
total,  91  cents,  but  the  trade  generally  obtain  on  fic- 
tion at  least  40  per  cent,  and  10  per  cent.,  that  is, 
they  pay  for  the  book  81  cents.  The  publisher  in  this 
case  gets  20  cents  profit  if  his  sales  reach  5,000  copies, 
or  makes  a  loss  of  2  cents  a  copy  if  only  1,000  copies 
are  sold.  The  difference  in  the  publisher's  profits 
between  this  and  the  preceding  case  arises  fron  the 
greater  risk  in  the  latter.  We  do  not  think  that  we 
are  very  wide  of  the  mark  if  we  say  that  for  one  ^1.50 
novel  that  passes  5,000  copies,  ten  fail  to  reach  i.ooo.' 
By  an  easy  calculation  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  lose  money  by  publishing  in  the  States  as  well 
as  in  England.  We  wonder  if  there  are  any  disciples 
of  Mr.  Besant  in  America  who  hold  the  doctrine  that 
publishers  there  never  make  losses."

The  day 
after  the  representation  everything 
had  changed ;  all  copies  on  hand 
were  sold,  the  editors  instead  of 
asking  for  money  demanded  the 
privilege  of  printing  the  poet's 
verses,  and  paid  enough  to  place 
the  happy  family  beyond  the  pale 
of  want  ** 

Francois  Copp6e  is  now  in  his 
fiftieth  year ;  he  lives  quietly  with 
the  last  of  his  dear  ones,  his 
sister  Annette,  in  a  secluded  street 
of  Paris.

It  is  not  a  sensational 
story,  but  the  simplest  diction  and  boldest  facts  re- 
garding tenement  house  life  in  the  metropolis  are 
sufficient  to  impress  the  reader  more  than  any  highly 
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wrought  romance.  There  are  many  happy  and 
virtuous  families  in  New  York's  tenements,  but  the 
influence,  as  a  whole,  of  living  without  sufficient 
room,  light,  air,  water  and  privacy — as  most  of  the 
tenement  house  class  do  live— is  dangerous  to  the 
society  of  to-day  and  the  future.  All  varieties  of 
tenements  and  crowded  residence  localities  are  de- 
scribed in  minute  detail  by  the  author, 
and  their  special  dangers  to  life  and 
morals  are  indicated.  The  subject 
is  one  which  many  residents  of  New 
York  will  endeavor  to  let  alone,  but  its 
results  cannot  be  avoided.  Sooner  or 
later  there  must  be  a  radical  reforma- 
tion in  the  interest  of  the  whole  com- 
munity.

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LECKY'S  HISTORY. 

A  History  of  England  in  the  Eighteenth  Cen-. 
TURY.  By  William  Edward  Hartpole  Lcckv.  i2mo, 
vols.  VII  and  VIII,  each  ^1.70 ;  by  mail,  $1.88.  . 
To  a  certain  extent  Mr.  Lecky's  title  is  a  misnomer, 
for  England  is  mentioned  in  these  volumes  only  in 
her  relation  to  Ireland ; 
yet,  as  the  name  "His- 
Wy  of  England  *'  had 
been  bestowed  on  a 
book  which  from  its 
commencement  would 
have  been  more  fitly 
entitled  *'  A  History  of 
England  and  Ireland,** 
no  other headingwould 
so  well  have  indicated 
the  relation  of  these 
two  volumes  to  their  forerunners. 

In  a  brief  preface,  which  is  to  some  extent  an 
apology,  or  at  least  an  explanation,  Mr.  Lecky  has 
forestalled  the  objection  that  these  two  long  volumes, 
treating  exclusively  of  Ireland  and  of  a  period 
of  only  eight  years,  have  completely  destroyed 
the  proportions  of  his  work;  but  the  history  of  this 
period  has  been  so  frequently  the  battle-ground 
of  violent  partisans  that  it  is  well  that  it  should  be 
fully  dealt  with  by  an  historian  of  Mr.  Lccky's  posi- 
tion and  authority.  It  is  true  that  Mr.  Lecky  has 
little  that  is  new  to  tell  either  in  fact  or  by  suggestion  ; 
yet  he  has  expended  a  stupendous  amount  of  labor 
and  research  over  these  volumes,  collecting  manu- 
script materials  from  a  variety  of  sources  with  a 
patience  that  all  will  admire  and  few  be  tempted  to 
imitate.  The  London  Record  Office,  the  French 
Foreign  Office,  the  MSS.  in  the  British  Museum,  and 
various  private  collections  have  all  been  laid  under 
contribution;  but  the  happiest  hunting-ground  of  the 
historian  has  been  the  collection  of  papers  in  Dublin 
Castle,  which  remained  under  the  Government  seal 
until  1867,  but  which  *'  is  now  excellently  arranged  in 
no  less  than  sixty-eight  boxes.*' 

The  barrenness  of  the  ground  must  have  made  the 
task  of  wading  through  the  mass  of  manuscript  un- 
speakably wearisome,  and  the  comparative  fruitless- 
ness  of  the  investigation  is  satisfactory  to  every  one 
but  the  historian,  as  establishing  the  authority  of  earlier 
works.  For  his  reward  Mr.  Lecky  has  a  mastery  of 
his  subject  that  enables  him  to  treat  it  with  extreme 
lucidity  and  rare  impartiality,  and  to  discern  the 
thread  of  leading  events  through  a  perplexing  tissue 
of  conflicting  details.

A  STORY  OF  JAPAN. 

Paoli  :  The  Last  of  the  Missionaries.  A  picture 
of  the  overthrow  of  the  Christians  in  Japan  in  the  Seven- 
teenth Century.

HE  author,  Mr.  Kitchin.  is  a  Har- 
vard graduate  who  spent  three  ycars^ 
3J.  from  1882  to  1885,  at  Naga- 
^  saki,  within  sight  or  easy 
reach  of  the  scenes  made 
memorable  by  the  great  insurrection 
of  1637.  Accurate  as  a  rule  in  his- 
torical and  geographical  perspective 
and  detail,  the  author's  plot  is  light,  and* 
the  treatment  of  character  is  scarcely 
more  than  upon  the  surface.  The  use 
of  modern  words,  such  as  tempo,  a  brass 
coin  first  struck  in  1830  and  named  after  the 
chronological  period  then  inaugurated,  and  of 
sampan,  the  **  pidgin  "  English  term  for  boat,  is  ana- 
chronistic. The  author  never  saw  a  Japanese  cruci- 
fixion in  which  bamboo,  ropes  and  impaling  spears^ 
without  nails,  constituted  the  apparatus  of  torture. 
There  are  several  other  decidedly  un-Japanese  con- 
ceptions and  phrases  attributed  to  the  native  Christians 
and  pagans,  but  on  the  whole  the  author  has  made  a 
story  that  is  full  ol  brisk  movement  and  perhaps  well 
suited  to  his  Ledger  readers.  In  revising  it,  however, 
the  name  has  been  changed  to  "  Paoli ;  The  Last  of 
the  Missionaries.*'  In  its  improved  form  it  is  well 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  libraries  as  illustrating  a  stir- 
ring phase  of  the  contact  between  European  and 
Asiatic  civilization  in  the  seventeenth  century.  The 
numerous  illustrations  are  interesting,  not  as  works 
of  art,  but  as  the  attempts  of  Occidental  draughtsmen 
to  represent  the  far-Oriental  visage,  dress,  motions, 
and  scenery.  Naturally  the  features  emphasized  and 
even  exaggerated  are  those  in  which  native  Japanese 
artists  would  proceed  to  the  opposite  extreme.

THE  RIVERSIDE   LOWELL. 

The  Writings  of  James  Russell  Lowell.  River- 
side edition.  In  ten  volumes.  i2mo,  each  ^i.io;  by

Mr.  Lowell's  writings,  prose  and  verse,  are  worthily 
presented  in  these  handsome  books,  which  will  evi- 
dently take  their  proper  place  as  the  "  library  edition." 
It  was  time  that  an  adequate  and  authoritative  collec- 
tion of  this  favorite  author's  works  should  be  prepared ; 
and  it  will  grratify  his  admirers  to  learn  that  he  has 
not  felt  at  liberty,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  poems» 
to  suppress  or  omit  or  alter  even  those  earlier  produc- 
tions with  which  he  has  ceased  to  feel  contented. 
Experience  shows  that  no  poet  is  to  be  tnisted  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind.  The  view  he  takes  of  his  early 
verse  is  almost  sure  to  be  a  mistaken  view,  even  as 
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regards  the  question  of  poetic  achievement ;  for  no 
poet  ever  appears  to  be  a  fair  judge  of  his  own  work. 
In  Mr.  Lowell's  early  verse,  moreover,  there  really  is 
nothing  which  will  not  stand  the  crucial  test  of  com- 
parison, or  which,  to  say  the  truth,  does  not,  when 
subjected  to  that  test,  rather  belittle  the  later  verse  by 
the  side  of  which  it  is  placed. 

Mr.  Lowell  is  a  many-sided 
mai^  and  while  attempting 
various  enterprises  he  has 
had  a  large  measure  of  suc- 
cess in  all.  Scholar,  teacher, 
I)oet,  essayist,  envoy,  he  has 
distinguished  himself  in  each 
w6\e.  Yet  there  is  one  clear 
line  of  connection  running 
through  all  his  parts,  and  it 
is  the  characteristic  which 
gives  vitality,  power  and  the 
quality  of  endurance  to  so 
much  of  his  work.  Broadly 
speaking,  the  nature  of  this 
dominant  trait  may,  we  think, 
be  expressed  intelligibly  as 
the  New  -  England  Con- 
science, and  perhaps  there 
is  no  influence  or  force  in 
operation  throughout  Amer- 
ican history  which  it  is  more 
imperatively  necessary  to 
recognize  and  to  reckon 
with,  or  which  has  accom- 
plished more  important 
things  for  the  country. 

The  humor  which  was  so 
marked  a  quality  in  Mr. 
Lowell's  earlier  poetry  has, 
indeed,  not  wholly  disap- 
peared, but  with  advancing 
time  it  has  become  less  fre- 
quent, and  has  given  place 
to  a  sober  and  a  loftier 
strain.  Yet  his  protests 
against  the  scepticism  and 
decaying  faith  of  the  age 
are  not  always  or  entirely 
g^ave,  as  witness  that 
striking  poem,  "Credidimus 
Jovem  Regnare."  Here, 
beneath  a  humorous  ex- 
terior, the  gravest  problems 
arc  touched,  yet  never 
flippantly.  Reverence  is  too  deeply  ingrained  in  Mr. 
Lowell  for  that ;  reverence  and  sincerity,  let  us  add. 
In  the  body  of  his  writings  there  is  pabulum  for  all 
tastes.  The  fastidious  scholar,  the  poet,  the  states- 
the  seeker  after  entertainment,  the  lover  of 


cism,  may  each  and  all  find  full  satisfaction  in  these 
volumes.  .  But  in  the  final  analysis  it  is  the  strong

Lord  Beaconsfield.     By  J.  A.  Froude.    8vo,  75

Although  the  literary  style  of  the  book  is  admir- 
able, exception  must  be  taken  to  its  form  from  the 
point  of  view  of  a  political  monograph.  The  volume 
is  the  first  of  a  series  designed  to  record  the  career 
and  works  of  the  Prime  Ministers  in  England  since 
the  accession  of  the  Queen.  Three- fifths  of  it  are 
occupied  with  the  early  history  and  struggles  of  Mr. 
Disraeli  down  to  the  fall  of  Sir  Robert  Peel,  including 
in  its  survey  about  twenty-five  years  of  his  early  man- 
hood. The  romantic  interest  attaching  to  the  begin- 
ning of  his  marvellous  career  is  so  great  that  we  should 
not  be  disposed  to  blame  his  biographer  for  devoting 


"  He  speaks  of  the  mysteries  of  Christianity  in  a 
tone  which,  if  not  sincere,  is  detestable  *  *  * 
But  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  in  his  real  nature  he 
remained  a  Jew,  and  his  thoughts  on  these  great 
subjects  ran  on  Asiatic  rather  than  on  European  Imes. 
We  imagine  that  the  Scriptures  must  be  read  every- 
where into  the  same  meaning ;  we  forget  how  much 
European  thought  has  passed  into  them  through  the 
various  translations.  In  the  English  version  St.  Paul 
reasons  like  an  Englishman.  A  Jew  reads  in  St.  Paul's 
language  allusions  to  Oriental  customs  and  beliefs 
of  which  Europeans  know  nothing." 

Lord  Beaconsfield  summed  up  his  creed  in  an 
epigram  in  **  Endymion,"  but  whatever  the  mystery 
of  his  religious  belief  he  was  undoubtedly  devoted  to 
his  Jewish  race,  and  proud  of  its  destiny.  Of  his 
family  he  himself  said  that  they  called  themselves

only  the  lesser  of  the  two  portions  of  the  book  to  the 
succeeding  thirty-five  years  had  that  remainder  been 
entirely  given  to  the  life  and  actions  of  the  leader  and 
reconslructor  of  the  Tory  party ;  but  of  these  last 
hundred  pages  of  the  little  volume  fewer  than  fifty 
deal  directly  with  the  public  or  private  existence  of 
Disraeli,  and  considerable  space  is  occupied  with  dis- 
sertations on  historical  questions  which  have  only  a 
somewhat  remote  connexion  with  the  subject  of  the 
biography. 

Most  interesting  are  Mr.  Froude's  appreciations  of 
Disraeli's  religious  beliefs,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  author's 
opinion,  to  use  his  own  words,  that  "  the  most  im- 
portant fact  to  every  man  is  his  religion.*'  Of  Dis- 
raeli he  says  :  **  Though  calling  himself  a  Christian, 
he  was  a  Jew  at  heart.  He  regarded  Christianity  as 
only  Judaism  developed."  With  much  sagacity,  Mr. 
Froude  observes  : 


Disraeli,  or  Sons  of  Israel,  a  name  never  borne  before 
or  since  by  any  other  family,  in  order  that  their  race 
might  be  for  ever  recognized. 

Mr.  Froude's  criticisms  of  Disraeli's  literary  works 
are  of  the  highest  value,  and  though  we  consider  that 
the  analyses  and  quotations  occupy  too  much  space, 
they  are  extremely  interesting.  He  places  "  Lothair," 
as  we  suspected  he  would,  as  the  first  of  all  Disraeli's 
romances  ;  and  though  we  are  inclined  to  agree  with 
Mr.  Froude  in  his  estimate  of  the  position  of  this  novel 
in  English  fiction,  we  are  likewise  inclined  to  believe 
that  his  dispositions  in  favor  of  that  masterpiece  are 
encouraged  by  the  "revelations"  it  contains  of  the 
toils  which  Rome  deploys  to  ensnare  unwary  Protes- 
tants. Next  to  "  Lothair,*'  and  above  the  trilogy  of 
"  Coningsby,"  '*  Sybil,"  and  "  Tancred,"  Mr.  Froude 
puts  three  light  satires  which  the  young  Dizzy  composed 
before  he  was  twenty-five — "Ixionin  Heaven,"  "The 
Infernal  Marriage,"  and  "  Popanilla." 
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The  portion  of  the  work  which  will  possibly  attract 
most  popular  interest  is  the  chapter  containing  the 
letters  written  'to  Mrs.  Brydges  Willyams,  an  elderly

BIRDS    OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  has  just  been  published  by  authority  of  the 
Commonwealth  a  second  and  revised  edition  of  ''Birds 
of  Pennsylvania,"  by  B.  H.  Warren.  M.  D.,  Omiihol- 
ogist  of  the  State  Boaid  of  Agriculture.  As  a  rule, 
books  >vrhich  are  published  at  State  expense  have  but 
little  practical  value,  and  it  is  therefore  gratifying  to 
note  the  exceptional  character  of  this  work. 
Dr.  Warren  is  an  enthusiastic  lover  of  birds. 
He  has  watched  them  in  their  flight,  listened  to 
their  song,  studied  their  food,  their  migration 
and  their  habits  until  every  characteristic  has 
become  familiar  to  him,  and  he  talks  of  them 
as  if  they  were  his  friends  and  companions. 
The  greater  portion  of  the  description  of  birds 
has  been  taken  principally  from  specimens  in 
the  author's  collection,  and  he  has  also  sum- 
marized the  field  observations  which  he  has 
made  throughout  the  State  during  the  last  ten 
or  twelve  years,  adding  numerous  notes  from 
naturalists  and  collectors  in  nearly  every 
county  in  the  Commonwealth.  It  was  largely 
due  to  Dr.  Warren's  efforts  that  the  *' Scalp 
Act,"  authorizing  the  killing  of  hawks  and  owls, 
was  repealed,  and  he  has  furnished  a  mass  of 
testimony,  scientific  and  otherwise,  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  they  benefit  the  agriculturist. 
Dr.  Warren  has  done  his  task,  from  all  stand- 
points, in  a  very  complete  and  attractive 
manner.  The  colored  plates  with  which  he 
book  is  filled  are  an  artistic  aid  to  the  descrip- 
tive text.

Of  a  good 
family,  he  had  the  chance  of  receiving  a  decent 
education.  But  the  only  prize  he  ever  got  at  school 
was  one  for  a  performance  on  the  horizontal  bar  and 
he  preferred  to  begpn  life  as  a  "  friendless  boy,  cast 
off  as  a  ne'er-do-well  by  his  family.*'  In  New  Zealand 
and  Australia,  where  he  spent  four  years,  he  was  by 
turns  a  stock-rider,  a  circus  performer,  and  a  miner, 
and  then  returned  home  on  board  a  sailing  vessel  as 
an  A.B.  Afler  a  brief  stay  he  took  service  with 
the  British  North  Borneo  Company,  and  ultimately 
accepted  an  appointment  in  the  Congo  State  which 
Mr.  Stanley  offered  him.  So  anxious  was  he  to  com- 
mence his  new  career  that  he  willingly  submitted  to 
the  "  humiliating  restrictions  *'  which  the  authorities 
of  that  State  impose  upon  their  officials.  As  a 
member  of  Stanley's  expedition  he  performed  that 
remarkable  journey  down  the  Congo  to  the  coast  in 
thirty-two  days,  which  justified  his  native  nickname 
of  ••  Mayala  Mbemba,'*  that  is  "  Eagle's  Wings." 

="  While  mousing  among  the  foreign  books  in  a 
large  Broadway  bookstore  the  other  evening,  on  my 
way  home,  I  noticed  a  tall,  nervous-looking  man  talk- 
ing with  one  of  the  clerks.  I  had  often  seen  tall  men 
talking  with  clerks  in  bookstores  before,  but  I  had 
never  seen  one  who  in  so  short  a  time  impressed  me 
as  strongly  as  this  particular  one.  He  was  be- 
tween thirty-five  and  forty  years  old,  1  should  say, 
a  blonde,  with  mustache  and  small  side- whiskers,  a 
thin,  straight  nose,  and  most  remarkable  eyes.

He  was  a 
printer  and  worked  at  the  case  in  Boston  until  1837, 
when  he  went  to  British  Guiana  in  search  of  fortune ; 
but  in  1840  he  was  back  in  Boston,  holding  an  editorial 
position  on  the  P&st  under  Nathaniel  Greene.  While 
Mr.  Greene  was  away,  he  wrote  and  printed  in  the 
Post  his  first  "  Mrs.  Partington "  story.  It  was 
followed  by  others,  and,  to  use  the  writer's  own 
expression,  the  fame  of  the  writer  "  gained  a  mem- 
ento that  could  not  be  checked."  His  quaint  style  of 
writing  was  admired  in  Europe  as  well  as  in  America. 
He  afterwards  became  editor  of  the  Saturday  Evening 
Gazette,  but  in  1866  he  retired  to  his  home  in  Chelsea, 
Mass.  His  **  Life  and  Sayings  of  Mrs.  Partington  " 
was  preceded  by  "  Rhymes  With  Reasons  and  With- 
out." and  followed  by  "Knitlinj  Work"  (1857), 
**  Partingtonian  Patchwork"  (1873),  ^^^  "Lines  in 
Pleasant  Places"  (1875).  ^^  '879  he  began  the  Ike 
Partington  Juvenile  Series,  and  in  1884  published  a 
collection  of  verses  to  which  he  gave  the  title  of  "  Wide 
Swath."

And,  stepping  into  the  store,  she  piously  handed 
her  dollar  to  the  clerk,  with  a  prayer  for  the  poor  fellows  in 
the  trenches.

Your  correspondent's  vexation  and  questions  about  the 
story  of  Miriam  echo  the  outburst  that  greeted  the  first  issue 
of  this  book.  Mrs.  Hawthorne  wrote  (in  effect)  to  a  cor- 
respondent that  her  husband  was  astonished  at  the  curiosity 
showed  concerning  the  story  [».  ^.,  its  mere  plot],  which 
seemed  to  him  so  subordinate  a  part  of  the  work.  Haw- 
thorne, no  doubt,  thought  the  mere  story  far  less  important 
than  the  peifect  picture  of  the  Roman  background,  and  the 
psychologic  study  to  which  his  mind  was  stirred  by  the  sight 
of  Guide's  "  Beatrice  Cend,"  the  effect  upon  the  primitive 
innocence  of  Donatello,  the  fervid  nature  of  Miriam,  and 
the  Puritan  temperament  of  Hilda,  of  more  or  less  direct 
contact  with  sin.  But  he  forgot  the  power  of  curiosity,  and 
how  provoking  to  the  average  reader  would  be  the  challenge 
to  recall  some  recent  drea(£ul  and  mysterious  event  for  the 
explanation  of  Miriam's  position.  Few  people,  it  seems,  did 
recall  anything  adequate.  The  clues  lately  furnished  by 
Hawthorne's  relatives  and  biographers  are  sufficiently  helpful 
to  the  imagination  in  constructing  a  suitable  theory  about  the 
mystery  in  the  story,  so  that  one  reads  it  with  less  dissatisfac- 
tion at  its  vagueness,  but  no  positive  identification  of  the 
characters  is  to  be  looked  for.  Hawthorne  did  not  paint  por- 
traits ;  at  most,  if  not  ideal,  his  personages  were  composite 
pictures.  In  the  biography  of  his  father,  Julian  Hawthorne 
says  that  Miriam,  in  personal  appearance,  was  copied  from  a 
beautiful  Jewess  who  sat  opposite  Hawthorne  at  the  Lord 
Mayor's  dinner  in  London  (Vol.  ii,  p.  120;  also*' Our  Old 
Home  " — "  Civic  Banquets.") 

Hawthorne  himself  partly  sanctioned  the  identification  of 
Miriam  with  Mile.  Deluzy,  the  governess  of  the  Due  de 
Praslyn. 

Assuming  Miriam's  irmocence,  as  she  avowed  it  to  Kenyon, 
although  that  of  Mile.  Deluzy  was  doubtful,  the  latter's  story 
fits  the  required  conditions  quite  well  enough.  The  affiur 
occiured  in  1847,  *i^d  is  told  in  Larousse's  "  Dictionnaiie 
Universel,"  "  Praslyn,"  and  in  Alison's  "  History  of  Europe  " 
(Vol.  iv.  Chap,  xlvii).  Its  bare  outline  is  this :  Mile.  Deluzy, 
still  yourg,  was  for  some  years  resident  governess  in  the 
family  of  the  Due  de  Praslyn,  but  in  time  she  roused  the 
jealousy  of  the  duchess  by  her  influence  over  the  husband 
and  children,  so  that,  to  prevent  the  separation  of  husband 
and  wife,  the  governess  left  the  house.  Afterwards,  the 
duchess  was  brutally  murdered  under  circumstances  pointing 
directly  to  the  husbuid.  He  was  arrested  but  escaped  punish- 
ment by  suicide  with  poison.  Mile.  Deluzy  was  also  arrested 
on  suspicion  and  detained  some  months,  but  was  released 
from  lack  of  evidence.  Notwithstanding  that  all  details  were 
freely  made  known,  the  populace,  according  to  Laiousse, 
firmly  believed  that  the  alleged  poisoning  of  the  duke  was  a 
pretense  to  help  him  to  cheat  the  gallows,  and  that  while  the 
farce  of  his  funeral  was  played  in  Paris,  the  living  duke  was 
spirited  across  the  English  channel.  This  rumor  would 
warrant  his  presence  at  Rome,  insane  with  remorse,  as 
Miriam's  persecutor.

A  History  of  Greek  Literature.  By  Thomas 
Sergeant  Perry,  author  of  "  English  Literature  in  the 
Eighteenth  Century."  « From  Opitz  to  Lessing,"  etc. 
Quaito.  Illustrated.  $5  50;  by  mail,  $5.93. 
Mr.  Perry's  book  has  been  brought  out  in  a  style  rarely 
accorded  to  a  work  of  its  kind,  and  yet  one  to  which,  by 
virtue  of  its  subject  and  treatment,  it  b  richly  entitled.  The 
beauty  of  its  typography,  the  profusion  and  excellence  of  its 
Olustrations,  the  elegance  of  its  binding,  are  simply  in  har- 
mony with  the  text  Mr.  Perry  divides  his  work  into  seven 
books,  the  first  of  which  is  devoted  to  the  Homeric  poems 
and  Hesiod.  The  second  treats  of  Greek  lyric  poetry.  In 
the  third  division  the  author  deals  with  the  Greek  Trage- 
dians, and  quotes  copiously  from  them  to  illustrate  his  re- 
marks. The  Historians  occupy  the  fourth  book ;  the  Orators 
the  fifth,  and  the  Philosophers  the  sixth.  The  seventh  and 
ckdng  book  has  for  its  subject  Hellenism,  or  that  phase 
assumed  by  Greek  literature  under  Macedonian  influence. 
After  the  Macedonian  conquest  the  great  centre  of  learning 
and  literature  was  transferred  from  Athens  to  Alexandria, 
and  a  new  school  arose  which  lacked  the  free  and  natural 
spml  of  the  ancient  Greeks.  •*  Epics,"  says  Mr.  Perry, 
**  were  manufactured  with  the  same  painful  sincerity  that  at 
the  present  day  is  employed  in  making  old-fashioned  furni- 
ture." There  were  exceptions,  however,  and  the  charm  of 
Theocritus,  of  Bion  and  of  Moschus  still  survives.  The 
Greeks  were  a  many-sided  people.  The  barrenness  of  their 
soil  and  the  wants  of  the  people  necessitated  contact  with 
other  nations.  They  were  thus  brought  into  contact  with 
other  races  of  advanced  civilization,  whose  arts  and  sciences 
they  quickly  absorbed  and  made  their  own,  and  what  they 
thus  acquired  they  improved  upon.  It  would  be  impossible 
in  a  brief  notice  of  so  important  a  work  to  give  an  adequate 
idea  of  its  scope  and  manner  of  treatment.  SufHce  it  to  say 
that  it  is  a  scholarly  volume,  critical  in  the  best  sense,  and 
worthy  a  choice  place  in  our  best  libraries.

A    Short   History  of  Anglo-Saxon  Freedom. 
The  Polity  of  the  English-Speaking  Race.    Outlined  in 
its  inception,  development,  diffusion,  and  present  con- 
dition.    By  Tames  K.  Hosmer.    Svo,  $1.50;  by  mail, 
^1.66. 
A  sketch  of  the  growth  of  free  institutions  in  England  and 
America  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  present.    Professor 
Hosmer  takes  the  ground  that  the  polity  that  prevails  in  the 
United  States  to-day  is  "  no  original  device  but  a  revival  of 
something  most  ancient,"  in  other  words,  he  holds  the  pc^u- 
lar  theory  that  the  original  Anglo-Saxons  in  Germany  had  a 
free  society  and  representative  assemblies  as  we  have  them 
DOW — a  theory  not  supported  by  any  adequate  evidence,  and 
which  seems  to  the  reviewer  very  much  like  the  old  theory 


of  an  original  monotheism.  We  cannot  agree  with  Prof. 
Hosmer,  either,  as  to  the  transcendent  importance  of  town 
and  county  government  and  the  popular  "  moot,"  especially 
at  the  present  day.  These,  however,  are  matters  of  opinion ; 
and  there  is  much  in  this  book  that  is  worthy  of  commenda- 
tion. It  is  not,  indeed,  suited  to  young  students,  for  it  pre- 
supposes throughout  some  knowledge  of  the  leading  events 
of  English  and  American  hbtory,  and  contains  a  multitude 
of  allusions  that  cannot  be  understood  without  >uch  knowl- 
edge. But  to  those  who  have  traversed  somewhat  the  his- 
torical ground,  the  book  will  appear  interesting,  and  will 
also  be  useful  for  reference.  Its  greatest  deficiency  is  in  the 
slight  attention  given  to  religious  and  intellectual  freedom, 
the  freedom  of  the  press,  we  believe,  not  being  mentioned  in 
the  whole  book.  The  concluding  chapters,  in  which  the 
author  discusses  the  benefits  of  freedom,  the  future  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  race,  and  the  fraternity  of  its  different  branches, 
are  among  the  b^t  and  most;interesting  parts  of  the  w(»:k; 
appealing  as  they  do  to  some  of  the  best  instincts  of  our 
humanity.

Chapters  from  the  Religious  History  of  Spain 
Connected  with  the  Inquisition.  Censorship  of 
the  Press — Mjrstics  and  Illuminati — Endemoniadas — 
El  Santo  Nifio  De  La  Guardia — Brianda  De  BardaxL 
By  Henry  Charles  Lea,  LL.  D.  Svo,  $2.50 ;  by  mail, 
^2.69. 

The  Lucifer-like  fall  of  Spain  fix)m  her  sixteenth-century 
pinnacle  of  greatness  has  furnished  a  subject  of  melancholy 
reflection  to  many  of  her  own  more  thoughtful  sons.  Mr. 
Lea  has  worked  out  his  theory  with  much  detail  in  his  "  His* 
tory  of  the  Inquisition,"  and  now  comes  further  to  illustrate  by 
material  accumulated  in  his  researches  for  his  greater  work. 
He  puts  his  weightiest  chapter  first  in  his  account  of  the  cen- 
sorship of  the  press.  The  fatal  effect  of  this  system  for 
stunting  intellectual  growth  is  stoutly  asserted  by  Mr.  Lea, 
and  advanced  as  a  leading  cause  among  those  which  led  to 
Spain's  swift  and  profound  decadence.  He  takes  up  the 
almost  paradoxical  affirmation  of  the  learned  critic,  Menen- 
dez  y  Pelayo,  that  the  Inquisition  had  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  the  decay  of  Spain's  literary  glory,  in  proof  of 
which  he  cites  a  long  roll  of  names  famous  in  philosophy 
and  literature  in  the  sixteenth  century,  not  one  of  which  ai>- 
pears  in  the  Index.  To  this  Mr.  Lea  objects  that  at  that 
time  the  Inquisition  had  scarcely  got  censorship  under  head- 
way, and  had  not  yet  <'  had  time  to  overcome  tne  fervid  and 
persistent  energy  of  the  Spaniards  of  Charles  V  and  Philh> 
II."  Referring,  then,  to  the  barren  centuries  that  followed, 
he  says  that  "  the  question  only  becomes  sadder  why  so  bril- 
liant a  dawn,  in  place  of  developing  into  a  more  brilliant 
noon,  should  have  so  speedily  ended  in  the  premature  mists 
of  twilight."  He  finds  the  answer  in  the  "  impediments  so 
sedulously  imposed  on  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  the 
expression  of  thought,"  until  all  originality  became  dangerous 
and  the  ardor  of  generous  spirits  was  checked.  Finally, 
confirmation  of  thb  view  is  found  in  the  "  admirable  renas- 
cence of  Spanish  literature  within  the  last  two  generations," 
after  the  shackles  that  had  bound  it  for  two  hundred  years 
were  removed.  The  rest  of  the  volume  is  taken  up  with 
masses  of  citations  from  the  history  of  Spanish  m3rsticism, 
witchcraft,  and  the  vagaries  of  superstition  connnected  with 
persecutions  of  the  Jews — all,  of^  course,  furnishing  matter 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Inquisition.  Nation.

No  one  has  written  so  thoroughly  and  skillfully  the  history 
of  the  Civil  War,  for  young  readers,  as  Mr.  Charles  Carleton 
Coffin .  He  here  narrates  the  events  of  the  fourth  period  of  the 
Great  Rebellion,  that  is  from  September,  1864,  to  its  close. 
The  volume  treats  of  the  final  military  movements  of  the  war 
—of  Sheridan  in  the  Shenandoah,  the  march  of  the  Army  of 
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the  West  from  AtlanU  to  the  sea,  the  struggles  of  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac  around  Petersburg  and  Richmond,  the  break- 
ing up  of  the  Confederacy ;  the  author's  personal  observations

The  sixth  volume  in  M.  Imbert  de  Saint- Amand's  delight- 
fully gossipy  series  on  the  *'  Famous  Women  of  the  French 
Court,"  which  Mr.  Thomas  Sergeant  Perry  is  translating  so 
faithfully  and  well,  is  devoted  to  **  The  Court  of  the  Empress 
Josephine."  That  b,  it  sets  out  with  the  beginning  of  the 
Empire,  in  1804,  and  extends  to  the  end  of  the  year  1807. 
We  witness  the  coronation  in  Paris  and  the  coronation  in 
Milan,  the  festivities  at  Genoa,  and  the  campaign  of  Auster- 
litz.  It  is  not  the  same  Josephine  we  knew  as  the  Citizeness 
Bonaparte.  She  has  glory  now,  but  not  the  light  heart  with 
which  she  went  first  to  meet  her  ardent  husband  in  Italy. 
Affairs  have  changed  .with  them;  they  have  exchanged 
attitudes.  Josephine  is  now  the  jealous  spouse ;  Napoleon 
is  in  the  midst  of  his  many  gallantries.  Josephine  is  a 
woman  of  41,  Napoleon  a  man  of  35.

The   Finding   of   Wineland   the   Good.     The 
History  of  the  Icelandic  Discovery  of  America.  Edited 
and  translated  from  the  earliest  records,  by  Arthur 
Middleton  Reeves.   With  phototype  plates  of  the  vellum 
MSS.  of  the  Sagas  Folio.    I9.90;  by  mail,  $10.17. 
In  this  very  beautiful  volume,  Mr.  Reeves  gives  a  full  and 
scholarly  account  of  the  materials  relating  to  the  Icelandic 
discovery  of  America,  the  "  finding  of  Wineland  the  Good.'* 
He  observes  that  American  historians  are  too  apt  to  concern 
themselves  about  theories  and  speculations  as  to  the  disco- 
very, and  to  neglect  the  only  sound  authority  for  it  to  be 
found  in  the  Icelandic  records.     Mr.  Reeves  examines  first 
the  fragmentary  notices  of  Wineland  in  Ari's  History  and  in  the 
Landn^mab6k  and  Kristnisaga,  both  in  their  primitive  fomib 
"  very   generally    accredited    to  Ari ; "    in    the   Friis-b6k, 
dated  by  Vigfusson  1260-80,  and  here  as  belonging  to  the 
early  years  of  ihe  fourteenth  century;  and  in  the  so  called 
longer  Saga  of  Olas  Tryggvason  ;  and  points  out  that,  while 
giving  little  information  concerning  the  country,  these  notices 
prove  that  the  story  of  the  discovery  was  a  familiar  one,  and 
that  they  are  in  full  accord  with  the  most  complete  narrative 
of  it  that  we  have.     This  narrative  is  presented  in  the  Saga 
of  Eric  the  Red,  which  exists  \a  two  vellum  texts.    The 
older  text — that  in  Hauk's  book»  on  which  we  have  an 
excellent  dissertation — is  translated  here  in   full,  and  Mr. 
Reeves's    translations    are    for   the    most    part    admirably 
executed;  they  are  spirited,  and,  while  free  from  affectations, 
generally  have  a  pleasant  archaic  ring  about  them.     Apart 
from  the  pa«isages  bearing  directly  on  the  discovery,  the  Saga 
is  well  worth  reading.     In  the  part  of  his  book  devoted  to 
the  Icelandic  texts  he  has  given  us  a  magnificent  series  of 
reproductions   in  phototype  of  the  vellum   manuscripts   of 
Thorfinns  saga  Karlsefnis,  the  version  of  the  story  in  Hank's 
book,  of  the  Eiriks  saga  rauoa,  a  later  edition  in  the  Ama- 
Magnoean  collection,  and  of  the  Flatey  book  text.    Opposite 
each  page  of  reproduction — there  are  fifty-five  of  them  in 
all — he  prints  the  contents  line  for  line,  merely  expanding 
the  contractions.     His  volume  ends  with  a  mass  of  valuable 
notes,  among  which  we  would  specially  call   attention  to 
those  on  the  "  Knorr,"    or    trading-ship,  on  the  length  of 
voyages  measured  by  "  doegr,"  on  the  probable  latitude  of 
Wineland,  and  on  the  ethnology  of  the  Skrellings.       Mr. 
Reeves^s  book  is  in  all  respects  a  most  desirable  possession ;

Author 
of  *< Prolegomena  to  Ancient  History,'*  "Greek  Life

*<  This  volume  completes  another  stage  in  the  social  life 
and  the  civilization  of  the  Greeks,  and  pursues  my  subject 
from  the  subjugation  of  Hellenic  lands  by  Rome  down  to  the 
accession  of  Hadrian."  So  writes  Prof.  Mahaffy.  We  are 
glad  to  think  that  it  is  only  one  more  stage  with  which  he 
has  now  dealt,  and  that  we  may  look  forward  to  yet  another 
of  his  penetrating  surveys  of  the  inner  life  and  condition  of 
the  Greeks.  There  is  no  falling  off  in  the  interest  of  the 
present  instalment,  no  less  vivacity,  no  less  sureness  of  tooch, 
than  when  the  professor  treated  of  the  Greeks  between 
Homer  and  Menander,  or  traced  again  their  thought  and 
their  fortunes  down  to  the  age  of  Poljrbius.  Prof.  Maha^ 
claims  to  have  collected  the  evidence  which  bears  upon  his 
present  subject  more  fully  than  any  writer  before  him  has 
done,  and,  to  the  best  of  our  judgment,  his  claim  b  a  sound 
one.  It  b  no  political  history  which  he  is  writing,  bat  a 
•*  social  history,*'  a  survey  of  a  scattered  yet  united  world ; 
and  the  evidence  has  to  be  gathered  from  many  sources — 
from  architecture  and  from  coins,  from  Egyptian  mummy 
cases  and  Indian  plays,  fix>m  Acts  of  Apostles  and  logs  of 
merchant-skippers.  Great  literary  skill  and  great  sense  of 
proportion  have  gone  to  the  making  of  so  distinct  and  har- 
monious a  picture  as  is  now  set  before  us ;  and  we  can  judge 
it  while  we  gaze  for  Prof.  Mahaffy  gives  many  more  refer- 
ences to  authorities  than  he  did  in  earlier  book.s.

In  that  work  Col.  Malleson  seemed  to  be  working 
to  order,  having  read  up,  ad  hoc,  a  subject  in  which  he  had 
not  before  been  conversant ;  hence,  in  spite  of  all  his  literary 
experience  and  skill,  his  book — to  experts  at  least — ^proved 
hardly  instructive,  or  even  satisfactory.  Here,  on  the  con- 
trary, he  writes  out  of  the  fulness  of  familiarity,  moving  with 
ease  over  a  field  that  he  had  long  ago  surveyed  in  every 
nook  and  comer.  According  to  the  old  Greek  sa3ring,  a  big 
book  is  a  big  nuisance ;  but  to  do  a  small  book  as  well  as. 
this  on  Dupleix  has  been  done  will  be  recognized  by  compe- 
tent judges  as  no  small  achievement.

Frank  J.  Mathew's  life  of  Father  Theobald  Mathew  is  one 
of  the  nouble  biographies  of  the  year.  It  b  written  with  a 
simplicity  and  directness  of  style  that  makes  it  easy  and  satis- 
factory reading,  even  to  one  who  disputes  certain  of  its  state- 
ments. It  is  just  a  year  more  than  the  span  of  a  generation 
since  the  deaUi  of  this  eloquent  man,  the  founder  of  the  Irish 
temperance  movement  who  drew  tears  to  the  eyes  of  Carlyle, 
commanded  the  admiration  of  Thackeray,  and  was  the  inti- 
mate acquaintance  of  0*ConneI],  and  many  of  the  leading 
British  statesmen  of  his  day.  But  Father  Mathew  has  small 
claim  to  the  admiration  of  loyal  Americans.  Despite  the 
apologies  of  his  present  biographer,  it  is  an  indisputable  fact 
that  this  able  '*  apostle  of  temperance"  exhibited  singular 
weakness  of  character  when  confronted  in  this  country 
with  the  problem  of  slavery.  He  wanted  the  whole  support 
of  the  people,  so  he  disingenuously  declared  that  the  slavery 
of  intemperance  was  the  only  evil  which  he  could  afford  to 
combat.

The  Life  of  General  Oglethorpe  will  be  less  quoted  by  the 

learned  than  that  of  Lord  Baltimore  and  more  enjoyed  by 

the  frivolous.    Its  author,  Mr.  Henry  Bruce,  is  easily  tempted 

away  firom  hb  subject.     Of  Oglethorpe  we  get  a  tantalizing 

picture.     There  must  have  been  much  individuality  in  the 

soldiers  of  Marlborough  and  Prince   Eugene ;    the  philan- 

thropbt  who  defended  dueling,  and  is  said,  at  the  age  of 

ninety-three,  to  have  challenged  a  neighboring  gentleman  for 

trespassing  on   his  manor;  the  prisoner's  friend,  and   the 

friend  of  Johnson,  Goldsmth  and  Boswell.   Perhaps,  as  Mr. 
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Bruce  says  "  the  true  life  of  General  Oglethorpe  it  is  forever 
too  late  to  write."  We  have  enough  here  to  make  us  wish 
for  more.  Had  Mr.  Bruce  given  less  space  to  Prince  Eugene 
and  Bishop  Berkeley,  and  the  death-bed  of  Pope,  at  which 
Oglethorpe  was  not  present,  and  to  half-a-hundred  other  peo- 
ple and  events,  but  remotely  connected  with  his  subject,  he 
would  perhaps  have  written  a  less  amusing  book,  but  he 
might  have  found  space  to  make  clearer  to  us  the  behavior 
of  Charles  Wesley,  as  the  General's  secretary,  and  might  even 
have  had  room  for  a  little  more  information  than  he  has 
chosen  to  insert  about  the  colony  of  Georgia  and  Oglethorpe's 
cannpaigns.  After  all,  it  was  these  which  checked  Spain  and 
defended  the  English  colonies,  and  it  b  to  them  that  Ogle- 
thorpe owes  his  place  among  the  Makers  of  America. 
Malheur  aux  ditatis  !  quotes  Mr.  Bruce  from  Voltaire.  But 
surely  the  details  which  are  accursed  are  not  those  which 
are  pertinent  to  the  subject  in  hand.  Nation. 

Richard  Henry  Dana.  A  Biography.  By  Charles 
Francis  Adams.  In  two  volumes.  With  portraits.  8vo, 
I3.00;  by  mail,  I3.49. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  anv  American  experiment  in  bio- 
graphy is  comparable  with  the  life  of  Richard  Henry  Dana, 
Jr.,  by  Charles  Francis  Adams.  We  refer  to  the  literary 
merit  of  the  portraiture,  not  to  the  importance  of  the  man 
portrayed.  It  is  the  book  that  masters  us  rather  than  the 
subject,  and,  if  Richard  Henry  Dana  is  remembered  fifty 
years  hence,  his  survival  will  be  due  to  this  biography.  He 
was  already  well-nigh  forgotten,  except  by  the  members  of 
a  fast  dwindling  coterie,  when  the  author  of  these  volumes 
determined  to  rescue  his  fnend  from  oblivion.  The  success 
of  the  generous  undertaking  reflects  credit  not  only  on  the 
projector,  but  upon  the  heart  and  brain  of  him  who  could 
inspire  it.  One  feels  that  no  ordinary  man  could  have  elicited 
the  affection  and  respect  that  animate  this  narrative,  and  that 
behind  a  record  which,  viewed  superficially,  seems  a  tissue 
ot  failures,  there  must  have  been  a  powerful,  winning,  and 
noble  personality.  How  it  happened  that  one,  having  raised 
expectation  to  no  common  height,  fell  short  of  it,  and,  seem- 
ing sure  of  eminence  in  more  than  one  field,  yet  missed  it,  is 
here  recounted  with  a  candor  that  disarms  prejudice,  a  grace 
that  dispels  indiflTerence,  and  afervorof  sympathy  that  proves 
contagious,  and  invests  the  subject  of  the  story  with  a  roman- 
tic, almost  a  tragical,  interest.  N.  Y.  Sun. 

There  was  need  of  a  biography  of  Richard  Henry  Dana, 
but  not  necessarily  of  one  so  large  as  Mr.  Charles  Francis 
Adams  has  written.  These  two  volumes  could  very  readily 
and  with  advantage  have  been  compressed  into  one,  contain- 
ing all  that  the  average  reader  could  wish  to  know  of  the  life 
and  work  of  an  exceptionally  able  man.  Mr.  Adams,  how- 
ever, apparently  at  the  behest  of  the  Ma^achusetts  Historical 
Society,  has  printed  certain  papers,  addresses,  and  copious 
extracts  from  Dana's  diary,  which,  while  doubtless  of  special 
interest  to  historical  students,  have  unduly  swelled  and  weak- 
ened the  narrative  for  the  general  reader.

Savonarola.  His  Life  and  Times.  By  William 
Clark,  M.A.,  LL.D.  i2mo,  |i.io ;  by  mail,  ^1.22. 
So  many  lives  of  Savonarola  have  been  written  of  late 
years  that  it  is  becoming  questionable  whether  the  subject  is 
not  in  danger  of  being  overworked.  Professor  Clark  has  in 
this  volume  set  a  commendable  example  of  industry  and 
thoroughness,  and  if  any  demur  is  made  to  his  attitude,  it 
will  be  on  the  score  of  a  somewhat  extensive  enthusiasm. 
Generally  speaking,  he  takes  the  views  of  Villari,  whose 
biography  of  Savonarola  is  certainly  the  best  yet  written,  but 
in  some  respects  he  goes  beyond  Villari  in  his  estimates. 
Apparently  Professor  Clark  is  not  prepared  to  admit  that 
Savonarola  was  ever  self-deceived,  or  that  his  action  was  at 
all  tinged  by  fanaticism.  The  evidence,  however,  seems  to 
Tender  serious  doubts  upon  either  of  these  points  impossible. 
No  doubt  his  career  seems  to  indicate  a  character  of  such 
complexity  that  it  b  difficult  to  analyze  and  explain;  but, 
^precisely  because  of  this,  all  attempts  to  represent  him  as 


consistent  and  practical  must  fail.  He  was,  however,  laigely 
a  visionary,  and  therefore  practical  only  by  fits  and  stnts. 
Professor  Clark  seems  to  us  to  regard  Savonarola  rather  too 
much  fi^m  a  modem  point  of  view,  and  thus  to  lose  the 
effect  of  those  among  his  traits  which,  while  bekxigiDf 
especially  to  his  era,  nevertheless  serve  to  interpret  Im 
character.  With  this  reservation,  the  new  life  is  deserring 
of  much  praise,  and  it  is  unquestionably  both  an  able  and 
honest  study  of  a  deeply  interesting  period.

«  Carmen  Sylva  '*  was  bom  Princess  Elizabeth  of  Wicd  m 
1843.  The  home  in  which  the  future  Queen  of  Rounuma 
grew  up  was  one  where  literature  was  a  tradition,  and  it 
possessed  other  advantages — a  beautiful  situation  on  the  Rhine, 
the  quiet  solitude  of  the  country,  and  the  neighborhood  of  the 
villagers,  with  their  sick  and  poor  to  be  cared  for  by  the  bcncn)- 
lence  of  the  castle.  The  narrative  in  this  biography  of  die 
girlhood  of  the  Princess  is  in  certain  ways  the  more  attractive 
portion  of  the  work.  The  child  was  brought  up  and  cduci- 
ted  under  her  mother*s  charge,  instructed  in  the  ancient  and 
modern  languages,  and  early  developed  a  taste  for  original 
composition  in  prose  and  rhyme.  She  is  described  as  haT- 
ing  been  passionate,  reserved,  and  independent,  and  evidently 
led  a  life  of  much  mental  excitement ;  but  she  also  learned 
early  the  lessons  of  sympathy  and  helpftilness  to  otheis,  and 
formed  the  habit  of  conscientiousness  which  has  made  her 
life  laborious  and  useful.  The  glimpses  of  domestic  life, 
which  are  given  in  a  few  extracts  from  her  fruher*s  and  her 
own  letters,  afford  the  pleasantest  impression  of  the  members 
of  the  family  and  of  the  habits  and  'character  of  their  ordin- 
ary days.  They  lived  usually  at  Neuwied  and  Moorepos, 
though  from  time  to  time  they  sojourned  at  Paris  }fx  other 
places  for  health  or  pleasure.  The  German  parity  of  the 
opening  chapters  blends  with  the  Roumanian  color  at  the 
end,  and  there  is,  throughout,  the  charm  of  a  high  ideal  of 
aristocratic  life  in  the  best  sense.  Pa<«sages  of  her  poetiy, 
which  are  most  intimately  expressive  of  her  emotions  in  the 
different  places  and  under  the  different  trials  of  her  life,  add

Edna  Dean  Ftoctor's  story  of  travel  is  the  record  of  an 
acute  observer  and  a  writer  of  enviable  skill  and  power.  She 
has  an  unfailing  eye  for  the  matters  of  interest  which  come  in 
her  way,  and  knowledge  and  art  to  portray  them  in  a  fashion 
to  edify  and  entertain  even  those  readers  who  have  no  fortifi- 
cation of  previous  acquaintance.  One  is  often  led  to  read  a 
poor  description  of  a  journey  which  he  himself  has  made,  but 
he  does  not  read  willingly  a  poor  description  of  things  which 
he  has  never  seen.  Miss  Proctor  has  the  power  to  furnish 
even  the  beginnings  of  interest.  Her  pictures  of  St.  Peters- 
burg and  Moscow  are  very  striking ;  they  are  strong  to  con- 
vey a  sense  of  those  elusive  things  which  ordinarily  are  to 
be  gathered  only  by  the  actual  eye.  It  is  the  touch  of  the 
poet  bestowed  upon  the  guide  book.  She  journeyed  from 
the  Czar's  capiul  to  Moscow  and  Nijni  Novgorod,  down  the 
Volga  to  Tzaritzin,  across  to  the  Don,  and  so  on  through  the 
Sea  of  Azof  to  the  Crimea  and  Sebastopol.  She  describes 
many  things  and  reflects  upon  many  things.  It  is  an  able 
book.

A  Visit  to  Chile  and  the  Nitrate  Fields  of 
Tarapaca,  Etc.  By  William  I  toward  Russell,  LL.D.

Dr.  Russell  has  executed  his  commission  with  rare  tact 
and  judgment,  and  the  results  of  his  observations  on  the  spot 
are  here  placed  before  the  reader  in  the  lucid  manner  we 
should  expect  from  a  recognised  master  of  descriptive  lan- 
guage. His  report  is  all  the  more  welcome  that,  despite  their 
great  economic  value  and  scientific  interest,  there  exists  no 
trustworthy  popular  account  of  the  rich  deposits  of  raw  nitrate 
of  soda  spread  over  a  large  extent  of  the  rainless  zone  on  the 
Sooth  American  seaboard,  and  not  known  to  occur  in  any 
other  part  of  the  world.  These  deposits,  now  mainly  worked 
by  British  enterprise,  are  invariably  found  at  an  altitude 
ranging  from  2,500  to  3,500  feet  above  the  sea-level,  at  from 
ten  to  ninety  miles  from  the  coast,  and  almost  exclusively 
between  19^  and  27^  south  latitude,  but  increasing  in  rich- 
ness northwards.  The  fields,  which  cover  hundreds  of  square 
miles,  contain  many  million  tons  of  this  valuable  fertilizer; 


and  the  trade  has  already  acquired  such  a  development  that 
Col.  North  alone  pays  no  less  than  ;f  350,000  per  annum 
on  the  nitrate  prepared  and  ex  potted  from  his  works  in 
Tarapac4. 

Like  all  recent  obseivers.  Dr.  Ru.«seU  notices  the  rapid 
progress  of  Chile  in  moral  and  material  well-being — iis 
commercial  development,  improved  agricultural  and  mining 
processes,  spread  of  education,  and  especially  its  orderly 
government,  in  such  striking  contrast  to  other  Hispano- 
American  commonwealths.  The  picture  drawn  of  unhappy 
Peru  is  correspondingly  gloomy — bankrupt,  despondent,  with 
no  hope  except  in  everlasting  revolutions  or  a  strong  protec- 
torate, now  desired  by  many  of  its  best  citizens.

Mr.  Caine's  book  contains,  instead  of  the  usual  store  ot 

illustrations,  repeated  over  and  over  in  tourists'  books  on 

India,  and  generally  copied  from  the  stock  in  photographers' 

shops  along  the  beaten  track,  hundreds  of  pictures  selected 

with  originality,  taste  and  care.     These  often  deal  with  odd 

and  out-of  the  way  places,  and  are  especially  full  concerning 

localities  off   the  line   of   the  railways.      Mr.  Caine  is  a 

sprightly  writer,  but  is  frequently  willing  to  hold  himself  in 

the  background  while  he  quotes  from  experts  or  more  able 

and  informing  writers.      Unusual  detail  of   information  is 

given  in  the  introductory  chapter  for  the  intending  tourist, 

while   two  large  folding  maps,  specially  prepared  for  the 

work  by  the  Johnstons,  are  gems  of  the  cartographical  art. 

They  show  almost  every  village  of  importance,  besides  being 
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supplied  with  a  map- index  by  which  any  name  is  easily 
found.  In  forty  chapters  we  are  taken  over  the  wonderful 
possessions  of  the  British  Crown,  warm,  fertile,  rich  and 
populous,  for  which  Russia  would  give  her  whole  domain 
extending  from  Europe  to  Saghalin,  if  by  arms  or  gold  or 
exchange  she  could  get  it.  Nothing  seems  to  have  escaped 
the  eye  and  pen  of  the  author,  while  the  timeliness  and 
freshness  of  information  surprises  us.  On  the  maps  the 
railways,  as  far  as  completed  in  1890,  are  set  forth.  So,  also, 
in  the  text ;  whoever  is  interested  in  the  last  event  in  Anglo- 
Indian  politics,  missions,  art  or  literature  is  likely  here  to 
find  what  he  looks  for  in  the  way  of  information.

The  first  of  these  is  no  ordinary  volume  of  sermons,  but 
a  valuable  contribution  to  Church  history.  It  exhibits  the 
great  Bishop  of  Durham  in  a  new  light,  as  a  master  of  the 
difficult  art  of  ecclesiastical  biography.  It  begins  with 
admirable  sketches  of  the  characters,  the  lives,  and  the  work 
of  the  founders  of  the  Northern  Church — St.  Columba,  St 
Aidan.  St.  Oswald,  St.  Hilda,  St.  Cuthbcrt,  and  the  Vener- 
able Bede.  We  have  a  lifelike  picture  of  the  triab  and 
troubles  of  the  period  of  the  Reformation  in  the  acconnt  of 
Bernard  Gilpin,  while  in  the  sermon  on  Bishop  Cosin  we  have 
a  companion  picture  of  the  no  less  trying  times  of  the  Restor- 
ation. Richard  de  Bury  stands  forth  as  the  patron  of  medise- 
val  learning,  and  Bishop  Butler  as  the  most  profound  of 
Anglican  divines.  The  book  bears  the  character  of  the  maa. 
It  shows  his  b^ad  sympathies,  his  power  of  understanding 
those  with  whom  he  differed,  and  his  generous  apprectatioo 
of  their  work.  The  style  is  lucid,  forcible,  and  self-restrmined, 
without  a  single  slipshod  sentence.    The  book  aboonds  with 
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apt  illustrations  and  happy  phrases,  reminding  the  reader  of 
some  of  the  best  efforts  of  Dean  Stanley  in  similar  fields ;  and 
it  is  interesting  from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  The  second 
volume  at  the  head  of  this  article,  which  consists  exclusively 
of  addresses  ad  CUrum^  is  also  of  interest  as  an  unintended 
self-revelation  of  character.  While  describing  to  his  ordi- 
nation candidates  the  ideal  at  which  they  should  aim.  it  is 
manifest  that  he  has,  without  intention,  described  the  qualities 
and  motives  which  gave  him  so  great  an  influence  with  the 
younger  clergy,  and  more  especially  with  those  who  had 
been  trained  in  his  own  house.

Dr.  Watkins'  able  and  eloquent  Bampton  Lectures  on 
Modem  Criticism  and  the  Fourth  Gospel  will,  undoubtedly, 
be  read  with  the  deepe>t  interest,  but,  at  the  same  time,  it 
may  be,  with  a  feeling  of  some  disappointment,  when  it  is 
found  how  strictly  their  scope  is  limited  to  the  external  evi- 
dence, whether  favorable  or  adverse.  It  might  have  been 
thought  that  the  time  was  come  exclusively  to  this  single 
poinL  Besides  giving  a  most  interesting  and  probably  nearly 
exhaustive  sketch  of  the  hbtory  of  opinions  concerning  the 
Fourth  Gospel  since  the  first  doubts  were  nu>ed  by  the  Pro- 
babilia  of  Bretschneider,  Dr.  Watkins  takes  us  back  once 
more  to  the  earliest  witnesses,  and  reproduces  the  old  argu- 
ments which  we  all  know  so  well,  strengthened,  however,  by 
the  new  evidence  which  is  supposed  to  lend  so  much  support 
to  the  case.  That  evidence  he  treats  with  great  fulness  and 
learning;  and  then,  in  a  closing  lecture,  he  admirably 
accounts  for  the  special  characteristics  of  the  Gospel  by  the 
life  and  sunoundings  and  personal  experience  and  character 
of  the  assumed  author.

These  two  collections  of  sonnets,  published  simultaneously 
by  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.,  Boston,  attempt  to  show  what 
America  has  accomplished  in  this  province  of  literature.  In 
the  smaller  one,  "  American  Sonnets,"  about  150  authors  are 
represented  by  250  sonnets,  the  largest  allowance  to  any  one 
writer  being  four  examples ;  Mr.  C.  H.  Crandall  edits  the 
other,  "Representative  Sonnets  by  American  Poets,"  and 
gives  445  sonnets  distributed  among  about  225  authors, 
with  a  maximum  allowance  of  seven  to  any  one  writer. 
Mr.  Crandall  accompanies  his  collection  with  a  long  essay 
upon  the  history  of  the  sonnet,  with  many  examples  from 
foreign  sources ;  and  although  he  is  deficient  in  critical  faculty 
and  is  not  free  from  faults  of  taste,  his  paper  is  a  painstaking 
monograph,  and  contains  much  information  of  real  value  to 
the  student  of  the  sonnet.  The  two  collections  necessarily 
cross  each  other,  but  less  than  would  be  expected.  The  very 
slight  degree  of  merit  required  for  admission  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  although  Mr.  Crandall  includes  nearly  seventy-five 
more  writers  than  Col.  Higginson,  the  latter  finds  room  in  his 
smaller  volume  for  fifty  writers  whom  Mr.  Crandall  ignores. 
Both  editors  rank  American  contemporary  sonnets  higher 
than  the  same  work  of  English  writers,  as  did  Mr.  Sharpe  in 
•  his  recent  collection  simiHx  to  these;  and  certainly  our  minor 
pDets  resurh  a  hifi^her  general  average  in  the  sonnet  than  in 
other  forms  of  poetry.  Whether  this  is  a  sign  of  strength  or 
of  weakness  may  be  doubted.  Either  of  the  two  collections 
is  ample  enough  to  satisfy  a  moderate  appetite  in  sonnet- 
lovers.  Each  is  fully  supplied  with  indexes,  and  while  Mr. 
Crandall  adds  a  biographical  dictionary  of  the  authors.  Col. 
Higginson  is  at  pains  to  give  the  source  of  each  piece  with 
great  particularity.  The  smaller  volume  is  the  more  dainty 
in  its  manufacture.

**  Fifty  Poems  of  Meleager,  with  a  Translation,"  is  one  of 
those  charming  books  for  which  we  must  still  look  almost 
wholly  to  England — though  Prof  Palmer's  **  Odyssey"  is  an 
exception — books  in  which  the  very  soul  of  antique  verse  is 


transfused  into  English,  while  the  carefully  edited  original 
text  appears  in  sumptuous  type  on  each  opposing  page.  Tbe 
name  of  Meleager  is  that  of  the  chief  poet  and  first  collector 
of  the  ever  delightful "  Greek  Anthology,"  which  b  to  Homer 
and  Plato  what  the  Tanagra  figurines  are  to  the  work  of 
Phidias.  We  know  Greek  daily  life,  Greek  trees  and  flowers, 
largely  through  his  laughing  and  always  graceful  lines  and 
those  of  his  followers ;  and  the  very  fact  of  his  foreign  birth, 
for  he  was  a  Syrian,  gives  in  all  its  seductive  charm  die 
Oriental  quaUty  which  had  already  begun  to  soften  the 
severer  classic  outlines.  Mr.  Headlam,  in  his  preface,  treats 
him  as  being  now  known  chiefly  by  the  chapter  on  the  An- 
thology in  Mr.  Symonds's  "  Studies  of  the  Greek  Poefx," 
but  he  is  as  well  known  to  Americans,  perhi^,  through  the 
successive  essays  of  Sainte-Beuve  and  of  Saint- Victar 
(**  Hommes  et  Dieux  "),  which  the  present  editor  does  not 
mention.  Mr.  Headlam  has  great  gifts  as  a  translator  in  the 
combination  of  ease  and  literalness,  but  there  is  a  slight  ten- 
dency to  that  use  of  aflectedly  simple  and  archaic  words,  such 
as  *<  whenas,"  with  which  Mr.  Andrew  Lang  has  demoralixed 
the  present  school  of  English  translators.  But  there  are  few 
criticbms  to  be  made  upon  a  book  which  comes  very  near 
beuig  the  most  delightful  product  of  the  season.    N.  Y.  Post.

Mr.  Bullen  has  done  so  much  good  service  to  all  students 
of  Elizabethan  poetry,  that  one  feels  sorry  to  say  of  any 
anthology  he  may  publish,  that  it  is  not  so  interesting  as  its 
predecessors.  Yet  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  in  compari- 
son  with  the  lyrics  from  the  song-books  and  from  the  drama- 
tists of  that  age,  the  verse  supplied  by  the  romances  is 
generally  of  an  inferior  order.  The  editor,  indeed,  admits 
that  his  labor  in  this  department  has  disappointed  him,  and 
that  he  has  found  that  much  of  the  poetry  scattered  through 
the  old  romances  fidls  far  below  the  standard  of  excellence 
he  has  tried  to  preserve  in  his  former  volumes.  He  has, 
therefore,  divided  the  present  volume  into  three  parts,  the 
first  of  which  contains  poems  from  the  romances ;  the 
second,  Breton's  choicest  lyrics ;  and  the  third,  lyrics  from 
the  "  Handful  of  Pleasant  Delights,"  and  from  "  The  Phoe- 
nix* Nest."  In  the  introduction,  a  masterly  piece  of  work, 
Mr.  Bullen  acknowledges  that  the  poetry  of  the  "  Arcadia" 
is  **  undeniably  disappointing ;  "  and  we  think  the  samejud^ 
ment  may  be  passed  on  much  that  is  chosen  from  Breton.

Instead  of  all  law  and 
management  being  centralized,  all  law  is  abolished;  each 
man  b  a  law  unto  himself  and  does  as  he  pleases  without 
permission  or  restraint  from  any  one  or  from  any  organizations 
or  governmental  centre.  The  result,  according  to  Mr.  Morris, 
Is  perfectly  delightful.  All  of  his  characters  are  good,  hand- 
some, noble  and  agreeable,  as  every  one  of  the  present  age 
imagines  he  himself  would  be  if  he  were  entirely  free  from 
restraint  and  annoyance.  Once  in  a  while  some  one  does 
something  wrong,  but  his  punishment  consists  only  of  his  own 
remorse ;  and  from  what  can  be  gathered  of  the  workings  of 
conscience  in  the  various  characters  in  the  story  it  is  impos- 
sible to  imagine  that  the  punishment  could  be  very  severe.  Of 
course  the  freedom  from  law  and  convention  which  is  enjoyed 
does  away  with  the  marriage  contract  and  consequently  with 
marital  faithfulness.  This  seems  no  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
author,  but  rather  beneficial  to  sodety  in  general.  The  lovers  are 
9s  ardent  as  so  many  blast  furnaces  while  their  affection  lasts, 
but  as  soon  as  it  begins  to  cool  each  seeks  a  new  attachment, 
and  no  private  or  public  reprobation  results.  When  people 
want  anything  they  take  it  without  pa3ring  for  it  and  expect 
othefs  to  act  in  the  same  manner.

By  social   philosophy   Mr.   Mackenzie  means  something 

different  iiom  what  is  commonly  understood  by  social  science 

or  sociology.     The  latter  has  for  its  object  to  explain  the 

constitution  and  movement  of  human  societies  considered  as 

natural  phenomena,  the  laws  which  such  bodies  obey  ine 
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spective  of  any  individual  volition.  Spdal  philosophy,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  practical.  It  sets  up  an  ideal,  and  con- 
sidos  how  that  idejJ  may  best  be  realized.  For  this  purpose 
it  calls  in  the  assistance  of  various  special  studies  which  may 
be  supposed  to  throw  light  each  on  some  particular  side  of 
the  general  problem.  If  Mr.  Mackenzie  is,  as  I  suppose 
him  to  be,  a  young  man,  his  opinions  are  important  as  an 
element  of  prophecy.  His  general  attitude  may  be  described 
as  that  of  an  advanced  Liberal,  who  stops  short  of  Socialism 
in  the  State  and  Secularism  in  the  Qiurch,  while  he  altogether 
shirks  the  question  of  marriage  and  divorce.  He  looks  on 
i  democracy  as  the  government  of  the  future,  being  the  only 
I  form  suited  to  industrial  societies,  and,  contrary  to  Maine's 
opinion,  eminently  &vorable  to  legislation.  The  State  will 
not  be  debarred  from  interfering  with  the  processes  of 
industry  by  any  principles  of  laisser-faire.  In  default  of  a 
good  system  of  labor-insurance,  it  may  be  found  necessary

It  is  a  handsome  volume,  with  a  great  store  of  illustrations,

Homer  are  drawn  upon  with  very  great  indifierence  to  par- 
ticularity of  reference.  The  odd  figures  are  also  very 
imperfectly  accredited,  and  Mr.  Ashton  resorts  to  his  favorite 
practice  of  tracing  from  the  original  instead  of  giving  a 
photographic  fac-simile  and  retaining  the  character  of  the 
copied  drawings.  Such  a  medley  may  afford  a  certain  degree 
of  amusement  or  mental  dissipation  if  taken  piecemeal; 
otherwise  it  is  well  calculated  to  excite  either  fatigue  or  irri- 
tation.

Klemm.  With  the  aid  of  statistical  charts  he  exhibits  in 
small  space  the  exact  condition  of  the  educational  qoestioo, 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  women,  in  the  leading  countries  of  the 
world,  and  thus  we  learn  that  in  the  United  States  63  per  cent 
of  the  teachers  employed  are  women,  and  in  the  cities  of 
the  United  States  90  per  cent. ;  in  England,  69  per  cent  are 
women ;  in  France,  54  per  cent. ;  in  Phissia,  10  per  cent ; 
in  Austria,  22  per  cent. ;  in  Switzerland,  32  per  cent ;  in 
Italy,  53  per  cent.  The  ratio  of  female  students  to  the  whole 
number  of  students  pw^uing  superior  education  in  the 
universities  and  colleges  of  this  country  is  29  per  cent ;  in 
England,  1 1  per  cent. ;  in  France,  2  per  cent ;  in  Switzer- 
land, 8  per  cent.

Mr.  Jeremiah  Curtin  continues  the  interesting  studies 
begun  in  his  "  Myths  and  Folk-Lore  of  Ireland."  The 
important  fact  in  these  stories  is  the  similaiity  indicated 
between  their  elemental  heroes  and  some  of  those  in  the 
American  system  of  mythology.  Mr.  Curtin  insists  upon  the 
weighty  service  to  be  rendered  by  the  science  of  mjrthology 
in  the  domain  of  religion,  for  without  mythology,  he  says, 
there  can  be  no  thorough  understanding  of  any  religion  on 
earth,  either  in  its  inception  or  its  pro v^  th.  But  the  value  and 
interest  of  this  volume  do  not  lie  in  the  introductory  essay. 
The  translated  myihs  and  folk-tales  are  most  entertaining 
reading,  particularly,  it  seems  to  us,  the  examples  of  the  folk- 
lore of  the  Magyars.  Philadelphia  Press. 

Nation-Making.  A  story  of  New  Zealand.  Savag- 
bm  vs.  Civilization.

This  book  is  built  in  compartments  like  an  ocean  steamer. 
There  is  no  direct  connection  of  ideas  between  'them,  and 
what  most  strikes  the  reader  in  passing  from  one  to  the  other 
is  a  steady  and  well-marked  deterioration  in  quality  from  the 
beginning  of  the  book  to  the  end.  In  the  first  part  Mr.  Firih 
writes  from  the  fulness  of  personal  knowledge  and  experience 
of  the  early  days  of  the  colony,  brings  out  the  most  interesting 
points  of  the  Maori  character  in  a  variety  of  anecdotes,  and 
pamts  with  considerable  f.k ill  and  with  plenty  of  local  color 
a  picture  of  the  decline  and  fall  of  a  remarkably  fine  race  of 
savages.  In  all  this,  Mr.  Firih  is  at  his  best,  and,  in  spite 
of  some  peculiarities  of  style,  this  part  of  his  book  is  pleasant 
reading.  Another  compartment  is  packed  with  staibtics  of 
more  or  less  interest  relating  to  the  growth  of  population, 
indebtedness,  taihoads,  etc.,  in  New  Zealand.  In  a  sub- 
sequent compartment  the  reader  b  taken  at  headlong  speed 
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through  the  wars  and  waste  places  of  the  >Korld's  history, 
from  the  building  of  the  pyramids  down  to  the  recent  strike 
of  the  London  dock-laborers.  If  he  follows  the  argument 
closely  to  the  end,  he  will  find  that,  according  to  Mr.  Fiith, 
four  things  are  necessary  in  order  to  ward  off  the  wrath  to 
come:  (l)  that  the  day's  labor  shall  be  reduced  to  eight 
hours,  (2)  that  trades  unions  shall  be  encouraged  and  upheld 
at  any  cost,  (3)  that  the  miserable  theories  of  political 
economy  on  the  one  hand  and  those  of  "  Darwin  and  his 
fellows"  on  the  other  shall  be  cast  to  the  winds,  and  (4) 
that  England  shall  at  once  spend  one  hundred  millions  ster- 
ling on  new  war-ships  in  order  to  become  mistress  of  the  seas. 
Having  arrived  at  these  invaluable  results,  the  bewildered 
reader  will  probably  examine  such  convictions  as  he  may 
possess  on  these  subjects,  and,  finding  them  unmoved  by 
Mr.  Firth's  word-cyclones,  he  will  close  the  book  and  mmmur 
with  thankfulness  the  customary  Maori  peroration :  "  Enough. 
It  is  ended."  Nation.

"  Our  Early  Presidents"  gives  a  fiunily  history  of  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  Republic  fix>m  Washington  to  Jackson.  It  is 
by  Mrs.  Harriet  Taylor  Upton,  who  has  ransacked  letters, 
family  records  and  diaries  for  material,  and  been  aided  by  the 
descendants  or  other  living  representatives  of  her  hero  and 
heroines.  Her  work  is  authentic,  therefore,  and  we  can  an- 
swer fiar  it  that  it  is  readable.  A  large  number  of  illustrations 
taken  fix>m  contemporary  portraits,  or  picturing  existing  build- 
ings, views  and  relics,  add  much  to  its  usefiilness.  Among  them 
are  cuts  of  Nellie  Custis's  "  bandoria,"  and  of  her  room  at 
Mt.  Vernon  as  restored ;  of  John  Adams's  night-cap  and  the 
baby-clothes  of  John  Quincy  Adams ;  of  Thomas  Jefferson's 
mug,  Mrs.  Dolly  Madison's  ear-drop,  President  Monroe's 
clock,  Andrew  Jackson's  carriage,  made  fix)m  the  old  war-ship 
Ironsides,  and  of  Sally,  the  White  House  doll.  Of  the  por- 
traits we  particularly  admire  that  of  the  "  Dorothy  G."  of 
to-day,  who  stands  up  in  her  chair  as  though  she  were  going 
to  make  a  speech.

Dr.  Schrader's  "  Sprachver^eichung  und  Urgeschiditc  ''  is 

so  well  known  to  students  of  comparative  philology  and  of 

primitive  history  that  it  is  needless  to  dwell  on  the  genoAl 

character  of  the  work.     Its  astonishing  range  of  learning  is 

accompanied  and  guided  by  a  hardly  less  astonishing  sobriety 

and  scientific  self-restraint.     In  a  field  where  the  temptadan 

to  press  unduly  into  the  service  of  a  reconstruction  cvideocc 

just  a  little,  or  often  more  than  a  little,  doubtful  has  proved 

too  much  for  almost  all  hb  predecessors.  Dr.  Schrader  1ul«< 

steadily  applied  the  canons  of  a  strict  phonetic  equivalence. 

His  own  etymologies,  always  ingenious,  are  sometimes,  by 

the  nature  of  the  case,  uncertain,  but  I  do  not  think  that  tbcy 

are  ever  impossible.     If  he  often  abstains  fix>m   drawing  a 

positive  conclusion,  when  he  does  make  a  statement,  it  en 

rarely  be  refuted.     His  work  deserves  richW  the  rank,  whicb 

has  been  so  generally  accorded  to  it,  of  a  fnst-rate  authorkj.

Nowadays  the  surplus  satis&ctian,  or  **  con- 
sumer's rent,"  derived  fix)m  books  tends  to  vary  inversely  «' 
their  length,  and  diminishes  vrith  increasing  rapidity  when 
the  "  normal "  size  is  exceeded.  This  inconvenience  nuist,  of 
course,  be  tolerated  where  the  author  really  requires  all  hi*- 
space  for  the  proper  treatment  of  his  subject ;  but  this  defence 
is  not  avails^le  to  Ftof.  Marshall.  His  book  is  full  ctf 
repetitions — careless  and  unnecessary  repetitions.  The  same 
similes  are  repeated  at  length  in  almost  the  same  words ;  tbe 
same  instances  are  quoted  again  and  again.  *  *  *  >\V 
do  not  consider  thb  treatise,  regarded  as  a  whole — so  &r  as 
one  can  take  a  part  for  the  whole — to  possess  great  scientific 
value.  For  the  general  reader,  if  he  grapples  with  the  work, 
the  historical  accounts  of  different  industries,  the  explana- 
tions of  the  great  movements  of  trade  in  nuxlem  times,  and 
the  details  of  the  operation  of  great  business  estaMishmmts, 
will  have  a  particular  fasdiuUion.

Richard    Wagner*s   Letter   to    His    Dresden

Wagner  was  indeed  fortunate  in  his  friends ;  Aey  were  few 
in  number,  but  they  served  him  with  ardent  zeal  and  demo- 
tion.    Franz  Liszt  stands  out  from  among  them  hjr  reason  of 
his  great  fame ;  but  Uhlig,  Fischer  and  Heine  were  also  en- 
thusiastic admirers  of  Wagner's  genius,  and  as  ready  as  liszt 
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to  help  him  by  all  means  within  their  power.  In  the  Uhlig 
letters  Wagner  touches  upon  a  great  variety  of  subjects.  He 
has  much  to  say  about  the  famous  pamphlets  and  writings 
whidi  occupied  so  much  of  his  time  during  the  first  few  years 
of  exile.  ♦  ♦  *  Wagner's  disgust  with  "the  state  of 
things  generally"  was  perhaps  never  more  strongly  expressed 
than  when  he  declares  that  he  will  not  waste  his  powers  "  in 
distressful  and  quite  hopeless  attempts  to  galvanize  the  corpse 
of  European  civilization."  Like  all  great  men,  he  varied  in 
his  moods,  and  sometimes  a  very  small  circumstance  occa- 
sioned a  great  change.  In  many  letteis  he  speaks  about  him- 
self, and  shows  how  thoroughly  he  was  aware  of  his  own 
fiulings.  The  fact  is,  he  was  human,  and  had  hb  ups  and 
downs,  his  ebb  and  flow ;  but  with  his  passionate  nature  and 
intellectual  gifb,  the  contrasts  were  much  stronger  than  with 
common  folk.  Anyone  reading  these  letters  and  judging 
Wagner  from  an  ordinary  standaid  will  misunderstand  them. 
They  will  abuse  him  for  his  violent  a^cks  on  men  whom  the 
world  honors ;  they  will  accuse  him  of  selfishness,  of  weak- 
ness, of  heaven  knows  what !  To  be  fair  to  Wagner,  he 
must  be  judged  as  a  whole,  and  he  must  be  weighed  in  bal- 
ances capaUe  of  discriminating  genius.  Space  prevents  us 
from  dwelling  upon  the  letters  to  Fischer  and  Heine.  But, 
•fter  all,  brief  quotations  would  give  a  feeble  idea  of  their 
oontents,  and  perhaps  only  spoil  the  enjoyment  of  those  who 
will  read  the  volume.

It  is  true  that  most  field 
naturalists  have  *Been  attracted  by  wild  night  life,  but,  some 
ornithologists  excepted,  only  in  a  general  way.  It  has 
remained  for  Mr.  Gibson  to  inake  a  close  study  of  the  night 
habits  of  our  wild-flowers;  and  armed  with  lantern  (and 
camera?)  he  shows  us  the  curious  sleeping  habits  of  the 
clovers,  some  of  whom  seem  to  use  their  own  stalks  as  a  post 
and  go  to  bed  standing,  while  the  leaves  of  the  lupine  hang 
up  by  the  heels  and  look  like  the  "  doves  "  of  the  columbine 
flower.  The  night- wakers  are  not  forgotten,  the  evening 
primrose  and  the  honeysuckle  and  their  hawk-moth  visitors, 
nor  the  "  impatiens "  which  decks  itself  with  dew  in  a  way 
that  might  offer  a  pretty  suggestion  to  a  jeweler.  "  Prehistoric 
Botanists**  is  a  somewhat  learned  article  on  the  old-time 
dealing  of  insects  with  flowers,  and  "  The  Wild  Garden  **  is  a 
plea  for  a  sort  of  gardening  which  everybody  who  owns  a 
snail  lot  of  land  may  pursue  with  ease  and  with  much 
advantage.  The  beauty  of  these  drawings,  whether  repro- 
duced by  wood-engraving  or  by  photographic  process,  is 
extreme;  and  if  the  author-artist  is  occasionally  a  little 
"  flowery**  in  his  descriptions,  it  may  surely  be  pardoned  him.

.  Mr.  William  Roscoe  Thayer  has  been  perhaps  a  little  ill- 
advised  both  in  his  dtle,  in  his  introduction,  and  in  his 
method.  To  be  told,  plain  and  plump,  that  any  five  plays  of 
Marlowe,  Jonson,  Beaumont  and  Fletcher,  Fletcher  and 
Shakespeare,  and  Webster,  are  the  "  best  '*  sans  phrase  out  of 
Shakespeare  proper  is  apt  to  put  the  human  back  up.  Cer- 
tainly "  The  Jew  of  Malta,"  "  The  Alchemist,*'  "  Philaster," 
"  The  Two  Noble  Kinsmen,"  and  "  The  Duchess  of  Malfi," 
are  of  the  best ;  but  there  are  a  score  of  others  by  the  same  or 
other  authors  as  good  as  the  best  of  them.  This  cock-sure- 
ness,  too,  pursues  Mr.  Thayer  beyond  his  title-page.  He 
says  that  "few  persons  possess  the  fifteen  or  twenty  large 
volumes  in  which  the  Elizabethan  drama  is  published.'* 
Remarkably  few,  we  should  say.  Indeed,  we  ourselves,  who 
have  been  humble  but  diligetit  students  of  the  said  drama  for 
a  good  many  years,  are  utterly  unable  to  identify  the  "  fifteen 
or  twenty  large  volumes,"  covetable  as  they  would  be.  A 
man  should  never  write  thus  loosely.  Again,  when  a  man 
says  that  "  Doctor  Faustus  *'  is  "  permanently  superseded  by 
the  mighty  work  of  Goethe,"  he  shows  himself  ignorant  of  the 
first  principle  of  literature,  that  it  cannot  be  "  superseded.*' 
"  Informadonal  '*  work  (as,  we  believe,  some  of  Mr.  Thayer's 
countrymen  say)  can;  literature  cannot.  And,  if  we  had 
space,  we  might  take  the  trouble  to  point  out  that 
Mr.  Thayer's  views  on  Bowdlerizing  are  considerably  better 
in  intention  than  in  expression.  But  it  is  not  worth  while. 
Whether  they  be  ill-chosen  or  not,  Whether  the  reasons  for 
the  choosing  be  worse  than  the  choice  or  not,  whether  the 
handling  be  mistaken  or  not,  no  reproduction  of  such  work  as 
this  can  fail  of  its  chance  of  doing  good.

Mr.  Cope  wisely  urges  the  policy  of 
encouraging  industrial  training,  and  favors  some  restriction 
upon  immigration.  A  Bnal  chapter  contains  some  suggestive 
remarks  on  secular  and  religious  education.

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

BY  NATHAN  MASK  ILL  DOLE. 

Boston,  January  1$.  1891. 
I  Last  winter  there  were  two  young  Finnish  ladies — 
Miss  Meri  and  Miss  Sigrid  Topelius — residing  in 
Boston  and  busy  in  explaining  the  Swedish  system 
of  Slojd,  which,  through  the  munificence  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Hemenway,  is  a  feature  of  the  Boston  schools.  One 
of  them  has  now  gone  to  Chicago ;  the  other,  I 
hear,  is  to  be  in  Boston  again  this  winter.  They 
are  charming  young  ladies,  grand-nieces  of  the 
famous  Professor  Z.  Topelius,  of  the  University  of 
Finland,  author  of  those  marvellous  historical  novels 
"  The  Surgeon's  Stories,**  and  if  I  am  not  mistaken, 
one  of  the  transcribers  of  the  Finnish  national  epic 
"The  Kalcwala.** 

The  Boston  Public  Library  has  published,  as  a  sort  of 
sop  to  the  Cerberus  or  rather  many-headed  Hydra  of 
public  criticism,  a  fac-simile  of  the  Columbus  manu- 
script acquired  last  year  at  such  an  enormous  price. 
The  bulletin  in  which  it  is  issued  is  sold  at  five  cents ; 
the  cost  of  the  fac-simile  was  about  thirty :  as  a  finan- 
cial s(>eculation  the  publication  can  not  be  regarded 
as  a  success,  but  the  demand  for  the  bulletin  has  been 
so  great  that  the  edition  was  almost  immediately 
exhausted.  The  greatest  interest  was  shown  in  it 
in  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

News  comes  direct  from  Japan  that  Mr.  Lafcadio 
Heam  has  suddenly  terminated  his  engagement  to 
furnish  letters  for  Harper* s  Monthly,  The  first  of  the 
projected  series,  which  appeared  in  the  November 
number,  will  therefore  be  the  last.  Mr.  Heam  has 
gone  to  a  remote  province  of  Japan,  where,  as  he 
expresses  it,  he  feels  the  very  heart  of  the  country 
beating.  He  is  delighted  with  the  people,  the  art, 
the  customs-— everything.    Unlike  Sir  Edwin  Arnold, 


who,  having  a  prejudice  that  Japanese  Buddhism  is  a 
degenerate  form  of  Indian  Buddhism,  is  unwilling  to 
make  a  study  of  it,  Mr.  Heam  is  inclined  to  believe 
that  there  is  something  more  than  interesting  in  the 
religion  of  Japan. 

The  famous  picture  by  Nikolai  N.  G^, "  Christ  Before 
Pilate;  or,  "What  is  Truth?**  has  suddenly  come 
to  Boston  after  all  and  is  attracting  much  attention. 
It  is  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  Nikolai  Ilyin,  who  is  well 
known  in  Russia  as  a  talented  author.  A  novel  by 
him,  entitled  "  Vnovom  Krai ** — '*  In  a  New  Country** 
— appeared  recently  in  the  journal  The  Week,  The 
scene  is  laid  in  Tashkenz  and  other  parts  of  Turkes- 
tan and  introduces  General  Skobelef,  General  Kauf- 
mann,  Mr.  Golovochef  (who  was  the  first  to  open  a 
girls*  school  in  Central  Asia),  and  other  notabilities, 
though  under  pseudonyms.  Unfortunately  Mr.  Ilyin 
speaks  no  English,  but  only  Russian  and  French, 
and  as  his  visit  here  was  a  reconsideration  and  a 
sudden  inspiration,  he  finds  ft  difficult  to  secure  a 
room  for  the  exhibition  in  New  York.  Every  gallery 
there  is  engaged  for  three  months  to  come. 

Among  the  many  clubs,  intellectual  and  social,  for 
which  Boston  is  noted,  there  is  one  called  "The 
Round  Table.**  It  is  nomadic  in  its  habits,  meeting 
on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  houses 
of  its  leading  members.  A  paper  on  some  timely 
topic  is  always  read  by  some  earnest  thinker.  A  dis- 
cussion follows  to  which  the  disputants  are  limited  to 
ten  minutes  and  then  the  essayist  of  the  evening  te- 
plies  to  objections  or  answers  questions.  No  reporters 
are  admitted  and  perfect  freedom  and  good  fellowship 
prevail.  At  the  last  meeting  of  "  The  Round  Table," 
Professor  Moulton,  of  Cambridge,  England,  gave  a 
brilliant  exposition  of  University  Extension.  He 
spoke  easily,  gracefully,  fluently,  without  notes  and 
without  ever  hesitating  for  a  word.  When  he  had 
finished.  Colonel  Higginson,  the  president  of  the 
Club,  called  upon  President  Adams,  of  Comell; 
President  Low,  of  Columbia;  President  Hall,  of 
Clark  University ;  President  Hyde,  of  Bowdoin ; 
President  Capen,  of  Tufts  College ;  Professor  Palmer, 
of  Harvard,  who,  he  said,  was  peculiarly  fitted  to 
speak  since  in  a  measure  he  represented  both  Harvard 
and  Wellesley;  and  finally  Professor  Lindsay,  of 
Boston  University;  Miss  Eloise  Hersey,  and  Mr. 
Mead,  editor  of  the  New  England  Magazine  and 
promoter  of  the  Old  South  Lecture  courses.  It  was 
extremely  interesting  to  hear  this  symposium  of  Col- 
lege Presidents,  but  I  confess  my  natural  irreverence 
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made  me  think  of  a  droll  thing  that  once  happened 
up  in  the  country.  A  flock  of  sheep  ran  away  one 
bright  moonlight  night  and  galloped  through  a  long 
covered  bridge  across  the  Connecticut  River.  Their 
feet  raised  adust  and  the  moonbeams,  slanting  through 
the  windows,  made  apparently  solid  obstructions  or 
bars.  The  old  ram  that  led  the  runaways  was  deceived 
and  bounded  over  the  imaginary  hurdles  followed  by 
the  whole  flock.  They  jumped  beautifully,  but  there 
was  no  need  of  jumping.  So  it  seemed  to  me  was  the 
case  with  the  learned  presidents.  What  they  said 
was  delightful  to  hear»  but  it  turned  largely  on  the 
question  whether  professors  in  American  colleges 
could  be  spared  from  their  stated  duties  to  embark  in 
this  great  work  of  being  missioners  of  culture  to  the 
people.  The  irreverent  comparison  should  not  be 
taken  too  seriously  however.  Though  Mr.  Moulton*s 
principal  points  were  comparatively  neglected  for 
side  issues,  the  gentlemen  who  took  part  in  the  discus- 
sion had  something  worth  while  to  say  and  were 
listened  to  with  the  deepest  attention. 

This  matter  of  University  Extension  which  is  at- 
tracting so  much  interest  is  closely  connected  with 
so-called  Library  Extension,  and  there  are  many 
people  who  deeply  regret  that  the  city  of  Boston  is 
spending  so  much  money  in  the  new  building  on 
Copley  Square  and  with  so  little  reference  to  this 
educational  feature  of  libraries  which  will  doubtless 
be  more  studied  ;in  the  future.  One  of  the  library 
trustees  has  been  courteous  enough  to  show  me  over 
the  new  building.  He  is  thoroughly  committed  to  the 
plans  adopted  and  now  materializing,  and  he  was 
eloquent  in  expounding  the  admirable  features  of  the 
immense  pile — for  it  is  an  immense  pile.  "  Bates 
Hall  *'  occupies  a  section  of  the  building  facing  the 
square  and  will  be  a  great  show  place  with  its  fine 
lines  and  graceful  proportions.  The  "stack,**  or 
room  devoted  to  the  storing  of  books,  is  ample  for 
generations  to  come;  its  disposition  will  be  subject  to 
criticism.  But  it  is  unfortunate  that  there  are  not  pro- 
vided a  number  of  small  rooms  for  the  lectures  on 
history,  architecture  and  many  other  subjects  that  this 
plan  of  Library  Extension  will  demand  by-and  by. 
Looked  at  from  this  point  of  view  it  seems  a  pity  to 
put  so  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in 
mosaics  and  costly  marbles.  The  children  will  cry 
for  bread  and  be  given  a  stone !  Meantime  private 
and  as  yet  undivulged  munificence  has  enabled  the 
trustees  to  have  two  of  the  reading-rooms  decorated 
as  an  experiment  by  the  artists  Abbey  and  Sargent. 
Great  interest  is  manifested  in  the  result  of  these 
experiments. 

Miss  Edna  Dean  Proctor,  the  poetess,  who  has  been 
making  a  long  visit  in  Boston  and  vicinity,  left  last 
week  for  Washington.  Miss  Proctor's  hair  is  turning 
grey:  her  eyes  are  fine  and  dark.  She  is  stately  and 
gracious — a  notable-looking  woman.  A  few  nights 
before  she  went  away,  she  read  aloud  to  half-a-dozen 
friends  a  recently  completed  poem   entitled  "The 


Ancient  People.*'  It  is  an  open  secret  that  Mrs. 
Augustus  Hemenway,  whose  open-handed  benevol- 
ence in  all  things  educational  and  patriotic  is  prover- 
bial is  paying  Mr.  Henry  Sandham,  the  artist,  a  large 
sum — no  less  than  I2500— to  illustrate  this  poem, 
which,  as  may  be  inferred,  relates  to  those  strangely 
interesting  people — the  Zufiis. 

When  the  first  volume  of  H.'von  Sybel's  "  History 
of  the  Founding  of  the  German  Empire"  appeared,  it 
is  said  that  sixty  thousand  copies  were  immediately 
sold  in  Germany.  Perhaps  equal  success  has  not 
attended  the  publication  of  Professor  Perrin's  English 
translation,  but  a  little  incident  occurred  the  other 
night  that  might  be  taken  as  a  good  omen.  The 
corrected  proofs  of  the  last  pages  of  the  second 
volume  which  is  announced  by  T.  Y.  Crowell  & 
Company  to  appear  shortly,  were  put  into  a  drawer 
at  the  printer's.  In  the  morning  it  was  found  that  they 
had  been  completely  devoured  by  the  rats.  Such 
zeal  in  the  realm  of  rodents  for  the  acquisition  of 
historical  knowledge  is  remarkable.  If  the  American 
public  will  only  emulate  the  fanatic  energy  of  these 
office  rats  and  practically  ratify  their  favorable  judg- 
ment, the  publishers  will  have  every  reason  to  be 
happy.  Messrs.  Crowell  &  Company  are  busy 
making  ready  their  thirty- volume  edition  of  Dickens* 
works.  It  is  meant  to  stand  mid-way  between  the 
cheap  and  almost  illegible  editions  that  have  hitherto 
prevailed,  and  unwieldly  and  expensive  editions  de 
luxe.  Set  up  from  entirely  new  type  and  well  illus- 
trated, attractively  bound,  this  edition  ought  to  meet 
with  success.  A  prospective  buyer  recently  wrote  a 
post-card  making  inquiries  and  ending  with  the  words: 
"  but  if  you  make  one  of  those  cheap  editions  your 
name  is  mud  !" 

The  queer  letters  that  publishers  receive  from 
cranky  poets  and  would-be  authors  would  add  a  new 
volume  to  D'Israeli's  •*  Curiosities  of  Literature." 
Poets  are  by  all  odds  the  most  obtrusive  or  intrusive. 
One  Western  rhymester  wrote  to  a  Boston  publisher 
that  such  blank  verse  as  his  had  not  been  seen  since 
the  time  of  Milton.  Another  declared  that  his  verses 
in  the  Scottish  dialect  had  been  ranked  by  some  of 
our  best  literary  men  as  equal  to  the  finest  of 
Burns's ! 

An  odd  form  of  petty  swindle  has  recently  dis- 
covered itself  here  in  Boston.  A  well-known  literary 
woman,  whose  recent  production  has  been  highly 
praised,  received  a  letter  stating  that  the  undersigned 
had,  from  forty  newspapers,  clippings  criticising  her 
books,  and  would  send  them  to  her  in  return  for  two 
dollars.  The  two  dollars  were  sent  but  the  fort)-  press 
notices  never  appeared.

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WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS.

No  man  of  English  speech  can  read  without  a  thrill 
the  dullest  annal  of  Drake's  derringdo.  By  great 
good  hap,  Mr.  Eugene  Corbetc,  in  the  series  of 
**  English  Men  of  Action/'  has  given  Sir  Francis  Drake 
such  rushing,  swinging  story  as  fits  the  man  and  his 
deeds.  Drake's  hammering  on  the  Armada  has  fast- 
ened itself  in  popular  memory,  but  this  was  really 
but  the  closing  chapter  in  fifteen  years  of  such  sailing 
and  daring  as  the  world  sees  the  like  but  once  or 
twice  in  the  life  of  a  race.  More  than  any  other  man, 
Drake  was  English.  His  Protestant  faith,  his  courage 
and  his  caution,  his  equal,  even  spirit,  whether  he 
faced  man  or  the  main;  his  iron  discipline,  his 
supreme  personal  bravery  and  loyalty  as  supreme — 
these  are  the  heritage  of  the  race  in  all  its  homes,  and 
its  weakest  member  in  strange  lands  profits  by  the 
respect  the  prowess  of  its  greatest  has  bred.  A  good 
Drake  for  boys  there  has  not  hitherto  been.  This  is 
I  one.  It  needs  a  map  or  two— one  of  Central  America, 
I  and  the  Gulf  in  particular,  for  names  have  changed 
I  since  Drake's  day  and  no  account  of  the  Armada's 
defeat  is  really  intelligible  without  plans  of  the  shift- 
ing crescent  of  Spanish  caravel  and  galleass  which 
Drake  and  Howard  drove  into  utter  eclipse.  Once  or 
twice  Mr.  Corbett  sins  against  good  taste,  and  there 
are  other  slips,  but  these  are  small  lapses  by  the 
merits  of  this  short  sketch. 


India  lies  so  completely  to  one  side  of  American 
interests  that  its  history  has  little  attraction  for  Amer- 
ican readers.  Mr.  Justin  McCarthy's  chapters  upon 
the  Mutiny  in  his  *•  History  of  Our  Own  Times " 
give  most  all  they  need.  No  other  one  volume  hold- 
ing a  clear  summary  of  the  struggle  has  been  hitherto 
accessible.  Mr.  G.  B.  Malleson  has  long  been  known 
as  a  trustworthy  guii^e  in  the  Indian  field,  and  his 
"  Indian  Mutiny  of  1857  "  supplies  an  account,  brief, 
direct  and  clear,  of  a  great  and  little  understood 
episode  in  the  English  occupation  of  India.  The 
amazing  courage  shown  by  the  men  of  the  race  set- 
tled its  supremacy  for  all  time,  and  the  apathy  of  the 
great  masses  proved  their  satisfaction  with  English 
rule.  It  is  talked  of  as  the  *'  Indian  Mutiny,"  but  not 
one-thirtieth  of  India  was  ever  in  insurrection  ,  and 
not  five  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  that  small  sec- 
tion rose.  Mr.  Malleson  supplies  the  lacks  of  most 
atlases  with  plans  of  Delhi  and  Lucknow  and  he 
spells  his  propter  names  after  an  abominable  translit- 
eration for  which  little  or  nothing  can  be  said.  On  a 
point  like  this  English  scholars  are  very  apt  to  go 
wrong. 

The  literary  judgment  of  the  English  royal  family 
has  not  been  of  the  best,  and  in  her  journal  its  head 
has  made  the  recital  of  an  interesting  life  dulness 
itself.    Princess  Beatrice,  by  translating  the  *'  Adven- 


tures of  Count  George  Albert  of  Erbach,"  has  put 
within  reach  a  book  which  fills  an  important  gap. 
The  history  of  the  Knights  of  Malta,  so  far  as  its 
wider  interest  is  concerned  closed  with  the  great  siege 
in  1 565,  but  the  island  remained  for  two  centuries  the 
centre  of  a  vigorous  and  adventurous  life  whose 
record  is  not  to  be  easily  had ;  but  of  which  a  picture 
is  given  in  the  story  of  this  younger  son  of  a  German 
family,  who  visited  the  island  in  1614,  was  captured 
by  pirates,  pas3ed  weary  months  in  captivity^  at  Tunis, 
and  was  at  length  released. 


"  A  Study  of  Genius,"  by  N.  K.  Royse,  is  a  collec- 
tion of  more  or  less  interesting  facts  about  men  of 
genius,  strung  together  without  any  guiding  principle 
which  might  have  made  them  of  value. 

Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan  has  been  unfortunate 
in  his  biographers.  In  the  seventy- five  years,  since 
he  died,  it  should  have  been  written  at  least  once  by  a 
man  in  sympathy  at  once  with  the  life  of  the  politician 
and  the  playwright,  both  of  which  Sheridan  was. 
But  it  never  has  been.  John  Watkins,  his  first  biog- 
rapher, was  a  professional  bookmaker  who  threw 
together  a  newspapery,  two- volume  life  a  few  months 
after  the  death  of  Sheridan,  whose  plays  he  could  not 
appreciate,  and  whose  political  career  ha  could  not 
understand.  Thomas  Moore,as  in  all  his  biographies, 
lowered  respect  for  the  man  of  whom  he  wrote  and 
proved  himself  utterly  unable  to  gauge  the  serious 
powers  of  a  brilliant  man.  His  son's  tutor  lampooned 
him  in  a  brief  sketch  dealing  with  family  secrets.  Leigh 
Hunt  managed  at  once  to  be  inaccurate  in  his  facts  and 
unfair  in  his  criticism,  and  the  "  Wits  and  Beaux  of 
Society."  by  Grace  and  Philip  Wharton,  which  has 
just  been  republished  here,  contains  a  sketch  which  is 
little  less  than  scurrilous.  Mrs.  Oliphant's  life  is  full 
of  blunders,  as  so  much  of  her  hack-work  is,  and  there 
remains  Mr.  W.  F.  Roe's  short  sketch  in  his  work  on 
the  Whig  opposition  of  a  century  ago,  as  the  best 
summary  of  Sheridan's  life  which  appeared  until  Mr. 
Brander  Matthews — to  whose  study  all  readers  of 
Sheridan  are  indebted — published  his  life  as  an  intro- 
duction to  his  edition  of  Sheridan's  plays.  It  is  a  pity 
that  Mr.  Matthews  had  not  been  secured  for  the 
life  by  Mr.  Lloyd  S.  Sanders,  which  has  just  appeared 
in  the  "  Great  Writers'  Series."  It  has  the  merits  of 
the  series,  it  is  far  better  than  Mrs.  Oliphant's.  and  to 
most  of  us  Mr.  Matthew's  life  and  edition,  with  Mr. 
Abbey's  illustrations,  is  inaccessible  for  its  price, 
though  I  am  glad  to  say  Sheridan's  two  best  plays, 
'*  The  Rivals"  and  "School  for  Scandal,"can  be  bought 
for  eight  cents.  Mr.  Sanders  has  freely  used  Mr. 
Matthews'  corrections  of  his  predecessor's  errors,  and 
while  one  longs  for  a  keener  appreciation,  this  can 
only  be  expected — as  I  have  already  said — from  some 
future  biographer  who  has  breathed  the  air  both  of 
politics  and  the  stage. 
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Mrs.  Piozzi,  "short,  plump  and  brisk,'*  after  hav- 
ing been  for  nineteen  years  married  to  a  man  who 
made  beer,  whom  she  did  not  like,  married  a  man 
who  made  music  whom  she  did,  and  was  roundly 
abused  by  all  her  friends,  of  whom  the  greatest  was 
Dr.  Samuel  Johnson.  Doctor  Johnson,  who  once 
expressed  the  opinion  that  '*  by  taking  a  second  wife 
a  man  pays  the  highest  compliment  to  the  first,**  like 
most  men,  limited  this  view  to  his  own  sex,  and  when 
the  woman  who  had  borne  with  him  for  twenty-two 
years  married  a  music-master  he  broke  with  her  in  a 
quarrel  which  is  the  centre  of  an  entire  round  of 
literary  gossip.  Thus  it  happened  that  the  woman 
who  until  she  was  forty-seven  was  Doctor  Johnson's 
intimate  friend  as  Mrs.  Thrale — the  wife  of  a  wealthy 
brewer — was  as  Mrs.  Piozzi  for  nearly  forty  years  more 
a  gossiping  authoress.  She  died  at  eighty-one — the 
literary  wife  and  widow  of  an  Italian  music-teacher, 
given  to  writing  poor  verse  and  gossipy  books  about 
the  great  literary  men  she  had  known.  She  kept  a 
diary,  "  Thraliana,*'  she  wrote  endless  letters,  and 
almost  every  one  who  knew  her  wrote  about  her,  from 
Doctor  Johnson  down.  The  materials  for  her  life  are 
endless,  and  they  have  been  welded  together  by  Mr. 
L.  B.  Seeley  into  a  comely  volume  with  neat  etchings 
of  the  people  mentioned,  which  is  a  piece  of  faithful 
book-making,  and  nothing  more. 


William  Maclay,  one  of  the  first  two  Senators 
chosen  from  this  State,  was  a  mere  name  in  American 
history  until  the  New  York  Sun,  nine  or  ten  years 
ago,  began  publishing  long  extracts  from  his  private 
journal  during  the  first  Congress  which  proved  one  of 
the  shrewdest  observers  and  keenest  minds  of  the 
period.  The  extracts  in  the  Sun  were  from  a 
privately-printed  edition  of  his  journal  of  which  but  a 
few  copies  passed  into  circulation,  and  these  with  his 
caustic  criticism  of  the  men  of  the  day  often  elimi- 
nated. Fortunately  for  all  students  and  readers,  the 
journal  has  just  been  published,  and  it  constitutes, 
practically,  the  only  report  in  existence  of  the  first 
sessions  of  the  Senate.  It  should  have  been  issued 
with  foot-notes  from  the  journals  of  the  Senate  pub- 
lished over  fifty  years  ago,  so  as  to  supplement  its 
brief  references  to  measures  as  they  come  up ;  but,  as  it 
stands,  this  book  will  be  one  of  the  classics  of  Ameri- 
can history,  and  promises  to  make  Senator  Maclay 
the  best-known  man  in  the  body  in  which  he  sat, 
simply  because  he  had  a  gift  as  a  reporter  and  used  it. 


Mr.  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  has  done  a  little 
handful  of  child*s  verse  which  will  live  out  the 
tongue.  For  the  rest,  his  verbe  is  no  match  for  his 
prose.  The  three  ballads  he  has  published  in  his 
last  slender  volume,  two  laid  in  the  South  Sea,  one  in 
Scotland,  and  a  fourth,  a  brief  recital  of  Christmas  at 
sea,  have  touches  and  only  touches.    They  mount 


now  and  then,  but  they  often  drag.  It  is  amazing  that 
an  ear  so  subtle  in  prose  should  so  often  miss  a  beat 
in  verse.  The  life  of  the  island  of  the  South  Sea  is 
so  fresh,  and  Mr.  Stevenson  brings  to  its  telling*  such 
sympathy  that  his  verse  is  live.  It  is  wedded  in  all 
manner  of  ways  to  the  verse  of  Scotland,  firom  Scott 
to  Aytoun,  and  but  for  the  fact  that  of  Mr,  Stevenson 
one  asks  the  hi|^hest,  these  narrative  ballads  would 
be  praised  without  reserve. 


*•  A  Few  Words  on  Robert  Browning  *'  offers  as  the 
best  step  towards  understanding  Browning  reading 
the  poet  himself,  than  which  none  better  can  be  given 
of  any  poet.  A  convenient  list  of  poems  is  given  by 
way  of  suggestion  and  there  is  a  pleasant  account  of 
a  visit  on  Browning.  The  closing  chapter  of  this 
modest  but  just  little  criticism  is  a  protest  against  the 
suggestion  that  the  life  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Browning  was 
unhappy.  The  story  that  it  was  is  persistently 
appearing.  It  is,  I  believe,  utterly  false,  and  I  lately 
had  the  good  fortune  to  hear  it  fiatly  denied  by  an 
experienced  man  of  letters  and  of  the  great  world,  an 
intimate  friend  in  Roman  and  Florentine  days  of  both.

Balzac  fascinates  and  depresses  in  equal  measure. 
In  that  he  is  like  life  itself,  and  like  all  die  great  he  is 
deeply  spiritual.  "Cousin  Pons,*'  the  life  of  an  old 
Parisian  collector  of  bric-a-brac  is  as  spiritual  as  '*  Don 
Quixote  '*  and  as  saddening.  It  has  just  appeared  in  a 
translation — literal  and  somewhat  hack-work— in 
Bonner's  "  Choice  Series.**  Mr.  George  Saintsbory's 
translation  of  "  Lc  Chouans,"  of  which  something  was 
said  in  December  Book  News  of  an  edition  which 
pays  the  author,  has  just  appeared  in  a  cheaper 
edition  which  does  not.

"  Savelis*  Expiation  **  one  of  the  first  of  Madame 
Gr^villc's  novels  to  be  translated  without  her  con- 
sent twelve  years  ago,  has  just  appeared  in  a  cheaper 
edition.  It  is  one  of  the  two  or  three  novels  of 
Russian  life  on  which  her  first  vogue  rests.

Heimburg's  "  Christmas  Stories  '*  arc  a  group  ot 
eight  tender  and  sentimental  German  stories,  in  which, 
thank  Heaven,  all  ends  for  the  best  in  the  best  of  all 
possible  ways.

There  is  no  civilized  land  in  which  Socialism  has 
made  less  progress  than  in  the  United  States  and 
none  in  which  it  is  likely  to  move  more  rapidly  after 
it  is  started.  The  publication  in  a  cheap  form  by  the 
"  Humboldt  Library  *'  of  the  most  explosive  work  of 
modern  times,  Karl  Marx*  "Capital,**  is  one  sign 
of  the  times  The<  Nationalist^  a  monthly  pub- 
lished by  the  group  of  Episcopalian  clergymen  in 
Eastern  Massachusetts  who  urge  socialism,  is  another. 
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In  •*  Christian  Socialism — What  and  Why  ?**  by  one 
of  them,  Rev.  Philo  W.  Sprague,  of  Charlestown, 
Mass.,  an  attempt  is  made  to  show  that  society  as 
now  organized  on  a  competitive  basis,  is  both 
unchristian  and  wasteful  economically.  The  remedy 
is  the  complete  control  of  production  by  the  com- 
munity and  a  progressive  income  tax  in  order  to 
reduce  individual  profits.  The  first  would  prevent 
the  accumulation  of  new  fortunes  and  the  other 
would  prune  those  already  made.  Mr.  Sprague,  of 
course,  bases  his  plea  on  the  assertion  that  our 
present  system  is  making  men  and  women  more 
miserable,  and  that  under  it  the  rich  are  getting 
richer  and  the  poor  poorer.  Neither  is  true  and 
Mr.  Sprague  would  have  an  uncommonly  hard  job  to 
establish  either  by  statistics.  Senator  Ingalls  recently 
said  that  at  the  time  of  Washington's  death  there 
was  "  neither  a  tramp  nor  a  pauper  in  the  land.*' 
This  is  nonsense.  The  Philadelphia  Almshouse  was 
then  over  sixty  years  old,  and  sixty  years  ago 
Philadelphia  had  more  persons  in  its  almshouse  than 
to-day  in  proportion  to  the  population.

The  •*  Socialisgi  of  Christ,**  by  Mr.  Austin  Bier- 
bower,  a  middle-aged  Chicago  lawyer  born  in  this 
State,  is  one  of  those  sincere  but  unfortunate  attempts 
to  write  about  a  subject  without  understanding  it  A 
little  more  knowledge  would  have  greatly  modified 
the  work  and  enough  would  have  prevented  its  pro- 
duction altogether.  A  socialism  runs  through  all  the 
utterances  of  Christ,  but  it  is  not  the  socialism  Mr. 
Bierbowerhas  in  mind — and  a  wider  acquaintance 
with  Hebrew  literature  of  which  the  Bible  is,  humanly 
speaking,  but  a  small  part  would  put  much  that  he 
cites  in  light  altogether  different  from  that  in  which 
he  sets  it.  Christ,  in  short  was  not,  as  Mr.  Bierbower 
urges,  related  to  a  great  popular  movement ;  but  to 
the  movement  of  a  great  people,  to  wit,  the  Jewish, 
which  is  another  matter  altogether. 


"Folk-lore**  is  an  indefinite  term,  not  wholly  defined, 
and  a  science  whose  value  is  not  yet  clear  to  people 
in  general.  A  large  share  of  folk-lore — ^perhaps,  the 
largest — deals  with  popular  myths,  stories  and  legends 
and  children's  games.  Few  books  on  the  former 
subject  in  English  are  written  on  any  scientific  method 
— Mr.  Lang*s  being  the  most  nearly  so.  The  "  Science 
of  Fairy  Tales,**  by  Mr.  Edwin  Sidney  Hartland,  is 
a  manual  which  I  heartily  recommend  to  any,  and 
there  are  many  such  among  the  readers  of  Book 
News,  who  are  in  a  pobition  to  collect  fading  folk- 
story  and  do  not  know  either  its  value  or  how  to  set 
about  the  work.  Mr.  Hartland  has  a  well-considered 
chapter  on  "  The  Art  of  Story-telling,'*  and  he  then 
discusses  the  variants  of  various  motifs  such  as  fairy 
births,  changelmgs  and  robberies,  swan -maidens  and 
the  supernatural  suspension  of  time  in  fairy-land. 


taking  Teuton  legend  as  the  basis  of  his  inquiry. 
References  are  numerous,  and  a  good  list  of  works 
cited,  so  that  Mr.  Hartland's  book  is  certain  to  be 
added  to  the  working  library  of  all  who  love  to  lere 
the  lore  of  folk.

The  improvement  of  animals  in  strength,  speed 
and  in  general  power  to  live  is  due  to  natural  selec- 
tion, working  under  the  struggle  for  existence.  Civili- 
zation has,  at  many  points,  removed  the  effect  of 
natural  selection  by  rendering  easier  this  struggle  for 
life.  The  weak,  sickly  and  deficient  no  longer 
perish,  but  live  and  have  children.  In  fact,  intel- 
lectual effort  and  the  education  needed  to  do  the 
world's  higher  work  so  diminishes  the  tendency 
towards  child-getting  and  so  postpones  marriage — thus 
working  Hirectly  and  indirectly— that  modern  society 
has  in  a  sense  reversed  the  survival  of  the  fittest. 
Under  it,  it  is  by  no  means  the  most  fit  who  always 
survive.  The  make-weight  for  this  is  ordinarily  held 
to  be  the  tendency  of  children  to  inherit  the  acquired 
habits  of  their  parents.  Mr.  William  Piatt  Ball  has 
written  a  short  book  in  which  he  holds  that  inheritance 
plays  a  small  part  or  none  in  improvement.  It  is  not 
what  a  man  or  woman  has  learned  when  they  have 
children,  but  what  their  ancestors  were  which. decides 
the  character  of  their  offspring.  Granting  this  claim, 
it  becomes  of  small  w^t  to  educate  the  parents  and  of 
greatuse  to  select  them.  The  education  of  the  individ- 
ual is  nothing,  the  selection  of  the  breed  is  everything. 
Mr.  Ball  does  not  altogether  prove  his  case — the  non- 
existence of  the  inheritance  of  parental  peculiarities — 
but  he  fully  succeeds  in  showing  that  too  much  im- 
portance has  been  assigned  to  parental  inheritance  by 
Darwin  and  Spencer.  The  moral  as  to  the  futuie  of  our 
society,  which  takes  great  pains  with  the  education  of 
the  individual  and  none  with  the  selection  of  the  breed, 
is  obvious.  Mr.  Ball's  book  is  short  and  hard  reading, 
but  will  reward  those  not  specialists. 

Good  manners  are  simply  unselfishness  reduced  to 
practice ;  they  are  form  applied  to  conduct  and  bear 
the  same  relation  to  behavior  that  style  bears  to 
expression.  Mrs.  Louise  Fiske  Bryson  has  written  a 
litUe  book  on  *'  Every- Day  Etiquette,**  which  shows 
an  appreciation  of  all  this,  and,  while  somewhat  form- 
less in  its  arrangement,  it  is  one  of  the  very  best  books 
on  this  vexed  question  recently  issued,  because  it  is 
simple,  not  strained,  and  full  of  common-sense.  The 
••  Bibliography,"  with  which  it  closes,  is  a  misnomer, 
as  it  is  nothing  more  than  a  list  of  a  few  books.  A 
good  bibliography  of  the  subject  is  much  needed  and 
would  have  much  more  sound  information  on 
sociology  than  most  would  imagine. 


=**  Abraham  Lincoln :  a  History,"  by  John  G. 
Nicolay  and  John  Hay,  first  published  in  the  CV«- 
iury,  is  now  ready  in  book  form  in  ten  volumes. 
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GEORGE  BANCROFT. 
This  distinguished  historian  and  statesman  died  at 
his  home  in  Washington,  January  17,  1891.  He  was 
seriously  ill  for  only  three  days  before,  the  first  cause 
of  death  being  the  weakness  of  old  age.  He  was 
born  October  3,  1800,  at  Worcester,  Mass.  When  he 
was  thirteen  years  old  he  entered  Harvard  College 
and  was  graduated  with  honors  in  1817. 

He  is  described  as  having  been  at  this  age  a  very 
brilliant  and  promising  young  man.  Edward  Everett 
was  his  friend,  and  took  great  pride  in  the  young 
man.  It  was  through  his  aid  that  Mr.  Bancroft  went 
abroad  in  18 18.  There  were  few  better  linguists  in 
the  country.  He  studied  the  German,  French,  Italian 
and  the  Oriental  languages  in  G5ttingen  with  all  the 
great  masters  of  the  day,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty  he 
was  given  the  title  of  Ph.  D.  He  was  then  a  valued 
friend  of  Humboldt,  and  made  the  acquaintance  of 
Schliermacher,  Savigny,  Goethe,  and  other  distin- 
guished Germans.  It  was  at  this  time  of  his  life 
that  he  formed  those  regular  habits  of  work  and  rest 
that  he  followed  through  life. 

His  first  literary  venture  was  the  publication  of  a 
volume  ot  poems,  some  of  which  were  very  beautiful 
but  without  a  great  deal  of  force  or  originality.  He 
then  translated  an  edition  of  "  Heeren*s  Reflections  on 
the  Politics  of  Ancient  Greece,"  which  was  very  well 
received  by  American  scholars.  Soon  after  this  time 
he  opened  a  very  large  school  for  the  instruction  of 
youth,  at  Northampton,  Mass.,  and  got  a  large 
number  of  well-known  German  instructors  to  assist 
him  in  his  work.  In  the  intervals  of  his  professional 
labor  as  a  teacher  he  succeeded  in  finishing  a  trans- 
lation of  "  Hecrcn's  History  of  the  States  of  Antiquity 
and  the  Political  History  of  Europe  and  its  Colonies.'' 
He  held  for  a  short  time  the  position  of  Greek  pro- 
fessor at  his  alma  tnater. 

At  an  early  age  Mr.  Bancroft  became  actively 
interested  in  politics.  He  was  at  first  a  Whig,  but 
soon  came  to  consider  that  party  as  moribund  and  out 
of  date,  and  cast  his  lot  with  the  young  Democracy. 
In  1 830  he  was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts  House  of 
Representatives,  but  declined  to  serve.  He  also 
declined  to  accept  a  seat  to  the  State  Senate.  Once 
he  sought  a  nomination  in  Congress,  but  it  was  denied 
him  by  the  Whigs.  Immediately  after  he  became  a 
Democrat,  and  never  again  appeared  as  a  candidate 
for  any  legislative  office.  In  1838  he  became  Col- 
lector of  the  Port  of  Boston,  a  responsible  and  lucra- 
tive post,  to  which  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Van  Buren.  He  filled  this  position  with  great  credit, 
and  became  one  of  the  foremost  leaders  of  his  party. 

In  1 844  he  was  nominated  by  the  Democrats  for 
Governor  of  the  State,  and  made  a  good  run,  but 
was  defeated.  On  the  election  of  President  Polk, 
however,  he  was  made  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  In 
that  office  he  was  not  popular,  but  he  did  at  least  one 
public  service  of  the  highest  character  in  the  estab- 


lishment of  the  Naval  School  at  Annapolis.  At  the 
same  time  he  enlarged  the  National  Observatory  at 
Washington.  He  retired  from  the  Secretaryship  of 
the  Navy  in  1846,  and  went  as  American  Minister  to 
England.  Oxford  University  bestowed  upon  him  the 
most  distinguished  title,  of  D.  C.  L.,  and  afforded  him 
every  facility  for  prosecuting  his  historical  studies. 

In  1849  ^^  returned  from  England  and  went  to  live 
in  New  York.  From  that  time  on  he  devoted  himseH 
to  his  history,  the  first  volume  of  which  was  issued  in 
1834.  When  the  quarrel  occurred  in  1867  between 
President  Johnson  and  Congress,  it  was  very  difficult 
for  the  President  to  find  men  for  office  who  could  be 
confirmed  by  the  Senate,  which  body  was  very  pro- 
nounced against  the  ideas  of  the  President  Mr. 
Johnson  selected  Mr.  Bancroft  for  Minister  to  Ger- 
many. He  was  confirmed,  and  going  abroad  in  1871, 
remained  in  that  office  until  1875,  when  he  returned, 
and  soon  after  took  up  his  residence  in  Washington, 
buying  the  house  of  ex-Senator  Harlan,  of  Iowa.  He 
continued  to  live  there  since,  with  the  exception  of 
about  two  months  each  year  in  summer,  which  he 
spent  at  his  house  in  Newport.  His  library  comprises 
a  valuable  collection  of  more  than  12,000  volumes. 

In  1868  the  University  of  Bonn  conferred  upon  him 
at  its  semi-centennial  celebration  the  honorary  degree 
of  D.  C.  L.,  and  other  distinguished  marks  of  app^^ 
ciatton  were  given  him  by  scholars,  especiaUy  in 
1870,  on  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  G5ttingcn  doc- 
torate, when  the  Emperor  made  him  the  unusual  gift 
of  his  full-size  portrait  in  oil,  with  the  inscription 
carved  upon  its  frame :  "  The  Emperor  William  I  to 
his  friend  George  Bancroft  in  remembrance  of  the 
years  1867-74.** 

Mr.  Bancroft  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  died 
after  a  few  years  of  married  life.  His  second  wife 
was  a  relative  of  the  fir?t ;  she  was  a  sister  of  John 
Davis,  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  and  was  bora  at 
Plymouth  in  1803.  She  was  first  married  to  Mr. 
Bliss,  the  law  partner  of  Daniel  Webster,  who  died  a 
few  years  later.  She  was  married  to  Mr.  Bancroft  in 
1837.  She  was  for  many  years  a  leading  figure  in 
Washington  society  and  had  much  experience  in 
court  and  diplomatic  life  abroad,  and  was  a  inost 
accomplished  and  cultured  woman.  She  died,  after 
several  years  of  illness,  in  March,  1886. 

In  his  tastes  he  was  simple,  and  he  was  much 
attached  to  his  home.  He  was  fond  of  fiowers  and  his 
conservatory  at  Newport  was  filled  with  the  choicest 
specimens.  He  was  accustomed  to  work  mainly 
in  the  morning  hours,  and  retired  to  rest  early  in  the 
evening. 

The  following  statement  from  his  own  lips  well 
illustrates  his  disposition  and  his  genial  character: 
"  I  am  fond,  very  fond  of  company,  especially  that  of 
young  people,  and  I  love  to  watch  them,  to  talk  with 
them,  to  see  their  roses  of  youth  blooming  in  the 
genial  sunshine  of  happiness.    Ah,  yes,  youth  is  the 
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time  of  pleasant  dreams,  yet  old  age  has  its  recom- 
pense of  quiet  and  well-earned  rest/* 

But  it  is  as  a  historian  that  Mr.  Bancroft's  name 
will  live  as  long  as  the  language  in  which  he  wrote. 
The  first  volume  of  his  "  History  of  the  United  States  " 
was  issued,  as  has  been  said,  in  1834.  The  others 
appeared  at  irregular  intervals,  his  public  services 
interfering  more  or  less  with  the  preparation  of  them. 
The  third  volume  appeared  in  1840,  and  volumes 
four  to  ten  appeared  between  1852  and  1874.  In 
1876  the  work  was  revised  and  reissued  as  a  cen- 
tenary edition.  Two  more  volumes  were  published 
under  the  title,  "  History  of  the  Formation  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States."  An  edition  in  six  vol- 
umes appeared  in  1888  as  the  "  author's  last  revision." 

.It  was  the  amazing  good  fortune  of  George  Bancroft 
to  select  a  great  subject  before  he  was  thirty,  and  to 
labor  upon  it  until  he  was  nigh  ninety.  His  experi- 
ence in  affairs  gave  him  that  acquaintance  with  the 
conditions  of  public  life  lacking  in  most  historians,  of 
whom  it  is  but  too  often  true  that  those  who  know 
most  write  least,  and  those  who  write  most  know 
least.  Wealth,  lebure,  and  golden  opportunity 
enabled  him  to  collect  at  home  and  to  consult  abroad 
papers  and  archives  dosed  to  other  men.  He  was 
neither  too  near  nor  too  far  removed  from  the  heroic 
Revolutionary  period  of  which  he  wrote,  and  in  the 
later  pages  of  his  history  he  was  himself  an  actor. 
Add  to  this  patient  readiness  to  submit  to  drudgery, 
the  cultivation  of  the  scholar  and  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  advocate,,  a. brilliant  style  and  amazing  industry, 
I  a  great  subject  heroic  in  its  proportions,  epic  in  its 
j  progress,  and  alive  with  the  crowning  dignity  of 
human  liberty,  and  all  the  conditions  of  a  great  his- 
torical work  are  present. 

He  had  the  years  which  Macaulay  lacked ;  he  did 
not,  like  Hume,  write  without  acquaintance  with 
i  modem  methods  or  access  to  original  sources ;  he 
profited  by  the' public  experience  Gibbon  was  without; 
he  possessed  the  personal  enthusiasm  whose  absence 
chills  the  pages  of  Ranke;  he  had  no  need,  in 
speaking  for  his  great  cause,  to  stoop  to  the  special 
pleas  of  a  pamphleteer  like  Thiers,  the  glittering 
generalities  of  a  philosopher  like  Guizot,  the  fictions 
of  Froude,  or  the  epic  romance  of  Carlyle.  Yet  it 
would  be  idle  to  conceal  the  fact  that  his  great  work, 
whose  first  three  volumes  had  gone  through  fifteen 
editions  forty  years  ago,  is  challenged  by  all  the 
young  and  acdve  historical  students  of  to  day.  No 
one  American  history  remotely  equals  his  great  work. 
None  has  met  higher  praise  at  home  and  abroad. 
None  has  been  more  popular  with  the  public  or  more 
esteemed  by  critics.  The  hot  battles  over  its  earlier 
pages  have  sometimes  modified  his  judgment,  but 
never  shaken  his  position  as  a  historian.  He  stands 
pre-eminent  among  our  historians,  and  the  challenge 
of  lesser  men  is  neither  heeded  nor  heard  by  the 
public  of  readers  or  in  the  republic  of  letters.

A  TALK  ABOUT  BOOKS. 

PKOFMSSOR  HBNRT  DRUMMOND. 

In  addressing  the  students  of  Melbourne  University, 
Australia,  Professor  Drummond  said :  "  When  I  left 
Scotland,  I  had  no  intention  of  delivering  any 
lectures,  and  I  made  no  preparation  for  such  an 
emergency.  The  fact  is,  I  only  came  to  Australia 
with  one  barrel  loaded,  all  the  shot  for  the  other 
being  in  a  box  at  home.  That  is  why  I  am  not  going 
to  give  you  a  lecture.  I  am  only  going  to  'talk 
about  books.' 

"  I  remember  the  very  first  book  which  I  ever  bought. 
It  was  a  volume  of  Ruskin— only  a  book  of  selections 
— which  cost  four  shillings  and  sixpence.  When  I 
look  back  upon  it  now  I  can  name  with  perfect 
clearness  what  I  got  out  of  that  book.  Ruskin  taught 
me  to  see.  Men  are  bom  blind,  as  blind  as  bats  or 
kittens,  and  many  men  go  through  their  whole  career 
without  ever  opening  their  eyes.  I  should  have 
done  so  too,  if  I  had  not  encountered  Ruskin.  It 
only  requires  the  idea  to  be  put  into  a  man's  mind. 

"  It  is  astonishing  to  see  how  few  men  see  the  world 
in  which  they  live.  Ruskin  will  help  a  man  to  the 
use  ot  his  eyes.  When  I  was  a  little  boy,  I  wondered 
why  God  made  the  world  so  dingy.  I  saw  in  Ruskin 
that  the  colours  as  they  are  in  Nature  are  most  per- 
fectly beautiful,  and  that  by  no  possibility  can  they 
be  changed  to  advantage. 

"Look  at  the  boulders,  with  their  forests  ot 
lichens  and  mosses.  Try  to  think  what  like  naked 
rock  is.  There  are  a  few  places  on  the  world's 
surface  where  the  earth's  bones  stick  out,  and  there  is 
nothing  more  apalling  in  the  world.  Ruskin  calls 
mosses  and  lichens  '  God's  first  mercy  to  the  world.' 
Don't  look  at  the  general  effect,  but  look  at  the 
individual.  Look  how  exquisitely  coloured  they  are ; 
look  at  the  imitation  of  crystallization ;  look  at  the 
finish  upon  their  most  minute  parts ;  and  look  at  the 
stability  of  these  things.  They  are  as  delicate  as  a 
little  cigar-ash.  The  sun  shines  and  scorches  them ; 
the  wind  blows  and  moves  them ;  the  frost  bites  and 
chills  them ;  the  rain  falls  on  them,  but  never  washes 
them  away. 

"  I  should  have  gone  through  the  world,  and  never 
seen  them  at  all,  had  Ruskin  never  taught  p[ie  to 
look.  He  taught  me  to  look  at  the  trees  when  the 
leaves  were  off,  and  to  see  as  much  in  them  then  as 
when  the  leaves  were  on.  Now,  there  is  nothing  that 
will  supply  a  man  with  adjectives  so  much  as  Nature. 
What  should  we  know  of  the  word  *  awful.*  if  it  were 
not  for  thunder  ?  Ruskin  says :  '  No  one  knows 
what  tenderness  is  until  he  has  seen  a  sunrise.'  The 
best  idea  that  one  can  get  of  tenderness  is  the  delicate 
light  of  an  autumn  sunrise. 

"  Let  me  simply  say  that,  if  any  one  of  us  has  not 
discovered  the  world  in  which  he  lives,  he  ought  to 
get  some  book  that  will  help  him  to  do  this. 

"  The  second  book  I  bought  was  Emerson,  and  I 
used  always  to  take  credit  to  myself  that  I  had  dis- 
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covered  Emerson.  My  fellow-students  wouldn't  read 
him.  They  always  read  Carlyle.  But  I  couldn't 
read  Carlyle  then.  If  I  did  read  Carlyle,  I  felt  as  if  I 
had  been  whipped ;  while,  after  I  read  Emerson,  I 
felt  that  I  had  been  stroked  down. 

"  I  think  a  man  should  read  the  books  that  help 
him,  it  doesn't  matter  what  reputation  they  have  got. 
I  think  a  man  should  discard  the  books  that  bore 
him.  I  think  what  Emerson  docs  for  you  is  to  teach 
you  to  see  with  the  mind, 

**  The  next  set  of  boolcs  on  my  library  shelf  were 
one  or  two  novels — the  novels  of  George  Eliot — which

were  much  in  vogue  during  my  college  course. 
George  Eliot  had  a  great  message  to  the  world,  and 
she  deliberately  chose  the  novel  form  as  the  form  in 
which  she  could  teach  the  world.  I  used  to  like 
Besant  and  Rice  in  those  days ;  since  then,  of  course. 
I  have  tried  to  read  more  carefully. 

*«  I  suppose  the  greatest  novelist  at  the  present  time 
is  George  Meredith.  I  suppose  George  Meredith 
belongs  to  the  same  class  of  novelists  as  Victor  Hugo, 
where  you  get  George  Meredith  and  more  besides. 
*  Les  Mis6rables '  is  perhaps  the  greatest  of  novels 
You  have  a  great  novel  of  this  country  which  |is  like 
it—'  His  Natural  Life.* 


"  Next  to  my  novels  I  had  one  or  two  books  of 
humor,  which  I  think  is  a  good  addition.  My  favor- 
ite then  and  now  is  Mark  Twain.  I  don't  know  any 
books  in  our  language  which  quite  touch  the  American 
humor  in  its  dash  and  piquancy. 

*'  I  must  conclude  by  referring  to  one  or  two  books 
which  satisfied  another  part  of  my  nature.  I  suppose 
I  am  not  out  of  court  in  referring  to  those  books 
which  satisfied  the  higher  part  of  my  being.  I  think 
a  man  should  be  developed  in  his  whole  manhood 
Well,  I  picked  up  a  book  at  a  bookstall,  and,  after 
reading  a  page  of  it,  carried  it  home — ^a  volume  of 
Dr.  Channing's.  Channing  taught  me,  I  think,  to 
believe  in  a  God,  I  had  always  been  brought  up  to 
know  there  was  a  God,  but  I  did  not  like  the  idea.  I 
had  much  rather  there  had  been  no  God.  But  when  I 
read  Channing's  book,  I  saw  the  character  of  a  Deity 
put  in  such  a  way  that  I  was  glad  there  was  a  God. 

**  I  will  just  say  that  I  remember  that,  one  day.whcn 
my  college  course  was  just  finished,  I  looked  over  the 
list  of  the  names  of  the  authors  in  my  library,  and  I 
was  thunderstruck  to  discover  that  almost  every  one 
of  them  was  a  heretic.  /  hadn't  sought  the  books  out, 
they  had  found  me, 

"I  don't  think  a  man  need  be  afraid  of  what  are 
called  dangerous  books.  I  have  learned  far  more 
from  authors  who  did  not  altogether  hold  opinions  as 
I  held  them,  than  from  those  who  coincided  with 
me.  I  don't  mean  that  one  does  not  owe  very  much 
to  one's  fellow-believers ;  but  for  the  real  nutriment 
of  my  college  life  I  must  express  my  obligations  to 
such  men,  and  that  has  taught  me  toleration, 

**  A  man  is  made  partly  by  his  friends,  partly  by  his 
college  books ;  and  many  a  man  is  entirely  ^ut  up  to 
the  first,  many  a  man  to  the  second. 

"  I  think  every  student  should  form  a  library  of  his 
own.  It  doesn't  matter  how  small.  During  my  college 
course  I  gathered  such  a  library.  It  occupied  the 
mantleshelf ;  yet  I  owe  more  to  these  books  than  to 
all  the  professors. 

"  I  need  not  remind  you,  in  closing,  that  the  greatest 
book  of  all  is  the  book  of  human  Life,  and  that  Life 
is  the  great  teacher  which  will  teach  us  far  more  than 
all  that  we  get  in  books."  Great  Thoughts,

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CHARLES  CARLETON  COFFIN. 

William  Elliot  Griffis  writes  in  Harpers  Young 
People:  As  writer,  lecturer,  traveler,  legislator, 
teacher,  and  public  spirited  citizen,  Mr.  Coffin  has 
accomplished  a  vast  amount  of  work  that  helps 
humanity.  To  his  neighbors  in  Boston,  he  is  known 
as  one  of  the  hardest- working  of  men.  He  is  State 
Senator  in  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  president 
of  the  Congregational  Club  in  Boston,  deacon  in 
Shawmut  Congregational  Church,  teacher  of  a  large 
Bible-class,  and  active  in  many  ways  in  city,  church, 
and  State.  He  is  a  skilled  organist  and  musician, 
and  has  made  good  tunes  as  well  as  good  books.  He  is 
now  on  his  nineteenth  volume,  the  "  Life  of  Lincoln.*' 

Mr.  Coffin  was  bom  in  the  old  Granite  State,  at 
Boscawen,  a  village-on  the  Merrimac  River,  ten  miles 
northwest  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  He  was  the 
youngest  child  and  grew  up  to  do  hard  work  in-doors 
and  out,  and  to  practice  economy  and  patience,  but 
to  learn  also  to  love  God  and  man  and  all  things  pure, 
sweet,  and  beautiful.  There  was  little  to  do  for  a 
bright,  active  boy  in  the  New  Hampshire  village,  and 
so,  after  his  twentieth  Thanksgiving  Day,  young 
Coffin  took  the  stage  to  Boston,  to  begin  life  on  new 
lines.  From  one  employment  to  another  he  drifted 
into  surveying  and  engineering.  Several  years  of  this 
out-door  life  gave  him  a  knowledge  which  in  war- 
time made  him  of  great  use  to  the  Union  generals  in 
selecting  the  ground  and  making  fortifications.  From 
engfineering  he  turned  to  telegraphy,  devoting  three 
years  to  this  work,  and  sending  out  the  first  fire  alarm 
over  the  wires  in  Boston  in  1852.  He  had  tried 
farming,  but  gave  it  up  because  it  did  not  agree  with 
his  health ;  but  while  on  his  farm  he  discovered  the 
weapon  by  which  he  has  made  a  name  and  won  his 
fortune.  It  was  not  the  surveyor's  compass,  nor 
telegrapher's  key,  it  was  the  pen.  Beginning  humble 
work  on  the  Boston  newspapers  in  185 1,  Mr.  Coffin 
determined  from  the  first  to  be  a  master  of  his  trade. 

One  month  after  the  war  broke  Qut  Mr.  Coffin  was 
in  Virginia.  He  had  described  the  battle  of  Bull 
Run  so  graphically  that  the  proprietors  of  the  Boston 
Journal  decided  that  he  was  the  man  they  wanted 
to  tell  New  England  about  the  war.  In  the  vigor  of 
his  powers  the  war  correspondent,  "  Carleton,"  now 
spent  his  life  on  horseback  on  the  battle-fields  and 
in  the  camps.  Until  December,  he  was  with  the  army 
of  the  Potomac ;  then  until  June,  with  the  Western 
armies  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  ;  and  again,  until  the 
close  of  the  war,  with  McClellan,  Burnside,  Hooker, 
Meade  and  Grant.  The  exposure  and  weariness  of 
the  Gettysburg  campaign  nearly  ended  his  life,  but 
he  survived  all  accidents,  and  was  in  at  the  death 
of  the  confederacy,  accompanying  Mr.  Lincoln  into 
Richmond.  Now  began  the  procession  of  the  books  : 
"My  Days  and  Nights  on  the  Battle-fields"  was 
Written  in  1864.  "  Following  the  Flag  "  and  "  Win- 
ning His  Way  '*  appeared  in  186$,  and  "  Four  Years 
of  Fighting,'*  in  1866. 


For  three  years  no  bound  volume  was  issued,  for 
Mr.  Coffin  was  traveling  around  the  world,  reporting 
the  war  between  France  and  Prussia ;  visiting  Egypt 
and  the  Holy  Land.  China  and  Japan,  and  writing 
a  weekly  letter  to  the  Journal,  He  completed  his 
journey  by  stage,  for  the  railroad  was  not  yet  finished. 
In  "Our  New  Way  Around  the  Worid"  he  told  his 
story  of  travel,  and  then  wrote  in  succession  "  The 
Seat  of  Empire,"  "  Caleb  Krinkle,  a  Story  of  Ameri- 
can Life,"  and  the  "  History  of  Boscawen,"  his 
native  town.  So  far  Mr.  Coffin  had  put  his  pen  at 
the  service  of  grown  up  people.  He  had  written 
much,  lectured  frequently  on  the  platform,  and  at  the

Lowell  Institute  instructed  adults.  He  now  deter- 
mined to  do  his  part  in  educating  the  young 
people  of  the  United  States  in  patriotism  through 
American  history.  Messrs.  Harper  published  in  1876 
his  •'  Boys  of  '76  "  and  this  event  and  his  connection 
with  the  firm  are  landmarks  in  his  career.  Hence- 
forth the  majority  of  American  boys  and  giris  began 
to  know  Charles  Carleton  Coffin  as  their  favorite 
author.  "  The  Story  of  Liberty."  "  Old  Times  in  the 
Colonies,"  "  Building  the  Nation,"  and  "  Life  of 
Garfield,"  were  produced  between  1878  and  1883. 
Then  came  the  story  of  the  great  war.  "  The  Drum- 
Beat  of  the  Nation,"  "  Marching  to  Victory,"  and 
"Redeeming  the  Republic"  have  been  already 
read  by  most  of  the  rising  generation  of  readers. 
His  final  volume  •*  Freedom  Triumphant  '*  tells  the 
story  of  final  victory,  and  completes'the  series. 
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Mr.  Coffin  has  no  children.  In  1846  he  was  happily 
married  to  Miss  SaUie  Russell  Farmer,  who  is  his 
devoted  companion  and  constant  helpmate.  Their 
home  is  on  Dartmouth  Street,  Boston.

TWO  YEARS  BEFORE  THE  MAST. 
Concerning  the  publication  of  Richard  Henry  Dana*s 
famous  book  Mr.  Adams  tells  an  entertaining  story. 
As  a  young  and  unknown  author  what  Dana  most 
wanted  was  a  large  sale,  and  this  he  was  advised 
the  Harpers  of  New  York  could  probably  secure 
for  him  better  than  any  other  firm.  Accordingly 
he  sent  the  manuscript  to  William  Cullen  Bryant, 
an  old  friend  of  his  father's,  asking  Mr.  Bryant, 
after  looking  it  over,  to  make  an  arrangement  if 
possible  with  the  Harpers.  Then  followed  a  long, 
vexatious  negotiation.  "  The  Harpers  sent  the 
manuscript  to  Alonzo  Potter,  afterward  bishop  of 
Pennsylvania,  then  acting  as  one  of  their  readers,  and 
Bishop  Potter,  meeting  Dana  in  England  many  years 
later,  told  him  that  he  had  advised  its  purchase  at  any 
price  necessary  to  secure  it.  Acting  on  this  recom- 
mendation, the  Harpers  offered  to  buy  the  work,  but 
positively  refused  to  allow  the  author  an  interest  in 
the  profits  or  percentage  of  the  sales.  Both  Mr.  Bryant 
and  the  elder  Dana,  who  chanced  to  be  in  New  York, 
struggled  hard  on  this  point ;  but  were  forced  to  yield. 
It  next  became  a  question  of  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  the  manuscript.  Mr.  Bryant  suggested  I500. 
The  Harpers  offered  I250.  At  this  point  the  elder 
Dana  retired  to  Boston,  leaving  the  burden  of  further 
negotiation  with  Mr.  Bryant,  who  finally  pleaded  hard 
for  300;  but  the  Harpers  were  inflexible,  and  again 
carried  their  point.  5>o,  for  one  of  the  most  successful 
American  books  of  the  century,  and  the  best  book  of 
its  kind  ever  written,  the  author  received  two  dozen 
printed  copies,  and  I250  in  money."

USE-INHERITANCE. 

Are  the  Effects  of  Use  and  Disuse  Inherited? 
An  examination  of  the  views  held  by  Spencer  and 
Darwin.  By  William  Piatt  Ball.  i6mo,  75  cents;  by 
mail,  84  cents. 

The  questions  dealt  with  in  this  volume  are  not  merely 
interesting  from  a  speculative  point  of  view,  but  upon 
their  solution  depend  social  problems  of  the  first  im* 
portance.  The  views  set  forth  by  the  author  coincide 
in  large  measure  with  the  theory  of  heredity  advanced 
by  Weismann  and  other  recent  investigators.  Accord- 
ing to  Spencer  and  Darwin,  acquired  habits  and 
faculties  are  transmitted.  The  new  school  maintain 
on  the  contrary  that  this  is  not  the  case,  or  at  least, 
that  no  sufficient  evidence  of  it  can  be  adduced.  At 
first  sight  the  later  position  may  seem  to  go  in  the 
face  of  experience,  for  it  might  be  thought  that  if 
acquired  faculties  and  habits  were  not  transmitted, 
the  progress  of  the  human  race  would  be  impossible. 
In  the  case  supposed  there  would  be  no  reason  why 
each  new  generation  should  not  revert  to  the  original 
savageism.  But  in  fact  the  theory  does  not  involve 
so  wild  a  supposition  as  is  here  implied.  What  it 
signifies  is  that  the  acquired  habits — the  special  accre- 
tions or  earnings  of  a  life-time — ^are  not  transmitted. 
This  does  not  mean  that  traits  of  character,  tenden- 
cies, etc.,  are  not  propagated  by  inheritance.  What 
it  asserts  is  that  an  athlete,  for  instance,  who  has 
developed  certain  muscles  specially  does  not  transmit 
that  acquired  development;  that  a  great  Gredc 
scholar  does  not  transmit  his  own  acquired  facility  in 
Greek  ;  that  a  Blondin  does  not  transmit  his  acquired 
skill  on  the  tight-rope. 

The  evidence  for  the  view  of  Spencer  and  Darwin, 
after  analysis  by  Dr.  Ball,  does  not  present  a  con- 
vincing aspect,  it  must  be  said.  Every  one  knows 
from  personal  ei^perience  that  the  transmission  of 
acquired  habits  is  by  no  means  a  matter  of  common 
observation.  When  the  question  is  put  straightly— 
"Does  individual  improvement  transmit  itself  to 
descendants  independently  of  personal  teaching  and 
example?" — it  will  at  once  be  felt  that  the  answer  to 
it  is  not  instantly  forthcoming.  But  if  the  fact  be 
doubtful,  or  if  it  be  possible  to  show  that  the  belief  in 
such  transmission  is  erroneous,  the  effect  upon  the 
prevailing  theories  of  philanthropic  action  is  serious 
and  disturbing. 

The  argument  of  Dr.  Ball  goes  to  show  that  most 
of  the  supposed  evidence  for  what  he  calls  use-inheri- 
tance is  really  capable  of  very  different  interpreta- 
tion :  that  frequently  the  facts  cited  may  be  fairiy 
ascribed  to  natural  selection  ;  that,  moreover,  so  far  as 
use-inheritance  can  be  established,  it  signifies  the 
perpetuation  of  evil  and  not  of  good ;  but  that  the 
testimony  is  too  slight  and  too  confused  to  warrant  an 
affirmative  conclusion. 
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"  Use-inhcrkance,"  observes  the  author,  "  would 
perpetuate  various  evils.  We  are  taught,  for  instance, 
that  it  perpetuates  short-sight,  inferior  senses,  epilepsy, 
insanity,  nervous  disorders,  and  so  forth.  It  would 
apparently  transmit  the  evil  effects  of  over-exertion, 
disuse,  hardship,  exposure,  disease  and  accident,  as 
well  as  the  defects  of  age  or  immaturity.**  And  else- 
where he  says :  "  In  many  ways  education  and  civili- 
zation foster  nervousness  and  weakness,  and  under- 
mine the  rude  natural  health  and  spirits  of  the  human 
animal.  Alcohol,  tobacco,  tea,  coiTee,  extra  brain 
work,  late  hours,  dissipation,  overwork,  indoor  life, 
division  of  labor,  preservation  of  the  weak,  and  many 
other  causes,  all  help  to  injure  the  modern  constitu- 
tion ;  so  that  the  prospect  of  cumulative  intensifica- 
tion of  these  evils  by  the  additional  influence  of  use- 
inheritance  is  not  an  encouraging  one.**  Of  course, 
no  consideration  of  what  would  be  best  can  be  ad- 
mitted as  legitimate  in  a  purely  scientific  inquiry. 
The  question  to  be  determined  is  not  what  we  should 
prtfer,  but  what  actually  is.  In  inquiries  of  this  kind 
the  consequences  must  take  care  of  themselves,  for 
no  matter  which  way  the  determination  of  the  facts 
may  turn,  it  must  remain  true  that  the  case  is  one  of 
natural  phenomena  and  laws,  over  which  man  can 
exercise  no  appreciable  influence.  Dr.  Ball  does  not 
contend  that  use  and  disuse  have  no  effects,  but  only 
that  they  have  no  such  effects  as  Darwin  and  Spencer 
have  attributed  to  them.  His  argument  tends  to 
show  that  "  so  slight  is  its  independent  power,  that  it 
seems  to  allow  natural  selection  or  artificial  selection 
or  sexual  selection  to  modify  organisms  in  sheer 
defiance  of  its  utmost  opposition,  just  as  readily  as 
they  modify  organisms  in  other  directions  with  its 
utmost  help.'* 

The  whole  subject  is  far  too  complex  to  be  settled 
either  way  upon  any  single  statement,  and  the  weight 
of  authority  is  at  present  so  divided  that  the  public 
cannot  be  expected  to  make  up  their  minds.  But  we 
are  inclined  to  think  that  few  candid  readers  of  Dr. 
Ball's  clearly  reasoned  and  ingenious  little  book  will 
fail  to  agree  with  him  that,  if  the  evils  of  use-inheri- 
unce  are  what  they  appear  to  be,  it  would  be  "  better 
on  the  whole  if  each  individual  took  a  fresh  start,  as 
far  as  possible,  on  the  advantageous  typical  lines  laid 
down  by  natural  selection.*'  N.  K  Tribune,

These  verses  have  all  the  Kipling  flavor,  by  turns 
grave,  satirical  and  pathetic,  touching  now  the  highest 
and  now  the  lowest  moods  of  life,  and  throughout  all 
displaying  a  lively  fancy  and  occasionally  much 
power  of  imagination  and  force  of  expression.  There 
is  a  rollicking  humor  about  the  barrack-room  ballads, 
ajingleanda  rough  music  that  eminently  fits  the 
subject,  and  yet  beneath  all  a  seriousness  which  shows 
a  purpose,  as  in  the  ballad  "Tommy,'*  where  the 
private  soldier  says : 

A  makin*  mock  o'  uniforms  that  guard  you  while  you  sleep 
Is  cheaper  than  them  uniforms,  an'  they're  starvation  cheap ; 
An'  hustlin*  drunken  sodgers  when  they're  goin'  large  a  bit 
Is  five  times  better  business  than  para^iin'  in  full  kit. 
Then  its  Tommy  this,  and  Tommy  that,  and  **  Tommy,  'ows 

yer  soul  ?"

There  is  true  poetry  and  artistic  painting  in 
"  Christmas  in  India  :"

They  will  drink  our  healths  at  dinner — those  who  tell  us  how 

they  love  us,

There  is  a  martial  ring  about  some  of  the  verses 
that  sing  of  battle,  and  a  mockmg  cynicism  when 
love  is  spoken  of;  but  occasionally  the  singer  reaches 
an  atmosphere  far  above  the  jarrings  and  frettings, 
the  passions  and  the  jealousies  of  earth,  and  the 
yearnings  that  come  to  all  of  us  find  utterance  in  this 
pure  and  delicate  rhyme  : 

The  smoke  upon  your  Altar  dies. 

The  flowers  decay ; 
The  goddess  of  your  sacrifice 

Has  flown  away. 
What  profit  then  to  sing  or  slay 
The  sacrifice  from  day  to  day  ? 

"  We  know  the  Shrine  is  void,"  they  said, 
"  The  goddess  flown  ; 
Yet  wreaths  are  on  the  Altar  laid. 

The  Altar-stone 
Is  black  wiih  fumes  of  sacrifice 
Albeit  she  has  fled  our  eyes. 

"  For,  it  may  be,  if  still  we  sing 
And  tend  the  Shrine, 
Some  Deity  on  wandering  wing 

May  there  incline ; 
And,  finding  ail  in  order  meet.

Every  one  who  has  read  Kipling  is  now  making 
ingenious  comparisons  of  this  (hb  first  long  story) 
with  the  volumes  of  short  tales  which  preceded  it— 
and  one  may  judge  that  the  majority  is  saying,  as  it 
said  before  of  Bret  Harte,  that  he  cannot  write  a 
novel,  and  should  stick  to  his  small  canvases. 

There  are,  it  seems,  good  substantial  arguments  to 
make  on  the  other  side,  and  under  the  glamour  of 
reading  this  striking  story,  one  may  venture  on  a  few 
of  them. 

Has  he  not  shown  (to  borrow  from  the  vocabulary 
of  track  athletics)  that  he  has  as  good  wind  in  long- 
distance running  as  in  sprinting  ?  In  "  The  Light 
That  Failed  *'  you  have  a  great  deal  more  than  a 
padded  short  story — you  have  a  carefully  elaborated 
study  of  two  characters  from  childhood  to  mature 
years.  There  are  long  gaps  which  you  must  fill  in 
imagination — ^but  there  are  long  g^ps  between  the 
crises  of  every  life  which  can  be  briefly  chronicled 
because  they  represent  monotonous  work  and  endur- 
ance. They  are  the  very  warp  of  life,  but  only  when 
the  shuttle  begins  to  play  color  through  it  do  we 
become  interested  in  it.  It  is  the  woof  which  Kipling 
gives  in  his  stories. 

He  has  also  proved  that  he  can  write  a  good  tale 
without  India  for  a  background — and  that  is  a  great 
deal  for  one  whose  deepest  experiences  and  greatest 
successes  are  associated  with  India.  Truly  the  group 
he  pictures  are  cosmopolites  and  would  be  as  natural 
in  almost  any  setting — but  the  opening  chaptets  in 
the  Soudan  are  a  triumph  of  imagination,  if  Kipling 
has  never  been  there,  as  seems  probable. 

Kipling  has  been  accused  of  "swagger**  in  bis 
writings  by  one  who  speaks  with  the  authority  of 
personal  achievement;  but,  surely,  the  fine  things 
which  one  likes  to  remember  about  this  tale  when  the 
book  is  closed  are  not  "swagger,**  but  the  product  of 
deep  feeling  under  restraint.  How  easily  a  melo- 
dramatic scene  could  have  been  *•  worked  up  *'  with 
the  "  impressionist  girl  '*  who  loves  the  hero,  but  i$ 
ignored  by  him.  The  author,  however,  touches  in 
the  whole  tragedy  in  a  paragraph  or  two ;  she  drops 
the  portrait  of  him  (which  told  too  much)  into  the 
ashes  of  the  stove ;  she  sees  him  go  off  with  ^fais^e, 
and  "  looked  at  her  own  reflection  in  the  glass  tor  an 
instant  and  covered  her  face  with  her  hands ; "  and, 
that  last  fine  outbreak,  to  her  friend  and  rival  who 
does  not  suspect  the  passion :  "  You  wicked  little 
idiot !    Go  to  him  at  once.    Go  !  ** 

Whh  all  his  worldly  cynicism,  his  brutality  if  you 
please,  this  author  touches  firm  ground  with  his  feet, 
and  has  his  eyes  on  the  stars  when  he  makes  the 
enduring  friendship  of  men,  and  the  lasting  love  of  a 
man  and  woman  the  only  permanent  things  of  worth 
in  life,  which  neither  prosperity,  adversity,  nor 
accident  can  alter  or  efface.  Is  not  this  the  optimism 
of  a  man  whose  eyes  are  open,  and  who  sees  dear?

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THE  FIRST  AMERICAN  SENATE. 

Journal  of  William  Maclay.  United  States 
Senator  from  Pennsylvania,  1 789- 1 791 .  Edited  by  Edgar

So  meagre  are  the  official  reports  of  the  doings  of 
the  first  Congress  after  the  adoption  of  the  constitu- 
tion that  Mr.  Maclay*s  journal  must  always  be  of 
great  historical  value.  The  author  was  the  short 
term  Senator  from  his  State,  Robert  Morris  being  his 
colleague.  He  was  a  man  of  means  and  character,  a 
lawyer  by  profession,  and  the  legal  representative  in 
America  of  William  Penn*s  descendants.  While 
Senator  he  recorded  in  his  journal  each 
evening  the  proceedings  of  the  day,  and 
these  records,  many  of  them  voluminous, 
Ifive  the  book  its  value.  ^V.  V,  Herald, 


The  editor  •  of  this  journal  raises  the 
question  whether  Mr.  Maclay  instead  of 
Jefferson,  should  not  be  regarded  as  the 
founder  of  the  Democratic  party.  During 
the  first  sessions  of  Congress,  when  many 
-questions  were  decided  involving  the  forms 
under  which  the  Government  should  be 
organized — whether  they  should  be  republi- 
can or  monarchical — ^Jefferson  was  absent 
in  France,  and  the  leading  part  in  behalf  of 
simple  republican  forms  was  taken  by 
Mr.  Maclay.  The  editor  holds  that,  in  the 
decision  of  those  questions,  were  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  Democratic  party,  and 
that  the  work  of  Jefferson  afterward  was 
to  rear  the  superstructure  upon  them.  He 
concludes  that  this  journal  "  establishes 
beyond  cavil  the  claims  of  Pennsylvania  to 
having  produced  the  father  of  the  Demo- 
•cratic  party  in  the  person  of  William 
Maclay.*'  This  is  a  bold  claim  to  put  forth, 
and  we  do  not  think  that  the  evidence  of 
this  journal  wholly  siistains  it.  The  clahn 
it  does  sustain  is  something  very  different. 
No  doubt  can  remain  that  Mr.  Maclay  ante- 
•dates  Jefferson  so  far  as  leadership  in  Con- 
gress in  behalf  of  simplicity  in  Government 
IS  concerned,  but  between  this  and  the 
founding  of  a  party  there  is  a  long  and  momentous 
step. 

When  Jefferson  returned  from  Europe  Mr.  Maclay, 
in  common  with  most  others,  showed  an  interest  in 
him.  He  noted  one  day  that  Jefferson,  "  with  more 
than  Parisian  politeness,'*  had  waited  on  him  at  his 
chamber,  and  he  gives  the  following  description  of 
the  man  who  was  destined  to  formulate  the  princi- 
ples Mr.  Maclay  had  supported  into  the  fabric  of  a 
party's  garment. 

"'Jefferson  is  a  slender  man ;  has  rather  the  air  of 
stiffness  in  his  manners ;  his  clothes  seem  too  small 
for  him ;  he  sits  in  a  lounging  manner,  on  one  hip 


commonly,  and  with  one  of  his  shoulders  elevated 
much  above  the  other  ;  his  face  has  a  sunny  aspect ; 
his  whole  figure  has  a  loose,  shackling  air.  He  had 
a  rambling,  vacant  look,  and  nothing  of  that  firm,  col- 
lected deportment  which  1  expected  would  dignify 
the  presence  of  a  Secretary  or  Mmister.  I  looked  for 
gravity,  but  a  laxity  of  manner  seemed  shed  about 
him.  He  spoke  almost  without  ceasing.  But  even 
his  discourse  partook  of  his  personal  demeanor.  It 
was  loose  and  rambling,  and  yet  he  scattered  infor- 
mation wherever  he  went,  and  some  even  brilliant 
sentences  sparkled  from  him.  The  information 
which  he  gave  us  respecting  foreign  Ministers  was  all 
high  spiced.  He  had  been  lonjs:  enough  abroad  to 
catch  the  tone  of  European  folly.'*

An  outbutst  against  Adams  is  givenin  an  accountt 
of  a  dinner  at  the  President's : 

"  Dined  with  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
It  was  a  dinner  of  dignity.  All  the  Senators  were 
present  and  the  Vice-President.  I  looked  often  around 
the  company  to  find  the  happiest  faces.  Wisdom, 
forgive  me  if  I  wrong  thee,  but  I  thought  folly 
and  happiness  most  nearly  allied.  The  President 
seemed  to  wear  on  his  countenance  a  settled  aspect 
of  melancholy.  No  cheering  ray  of  convivial  sun- 
shine broke  through  the  cloudy  gloom  of  settled  seri- 
ousness. At  every  interval  of  eating  or  drinking  he 
played  on  the  table  with  a  fork  or  knife  like  a  drum- 
stick. 

**Next  to  him,  on  his  right,  sat  Bonny  Johnny 
Adams,  ever  and  anon  mantling  his  visage  with  the 
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most  unmeaning  simper  that  ever  dimpled  the  faceof 
folly.  Goddess  of  Nature,  forgive  me  if  I  censure 
thee  for  that  thou  madest  him  not  a  tailor,  so  full  of 
small  attentions  is  he  and  so  well  qualified  does  he 
seem  to  adjust  the  etiquette  of  loops  and  buttons  ! 
But  stay,  perhaps  I  wrong  thee.  So  miserably  doth 
he  measure  politics  and  so  unmercifully  and  unskill- 
fuUy  would  he  ply  the  shears  of  government  in  cut- 
ting out  roval  robes  and  habiliments  that  it  may  justly 
be  doubted  whether  the  measure  of  his  understanding 
be  adequate  to  the  adjusting  the  proportions  of  the 
back,  belly,  and  breeches  of  the  human  form  agree- 
ably to  the  rules  of  our  experienced  habitmakers. 
Thus,  Goddess,  among  the  savage  tribes  of  the  lazy, 
lying,  lumpish  Indian,  who  can  neither  hunt,  fish  nor 
hoe  corn,  raakest  thou  the  dreaming,  smoking,  pre- 
tended prophet,  priest  and  politician.  Goddess,  we 
acknowledge  thy  power  and  submit  to  thy  sway,  but 
humbly  pray  we  may  never  have  another  similar 
example  of  it." 

An  interesting  account  is  given  of  Washington's 
embarrassment  when  reading  his  address  at  his  first 
inauguration : 

"This  great  man  was  agitated  and  embarrassed 
more  than  ever  he  was  by  the  leveled  cannon  or 
pointed  musket.  He  trembled,  and  several  times 
could  scarce  make  out  to  read,  though  it  must  be 
supposed  he  had  often  read  it  before.  He  put  part 
of  the  fingers  of  his  left  hand  into  the  side  of  what  I 
think  the  tailors  call  the  fall  of  the  breeches,  changing 
the  paper  into  his  right  hand.  After  sbme  time  he 
then  did  the  same  with  some  of  the  fingers  of  his 
right  hand.  When  he  came  to  the  words  '  all  the 
world  *  he  made  a  flourish  with  his  right  hand  which 
left  rather  an  ungainly  impression.  I  felt  hurt  that 
he  was  not  first  in  everything.  He  was  dreissed  in 
deep  brown,  with  metal  buttons,  with  an  eagle  on 
them,  white  stockings,  a  bag,  and  sword.** 

Inflexibility  was  the  main  trait  of  Mr.  Maclay*s 
character,  as  this  journal  discloses  it,  and  to  this  was 
joined  a  marked  pessimism  as  to  the  course  of  public 
affairs.  "  Surely,  the  pleasures  of  life,**  says  he,  "  are 
as  chaff  in  the  balance  against  ponderous  lead  com- 
pared with  the  ills  and  dolors  of  the  human  race.** 
Again :  **  This  is  a  vile  world  when  a  man  must  walk 
among  his  friends  and  fellow-mortals  as  if  they  were 
briers  and  thorns ;  afraid  to  touch  or  be  touched  by 
them.**  He  says  he  came  into  the  Senate  "  expecting 
every  man  to  act  the  part  of  a  god ;  that  the  most 
delicate  honor,  the  most  exalted  wisdom,  the  most 
refined  generosity  was  to  govern  every  act  and  be 
seen  in  every  !deed.*'  Oi)  the  contrary,  he  found 
"rough  and  rude  manners,  glaring  folly,  and  the 
basest  selfishness.**  N,  K  Times.

GERMAN  HISTORY. 

The  Founding  of  the  German  Empire  by 
William  I.  Based  chiefly  upon  Prussian  State  Doca- 
ments.  By  Heinrich  Von  SybeL  Trandated  by  Maishall 
LiviDgston  Perrin,  Ph.  D.  Assisted  by  Gamaliel  Brtd- 
ford,  Jr.     Vol.1.    8vo,  I1.50;    by  mail,  |i. 78. 

The  volume  now  issued  only  brings  down  the  narra- 
tive to  the  close  of  the  year  1850.  but  it  will  be  shortly 
followed  by  an  English  version  of  such  further  instal- 
ments of  the  original  as  have  thus  far  seen  the  light. 
When  Prof.  Von  Sybel  brought  out  in  1889  two 
volumes,  which  carried  the  reader  to  the  beginning  ot 
the  last  war  with  Denmark,  he  announced  that  two 
more  would  be  ready  in  the  course  of  the  year,  but  he 
could  fix  no  definite  time  for  the  completion  of  the 
work.  We  hope  that  the  publication  of  a  translation 
of  this  history,  once  begun,  will  not  be  abandoned, 
for  there  is  no  college  or  town  library  in  the  United 
States  that  can  afford  to  be  without  Von  Sybcl's 
account  of  the  evolution  of  German  unity. 

It  is  of  course  to  be  remembered  in  reading  this 
book  that  the  same  phenomena  may  be  seen  in 
different  lights  and  made  to  bear  different  conclu- 
sions, according  as  they  are  surveyed  from  Berlin  or 
from  Vienna,  Prof.  Von  Sybel  avows  frankly  that 
his  own  point  of  viei^  is  that  of  a  Prussian  and  of  a 
National-Liberal.  Moreover,  the  documents  on 
which  this  history  is  founded  have  been  drawn 
exclusively  from  the  Prussian  archives,  except  so  far 
as  assistance  is  derivable  from  the  achives  of  Han- 
over, Hesse  Cassel,  and  Nassau,  which,  after  the  war 
of  1866,  were  absorbed  by  Prussia.  The  author  has 
not  even  sought  access  to  other  archives,  for  the 
reason,  as  he  tells  us,  that  there  was  not  the  slightest 
prospect  of  his  obtaining  it.  Prof.  Von  Sybd  does 
not,  therefore,  profess  to  say  the  final  word  upon  the 
subject  which  he  has  chosen  for  discussion.  That  is 
reserved  for  the*historian  of  some  future  generation 
who  shall  have  larger  opportunities  of  investigation. 
What  we  have  here  is  a  theme  of  superlative  import- 
ance treated  with  all  the  fulness  and  fairness  possible 
to  a  contem{)orary  observer.    *    *    ♦ 

Why  did  King  Frederick  William  IV,  refuse  the 
title  and  ofHce  of  German  Emperor  when  they  were 
offered  to  him  by  the  Frankfort  Parliament  in  l849^ 
The  story  of  this  proffer  and  its  rejection  is  recounced 
at  length  in  this  narrative. 

Von  Sybel  thinks  that  Frederick  II  might  perhaps 
have  undertaken  the  task  and  have  succeeded  in  it, 
but  it  would  have  involved  not  only  a  war  witfa 
Austria  and  Russia,  but  also  a  suppression  of  the 
republican  party  in  Germany,  and  probably  a  viola- 
tion of  the  Emperor*s  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Con- 
stitution. Alike  for  carrying  on  wars  and  breaking 
oaths,  Frederick  William,  both  by  his  virtues  and  his 
weaknesses  was  disqualified,  and,  therefore,  he  could 
not  become  German  Emperor  in  1849. 

The  second  of  the  two  volumes  will  take  us  from 
1850  to  the  outbreak  of  the  last  Danish  war,  and  will 
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cover  the  most  dismal  and  humiliating  period  in  the 
Prussian  annals  since  the  dismemberment  that  fol- 
lowed Jena.  For  a  dozen  years  Prussia,  which  in 
1849  might  have  acquired  the  headship  of  Germany, 
consented  to  be  the  lackey  of  Austria,  and  but  for 
Prince  Bismarck  might  to  this  day  be  occupying  the 
same  position  of  abasement.

Mr.  ^V1lliam  Everett,  has  addressed 
himself  to  the  young  in  *•  DoAible  Play" 
and  "  Changing  Base,"  stories  now  ten 
or  a  dozen  years  old;  and  this  season 
he  writes  a  sequel  to  the  latter  story,  an 
attempt  to  develop  a  character  whose 
prime  weakness  is  unconscious  selfish- 
ness. Dr.  Everett  has  a  very  intimate 
acquaintance  with  boy  nature,  and  the 
action  and  speech  he  attributes  to  his 
dramatis  persona  are  natural  and  prob- 
able. The  episode  of  David  Porter's 
Boys  is  true  to  the  life,  and  the  peril 
of  gangs  of  boys  subservient  to  a  bully- 
ing leader  is  usefully  suggested  and  not 
in  the  least  overdrawn.  For  all  that, 
we  would  not  have  had  this  young  ruffian 
horse-whipped  on  the  street  by  the  pas- 
sionate father  of  one  of  his  victims,  even 
if  Dr.  Everett  should  contend  that  Mr. 
Rice  was  merely  behaving  consistently 
with  his  own  nature.  There  are  other 
things  which  we  would  have  omitted, 
because  in  writing  for  children  we  think 
selection  a  duty.

Ellen  Warner  Olney  Kirk,  of  Gcrmantown,  Pa.,  the 
wife  of  John  Foster  Kirk,  the  historian,  author  of 
*'  Charles  the  Bold,**  and  editor  of  the  works*  of 
W.  H.  Prescott.  Mrs.  Kirk's  father  was  Jesse  Olney, 
a  Connecticut  educator,  legislator,  and  author,  whose 
""Geography  and  Atlas,**  published  in  1828,  revolu- 
tionized the  methods  of  teaching  the  sciences  of 
physical  geography  and  astronomy.  Mrs.  Kirk's 
mother  is  a  sister  of  the  late  A.  S.  Barnes,  the  pub- 
lisher. 


Mrs.  Kirk  was  born  in  Southington,  Conn.,  in 
1842,  but  while  still  a  child  removed  to  Stratford- 
on-the-Sound,  a  place  in  which,  under  the  name  of 
"  High  Elms,"  a  part  of  the  scene  of  "  A  Daughter 
of  Eve  *'  is  laid.  She  grew  up  in  a  bookish  house, 
and  her  passion  for  reading  so  stirred  in  her  a  desire 
to  write  that  by  the  time  she  was  sixteen  she  was 
engaged  upon  a  novel.  But  this  was  by  no  means 
her  first  attempt  of  the  kind.  Her  scribbling  had 
begun  even  earlier,  and  had  all  the  charm  of  stolen 
pleasure.  If  detected,  she  felt  terribly  at  fault.  She 
never  dreamed  of  publishing  what  she  wrote,  nor  did 
she  wish  any  one  to  read  aline  of  it.  Her  delight  in 
writing  was  purely  a  private,  personal  enjoyment. 
"The  Story  of  Margaret  Kent**  (1886)  gave  her  a 
wide  reputation,  and  the  author  received  i^jiny  in- 
quiries from  all  parts  of  the  country  regarding  the 
plot  and  the  characters.  Many  particular  incidents 
have  been  found  in  this  book  which  seems  to  coincide 
with  the  actual  events  of  an  actual  life.  But  as  many 
of  those  incidents  were  wholly  unknown  to  the  author 
when  the  book  was  written,  the  vraisemblance  was 
quite  out  of  proportion  to  the  actual  reality  of  the 
case.

MR.  STEVENSON'S  BOOK  OF  VERSE. 

Ballads.      By    Robert    Louis    Stevenson.     i6mo. 
75  cents ;  by  mail,  83  cents. 

There  is  something  wanting  in  Mr.  Stevenson's  work 
as  a  poet,  and  we  believe  it  to  be  that  idealizing 
gleam  of  insight  which  gives  wholeness  of  effect,  and 
especially  satisfying  finish  of  effect,  to  the  subjects 
treated.  There  is  not  one  of  these  ballads  which 
does  not  leave  the  reader  with  a  sense  of  disappoint- 
ment, or  even  of  want.  And  yet  now  and  then  Mr. 
Stevenson  seems  to  pass  from  the  mere  vivid  narrator 
of  life  and  action  into  the  poet.  Only  he  never 
sustains  the  poetic  glow  for  long  together ;  and,  what 
is  more,  he  never  binds  the  whole  ballad  together  by 
the  significance  (romantic  or  otherwise)  which  he 
gives  to  its  whole  drift  and  the  impression  it  ieaves 
behind.  For  example,  in  "  The  Song  of  Rah6ro :  a 
Legend  of  Tahiti,'*  which  is  the  first  ballad  in  the 
book,  there  is  plenty  of  vigour,  plenty  of  movement, 
plenty  of  keen  external  vision,  but  there  is  no 
wholeness  uniting  the  separate  parts; — the  hero  of 
the  concluding  part  being  the  cunning  and  cruel 
trickster  of  the  opening  part,  and  having  no  concern 
at  all  with  the  intermediate  part.  Then  the  wholesale 
butchery  of  which  the  King  Hiopa  is  guilty,  is  left 
quite  unaccounted  for  by  the  mere  thirst  of  one 
woman  who  has  no  special  relations  with  him,  for 
wreaking  vengeance  on  a  particular  act  of  selfish 
cruelty  which  involved  only  one  person.  Doubdcss 
such  acts  of  reckless  butchery  are  committed 
amongst  men  in  the  stage  of  civilization  or  barbarism 
in  which  Tahiti  was  at  the  time  of  the  legend ;  but 
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then,  they  are  not  proper  subjects  for  a  poem  until 
they  are  in  some  adequate  way  made  intelligible  by 
being  connected  with  the  recognized  passions  of  men. 
And  Mr.  Stevenson  shows  us  no  such  connection, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  one  woman  who  incites 
King  Hiopa  to  his  treacherous  and  sweeping  deed  of 
massacre.  Perhaps  the  finest  and  most  truly  poetical 
passage  in  this  little  volume  of  ballads  is  that  in 
which  the  mood  of  Tamat6a's  mother  changes  from 
that  of  despair  at  her  son's  murder  to  that  of  thirst 
ioT  vengeance : 


That  is  fine  poetry,  and  the  passage  describing  the 
pause  before  the  burst  of  the  hurricane  is  worthy  of 
Scott,  or  even  of  Homer ;  but  then,  there  is  very 
little,  perhaps  nothing  else,  in  the  book  equal  to  it. 
For  the  most  part,  Mr.  Stevenson  is  content  with  the 
outward  adventure  he  describes,  and  passes  over  the 
motives  and  passions  of  men  so  lightly,  that  there  is 
no  wholeness,  no  singleness  of  conception,  in  his 
ballads.  "  The  Feast  of  Famine  **  is  very  mferior 
even  to  **  The  Song  of  Rah^ro,'*  not  only  in  this  but 
in  all  other  respects.    The  tale  is  not  so  lucidly  told,

A  STORY  OF  THE  GREAT  NORTHWEST. 

The  Log  School-House  on  the  Columbia.  By 
Hezekiah  Butterworth.  Author  of  the  Zigzag  Books. 
Illustrated.     8vo,  |i.io;  by  mail,  ^$1.25. 

"  The  Log  School-House  on  the  Columbia,**  is  a  tale 
intended  to  draw  popular  attention  to  the  romantic 
features  of  the  settlement  of  Washington  and  Oregon. 
The  materials  of  the  romance  were  collected  on  the 
ground.  The  author  makes  a  picturesque  use  of  the 
great  natural  features  of  the  landscape  which  have 
evidently  impressed  him  deeply  as  they  do  all  who  see 
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them.  Mr.  Butterworth  has  studied  the  heroic  history 
of  the  missionary  Spaulding  and  Dr.  Whitman  of  the 
American  Board.  In  fact,  the  whole  romance  takes 
its  color  from  the  noble  Christian  pioneering  of  these 
men.  It  does  not,  however,  draw  its  interest  mainly 
from  the  hard  heroism  and' sacrifices  of  the  mission- 
ary, but  rather  from  Indian  life.  The  romantic 
incident  of  the  old  chief,  Umatilla,  dying  on  the  grave 
of  his  last  and  favorite  son,  is  said  to  be  historical. 
"  Gretchen  '*  and  her  violin,  with  its  magic  charm 
and  the  potent  influence  of  Schumann's  "  Traumerei  *' 
and  "  Romahze  '*  on  the  savages  are  pretty  scenes,  but 
fanciful.  So  is  the  tale  of  the  eagle  in  mid-air  with 
the  flag  in  his  talons.  Mr.  Butterworth  disarms 
criticism  by  his  frank  confession  that  he  has  intro- 
duced popular  tales  as  he  heard  them  without  exam- 
ination ;  but  the  tale  which  accounts  for  the  massacre 
of  Dr.  Whitman,  and  the  destruction  of  his  young 
settlements,  by  a  melon  plugged  with  ipecac  to 
frighten  off  Indian  depredators  on  the  melon  patch,  is 
too  legendary  even  for  fiction.  Mr.  Butterworth 
always  interests  his  young  readers,  and  holds  their 
attention  from  first  to  last.

A  NORWEGIAN'S  VIEW  OF  AMERICA. 

N.  H.  D. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Hurd,  the  literary  editor  of  the 
Boston  Transcript,  has  made  a  specialty  of  the  Scan- 
dinaLvian  languages,  and  keeps  himself  posted  in 
'regard  to  the  new  books  that  appear  in  Sweden  and 
in  tie  land  of  Ibsen.  When  there  are  Norwegian  or 
Danish  festivities,  Mr.  Hurd  is  always  invited,  and 
distinguished  strangers  from  the  Land  of  the  Mid- 
night Sun  are  sure  to  seek  him  out.  I  happened  to  be 
at  his  ofHce  the  other  day,  and  picked  up  a  volume 
that  lay  on  his  desk;  It  was  entitled  ''Amerikas 
Aandsliv  " — "  The  Intellectual  Life  of  America,'*  by 
Knut  Hamsun.  Hamsun,  Mr.  Hurd  told  me,  is  a 
young  Norwegian  writer,  who  has  gained  some  promi- 
nence in  his  own  country  and  Denmark,  by  occa- 
sional articles  in  the  daily  press,  in  the  line  of 
literary  criticism.  He  has  twice  visited  the  United 
States,  spending  most  of  his  time  in  Minneapolis, 
where  there  are  large  numbers  of  his  countrymen.  He 
condescended  to  give  a  hasty  glance  at  New  York 
and  Chicago,  and  then  went  home  to  write  his  book, 
in  which  he  treats  of  the  schools,  literature,  art,  jour- 
nalism, the  stage,  politics,  manners  and  customs,  and 
the  religious  and  moral  aspect.  Mr.  Hurd  declared 
that  it  was  the  most  exasperating  book  that  he  ever 
saw  by  a  foreigner, — *'  a  brilliant  mixture  of  malice, 
ignorance  and  general  misinformation." 

He  gave  me  a  few  choice  specimens  from  this 
masterpiece ;  the  following  may  prove  interesting : 

The  American  common  schools  are  said  to  be  un- 
sectarian.  This  is  not  true.  To  be  sure  religion  does 
not  appear  in  the  regular  course  of  study,  but  stock 
orthodox  Christianity  is  crammed  into  the  pupils  on 
every  possible  opportunitv;  they  are  stuffed  with  doema 
after  dogma,  dogma  after  dog^a,  as  long  as  their 


school- days  last.  I  have  been  told  that  during  a 
recitation  in  arithmetic  in  one  school,  a  pupil  who  was 
caught  throwing  paper  pellets  was  obli^ea  to  pray  to 
Jesus  for  forgiveness.  In  the  American  common 
schools,  every  morning  session  opens  with  prayer, 
the  singing  of  a  hymn,  and  reading  a  chapter  from 
the  Bible.  .  .  .  The  pupils  in  these  schools  are  taught 
absolutely  nothing  about  foreign  countries  or  events. 
American  children  grow  up  without  any  knowledge 
of  the  world  outside  of  America. 

Of  American  journalism  he  mildly  remarks : 

It  is  a  wonderful  journalism ;  a  noisy,  scandal- 
mongering,  pugilistic,  revolver-smoking  journalism, 
with  suborned  proprietors  and  editors;  made  up  of 
scandals  from  the  courts,  town  gossip,  political  adver- 
tisements, complaints  from  railroaa  passengers^ 
hurrahs  from  patriotic  eaters  of  public  dinners,  holy 
talk  by  the  paper's  priest — for  a  paper  has  its  reeular 
priest — poetry  by  women  about  **  Moonlight  *  in 
Tennessee,  and  "  Love  "  in  Boston ;  columns  of  mar- 
riages, of  bank  swindles,  of  patent  medicines ;  a  won- 
derful journalism,  the  roar  of  the  great  army  of 
powder-blackened  pirates  who  write  it. 

Touching  American  art,  he  says : 

The  Americans  are  a  nation  of  traders.  They  buy 
and  sell ;  they  are  not  an  artistic  nor  an  art-loving 
people.  A  genuine  Yankee,  one  with  the  true 
national  taste,  would  enjoy  reading  a  patent-office 
report  more  than  going  to  the  opera  to  hear  Wajo^er, 
and  if  it  were  not  the  fashion,  his  wife  and  daughters 
would  probably  not  go.  .  .  .  American  sculpture  is 
exceedingly  modest  sculpture.  Don't  look  for  any- 
thing in  It  without  fig-leaves.  Even  a  naked  baby, 
E laying  with  a  shoe,  must  have  its  fie-leaf.  Artists 
ave  told  me  thkt  they  never  worked  from  a  living 
model,  because  it  was  opposed  to  the  Bostonian  idea 
to  paint  from  the  nude. 

Of  our  literature : 

The  literature  of  America  is  painfully  unreal  and 
poor.  It  id  full  of  love  and  revolver-shooting,  bat  it 
has  no  genuine  life.  I  except  a  few  writers,  whose 
books  one  can  manage  to  struggle  through.  I  except 
Mark  Twain,  who  stands  alone  in  Amenca ;  I  except 

portions  of  Poe,  of  Hawthorne,  and  of  Harte 

What  do  the  book-stores  keep  ?  What  is  to  be  found 
in  their  windows  and  on  their  shelves  ?  Decorated 
Christmas  cards,  collections  of  poetry  in  gilt  bindings, 
detective  stories,  and  a  few  copies  of  sheet  music  of 
"Yankee  Doodle"  and  " Home.  Sweet  Home."  If 
it  is  a  patriotic  book-store,  it  has  '*  The  War  History 
of  the  United  States,"  "  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,"  "The 
Memoirs  of  General  Grant,"  and  lithographs  of 
Washington. 

These  extract<«,  taken  at  random,  give  a  faint  idea 
of  the  spirit  which  permeates  the  250  pages  of  the  book.

From  these  antecedents,  Mrs.  Austiir 
is  fitted  to  tell  Pilgrim  >tories  with  all  the  local  details  that 
give  to  them  such  reality.  She  married  Loring  H.  Austin, 
descendant  of  Revolutionary  heroes,  and  is  mother  of  three 
children.  In  [>ersonal  appearance  Mrs.  Austin  is  short,  inclined 
to  embonpoint,  has  a  great  deal  of  very  white  hair,  with  blue 
eyes  and  a  fresh  complexion.  She  is  lively,  fond  of  con- 
versation and  of  entertaining  her  friends.  Mrs.  Austin  has 
this  year  taken  a  new  departure,  and  his  read  chapters  from 
her  forthcoming  novel  of  "  Betty  Alden "  before  various 
societies  and  clubs.

To  THE  Edjtor  of  Book  News  : 

Sir  :  In  the  January  issue  cf  Book  News  I  notice  that  to  a 
qu^tion  concerning  Mrs.  Browning's  pet  name  ihe  reply  is 
made  by  inference  from  a  paragraph  in  the  **  Dictionary  of 
National  Biography,"  where  the  husband  of  the  poetess  is 
said  to  have  called  her  "  his  Portuguese."  Such  an  inddeot 
may  have  inspired  the  well-known  "  Sonnets,"  but  the 
appellation  was  not,  permit  me  to  say,  the  "  pet  name."  In 
her  poem  of  that  title,  Mrs.  Browning  says  this  was  given  to 
her  by  her  brother  before  his  childish  lips  could  frame  her 
own,  and  that  it  was  "uncadenced  to  the  ear."  "A  little 
name"  it  was,  truly, — ''Ba!" — but  this  was  the  fJEuniliar 
cognomen  used  all  her  life  by  those  she  loved  best  I  copied 
from  the  original  a  letter  written  by  Miss  Browning  to  a 
friend  of  the  poetess  after  Mrs.  Browning's  death,  and 
throughout  it  "  Ba "  was  exclusively  "  the  hou^hold  name 
of  one  whom  God  had  taken."  M.  C.  L. 


OBITUARY. 

Rev.  William  Thompson,  Archbishop  of  York,  died  in 
England,  December  25,  1890,  aged  71  years.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  ^orks  on  religious  subjecs,  and  editor  of 
**  Aids  to  Faith."  He  was  one  of  the  projectors  of  the 
"  Speaker's  Commentary  to  the  New  Testament,"  and  was  a 
contributor  to  Dr.  Smith's  **  Dictionary  of  the  Bible." 

Adolphe  Belot,  author  of  "  Article  47,"  "  The  Slranglers 
of  Paris,"  and  other  lurid  plays,  and  of  "  Mile.  Giimud,  ma 
Femme,"  and  various  other  romances,  died  in  France  Jan- 
uary 17th.  He  was  born  at  la  Puinte-^-Pitre,  on  the  island 
of  Guadaloupe,  November  6,  1829.  Mr.  Belot's  plays,  in- 
cluding all  with  which  his  name  is  associated,  number  ahoat 
one  hundred. 

Dr.  Heinrich  Schliemann,  who  died  suddenly  in 
December  last  at  Naples,  was  the  most  enthusiastic  exptorer 
of  old  classical  sites  that  has  ever  lived.  He  was  an  example 
of  what  enterprise  and  enthusiasm  will  do  without  greit 
learning.  He  was  a  practical  business  man,  who  knew  how 
to  do  a  thing,  and  who  got  interested  in  the  stocy  of  the 
Trojan  War,  and  determined  to  look  up  Troy.  His  work 
there,  and  in  other  sitrs,  is  now  a  part  of  the  property  of  the 
learned  world,  and  his  name  will  be  remembered  as  long  as 
the  name  of  Homer  himself.  Since  1 87 1  be  lived  almost 
constantly  in  Athens.  Hb  literary  works  are :  *•  Ithaca,  the 
Peleponnesus  and  Troy,''  •*  Trojan  Antiquities,"  ••  Mycenae," 
with  a  preface  by  Gladstone ;  '*  Ilias,"  with  a  preface  by 
R.  Virchow;  " Orchomenos,"  «*Troy,"  "Travels  in  the 
Troad,"  **  Tiryns,"  and  a  book  on  China  and  Japan.  He 
was  bom  at  Ankershagen,  in  Mecklenburg,  in  1822.

Theoph  ILL'S  B.  PETkRSON,  senior  member  of  the  firm  of 
T.  B.  Peterson  &  Bros.,  publishers,  died  at  his  home  in  Phfl- 
adelphia,  December  30,  1890.  Mr.  Peterson  was  bora  in 
that  city  in  1823.     His   father  came  from   New  Jersey,  and 
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was  descended  from  the  original  Swedish  immigrants  who 
antedated  William  Penn.  His  mother  was  a  native  of  Boston, 
with  a  long  line  of  New  England  ancestry.  The  laws  of 
heredity  certainly  entitle  the  son  of  such  parents  to  the 
courage,  enterprise  and  self-reliance  which  were  throughout 
his  busy  life  his  distinguishing  characteristics.  He  laid  the 
foundation  of  his  career  at  the  trade  of  a  practical  printer. 
His  enterprise  and  almost  unerring  judgment  of  the  popular 
taste  laid  the  foundation  of  the  house  of  T.  B.  Peterson  & 
Brothers.  During  almost  ha'f  a  century  Mr.  Pelerson  has 
been  an  imtiring  worker.  His  health  had  always  been  good 
and  his  energy  and  endurance  seemed  inexhaustible.  About 
a  year  ago  he  began  to  feel  the  first  approach  of  weakness, 
and  in  his  final  illness  was  only  confined  to  the  house  three 
weeks  Publishes'  Weekly. 

Alexander  W.  Kinglake,  the  historian  of  the  Crimean 
war,  died  on  the  2d  inst.,  at  London,  aged  about  78  years, 
the  date  of  his  birth  at  Taunton  being  given  variously  as  1802, 
1809  and  1811.  In  1837  he  was  called  id  the  bar,  and 
attained  a  high  reputation  in  chancery  practice.  In  1856  he 
abandoned  law  for  politics.  He  was  elected  to  Parliament, 
where  he  held  a  seat  as  a  Liberal  imtil  1868,  when  he  was 
tmseated  on  petition  and  retired  from  political  life.  Hb  fame, 
however,  rests  chiefly  upon  his  literary  work,  though  he  was 
the  author  of  only  two  works,  "  Eothen,"  a  volume  published 
in  1844,  which  told  the  story  of  his  travels  in  the  East,  and 
a  "  History  of  the  War  of  the  Crimea,"  Kinglake  accom- 
panied Lord  Raglan  to  the  Crimea,  and  his  history  is  practic- 
ally a  defence  of  Lord  Raglan's  conduct  of  that  famous 
campaign,  he  being  a  strong  friend  and  admirer  of  the 
General,  whose  plan  of  campaign  has  been  the  subject  of 
much  criticism  by  other  historians.  In  spite  of  the  author's 
evident  bias,  his  history  is  so  minutely  and  carefully  written 
and  known  10  l>e  compi'ed  from  official  sources,  that  it  is 
accepted  as  the  best  history  of  the  war  published,  though  it 
has  called  out  much  bitter  criticism.  Publishers'  Weekly. 


M  Octave  Feuillet,  the  popular  novelist  and  dramatist, 
died  in  Paris  on  January  29th  in  his  seventy-ninth  year.  The 
deceased  writer  was  born  at  Saint-LO  (Manche),  where  his 
father  was  permanent  Secretary  of  the  Prefecture.  During 
the  last  fifty  years  he  has  written  a  number  of  hooks  and 
plays,  which  appeared  for  the  most  part  in  the  Revue  des 
deux  Mondes.  One  of  his  early  plays,  '*  Echec  et  Mat," 
performed  at  the  Od^on  in  1846,  brought  him  into  note.  His 
novels  are  "  La  Petite  Comtesse,"  **Le  Roman  d'un  Jeune 
Homme  Pauvre  "  (well-known  in  its  dramatic  form  as  *<  The 
Romance  of  a  Poor  Young  Man  "),  "  Monsieur  de  Camors," 
"Le  Journal  d'une  Femme"  (1876),  "La  Veuve,"  "  Le 
Voyageur,"  **  La  Morte,"  all  wtitten  for  family  reading.  His 
last  play,  «Chamillac,"  was  brought  out  at  the  Th^&tre 
Fran^ais  in  1876.  M.  Octave  Feuillet  wa^  elected  to  the 
seat  left  vacant  at  the  Academy  by  the  death  of  M.  Scribe  in 
1862.  Octave  Feuillet  received  from  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
the  appointment  of  Librarian  to  the  Imperial  Residences, 
which,  after  the  fall  of  the  Empire,  he  resigned,  though 
pressed  to  retain  it  by  M.  Jules  Simon  on  the  ground  that  the 
post  was  not  a  political  one,  but  was  of  a  purely  literary 
character.

The  story  of  the  art  life  of  Chembini  is  told  in  straightfor- 
ward fashion  by  Frederic  J.  Crowest.  Not  only  is  the  career 
of  the  master  told,  but  there  are  appreciative  studies  of  his 
position  and  worth  as  a  composer  of  operas  and  of  church 
music  and  as  a  teacher  There  is  also  a  chapter  devoted  to 
personal  anecdotes  of  the  composer  Naturally  the  author 
vaunts  Chembini's  greatness,  and  to  that  there  is  no  objec- 
tion. But  Mr.  Crowest,  as  we  have  before  pointed  out,  is 
often  careless  in  his  statements  and  narrow  in  his  views.  An 
amusing  example  occurs  in  the  book  under  notice  where  in 
quoting  from  a  letter  by  Mendelssohn  he  calls  the  writer 
'*  the  last  of  the  Titans  of  music  " — the  last !  and  Brahms 
still  alive  and  Wagner  not  long  dead.  A  complete  index  of 
titles  and  personages  named  in  the  book  and  a  classified  list 
of  Chembini's  compositions  increase  the  value  of  the  work 
for  students.

Mr.  Munro  goes  far  back  for  his  beginning  of  electrical 
knowledge.  His  first  chapter  is  devoted  to  Thales.  The 
fact,  authentic  or  not,  that  Thales  knew  a  piece  of  amber 
when  rubbed  would  attract  straws,  hardly  justifies  the 
eighteen  pages  which  are  devoted  to  this  philosopher.  This, 
however,  matters  but  little.  It  is  as  well  that  young  people 
should  know  something  about  him,  for,  whether  a  pioneer  of 
electricity  or  not,  he  was  imquestionably  a  great  man.  From 
Thales  we  take  a  long  leap— some  two  thousand  years — to 
WilHam  Gilbert,  who  in  1600  published  a  treatise  *' De 
Magnete,  Magnetidsque  Corporibus  "  Mr.  Munro  gives  us 
here  the  few  notices  cognate  to  the  subject  which  occur  in 
the  interval.  In  Franklin,  the  third  subject,  we  have  a  real 
electrician.  The  other  names  are  Charles  Augustine  de 
Coulomb,  Volta,  Sir  Humphrey  Davy,  Hans  Christian 
Oersted,  Andr6  Ampere,  G^g  Ohm,  Faraday,  and  James 
Qerk  Maxwel.  Spectator. 

Sir  Francis  Drake.  By  Julian  Corbett.  With 
portrait.  English  Men  of  Action  series.  i2mo, 
60  cents ;  by  mail,  69  cents ;  limp  cloth,  45  cents ;  by 
mail,  53  cents. 
This  new  volume  of  the  **  Men  of  Action  "  series  deserves 
high  praise,  for  it  is  an  honest  bit  of  biography  instead  of  one 
of  the  romances  which  writers  usually  perpetrate  when  they 
have  Drake  for  a  subject.  It  is  also  a  good  running  comment 
on  the  men,  morals  and  poHtics  of  England  in  the  sixteenth 
century.  The  author  explains  the  peculiar  commercial 
morality  of  the  times,  which  permitted  buccaneering  and 
privateering,  and  caused  a  daring  sailor  sometimes  to  wonder, 
as  he  approached  a  home  port,  whether  he  would  be 
knighted  or  hanged.  Queen  Elizabeth  is  the  subject  of  some 
plain  talk  which  does  not  increase  the  reader's  respect  for 
that  august  personage,  and  the  internal  affairs  of  England  are 
depicted  in  a  manner  to  make  one  wonder  that  the  nation 
held  together  at  all  and  triumphed  over  domestic  and  foreign 
wars.  None  of  the  exciting  incidents  of  Drake's  career  are 
neglected,  yet  the  record  is  not  likely  to  impel  any  wild  boy 
to  run  away  to  sea.

Hebrew  nation  for  a  spiritual  interpretation  of  Judaism.

Professor  Toy  began  this  work  as  a  continuation  of  his 
"  Quotations  in  the  New  Testament,"  his  purpose  being  to 
give  an  orderly  view  of  the  development  of  religious  thought 
apparent  in  the  way  in  which  Old  Testament  passages  are 
interpreted  and  used  by  New  Testament  writers.  He 
changed  his  plan,  however,  to  that  of  a  general  historical 
survey  of  the  period  reaching  from  the  distinct  legal  organi- 
zation of  the  Jewish  people  to  the  close  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment canon.  In  an  introduction,  singularly  luminous  and 
concise,  the  author  discusses  the  general  laws  of  the  advance 
from  national  to  universal  religions.  He  then  traces  the 
literary  development  of  Judaism,  and  the  evolution  of  the 
doctrine  of  God.  Coming  to  the  Mosaic  record  of  the  origin 
of  sin  he  is  uncertain  and  timid  in  his  conclusions,  though  he 
finds  the  narrative  in  Genesis  not  an  allegory.  The  final 
chapter  on  the  relation  of  Jesus  to  Christianity  contains  the 
heart  and  soul  of  the  book.  It  is  lacking  in  directness  of 
statement.  The  early  Church  was  the  creation  of  Jesus — 
that  much  alone  seems  certain.  "  Whatever,"  concludes 
Professor  Toy,  "  the  particular  construction  of  the  theology, 
whether  He  Qesus)  be  regarded  as  substantially  divine  or 
only  as  a  p>rok>andly  inspired  man ;  m^hether  His  death  or 
His  life  be  most  emphasized  ;  whether  Church  or  Bible  be 
accepted  as  infallible  guidft^  He  is  ever  the  leader  and 
model  of  religious  experience."  Thus  do  the  theologians 
themselves  rob  Christianity  of  Christ,  and  Christ  of  His 
divinity,  and  in  the  face  of  the  theft,  it  is  small  wonder  that 
the  scientist  sits  smiling  at  the  odium  ihtologicum,

A  more  charming  and  genuine  little  book  of  poetry  is 
seldom  published.  There  is  a  rare  quality  of  imaginativeness 
in  Mrs.  Dandridge's  work,  and  its  spontaneity  and  delicacy 
of  expression  are  unusual.  Something  about  it  seems  to 
suggest  the  manner  and  thought  found  in  the  poems  of 
Christina  Rossetti,  but  it  is  quite  distinct  in  its  individuality 
and  altogether  delightful.  "The  Wood  Demon"  is  a 
fantastic  piece  of  imagination,  abounding  in  felicitous  pass- 
ages, and  so  smooth,  so  singing  in  its  music,  so  fresh  in  its 
conception  that  we  should  like  to  quote  it  entire.  The  open- 
ing lines  \inll  give  some  idea  of  its  beauty  : 
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Within  this  wood  there  is  a  sprite  ; 
He  blows  his  horn  both  noon  and  night ;

In  these  volumes  are  comprised  the  contents  of  "  The 
Improvisatore  "  and  "  The  Bride's  Tragedy  "  (volumes  pub- 
lished during  the  author's  lifetime),  a  greater  part  of 
"Death's  Jest-Book"  (brought  out  by  Thomas  Forbes 
Keliall,  the  poet's  friend),  and  several  pieces  from  MSS. 
now  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Rol)ert  Barrett  Browning.  The 
revision  of  these  previous  collections  and  the  editing  of  the 
present  one  have  been  carefully  done  by  Mr.  Edward  Gosse, 
who  furnishes  an  admirable  introduction  which  is  both 
biographical  and  critical.  Beddoes,  as  the  editor  tells  us, 
was  bom  in  1803  and  died  in  1 849.  He  was  a  young  man 
when  Keats  and  Shelley  were  just  dead,  and  when  Tennyson 
and  Browning  were  schoolbojrs,  and  he  began  to  write  at  the 
very  moment  when  there  was  a  complete  exhaustion  in  the 
poetical  field  of  literature.  What  he  wrote  was  composed 
oetween  1821  and  1826,  during  which  brief  period  he  was, 
as  Mr.  Gosse  puts  it,  "  the  most  interesting  talent  engaged  in 
writing  English  verse." 

Beddoes  was  a  great  admirer  of  Shelley's  poetry,  and  his 
own  work  bears  the  impress  of  the  strong  influence  of  this 
master.  But  he  wrote  little,  and  that  little  very  spasmodi- 
cally, his  most  extended  work,  '*  Death's  Jest-Book,"  occu- 
pying him  for  several  years.  He  was  much  given  to  the 
dramatic  form  of  poetry,  but  his  efforts  in  that  form  were  far 
less  successful  than  those  in  lyric  verse.  The  main  charac- 
teristic of  all  his  verse  is  his  atmosphere  of  gloom.  Death, 
the  grave,  the  charnel-house — these  were  the  subjects  from 
which  he  seems  always  to  have  drawn  his  inspiration.  One 
might  say  that  poetry  so  serious  is  almost  fatal !  But  there 
are  fine  things  scattered  about  in  these  dramas,  and  there  are 
6ne  songs  among  the  lyrics.  Critic.

The  selection  of  representative  pieces  b  not 
certain  to  please,  and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  the  imanimous 
voice  of  her  readers  will  entirely  concur  in  the  dispositions 
which  Mrs.  Sharp  has  made.  Mrs.  Barrett  Browning  no 
doubt,  may  make  out  a  good  case  for  the  seven  pieces  which 
have  been  chosen  irom  her  works.  Mrs.  Sharp  will,  how- 
ever, have  some  difficulty  in  refusing  to  Mrs.  Hamilton  King 
more  than  the  space  for  one  short  poem.  Still,  the  work  of 
selection  is  proverbially  a  matter  for  individual  ta.«te,  and 
though  no  one  probably  will  be  quite  satisfied,  the  public 
will  hardly  carry  their  discontent  so  far  as  to  refuse  the  book 
because  it  is  not  exactly  what  was  wanted.

It  is  stated  by  Judge  Tourg6e  himself  with  suffi- 
cient succinctness  in  these  words :  "  We  have  applied  the 
basic  principle  of  Christianity  to  half  the  relations  of  life,  the 
result  has  been  personal  liberty — the  equal  right  of  every 
individual  to  control  his  own  energies.  Is  the  world  ready  to 
apply  the  same  immutable  principles  to  another  field  of 
human  relation — the  field  of  opportunity  as  well  as  freedom 
of  endeavor  ?"  The  hero,  a  manly  young  clergyman,  with 
little  of  the  nameless  odor  of  sanctity  about  him  attempts  an 
answer  to  the  question.  All  that  he  does,  though  rarely  and 
nobly  unselfish,  is  yet  wholly  possible.  The  characters  in 
the  volume  are  many  and  distinct.  There  is  a  millionaire  in 
it,  named  Kishu,  who  has  a  feeling  of  proprietorship  toward 
Eastman's  church,  and  who  resents  his  pastor's  Christian 
socialism.  He  owns  a  newspaper,  and  does  not  scruple  to 
use  it  to  ruin  Eastman.  But  the  managing  editor  of  a  rival 
sheet  is  friendly  and  altogether  too  much  for  Kishu.  This 
newspaper  atmosphere  is  not  the  best  drawing  in  the  book, 
but  it  serves.  For  the  rest  it  would  be  neiiher  fair  nor  feasi- 
ble to  follow  the  careful  weaving  of  the  thread  of  plot  into 
the  finished  fabric.

Mr.  Jerome  is  an  amusing 
writer,  and  can  hardly  help,  even  in  so  slight  a  sketch  as 
this,  saying  some  good  things.  But  the  book  is  essentially  a 
publisher's  book,  and  depends  for  its  chances  of  success 
partly  on  Mr.  Jerome's  name,  partly  on  the  clever 
illustrations — most  of  all  on  eccentricity.  The  cover 
announces  that  there  are  "96  or  97  illustrations." 
Probably  there  are  people  who  wiU  count  them  religiously  to 
see  which  is  the  correct  number,  as  there  are  people  who 
alwa  s  read  an  advertisement  when  it  is  prefaced  with  the 
words  "  Don't  read  this."  There  may,  indeed,  be  some 
elaborate  joke  hid  underneath  the  "  96  or  97,"  which  the 
reviewer  has  failed  to  fathom.  If  so,  as  a  busy^man,  he  prays 
the  author  to  hold  him  excused.  On  a  superiicial  view,  the 
"  96  or  97  "  and  "  Don't  read  this  "  seem  precisely  on  a  par 
as  methods  of  attracting  attention.  The  pictures,  whatever 
their  exact  number  may  be,  are  decidedly  good,  and  the 
thick  black  type  in  which  the  book  is  printed  is  a  novelty 
most  refreshing  to  the  eye.

The  author  has  chosen  her  theme 
according  to  her  knowledge  and  convictions — the  scene 
Paris,  the  poison  wormwo^.  Another  might  have  taken 
London  for  a  background  and  alcohol  for  the  curse,  and 
might  have  drawn  an  equally  lurid  and  ghastly  picture.  And 
whatever  the  picture  and  its  surroundings  may  be,  neither 
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absinthe  nor  alcohol  would  be  the  real  possessing  spirit  of 
the  human  soul  which  falls  a  victim  to  it,  but  the  abandon- 
ment, the  despair,  the  loss  of  control  and  respect,  which 
engulf  a  weak  and  self-indulgent  nature.  There  is  no  degree 
of  baseness  and  fury  to  which  a  nature  abandoned  to  the 
slavery  of  drink  is  not  capable  of  sinking.  To  overdraw  the 
picture  is  impossible ;  the  only  question  that  need  be  asked 
is  whether  the  painter  has  drawn  it  out  of  proportion,  or  in 
colors  that  distort  the  truth.

Had  the  ancient  House  of  the  Erbachs  not 
intermarried  with  the  Battenbergs,  and  connected  itself  with 
the  Royal  Family  of  England,  probably  Herr  Emil  Kraus 
would  never  have  compiled  this  volume,  which  has  been  so 
admirably  translated  l^  the  Princess  Beatrice.  A  more 
romantic  piece  of  history  we  have  seldom  read,  nor  one  that 
throws  such  striking  and  searching  lights  on  the  manners  and 
customs  of  a  most  interesting  period.  As  for  Count  George 
and  the  subordinate  personages  who  figure  in  his  adventures, 
they  have  all  the  realism  of  photographs  in  which  the  like- 
nesses have  been  happily  caught.  We  follow  the  fortimes  of 
Count  George  with  thrilling  interest,  but  even  had  he  never 
emerged  from  the  troubles  which  threatened  to  overwhelm 
him,  we  could  hardly  in  conscience  have  regretted  his  fate,  if 
the  journals  of  his  travel  had  been  left  behind  him.  His 
experiences  concern  themselves  with  all  that  was  most 
picturesquely  dramatic  in  Europe,  before  its  relative  repose 
was  broken  by  the  devastating  Thirty  Years'  War.  He  is  the 
hero,  not  only  of  a  sensational  romance,  but  of  a  novel 
curiously  illustrative  of  character ;  for,  as  we  said,  the  many 
personages  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact  have  been 
drawn^-or  rather  photographed — from  the  life.

Cheapness  is  usually  associated  with  the  purchase  of  something  at 
a  price  less  than  its  market  value.  The  price  of  best  flour  is  about  eight 
dollars  per  barrel.  If  one  now  procured  a  barrel  of  best  quality  for  six 
dollars  it  would  be  cheap.  All  this  to  make  plain  that  there  tan  be  no 
cheapness  in  legitimate  life  insurance,  where  the  purpose  and  the  practice 
are  to  give  the  exact  and  full  equivalent  in  insurance  for  every  dollar 
and  cent  paid  as  a  premium  to  a  company.

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

BT  NATHAN  HASKBLL  DOLB. 

Boston,  February  16.  1891. 
The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  could  not  have 
chosen  a  more  characteristic  and  appropriate  winter 
for  their  Centennial  Anniversary.  For  a  number  of 
years  wiseacres  have  been  arguing  from  insufficient 
premises  that  our  climate  is  changing,  and  here  at 
last  we  have  what  everyone  takes  delight  in  calling 
"an  old-fashioned  winter.**  Indeed,  if  one  might 
prognosticate  from  a  single  scene — ^that  of  the  Park 
trees  at  the  moment  of  this  writing — it  might  justify 
one  in  expecting  the  proverbial  "  six  weeks*  sleddin* 
in  March.**  Such  a  crop  of  snow  is  rarely  granted, 
and  this  is  the  third  time  within  a  month  that  the 
trees  have  borne  such  fruit.  It  was  certainly  done  in 
honor  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  which 
celebrated  its  jubilee  on  the  last  Saturday  of  January, 
at  the  Arlington  Street  Church.  The  Rev.  Jeremy 
Belknap,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society,  was 
minister  to  the  old  Federal  Street  Church,  which  was 
lineal  ancestress  to  the  Arlington  Street  Church,  and 
so  the  historical  unities  were  preserved  by  the  place 
for  holding  the  exercises,  which  were  simple,  but 
appropriate,  consisting  of  a  brief  address  by  the 
president  of  the  Society,  the  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis, 
remarks  by  the  venerable  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  LL.D., 
and  a  commemorative  discourse  by  Colonel  T.  W. 
Higginson.  After  the  musical  and  literary  exercises, 
Mr.  Winthrop  gave  a  reception  at  his  Beacon  Street 
home  to  the  members  of  the  Society  and  their  guests. 
It  was  a  brilliant  and  interesting  occasion,  and  those 
present  included  representatives  of  many  of  the 
historic  families  of  the  State,  besides  more  or  less 
brilliant  lights  of  literature,  beginning  with  Dr.  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes. 


The  special  publication  of  the  Society  during  this 
anniversary  season  is  the  third  volume  of  the  so-called 
•*  Belknap  Papers/*  the  earlier  ones  having  appeared 
in  1877.  Df'  Belknap  graduated  from  Harvard 
College  in  the  class  of  1 762.  and  five  years  later  was 
ordained  at  Dover,  N.  H.,  where  he  preached  for 
almost  twenty  years.  The  present  volume  gives  a 
detailed  account  of  the  pecuniary  difficulties  which 
led  to  his  resignation  in  1786,  and  his  removal  to 
Boston  as  minister  to  the  church  later  made  famous 
by  Dr.  Channing.  Dr.  Belknap  was  author  of  a 
"  History  of  New  Hampshire,**  but  publishing  in 
those  days  was  attended  by  difficulties.  The  Presi- 
dent of  Dartmouth  College  wrote  to  him  that  possibly 
one  or  more  subscribers  might  be  obtained  in 
Hanover,  if  the  author  would  be  willing  to  take  his 
pay  in  "  kind  " !  The  memorial  volume  is  edited  by 
Mr.  C.  G.  Smith,  who  has  perfoimed  his  rather  diffi- 
cult task  of  arranging  and  annotating  with  remark- 
able skill  and  exactness. 

Not  long  ago,  while  spending  a  Sunday  in  a  small 
New  Hampshire  city,  my  attention  was  called  to  a 
man  striding  along  the  street.  "  That,"  I  was  told, 
"  is  one  of  the  most  popular  writers  for  the  young,  in 
this  country.  He  makes  such  and  such  an  income 
by  his  dime  novels.**  It  was  an  amount  that  would 
furnish  a  clinching  argument  in  favor  of  the  thesis 
that  literature  pays.  Looking  over  the  list  of  five- 
cent  stories  given  in  a  recent  number  of  a  "  family  (?)*' 
weekly,  I  discovered  the  word  to  conjure  with.  It  is 
"detective.**  Out  of  330  titles  151  contained  that 
magic  word !  A  majority  of  the  rest  were  evidently 
enough  also  detective  stories,  but  the  ingenuity  of  the 
writers  was  taxed  to  the  utmost  to  introduce  the  word 
itself  into  the  title.  "  Every  boy  *'  was  advised  to 
take  the  list  to  '*  his**  newsdealer  and  order  one  or 
more  of  the  gems  included!  When  one  thinks  of 
the  insidious  influence  of  such  precious  trash  one  can 
not  help  wishing  that  we  had  a  judicious  censorship. 

Anyone  who  has  the  small  sum  of  seventy-five 
dollars  to  invest  will  be  doubtless  tempted  by  the 
prospectus  of  a  new  edition  (de  luxe)  of  Bulwer- 
Lytton*s  novels,  to  be  produced  oy  Estcs  &  Lauriat, 
in  thirty-two  volumes,  illustrated  with  upwards  of 
200  photogravures,  **  Rienzi,**  and  *  The  Last  Days 
of  Pompeii  **  being  especially  chosen  for  fullness  of 
illustration.  The  edition  is  to  be  limited  to  1000 
numbered  copies  and  the  publishers  reserve  the  right 
to  advance  the  price  after  nine-tenths  of  the  work  are 
subscribed    for.     Similar  conditions  attach  to   the 
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same  publishers'  edition  of  Thackeray's  complete 
works,  in  thirty  volumes,  to  contain  some  two  hun- 
dred  wood-cuts»  mainly  from  the  author's  own 
drawings,  besides  etchings  and  photogravures,  both 
from  drawings  and  from  photographs  from  actual 
scenes.  The  comparatively  small  size  of  these 
volumes  and  the  quality  of  the  oaper  employed, 
giving  solidity,  combined  with  lightness,  will  prove 
attractive  to  many  who  have  been  revolted  from 
editions  de  luxe  by  the  unwieldiness  and  weight  that 
have  usually  characterized  them. 

Some  readers  will  undoubtedly  remember  that 
Mr.  Homer  Greene,  of  Honesdale,  Pennsylvania,  the 
author  of  the  prize  story,  "  The  Blind  Brother,"  had 
the  misfortune  to  lose  in  the  Thanksgiving-day  fire 
of  a  year  and  a-half  ago,  when  the  publishing  and 
book-binding  establishment  of  Thomas  Y.  Crowell 
&  Company  was  destroyed,  the  manuscript  of  a 
new  story  which  he  had  but  just  completed.  Mr. 
Greene  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  hardly 
worth  his  while  to  rewrite  the  story,  which  was  entitled 
•'An  Honest  Lawyer,"  but  the  current  number  of 
The  North  American  Review  contains  a  paper 
embodying,  he  writes  me,  some  of  the  theories  con- 
cerning professional  ethics  which  were  set  forth  in 
his  ill-fated  novel.  Mr.  Greene  was  as  brave  and 
philosophical  regarding  his  loss,  as  Carlyle  was  when 
his  "  French  Revolution  "  perished,  and  he  finds  cause 
for  rejoicing  that  the  work  has  nevertheless  had  its 
uses !  However,  a  man  who  is  so  uniformly  success- 
ful in  winning  whatever  prizes  he  sets  out  to  win, 
can  afford  to  be  philosophical ! 

A  little  incident  that  recently  occurred  here  in 
Boston  may  be  of  interest  both  to  publishers  and 
authors,  for  tho*  it  happened  in  the  side-realm  of 
music  the  moral  is  just  as  applicable  in  the  empire 
of  general  literature. .  A  certain  very  talented  young 
composer  produced  a  volume  of  songs  which  was 
published  by  a  well-known  house.  The  volume  was 
not  so  successful  as  it  promised  to  be  and  the 
publishers  took  several  of  the  more  beautiful  songs 
and  inserted  them  into  other  collections.  The  com- 
poser finding  that  such  was  the  case,  consulted  his 
lawyer  and  found  that  he  was  entitled  to  his  royalty 
on  the  part  just  as  much  as  on  the  whole.  I  am  told 
on  good  authority  that  tho'  there  was  no  lawsuit  or 
other  unpleasantness,  the  composer,  who  brought 
the  matter  before  his  friends  the  publishers,  is  now 
several  hundred  dollars  richer  than  he  would  have 
been  had  the  law  been  uninvestigated.  There  was 
no  desire  on  the  part  of  either  to  take  unfair  advan- 
tage ;  neither  party  to  the  transaction  had  any  idea 
how  the  matter  stood. 

The  long  winter  has  succeeded  in  sending  away  to 
more  congenial  climes  some  of  Boston's  well-known 
writers.  The  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale  has  gone 
with  his  daughter  to  California.  Before  he  returns 
he  intends  to  rival  Mr.  Rider  Haggard  and  visit 
Mexico.     The  Reverend  Edward  Abbott,  formerly 


editor  of  the  Literary  World,  has  in  contemplation 
or  has  already  begun  an  extended  journey  to  the 
Holy  Land.  Mr.  Edward  Lasseter  Bynner.  whose 
home  is  among  the  trees  and  shrubbery  of  the  Bussey 
Institute — that  marvellous  appendix  to  Harvard  Uni- 
versity.  where  the  professors  outnumber  the  students 
three  to  one — Cleaves  the  fantastic  winter  foliage  to 
enjoy  the  salubrity  of  Nassau,  among  the  Bahamas. 

On  the  other  hand  visitors  from  benighted  regions 
away  from  Boston  are  here  enjoying  "  the  fruits  of 
culture."  Mrs.  Laura  B.  Richards  is  making  a  visit 
at  the  home  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Julia  Ward  Howe. 
Mrs.  Schuyler  Van  Rensselaer,  of  New  York,  is  visit- 
ing at  the  pleasant  home  of  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Inches,, 
on  Charles  Street,  where,  last  Friday,  she  met  many 
of  the  friends  whom  she  made  at  Marion.  Mrs.  Van 
Rensselaer  is  one  of  the  brightest  of  story-tellers  and 
always  the  bright  particular  centre  of  any  social 
gathering.  Mrs.  Julia  R.  C.  Dorr  is  spending  a  few 
days  in  Boston.  Her  home  is  in  Rutland.  Vermont. 
She  is  a  charming  type  of  a  serene  and  radiant  poet 
in  the  early  afternoon  of  life.  She  was  one  of  the 
bright  lights  at  Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton's  last 
Friday  afternoon  reception.  Mrs.  Moulton,  by  the 
way,  has  only  three  more  of  these  weekly  reunions 
which  so  delightfully  bring  together  the  stationary 
and  fiitting  elements  of  literary  Boston. 

I  must  tell  a  little  story  which  tho'  not  exactly 
literary  has  an  aroma  of  literature  about  it  and  is 
also  amusing  as  illustrative  of  the  folly  of  human 
nature.  1  happened  to  be  telling  a  friend  the  other  day 
of  a  Philadelphia  gentleman  who  had  applied  to  a  die- 
cutter  for  a  plate  containing  the  coat-of-arms  of  a 
distinguished  family,  whose  name  Ijappened  to  have 
one  letter,  or  more,  common  with  the  maiden  name 
of  his  wife.  My  friend  then  told  me  a  citrious 
circumstance  concerning  a  famous  actor,  whose  name 
was  exactly  the  same  as  his  own,  but  yet  who  was 
absolutely  unrelated  to  him.  It  seems  a  certain  die- 
cutter  in   Boston,  wishing  to  express  to  Mr.  W 

his  appreciation  of  many  kindnesses,  engraved  for 
him  a  beautiful  seal  with  the  family  coat-of-arms. 
An  enthusiastic  collector  of  seals  and  impressions 
happened  to  see  the  imprint  of  this  one  day  and 

asked   Mr.    W for   a   copy   of    it   which    was 

willingly  granted.  In  return  he  gave  him  a  sheet 
of  impressions  from  a  number  of  historic  seals, 
including  several  royal  ones.  Shortly  after  the 
death  of  the  actor,  whose  name  was  identical  with 

Mr. *s,    the   enthusiastic    collector   asked   the 

latter  to  give  him  forty  or  fifty  impressions — it  was 
so  engraved  that  it  could  be  used  both  as  a  seal  and 
as  a  letter  head— and  this  favor  was  also  granted. 
Then  the  enthusiastic  collector  sent  these  impressions 
of  the  W coat-ofarms  to  various  people  through- 
out the  country,  as  interesting  mementoes  of  the 
great  actor!.  It  was  extremely  amusing,  because 
the  great  actor  neither  had  any  right  to  this  partictdar 
coat-of-arms,  nor  even  knew  of  its  existence ! 
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There  has  recently  been  a  decided  revival  of  in- 
terest in  Mistral*s  beautiful  Proven9al  poem  "  Mir^io," 
which  was  first  translated  into  English  by  Miss  Har- 
riet W.  Preston,  and  published  by  Roberts  Brothers. 
Recently  an  English  firm,  which  had  brought  out  a 
pirated  edition  of  the  work,  in  searching  round  for  an 
American  publisher  wrote  to  Roberts  Brothers  asking 
them  if  they  would  not  like  to  buy  either  a  duplicate 
set  of  plates  or  an  edition  in  sheets.  It  was  very 
courteous  of  the  Englishmen,  though  the  courtesy  was 
of  the  same  kind  and  decree  as  that  of  a  most  accom- 
plished pickpocket  who  stole  a  watch  from  an 
acquaintance  of  mine.  It  was  a  very  valuable  Jur- 
gensen  watch,  valued  also  as  a  keepsake.  The  offer 
of  a  reward  of  |ioo,  and  "no  questions  asked/' 
brought  the  gentleman,  who  was  exceedingly  polite 
and  refined.  The  victim  paid  his  hundred  dollars  and 
then  said :  "  I  agreed  not  to  ask  any  questions,  but 
curiosity  prompts  me  to  ask  you  how  you  managed 
to  relieve  me  of  my  watch.**  The  Chesterfield  thief 
was  most  obliging.  He  rehearsed  the  scene,  deftly 
picked  the  pocket  and  handed  back  the  watch.  After 
he  had  found  his  way  out,  the  inquisitive  owner  of 
the  watch  had  occasion  to  see  what  time  it  was. 
You  have  anticipated  me  ;  yes,  the  watch  was  gone 
for  the  third  time  and  he  never  saw  it  again  ! 

I  will  close  with  a  slight  anecdote  again  illustrative 
of  the  precocious  philosophical  bent  of  the  Boston 
maiden.  A  little  girl  of  four  or  five  summers  had 
been  invited  to  Wellesley  College  to  a  children's 
party,  given  by  a  former  President,  who  was  very 
fond  of  children.    Afterwards  when  the  little  girl 

was  told  that  Miss was  going  to  be  married  and 

leave  Wellesley,  she  lifted  up  her  voice  and  wept. 
She  was  told  that  her  kind  friend  was  not  going  far 
away  and  she  would  see  her  again,  but  the  little  girl 
refused  to  be  comforted :  **  It  is  not  the  nearness, 
and  it  is  not  the  famess  '*  she  wailed,  "  but  it  is  the 
never-the-sameness  that  makes  me  cry.**  Was  that 
not  worthy  of  the  Concord  School  of  Philosophy  ? 


WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BY  TALCOTT  WILUAMS. 

The  French  Revolution  is  a  blaze  which  has  caught 
all  eyes  and  most  know  of  its  quenching  by  Napoleon. 
Few  know  what  it  destroyed  or  what  replaced  old 
France.  Yet  the  old  building  and  the  new  are  of  at 
least  as  much  weight  as  the  fire,  though  you  will  note 
that  the  papers  give  columns  to  the  last,  and  a  few 
lines  to  the  other  two.  So  in  history.  M.  Taine  set 
out  to  tell  all — first  the  "  ancien  regime,'*  next  the 
Revolution  in  three  volumes,  and  now  the  first  volume 
of  France  as  it  is.  Half  goes  to  Napoleon — a  new 
picture  of  a  great  man.  M.  Taine  identifies  him 
with  the  powerful  figures  of  mediaeval  Italy  ;  but  he 
explains  him  too  fully.  No  great  man  is  such  a 
machine  of  cogs  and  wheels.  The  other  half  of  this 
book  goes  to  an  account  of  the  administrative  edifice 


which  replaced  the  old.  Here  M.  Taine  is  at  his  best 
and  worst.  His  "French  Revolution"  was  a  great 
shock  to  Republican  France.  Never  has  the  sheer 
clash  between  the  literary  and  liberal  spirit  been  made 
more  clear.  M.  Taine  saw  in  the  Revolution  evil  and 
only  evil  continually.  It  had  its  sad  errors ;  but  the 
worst  ever  said  of  the  old  monarchy  is,  that  its  rule  for 
ten  centuries  had  made  what  M.  Taine  tells  inevitable. 
M.  Taine  belongs  to  the  modern  school  in  history, 
which  seeks  by  searching  to  find  out  man.  His  in- 
dustry is  unbounded,  his  mastery  of  fact  infinite,  but 
he  sees  too  much  for  a  clear  view,  and  his  pages  are 
thick-sown  with  regret  that  the  builders  of  new  France 
strewed  the  land  with  debris.  But  it  is  only  the  work- 
man who  is  known   by  his  chips ;  the  architect  is 

known  by  his  building.

D^sir^e,    Queen    of   Sweden   and    Norway,  was 

bom  the  daughter  of  a  silk  merchant  in  Marseilles. 

At  seventeen  she  married  Bernadotte,  having  three 

years  before  been  the  betrothed  of  Napoleon  Bona- 

parte,and  her  sister  being  married  to  Joseph  Bonaparte. 

The  little  volume  by  Baron  Hochschild.  which  Mrs. 

M.  Carey  has  translated,  is  the  merest  outline  of  a  life, 

and  chiefly  interesting  tor  some  letters  of  her  early 

life,  hitherto  unpublished,  and  also  for  the  extremely 

accurate  but  disagreeable  character  given  of  Josephine 

by  the  woman  whom  she  superceded. 

The  "  Founding  of  the  German  Empire,**  by  Hein- 
rich  von  Sybel,  of  whose  translation  the  first  and 
second  volumes  have  appeared,  tells  in  detail  the 
steps  by  which  the  popular  longing  for  a  united  Ger- 
many ended  in  the  present  German  Empire  pro- 
claimed at  Versailles  in  1870.  The  volume  now 
published  deals  with  '48.  It  will  be  invaluable  for 
the  student.  It  is  impossible  for  the  general  reader 
to  be  interested  in  these  details  of  politics  and  diplo- 
macy, and  Herr  von  Sybel  has  the  incurable  German 
lack  of  style  and  proportion  in  his  arrangement  which 
runs  on  full  of  detail  leaving  no  broad  impression. 
For  an  American  reader,  who  can  neither  know  nor 
be  interested  in  the  dreary  politics  of  Germany  in  the 
years  between  the  Confederation  of  1848  and  the 
beginnings  of  Prussian  leadership  under  Bismarck, 
the  history  of  the  founding  of  the  German  Empire 
really  begins  with  Bismarck's  presence  as  head  of 
the  Prussian  ministry.  This  point  is  reached  about 
two-thirds  through  the  second  volume,  and  from  then 
on  the  narrative  becomes  of  absorbing  interest.  If 
this  part  of  the  work  were  published  separately,  it 
would  be  certain  of  a  large  sale. 

Short  American  histories  one  may  say  almost 
without  exception  are  poor.  Even  when  good,  they 
are  apt  to  be  dry  and  thin,  for  our  annals  are  arid. 
The  "  Colonies,**  by  Reuben  Gold  Thwaites,  is  the 
first  in  a  series  of  three  "  Epoch  "  histories,  but  it  is 
nigher  a  manual  than  a  short  work  dealing  with  an 
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epoch.  The  slow  gfrowth  of  our  colonies  over  200 
years  is  but  little  suited  to  the  fashion  in  which  an 
epoch  can  be  handled.  It  has  instead  to  be  taken 
up  by  chapters  and  dealt  with  in  detail,  as  Mr.  Thwaites 
has  done.  His  method  is  admirable.  A  g^oup  of 
references  to  excellent  authorities,  hints  as  to  reading 
and  then  a  clear,  compact  accurate  statement, 
colorless  as  a  judicial  charge.  As  a  groundwork  or 
guide  for  study  this  is  admirable,  but  as  reading  it  is 
dry.  The  book  is  most  accurate  and  the  historical 
maps,  three  in  number,  an  addition  ;  but  they  omit 
English  claims  growing  out  of  Drake's  voyage  to 
California  and  French  rights  in  Newfoundland  under 

the  treaty  of  Utrecht.

Socialism  in  England  has  reached  a  development 
and  progress  which  combines  the  advantages  of  the 
movement  in  Germany  and  the  United  States.  Here 
it  has  no  theory ;  but  a  vast  deal  of  practice.  In 
Germany,  it  has  much  theory  but  no  practice. 
In  England,  there  has  been  in  the  last  ten  years  a 
rapid  development  of  both  theory  and  practice,  and 
it  would  surprise  no  acute  observer  if  England  were 
the  first  of  lands  to  begin  systematic  effort  to  decrease 
the  bulk  of  large  fortunes  and  increase  the  general 
use  of  all  wealth  by  each  person.  The  ease,  direct- 
ness and  rapidity  with  which  results  can  be  reached 
under  the  English  Constitution  gives  a  purpose  and 
precision  to  agitation  we  lack,  diffused  and  divided 
as  we  are  in  all  reforms  between  Federal  and  State 
efforts.  "  Socialism,**  a  volume  of  essays  published 
by  the  Fabian  Society,  gives  clearly  and  distinctly  the 
practical  English  view,  first  of  the  evils  of  private 
ownership  and  next  the  best  way  to  get  rid  of  these 
evils  without  shock  and  loss  to  the  present  order. 
The  book  is  written  by  thinkers,  well  equipped  for 
their  work  and  they  speak  in  a  simple,  clear  fashion, 
removed  from  the  vagueness  of  our  writers  or  the 
doctrinaire  tone  of  German  theorists. 


Prof.  William  Graham,  of  Belfast,  brings  to  his 
philosophic  study  of  "  Socialism,**  just  issued  in  the 
"International  Scientific  Series.**  the  detachment 
from  the  English  current,  yet  with  knowledge  of  its 
practical  experience,  which  made  Mr.  Cliffe-Leslie*s 
work  so  valuable.  He  sees  the  subject,  so  to  speak, 
both  from  its  doctrinaire  and  practical  side  and  not 
from  the  former  alone,  as  do  the  Germans,  or  the  lat- 
ter, only  like  the  English  of  the  classic  school.  One- 
third  the  book  is  historical,  a  third  deals  with  the 
pleas  and  plans  of  the  new  socialism  of  Marx  and 
the  CoUectionists,  and  the  last  third  endeavors  to 
show  what  can  be  or  is  done  in  practice  in  the  modern 
State  towards  a  more  humane  division  of  the  results 
of  human  labor.  Here  his  view  is  more  narrow  than 
at  other  points,  being  practically  limited  to  English 
experiments.  The  book  is  hard  reading  and  less 
vivid  than  it  should  be.     Its  greatest  use  will  be  those 


to  whom  socialism  seems  new  and  who  do  not  under- 
stand that  in  this,  too,  we  but  see  an  unrolling  frag- 
ment of  life.

"Yesterday**  writes  James  Spedding  to  Richard 
Monckton  Milnes,  April  4,  1837, "  I  dined  with  Alfred 
Tennyson  at  the  Cock  Tavern,  Temple  Bar.  We 
had  two  chops,  one  pickle,  two  cheeses,  one  pint  of 
stout,  one  pint  of  port  and  three  cigars.  When  we 
finished  I  had  to  take  his  regrets  to  the  Kembles; 
he  could  not  go  because  he  had  the  influenza.** 
I  sadly  fear  that  it  is  for  facts  like  these  that  people 
will  read  the  two  portly  volumes  which  Mr.  Wemyss 
Reid  has  written  and  compiled  as  Lord  Houghton*s 
memoir.  Monckton  Milnes  wrote  fairly  good  verse, 
but  in  the  end  one  wants  fairly  good  verse  as  little  as 
one  wants  a  fairly  good  egg.  Lord  Houghton  was 
a  great  figure  in  the  literary  and  social  world  of 
London.  In  the  former,  he  shone  for  his  social 
position  and  in  the  latter  his  literary  fame  gilded  his 
claims  as  a  peer,  a  great  landholder  and  a  man  ot 
wealth.  He  had  the  best  the  world  can  give,  he  was 
a  man  of  overflowing  kindliness,  he  did  good  to  all 
within  his  reach,  he  had  all  the  unselfishness  which 
is  indispensable  to  social  success,  but  his  life  will 
be  remembered  for  the  men  he  knew ;  and  when  his 
wife  dies,  it  is  not  his  loss,  but  the  letters  he  receives 
from  Tennyson  and  Browning  which  interest  us. 
His  share  of  the  work,  Mr.  Reid  has  done  like  a 
good  journalist,  with  tact,  discretion,  sympathy  and 
self-effacement.  The  biography  will  be  a  great 
mine  for  those  who  study  or  reconstruct  the  life  of 
literary  England  in  this  century.

Mr.  John  Addington  Symonds,  whose  name, 
by-the-way,  is  pronounced  as  if  it  were  Simmons, 
has  made  Italy  his  own  in  a  series  of  big  volumes, 
each  a  marvel  of  learning  and  of  taste.  Two 
modest  volumes,  in  which  he  traveb  lightly  over 
Italy,  from  Nice  to  Palermo,  but  chiefly  telling  of  its 
Northern  end,  "  Sketches  in  Italy "  and  "  New 
Italian  Sketches,"  give  the  lighter  impression  of 
historic  Italy,  for  Mr.  Symonds  this  is  for  the  most 
part  mediaeval.  .  Useful  guide-books  these  volumes 
make,  even  for  those  who  travel  at  home,  and  are 
now  reprinted  here  in  a  page  the  size  Tauchniti 
issues,  but  neater.  Mr.  Symonds  has  a  firmer  hold 
on  his  history  than  Mr.  Hare,  whose  methods  he 
follows,  and  a  better  eye  for  nature ;  but  he  travels 
less  successfully  than  the  other.  Mr.  Hare's  books 
read  easy ;  but,  if  you  deem  them  easy  to  write,  try  to. 

Jamaica  is  a  most  interesting  island  to  whose  his- 
tory and  condition  Americans  ought  to  be  intelligendy 
awake,  but  the  "  New  Jamaica,'*  a  guide-book  and 
manual  in  one,  is  well-nigh  the  first  book  devoted  to 
Jamaica  which  has  been  published  here  in  fifteen 
years  or  so.    Mr.  Froude's  "  English  in  the  West 
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Indies  **  gave  much  about  the  island ;  Kingsley*s  "At 
Last  "has  been  reprinted ;  there  are  other  books  of 
travel,  and  Michael  Scott,  who  was  a  Kingston  mer- 
chant, has  written,  not  only  two  of  the  best  of  sea 
novels,  but  the  best  descriptions  of  Jamaica  ever 
penned,  in  **  Tom  Cringle's  Log,**  and  the  "  Cruise  of 
the  Midge,**  both  reprinted  not  long  since.  Oddly 
enough,  "New  Jamaica** — which,  while  light  in  tone 
is,  in  fact,  reasonably  useful — makes  no  mention  of 

Scott.

"  Legends  and  Popular  Tales  of  the  Basque  Peo- 
ple,** by  Madame  Mariana  Monteiro,  has  just  been 
republished  in  a  '*  popular  edition  '*  after  its  first  ap- 
pearance four  years  ago  at  the  hands  of  another  pub- 
lisher. It  is  a  pleasant  enough  book  of  fairy-tales, 
with  some  local  color  and  much  local  allusion  in  re- 
gard to  a  most  interesting  country  peopled  by  one  of 
the  three  non -Aryan  races  in  Europe.  But  the  student 
of  folk-lore  cannot  safely  trust  to  this  volume,  which 
takes  too  many  liberties  with  the  originals.  For  such 
Wentworth  Webster's  "  Basque  Legends,**  published 
in  1877,  though  based  on  a  wrong  theory,  Cerquand*s 
or  Vin3on*s  works  are  indispensable  to  give  these 
stories  in  their  original  local  shape.

Sir  Edwin  Arnold  has  failed  in  tl|e  "  Light  of  the 
World,*'  where  all  who  have  gone  before  him  have 
failed.  Nothing  so  proves  the  supreme  place,  as 
literature,  of  the  Gospels,  as  the  flat  failure  of  all  at- 
tempts to  retell  their  story.  Sir  Edwin*s  blank  verse 
will,  I  doubt  not,  delight  many  and  have  its  sale  ;  but 
it  is  at  its  worst  and  poorest  in  these  unending  lines, 
which  at  every  turn  remind  one  of  whac.  purely  as 
literature  is  far  better.  Sir  Edwin  Arnold's  two 
technical  defects,  which  lead  him  to  perpetual  neglect 
of  the  caesura  and  the  omission  of  the  article,  make 
his  verse  hard  and  his  style  crabbed. 

G.  A.  Henty  is  a  sort  of  historical  Mayne  Reid  or 
Oliver  Optic,  with  rather  better  literary  quality  than 
his  originals.  The  group  of  his  books  now  appearing, 
"  Waterloo,**  "  With  Clive  in  India,*'  "  In  the  Reign 
of  Terror,"  and  two  on  the  Netherlands,  are  all  good 

books  for  boys.

Dr.  S.  Weir  Mitchell  has  just  added  a  fourth  to  the 
three  volumes  of  verse,  which  have  been  given  to 
the  public  in  the  eight  years  since  "  The  Hill  of 
Stones"  was  published.  Issued  in  this  space,  the  poems 
in  the  four  volumes  cover  a  span  of  twenty-six  years, 
from  the  earliest,  written  during  the  war,  to  the  last 
Tcdume,  which  has  but  three  poems  not  written  in  the 
paist  two  years.  The  marvellous  advance  which  this 
volume,  "A  Psalm  of  Deaths  and  other  Poems,"  evin- 
ces, would  make  it  marked  in  letters,  where  an  ad- 
vance after  yea48  both  of  authorship  and  of  life  is  one 
of  the  rarest  of  proofs  of  power.  But  it  is  unnecessary 


to  make  any  comparison  with  Dr.  Mitchell's  past 
utterance  in  verse  to  place  this  volume  high.  Techni- 
cal proficiency,  lacking  now  and  then  in  the  past,  is 
apparent  on  every  page  of  the  "  Psalm  of  Death," 
whose  poems  run  through  a  range  which  extends 
from  threnody  to  ballad ;  but  technical  proficiency  is 
of  small  moment  unless  the  poet  has  a  message,  and 
in  tl^e  growing  gap  in  American  poetry  which  deaths 
widen,  and  no  new  births  close,  it  is  of  profound  in- 
terest that  Dr.  Mitchell  has  one.  This  slender  vol- 
ume, strong  at  three  divine  points — ^in  its  thought,  its 
dramatic  quality,  and  its  nature  interpretation — has 
lines  and  poems  which  will  not  merely  live — much 
does  this — but  will  grow  on  those  who  love  the  serious 
and  deeper  side  of  life,  and  seek  its  hidden  meaning 
through  those,  who,  like  Dr.  Mitchell,  have  pierced 
the  double  mystery  of  spirit — ^greater  in  life,  the  con- 
cealer, than  in  death,  the  revealer — but  in  both  in* 
scrutable  save  in  the  poet's  vision.

"  Open  Sesame,"  a  collection  of  prose  and  verse,  to 
be  committed  to  memory  by  boys  and  girls  between 
ten  and  fourteen,  errs  now  and  then,  in  admitting  the 
work  of  lesser  men.  There  is  enough  of  the  b^t  to 
fill  such  a  volume.  But  it  is  on  a  high  level,  with 
nothing  trivial,  and  to  be  cordially  commended  to 
parents  who  will  owe  much  to  its  compilers.  Blanche 
Wilder  Bellamy  and  Maud  Wilder  Goodwin.

Mr.  Taine  surprised  his  English  readers  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago,  by  comparing  Tennyson  and 
De Mussel,  and,  so  far  as  his  poetry  goes,  f  hose  able  to 
judge  evenly  and  joy  equally  in  the  verse  of  both 
tongues,  will  deem  the  estimate  no  false  one,  as  far  as 
the  poem  of  the  Frenchman  and  the  lighter  and  ear- 
lier verse  of  the  Englishman  are  concerned.  But 
three-fourths  of  the  body  of  DeMusset's  work  is  in 
plays,  and  here  no  comparison  is  possible.  DeMusset 
was  a  playwright,  Tennyson  is  not ;  but  Tennyson 
is  serious,  DeMusset  is  not.  The  English  reader, 
unless  he  reads  for  information,  will  find  it  most  diffi- 
cult to  see  in  the  four  comedies  translated  by  Mr.  S.  L. 
Gwynn,  any  reason  for  DeMusset's  high  place.  The 
work  is  smoothly  done,  though  most  that  is  character- 
istic escapes  in  the  distillation  from  tongue  to  tongue 
and  so  little  is  left.

Lord  Melbourne  governed  England  for  six  years 
— 1835-41.  This  is  to-day  the  solitary  reason  for  writ- 
ing his  life.  But  he  also  illustrated  in  his  career  how 
completely  the  capacity  for  managing  men  may  be 
disassociated  from  all  other  powers  whatsoever.  In 
this  country  Lord  Melbourne  would  have  been  a 
vulgar  machine  politician.  An  aristocracy,  by  requir- 
ing of  him  manners  and  personal  honor,  made  him 
more  presentable.  It  added  no  whit  to  his  morals  or 
character.  His  wife,  Caroline  Lamb,  was  infatuated 
with  Lord  Byron,  Lord  Melbourne  himself  was  infatu- 
ated with  Mrs.  Norton,  and  her  husband  brought  an 
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action  against  him  in  which  the  jury  found  for  Lord 
Melbourne.  These  various  facts  render  Lord  Mel- 
bourne interesting.  His  life,  in  the  •*  Queen's  Prime 
Ministers**  series,  should  have  been  written  in  a  sym- 
pathetic spirit,  but  Mr.  Henry  Dunckley  is  keen  to  all 
the  shortcomings  of  a  life  like  Lord  Melbourne's. 

♦*. 

The  "Government  and  Administration  of  the  Ujiited 
States'*  is  a  concise  description  of  the  working  ma- 
chinery of  the  Federal  Government.  Prepared  foruse 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  it 
will  be  useful  elsewhere,  as  a  supplement  to  the 
manuals  which  deal  with  State  and  local  government, 
and  which  it  is  more  important  a  scholar  in  our  public 
schools  should  learn.  Working  at  Washington,  its 
authors.  Mrssrs.  W.  W.  and  W.  F.  A.  Willoughby, 
have  but  little  to  say  as  to  the  working  of  the  Federal 
Government  away  from  the  Capital.  There  is  a  good 
summary  of  authorities,  but  no  index — ^a  serious  lack. 

Opinions  differ,  as  to  the  wisdom  of  playing  whist, 
but  no  one  doubts  that  if  whist  is  played  it  should  be 
well  played.  The  past  five  years  have  seen  a  wider 
attention  to  the  game  in  this  country  than  any  that 
have  preceded  it,  and  more  than  one  man  and  woman 
in  our  large  cities  earn  a  fair  living  by  teaching  whist 
playing.  Mr.  R.  F.  Foster  is  one  of  these,  and  **  Fos- 
ter's Whist  Manual,**  which  has  just  appeared,  gives 
the  fruits  of  his  lessons.  As  is  apt  to  be  the  case 
where  teaching  rules  precept,  the  advice  he  gives  is  a 
good  deal  colored  by  the  conditions  of  an  instruc- 
tor, who  is  naturally  most  anxious  to  teach,  not  all  the 
best,  but  the  best  which  can  be  learned  most  easily. 
Mr.  Foster  largely  follows  the  admirable  plan  laid  out 
in  the  late  Richard  A.  Proctor's  "  How  to  Play  Whist." 
and  the  general  management  of  the  game  is  suggested 
by  Mr.  Proctor's  method,  rather  than  the  practice  of 
Pole  and  Cavendish,  of  twenty  years  ago.  On  the 
crucial  question  of  the  lead  from  a  long  plain  suit, 
Mr.  Foster  favors  neither  the  earlier  ultimate  lead, 
nor  the  later  refinement  of  the  penultimate,  but  in- 
clines towards  head  cards.  This  play  is  more  easily 
mastered  by  a  learner,  but  I  doubt  its  being  the 
stronger  in  the  long  and  skillful  run.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  current  of  practice  here  and  abroad  sets 
against  leads  from  the  lesser  end  of  a  long  suit.  For 
beginners  Mr.  Foster's  book  can  be  warmly  com- 
mended, provided  they  early  learn  that  in  whist,  as  in 
all  else,  it  is  not  many  rules,  but  a  "  little  gray  matter" 
which  tells.  Mr.  Fisher  Ames*  **A  Practical  Guide  to 
Whist"  is  less  well  arranged  for  beginners,  and  is 
harder  to  master ;  but  its  theory  and  practice  of  the 
long  suit  is  more  varied  and  sounder.

JULIEN  GORDON. 

"A  Diplomat's  Diary"  published  last  September 
under  the  pseudonym  of  "Julien  Gordon,"  was  at 
first  supposed  to  be  the  work  of  a  man.  and  the 
London  Athenceum  said  of  the  book  and  its  author: 

*'A  remarkably  clever  and  well-written  specimen  of 
the  modern  cosmopolitan  novel  is  to  be  found  in 
•  A  Diplomat's  Diary,'  by  Julien  Gordon,  an  author 
whose  name  is  not  known  to  the  novel-reading  public, 
and  who  yet  writes  with  the  readiness  and  confidence 
of  a  practised  hand.  The  story — an  episode  in  the 
life  of  a  man  of  the  world — is  slight ;  but,  to  borrow 
a  stage  metaphor,  it  is  remarkably  well  mounted. 
The  dialogue  is  pointed  and  aleit.  the  characters  are 
clear-cut  and  distinct,  and  the  descriptions  picturesque 
The  story  is  cast  in  the  form  of  extracts  from  a  diary, 
and  the  author's  art  is  fully  eaual  to  the  demand  upon 
it  which  the  adoption  of  this  device  entails.  A  diary 
is  generally  a  record  of  instantaneous  impressions, 
often  contradictory  and  kaleidoscopic,  and  this  is  the 
character  of  Mr.  Gordon's  sketch.  Another  merit 
about  the  book  is  the  self  effacement  of  the  author. 
One  can  hardly  tell  with  which  of  the  two  he  sides  in 
this  duel  of  sex,  in  which  the  apparently  invincible 
hero  is  so  completely  worsted  by  the  s.pparently 
pliable  heroine.  The  morals  of  the  dramatis  persona 
are  not  exalted,  but,  none  the  less,  the  moral  of  the 
story  is  excellent.  Mr.  Julien  Gordon,  if  a  new-comer 
deserves  a  welcome  for  his  brilliant  novelette  in  which 
the  elementad  passions  are  set  off  against  a  back- 
ground of  the  most  artificial  society  imaginable." 

Mrs.  S.  Van  Rensselaer  Cruger  was  soon  dis- 
covered as  the  *•  new-comer,"  and  literary  fame  has 
now  been  added  to  her  former  reputation  as  a  Nc» 
York  society  leader  at  home,  and  a  frequenter  of 
court  circles  in  Europe.  She  has  long  been  noted  fw 
her  brilliant  conversation,  her  varied  reading  and  for 
a  wide  knowledge  of  human  nature.  Those  who 
know  her  personally  are  not  surprised  at  the  really 
excellent  quahties  of  her  literary  work,  but  those  who 
know  of  her  only  as  a  woman  of  fashion  are  surprised 
at  her  powers  in  this  new  field. 

NVs.  Cruger's  mother,  Mrs.  Storrow,  was  Miss 
Paris,  the  favorite  niece  of  Washington  Irving,  who 
gave  her  away  when  she  was  married  at  Sunnyside. 
and  clasped  a  diamond  on  her  neck  which  has  de- 
scended to  Mrs.  Cruger.  The  Wentworths  were  her 
ancestors,  and  her  uncle,  Charles  Storrow,  who  gradu- 
ated at  Harvard  the  head  of  a  class  in  which  were 
Lowell  and  other  distinguished  men,  is  still  living  in 
Boston.  Her  great-grandfather  was  a  British  oflficer 
and  her  grandfather  is  remembered  in  Boston  as  a 
handsome  old  gentleman  with  brilliant  eyes  and 
much  of  the  vivacity  of  the  French  in  his  manner. 
He  was  very  elegant  and  accomplished.  He  fre- 
quently contributed  to  the  periodicals,  having  a  nat- 
ural gift  for  writing.  Her  father,  Thomas  Wentwoith 
Storrow,  lived  in  France  nearly  all  his  life,  and  she 
was  born  in  Paris. 

Colonel  and  Mrs.  Cruger  have  chosen  a  retired 
spot  on  Long  Island  for  their  country  home;  they 
have  no  near  neighbors,  and  unless  friends  visit  her 
Mrs.  Cruger  is  quite  alone  during  the  day.    She 
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sometimes  writes  all  day  and  takes  rest  in  her  favor- 
ite physical  exercises — walking  or  riding —as  she  is 
an  excellent  horsewoman.  She  is  tall  and  handsome, 
elegant  and  dignified  in  appearance  and  manners, 
and  has  gray  eyes  and  rippling  sunny- brown  hair. 
As  a  result  of  the  most  intelligent  care,  she  enjoys 
superb  health  *and  she  likes  to  be  out  of  doors  a  great 
part  of  the  time.  During  the  winter  she  devotes 
much  of  her  time  to  piano  practice,  being  an  accom- 
plished musician. 

Col.  Cruger  is  building  a  larger  house  at  a  short 
distance  from  the  one  which  they  now  occupy.  The 
new  house  at  Idlesse  Farm  contains  besides  ball- 
room and  banquet  room,  many  suites  of  apartments 
intended  for  guests,  and  if  appearances  may  be 
trusted,  "J^^^cn  Gordon  **  will  not  lead  a  very  quiet 
life  at  her  country  home.  Idlesse  promises  to  be  the 
gayest  house  on  the  north  shore  of  the  island,  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  fair  hostess  and  litterateur  will 
continue  to  have  the  courage  to  deny  herself  to  visitors 
when  she  is  in  a  creative  mood,  and  so  give  to  the 
public  an  occasional  novel  or  essay  from  her  pen. 

"  A  Successful  Man,"  Mrs.  Cruger's  only  other 
novel,  excited  almost  as  much  comment  as  "  A 
EMplomat's  Diary,"  and  was  first  published  in  the 
Cosmopolitan  Magazine,  She  intends  to  issue  all 
future  writings  under  her  assumed  name — Julien 
Gordon.

Miss  Schreiner*s  writings  are  something  per  se — to 
use  the  hackneyed  expression.  Certainly,  there  is 
nothing  in  English  literature  like  them.  Some  of 
Tolstofs  pieces  resemble  them  in  their  simplicity ;  but 
for  tenderness,  no  less  than  for  audacious  flights  of 
imagination  and  converse  with  the  spirit  world,  the 
Russian  is  left  far  behind.  It  is  difficult  in  a  quota- 
tion to  give  an  idea  of  the  striking  originality  of  the 
author's  style.  Here,  however,  is  an  instance  from 
her  "  Dreams."  To  a  sleeping  woman  Life  appears, 
ofifering  her  Love  or  Freedom'.  The  woman  chooses 
Freedom.  ••  And  Life  said,  •  Thou  hast  well  chosen. 
If  thou  hadst  said  Love,  I  would  have  given  thee 
that  thou  didst  ask  for.  Now,  the  day  will  come  when 
1  shall  return.  In  that  day  1  shall  bear  both  gifts  in 
one  hand.*  /heard  the  woman  laugh  in  her  sleep '^ 
Dante  converses  with  his  maestro  cortese,  Virgil ; 
Olive  Schreiner  speaks  directly  with  the  Almighty. 
"  I  saw  the  figute  bend  over  its  work,  and  the  light 
from  its  face  fell  upon  it.  And  I  said  to  God,  What 
is  it  making  ?  And  God  said,  Music !  And  He 
touched  my  ears,  and  I  heard  it.  And  after  a  long 
while  I  whispered  to  God,  This  is  Heaven."  Such 
compositions  defy  analysis.  One  is  glad  that  Cape 
Colony  can  boast  such  a  writer ;  one  is  even  more 


glad  that  the  author  lives  removed  from  the  vulgar 
lionizing  of  London  and  can  pursue  her  Dreams  in 
peace.    ♦    ♦    *  London  Bookseller, 

From  Miss  Schreiner  herself  was  received,  in 
response  to  the  application  for  the  facts  of  her  life,  a 
brief  autobiographical  sketch,  which  is  of  so  much 
interest  that  we  give  it  entire.  These  few  lines  cover 
four  pages  of  note-paper.  Miss  Schreiner's  handwrit- 
ing being  very  coarse  and  easy  to  read.  Her  account 
of  her  life  is  as  follows : 

•'  My  father  was  a  German,  born  in  Wiirtemberg. 
He  studied  at  Basel,  and  went  to  South  Africa  as  a

"  I  came  to  England  for  the  first  time  seven  years 
ago  and  then  published  the  *  African  Farm,*  which  I 
had  written  in  Africa.  The  first  English  edition  was 
published  in  1882.  I  have  made  stories  ever  since  I 
could  remember ;  long  before  1  could  write  I  used  to 
scribble  on  sheets  of  paper  imagining  that  I  was 
writing  them.  1  began  •  An  African  Farm '  when  I 
,  was  almost  a  child,  but  left  it  for  some  years  before  I 
finished  it."

UNPUBLISHED  VERSES  BY  COLERIDGE. 

I  found  the  following  verses  in  a  volume  of  miscel- 
laneous tracts,  bound  up  apparently  by  Southey,  and 
now  in  the  Forster  Library  at  South  Kensington. 
They  are  printed  in  a  fragment  of  what  appears  to  have 
been  a  privately  printed  autobiographical  sketch  of 
Miss  Matilda  Betham,  the  cherished  friend  of  the 
Southeys  and  the  Lambs.  The  fragment  is  probably 
unique,  for  Miss  Betham*s  distinguished  niece  and 
biographer,  Miss  M.  Betham-Ed wards,  informs  me 
she  was  unaware  of  the  existence  of  anything  of  the 
kind,  and  that  she  is  unable  to  identify  the  "  Bough- 
ton/*  of  the  verses. 

Although  these  are  not  expressed,  as  a  whole,  in 
Coleridge's  happiest  vein,  I  think  them  well  worthy 
of  preservation  for  the  sake  of  not  a  few  fine  and 
characteristic  lines.  Among  these  I  should  be  un- 
willing, perhaps,  to  claim  a  place  for 

The  Almighty,  having  first  composed  a  Man, 
Set  him  to  music,  framing  Woman  for  him ; 
but  they  are  interesting  for  the  courage  with  which

One  of  our  most  celebrated  poets,  who  had,  1  wis 
told,  picked  out  and  praised  the  little  piece  "  On  a 
Cloud,"  another  had  quoted  (saying  it  would  hive 
been  faultless  if  I  had  not  used  the  word  Pkabui  in 
it,  which  he  thought  inadmissible  in  modem  poetry), 
sent  me  some  verses  inscribed  "  To  Matilda  Betham, 
from  a  Stranger ;  *'  and  dated  "  Keswick,  Sqit  9, 
i8o2,  S.  T.  C.*'  I  should  have  guessed  whence  they 
came,  but  dared  not  flatter  myself  so  highly  as  sati^ 
factorily  to  believe  it,  before  I  obtained  the  avowal  of 
the  lady  who  had  transmitted  them. 

Matilda !  I  have  heard  a  sweet  tune  play'd 
On  a  sweet  instrament — thy  Poesie — 
Sent  to  my  soul  by  Boughton's  pleading  voice.

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NEW  BOOKS  OF  1890. 

Our  "Weekly  Record"  for  1890  shows  a  record  of 
4559  books,  being  545  more  than  the  previous  year, 
and  within  117  of  1886,  the  largest  year  on  record. 
Out  of  the  3180  new  books,  835  were  new  novels 
from  American  or  English  writers,  or  translations  by 
Americans  of  French,  German  or  Russian  novels. 
The  number  is  about  equally  divided  between  our 
own  novelists  and  Europeans. 

In  the  table  which  follows  we  have  endeavored  to 
give  the  figures  of  book  production  in  the  United 
States  in  1890  according  to  classes,  and  as  to  the 
number  manufactured  here  and  imported  in  sheets  or 
plates  or  bound,  also  the  new  books  and  the  new 
editions.  The  figures  can  only  be  approximate,  as  in 
many  cases  time  would  not  permit  as  thorough  an 
investigation  as  necessary  to  get  at  the  full  truth. 
The  number  of  books  published  in  1889  are  given 
also  for  comparison :

Of  the  4559  new  books  and  new  editions  recorded 
by  us  during  1890,  it  appears  that  3533  were  manu- 
factured in  this  country ;  the  other  1026  are  importa- 
tions chiefly  from  England,  a  surprisingly  small 
number  having  been  imported  in  plates  or  sheets. 
Out  of  the  3533  made  here,  nearly  2800  are  the  works 
of  American  authors,  or  are  translations  by  American 
writers,  or  adaptations,  as  in  the  case  of  school-books 
and  medical  works,  to  the  needs  of  our  own  students. 
733  only  are  reprints,  500  of  these  being  paper-bound 
novels.  Text-books  for  the  higher  colleges  were 
largely  imported  this  year,  as  were  also  "juvenile** 
works. 

Of  the  4559  books  recorded,  2519  were  received  at 


this  office;  the  other  2040  titles  were  taken  from  data 
received,  or  were  industriously  looked  up.  The 
largest  number  of  titles  recorded  in  any  one  month 
was  in  December,  which  shows  a  total  of  932  books. 
There  is  an  increasing  tendency  to  throw  the  balance 
of  publications  for  the  year  into  the  three  or  four 
concluding  months,  making  it  more  and  more  difficult 
for  reviewers  to  do  anything  like  justice  to  the  books, 
or  for  booksellers  to  properly  handle  them.  It  is  to 
be  regretted,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  publishers, 
that  there  is  not  a  more  even  distribution  of  the  year's 
business.

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=Mr.  Jacob  A.  Riis,  who  has  just  told  one-half  the 
world  •'  How  the  Other  Half  Lives*'  ("  How  the  Other 
Half-Lives'*  would  express  it  better),  came  hither 
from  Ribe,  Denmark,  at  the  age  of  about  twenty.  He 
had  learned  English  by  reading  Dickens,  and  his 
coming  to  America  was  due  in  part  to  his  appreciative 
reading  of  Cooper's  tales.  He  is  now  about  forty, 
and  for  fourteen  years,  off  and  on,  has  been  a  police 
reporter  in  New  York  city.  To  certain  inquiries 
addressed  to  him  by  the  Lounger,  Mr.  Riis  makes  this 
modest  and  manly  reply  : 

"  I  am  not  a  literary  man — only  a  plain  newspaper 
reporter  (a  good  one,  I  hope),  and  that  is  really  the 
height  of  my  ambition.  I  never  wrote  a  book  in  my 
life  before,  and  only  wrote  this  one  because  I  knew  of 
this  thing  and  no  one  else  seemed  to  be  there  to  take 
it  up.  I  have  spoken  on  this  subject — they  call  it 
'  lectured,*  but  there  is  no  lecture  about  it — whenever 
and  wherever  the  opportunity  has  offered,  for  three  or 
four  years.  The  book  was  written  because  somebody 
hadxo  do  it.  Oddly  enough,  the  simple  telling  of  that 
which  every  one  can  see  for  himself,  and  should  see 
for  hiniself,  seems  to  have  struck  lots  of  people  '  all 
of  a  heap.'  The  subject  is  not  exhausted.  As  far  as 
I  am  concerned,  I  stand  merely  upon  the  threshold.  If 
any  new  light  comes  to  me,  if  there  is  more  to  tell 
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which  no  one  else  who  could  say  it  better  seems  willing 
to  speak,  1  shall  do  it  myself  as  a  plain  duty.  That 
is  the  only  condition  under  which  I  can  conceive  of 
my  writing  another  book.  Meanwhile,  I  mean  to 
keep  on  talking  about  it  in  the  churches  (when  they 
will  let  me  in),  m  the  colleges,  and  amon^  the  people 
who,  I  conceive,  should  know,  as  a  Christian  duty, 
before  they  can  turn  to  and  do  their  share  toward 
helping  us  out  of  the  mire.** 

"As  to  the  pronunciation  of  my  name,**  Mr.  Riis 
continues,  replying  to  another  of  my  questions,  "  it  is 
as  if  written  Rees,  I  am  the  last  of  that  name,  of  a 
dozen  brothers,  and  I  will  never  change  the  spelling 
of  it  as  has  been  suggested,  for  it  is  an  honorable 
name.**  The  author  of  the  recent  expose  of  New- 
York  tenement-house  life  has  himself  done  much  to 
make  the  name  honorable.  Critic,

History  of  the  United  States  of  America 
During  the  Second  Administration  of  James

With  these  three  volumes  (constituting  the  seventh, 
eighth,  and  ninth  installments  of  the  book)  Mr. 
Adams  completes  his  "  History  of  the  United  States  ** 
during  the  sixteen  years  covered  by  the  administra- 
tions of  Jefferson  and  Madison.  That  the  capacious 
theme  has  received  treatment  worthy  of  it  is  now 
universally  acknowledged.  In  the  judgment  of  all 
students  competent  to  express  an  opinion,  Mr. 
Adams  has  made  the  most  valuable  contribution  to 
American  history  since  that  for  which  we  are 
indebted  to  George  Bancroft.  That  a  man  with 
many  years  of  impulse  and  energy  before  him  should 
stop  here  is  scarcely  credible.  Who  but  he  will 
henceforth  be  regarded  as  qualified  to  write  the 
history  of  this  country  from  the  beginning  of  Monroe's 
administration  to  the  beginning  of  Lincoln's  ?  Or, 
if  that  epoch  seems  too  recent  for  philosophical 
interpretation,  there  is  another  which  awaits  and 
challenges  portrayal — ^the  period  between  1783  and 
Jefferson's  inauguration.  On  the  one  hand,  at  this 
distance  we  can  understand  that  period,  as  they  could 
not  who  were  actors  in  4t ;  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
those  pregnant  years  have  never  been  properly 
explored,  for  Bancroft  only. touched  one  product  of 
them  in  his  account  of  the  formation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. Until  that  formative  period  has  had 
adequate  delineation,  it  will  be  impossible  to  write  a 
history  of  the  rebellion,  for  all  the  germs  of  the  civil 
war  were  in  existence  before  the  close  of  the  last 
century. 

The  three  volumes  now  before  us  begin  with  the 
year  18 13  aiid  end  with  Monroe's  accession  to  the 
Presidency.  We  need  not  remind  the  reader  that 
within  the  limits  of  time  here  iiidicated  the  author  is 


called  upon  to  discuss  such  interesting  topics  as 
Russia's  offer  of  mediation,  the  blockade,  privateeriDg 
and  the  last  embargo,  the  campaigns  of  Dearborn  and 
Wilkinson,  the  battles  of  the  Thames,  of  Chippewa, 
and  Lundy's  Lane,  of  Plattsburg  and  Bladensburg, 
the  Hartford  Convention,  and  Jackson's  splendid 
victory  at  New  Orleans.  In  the  whole  story  of 
shameful  administrative  incapacity,  only  lighted  up 
by  gleams  of  individual  prowess  on  the  ocean  or  the 
battlefield,  there  are  three  chapters  which  have  had 
a  superlative  interest  for  prosperity.  We  refer,  of 
course,  to  the  achievements  of  American  privateers, 
to  the  unpatriotic  conduct  of  Massacshuetts  and 
Connecticut  when  the  nation  was  in  danger,  and  the 
wonderful  defeat  of  Peninsula  veterans,  crowned 
with  the  laurels  of  Vittoria,  by  a  handful  of  American 
militia  under  Andrew  Jackson.  It  is  what  Mr. 
Adams  has  to  say  upon  these  subjects  to  which  we 
naturally  turn  with  especial  curiosity.    ♦    ♦    * 

If  Mr.  Adams  has  failed  anywhere  in  a  history,  for 
which  we  feel  and  have  expressed  unstinted  admira- 
tion, to  mete  out  justice  where  justice  is  due,  it  is.  it 
seems  to  us,  in  his  account  of  the  battle  of  New 
Orleans.  The  reader  is  scarcely  made  to  grasp  the 
full  significance  of  that  decisive  and  unexpected 
victory.  The  fact  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  because 
there  were  peculiar  reasons  for  arousing  the  public 
mind  to  the  tremendous  possibilities  involved  in  that 
engagement.  Because  the  issue  of  the  action  could 
in  no  case  have  had  any  effect  upon  the  war,  seeing 
that  the  war  was  over — ^the  treaty  of  peace  having 
been  signed  at  Ghent  a  fortnight  before — public 
opinion  has  tended  to  regard  the  battle  as  a  batde  in 
the  air,  and  to  overlook  the  tremendous  responsibili- 
ties with  which  the  chief  actors  on  both  sides  believed 
themselves  to  be  invested.  To  ordinary  men  it  is 
not  an  easy  or  congenial  task  to  explore  what  would 
have  been  the  consequences  of  an  event,  supposing 
that  certain  conditions  actually  existent  but  unknown 
to  its  actors  had  not  existed.  Yet  it  is,  it  seems  to  us, 
the  duty  of  such  an  historian  as  Mr.  Adams  has 
proved  himself  to  be,  to  set  forth  all  that  the  batde  of 
New  Orleans  might  have  signified,  in  case  the 
negotiations  for  peace  at  Ghent  had  failed.  Had 
Pakenham  gained  that  battle — and  that  he  would 
gain  it  seemed  doubtful  to  nobody  in  Washington,  in 
New  England,  or  throughout  the  country — two  things 
to  all  appearances  must  inevitably  have  happened. 
In  the  first  place,  England  would  have  occupied  the 
Louisiana  Territory,  and  done  what  France  essayed 
to  do — ^unite  Canada  with  the  west  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  by  indissoluble  bonds.  In  the  second 
place,  no  agency  now  discoverable  could  have 
averted  the  secession  of  the  New  England  States, 
which  in  turn  must  have  brought  about  an  eventual 
resumption  of  their  colonial  relation  to  Great  Britain. 
Thus  caught  in  a  vise  between  the  dependencies  and 
the  allies  of  England,  the  Middle,  Southern,  and 
Western  States  could  not  have'.held  together.    New 
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York  and  probably  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania 
would  have  joined  New  England ;  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee  must  have  gravitated  toward  the  power 
which  controlled  the  Mississippi.  It  could  only  have 
been  a  question  of  time,  and  of  a  short  time,  when 
Virginia  and  the  remaining  States  would  have 
acquiesced  in  the  old  status  of  dependence  on  Great 
Britain.  Such  were  the  issues  which  were  present  to 
Jackson's  mind,  when,  with  a  smaller  force  than  had 
been  beaten  at  Bladensburg,  he  met  and  routed  the 
brother-in-law  of  Wellington  at  the  head  ot  British 
legions  that  had  driven  Napoleon's  best  Marshal  out 
of  the  Spanish  peninsula.  With  Jackson,  peace  was 
needless.  By  Jackson  the  secession  of  New  England 
was  made  worse  than  impossible;  it  was  made 
ridiculous.  These  are  the  two  memorable  facts — the 
most  memorable  in  the  period  between  Yorktown 
and  Antietam — which  we  regret  that  Mr.  Adams  did 
not  bring  out  with  sharper  emphasis.

POLITICS  AND  POLEMICS. 

A  Washington  Bible-class.     By  Gail  Hamilton. 
i2mo,  li.io;  by  mail,  1 1. 23. 

This  volume  consists  of  a  series  of  forcible  and  inter- 
esting essays  upon  the  Scriptures  and  upon  the  status 
of  the  Christian  religion  in  this  age  of  apparently 
iconoclastic  research.  From  an  introduction  to  the 
volume  we  learn  that  the  Bible-class  itiet  last  winter 
on  Sundays  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Blaine;  that  its  mem- 
bers represented  many  and  the  most  diverse  of  the 
Christian  sects ;  that  it  included  one  man  at  first  and 
a  considerable  number  afterward,  and  that  its  exer- 
cises consisted  in  the  reading  of  the  essays  now 
printed  in  this  volume,  with  a  sequence  of  tea  and 
cakes  and  informal  debate  upon  each  occasion. 
Whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  readers  regarding 
the  ultimate  logic  of  these  essays,  no  reader,  we  feel 
sure,  will  deny  their  intellectual  grasp  and  vigor, 
their  manifold  ingenuity,  or  the  sprightly  and  pictur- 
esque interest  of  their  literary  manner.  An  opening 
chapter,  entitled  "A  Preliminary  Skirmish,"  takes 
the  form  of  dialogue,  and  contends  that  the  "  higher 
criticism  "  of  to-day  has  only  cleansed  and  strength- 
ened the  truths  of  Scripture.  In  an  essay  upon  "  The 
Real  Genesis  **  we  find  that  peculiar  phenomenon  of 
extended  twilight  which  was  called  the  after-glow, 
and  which  set  all  the  world  wondering  in  the  autumn 
of  1883,  advanced  as  a  reason  for  thinking  that  the 
miracle  whereby  Joshua  was  enabled  to  go  on  with . 
the  slaying  of  his  enemies  was  a  miracle  in  line  with 
natural  laws  merely.  In  another  place  the  author 
says  that  the  water  which  was  turned  into  wine  at 
the  marriage  feast  contained  all  the  chemical  ele- 
ments of  wine,  and  that,  although  man  is  still  unable 
to  effect  the  molecular  change  whereby  such  trans- 
formation may  be  brought  about,  it  is  still  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  it  was  a  change  in  accordance  with 


natural  law,  and  consequently  a  miracle  only  in  the 
eyes  of  ignorant  men.  But  if  Balaam's  ass  had 
really  spoken,  it  would  have  been  a  phenomenon  in 
contravention  of  natural  law,  and  so  she  holds  this 
Bible  story  as  "  allegorical,  mythical,  pictorial."  In 
a  hundred  ways,  many  of  them  apparently  original, 
and  all  of  them  marked  by  a  dash  and  vigor  that 
cannot  fail  to  interest,  she  attacks  the  difficulties  of 
Scripture,  and  "  slips  in  t)ie  sword  of  the  Spirit 
between  the  loosened  joints  of  Error's  gaping 
armor."  Many  of  her  sonorous  phrases  seem  to  have 
come  fresh  from  the  time  of  the  Covenanters.  Exalted 
rhetoric  is  natural  to  her.  "  During  our  war,"  she 
says,  "  men  battered  away  at  Charleston  for  four 
years,  and  only  displaced  a  few  stones.  The  mighty 
earth-force  touched  her  for  one  quivering  moment 
and  left  destruction."  And  when  we  read  that  "  the 
anemone  whorls  its  tender  petals  of  earliest  spring  in 
obedience  to  the  law  which  guides  Arcturus  with  his 
sons,"  we  almost  feel  as  though  it  were  John  Milton 
talking  to  the  Washington  Bible-class.  One  of  the 
essays  contains  a  paper  by  Mr.  Blaine's  son,  the  late 
Walker  Blaine,  on  "  Reasons  for  Episcopacy,"  and 
another  is  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Coppinger,  Mr.  Blaine's 
daughter,  who  died  about  the  time  the  Bible-class 
was  started.

REV.  STEPHEN  HIGGINSON  TYNG,  D.D. 

Record  of  the  Life  and  Work  of  the  Rev. 
Stephen  Higginson  Tvng,  D.D.,  and  History  of 
St.  George's  Church,  New  York,  to  the  close  of  his 
Rectorship.  G>mpUed  by  bb  son,  Charles  Rockland 
Tyng.     Illustrated.     Svo,  I3.15 ;  by  mail,  $3.38. 

Mr.  Tyng's  loyal  and  affectionate  record  of  his 
father's  life  is  in  two  parts.  The  first,  comprising 
eight  chapters,  is  mainly  autobiographical — the  first 
three  chapters  purely  so ;  the  others,  with  additional 
notes,  explanatory  and  illustrative.  While  the  second 
part  does  not  disappoint  the  expectations  which  it 
properly  excites,  it  is  much  less  interesting  in  its 
manner  than  the  autobiographical  portions  of  the 
preceding  chapters.  He  was  a  direct  descendant  of 
^v.  Dudley  of  Massachusetts,  and  on  his  mother's 
side  from  Francis  Higginson,  the  first  minister  of 
Salem,  whence,  possibly,  an  evangelical  strain  of 
blood  tempering  that  from  the  paternal  side.  The 
century  was  exactly  two  months  old  when  he  was 
born  in  Newburyport,  Mass.  When  eleven  years 
old.  he  went  to  Phillip^  Andover  Academy,  and  got 
no  learning,  but  much  piety  from  the  proximity  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  Here  was  the  first  not  merely 
conjectural  influence  working  him  to  an  evangelical 
temper.  Between  meetings  on  Fast  Day,  18 12,  he 
engaged  in  an  impromptu  prayer -meeting  with  five 
other  students,  and  all  six  became  distinguished 
clergymen.  This  shows  the  quality  of  his  environ- 
ment. In  1814  a  sermon  by  Dr.  Gardiner  Spring, 
then  preaching  in  Newburyport,  confirmed  the  And- 
over impression. 
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He  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  18 17,  in 
the  class  which  started  Caleb  Cushing  on  his  dubious 
career,  and  which  also  gave  us  the  late  George 
Bancroft.  A  brief  period  of  commercial  life  fol- 
lowed his  graduation,  in  the  course  of  which  he  was 
converted  in  the  instantaneous  manner  than  which

Wesley  recognized  no  other.  He  studied  theology 
with  Bishop  Griswold  of  Connecticut,  whose  temper 
was  so  evangelical  that  he  had  prayer- meetings,  then 
a  daring  novelty  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Thus 
steadily  impressed,  young  Tyng  entered  the  ministry 
in  full  possession  of  those  Low  Church  principles 
which  dominated  his  career.  Theologically  he  was 
not  a  good  Episcopalian,  for  his  theology  was  always 


Calvinistic,  not  Arminian ;  finding  its  centre  not  in 
the  doctrine  of  the  Incarnation,  but  in  the  doctrine 
of  the  Atonement.  He  was  a  conspicuous  repre- 
sentative of  a  religious  tendency  foreign  to  the  natural 
bent  of  his  church,  and  he  fought  for  it  a  losing 
battle.  There  are  less  to  do  it  reverence  every  year. 
In  the  second  part  of  the  biography, 
we  have  first  a  history  of  St.  George's 
Church,  New  York,  with  which,  after 
1845,  Mr«  Tyng  was  identified  for  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  Dr.  Milnor  had 
made  it  a  fit  garden  for  his  successor's 
Calvinistic  seed.  Here  Dr.  Tyng  found 
full  scope  for  his  organizing  force  and 
skill.  In  numbers  and  financial  strength 
the  church  became  a  fine  and  proud 
success  under  his  administration.  This, 
as  felicitously  expressed  by  his  eulogist, 
was  that  of  a  "judicious  autocrat.**  The 
biographer  is  at  pains  to  show  that  his 
father  was  not  an  extremist  in  his  anti- 
slavery  views.  The  wonder  is  that  he 
should  ever  have  been  thought  so— for 
he  was  a  colonizationist  after  the  Fugi- 
tive-Slave Law — until  we  remember  that 
oue  did  not  have  to  be  extreme  to  be  con- 
sidered so  in  the  days  of  that  iniquity. 
When  the  war-time  came,  Dr.  Tyng  was 
quick  enough  to  draw  the  moral  of 
emancipation.  Later  he  wais  a  strenuous 
fighter  against  the  ritualist  party  and 
for  Episcopalian  "  liberty  of  prophesy- 
ing *'  in  non-episcopal  churches.  Of  the 
free  intellect  he  had  no  conception,  and 
for  its  activity  nothing  but  vehement 
denunciation.  The  dogmas  of  the  Church 
were  for  him  infallible  truth,  and  any 
doubt  of  them  was  sin. 

Dying  September  3,  1885,  ^^  ^^^ 
long  enough,  before  the  clouding  of  his 
intellect,  to  see  the  growth  of  tendencies 
which  to  his  mind  were  full  of  evil  pro- 
mise. He  had  other  cause  for  sadness 
in  the  waning  of  his  great  success. 
When  his  mind  was  much  enfeebled,  his 
automatism,  as  the  new  psychologists 
would  say,  was  still  equal  to  the  most 
copious  extemporaneous  prayer.  Take 
him  for  all  in  all,  there  is  small  chance 
that  we  shall  see  his  like  again  in  his 
Church,  which  is  getting  further  every 
year  from  his  ideal.  There  is  not  a  suggestion  of 
his  vigorous  and  effective  personality  in  the  frontis- 
piece engraving,  which  presents  a  face  of  the  most 
approved  ecclesiastical  inanity.

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SMITH'S   NEW  DICTIONARY  OF   CLASSI- 
CAL ANTIQUITIES. 

A  Dictionary  of  Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities. 
Edited  by  William  Smith,  LL.  D.  Third  edition, 
revised  and  enlarged.

The  editor  of  this  book  has  been  vouchsafed  a  happi- 
ness which  it  is  not  given  to  many  scholars  to  enjoy. 
The  first  edition  of  the  **  Dictionary  of  Antiquities  " 
appeared  in  1842  ;  it  was  revised  and  enlarged  in  1848, 
and  now,  after  almost  fiftyyears,  from  its  first  appear- 
ance Dr.  Smith  is  permitted  to  reissue  it  in  a  shape 
which  promises  as  long  a  life  in  the  future  as  it  has  had 
in  the  past.  In  the  vastness  of  its  scope  this  dictionary 
has  always  stood  alone  in  the  English  language,  and 
even  in  a  foreign  tongue  there  has  been  in  the  present 
century  no  work,  except  Lubke*s  "Reallexicon,"  which 
in  a  single  volume,  has  covered  the  field  of  antiquities 
at  once  so  widely  and  so  sufficiently.  Other  books  have 
treated  special  branches  with  greater  particularity. 
In  this  the  whole  subject  of  antiquities  is  contained, 
private,  political,  legal,  artistic,  architectural,  numis- 
matic, religious,  military,  theatrical.  Of  course,  the 
scholar  wUl  never  be  content  with  the  mere  state- 
ments of  results,  which,  however  fully  recorded,  are 
all  that  can  be  expected  in  a  book  of  this  general 
nature ;  he  will  always  want  to  know  the  steps  by 
which  these  results  were  obtained ;  for  every  doctrine 
set  forth,  he  will  not  rest  satisfied  until  he  has  seen 
the  grounds  on  which  it  is  founded.  By  him,  the 
fuller  and  more  particular  handbooks,  the  mono- 
graphs and  studies  upon  which,  indeed,  the  dictionary 
is  based,  will  need  to  be  consulted.  Even  be,  how- 
ever, will  always  begin  his  researches  with  some  such 
work  as  this  dictionary,  and  if  he  be  English  or 
American,  this  will  be  the  book  which  he  will  use. 
But  to  the  less  advanced  though  earnest  student,  to 
the  seeker  for  education  in  general.  Dr.  Smith  has 
been  and  will  be  the  best  and  almost  the  only  guide 
through  this  great  field. 

It  seems  scarcely  necessary  to  remark,  in  these 
columns,  upon  the  great  advance  that  has  been  made 
in  the  study  of  antiquities  during  the  past  forty  years. 
Both  in  archaology  and  in  literary  subjects  the 
activity  has  been  most  vigorous.  Of  inscriptions 
alone,  the  discovery  and  publication  of  a  wealth  of 
material  has  quite  revolutionized  several  departments 
of  knowledge.  The  systematic  excavation  and  re- 
excavation  of  ancient  sites,  while  throwing  light  upon 
all  the  different  branches  of  architecture,  have  yielded 
many  treasures  that  illustrate  life  in  classical  an- 
tiquity. Our  ideas  of  the  constitutional  and  leg^ 
history  of  Greece  and  Rome  have  been  revised.  The 
comparative  method,  applied  not  only  to  language, 
but  also  to  culture  and  religion,  has  explained  much 
that  before  seemed  dark  and  arbitrary.  As  a  result 
of  all  this,  and  with  the  ever-increasing  special 
treatises  and  monographs,  the  books  upon  which 
scholars  of  fifty  years  ago  used  to  pin  their  faith  have 
become  obsolete  or  been  rewritten. 


There  has,  therefore,  been  no  lack  of  material  for 
use  in  the  revision  of  Dr.  Smith's  Dictionary,  and,  so 
far  as  we  have  observed,  this  material  has  generally 
been  carefully  and  faithfully  employed.  In  fact,  this 
edition  may  be  regarded  to  a  great  extent  as  a  new 
work,  and  readers  will  not  be  surprised  to  hear  that 
in  size  it  far  exceeds  the  earlier  one.  The  present 
first  volume  contains  It293  pages ;  there  were  but 
1,053  ii^  t^c  former  book,  complete  in  one  volume. 
It  is  true  that  in  the  first  four  letters  of  the  alphabet 
the  editor  has  been  able  to  use  the  Thesaurus  of 
Daremburg  and  Saglio  (which  begun  in  1877,  has 
only  reached  the  letter  D) ;  but  there  appears  to  be  a 
corresponding  growth  further  on.  Thus,  E  now 
covers  123  pages,  to  76  in  the  old  edition ;  F,  7>  to  48. 
To  speak  of  single  subjects  in  different  branches  of 
antiquities,  we  note  that  the  article  on  Domus  covers 
32  pages,  to  10  in  the  former  work;  Eleusinia^ 
10  to  3 ;  Exercihis,  46  to  29 ;  Actio,  9  to  4 ;  Fictile, 
14  to  3.  In  fact,  we  are  told  that  one-third  of  the 
articles  have  been  entirely  rewritten,  two-thirds 
greatly  altered,  about  two  hundred  added,  and 
hardly  twenty  reprinted  as  they  stood  before.  There 
are  also  many  more  illustrations,  this  edition  con- 
taining upwards  of  450  new  woodcuts.  As  in  the 
former  work,  each  article  is  signed  with  the  initiab  of 
its  writer,  and  a  complete  list  of  writers  is  given  after 
the  title  page.  In  the  former  there  were  eighteen,  in 
the  present  list  forty- four  (besides  those  members  of 
the  old  staff  who  still  survive),  all  Englishmen  or 
persons  holding  positions  in  schools  or  colleges  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

It  must  be  evident  that,  in  a  work  of  this  vast 
extent,  mistakes  and  imperfections  will  disclose  them- 
selves only  gradually,  with  time  and  use.  No  one 
man  lives  who  could  pretend  to  criticise  it  at  present 
except  in  general  terms,  with  such  particulars  here 
and  there  as  may  meet  his  eye,  or  in  the  subjects  in. 
which  he  has  special  knowledge.  The  most  obvious 
fault  in  the  whole  book  is  that  the  cuts  are  frequently 
very  rude  in  their  execution;  the  worst  we  have 
observed  is  that  of  the  danaces,  from  which  one 
could  not  possibly  tell  what  this  coin  was  like.  Vol- 
ume II  will  be  ready  at  Easter.

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EARLE'S  ENGLISH  PROSE. 

English  Prose:  Its  Elements.  History  and 
Usage.  By  John  Earle,  M.  A.  8vo,  $2.80;  by  mail, 
I3.04. 

Mr.  Earle  has  written  a  unique  work,  of  great  value 
to  writers  who  desire  to  form  a  good  English  style  in 
the  structural  sense.  He  has  the  advantage  of  a  very 
wide  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  language  in  its 
successive  historical  stages,  and  he  brings  his  learning 
to  bear  with  an  effect  quite  beyond  writers  on  rhetoric. 
It  is  inevitable,  perhaps,  that  he  should  overweight 
his  matter  (in  our  judgpnent)  with  philology  in  some 
passages  which  have  only  an  episodical  relation  to 
his  subject ;  but  the  work  gains  so  much  from  his 
knowledge  of  words  and  construction,  and  his  excel- 
lent discrimination  in  the  grammar  of  different  styles, 
that  the  student  easily  bears  with  the  occasional  philo- 
logical lecture,  which  is  in  itself  always  instructive 
and  interesting.  A  marked  characteristic  of  the  book 
is  an  abundance  of  quotation,  and  these  extracts 
from  all  sorts  of  writers  and  every  age  are  singularly 
excellent  in  matter  and  usually  worth  reading  on  their 
■own  account.  Mr.  Earle  is  prone,  too,  to  discussion 
of  questions  which,  if  touched  upon  by.  rhetoricians, 
are  seldom  well  treated.  The  volume  is,  in  fact,  full 
of  various  thought,  conservative,  well  balanced,  and 
sound  in  conclusion. 

The  author  begins  with  the  vocabulary,  which  he 
treats  historically  as  native  English,  Romanic,  and 
Latin ;  passes  on  to  a  treatise  on  grammar  which  is 
singularly  forcible,  and  not  more  revolutionary  than 
there  is  need  of ;  examines  the  common  characteris- 
tics of  style — lucidity,  variety,  and  euphony — but 
with  nothing  of  the  tediousness  and  perfunctory  repe- 
tition of  commonplace  usually  found  in  such  chapters ; 
explains  what  idiom  is,  speaks  of  style  as  the  habit 
of  an  author's  mind,  and  winds  up  with  a  novel  and 
excellent  history  of  the  development  of  English  prose 
through  a  thousand  years.  From  a  work  so  compre- 
hensive and  varied  we  can  here  extract  but  little, 
merely  to  serve  as  a  sample,  and  we  can  touch  upon 
only  a  few  of  the  topics  which  the  author  treats  episo- 
dically but  which  are  a  main  attraction  of  his  pages. 

He  looks  upon  grammar  as  the  logic  of  thought, 
and  from  that  point  of  view  analyzes  the  parts  of 
speech  and  the  linking  of  them  together.  The  more 
quotable  portions  of  this  admirable  exposition  have 
to  do  with  special  words  and  usages.  He  especially 
reprehends  the  practice  of  despatching  words  by 
labelling  them,  as  where  he  says  that  not  every  a  is  an 
indefinite  article  [two  men  of  a  mind]  nor  every  the 
a  definite  article  [the  more  the  merrier] .  He  does 
not  discard  the  double  genitive,  "  the  picture  of  the 
king's,*'  nor  does  he  decide  against  placing  the  adverb 
or  phrase  between  the  sign  of  the  infinitive  and  the 
verb  in  all  cases  ;  he  observes  that,  although  the 
practice  is  new  and  growing  common  and  is  usually 
unnecessary,  yet  when  the  verb  is  active  and  draws 
aiSter  it  a  long  object-clause,  there  is  gain  in  so  putting 


the  adverb,  rather  than  after  the  clause,  in  case  it  can- 
not conveniently  go  before  the  to^  and  in  this  he  is 
clearly  right  in  the  instances  given.  The  tendency 
to  give  the  modifying  phrase  before  the  main  state- 
ment, in  order  that  the  reader  may  not  have  to  correcj^ 
the  idea  after  having  received  it  in  an  unlimited  form, 
is  also  obeyed  by  this  habit.  The  change  may  be 
looked  on  as  a  natural  and  useful  development,  and 
the  practice  as  one  to  be  employed  or  not  aqcordingas 
it  makes  the  sense  easier  without  awkwardness,  or 
contributes  to  euphony  or  to  proper  emphasis.  An- 
other mooted  matter  in  which  Mr.  Elarle  decides 
against  the  pedagogue  is  in  sustaining  the  use  of  the 
separable  particle  at  the  end  of  the  sentence,  as  in 
*•  the  man  whom  I  was  talking  with."  This  usage  is 
the  English  idiom,  and  the  newer  form,  "  with  whom," 
is  a  French  importation  and  more  accepted  only 
because  it  is  a  later  fashion.  Dryden  first  attempted 
the  reform ;  but  the  old  way  is  often  to  be  preferred 
for  naturalness  and  grace. 

In  the  less  technical  part  the  author  raises  the 
question  about  poetical  prose  among  the  first.  He 
warns  the  young  writer  that  as  prose  is  fed  by  poetry 
in  diction,  and  as  there  is  an  excitement  of  the  mind 
in  its  first  effort  which  naturally  induces  a  heightened 
language,  he  should  be  especially  careful  to  avoid 
poetical  phrase;  but  he  adds  the  excellent  advice 
that  the  reading  of  poetry  is  the  best  resource  of  one . 
who  would  write  prose  well.  He  goes  further  than 
this,  and  opposes  Mr.  Masson,  for  examples,  who  in 
praising  De  Quincey  would  have  us  believe  that 
poetry  is  only  a  heightened  form  of  prose,  so  that 
prose  may  approach  poetry  without  ceasing  to  be 
itself.  Mr.  Earle  agrees  with  Coleridge  and  Arnold 
that  poetry  is  organically  different  from  prose,  has  a 
different  logic  and  evolution.  He  says  well  that 
though  in  early  ages  the  two  were  confused,  this  very 
confusion  is  a  sign  of  immaturity.  The  necessity 
of  observing  the  distinction  between  the  two  is,  he 
says,  **  characteristic  of  mature  and  well- developed 
literature  when  this  separation  is  firmly  established 
and  universally  understood." 

In  the  foregoing  exposition  we  have  done  but 
scanty  justice  to  the  interest  and  especially  the 
suggestiveness  of  this  work,  and  now  have  only  to 
add  that,  apart  from  the  grammatical,  the  reflective, 
and  the  historical  portions  of  the  volume,  we  have 
only  praise  for  the  direct  advice  gfiven  to  the  young 
writer.  The  author  does  not  tell  him  to  use 
monosyllables,  or  Saxon  words,  or  short  sentences ; 
and  that  is  something  to  be  thankful  for.  The 
vocabularly  of  the  fifteenth-century  English  is  the 
best,  and  must  be  the  ground  of  any  style,  and  its 
Romanic  elements  form  a  large  part  of  its  dignity 
and  charm  as  well  as  of  its  force,  naturalness,  and 
reality ;  the  number  of  syllables  is  a  matter  of  utter 
indifference ;  and  as  to  the  length  of  the  sentence, 
variety  requires  sentences  of  all  lengths,  of  direct 
and  inverted  construction,  of  relative  and  disjunctive 
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forms,  of  groups  of  adjectives  of  all  numbers,  and 
so  on.  Any  advice  which  involves  a  young  writer's 
cutting  himself  off  from  any  part  of  the  resources 
of  the  language,  whether  in  vocabulary  or  construc- 
tion, is  bad  advice.  It  may  take  time  for  him  to 
learn  how  to  manage  his  wealth,  but  he  cannot  spare 
any  of  it  in  the  long  run.  Mr.  Earle's  freedom  from 
the  pettiness  of  rhetoricians*  rules  and  their  solemn 
maxims  of  perfection  is  refreshing  ;  his  judgment  is 
governed  by  good  sense ;  he  has  no  traditions,  and 
does  not  find  it  needful  to  quote  Campbell  and  Blair. 
He  has  put  that  behind  him,  if  he  ever  regarded  it ; 
and  the  tyro  will  profit  if  he  can  do  the  same  and 
follow  the  hints  that  so  good  a  student  of  prose  as 
Mr.  Earle  is  will  give  him.  The  Nation,

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LINCOLN  REMINISCENCES. 

Inside  The  White  House  in  War  Times.  By 
William  O.  Stoddard.  Illustrated  b>  Dan  Beard. 
l2mo,  75  cents:  by  mail,  86  cents 

The  author  of  this  volume  was  one  of  President 
Lincoln's  private  secretaries  from  1861  to  1864.  His 
duties  in  that  capacity  necessarily  made  him 
acquainted  with  much  that  was  unknown  to  the 
world  at  large,  and  gave  him  unusual  opportunities 
of  seeing  behind  the  scenes  and  of  estimating  the 
agencies  and  influences  that  were  at  work  moulding 
the  course  of  the  Administration.  Even  at  this 
distance  of  time  from  the  events  of  which  he  speaks, 
however,  Mr.  Stoddard  preserves  a  becoming  reti- 
cence on  many  points.  Clearly,  he  does  not  consider 
that  the  lapse  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  emancipates 
him  from  all  responsibility,  and  it  is  greatly  to  his  credit 
that  in  nearly  every  instance  in  which  he  writes  from 
personal  knowledge  concerning  the  inner  life  of  the 
White  House  in  Lincoln's  time,  it  is  for  the  purpose 
of  refuting  some  fallacy  or  brushing  away  some 
calumnious  report  about  the  President  or  Mrs.  Lincoln. 
If  these  pages  do  not  add  greatly  to  our  knowledge 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  they  assuredly  tend  to  ennoble 
his  character,  and,  above  all,  they  throw  a  pathetic 
light  upon  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  burdens  borne 
by  the  President  during  the  Rebellion. 

It  is  principally  with  the  details  of  the  White  House 
business  life  that  Mr.  Stoddard  deals.  He  shows  us 
just  what  the  duties  of  Lincoln's  secretaries  were; 
what  was  the  character  of  the  heavy  and  constant 
correspondence  that  poured  in  from  all  parts  of  the 
country  ;  how  the  President  was  protected  from  the 
annoyances  and  irritations  with  which  the  mail  was 
charged  all  the  time ;  how  the  President  received  his 
callers ;  his  private  life ;  his  receptions ;  his  Cabinet 
councils,  and  generally  speaking,  the  more  familiar 
and  intimate  aspects  of  the  Executive  Mansion.  That 
Lincoln's  mail  should  have  been  carefully  sifted  was 
obviously  necessary.  That  is  no  more  than  is  done 
for  every  business  man  with  a  considerable  corres- 
pondence. But  it  was  the  more  necessary  in  this 
case  because  during  the  whole  of  the  war  the  Presi- 
dent's mails  seem  to  have  become  the  main  channel 
through  which  the  malignity,  meanness,  cruelty  and 
madness  of  the  Nation  poured  itself.  Mr.  Stoddard's 
account  of  this  feature  of  the  secretaries'  work 
deserves  to  be  studied  with  especial  care.  Everybody 
who  had  a  grievance  or  an  animosity  ;  everybody  who 
was  base  enough  to  wish  to  wound  wantonly ;  every 
ruffian  who  needed  an  outlet  for  his  filthy  soul ;  every 
crank  and  lunatic  outside  the  asylums,  appear  to 
have  been  absorbed  in  writing  letters  to  the  President, 
denouncing,  slandering,  cursing,  abusing,  advising 
or  directing  him. 

It  is  a  pity  that  these  correspondents  could  not 
know  that  their  letters  all  fell  harmless  into  the  con- 
venient waste-paper  baskets  which  flanked  the  desks 
of  the  secretaries.    By  no  chance  did  any  one  of  the 


malignant  epistles  come  under  the  President's  notice. 
All  such  were  quietly  burked,  and  were  written  in 
vain.  Sometimes  a  specially  crazy  letter  of  advice 
or  suggestion  was  shown  to  Lincoln,  if  only  to  cheat 
the  poor  over-burdened  soul  out  of  a  laugh,  but  tliis 
was  not  often.  Mr.  Stoddard  was  so  situated  as  to 
see  all  the  more  sordid  and  base  aspects  of  the  war. 
At  the  White  House  and  the  Capitol  centered  all  the 
passions  and  meannesses,  the  greed  and  self-seeking, 
the  guile  and  intrigue,  of  the  time.  The  President 
was  literally  besieged  by  clamorous  and  hungry 
office-seekers  until  he  announced  his  intention  not  to 
interfere  with  the  appointing  power  of  the  heads  of 
Departments.  As  he  said,  he  meant  to  have  no  more 
influence  with  that  Administration.  But  when  the 
office-seekers  of  the  ordinary  kind  ceased  to  throng 
the  corridors  and  ante-rooms,  a  new  breed  took  their 
place.  These  wanted  commissions  in  the  army,  or 
had  inventions  they  desired  to  have  adopted,  princi- 
pally military.  So  it  came  about  that  all  the  tables 
were  loaded  with  models  of  guns  and  shells  and 
hand-grenades  and.  ships'  and  monitors,  and  all  the 
inventors  or  their  agents  were  on  hand  to  explain 
and  push  the  merits  of  their  work«  We  have  found 
these  reminiscences  of  the  White  House  in  war 
times  highly  interesting,  and  for  the  most  part  fresh. 
The  author's  sympathy  and  appreciation  do  him 
honor,  and  his  delicacy  and  caution  are  praise- 
worthy. All  lovers  of  Lincoln  will  welcome  this  well- 
written  and  entertaining  volume,  and  when  they 
have  read  it  they  will  think  more  highly  than  ever  of 
the  martyr  President.

As  one  never  tires  of  reading  of  Mrs.  Thrale  and  her 
contemporaries,  this  volume  prepared  by  Mr.  Seeley 
will  receive  a  warm  welcome.  It  is  acceptable  for 
more  reasons  than  one.  In  the  first  place,  the  reader 
is  gratified  to  find  so  much  richness  squeezed  into  so 
little  room ;  and  in  the  second,  he  is  pleased  by  the 
attractive  appearance  of  the  book.  Everybod)  who 
knows  English  literature  knows  Mrs.  Thrale — herself 
not  a  woman  of  letters,  but  a  party  to  one  of  the  most 
famous  friendships  in  the  world.  A  curiously  con- 
trasted pair,  this  vivacious  little  woman  brought  up  in 
the  lap  of  luxury,  and  the  big,  lumbering  philosopher^ 
whose  life  until  he  met  her,  was  a  continual  fight  with 
poverty  ;  she  a  creature  with  dainty  ways,  habited  in 
fashionable  attire;  he,  with  the  manners  of  a  clown, 
arrayed  in  soiled  linen  and  snuff  besmirched  broad- 
cloth. And  yet  what  could  have  been  more  harmoni- 
ous than  their  relations  ?  Mrs.  Thrale  was  a  hero- 
worshipper,  and  she  was  clever  enough  to  see  the 
greatness  of  Dr.  Johnson's  soul  through  the  forbidding 
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crust  that  encased  it.  There  is  not  much  in  this  book 
that  we  are  not  ahready  acquainted  with,  and  yet  there 
is  nothing  that  we  do  not  enjoy  reading  again.  It  is 
presented  in  such  an  agreeable  form  that  we  forget 
that  it  is  rechauffe:  in  £aict,  it  lends  itself  so  admirably 
to  this  manner  of  serving  up,  as  to  have  all  the  flavor 
of  a  new-made  dish.  An  inter- 
esting feature  of  the  book  is 
the  illustrations,  which  are  re- 
productions of  well-known  ori- 
ginals. The  frontispiece  is, 
naturally,  a  likeness  of  Mrs. 
Thrale,  from  a  painting  made 
after  she  became  Mrs.  Piozzi. 
Hogarth's  portrait  of  himself  is 
given,  with  his  dog  sitting  com- 
fortably in  the  comer  of  the 
canvas.  Then  we  have  portraits 
of  the  famous  beauties  Elizabeth 
and  Maria  Gunning,  of  Mrs. 
Abington  as  "  Roxalana,"  after 
Sir  Joshua  Reynolds;  of  Sir 
Joshua  himself,  by  himself; 
of  Garrick  as  "  Abel  Drugger  ;** 
and  of  Mr.  Thrale;  and  yet, 
singularly  enough,  there  is  no 
likeness  of  Dr.  J<riinson.  These 
plates  are  excellent  reproduc- 
tions and  add  much  to  the  inter- 
est of  a  charming  book.

It  is  cherished  by  as  many  more 
who  have  but  a  *'  bowing  ac- 
quaintance *'  with  Dr.  Johnson 
and  Boswell,  for  the  sake  of  old  familiar  friendship, 
or  as  an  inherited  taste. 

As  the  task  of  editing  the  "  Life  "  progressed,  Mr. 
Hill  was  brought  to  a  realization  of  the  gulf  that 
divides  us  from  the  period  when  the  great  lexico- 
grapher was  in  his  prime.    Books  with  which  every

and  such  various  subjects,  the  fruits  of  intellectual 
curiosity,  a  boundless  love  of  reading  and  a  capacious 
memory.  Although  the  editor  has  not  in  every  case 
succeeded  in  tracing  the  quotations  of  which  both 
Johnson  and  Boswell  proved  so  lavish,  he  has  done 
so  in  almost  innumerable  instances.     He  is  justly 
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proud  of  having  discovered  the  origin  of  the  lines 
that  Dr.  Johnson  quoted  when  he  saw  the  Highland 
lass  singing  at  her  spinning-wheel,  and  that  he  dis- 
covered in  one  instance  that  Boswell  was  quoting 
himself. 

The  new  material  added  is  considerable  and  even 
important :  fifteen  hitherto  unpublished  letters  of  the 
"Great  Cham;"  his  college  composition  in  Latin 
prose,  preserved  in  the  library  of  Pembroke  College, 
but  never  before  printed  (a  fac-simile  of  this  composi- 
tion is  given  here) ;  a  long  extract  from  his  manu- 
script diary;  a  suppressed  passage  in  his  "Journey

to  the  Western  Islands;"  Boswell's  letters  of  accept- 
ance of  the  office  of  Secretary  to  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence to  the  Royal  Academy,  and  Mr.  Longley's 
record  of  his  conversation  with  Dr.  Johnson  upon 
Greek  metres.  The  "  Diary  of  a  Journey  into  North 
Wales,"  in  the  year  1774,  undertaken  by  Dr.  Johnson 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thrale,  appears  in  an  appendix. 
It  seems  that  Boswell  was  not  aware  that  Dr.  Johnson 
had  kept  any  journal  or  notes  of  what  he  saw  ;  here 
Mr.  Hill  follows  Croker's  Text. 

The  fine,  large  print  is  an  appreciative  recognition 
of  what  goes  to  make  an  attractive  edition.  The  ap- 
pendices contain  Johnson's  letters  to  his  mother  and 
Miss  Porter,  in  1759,  ^^^  other  notes  upon  various 
subjects,  autograph  records  by  Johnson  (1766)  in  the 
Bodleian   Library,  Johnson's  sentiments  toward  his 


fellow-subjects  in  America,  his  traveb  and  love  of 
traveling,  the  inmates  of  Johnson's  house,  etc. 

Four  volumes  are  occupied  with  the  **  Life,"  one 
with  the  "Tour  to  the  Hebrides"  and  "Journey 
into  North  Wales,"  and  the  sixth  and  final  number 
contains  a  great  variety  of  addenda.  This  includes 
the  titles  of  works  quoted  in  the  notes,  a  collection  of 
autograph  letters,  an  index  conveniently  planned  by 
alphabetical  arrangement,  and  "  Dicta  Philosophi." 
a  concordance  of  Johnson's  sayings.  A  chart  of 
Dr.  Johnson's  contemporaries  has  been  drawn  up  for 
this  edition  by  Margaret  and  Lucy  Hill. 

The  illustrations  are  numerous.  Eleven  portraits 
of  Dr.  Johnson,  one  of  his  father,  and  three  of 
Boswell,  fac-similes  of  handwriting,  and  of  letters 
and  views  of  the  dwellings  in  which  Dr.  Johnson 
lived.  Here  occurs  a  delightful  reprint  of  the 
remarkable  characters  who  were  at  Tunbridge 
Wells  with  Richardson  in  1748,  from  a  drawing 
once  in  the  novelist's  possession,  with  references 
in  his  own  writing.  The  numbers  identify  the 
figures  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson,  Colley  Cibber. 
"  Mr."  Garrick,  Miss  iChudleigh  (the  Duchess  of 
Kingston),  Mr.  Pitt  and  Mr.  Nash  and  other 
notables  of  the  age. 

Many  are  the  merits  of  this  interesting  and  accu- 
rate edition  of  Boswell's  Life,  merits  so  diligently 
maintained  as  to  win  "for  the  editor  a  place  in 
Johnson's  sckool-^d.  school  distinguished,  as  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds  observed,  "  by  a  love  for  truth 
and  accuracy."

which  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  were  often  a  school- 
boy's most  valued  treasures.  There  is,  apparently,  a 
fashion  in  all  things,  in  the  literature  of  boys  as  in  the 
frocks  of  their  sisters,  and  at  present  the  first  seems 
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to  set  in  favor  of  unrestrained  imagination  and 
untiring  verbosity.  We  are  not  prepared  to  say  that 
the  change  from  the  simpler  tastes  of  their  fathers  is 
altog^ether  an  advantage.  Sir  Henry  Morgan  and  his 
companions  are  scarcely  to  be  held  up  .to  the  young 
as  examples  of  virtue  and  morality  ;  but  the  story  of 
their  lives  is  at  least  the  reasonably  true  relation 
of  some  of  the  most  wonderful  achievements  of  man*s 
daring  and  endurance ;  and,  though  it  may  be  from 
an  antiquated  preference  of  the  friends  of  our  youth. 
we  find  the  escape  from  Maracaibo,  the  storming  of 
Porto  Bello,  or  the  march  to  Panama,  as  described 
in  the  quaint  language  of  two  hundred  years  ago,

infiQitely  more  thrilling,  more  entertaining,  and  more 
wholesome  than  the  impossible  exaggerations  or  the 
maudlin  sentimentality  of  the  heroes  of  modern 
fiction.  Mr.  Pyle  has  done  what  he  had  to  do  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner,  though  as  a .  matter  of 
personal  taste  we  should  rather  have  had  Ringrose's 
continuation  of  the  **  History  of  the  Bucaniers"  than 
excerpts  from  the  "  Lives  of  the  Pyrates."

nation  of  romance  and  history,  the  former  never 
receiving  too  great  prominence.  All  histories  of  the 
States  should  show  exactly  what  the  author  makes 
conspicuous,  and  is  something  which  teachers  neglect 
to  explain,  and  it  is  the  great  travail  of  this  country 
before  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  pro- 
tracted struggle  after  Independence  ^was  gained.

Miss  Connelly  tells  us  how  uncertain  were  State 
matters,  how  little  was  the  cohesion,  and  how  only 
after  a  long  time  and  the  surmounting  of  difficulties 
apparently  impossible,  at  last  perfect  union  was 
brought  about.    There  was  in  the  case  of  Kentucky 
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little  sympathy  felt  for  her  by  Virginia  and  the  East. 
The  Mississippi,  or  the  mouth  of  it,  held  by  Spain, 
was  vital  to  the  West  and  of  no  commercial  interest 
to  New  England.  No  settlers  had  fought  for  their 
lives  with  greater  bravery  and  more  terrible  losses 
than  the  Kentuckians,  and  "the  dark  and  bloody 
grounds  '*  were  truly  descriptive  of  the  scene  of  many 
a  massacre.  This  strife  with  the  Indians  brought 
about  a  spirit  of  self-reliance  which  Kentucky  in  the 
past  as  in  the  present  has  ever  retained.  All  these 
points,  with  the  adventures  of  Boone  and  Kenton,  the 
author  writes  about  in  good  style,  and  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  volume  the  latest  episodes  in  the  history 
of  the  State  are  carefully  presented.        N.  Y,  Times.

From  the  opening  chapter,  which  treats  of  Monck- 
ton  Milnes*s  father,  there  is  hardly  a  page  that  the 
reader  would  wish  to  skip. 

Not  the  least  interesting  portion  of  the  biography 
is  that  which  deals  with  Monckton  Milnes*s  early 
years,  his  school  and  college  life.  Most  readers  will 
find  in  these  chapters  much  that  is  either  new  or  for- 
gotten. At  Trinity,  Cambridge,  where  his  father 
before  him  had  gained  distinction,  his  tutor  was 
Connop  Thirwall,  afterwards  Bishop  of  St.  David's, 
whose  influence,  according  to  Milnes*s  biog- 
rapher, was  far  more  powerful  than  any 
other  in  the  "  making  of  his  mind."  When 
Alfred  Tennyson  entered  Trinity  as  an 
undergraduate,  he  was  so  struck  by  Milnes's 
face  that  he  said,  "  That  is  a  man  I  should 
like  to  know ;  he  looks  the  best-tempered 
fellow  I  ever  saw.*'  They  at  once  struck 
up  a  close  friendship  that  lasted  through 
life. 

Lord  Houghton  truly,  in  Landor's  expres- 
sive phrase,  "warmed  both  hands  before 
the  fire  of  life.'*  But,  though  in  his  life- 
time he  received  his  good  things,  it  was  not 
appointed  unto  him,  as  unto  his  great  con- 
temporary and  friend,  to  have  his  reputa- 
tion tormented  after  death.  We  lay  down 
Mr.  Reid's  volumes  with  a  feeling  that, 
whatever  may  be  the  precise  value  of  Lord 
Houghton's  work,  the  man  was  far  greater 
than  what  he  accomplished.

OBITUARY. 
The  Very  Rev.  Edward  Hayes  Plumptre,  Dean 
of  Wells,  died  suddenly  at  the  Deanery  on  the  morn- 
ing of  Sunday,  February  i,  in  his  70th  year.    He  had 
lor  some  time  suffered  from  bronchial  asthma  and 


heart  disease,  and  this  year  wintered  at  the  Deanery 
instead  of  going  abroad.  He  had  been  confined  to 
his  room  for  some  months,  but  his  illness  was  not  of 
a  nature  to  cause  immediate  anxiety.  On  Friday  his 
medical  attendant,  Dr.  Pumell,  found  symptoms  of 
inflammation  of  the  bowels,  which  developed  rapidly, 
and  ended  fatally,  as  stated. 

Dr.  Plumptre  was  born  Aug.  6,  1821.  He  was  a 
scholar  of  University  College,  Oxford,  where  he  ob- 
tained a  double  first  and  graduated  B.A.  in  1844,  and 
became  a  Fellow  of  Urasenose  College  in  the  same 
year.  Three  years  later  he  was  ordained  priest  and 
appointed  chaplain  at  King*s  College,  London,  at 
which  institution  he  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Pas- 
toral Theology  in  1853.  He  was  Assistant  Preacher 
at  Lincoln's  Inn  from  i8$i  till  1858;  Select  Preacher 
at  Oxford  1851-3,  1864-6,  and  1872-3;  and  Boyle 
Lecturer  in  1866-7.  In  1863  he  was  appointed  to  the 
prebendal  stall  of  Portpool  in  St.  PauFs  Cathedral; 
and  in  1869  was  presented  by  the  Primate  to  the  Rec- 
tory of  Pluckley,  in  Kent,  which  he  exchanged  in  1873 
for  the  vicarage  of  Bickley,  in  the  same  county.  Dr. 
Plumptre  was  for  four  years— 1869-74 — ^a  member  of 
the  Old  Testament  company  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  Convocation  to  revise  the  Authorized  Ver- 
sion of  the  Bible.  He  was  Grinfield  Lecturer  on  the 
Septuagint  at  Oxford,  1872-4 ;  Examiner  in  the  School 
of  Theology  at  Oxford,  1872-3;  and  Principal  of 
Queen's  College,  Harley  Street,  from  1875  ^^^  ^^77' 
In  1881  he  was  installed  at  Wells  in  succession  to  the 
late  Dean  Johnson,  having  some  years  previously  re- 
ceived the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Glasgow.  He  was  the  author  of  numerous 
theological  writings,  including  contributions  to  several 
distinct  series  of  commentaries  of  the  Bible.  His 
most  important  prose  work  was  "The  life  and  Letters 
of  Bishop  Ken,**  published  in  1888.  His  sacred  verse 
more  particularly  the  volume  entitled,  "Lazarus  and 
other  Poems,*'  secured  considerable  favor ;  but,  as  a 
man  of  letters,  he  is  most  widely  known  for  his  schol- 
arly translations  of  i€schylus,  Sophocles,  and  Dante. 
His  latest  publication  was  a  criticism  of  General 
Booth's  financial  proposals,  which  appeared  a  fort- 
night since.  Dean  Plumptre  lost  his  wife  about  a  year 
ago.  He  took  an  active  interest  in  all  local  afiiairs, 
was  a  liberal  supporter  of  charities,  and  recentiy  gave 
a  thousand  pounds  to  the  Theological  College  at 
Wells.

The  life  of  Pericles  in  this  volume  is  made  the  centre  of 
an  account  of  the  period  of  Athenian  ascendency,  written 
in  a  spirit  of  sympathy  with  Greek  Democracy.     The  book 
is  copiously  illustrated  with  maps  and  well-selected  and 
fresh  examples  of  the  art  of  the  day.     It  is  liberal  in  senti- 
ment, wide  in  its  scholarship  and  accurate,  but  conventional 
in  its  view  of  Greek  life.

The  first  of  a  series  of  three  books  of  which  the  other  two 
are  to  cover  the  formation  of  the  Union,  1 750-1 829  and  its 
establishment,  1829- 1889.  Like  the  others  this  is  intended 
to  give  with  bibliographies  and  copious  references  to  author- 
ities a  compact  and  illuminating  account  of  the  organization 
of  the  colonies.    The  work  is  dry,  but  accurate.

The  character  of  the  first  volume  indicates  clearly  that  Dr. 
Heinrich  von  Sybel's  "  Founding  of  the  German  Empire  by 
William  I "  will  be  an  impoitant  contribution  to  historicid 
literature.  The  work  is  to  be  in  reality  a  history  of  Prussia 
from  1850  to  1870;  and  the  author,  through  the  permission 
of  Prince  Bismarck,  given  in  1881,  has  had  access  in  the 
preparation  of  it  to  the  contents  of  the  Government  archives 
and  to  the  registry  of  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs. 
Here,  of  course,  he  found  an  unlimited  supply  of  the  most 
useful  material,  which  he  has  used  to  present  for  the  first 
time  a  full  statement  of  the  aims  and  policy  of  Prussia 
through  these  eventful  years,  leading  up  to  the  German 
Empire.  The  author  does  not  attempt  to  conceal  his  Prussian 
and  National  Liberal  convictions,  and  this  fact  may  prevent 
hb  work  from  attaining  to  the  first  rank  as  history.  But  the 
store  of  new  material  which  he  has  brought  to  light  makes 
his  book  of  the  utmost  importance.  The  translation  is  by 
Marshall  L.  Perrin,  of  Boston  University.  The  work  will 
consist  of  five  volumes,  the  remaining  four  of  which  are  to 
be  issued  between  now  and  next  summer.

Dedicated  to  the  Queen  of  Roumania  for  no  pardcnlar 
reason,  the  recollections  of  his  childhood  told  by  M.  Piore 
Loti  have  an  artistic  simplicity  that  one  finds  among  French 
writers  only.  Love — r«d  love — is  omitted  from  the  stoty, 
though  when  it  comes  to  the  preparatory  school  for  the  jcoole 
Polytechnique  the  writer  cannot  forbear  to  slip  in  a  memoran- 
dimi  fix>m  his  diary  about  a  certain  Jeanne  in  **  a  blue  gown, 
trinomed  with  gray  fiu*,  and  a  hat  with  a  wing  in  it  "  Bat  be 
hastens  to  add,  in  order  to  keep  his  promise  to  the  Queen  of 
Roumania,  that  this  love  was  merely  imitative  of  romantic 
attainments  pursued  by  his  chums  at  school.  "  To  do  as  they 
did,  I  wrote  her  name  in  cipher  (sic)  on  the  covers  of  my 
copybooks,  and  in  a  dilettante  fashion*  for  the  notion  of  the 
thing,  I  tried  to  persuade  myself  that  I  was  really  in  love." 
It  can  hardly  be  said  that  Mrs.  Clara  Bell  has  caught  the 
flavor  of  this  thread  of  reminiscences ;  perhaps  because  that 
flavor  is  incommunicable,  residing  in  M.  Loti's  style,  rather 
than  anything  striking  or  original  that  happened  to  him  as 
child  and  boy.  But  at  least  one  gets  a  glimpse  of  life  in  a 
French  Protestant  family  whose  males  took  naturally  to  the 
ocean,  but  who  brought  up  their  little  Pierre  in  a  way  that 
was  scarcely  calculated  to  make  a  hardy  sailor  of  him.

It  was  a  praiseworthy  undertaking  for  Baron  Hochschild 
to  prepare  a  sketch  of  his  royal  mistress.     For  many  years 
he  was  her  court  chamberlain,  and  heard  from  her  own  lipt 
some  of  the  particulars  of  her  early  life.    Other  matter  be 
owes  to  his  ^ther,  and  to  pi4>er5  presoved  in  the  private 
archives  of  the  Bemadottes.     D^ir6e  Qary,  daughter  of  a 
silk  manufacturer  of  Marseilles,  was  **  a  rare  example  of  the 
caprices  of  fate."    Before  ^e  was  thirteen  she  was  betrothed 
to  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  and  in  about  a  year  was  jilted  by 
him  that  he  might  marry  Josephine.  It  is  evident  that  she  for- 
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gave  him,  but  all  ber  life  had  a  petty  spite  against  the  woman 
who  supplanted  her.  A  beautiful  heiress,  she  was  sur* 
rounded  with  suitors,  but  gave  her  hand  to  one  much  older 
thmn  herself,  whom  she  knew  but  slightly.  Bemadotte,  she 
said,  *<  was  a  different  sort  of  a  man  from  those  I  had  refused, 
and  I  consented  to  marry  him  when  I  was  told  that  he  was 
man  enough  to  withstand  Bonaparte."  D^sir^e  seems  to  have 
been  a  woman  of  no  strength  of  character.  She  was  incapable  of 
understanding  the  momentuous  issues  of  the  times  in  which 
she  lived ;  and  she  had  no  appreciation  of  the  man  whose 
wife  she  was.  After  a  brief  sojourn  with  him  in  Sweden, 
she  went  back  to  Paris,  because  she  preferred  life  there,  and 
did  not  again  visit  the  country  over  which  he  was  sovereign, 
for  thirteen  years ;  all  this  time  she  was  separated  from  her 
only  child.  Why  King  Oscar  should  have  adored  this 
mother  b  puzzling  to  the  reader.  She  lived  to  see  the  third 
generation  of  Bemadottes  ascend  the  throne,  and  died  in 
i860.  It  is  a  singular  instance  of  the  irony  of  destiny  that 
another  Josephine  Beauharnais,  granddaughter  of  the  Em- 
press, should  become  the  daughter-in-law  of  D^sir^,  and 
be  with  her  when  she  breathed  her  last.

Lord  Melbourne  was  decidedly  a  remarkable  man,  and 
Dr.  Dnnckley  has  written  rather  a  dull  book  about  him. 
When  you  are  confined  to  240  small  pages,  it  is  a  mistake  to 
devote  some  ten  to  the  ancestors  of  your  hero's  grandmother, 
more  especially  as  Mr.  Torrens's  identification  of  one  of 
them,  the  Coke  of  Queen  Anne's  time,  with  the  Sir  Plume 
of  "  The  Rape  of  the  Lock"  is  a  mistake,  as  Dr.  Dunckley 
appears  to  be  aware.  Sir  George  Brown,not  the  Vice-Chamber- 
lain Coke,  was  Sir  Plume.  "  Nobody,"  said  Pope,  "  but  Sir 
George  Brown  was  angry,  and  he  was  a  good  deal  so,  and 
for  a  Jong  time."  Again,  in  the  accounts  of  William  Lamb's 
career  in  the  House  of  Commons  it  was  quite  unnecessary  to 
go  into  the  rights  and  wrongs  of  Queen  Caroline,  or  the 
scandal  about  the  Duke  of  York  and  Mrs.  Clarke.  And  what 
is  Dr.  Dunckley*s  authority  for  saying  that  William  Lamb 
"  did  not  take  kindly  to  the  stubblfe  ?"  In  the  "  Melbourne 
Papers"  it  is  stated  that  he  was  accounted  an  excellent  shot, 
and  some  of  his  bags  are  given.  The  chapter  on  Lord  Mel- 
boome  at  the  Home  Office  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  book, 
and  those  on  his  premierships  are  written  with  knowledge, 
the  only  slip  that  we  have  been  able  to  detect  being  that  the 
abandonment  of  the  Appropriation  clause  by  the  Whigs  is 
assigned  to  1837  instead  of  1838.  But  more  stress  should 
have  been  laid  upon  the  wisdom  or  unwisdom  of  making 
the  appnropriation  of  the  Irish  Church  money  the  cardind 
principle  of  the  ministry  of  1835.  Dr.  Dunckley  might  also 
have  enlivened  his  book  by  introducing  some  of  the  pungent 
phrases  with  which  Lord  Melbourne  was  accustomed  to  sum

This  work  is  a  happy  medium  between  the  vague  rhapso- 
dies of  some  tourists  over  "  stately  palm  trees  "  and  **  gorgeous 
sunsets"   and   the   wearisome   egoism   with   which   others 
chronicle  every  dinn^ ,  every  cigar,  and  every  headache.     It 
is,  in  fact,  a  concise  little  guide  book   for  those  who  go  to 
Honduras  to  settle,  and  the  information  that  fills  it  is  of  a 
thoroughly  practical   kind.     Two  of  its  four  sections  are 
devoted  to  a  full  account  of  the  local  mining  and  agricultural 
industries,   and  supplemented    with    a   short    appendix   of 
needful  statistics  respecting  hotels,  routes  of  travel,  duties, 
currency,  etc.,  together  with  a  few  of  the  most  necessary 
Spanish  words  for  use  in  the  country. 

The  fin>t  and  last  sections  of  the  volume  are  chiefly 
occupied  with  the  details  of  the  author's  own  travels  through 
the  interior  of  the  country,  to  which — though  far  from 
representing  it  as  a  tropical  fairyland — he  gives  a  much 
better  character  than  it  received  fiom  the  European  tourists 
of  the  last  generation,  most  of  whom  seemed  to  agree  with 
the  few  survivors  of  the  ill-fated  expedition  of  Cortes  in 
pronouncing  it  **  a  country  of  the  devil."  For  this  difference 
of  opinion  Mr.  Charles  accounts  plausibly  enough  at  page  80 : 
"  Irresolute  and  easily  discouraged  folks,"  says  he,  '*  soon 
become  disgusted  with  the  life,  and  set  up  a  tremendous  wail 
to  return  to  *  civilization,'  as  they  call  it.  They  are  people 
who  have  not  the  slightest  idea  of  adapting  themselves  to 
circumstances  and  getting  at  the  best  side  of  life,  *  *  * 
and  these  are  the  people,  I  believe,  who  make  the  ridiculous 
and  depredating  reports  of  Honduras  that  we  sometimes 
read  in  the  newspapers."  N.  K  T^mes, 

How  We  Went  and  What  We  Saw.    A  Flying

Mr.  Reeve  is  spokesman  for  a  party  of  Minnesotans  which 
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appears  to  have  been  organized  upon  a  sudden  impulse  for 
purposes  of  travel,  and  which,  boldly  committed  to  the 
management  of  Mr.  Cook,  reaped  signal  advantages  from 
that  confidence.  The  notes  of  travel  in  this  volume  are 
less  interesting  than  the  by-play  of  personal  adventure  and 
criticism.  Mr.  Reeve  and  his  friends  appear  to  have  set  out 
rather  too  strongly  imbued  with  that  scepticism  which  impels 
travelers  not  only  to  challenge  every  statement  made  to 
them,  but  which,  in  the  absence  of  uncommonly  full  previous 
knowledge,  renders  them  liable  to  refuse  credence  where 
it  is  really  due.  On  the  other  hand,  a  book  of  travels  written 
by  one  determined  to  take  nothing  for  granted,  and  to 
foHow  in  no  well-worn  ruts,  merely  because  they  are  well- 
worn,  prombes  much  origmal  and  untrammelled  observation. 
In  this  case,  moreover,  the  writer  has  a  good  deal  of  that 
humor  which  has  come  to  be  recognized  as  distinctively 
Western,  and  his  odd  phrases  and  rollicking  exaggeration 
often  produce  very  amusing  effects. 

Of  course  they  visited  all  the  regular  sights  in  Egypt,  and 
our  traveler's  account  of  the  ascent  of  the  Great  Pyramid  is 
worth  quoting  at  length,  had  we  but  the  space  for  it. 
According  to  Mr.  Reeve,  the  swarming  Arabs  so  infest  the 
place  and  so  pester  every  one  who  makes  the  ascent  that 
it  Ls  quite  impossible  to  secure  even  a  moment's  silence  and 
seclusion  in  which  to  appreciate  the  magnificence  of  the 
view  from  the  summit,  or  to  meditate  upon  the  historical 
associations  of  the  pile  itself.  All  the  description  of  this 
excursion,  including  the  visit  to  the  Sphynx,  is  racy  in  the 
extreme,  and  it  speedily  appeajs  that  this  typical  American 
party  were  above  all  things  determined  to  see  everything 
with  their  own  eyes,  and  never  to  estimate  anything  at  the 
value  put  upon  it  by  others.  So  Mr.  Reeve  never  hesitates 
to  say  so  plainly  when  he  is  disappointed  in  a  view  or  a 
show-place;  nor  will  he  make-believe  in  the  beauty  or 
majesty  of  what  struck  him  as  ugly  or  sordid. 

Mr.  Reeve's  notions  concerning  the  ancient  religion  of 
Egypt  are  advanced  with  more  confidence  than  the  extent 
and  nature  of  his  researches  perhaps  warrant,  but  they  have 
the  merit  of  freshness,  and  they  are  not  without  support  in 
archaeology.  Throughout  the  book,  however,  there  runs  a 
breezy  and  buoyant  air,  which  is  stimulating  and  sympathetic. 
It  serves  to  emphasize  the  contrasts  between  the  oldest  and 
the  youngest  of  peoples  in  quite  a  curious  way,  moreover, 
though  nothing  of  the  lurid  was  probably  aimed  at  by  the 
author.

ing himself.  Even  this  result  would  not  be  obtained  except 
through  much  assistance  fixun  men  quite  as  good  as  he  and 
far  wiser.  The  interest  of  the  reader,  however,  is  not  con- 
6ned  to  the  hero ;  there  is  a  heroine  who  comes  into  the 
pages  occasionally,  to  the  reader's  delight — a  youiig  woman 
of  admirable  mind  and  physique,  who  is  refreshingly  free 
from  the  susceptibility  of  most  novelists'  young  women,  and 
who  will  not  marry  until  she  finds  a  man  who  has  force  as 
well  as  manners  and  morals.

Fuller's  "  A.  D.  2000,"  or  William  Morris's  "  Nothing 
from  Nowheres,"  but  all  the»e  stories  follow,  with  the  cue 
under  notice,  the  same  direction.  All  of  them  work  op  the 
mechanics  of  the  kingdom  come  and  draw  on  their  imagina- 
tions. The  cavalry  Ueutenant.  with  **  a  cobbler  stick  to  his 
last "  mental  process,  gives  us  in  the  year  2000  a  big  stand- 
ing army,  and  of  course  there  must  be  fighting.  Mr.  Thomas 
or  Mr.  Houghton  presents,  as  does  Mr.  Bellamy,  the  era  of 
peace,  brought  about  by  restaurant  dinners,  a  standard  pen- 
dulum, solar  system  factories,  and,  of  course,  air-ships.  In 
that  fine  dty  of  Tame,  where  Paul  Prognosis  lands  in  his 
nightshirt,  the  people  dwell  in  pyramids,  the  pyranudical 
form  possessing  many  advantages  over  tenements.  Culture 
has  gone  so  far  in  the  city  of  Tame,  due  to  scientists,  that 
the  naturalist  section  has  extirpated  all  the  noxious  and  use- 
less animals,  except  the  rats.  In  that  happy  future  we  are  to 
suppose  that  canvas-back  ducks  and  terrapin  will,  through 
judicious  selection,  be  the  common  food.  The  machinery  of 
all  these  books  has  the  same  starting  point  You  push  the 
button  (a  man  who  goes  to  sleep  or  who  is  knocked  in  the 
head  or  who  takes  too  much  of  an  anaesthetic)  and  off  she 
goes.  "  The  Crystal  Button "  is  well  written  and  far  from 
being  wearisome.

Thomas  Sergeant  Peny  has  written  a  new  work  which 
will  take  rank  among  the  most  important  of  the  books  of  the 
season.  The  work  is  addressed  to  the  general  reader  rather 
than  to  the  classical  student,  and  will  be  found  of  use  to  the 
business  and  professional  man  who  wishes  to  refresh  his 
recollection  of  the  Greek  Uterature  of  his  college  days,  as 
well  as  to  the  reader  who  has  no  knowledge  of  ancient  lan- 
guages. The  work  is  divided  into  seven  books,  treating  of 
"The  Epics,"  "Lyric  Poetry."  "Greek  Tragedy,"  "The 
Historians,"  **The  Orators,"  "The  Philosphers,"  and 
•*  Hellenism."  The  author's  method  of  exposition  is  intelli- 
gent, simple,  candid,  fair.  In  the  case  of  mooted  points 
which  German  criticism  is  still  engaged  in  trying  to  solve,  he 
sets  the  evidence  of  both  sides  clearly  before  the  reader, 
leaving  him  to  form  his  own  opinions.  But  he  evidently 
inclines  to  the  belief  in  the  multiple  authorship  of  the  "  lUad" 
and  "Odyssey" — ^the  theories  concerning  which  he  states 
with  commendable  fullness  and  impartiality.  He  summarizes 
the  narratives  of  these  great  epics,  and  gives  copious  extracts 
from  the  best  English  translations  of  them,  his  introductions 
serving  to  reflect  the  atmosphere  of  the  poem;,  and  to  bring 
them  into  the  proper  perspective.  In  the  case  uf  the  Greek 
tragedies,  comedies,  histories,  and  philosophies,  Mr.  Perry  is 
equally  interesting  and  instructive,  the  selections  from  trans- 
lations giving  the  reader  an  excellent  insight  into  the  thought 
of  the  time  and  his  comments  throwing  an  abundance  of  light 
upon  the  life  of  which  that  thought  is  the  outward  sign.

Mr.  Herbert  Ward  tells  very  simply  the  story  of  his  con- 
nection with  the  Emin  Pasha  Relief  Expedition.     It  consists 
mainly  of  extracts  from  his  note-books,  with  here  and  there 
explanatory  paragraphs.     He  adds  nothing  new  to  the  sad 
history,  as  he  was  not  in  the  camp  at  the  time  of  the  canni- 
bal feast  and  Major  Barttelot's  murder.    This  officer's  incom- 
petency, however,  b  very  conclusively  shown,  but  of  Mr. 
Jamison  a  very  pleasant  impression  is  ^ven,  as  well  as  a 
pathetic  account  of  his  death.    The  closing  pages  are  devoted 
to  a  reply  to  Mr.  Stanley's  personal  charges.    Some  of  these 
are  shown  to  be  unfounded,  and  the  rest  are  met  with  an 
explicit  denial.    Incidentally  Mr.  Ward  throws  some  rather 
unfavorable  light  on  the  af&irs  of  the  Congo  Free  State. 
He  refers  to  the  "  appalling  '*  number  of  deaUis  am<mg  the 
officers  and  Europ&m  residents,  and  to  a  refusal  to  permit 
him  to  go  on  a  steamer  by  the  officer  in  conamand,  who  ex- 
plained that  as  he  should  have  hostile  operations  with  the 
natives  in  several  places,  *<  witnesses  would  be  undesirable."

^  Mr.  Laws  is  well-known  as  one  of  the  first  composers  of 
problems  of  our  time.  He  is,  we  believe,  little  more  thbn 
thirty  years  of  age,  and  has  ahready  had  a  successful  career 
of  ten  years  in  this  delightful  branch  of  chess  strategy.  The 
present  work  is  one  of  the  <*  Qub  Series''  of  shilling  manuals 
now  being  brought  out  by  Messrs.  Bell  &  Sons.  Within  such 
limits  of  size  and  price  a  complete  presentment  of  the  whole 
subject  of  problems  was  obviously  impossible,  and  Mr.  Laws 
has  done  wisely  to  confine  himself  to  a  single  branch,  and 
that  the  least  complex.  By  this  time  the  number  of  new 
ideas  available  for  chess  problems  is  apparently  exhausted; 
yet  the  bright  and  surprising  combinations  of  known  ideas 
into  new  forms,  even  within  the  narrow  compass  of  two 
movesy  recalls  the  wonders  of  the  kaleidoscope.  A  group  of 
composers  has  sprung  up  who  confine  their  practice  to  this 
class  of  problems,  and  may  be  styled  the  miniaturists  of  the 
gune ;  Mr.  Laws  has  shown  himself  equally  successful  in 
this  delicate  form  of  his  art  and  on  the  broader  canvases  of 
four  and  five  movers.  In  tracing  the  various  steps  by  which 
the  chess  problem  has  attained  its  present  development  the

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

BY  NATHAN  HA8KBX.L  DOX.B. 

Boston,  March  16,  1891. 
One  of  the  Boston  papers  had  a  sort  of  symposium 
of  comments  upon  the  passage  of  the  International 
Copyright  Law.  Mr.  Howells  expressed  himself  as 
very  glad  that  the  bill  had  become  a  law,  but  thought 
that  whatever  change  resulted  would  be  gradual. 
Colonel  Higginson  was  delighted  that  the  bill  was 
passed,  but  regretted  the  "  protective  element "  so 
strongly  marked  in  it.  He  also  thought  that  there 
would  be  comparatively  small  results  from  the  passage 
of  it.  Th6  editor  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  Mr.  Horace 
E.  Scudder,  fell  behind  the  old  proverb  that  the  "  proof 
of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating/*  but  the  reporter  evi- 
dently muddled  his  further  remarks,  turning  them  into 
nonsense.  Mr.  Edward  Bellamy,  who,  as  editor  of 
The  New  Nation^  now  lives  part  of  the  time  in 
Boston,  declared  that  the  new  law  was  much 
better  than  nothing,  but  still  very  far  from  what 
was  desirabl(^.  Mr.  Parkman,  the  historian,  and  Mr. 
Robert  Grant,  the  novelist,  both  thought  it  would  give 
great  encouragement  to  American  writers. 

Mr.  Arlo  Bates  alone  boldly  spoke  out  against  the 
law  and  said  :  "  I  must  confess  that  I  hoped  the  bill 
would  not  pass.  ♦  *  *  It  is  a  compromise  and  is  as 
unsatisfactory  as  all  compromises  are ;"  and  he  added 
that  he  thought  there  was  "  disappointment  ahead  for 
those  who  expected  any  important  or  marked  change 
in  the  outlook  for  publishers  and  authors.*' 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  clause  requiring  simulta- 
neousness  of  publication,  I  think  the  bill  would  have 
been  comparatively  satisfactory.  But  except  for  well- 
known  authors  whose  books  are  a  subject  of  competi- 
tion, there  will  be  no  gain.  And  the  piracy  of  short 
stories  from  English  periodicals,  unless  the  periodicals 


are  set  up  in  this  country,  will  go  on  just  as  unre- 
strictedly as  ever,  to  the  evident  loss  of  American 
writers  of  short  stories. 

I  think  the  way  the  bill  was  advocated  by  the  pub- 
lishers was  delightful.  It  reminded  me  of  a  fable  that 
might  have  been  written  by  iEsop  or  Kruilof : 

The  sheep  finding  that  the  wolves  were  preying 
upon  them  and  growing  fat  from  constant  use  of  fresh 
mutton  and  lamb,  determined  to  protect  themselves. 
They  called  a  meeting.  Some  of  the  more  insidious 
and  wily  of  the  wolves  (who  spelt  thtvciStXvtswoolves) 
attended  the  meeting  (attracted  by  the  word  meat 
which  they  thought  lurked  in  it).  Finding  the  sheep 
loath  to  speak  out,  a  prominent  wolf  had  himself 
elected  as  chairman  and  proceeded  to  nominate 
officers.  One  or  two  of  the  fatter  sheep  were 
elected  to  subordinate  places,  and  under  cover  of  this 
concession,  the  majority  of  the  principal  offices  were 
filled  by  wolves.  Then  the  passage  of  a  compromise 
measure  (apparently  giving  the  sheep  all  the  protec- 
tion they  wanted,  but  really  delivering  over  to  the 
wolves  as  much  sheep-meat  as  they  needed)  was 
urged  upon  a  congress  composed  wholly  of  asses. 
And  when,  after  much  parleying,  the  bill  was  passed, 
the  President  of  the  Animal  Kingdom  signed  it  with 
a  feather  plucked  from  the  tail  of  an  owl. 

In  the  interview  with  Mr.  Arlo  Bates,  the  reporter 
put  into  his  lips  the  sibylline  words  : 

•'  There  are  enough  short  stories  already  printed  in 
foreign  publications  to  last  the  newspapers  fifteen 
years.  The  law  will  knock  out  those  magazines 
which  have  lived  wholly  on  borrowed  material." 

I  confess  I  don't  know  what  the  reporter  meant, 
for  the  first  statement  is  not  true,  and  the  second, 
hardly  comes  within  the  facts,  as  I  have  shown 
above.  But  Mr.  Bates  evidently  believes  in  his 
market  for  short  stories. 

Messrs.  Roberts'  Brothers  have  in  press  a  delightful 
little  volume  of  his,  bearing  the  appetizing  title,  "  A 
Book  0'  Nine  Tales."  The  stories  are  separated 
from  each  other  by  **  Interludes,"  in  somewhat  the 
same  vein  as  the  author  gives  every  Sunday  in  the 
column  of  the  Courier ^  entitled,  "  Opposite  the  Old 
South,"  and  very  entertaining  they  are. 

The  same  publishers  are  about  to  issue  the  third 
edition  of  Mr.  Frank  B.  Sanborn's  Life  of  John 
Brown.  When  John  Brown  was  at  Harper's  Ferry, 
engaged  in  his  famous  raid,  he  was  instrumental  in 
liberating  and  getting  to  Canada,  a  colored  man  by 
the  name  of  Hector.    A  son  of  that  colored  man  is 
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now  a  noted  preacher,  who  shares  with  the  Honorable 
Daniel  Dougherty,  the  title  of  "the  silver-tongued 
orator/*  and  he  has  taken  it  upon  himself  to  raise 
$5000  for  Jason,  the  needy  son  of  Ossawattamie 
Brown,  and  is  at  the  present  time  lecturing  in  the 
West,  and  selling  copies  of  Mr.  Sanborn's  life  for 
that  purpose. 

Mr.  Sanborn,  by  the  way,  is  now  contributing  to 
the  columns  of  the  Boston  Advertiser,  daily  instal- 
ments of  anecdote  and  comment  under  the  heading, 
"At  the  Breakfast  Table.*'  He  has  lately  been 
rivaling  James  Russell  Lowell  in  *'sarkastic"  poems, 
in  the  Yankee  dialect — poems  more  remarkable  for 
facility  of  odd  rhymes  than  for  poetry,  and  of  local 
rather  than  general  interest. 

Some  ten  years  ago  a  few  wealthy  merchants  of 
Boston, clubbed  together  and  hired  a  Chinese  instructor 
for  Harvard  College.  The  salary  which  was  offered 
was  a  fortune  to  the  genial  little  scribe.  Professor 
Ko  kun-hua  came  over  with  such  a  store  of  rich  silks 
and  satins,  and  sat  so  gorgeously  clad  on  the  platform 
of  Sanders  Theatre  on  Commencement  Days,  that 
everybody  thought  him  a  top-lofty  Mandarin.  I  once 
had  the  honor  of  a  call  from  the  Professor.  He  came 
attended  by  a  tall  Coolie  servant,  and  brought  with 
him  his  two  little  boys  (whom  a  bright  lady  called 
Ko-kuns,  because  they  were  all  wrapped  up  in  silks). 
The  servant  brought  a  grip-sack  with  him;  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  according  to  Chinese  etiquette  they 
would  have  staid  all  night,  and  camped  on  the  floor, 
if  I  had  not  remembered  that  the  Chinese  always 
remain  till  they  have  been  offered  something  to  eat  or 
drink,  which  is  with  them  a  polite  signal  that  their 
call  has  lasted  long  enough. 

Professor  Ko-kun-hua,  had,  I  believe,  one  pupil, 
who  was  learning  to  he  a  missionary  and  not  a  mer- 
chant, so  that  the  enterprise  seemed  to  be  financially 
a  failure. 

But  there  is  never  anything  lost  in  this  world  and 
there  are  occult  reasons  that  would  make  one  think 
that  it  has  at  last  borne  fruit  in  the  recent  fad  for 
things  Chinese  that  has  agitated  a  certain  segment  of 
Boston  literary  circles. 

There  is  a  dingy  little  building  on  a  semi-disrepu- 
table street  and  here  a  few  weeks  ago  some  of  the 
great  literary  and  social  lions  of  Boston  gathered  to 
witness  a  play  presented  by  Chinese  actors.  "  Who 
were  there  "  helped  to  fill  the  columns  of  the  gossip 
paper,  which  in  this  regard  discovered  a  new  scope 
in  journalism  that  at  least  deserves  mention,  since 
it  opens  infinite  possibilities.  One  paper  said  that 
Mr.  Howells  would  witness  the  first  performance  and 
that  Mr.  Aldrich  might  witness  the  second.  Now,  if 
this  were  carried  a  bit  farther  ?  Let  us  suppose  a 
party  should  occur.  For  the  few  days  preceding  the 
wits  of  the  reporters  will  be  exercised  on  guessing 
who  may  be  there.  Then  after  it  has  occurred,  the 
list  of  those  present  might  be  extended  ad  libitum  by 
the  names  of  those  who  were  absent ! 


Well,  the  Chinese  theatre  was  such  a  success  that 
it  was  followed  a  few  days  later  by  a  very  *'  swell " 
dinner  at  a  Chinese  restaurant  on  Harrison  Avenue, 
at  which  all  the  dishes  but  one  were  boiled  and 
therefore  eminently  digestible.  It  was  a  very  pleasant 
occasion,  so  it  is  said  by  those  who  were  present,  and 
many  who  made  cheap  fun  of  it  would  have  been 
very  glad  to  be  present,  even  though  they  had  to  eat 
soup  with  chop-sticks. 

The  next  great  excitement  is  to  be  what  is  called  a 
"  Magazine  Vivant."  Magazine  is  English,  and 
Vivant  is  adopted  English,  and  the  tableaux  which 
are  to  represent  certain  illustrative  features  of  modern 
magazine-literature  are  to  be  performed  by  well- 
known  artists  and  literary  people,  prominent  among 
whom  are  Mr.  H.  Winthrop  Peirce  and  Mr.  John  C. 
Abbott,  Jr.,  the  author  of  certain  clever  plays.  Some 
of  the  tableaux  will  certainly  be  pretty;  but  the 
feature  which  would  appeal  most  strongly  to  the  aver- 
age author — Rejected  Addresses — will  be  conspicuous 
by  its  absence. 

The  strike  among  the  electrotypers  for  an  increase 
of  wages  from  $18  to  $24  a  week  has  been  a 
serious  hindrance  to  all  the  Boston  publishers.  There 
has  been  some  talk  of  a  Co-operative  Association,  or 
shop  of  typogfraphers,  but  it  is  a  question  whether  it 
will  come  to  anything.  Meantime  everything  in  the 
printing  shops  is  at  a  standstill,  and  the  proof-reader's 
tongue  is  at  rest ;  and  consequently  there  is  almost 
no  news  to  tell. 

Mr.  William  H.  Rideing  has  left  his  pretty  suburban 
home  buried  in  snow,  and  has  sought  warmer  skies  in 
"  the  vext  Bermuthes,**  or  elsewhere,  in  the  sunny 
South.  His  "  hundred  thousand  dollar  view  "—that 
of  the  Park  and  Playstead  from  his  study  windows— 
as  his  friends  love  to  call  it,  has  been  exchanged  for 
tropical  scenes  which  he  will  doubtless  bring  back  by 
the  mae^ic  of  his  camera,  for  the  associate  editor  of 
the  North  American  Review  and  The  Youths  Com- 
panion, is  an  artist  with  the  Hawkeye,  and  tells  many 
pleasant  stories  of  travel  and  friendship  with  dry- 
plate  memorials.  Mrs.  Edna  Dean  Cheney  expects 
next  month  to  flit  to  Europe  in  company  with  Mrs. 
Channing  and  Miss  EvaChanning.  Miss  Channing, 
also,  besides  being  a  remarkable  student  of  languages 
— knowing  such  out-of-the-way  tongues  as  Sanskirt 
and  Lithuanian — is  skilled  with  the  camera.  Mr. 
Horace  Chandler,  formerly  editor  and  proprietor  of 
Every  Other  Saturday,  has  left  his  newly  remodeled 
house  and  fascinating  library,  and  gone  to  Florida; 
and  he  also  makes  wonderfully  fine  photographs. 
Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton,  has  brought  her 
delightful  Friday  "  afternoons  '*  to  a  close,  and  has 
gone  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  to  visit  her  mar- 
ried daughter,  who  lives  there.  She  will  retxmi  to 
Boston  for  a  brief  stay,  and  sail  for  Europe  the  first 
of  May. 

Professor  Richard  G.  Moulton,  of  Cambridge, 
England,  is  to  give  a  course  of  six  lectures  at  Seventy- 
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two  Mt.  Vernon  Street,  beginning  April  fourth.  His 
subjects  are  "Macbeth;  or,  a  Soul's  Degeneracy," 
"  Lady  Macbeth,  a  Type  of  the  Inner  Life,"  "Two 
Studies  in  Spenser's  Faerie  Queene,"  and  "The 
Literary  Study  of  the  Bible.*' 

Mr.  Alexander  Young,  the  genial  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Critic ^  and  one  of  the  several  person- 
alities who  help  to  furnish  "  Taverner's  "  column  in 
the  Boston  Post,  is  laid  up  at  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  with  a  disabled  hand — his  right  hand. 
All  who  know  him  hope  that  his  misfortune  will  be  of 
short  duration,  but  the  latest  reports  give  little  encour- 
agement that  he  will  soon  resume  his  literary  occu- 
pations, his  health  being  sadly  broken  by  a  wasting 
disease.* 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stuart  Phelps- Ward  has  been  lately 
talking  to  an  interesting  gathering  of  about  a  hundred 
young  ladies  in  Mrs.  Claflin's  parlors,  and  her  subject 
was  "Death!"  These  young  ladies,  of  their  own 
free  will,  asked  for  some  talks  on  subjects  rather  more 
serious  and  elevating  than  mere  literature,  and  the 
course  which  is  now  in  its  second  year,  is  said  to  be 
extremely  successful. 

A  young  married  woman,  who  has  done  some  work 
with  her  pen,  though  she  decidedly  objects  to  being 
called  literary,  recently  perpetrated  a  jeu  d* esprit 
which  will  be  appreciated  by  Philadelphians  at  least. 
Discussion  turned  on  the  different  kinds  of  birds  that 
inhabit  this  region.  A  certain  note  was  heard  during  a 
pause,and  some  one  asked  what  bird  it  was  that  uttered 
it  A  phoebe-bird  was  suggested.  That  was  disputed, 
but  before  the  question  was  settled,  a  distant  engine 
whistle  sounded.

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

BY  TALCOTT  WILLIAMS. 

The  sonnet  inexorably  requires  depth,  intensity  and 
form.  Without  all  three,  it  fails  to  fill  its  place,  and 
unless  all  three  are  present,  its  intricate  metrical 
arrangement  becomes  a  cloak  and  not  a  clue.  The 
scope  and  sincerity  of  the  fifty-six  sonnets  in  "  Letter 
and  Spirit"  command  respect.  They  compass  in 
their  round  the  same  theme  which  Sir  Philip  Sidney 
compressed  in  a  single  sonnet : 

"  Since  Nature's  works  be  good  and  death  doth  serve 
As  Nature's  work,  why  should  we  fear  to  die?" 

And  a  greater  than  Sir  Philip  in  the  sonnet  (CXLVI) : 
"  Poor  soul,  the  centre  of  my  sinful  earth." 

The  inner  light  as  the  true  outer  guide  has,  in  brief 
and  in  truth,  been  the  inspiration  of  many  sonnets. 
It  is  made  the  text  here  of  verse,  reverent,  self-con- 
tained, sincere,  spiritual,  and  faithful  to,  the 
formal  norm  of  the  sonnet.     A  strong    wing    and

high  is  needed  to  keep  an  even  flight  through  fifty- 
six  sonnets  on  such  a  theme.  In  lack  of  this,  the 
treatment  becomes  didactic,  and,  while  decrying 
dogma,  dogmatic.  Mrs.  Richards  herself  seems  con- 
scious of  this  in  her  proemial  sonnet,  and  says,  in 
apology  of  her  poetical  form  for  Religion  : 

Who  would  create  her  image  must  employ 
The  unsparing  hand  of  art. 

But  the  "unsparing  hand  of  art "  can  never  be  used 
in  argument.  It  deals  only  in  emotion  and  the  visi- 
ble clog  in  these  sonnets  is  the  effort  to  convince. 

«*« 

This  said,  it  still  remains  true  that  these  sonnets 
will  deeply  interest  the  spiritual  and  feed  faith  with 
many  who  have  passed  by  a  like  way  to  the  conscious- 
ness and  conviction  of  the  inner  and  therefore,  the 
eternal  life.  Some  there  are,  like  XIII  and  LIV, 
which  no  one  who  has  once  read  will  easily  let  die 
from  memory,  and  which  will  take  their  place  among 
the  truer  poems  of  the  religious  spirit  in  whose 
expression  effort  is  so  frequent  and  success  so  rare. 
Precisely  why  even  this  expression,  so  full  of  all  that 
is  excellent,  admirable  and  beautiful,  falls  short  of 
the  higher  w?ilk  of  poetry,  will  appear  most  plainly  to 
those  most  familiar  with  these  walks,  of  which  many 
preach  and  in  which  few  live. 
**» 

Canon,  now  Bishop,  Westcott*s  "  Historic  Faith  " 
has  been  for  eight  years  a  lucid  and  illuminating 
comment  on  the  Apostles*  Creed.  Beginning  with  a 
series  of  parish  lectures,  it  was  enlarged  in  subse- 
quent editions  by  notes  on  the  historical  gp'owth  of  the 
creed,  and  in  the  present  edition  by  the  original  texts 
of  the  creeds  of  Nicaea  and  Constantinople,  with  the 
typical  Latin  versions  of  the  latter,  out  of  which  our 
own  English  forms  grew.  With  these  additions  and 
its  references,  the  "  Historic  Faith "  becomes  a 
compact  and  convenient  apparatus  for  the  careful 
personal  study  of  the  most  widely  accepted  creed  of 
Christendom.  Nor  could  any  better  sign  be  given 
of  the  essential  life  of  Christianity  than  the  open  fact 
that  gp'owth  is  still  seen,  felt  and  needed  in  the 
expression  of  divine  tiuth— every  daily  newspaper 
recentiy  chronicling  the  creed  but  recently  adopted 
by  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan,  newest  born  of  the 
national  churches  of  Christendom. 

"  Atman,"  by  Mr.  Francis  Howard  Williams,  is 
one  of  several  recent  novels  which  have  endeavored 
to  use  occult  science  in  fiction.  In  the  plot  a  Greek 
physician,  Perdicaris,  transfers  the  soul  of  a  good 
woman  to  the  body  of  a  light  woman,  beautiful  but 
soulless.  Instead  of  falling  in  love  with  him,  her  new- 
found soul  turns  to  an  artist,  whom  shortly  after  she 
rescues  from  a  burning  building,  perishing  herself, 
the  Greek  physician  having  meanwhile  committed 
suicide.  The  novel  is  full  of  surprises  of  a  certain 
power.    It  is  original  in  treatment  and  interest,  and 
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its  theosophy,  while  a  little  ragged  and  disjointed,  does 
good  service.  The  difficulty  with  it  all  is  that  it  lacks 
reality,  and  reality  is  indispensable  in  creepy  stories. 

Toynbee  Hall  stands  in  East  London  as  a  monu- 
ment of  the  conviction  of  one  educated  man,  who,  if 
he  were  living,  would  only  be  39.  that  the  first  duty 
of  educated  men  was  to  labor  for  others  by  personal 
contact  and  personal  effort.  The  practical  results  of 
Toynbee  Hall  cannot  be  rated  high ;  but  the  practical 
example  of  Arnold  Toynbee  can  scarcely  be  rated 
high  enough.  The  **  Industrial  Revolution  *'  and 
other  essays  and  lectures  by  him  just  published,  are 
prefaced  with  the  apology  that  they  will  scarcely 
explain  his  success,  his  influence,  and  the  love  men 
felt  for  him.  If  by  this  is  meant  the  intrinsic  men- 
tality and  value  of  these  youthful  productions,  the 
apology  is  needed,  but  it  was  not  what  Toynbee  knew, 
but  what  he  felt,  that  made  him  a  power.  These 
essays  give  very  little  that  is  new  in  information,  very 
little  that  is  novel  in  logic,  and  still  less  that  is  start- 
ling in  philosophy ;  but  they  are  full  of  enthusiasm 
for  humanity.  The  man  who  has  this  can  move 
mountains,  and  these  essays  are  a  remarkable  exam- 
ple of  the  fashion  in  which  this  enthusiasm  can  light 
the  dullest  and  stalest  problems  in  economics  and 
social  science. 

•*« 

Tension  and  its  corollary,  the  incapacity  to  restore, 
two  of  the  great  evils  of  daily  American  life,  is  so 
great,  that  a  book  like  Mrs.  Annie  Payson  Call's 
"  Power  Through  Repose,**  which  endeavors  some- 
what fancifully  to  combat  them,  is  likely  to  do  much 
good  with  its  simple,  primitive,  and  now  and  then  far- 
etched  suggestion.  Submission,  the  power  at  will  to 
suspend  will,  is  one  of  the  first  conditions  of  moral 
and  physical  health. 

♦  » 

Col.  Theodore  Ayrault  Dodge,  in  his  "  Hannibal,*' 
has  made  a  far  more  valuable  contribution  to  military 
history  in  his  series  of  Great  Captains  than  in  his 
*'  Alexander.'*  The  subject  is  less  known  as  a  part 
of  general  history  and  more  accessible  as  a  subject 
of  study.  Hannibal's  career  was  one  of  battles. 
Alexander  founded  more  cities  than  he  destroyed,  and 
was  the  first  Western  lawgiver  with  a  genius  for 
Eastern  legislation.  Col.  Dodge  has  been  at  the 
pains — an  infrequent  but  priceless  advantage  in  an 
historian  of  battles — to  study  the  record  on  the  spot. 
The  result  is  a  vast  addition  to  the  exact  knowledge 
of  Hannibal's  strategy  and  logistics.  No  man  can 
write  about  a  battle  intelligently  without  seeing  its 
site,  for  a  battle  is  more  than  half  site.  The  twin 
defects  of  the  book  are,  first,  a  special  lack  of  exact 
knowledge  and  comprehension  of.  the  ethnography  of 
the  period  ;  and,  second,  that  tendency  to  being  cock- 
sure which  besets  a  man  when  he  writes  on  a  subject 
with  many  sides,  with  whose  technical  side  he  is 
thoroughly  familiar.      Nor  does  Col.  Dodge  make 


quite  enough  allowance  at  some  points  to  the  stretch 
of  time  covered  by  his  illustrations,  necessarily  late, 
and  his  period  necessarily  early.  Fortunate  in  a 
subject  of  intense  interest.  Col.  Dodge  is  also  fortunate 
in  a  style  born  of  a  lively  interest  in  his  subject,  and 
the  sketch-maps  in  his  pages  render  his  history  a 
model.  No  one  can  neglect  it  in  dealing  with  Roman 
history. 

*** 
Mrs.  Danske  Dandridge's  first  volume,  "Joy  and 
Other  Poems,"  raised  hopes  which  her  second  volume, 
"  Rose  Brake,"  does  not  satisfy.  There  is  here  no 
lack  of  metrical  skill,  of  fancy,  of  keen  appreciation 
of  nature  and  her  subtler  moods,  but  there  is  lacking 
the  deeper  interpretation  of  life  which  poetry  demands 
and  which  is  needed  in  verse  as  graceful,  as  brilliant, 
and  spirited  as  is  this. 

Thomas  H.  Huxley  is  one  of  the  clearest  writers 
and  thinkers  of  his  generation,  with  the  limitations 
bom  of  exclusive  training  in  science — a  limitation 
quite  as  distinct  as  exclusive  training  in  theology. 
The  plan  proposed  by  General  Booth,  of  the  Salva- 
tion Army  for  reforming  the  savage,  criminal  and 
pauper  residuum  of  society,  found  in  Mr.  Huxley  an 
unsparing  critic,  and  his  letters  in  the  London  Tittus, 
attacking  the  plan,  visibly  checked  a  rising  momen- 
tum which  seemed  likely  for  a  few  weeks  to  sweep 
all  before  it.  These  letters,  collected  under  the  title 
"Social  Diseases  and  Worse  Remedies,"  offer  a 
stimulating  corrective  to  much  loose  thinking  on  the 

aid  man  can  give  his  fellow-man.

Still,  if  you  wish  to  see  how  plans  and  desires  to 
create  a  new  heaven  on  earth  by  plans  for  men,  in- 
stead of  a  change  in  men,  are  stirring  through  all 
ranks  and  classes,  read  a  visionary  little  pamphlet 

called  "  Schemes."    It  is  a  type  of  many. 

» 

The  "Death  Penalty/'  by  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Palm, 
adds  nothing  to  the  arguments  for  or  against  this 
punishment,  or  the  information  on  which  all  argument 
must  be  based.  A  book,* summing  up  all  accessible 
data  on  the  subject  in  the  sixty  years  in  which  the 
abolition  of  capital  punishment  has  been  seriously 
agitated,  is  much  needed ;  but  this  is  not  such  a  book.

*•  Tohu-vaVohu,"  the  Hebrew  for  "without  form 
and  void,"  is  in  its  way  an  apt  title  for  the  random 
memoranda  of  Dr.  Alfred  Edersheim.  a  converted 
Viennese  Jew,  who  lived  to  be  first  a  Free-Church 
Presbyterian  minister  in  Scotland,  and  later  a  clergy- 
man of  the  Church,  of  England.  He  wrote  much, 
fiuently  and  with  learning ;  but  he  never  published 
anything  which  deeply  moved  or  greatly  enlightened 
men.  The  random  extracts  from  his  note-book  are 
suggestive  and  penetrating,  but  there  is  better  reading 
to  be  had  of  the  same  order.  To  sermon-writers  the 
book  may  be  useful. 
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I  do  not  know  who  Miss  Virna  Woods,  of  Mead- 
ville.  Pa.,  is,  but  I  doubt  if  any  one  will  long  remain 
ignorant  if  she  repeats  the  splendid  success  of  "  The 
Amazons."  This  tragedy,  cast  with  new  metal  and 
fair  in  the  Greek  mould,  has  choruses  which  would 
honor  any  living  pen,  and  sketches  of  verse  which 
wing  their  strong  and  untiring  way  along  the  highest 
flights  of  song.  Music  and  strength,  those  rare  quali- 
ties in  verse,  are  wedded  in  her  lines,  and  if  she 
continues  as  she  has  begun,  a  new  poet  walks  among 
men.  The  argument  of  this  lyrical  tragedy,  writ  in 
a  fiashion  which  most  of  us  thought  had  perished, 
turns  upon  the  combat  between  Achilles  and  Penthe- 
silea.  It  is  imitative — as  all  young  verse  has  been 
for  three  thousand  years — but  it  is  imitation,  not  echo, 
and  there  are  lines  in  this  slender  volume  of  seventy- 
one  pages  which  thrill  and  touch  the  soul  as  only  a 
new  note  does.  Deficiencies  there  are,  plain  lacks, 
here  and  there  want  of  the  file,  somewhat  too  much  of 
mere  lilt  in  the  choruses — much  that  reminds  one  that 
no  poet  can  be  praised  or  banned  on  a  single  poem. 
By  the  body  of  his  verse,  each  singer  stands,  and  this 
one  is  yet  to  be  judged. 

•*  Woman's  Work  in  America,"  is  a  series  of  eigh- 
teen articles  edited  by  Annie  Nathan  Meyer,  and 
contributed  by  women  distinguished  in,  or  at  least 
familiar  with,  woman's  work  and  progress  in  the 
leading  fields  of  modem  life  in  this  country.  A  book 
thus  made  is  inevitably  scrappy  and  lacking  in  per- 
spective. It  is  certain  to  run  to  unnecessary  eulogy, 
but  its  information  is  wide,  it  is  provided  with  a  fair 
bibliog^phy  and  notes,  giving  additional  sources  of 
Information.  ^  No  important  field  is  omitted,  and  the 
tables  of  institutions  for  the  education  of  women  are 
valuable.  The  fault  of  such  a  book  is,  that  it  empha- 
sizes sex,  while  claiming  equality,  just  as  some  women 
physicians  seem  more  anxious  to  prove  that  a  woman 
can  be  a  doctor,  than  to  cure  the  patient. 

Jowett's  four  stately  volumes  are,  and  will  long 
remain,  the  open  gate  for  all  of  English  speech  who 
seek  Plato ;  but  while  the  road  is  broad  and  easy, 
few  there  be  who  enter  that.  Yet  of  Plato  every 
one  must  know  something,  and  Miss  Mason  by  her 
admirable  condensed  translations  has  made  this 
possible.  Four  volumes  have  now  been  issued  and 
the  last,  "  Talks  with  Athenian  Youths  "  shows  no 
falling  off  from  the  first,  which  Professor  Goodwin  of 
Harvard,  praised  so  highly  at  its  first  appearance, 
save  in  the  fact  that  the  lighter  witchery  of  "  Charm- 
ides,"  '•  Lysis,"  **  Laches,"  *'  Euthydemus  "  and 
•'  Thaetetus  '*  is  less  suited  to  Miss  Mason's  simple 
clarity  than  the  "  Apologia  "  or  "  Phaedo."  He  must 
be  a  better  Greek  scholar  than  a  man  busied  with 
worse  things  can  be,  to  pass  adequately  on  this 
volume  or  those  gone  before  it,  but  it  stands  those 
simple  tests  of  fidelity  to  the  original,  dignity  and 
persuasiveness  which  one  can  rapidly  apply.    For 


one  being  dull  in  these  matters,  a  scheme  or  skeleton 
of  one  of  these  dialogues  is  indispensable  to  its 
comprehension.  I  had  as  lief  try  to  read  a  Shakes- 
peare play  without  a  division  into  acts  and  scenes. 
With  this  addition,  these  five  volumes  would  be 
perfect  as  an  introduction  to  Plato,  and  they  deserve 
reading  b}  every  man  and  woman — most  of  all  by 
those  busiest — who  long  for  intellectual  tilth  for  their 
minds,  g^own  scrappy  with  details. 


EDWIN  ARNOLD. 

Sir  Edwin  Arnold,  K.  C.  L  E.,  C.  S.  I.,  whose  name 
is  so  well  known  in  connection  with  his  poetic, 
journalistic  and  other  literary  works,  was  bom  in 
June,  1832,  and  is  the  second  son  of  Robert  Coles 
Arnold,  a  mag^istrate  for  Sussex,  England.  After 
studying  at  the  King's  School,  Rochester,  and  King's 
College,  London,  he  was  elected  to  a  scholarship 
at  University  College,  Oxford,  where  in  1852  he 
obtained  the  Newdigate  prize  for  his  English  poem 
on  the  "  Feast  of  Belshazzar,"  and  where,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  late  Earl  of  Derby's  installation  as 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  he  was  selected  in  1853 
to  deliver  the  address  of  welcome.  He  graduated  in 
honors  in  1854.  Upon  quitting  college  he  was  elected 
Second  Master  in  the  English  division  of  King  Edward 
the  Sixth's  School,  Birmingham,  and  subsequently 
was  appointed  Principal  of  the  Government  Sanscrit 
College,  at  Poona,  in  the  Bombay  Presidency,  and 
Fellow  of  the  University  of  Bombay,  which  offices 
he  held  during  the  Mutiny.  He  resigned  in  1861, 
after '  having  thrice  received  the  thanks  of  the 
Govemor-in-Council. 

Sir  Edwin  has  contributed  largely  to  critical  and 
literary  journals,  and  is  the  author  of  "  Griselda,  a 
Drama,"  and  '*  Poems,  Narrative  and  L3rrical,"  with 
some  prose  works,  among  which  are  "  Education  in 
India,"  "  The  Euterpe  of  Herodotus,"  a  translation 
from  the  Greek  text,  with  notes,  "  The  Hitopades'a." 
with  vocabulary  in  Sanscrit,  English  and  Murathi. 
The  last  two  were  published  in  India.  He  has  also 
published  a  metrical  translation  of  the  Classical 
Sanscrit  work.  "  Hitopades'a,"  under  the  title  of 
•*  The  Book  of  Good  Counsels ;  "  a  "  History  of  the 
Administration  of  India,  under  the  late  Marquis 
of  Dalhousie,"  as  well  as  a  popular  account,  with 
translated  passages,  of  *'  The  Poets  of  Greece." 

In  1 86 1  Mr.  Arnold  became  a  member  of  the 
editorial  staff  of  the  London  Telegraphy  and,  upon 
the  death  of  Mr.  Thornton  Hunt,  he  became  editor-in- 
chief. 

In  1874  Mr.  Arnold  published  "  Hero  and  Leander," 
a  translation  in  heroic  verse  from  the  Greek  of 
Musaeus,  and  in  the  following  year  "The  Indian 
Song  of  Songs,''  being  a  metrical  paraphrase  from 
the  Sanscrit  of  the  "Gita  Govinda"  of  Jayadeva. 

In  1879  ^®  produced  "  The  Light  of  Asia,"  an  epx 
poem  upon  the  Life  and  Teaching  of  Buddha,  which 
speedily  passed  through  no  fewer  than  twenty-six 
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editions  in  England  alone»  and  its  popularity  in 
America  has  been  no  less  remarkable.  For  his 
"Light  of  Asia'*  the  King  of  Siam  decorated  him 
with  the  Order  of  the  White  Elephant. 

In  1 88 1  he  published  a  volume  of  Oriental  verse 
under  the  title  of  "  Indian  Poetry,"  and  he  has 
printed  several  translations  from  the  Sanscrit  Epic, 
the  Maha-pharata,  and  in  1883  "  Pearls  of  the  Faith, 
or  Islam's  Rosary,  being  the  ninety-nine  beautiful 
names  of  Allah,  with  comments  in  verse." 

Among  the  works  from  his  pen  since  that  year  have 
been  "  The  Secret  of  Death  and  other  Poems,"  and 
*'  The  Song  Celestial."  The  latter  was  followed  in 
1886  by  *'  India  Revisited,"  and  in  1888  by  a  work 
entitled,  "  With  Sa*di  in  the  Garden,  or  the  Book  of 
Love,"  a  beautiful  romantic  poem. 

Mr.  Arnold  received  the  Second  Class  of  the  Im- 
perial Order  of  the  Medjidie  from  the  Sultan  in  1876. 
He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Asiatic  and  the  Royal 
Geographical  Society  of  London,  and  Honorary  Cor- 
respondent of  that  of  Marseilles.  In  1889  he  was 
Knighted  by  Queen  Victoria.  He  had  already  been 
Companion  of  the  Star  of  India,  and  at  that  time  was 
promoted  to  a  Knight  Commander  of  the  Order  of 
the  Star  of  India.  Philadeiphia  Ledger, 

Sir  Edwin  is  a  man  of  genial  temperament,  with  a 
heart  full  of  human  sympathy,  by  nature  fond  of 
privacy  and  retirement,  and  he  steadfastly  avoids 
publicity.  He  is  a  charming  conversationalist,  but  at 
the  death  of  his  wife,  who  was  an  American,  Sir 
Edwin  retired  from  society  and  accepts  few  invitations. 
Two  of  his  brothers  have  distinguished  themselves. 
George  Arnold  is  an  eminent  barrister  in  London, 
and  Arthur  Arnold  is  an  able  writer  upon  questions 
growing  out  of  land  tenure  and  political  economy. 

Sir  Edwin  spent  several  months  of  the  past  year  in 
Japan,  whither  he  was  accompanied  by  his  daughter. 
On  his  return  to  England  in  February,  his  new  poem 
**  The  Light  of  the  World  *'  was  published.  Since  it 
is  his  poetry  that  has  made  him  famous,  his  latest 
work  will  be  subjected  to  the  severe  test  of  comparison 
with  his  **  Light  of  Asia."  The  title  of  each  poem 
suggests  their  contrast.  **  The  Light  of  Asia ;  or, 
the  Great  Renunciation,"  has  for  its  subject  the 
founder  of  the  Buddhist  religion ;  "  The  Light  of 
the  World ;  or,  The  Great  Consummation,"  has  for 
its  subject  the  founder  of  Christianity. 


=A  list  of  the  books  published  in  Germany  in 
1890,  as  against  those  published  in  1889,  shows  an 
increase  of  nearly  nine  hundred  volumes  :  18,875  ^>^ 
1890;  17,986  in  1889.  The  London  Publishers  Cir- 
cular sKys:  "It  is  noticeable  that  whereas  i he  total 
increase  of  publications  in  1890  over  1889  is  barely 
one  thousand,  those  which  deal  with  bodily  ailments 
have  increased  by  one  hundred,  and  those  treating  of 
theology  are  two  hundred  in  excess  of  the  previous 
year." 


BOOKS  AT  HIGH  PRICES. 
The  Bray  ton  Ives  sale  of  books  and  manuscripts, 
concluded  March  7th,  at  the  American  Art  Galleries, 
New  York,  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  this  country. 
The  1,184  lots  brought  more  than  $120,000.  It  is  not 
known  whether  this  meant  a  profit  for  Mr.  Ives  or  not 
He  lost,  however,  on  some  of  the  early  printed  books, 
missals,  and  manuscripts.  It  is  a  well-authenticated 
fact  that  he  paid  $10,000  for  the  Pembroke  missal, 
which  brought  only  I5.900. 

The  first  volume  bid  for  was  a  tiny  first  edition  of 
•'  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  in  red  morocco.  It 
was  hardly  larger  than  a  man's  hand,  yet  Dodd, 
Mead  &  Co.  paid  $725  for  it.  The  gem  of  the  micro- 
scopic volumes  that  brought  dozens  of  times  their 
weight  in  gold  was  a  blue  morocco,  gilt-edged  minia- 
ture of  a  book  with  "  Venus  and  Adonis  "  on  the  case. 

This  copy  of  the  first  printed  production  of  Shakes- 
peare's pen  is  one  of  the  only  two  perfect  fiist  edi- 
tions known.  The  other  is  in  the  British  Museum. 
Of  all  editions,  from  the  first  in  1593  to  1636,  there 
are  but  thirty  perfect  specimens,  and  most  of  these 
are  in  libraries  which  will  probably  never  part  with 
them.  The  rapidity  of  the  bidding  gave  evidence  of 
the  hotness  of  the  competition  for  the  little  prize— 
$qoo,  600,  $650,  $750,  $900,  $1,050  were  the  first  bids. 
Then  the  figure  rose  slowly  by  tens  and  fives  to 
$1,125.  Marsden  J.  Perry  made  the  final  bid  of  $1,150 
and  got  the  book. 

Shakespeare's  "Comedies,  Histories,  and  Tragedies, 
Published  According  to  the  True  Originall  Copies," 
first  edition,  containing  thirty-six  plays,  went  to  Dodd, 
Mead  &  Co.  for  $4,200.  The  book  sold  originally  for 
just  $5,  but  within  the  last  few  years  several  copies  of 
it  have  brought  between  $4,000  and  $6,000  each.  The 
portrait  by  Droeshout  and  the  verses  by  Ben  Jonson 
appeared  first  in  this  edition.  The  exact  measure- 
ment of  the  book  is  12  3-16  by  7  15-16  inches. 

Four  volumes  concerning  the  voyages  of  Americus 
Vespucius  went  for  $800,  $600,  $1,075  and  $1,500. 
The  most  expensive  copy  was  secured  by  the  Lenox 
Library,  the  others  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co. 

A  Virgil  printed  in  1470  went  up  to  $3,000,  at  which 
price  it  was  taken  by  an  agent.  This  Virgil  is  of  the 
first  edition  with  a  date,  and,  according  to  De  Bore 
and  Crevenna,  absolutely  the  first  edition  of  the  works 
of  Virgil.  It  is  a  magnificent  folio,  bound  in  old  red 
morocco,  ornamented  with  gilt.  One  of  the  last  high 
priced  books  sold  was  Higden's  *' Polychronicon," 
which  was  bought  by  a  Boston  agent  for  $iiioo.  A 
similar  copy,  lacking  two  leaves,  was  sold  in  Elngland 
twenty-five  years  ago  for  about  $2,400. 

The  sale  of  the  more  inexpensive  volumes,  sand- 
wiched in  between  the  great  prizes,  kept  in  close  con- 
junction such  incongruous  pairs  as  Jeremy  Taylor's 
"  Rule  and  Exercise  of  Holy  Living  and  Djring,"  and 
the  Rev.  Ed.  S.  Taylor's  **  History  of  Playing  Cards," 
Thomas   Symmes's    account  of  the  fight  at  Pigg* 
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wacket,  and  Tacitus's  Histories,  Tasso's  **  Jerusalem 
Delivered/*  and  "The  Annals  of  San  Francisco.*' 

A  volume  of  George  Wither*s  "Nuptial  Poems," 
nrhich  was  sold  for  $41,  contained  a  curious  lot  of 
marriage  maxims  in  verse,  one  of  which  was : 
God  was  the  first  that  marriage  did  ordaine, 
By  making  One,  Two;* and  Two,  One  againe. 

The  bidding  was  especially  spirited  in  a  small  way 
for  a  book  on  witchcraft  that  could  "  hardly  be  re- 
commended for  family  reading."  It  was  pushed  up 
rapidly  with  fifty  cent  and  dollar  bids  from  $5  to  I34, 
at  which  price  it  went  to  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co. 

Among  the  institutions  represented  by  bidders  were 

the    Pennsylvania    Historical    Society,   the    Lenox 

Library,  and  several  Boston  societies.    The  heaviest 

buyers  among  the  publishers  were  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.

INTERNATIONAL   COPYRIGHT. 
Following  is  the  text    of  the  copyright  bill,  which 
passed  both  houses  of  Congress,  and  received  the 
President's  signature  March  4,  1891 : 

Be  it  enacted  that  section  4952  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be, 
and  the  same  b  hereby  amenided  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Sect.  4952.  The  author,  inventor,  designer  or  proprietor 
of  any  book,  map,  chart,  dramatic  or  musical  composition, 
engraving,  cut,  print,  or  photograph  or  negative  thereof,  or 
of  a  pcdniing,  drawing,  chromo,  statue,  statuary,  and  of 
models  or  designs  intended  to  be  perfected  as  works  of  fine 
art,  and  the  executors,  administrators  or  assigns  of  any  such 
person  shall,  upon  compljring  with  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, kave  the  sole  liberty  of  printing,  reprinting,  publishing, 
completing,  copying,  executing,  finbhing  and  vending  the 
same ;  and  in  the  case  of  dramatic  composition,  of  publicly 
performing  or  representing  it  or  causing  it  to  be  performed  ot 
represented  by  others;  and  authors  or  their  assigns  shall 
have  exclusive  right  to  dramatize  and  translate  any  of  their 
works  for  which  copyright  shall  have  been  obtained  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States." 

Sect  2.  That  section  4954  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

♦*  Sect  4954.  The  author,  inventor,  or  designer,  if  he  be 
still  living,  or  his  widow  or  children,  if  he  be  dead,  shall  have 
the  same  exclusive  right  continued  for  the  further  term  of 
fourteen  years,  upon  recording  the  title  of  the  work  or 
description  of  the  article  so  secured  a  second  time,  and  com- 
plying with  all  other  regulations  in  regard  to  original  copy- 
right, within  six  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  Brst 
term ;  and  such  persons  shall,  within  two  months  from  the 
date  of  said  renewal,  cause  a  copy  of  the  record  thereof  to 
be  puUished  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the 
United  States,  for  the  space  of  four  weeks.'* 

Sect.  3.  That  section  4956  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"  Sect.  4956.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copyright 
unless  he  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  publication  in  this  or 
any  foreign  country,  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  librarian  of 
Congress,  or  deposit  in  the  mail  within  the  United  States, 
addressed  to  the  librarian  of  Congress  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
a  printed  copy  of  the  title  of  the  book,  map,  chart,  dramatic 
or  musical  composition,  engraving,  cut,  print,  photograph,  or 
chromo,  or  a  description  of  the  painting,  drawing,  statue, 
statuary,  or  model  or  design  for  a  work  of  the  fine  arts  for 
which  he  desires  a  copyright,  nor  unless  he  shall  also,  not 
later  than  the  day  of  the  publication  thereof  in  this  or  any 
foreign  country,  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  librarian  of 
Confess  at  Washington,  D.  C,  or  deposit  in  the  nuul  within 
the  United  States,  addressed  to  the  librarian  of  Congress  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  two  copies  of  such  copyright  book,  map, 
chart,  dramatic  or  musical  composition,  engraving,  chromo, 


cut,  print  or  photograph,  or,  in  case  of  a  painting,  drawing, 
st-tue,  statuary,  model  or  design,  for  a  work  of  the  fine  arts, 
a  photograph  of  same ;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  a  book» 
photograph,  chromo  or  lithograph,  the  two  copies  of  the  same 
required  to  be  delivered  or  depKwited  as  above  shall  be  printed 
from  type  set  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  from 
plates  made  therefi'om,  or  from  negatives  or  drawings  on 
stone  made  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  from 
t  ansfers  made  therefrom. 

**  During  the  existence  of  such  copyright,  the  importation 
into  the  United  Stales  of  any  book,  chromo,  lithograph,  or 
photograph,  so  copyrighted,  or  any  edition  or  editions  thereof, 
or  any  plates  of  the  same  not  made  from  type  set,  or  negatives 
or  drawings  on  stone  made  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  prohibited,  except  in  the 
cases  specified  in  paragraphs  512  to  516  inclusive,  in  section  2 
of  the  act  entitled  *  an  act  to  reduce  the  revenue  and  equalize 
the  duties  on  imports,  and  for  other  purposes,'  approved 
October  1, 1890 ;  and  except  in  the  case  of  persons  purchasing 
for  use  and  not  for  sale,  who  import,  subject  to  the  duty 
thereon,  not  more  than  two  copies  of  such  book  at  any  one 
time ;  and  except  in  the  case  of  newsp{q)ers  and  magazines, 
not  containing  in  whole  or  in  part  matter  copjrrighted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  unauthorized  by  the  author,  which 
are  hereby  exempted  from  prohibition  of  importation ;  pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  that  in  the  case  of  books  in  foreign 
languages,  of  which  only  translations  in  English  are  copy- 
righted, the  prohibition  of  importation  shall  apply  only  to 
the  translation  of  the  same,  and  the  importation  of  the  books 
in  the  original  language  shall  be  permitted." 

Sect.  4.  That  section  4958  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be,  and 
the  same  b  hereby  amended,  so  that  it  will  read  as  follows : 

"Sect.  4958.  The  librarian  of  Congress  shall  receive 
Irom  the  persons  to  whom  the  services  designated  are  rendered 
the  following  fees ; 

"  First — For  recording  the  title  or  description  of  any  copy- 
right book  or  other  article,  fifty  cents. 

••Second — For  every  copy  under  seal  of  such  record 
actually  given  to  the  person  claiming  the  copyright,  or  hb  as- 
signs, fifty  cents. 

•*  Third — For  recording  and  certifying  any  instrument  of 
writing  for  the  assignment  of  a  copyright,  ^i. 

"  Fourth — For  every  copy  of  an  assignment,  $1.  All  fees  so 
received  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States ; 
provided,  that  the  charge  for  recording  the  title  or  description 
of  any  article  entered  for  copyright,  the  pt>duction  of  a  per- 
son not  a  citizen  or  resident  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  ^i, 
to  be  paid  as  above  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  to 
def.ay  the  expenses  of  lists  of  copyrighted  articles,  as  herein- 
after provided  for.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
libranan  of  Congress  to  furnish  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
copies  of  the  entries  of  titles  of  all  books  and  other  articles 
wherein  the  copyright  has  been  completed  by  the  deposit  of 
two  copies  of  such  book,  printed  from  type  set  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  by  the  deposit  of  two  copies  of  such  other 
article  made  or  produced  in  the  United  States;  and  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  b  hereby  directed  to  prepare  and  print 
at  intervals  of  not  more  than  a  week,  catalogues  of  such  title 
entries  for  distribution  to  the  collectors  of  OLstoms  of  the' 
United  States  and  to  the  postmasters  of  all  post  offices  re- 
ceiving foreign  maib :  and  such  weekly  Ibts,  as  they  are  is- 
sued, shall  be  furnished  to  all  parties  desiring  them,  at  a  sum 
not  exceeding  ^5  per  annum ;  and  the  secretary  and  the 
postmaster  general  are  hereby  empowered  and  required  to 
make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  prevent 
the  importation  into  the  United  States,  except  upon  the  con- 
ditions above  specified,  of  all  articles  prohibited  by  thb  act. 

Sect.  5.  That  Sect.  4959  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sect  4959.  The  proprietor  of  every  copyright  book,  or 
other  article,  shall  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  librarian  of 
Congress,  or  deposit  in  the  mail  addressed  to  the  librarian 
of  G>ngress  at  Washington,  D.  C,  a  copy  of  every  sub- 
sequent edition  wherein  any  substantial  changes  shall  be 
made ;  provided,  however,  that  the  alterations,  revisions  and 
additions  made  to  books  by  foreign  authors  heretofore  pub- 
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lished,  of  which  new  editions  shall  appear  subsequently  to 
the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  and  deemed  capa- 
ble of  being  copyrighted  as  above  provided  for  in  this  act,  un- 
less they  form  a  part  of  the  series  in  course  of  publication  at 
the  time  this  act  shall  take  eflect. 

Sect.  6.  That  Section  4963  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  4963.  Every  person  who  shall  insert  or  impress 
such  notice  or  words  of  the  same  piuport  in  or  upon  any 
book,  map,  chart,  dramatic  or  musical  composition,  print,  cut, 
engraving,  photograph,  or  other  articles  for  which  he  has  not 
obtained  a  copyright,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $100, 
recoverable  one-half  for  the  person  who  shall  sue  for  such 
penalty,  and  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  7.  That  section  4964  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sect.  4964.  Every  person  who,  after  the  recording  of  the 
title  of  any  book  and  the  depositing  of  two  copies  of  such 
book,  as  provided  by  this  act,  shall,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  within  the  terms  limited,  and  without  the  consent 
of  the  proprietor  of  a  copyright,  first  obtained  in  writing, 
signed  in  presence  of  two  or  more  witnesses,  print,  publish, 
dramatize,  translate  or  import,  or,  knowing  the  same  to  be  so 
printed,  published,  dramatized,  translated  or  imported,  shall 
sell  or  expose  to  sale  any  copy  of  such  book,  shall  forfeit 
every  copy  thereof  to  such  propriet'»r,  and  shall  also  forfeit 
and  pay  such  damages  as  may  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action 
by  such  proprietor  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdicton. 

Sect.  8.  That  section  4965  of  the  Revised  Statutes  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  4965.  If  any  person,  after  the  recording  of  the  title 
of  any  map,  chart,  dramatic  or  musical  composition,  print, 
cut,  engraving  or  photograph  or  chromo,  or  of  the  description 
of  any  painting,  drawing,  statue,  statuary,  or  model  or  design 
intended  to  be  perfected  and  executed  as  a  work  of  the  line 
arts,  as  provided  by  this  act,  shall  within  the  term  limited, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  without  the  consent 
of  the  proprietor  of  the  copyright,  first  obtained  in  writing 
signed  in  presence  of  two  or  more  witnesses,  engrave,  etch, 
work,  copy,  print,  publi>h,  dramatize,  translate  or  import, 
either  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  by  varying  the  main  de- 
sign, with  intent  to  evade  the  law,  or,  knowing  the  same  to 
be  so  printed,  publbhed,  dramatized,  translated  or  imported, 
shall  sell  or  expose  to  sale  any  copy  of  such  map  or  other 
article  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the  proprietor  all  the 
plates  on  which  the  same  shall  be  copied,  and  every  sheet 
thereon,  either  copied  or  printed,  and  shall  further  forfeit  ^i 
for  every  sheet  of  the  same  found  in  his  possession,  either 
printing,  printed,  copied,  published,  imported,  or  exposed  for 
sale,  and  in  case  of  a  painting,  statue  or  statuary,  he  shall 
forfeit  $10  for  every  copy  of  the  same  in  his  possession  or 
by  him  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  one-half  thereof  to  the  pro- 
prietor and  the  other  half  to  the  United  States. 

Sect.  9.  That  Sect.  4967  of  the  revised  statutes  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  4967.  Every  person  who  shall  print  or  publish  any 
manuscript  whatever  without  the  consent  of  the  author  or 
proprietor  first  obtained,  shall  be  liable  to  the  author  or 
proprietor  for  all  damages  occasioned  by  such  injury. 

Sect.  10.  That  Sect.  4971  of  the  revised  statutes  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  II.  That  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  each  volume 
of  a  book  in  two  or  more  volumes,  when  such  volumes  are 
published  separately,  and  the  first  one  shall  not  have  been 
issued  before  this  act  shall  take  effect,  and  each  number  of  a 
periodical  shall  be  considered  an  independent  publication, 
subject  to  the  form  of  copyrighting  as  above. 

Sect.  12.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  A.  D.  1 89 1. 

Sect.  13.  That  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  a  citizen  or 
subject  of  a  foreign  state  or  nation  when  such  foreign  state 
or  nation  permits  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America 
the  benefit  of  copyright  on  substantially  the  same  basis 
as  its  own  citizens,  or  when  such  foreign  state  or  nation 
is  a  party  to  an  intemati  nal  agreement  which  provides 
for  reciprocity  in  the  granting  of  copyright  by  the  terms 
of  which  agreement  the  United  States  of  America  may,  at 


its  pleasure,  become  a  party  to  such  agreement  The  exiit- 
ence  of  either  of  the  conditions  aforesaid  shall  be  determioed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  by  proclamation  made 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  purposes  of  this  act  may  require.

THE  LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD. 

Or,  The  Great  Consummation.  By  Sir  EH  win 
Arnold,  author  of  "  The  Light  of  Asia,  or  the  Great 
Renunciation,'*  With  portrait  and  ilhistrations.  121D0, 
$1.25 ;  by  mail,  ^1.38;  paper  (not  illustrated)  40  cents; 
by  mail,  49  cents. 

In  the  •*  Light  of  Asia**  it  was  the  good  fortune  of 
Sir  Edwin  Arnold  to  enter  a  wholly  untrodden  field. 
The  story  of  Gautama  had  never  been  recounted  in 
English.  But  England  and  every  Christian  land  have 
witnessed  a  thousand  efforts  to  paraphrase  the  Gos- 
pels in  poetry  or  poetic  prose.  To  name  only  two 
experiments  with  which  he  now  invites  comparison, 
there  is  Tolstoi's  '*  My  Religion/'  the  most  benignant 
and  most  beautiful  version  of  the  Evangel  that  oar 
age  has  seen,  and  "  Paradise  Regained,"  that  poem 
which  no  one  seems  to  read,  but  which  really  has  a 
double  portion  of  the  Milton ic  witchery  and  splendor. 
It  is  Tolstoi,  however,  and  not  Milton,  that  one  thinks 
of  as  one  gazes  on  the  **  Light  of  the  World." 

Arnold's  point  of  view  is  Tolstoi's,  but  the  treatment 
is  a  poet's,  not  a  thinker's  or  reformer's.  It  is  by  a 
master  stroke  of  sympathy  and  of  unerring  intilltion 
that  he  seizes  the  right  method  and  true  mouthpiece 
through  which  the  spirit  of  the  Gospels  should  be  on- 
folded  and  conveyed.  The  story  of  Jesus  is  recounted 
in  a  spacious  house  at  Magdala,  the  mansion  of  that 
woman  of  whom  it  was  said :  "  Her  sins  are  forgiven 
her.  For  she  loved  much."  About  the  status  occu- 
pied by  Mary  Magdalene  there  is  among  the  unlearned 
a  strange  misconception  current.  Most  of  us  think 
and  speak  of  her  as  if  she  were  a  common  thing  that 
made  of  her  charms  a  vulgar  and  a  cheap  conunodity. 
But  how,  then,  could  she  spill  and  shatter  an  alabaster 
box  of  precious  ointment,  a  piece  of  tender  wsistefiil- 
ness  that  provoked  rebuke  from  a  sour  onlooker. 
That  box  this  poem  thus  describes : 

*Twas  an  Egyptian  labor  cut  with  pains 

From  the  streaked  stone,  and  wrought  as  thou  shall  sec 

By  matchless  master  craft  to  make  a  gift 

For  Caesar — ^since  the  Emperor  own^  it  first 

And  next  it  fell  to  Rufus,  but  he  gave 

The  beauteous  marvel  at  his  banquet  board 

To  one  that  sold  it  for  a  hundred  slaves. 

bo  came  it  to  Pandera. 

The  truth  is,  undoubtedly,  that  Mary  of  Magdala 
had  once  been  a  member  of  that  class  oihetairoi  which 
had  Aspasia  at  the  summit  and  Phryne  at  the  foot, 
and  to  which  alone  the  Greek  world  looked,  not 
merely  or  mainly  for  the  gratification  of  an  appetite, 
but  for  stimulus,  for  sympathy,  for  intellectual  fascina- 
tion and  companionship. 

What  she  was  once  is  depicted  by  Mary  of  Magdala 
herself  to  an  aged  visitor,  a  Buddhist  pilgrim,  who 
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many  years  before  had  followed  the  star  in  the  East 
to  Bethlehem,  and  who  has  now  come  once  more  to 
Palestine  to  learn  of  its  eclipse.  *  *  *  See,  now, 
how  she  looked  in  the  after  time,  the  date  at  which 
the  poet  sets  his  story.  The  Roman  Procurator  is  her 
guest,  and  has  entreated  speech  of  her. 

Thus  met 
She  who  most  loved  Him,  he  who  rendered  Him 
To  death — Pontius  and  Mary.     For,  anon, 
The  bar  slides  backward  of  the  Woman's  Court, 
And  on  the  stairway  of  the  leewan,  stood 
One  tall,  and  proud,  and  fair ;  albeit  past  grief 
Had  dimmed  ihe  lustre  of  those  large  dark  eyes 
Bent  upon  Pilate.     Rich  the  Jewish  bkx>d 
Glowed  through  the  sun-burnt  ivory  of  her  face — 
Unveiled  for  salutation — lending  show 
Of  color  to  the  thinned  uncolored  cheek, 
But  leaving  pale  as  peat  Mined  ocean  shell 
The  full  white  neck,  and  where  neck  rose  to  breast — 
The  tender  margins  of  the  bosom,  bound 
By  silvered-bordered  C)mar,  crossed — and  pale 
As  moonlight's  heart  the  low,  smooth  forehead  framed 
Under  the  black  waved  hair ;  forehead  and  hair ; 
And  eyebrows,  bent  like  the  new  moon ;  full  lids ; 
Silk  lashes,  long  and  curved,  shadowing  with  touch 
Of  softest  melancholy  that  worn  place 
"Where  the  tears  gather. 


So  did  that  lady  show  a  peace  and  charm, 
A  gracious  presence,  brought  from  passions  stilled, 
Frt*m  tempests  of  the  blood,  forever  hushed : 
Fairer,  may  be,  as  she  stood  there,  serene, 
Than.in  those  bygone  days,  the  evil  days 
When  Galilee  down  to  its  utmost  edge. 
And  all  the  South,  was  loud  with  talk  of  her 
Who  walked  in  woven  gold  and  wore  her  braids — 
A  Queen  of  Sin — crowning  the  shameless  brow 
With  diadem  of  tres^^es,  tied  with  pearls,  • 
And  set  her  henna-scented  feet  on  necks 
Of  Greek  and  LAtin  lovers. 

Partly  because  the  parallel  is  itself  profoundly 
interesting,  and  partly  because  the  author  of  this 
poem  is  he  who  revealed  to  English  eyes  the  "  Light 
of  Asia.**  the  reader  will  instinctively  expect  to  find 
a  comparison  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus  with  those 
of  Saky.imuni.  He  will  not  be  disappointed.  The 
device  by  which  Sir  Edwin  Arnold  contrives  to  satisfy 
the  wish  is  historically  reasonable.  At  the  beginning 
of  our  era  there  was  not,  indeed,  in  any  part  of 
Asia  except  in  the  countries  conquered  or  invaded 
by  Buddhism,  enough  religious  fervor  or  religious 
curiosity  to  investigate  the  rumors  of  the  birth  of  a 
new  prophet.  But  it  was  just  the  three  centuries 
following  the  reign  of  Asoka.  the  Buddhist  Con- 
stantine  (it  will  be  remembered  that  he  was  a 
contemporary  of  Hamilcar),  which  constituted  the 
most  active  period  of  the  Buddhist  propaganda. 
It  is.  as  Mr.  Mahaffy  has  lately  pointed  out,  so  highly 
probable  that  we  may  almost  pronounce  it  certain 
that  as  late  as  the  reign  of  Tiberius  the  presence  of 
Buddhist  missionaries  in  Palestine  was  no  v  rare 
phenomenon.  It  has  even  been  plausibly  contended 
that  the  Essenes  were  a  sect  of  Buddhist  converts. 

It  seems  to  us.  therefore,  but  natural  that  it  is  to  a 
disciple  of  Sakyamuni  that  Mary  of  Magdala  recounts 


the  life  and  death  of  Jesus.  As  the  old  man  listens 
to  the  story  of  Christ's  teachings  and  ministrations, 
of  His  patience,  meekness,  and  forgiving ness.  of  the 
dew  of  heavenly  compassion  that  ever  glistened  in 
His  eyes,  the  thought  of  the  listener  goes  back  to  his 
own  beloved  master,  Siddhartha,  him  that  rescued 
India.  He  marks  the  points  of  likeness  and  some 
of  contrast  in  these  lines : 

Ofttimes,  dear  lady  !  w  hile  I  listened  close 
[  (Next  mom  the  Indian  said),  loth,  by  one  stop, 

To  mar  such  noble  music — I  had  will 
To  tell  thee  how  the  great  Tatb&gata 
Spoke  many  things  in  one  mind  with  thy  Lord. 
Methought  I  heard  our  holy  Books  unroll 
Line  after  line,  as  thuu  didst  featfully 
Kecite  those  sa)  ings  on  the  Mount.     He,  too,   . 
Bade  us  not  hate,  but  love ;  and  conquer  hate 
With  love,  and  let  light  cares  of  Life  go  by 
Careless,  because  it  is  a  show  which  cheats, 
And  earthly  treasures  fade ;  and  he  is  rich 
Who  lays  up  riches  in  the  Realm  beyond. 
Of  deeds  done  well,  and  gende  service  wrought. 
And  days  without  injuriousness.     Mark,  too. 
Our  Buddha  would  not  know  of  enemies 
More  than  thy  Master.     I  le  commanded  us 
"  If  one  upon  the  left  shall  wound  thy  hand, 
Ard  one  upon  the  right  shall  bathe  thy  hand 
With  sandal  oil,  and  kiss  it,  bear  to  each 
The  same  mild  heart !     So  shall  the  smiter  love. 
Or — il  not — vainly  hate  thee !  "     Charity, 
Mercy,  and  meekness  taught  He — fur  Love*s  sake 
Utmost  renunciation.     Once  it  fell 
Buddh  to  a  starving  tigress  gave  his  flesh ; 
Not  fearing  loss,  for  never  can  Love  lose. 

We  must  find  space  for  one  more  quotation.  It 
shall  be  parts  of  a  passage  m  which  Miriam  narrates 
how  she  was  kneeling  at  the  sepulchre  where  they 
had  laid  the  body  of  the  crucified,  when  a  voice  sparke 
to  her  softly.  With  this  passage,  after  some  words  of 
epilogue,  this  exquisite  epic  comes  to  an  end  : 

Nathless,  not  lifting  up  my  foolish  head, 
"  Sir,"  said  I,  **  If  *tis  thou  hast  borne  Him  hence. 
Tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  Him.     Then  will  I 
Bear  Him  away." 

*•  What  answer  came  to  that  ?" 
Fetching  deep  breath,  the  Indian  asked : 

And  she — 
Her  white  arms  wide  out  raught — as  if  she  saw 
His  feet  again  to  clasp ;  her  true  knee  bent 
As  He  were  there  to  worship ;  her  great  eyes 
Shining  with  glow  if  fearless,  faithful  love. 
As  if,  once  more,  they  looked  Him  in  the  face, 
And  drank  divine.vt  peace — replied,  elate  : 
**  Ah.  Friend!  such  answer  that  mv  sadness  turned 
Gladness,  as  suddei  ly  as  gray  is  gold 
When  the  sun  springs  in  glorv  !     Such  a  word 
As  made  my  mourning  laugh  itself  to  naught 
Like  a  cloud  melting  to  the  blue  !     Such  word 
As,  with  ra<»re  mu-ic  than  Earth  ever  heard. 
Set  my  swift- dancing  veins  full  well  aware 
Why  so  the  day  dawned,  and  the  city  stirred, 
AiHl  the  vasi  idle  world  went  busy  on. 
And  the  birds  cjroHed.  and,  in  palm  tree  tops, 
The  wise  doves  cooed  of  luve.     Oh,  a  dear  word 
Spoke  first  to  me,  and,  after  me,  to  all. 
Thai  all  may  always  know  He  is  the  Lord, 
An<l  Death  is  dead,  and  new  times  come  for  men ; 
And  Heaven  s  ways  justified,  and  Christ  alive, 
Whom  we  saw  die,  nailed  on  the  cruel  Cross ! 
For,  while  I  lay  there,  sobbing  at  His  feet. 
The  word  He  spake — My  Ix)rd  !  my  King !  m)  Christ ! 
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Was  my  name : 

"«MARY!' 
«  If  I  say  the  Dead 
Catch  tones  of  some  such  melting  tenderness 
When  first  their  lovers  in  the  new  Life  flock 
And  greet  and  kiss  them,  telling  them  sweet  things 
Of  bliss  beyond,  and  Love  crowned  Conqueror; 
If  I  should  speak  of  children,  dreaming  ill, 
And  then  grown  'ware  it  is  the  dear  safe  breast 
Of  their  fond  Mother  which  they  fret  upon ! 
If  I  should  liken  hopeless  mariners 
Snatched  sudden  from  black  gulfs;  or  men  condemned, 
Ransomed  from  chains,  and  led  to  marriage  feasts  ; 
With  the  swift  comfort  of  that  instant  change, 
All  must  fall  short !     No  language  had  I  then. 
No  language  have  I  now !  only  I  turned 
My  quick  glance  upward ;  saw  Him ;  knew  Him !  sprang 
Crying :  *  Rabboni ! — Lord !  my  Lord  !  dear  Lord  !"*

A  PLEA  FOR  LIBERTY. 

An  Argument  Against  Socialism  and  Socialistic 
Legislation.  Consisting  of  an  introduction  by  Herbert 
•  Spencer,  and  essays  by  various  writers.  Edited  by 
Thomas  Mackay.  Author  of  "The  English  Poor." 
Auihoiized  edition.  8vo,  j^i.70;  by  mail,  $1.88. 
Liberty  threatened  by  Socialism  is  a  subject  that 
offers  a  variety  of  illustration.  It  has  inspired 
Mr.  Stanley  Robinson  to  put  forth  a  cogent  and 
lively  exposition  of  the  **  Impracticability  of  Social- 
ism.*' Mr.  Herbert  Spencer  is,  as  everybody  knows, 
opposed  to  Socialism,  because  he  is  in  favor  of  pro- 
gress, and  Socialism,  he  conceives,  is  essentially 
retrogressive.  The  very  title  of  his  essay — "  From 
Freedom  to  Bondage*' — indicates  his  position,  and 
admirably  accords  with  the  clearness  and  force  of 
his  argument.  Nothing  could  be  more  convincing 
and  complete  than  Mr.  Spencer's  comparison  of 
society  under  the  rule  of  voluntary  co-operation,  and 
society  in  the  bonds  of  Socialistic  or  compulsory 
co-operation.  The  Socialistic  idea  is  vitiated  by  its 
inherent  tendency  to  tyranny.  The  complex 
machinery  of  control  over  production  which  Social- 
ism would  establish  must,  as  Mr.  Spencer  shows, 
inevitably  result  in  the  worst  form  of  despotism. 
"The  ultimate  result,**  he  concludes,  "must  be  a 
society  like  that  of  ancient  Peru,  dreadful  to  contem- 
plate, in  which  the  mass  of  the  people,  elaborately 
regimented  in  groups  of  10,  50,  100,  500,  and  1,000, 
ruled  by  officers  of  corresponding  grades,  and  tied  to 
their  districts,  were  superintended  in  their  private 


lives  as  well  as  in  their  industries,  and  toiled  hope- 
lessly for  the  support  of  the  governmental  organiza- 
tion.** "  That  evils  admit  of  immediate  and  radical 
remedies**  is,  says  Mr.  Spencer,  "a  fundamental 
error  common  to  nearly  all  parties,  social  and 
political.**  The  legislative  results  of  this  general 
belief  are  but  vain  or  doubtful,  and  too  often 
measures  are  enacted  that  intensify  the  evils  they  are 
designed  to  cure.  "  Try  a  new  position  *'  is,  indeed 
but  fallacious  advice  when  it  leads  to  hasty  legisla- 
tion at  the  bidding  of  angry  unphilosophic  discontent 
The  subject  is  illustrated  in  some  of  the  remaining 
essays;  by  Mr.  M.  D.  O'Brien,  for  example,  who 
defines  "  Free  Libraries  '*  as  "  Socialists'  continuation 
schools,"  and  asks  what  necessity  there  is  for  these 
free  circulating  libraries  of  fiction,  when  excellent 
reprints  of  the  "best  books"  may  be  bought  for  a 
few  pence  a  volume.  Statistics  show  that  these  free 
libraries  are  of  little  or  no  educational  value.  They 
simply  provide  people,  most  of  whom  cotild  well 
afford  to  buy  books  or  subscribe  to  Mudie's  with  an 
abundant  supply  of  popular  fiction.  Other  notable 
contributions  to  the  volume  are  by  Mr.  Wordsworth 
Donisthorpe,  who  discusses  "  The  Limits  of  Liberty  "; 
Mr.  George  Howell,  M.  P.,  whose  "Liberty  for 
Labour  "  is  a  thoughtful  review  of  recent  or  threat- 
ened legislative  measures  concerning  labour  and 
capital ;  Mr.  Charles  Fairfield,  who  treats  of  "  State 
Socialism  in  the  Antipodes,"  and  the  Rev.  B.  H. 
Alford,  who  supplies  an  excellent  paper  on  the  work- 
ing of  the  Educational  Acts  and  the  present  position 
of  Free  Education.  An  eloquent  plea  for  a  free 
labour  market  by  Mr.  Auberon  Herbert,  who  de^s 
with  Trades-Unionism  in  a  vigorous  spirit,  cannot 
fail  to  arrest  every  reader  of  this  interesting  book.

= Henry  Stevens  &  Sons,  of  London,  publish ''Ap- 
pendiculse  Historical ;  or  Shreds  of  History  Hong  on  a 
Horn,"  by  Fred.  W.  Lucas.  Tke  Publishers'  Circular 
says:  *'The  horn  on  which  these  historical  studies 
are  hung  is  an  '  ordinary  bullock*s  horn.  It  bears 
upon  the  yellow  surface  a  map,  cut  with  the  point  of 
a  knife,  embracing  that  scrap  of  the  continent  of 
America  now  forming  the  greater  part  of  the  modem 
State  of  New  York,  with  the  addition  of  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  containing  Montreal.' 
It  dates  from  between  1759  and  1783.  The  notes 
which  fill  a  large  quarto  volume,  are  intended  to 
show,  first,  which  were  the  European  nations  who 
claimed  the  groimd  shown  on  the  map ;  secondly, 
how  England  and  France  came  into  collision  in  that 
region ;  thirdly,  how  and  where  they  fought  and  with 
what  results.*  Mr.  Lucas  cheerfully  dedicates  these 
'  dry  bones  of  a  dead  past '  to  his  nephews  and  nieces, 
etc.,  with  what  is,  we  fancy,  a  touch  of  irony.  Many 
of  the  chapters  are  very  interesting,  but  in  others  the 
dry  bones  have  been  hardly  stirred  to  life  and  are 
still  uninviting.'* 
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A  NEW  THACKERAY  BIOGRAPHY. 

Life  of  W.  M.  Thackeray.    By  Herman  Merivale 
and  Frank  T.  Marzials.     Great  Writers'  series.     i2rao, 
35  cents ;  by  mail,  40  cents ;  8vo,  75  cents ;  by  mail, 
91  cents. 
This  biography  will  probably  be  read  because  people 
are  perpetually  interested  in  the  personality  of  Thack- 
eray, and  not  because  it  throws  any  more  light  on  the 
subject.    The  volume  is  the  work  of  two  authors, 
each  writing  separate  chapters,  and  treating  the  sub- 
ject in  different  manners,  without  consultation.    The 
result  is  a  slovenly  piece  of  book-making,  the  inherent 
interest  of  which  is  entirely  independent  of  its  form. 

Mr.  Merivale  had  the  use  of  certain  new  and 
original  material  about  Thackeray's  ancestors,  and 
the  youth  of  the  novelist.  Some  of  his  letters  of  school 
and  college  days  are  here  published  for  the  first  time. 
As  for  the  rest  of  his  share  in  the  biography,  it  is 
ejaculatory  and  emotional  to  a  degree  which  detracts 
from  the  reader's  natural  sympathy  with  the  subject. 
Th  ickeray  did  not  want  to  be  pitied  while  living, 
(and  what  strong  man  does?)  and  it  is  fairly  probable 
that  his  remark,  "  None  of  this  nonsense  about  me 
after  my  death,"  was  inspired  by  the  possibility  of 
just  such  a  post-mortem  biographer  as  Mr.  Merivale. 
What  "nonsense"  that  acute  satirist  would  have 
thought  such  a  sentence  as  this :  "  The  two  key- 
secrets  of  Thackeray's  great  life,  as  I  take  it,  were 
these — Disappointment  and  Religion" — and  the 
capitals  don't  add  to  its  impressiveness. 

Disappointment  is  at  some  period  of  life  the  com- 
mon lot  of  all,  as  religion  is  its  more  or  less  prevalent 
antidote.  Thackeray  had  his  severest  blows  between 
twenty- five  and  thirty-five,  when  men  are  best  able  to 
stand  them,  and  he  took  them  like  a  man.  At  thirty- 
eight  he  found  himself  one  of  the  most  noted  writers 
of  his  generation,  and  he  lived  fourteen  years  to  enjoy 
his  great  fame.  In  obscurity  and  in  success  he  was 
loved  hy  good  women  and  respected  by  kindly  men. 
He  died  at  the  height  of  his  powers,  with  a  fortune 
retrieved,  and  a  great  name  securely  established. 
Surely  "  nothing  is  here  for  tears." 

The  pathos  of  his  life  is  the  pathos  of  the  life  of 
every  man  of  feeling.  *'  For  a  sensitive  man,"  wrote 
a  pessimist,  **  life  is  an  increasing  pain" — which  is 
only  one  side  of  the  picture  ;  for  the  same  sensitive 
nerves  vibrate  with  equal  intensity  to  the  joy  of  life. 
^hacVcray  felt  both,  and  put  them  in  his  books  to 
delight  perpetually  all  men  of  feeling. 

The  recent  life  of  Lord  Houghton  contains  Carlyle's 
charac\<erization  of  Thackeray  in  a  few  lines.  "  He 
had  many  fine  qualities  ;  no  guile  or  malice  against 
any  mortal ;  a  big  mass  of  soul,  but  not  strong  in 
proportion;  a  beautiful  vein  of  genius  lay  struggling 
about  in  him." 

This  impression  that  he  was  never  quite  strong  or 
persistent  enough  to  express  the  best  that  was  in  him, 
was  one  fostered  by  Thackeray's  own  frequent  expres- 
sions of  playful  remorse  for  his  irregular  habits  of 
composition.  One  of  the  best  things  in  this  biography 


is  the  vigorous  protest  against  Trollope's  implication 
that  Thackeray  would  have  done  better  work  if  he 
had  followed  the  former's  "beeswax"  method  of 
"  four  hours  a  day  and  so  many  folios  of  copy,"  no 
matter  what  happened.  "  If  Thacke'ray  was  idle," 
said  the  Pall  Mall  Gaz^ll^,  "whilt  writing  'Vanity 
Fair,'  and  *  The  Newcomes,'  we  do  not  much  care — 
any  of  us,  his  countrymen."  And  this  biographer 
adds  that  with  him  idleness  was  simply  "getting 
ready.'*  Droc/i  in  Ltfe, 

The  index  is  fairly  good,  and  the  bibliography,  by 
Mr.  Anderson  of  the  British  Museum,  is  a  triumph  of 
scholarly  industry.

TALKS   WITH   ATHENIAN  YOUTHS.

Like  the  other  volumes  of  this  series,  the  one  in 
hand  is  well  contrived  to  make  the  introduction  to 
Plato  delightful  to  a  young  reader.  But  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  few  will  be  content  in  the  end  with  read- 
ing less  than  the  whole  of  a  great  dialogue  like  the 
"  Theaetetus."  As  to  those  like  the  "  Charmides," 
which,  in  spite  of  the  high  purpose  embodied  in 
Socrates,  have  peculiar  Hellenic  side-glances  toward 
what  was  worst  in  Hellenism,  one  need  not  wish 
that  a  boy  should  read  more  than  he  will  find  here. 
The  preface  is  an  interesting  bit  of  analysis,  in  which, 
as  might  be  expected,  Plato's  method  is  treated  with 
a  partiality  not  always  deserved.  It  is  certainly 
going  too  far  to  quote  with  approval  an  idolatrous 
sentence  like,  "  The  soul  of  Plato's  thought  is  present 
entire  at  every  point  in  the  body  of  his  work,  and  it  is 
not  safe  to  touch  an  iota  subscript  of  his  text  without 
being  aware  of  this."  What  is  best  both  in  the  selec- 
tions and  the  preface  is  the  way  in  which  the  char- 
acters of  the  different  dialogues  are  made  to  stand 
out  before  the  eye  like  the  true,  living  men  and  lads 
they  were.  That  is  something  one  misses  in  the 
slow  reading  of  the  original  text,  unless  indeed  one 
goes  over  it  again  and  again.

HE  century  that  bears  upon  its 
front  the  distinguishing  name  of 
Pericles  was  certainly  the  meridian 
of  Athenian  glory.  Pindar,  Sim- 
onides,  Aeschylus,  Sophocles 
among  her  poets;  Phidias,  Myron, 
Zeuxis  among  her  sculptors  and 
painters,  together  with  the  names 
of  SocrateSj  Herodotus  and 
Thucydides,  go  to  swell  the  ranks 
of  the  immortals  who  figured  during  the  period.  The 
year  that  witnessed  Pericles'  death  saw  Plato's  birth. 
To  find  a  parallel  in  modern  times  we  have  to  go  to 
the  long  reign  of  Louis  XIV.  In  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Abbott  (himself  an  historian  of  Ancient  Greece), 


the  subject,  as  may  be  supposed,  is  ably  treated.  Its 
archaeologry  (including  under  that  designation  Greek 
architecture  and  sculpture),  no  less  than  the  history, 
enters  into  the  scope  of  the  book,  which  is  itself 
illustrated  from  the  antique.  In  his  estimate  of 
Pericles,  Mr.  Abbott  takes  a  different 
view  to  that  of  Gro'e,  but  without  deroga- 
ting in  any  way  from  the  *' Olympian" 
dignity  of  his  hero.      London  Bookseller. 

On  the  relations  of  Pericles  to  Aspasia 
the  author  of  this  volume  has  some  in- 
teresting remarks,  which  lead  him  to 
consider  at  length  the  position  of  women 
in  Athenian  society.  In  general  it  may 
be  said  that  in  Athens  respectable  married 
women  existed  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
bearing  and  rearing  children.  Secluded  and  totally 
uned\icated  in  a  literary  or  artistic  sense,  they  weie 
as  utterly  cut  off  from  the  life  of  the  community  as  arc 
the  inmates  of  an  Oriental  harem.  They  were  not 
imperious  and  licentious  like  the  Spartan  women ;  they 
were  modest  and  chaste,  but  they  were  nullities. 
Conventional  respect  was  hers,  but  for  intellectual 
companionship  she  was  entirely  unfitted.  For  sym- 
pathy, for  stimulus,  no  Athenian  of  the  age  of  Pericles 
thought  of  going  to  his  wife.  He  resorted  rather  to 
the  class  of  hetairae  or  companions.  To  these,  as 
Mr.  Abbott  points  out  (page  194),  Aspasia  of  Miletus 
belonged,  although  she  was  the  noblest  as  well  as  one 
of  the  most  beautiful.  How  and  when  she  first 
attracted  the  grave  and  silent  Pericles  we  do  not  know.

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No  historian  can  tell  us  whether  she  drew  him  frora 
his  wife,  or  whether  the  short  and  somewhat  unhappy 
years  of  his  married  life  were  ended  before  he  made 
her  acquaintance.  What  is  certain  is  that  Pericles 
entered  into  a  most  intimate  relationship  with  her, 
which  continued  for  the  rest  of  his  days.  That  she 
ever  became  his  wife  is  asserted  by  no  ancient 
author  of  credit,  and  her  son  by  him  was  unques- 
tionably regarded  as  illegitimate.  But,  whatever  her 
position,  the  bond  which  united  her  with 
Pericles  was  very  close.  The  two  lived 
together  in  perfect  harmony;  their  tastes 
and  sympathies  agreed.  In  the  company 
of  this  cultivated  and  lovely  woman  Pericles 
found  the  relaxation  which  he  would  not  so 
much  as  deign  to  seek  in  men's  society.  It 
is  recorded  that  he  never  left  his  house  to  go 
to  his  daily  duties  without  taking  a  tender 
leave  of  Aspasia. 

If  Pericles  seems  at  heart  to  have  cared 
less  for  politics  than  for  art  and  literature 
the  preference  which  cost  Athens  her  empire 
has  made  mankind  his  debtor.  For  the 
preference  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  Milesian 
mistress  was  to  a  large  extent  responsible. 
That  is  why  Aspasia  fills  so  large  a  place 
in  Landor*s  imagination.

=Dr.  Fridtjof  Nansen,  the  author  of  "  The 
First  Crossing  of  Greenland,**  is  a  native  of 
Norway,  and  a  scientific  student  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kristiania.  He  began  his  arctic 
experiences  in  his  twenty-first  year,  accom- 
panying the  sealer  **  Viking*'  in  1882  to  the 
region  between  Spitzbergen,  Jan-Mayen,  and 
Greenland.  When  fast  in  the  ice  off  the 
Greenland  coast,  the  idea  occurred  to  him 
that  it  might  be  practicable  to  land  and  cross 
the  inland  ice.  On  his  return  to  Norway 
he  was  appointed  Curator  of  the  Bergen 
Museum,  where  he  remained  engaged  in 
zodlogical  studies  until  1888,  receiving  his 
doctor's  degree  in  1887.  In  1889  he  married 
a  sister  of  Prof.  G.  O.  Sars  of  the  University 
of  Kristiania,  and  at  the  present  time  is 
engaged  in  preparations  for  an  arctic  expedi- 
tion planned  for  1892.  The  idea  of  explor- 
ing the  frozen  interior  of  Greenland  was 
broached  publicly  by  Dr.  Nansen  in  1887, 
when  he  made  an  unsuccessful  appeal  to  the  Norwe- 
gian Storthing,  through  the  mediation  of  the  Univer- 
sity, lor  a  grant  of  some  ;^r.,4oo  in  aid  of  such  a 
journey.  A  liberal  Danish  gentleman,  Mr.  Augustin 
Gam61,  the  patron  of  the  "  Dijmphna**  expedition  of 
1883,  generously  offered  to  provide  the  necessary 
funds.  This  offer  was  gratefully  accepted  by  Nansen, 
and  the  preliminaries  were  entered  upon  at  once.

Colonel  Dodge  has  given  us  the  outcome  of  a  careful 
and  exhaustive  study  of  '*  Hannibal  **  considered  as 
an  organizer  of  armies,  a  strategist  and 
a  tactician,  and  as  the  most  resplendent 
figure  in  the  history  of  warfare  from  the 
time  of  Alexander  to  that  of  Frederic  k 
the  Great.  There  are  some  striking? 
points  of  likeness,  as  Col  Dodge  reminds 
us,  between  these  gr^at  commandcis, 
although  the  points 
of  contrast  are  also 
salient  and  inure  to 
the  ad  vantage  of  the  C*^ 
famousCarthaginian.  ft/^' 
Every  one  of  the  three 
found  the  army,  which  was  to  be  the 
instrument  of  conquest  ready  mfide  for 
him  by  his  father.  What  Philip  of 
Macedon  had  done  for  Alexander  in 
this  respect,  and  what  Frederick  Wil- 
liam I.  was  to  do  for  Frederick  11. 

The  Lit t er 
has  another  feature  in  common  wiih 
Alexander,  that  not  only  did  he  in  be  r  it 
his  military  instrument,  but  he  used  it  for  the  pur- 
pose which  his  father  had  contem plated,  the  inva- 
sion of  Persia  having  been  thoroughly  planned  by 
Philip  just  as  the  invasion  of  Italy  was  the  dream  d. 
of  Hamilcar.  •  A  fundamental  difference,  which 
leads  military  students  to  ascribe  preeminent  ability  to 
Hannibal,  lies  in  the  fact  that  he  depended  almost 
solely  on  himself  and  his  three  brothers,  whereas 
both  Alexander  and  Frederick  II.  had  at  their  abso- 
lute disposal  the  resources  of  a  kingdom.  Numeri- 
cally, the  odds  against  each  of  these  three  generals 


that  the  soldiers  ot  the  Macedonian  and  the  Prussian 
sovereigns  were  incomparably  superior  to  those 
opposed  to  them,  whereas  the  heterogeneous  and 
polyglot  followers  of  Hannibal  were  decidedly  inferior 
to  the  Roman  legionaries  in  spirit,  fortitude,  and 
training.  When  we  add  that,  notwithstanding  the 
immense  disparity  of  force  as  regards  both  quantity 
and  quality,  Rome  was  driven  for  fifteen  years  to  the 
most  desperate  exertions,  and  brought  more  than  once 
to  the  brink  of  destruction,  it  seems  a  reasonable 
deduction  that  the  son  of  Hamilcar  was  the 
most  consummate  military  genius  that  the 
world  has  known.  One  can  hardly 
except  even  Bonaparte,  since  the 
latter  had  behind  him  the  tremen- 
dous energies  and  irrepressible 
self-confidence  of  the 
French  republic. 

In  one  of  his  chap- 
ters Col.  Dodge  dis- 
cusses in  detail  the 
professional  reasons 
for  accounting  Han- 
nibal the  foremost  of 
commanders.  Be- 
ginning with  the 
primary  quality  of  a 
great  captain,  he 
points  out  that  the 
natural  courage  of 
the  Carthaginian  was 
as  great  as  Alexan- 
der's, but,  unlike  the 
latter,  Hannibal  did 
not  in  bursts  of  en- 
thusiasm forget  that 
the  General's  life  is  indispensable  to  his  army  and  his 
country.  No  less  remarkable  was  Hannibal's  influence 
over  his  men .  He  won  their  love  and  confidence  to  an 
extraordinary  degree.  This  control  was  acquired  by 
incessant  personal  care  for  the  comfort  and  well-being 
of  his  soldiers,  by  his  friendly  bearing,  by  his  own

fickle  of  all  the  peoples  in  the  Italian  peninsula,  was 
a  masterpiece  of  executive  dexterity.  No  less  sur- 
prising, when  we  recall  the  straits  in  which  after  the 
first  three  years  Hannibal  often  found  himself,  is  the 
fact  that  he  never  saw  the  time  when  his  men  lacked 
bread. 

Throughout  this  book  the  author  has  much  to  say 
of  Hannibal's    tactical    arrangements.    At    a    time 
when  such  precautions  were  unknown,  his  marches 
were  always  cautiously  made,  with   adequate   van- 
guard, rearguard,  and  flank- 
ers.    From  him  the  Romans 
learned  by  bitter  experience 
this  branch  of  the  military 
art.  It  is  also  noted  that  Han- 
nibal adapted  with  singular 
ability  his   army's  order  of 
march  to  the  existing  topo- 
graphical   conditions.      On 
the  field  of  battle  Hannibal 
at  first  adhered  to  the  phalan- 
geal arrangement  of  infantry, 
which  the  Carthaginians  had 
borrowed  from  the  Greeks. 
But  he  was  quick  to  recognize 
the  superiority  of  the  Roman 
organization  and  equipment. 
During  his  second  year  in 
Italy  he  armed  some  of  his 
troops    with    Roman    weapons,    and   he    ultimately 
modified  the  phalanx,  introducing  apparently  some 
features  of  the  method  of  fighting  practised  by  the 
legionaries.    This  book,  indeed,  may  be  regarded  as 
in  some  sort  a  discussion  of  the  relative  merits  of  the 
phalanx  and  the  legion,  merits  which  were  tested 
throughout  more  than  a  century  from  the  wars  against 
Pyrrhus  to  the  conquest  of  Macedon.    Col.   Dodge 
thinks  that  no    battle  in    history   presents  a  finer 
lesson  in  tactics  than  Cannae. 
But,    after    all,    the    supreme 
ability  of  Hannibal  was  evinced 
in  his  strategy.    No  other  cap- 
tain ever  marched  so  fearlessly 
and   safely  to  and  fro  among 
armies  so  superior  to  his  own 
force  in  numbers  and  quality. 
No  man  ever  held  his  own  so 
long  against  such  odds.     Con- 
stantly overmatched  by  better 
troops  led  by  Generals  always 
respectable  and  often  of  great 
ability,  he  yet  defied  all  their 
eflforts  to  expel  him  from  Italy 
for  half  a  generation.

Whether  or  not  that  particular  article  has  been  denied  or 
defended  we  are  unable  to  say.  You  will  find  in  February 
Book  News  a  well-formed  criticism  of  Bancroft's  writings 
fairly  stated.  In  addition  the  following  from  The  Chautau- 
quan  should  aid  you  in  judging  the  matter  for  yourself: 

"The  chief  elements  in  the  ideal  which  Bancroft  early  pro- 
posed to  himself  were  accuracy  .and  impartiality.  He  was, 
however,  with  all  his  cosmopolitan  schoolmg  a  thorough 
American,  proud  of  his  country,  convinced  of  the  greatness 
of  its  mission,  and  persuaded  of  its  altogether  unique  im- 
portance in  modem  history.  Being  thus  mmded  and  writing 
at  times  rather  incisively,  when  his  feelmgs  were  concerned,  he 
could  not  escape  the  charge  of  partisanship  at  the  hands  of 
English  critics.  Occasionally,  too,  a  countryman  has  found 
fault  with  his  statements  or  conclusions.  In  general,  how- 
ever, it  is  not  of  his  partisanship  that  a  critical  student  of  our 
day  would  be  most  likely  to  complain.  We  have  learned 
that  impartiality  in  a  historian  is,  to  borrow  the  stately  phrase 
of  Senator  Ingalls,  an  "  hidescent  dream."  Every  historian 
has  his  point  of  view,  which  one  must  buy  along  with  tlie 
book.  The  really  vulnerable  point  in  Bancroft  is,  as  has 
often  been  said,  his  exuberant  and  florid  style.  This  appears, 
to  be  sure,  very  much  chastened  in  the  last  revision,  but  even  in 
their  final  form  his  pages  contain  much  to  displease  the  lover 
of  simplicity  and  directness.  They  often  suggest  a  striving 
for  rhetorical  effect,  a  fondness  for  literary  embellishment, 
that  seem  out  of  keeping  with  the  matter-of-fact,  scientific 
methods  of  our  day.  It  is  known,  too,  that  Bancroft's  quota- 
tion-marks do  not  always  tell  us  whether  he  is  really  quoting, 
or  only  paraphra«»ing,  or  epitomizing  his  author ;  and  this 
again  is  not  in  acccrdance  with  present  standards.  Here  we 
find,  no  doubt,  the  reasons  why  Bancroft  has  not,  upon  the 
wh  .le,  exerted  a  very  marked  influence  upon  the  historical 
scholarship  of  the  present  day.  But  these  reasons  are  net 
such  as  greatly  to  affect  his  reputation  with  the  general 
reader,  who  is  neither  a  historical  specialist  nor  a  literary 
critic.  By  the  general  reader  Bancroft's  work  was  long  ag'» 
labeled  as  one  of  the  great  classics  of  American  historical 
literature ;  and  ttiat  label  it  is  likely  to  bear  unchallenged  for 
many  a  year  to  come."

OBITUARY. 

Professor  Alexander  Winchell,  author,  and  Stitc 
Geologist  of  Michigan,  died  at  Ann  Arbor.  February  19, 
aged  sixty-six  years.  He  was  professor  of  Geology  and 
Paleontology  in  the  University  of  Michigan  and  was  wcU- 
rcad  in  theology  and  philosophy.  He  was  also  President 
of  the  American  Geological  Society.  His  "  Walks  and 
Talks  in  the  Geological  Field"  is  a  text-book  of  the 
C.  L.  S.  C. 

Mr.  John  Wiley,  the  New  York  publisher,  died  at  his 
home  in  East  Orange,  February  21.  He  was  bom  at 
Flatbush,  Long  Island,  October  4,  1808.  Mr.  Wiley  was 
one  of  the  oldest  publishers  in  the  United  States,  succeeding 
to  the  business  of  his  father,  who  died  in  1828,  his  partner 
being  G  P.  Putnam,  the  veteran  publisher.  About  forty 
years  ago  his  son,  Charles  Wiley,  was  admitted  to  an  interest 
in  the  business,  and  later  his  second  son,  William  H.  Wiley, 
the  firm-name  being  changed  to  John  Wiley  &  Sons,  under 
which  it  has  continued.  Mr.  Wiley  was  a  leading  member 
of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  of  the 
Congregational  Union.  He  had  been  married  for  fifty-cigbt 
years,  and  leaves  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

MiDDLETON  Reeves,  author  of  "  The  Finding  of  Wme- 
land,  the  Good,"  was  killed  in  a  railway  accident  near 
Hagerstown,  Indiana,  February  25.  He  was  graduated  firom 
Cornell  University  in  1878,  taking  high  honors,  bdng  the 
prot6g6  of  Professor  Willard  Fiske,  who  discovered  in  him 
the  very  great  ability  he  afterwards  publicly  showed.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  had  nearly  completed  the  MS.  of 
another  work  upon  "  Scandinavian  History  and  Philology." 
His  recently  published  work  was  quite  remarkable  and, 
it  has  been  said,  contained  all  that  can  be  said  ooncembg 
the  discovery  of  the  North  American  Continent  by  the 
Norsemen. 

Mr.  Alexander  Young,  the  well-known  writer,  died 
March  19.  Mr.  Young  had  been  in  ill  health  four  or  five 
years,  but  it  was  not  until  within  a  few  weeks  that  he  con- 
sidered himself  an  invalid  and  consent^  to  be  taken  to  the 
hospital.  He  was  a  native  of  Boston,  was  fifty-four  years  of 
age,  and  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Alexander  Young,  for  many  years 
pastor  of  the  old  Summer  Street  Unitarian  Church.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  the  Harvard  Law  School.  Outside  the  circle 
of  personal  acquaintance  Mr.  Young  was  best  known  firocn 
his  brilliant  literary  work.  He  wrote  a  volume  entitled  *'  A 
Concise  History  ot  the  Netherlands,"  which  was  published 
by  Estes  &  Lauriat ;  was  a  regular  contributor  to  the  "  Ttv 
emer"  column  of  the  Boston  Post ;  was  the  regular  Boston  cor- 
respondent of  the  New  York  Critic^  and  a  contributor  10  the 
New  York  Independent ^  Christian  Union ^  Century y  Goldtn 
Ai^t^^  Harper's  Weekly  and  other  periodicals.  He  was  one 
of  the  original  members  of  the  Papyrus  Club,  and  its  fourth 
president ;  was  also  a  member  of  the  St.  Botolph  and  Unioi 
Clubs.  His  fine  conversational  powers,  his  wit  and  innocent 
humor  and  generous  character  made  him  a  great  favorite  m 
social  cu-cles.  He  had  a  wide  acquaintance  and  was  every- 
where highly  respected  and  esteemed.  His  wife,  who  died 
several  years  ago,  was  a  daughter  ot  George  B.  Upton.  One 
hild,  a  son,  survives  him.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr. 
Young  was  engaged  on  a  work  on  "  Old  Boston,"  with  which 
subject  he  was  peculiarly  qualified  to  deal  in  an  able  manner. 

Boston  Transcrifi,

We  heartily  welcome  a  work  like  the  present,  which  gives 
in  a  clear  and  simple  form  a  connected  account  of  the  British 
Colonies,  the  geographical  and  historical  reasons  of  their 
belonging  to  England,  and  the  special  place  which  each 
Colony  holds  in  the  Empire.  The  plan  which  Mr.  Lucas 
proposed  to  himself  was  "  to  describe  the  Colonies  in  suboidi- 
nation  to  their  history,  and  rather  as  connected  parts  of  one 
great  Empire  than  as  separate  entities ; "  and  the  proposal  is 
being  satisfactorily  carried  out.  The  present  volume  is 
divided  into  three  sections,  the  first  treating  of  the  Bermudas, 
the  second  of  the  West  Indian  Dependencies,  and  the  third 
of  the  Falkland  Islands.  Mr.  Lucas  writes  in  an  easy  nar- 
rative style  of  considerable  literary  finish.  Not  the  least 
merit  is,  that  the  reader  does  not  require  an  atlas ;  the  maps 
are  capital,  as  we  have  learned  to  expect  everything  to  be 
which  issues  from  the  Clarendon  Press.  *  *  *  Columbus 
and  Cortez,  Vasco  Nuftes  and  Las  Casas,  Hawkins  and 
Drake  and  Raleigh,  Rodney  and  Codrington,  and  the  times 
of  the  buccaneers, — each  and  all  receive  due  notice,  while 
the  intricacies  and  interchanges  resulting  from  the  rivalries 
of  Spanish  and  Poituguese,  Danish  and  Dutcli,  French  and 
Swede,  with  the  English,  are  clearly  set  out  and  explained, 
not  merely  chronicled  in  bare  and  meagre  outline.  We  trust 
that  Mr.  Lucas's  third  volume  will  follow  at  a  less  interval 
of  time  than  separated  his  second  from  his  first.

The  work  is 

written  for  use  in  schools,  and  yet  a  large  part  of  it  is  devoted 

to  petty  details  of  administration — matters  that  ought  not  to 

be  touched  upon  in  an  elementary  treatise.    As  a  college 

exercise  it  merits  some  praise ;  but  as  there  are  better  works 

on  the  same  subject  already  before  the  public,  there  seems  to 

be  no  particular  reason  for  adding  this  one  to  the  list    Critic.

M.  Imbett  de  Saint-Amand  has  added  another  volume  to 

his  matchless  pictures  of  the  French  Court,  and  still  another 

is  promised.    The  series  already  comprises  three  volimies 

.  each  on  Marie  Antoinette,  the  Empress  Josephine  and  the 


Empress  Marie  Louise,  and  the  volume  to  follow  will  be 
*<  Marie  Louise,  the  Return  from  Elba  and  the  Hundred 
Days."  Although  Marie  Louise  was  nominally  Regent  after 
the  departure  of  Napoleon  from  Paris  on  the  25ih  of  January, 
1 814  to  meet  all  Europe  arrayed  against  him,  against  his 
dynasty,  and  against  France,  her  share  in  the  dramatic  events 
that  followed  was  not  great.  On  the  21st  of  March,  not  two 
months  after  he  left  Paris,  he  abandoned  Arcis  and  crossed 
the  Aube  with  the  Allies,  fired  by  their  last  victories,  deter- 
mined upon  his  destruction.  The  next  day  the  Empress, 
who  was  still  in  Paris,  wrote  to  her  father,  saying  that  the 
nation  was  full  of  courage  and  energy  and  the  Emperor's 
armies  finer  and  stronger  than  ever.  One  week  later  Marie 
Louise  and  the  King  of  Rome  left  the  Tuileries  for 
Rambouillet.  Only  two  days  elapsed  when  Napoleon,  who 
was  then  at  the  Fountain  of  Juvisy,  five  leagues  from  the 
capital,  learned  of  the  flight  of  his  wife  and  son,  of  the  battle 
of  Paris  and  of  the  capitulation.  On  April  6,  the  Emperor 
abdicated,  the  Empress  being  at  Blois,  while  Napoleon  was 
abdicating  at  Fontainebleau.  When  Marie  Louise  heard 
of  the  {3xlication  she  determined  to  go  from  Bids  to 
Fontainebleau,  but  she  changed  her  mind — refused  to  leave 
Blois  when  the  Allies  approached,  and  gradually  changed 
from  a  Frenchwoman  into  an  Austrian  Princess  once  more. 
The  downfall  and  death  of  Marie  Antoinette  was  tragedy, 
the  divorce  and  dethronement  of  Josephine  was  serious 
pantomime ;  the  downfall  of  Marie  Louise  was  melodrama. 
Perhaps  for  this  very  reason  this  volume  is  the  most  intensely 
interesting  of  all  of  M.  de  Saint- Amand's  books.

In  this  second  volume  the 
narration  is  carried  on   from  the  dramatic  negotiations  of 
Count  Brandenburg  in  1850  down  to  the  Asssembly  of  Princes 
at  Frankfort,  in  1863,  covering  a  period  of  the  most  vivid  and 
vital  interest.

No  other  Mde  of  mediaeval  history  can  compare  in  point  of 
interest  with  the  struggle  between  Christianity  and  heathenifm 
in  Europe.  One  phase  of  this  struggle,  the  raids  made  by 
the  worshippers  of  Odin  upon  the  Christian  countries  of  the 
West,  is  the  main  subject  of  Mr.  Keary's  book,  which  deals 
with  the  Viking  invasions  of  Western  Christendom  down  to 
the  extinction  of  the  Carolingian  Empire  in  888.  It  is  full  of 
learning,  and  exhibits  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
original  authorities  for  the  hbtory  of  the  period  with  which 
it  is  concerned.  Mr.  Keaiy  ha^  not  been  content  simply  to 
record  events ;  he  has  shown  their  relation  to  one  another, 
and  their  connexion  ^  ith  the  circumstances  which  affected  the 
characters  and  ideas  of  the  men  of  his  period.  In  a  word,  he 
has  written  as  a  philosophic  historian,  not  as  a  mere  compiler 
from  chronicles.  As  his  success  in  another  branch  of  litera- 
ture led  us  to  expect,  his  book  is  brightened  by  imaginative 
talent;  it  is  evident  that  he  is  familiar  vvith  many  of  the 
places  of  which  he  has  to  speak,  and  he  occasionally  puts 
before  us  a  skilfully  drawn  picture  either  of  some  scene  which 
he  has  witnessed,  >uch  as  a  little  fleet  of  b<  ats  bringing 
young  men  and  maidens  to  a  favorite  try  sting-place  to  dance 
by  the  bale-fire  on  Midsummer  Eve,  or  more  frequently  of 
some  raid  or  battle,  as  tn  his  admirable  narrative  of  the  defeat 
of  Charles  the  Bald  at  Andemach.  Mr.  Keary  looks  forward 
to  carrying  his  w  ork  a  stage  further,  to  relating  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  Scandinavian  settlements  in  France,  the  Briii>h 
Jsles,  and  the  islands  of  the  North,  and  to  examining  the 
Edda  and  Saga  literature  with  special  reference  to  "  the 
mythology  which  they  enshrine — the  last  articulate  voice  of 
Teutonic  heathenism."  This  continuation  will  have  a  close 
coniexion  with  much  in  the  earlier  part  of  his  present  volume, 
which  as  he  admits,  has  no  immediate  bearing  on  the  Viking 
raids.

He  preserved  for  posterity  the 

lineaments,  manners,  customs  and  costumes  of  a  social  grade 

which  is  disappearing ;  he  created  ladies  of  the  Sairy  Gamp 

Older,  and  many  of  the  comic  Ix^ndon  characters  of  to-day 

are  only  his  figures  redressed      Sixty  pages  are  devoted  to 

the  rei ouiiting  and  describing  of  his   artistic   activities;  six 

pages   to   his  private   li^e.      Tharkerny's  essay,  which  fiist 

appeared  in  1840  in  the  Westminster  Review,  is  followed  by 

a  chronological  list  of  woiks  illustiated  by  Ciuikshank.

A  popular  account  of  the  life  and  teaching  of  Confricios  can 
in  no  circumstances  prove  a  light  undertaking.  1  he  aim 
might  well  be  taken  to  imply  a  survey  of  the  history  of  the 
Chinese  people.  It  is  satisfactorv,  therefore,  to  note  that 
General  Alexander  has  kept  strictly  within  those  limftitions 
of  the  subject  that  arc  suggested  by  the  requirements  of  the 
general  reader.  Even  so,  the  scheme  is  sufficiently  compre- 
hensive. It  embodies  in  the  compass  of  a  single  volume  a 
summary  of  all  that  concerns  the  life,  times,  and  teachings  of 
the  Chinese  philosopher,  such  a^r  should  interest  the  general 
reader  who  cannot  command  the  various  English  and  fore^ 
translations  of  Confucian  literature.  The  book  comprises  a 
biographical  section,  in  which  tradition,  naturally,  holds  no 
mean  place,  and  a  section  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the 
*»Five  Classics"  and  the  ethical  writings  in  the  "Four 
Books,"  with  illustrative  translations.  The  arrangement  of 
the  author's  material  is  excellent.  On  the  whole,  the  gen- 
eral reader  must  be  of  a  more  captious  temper,  or  better 
equipped  in  Confucian  literature  than  he  is  conmionly  sup- 
posed to  be,  if  he  should  fail  to  be  interested  in  Genenl 
Alexander's  book.

Cardinal  Newman,  like  all  men  of  sense,  >Kas  of  opinion 
that  a  sufficiently  copious  collection  or  selection  of  a  man's 
letters,  tied  together  with  even  a  slender  thread  of  editorial 
narrative  by  an  editor  of  good  taste  and  judgment,  was  the 
best  of  all  possible  biogiaphies.  A  second  opinion  of  "his 
that  the  editor  of  such  letters  as  concein  the  first  half  of  his 
life  must  be  what  he  was  bound  to  call  a  "  Protestant,"  and 
the  editor  of  the  second  half  a  "  Catholic,"  is  more  disputable, 
but  does  honour  to  that  delicate  sense  of  honour  which  all 
rational  beings  admit  to  have  existed  in  him.  Its  advantages 
are  obvious;  the  concomitant  disadvantage  of  having  tie 
point  of  view,  as  it  were,  violently  wrenched  and  shifted  in 
the  middle,  is  obvious,  likewise.  But  agreement  must  once 
more  be  universal  as  to  the  judgment  Dr.  Newman  showed 
in  selecting  the  editor  of  thb  first  part.  Her  position  as  a 
member  of  his  family  is  much ;  her  proved  competence  as 
having  done  a  similar  service  for  Professor  Mozley  is  more. 
The  book  is  not  one  to  be  lightly  read  or  lightly  reviewed. 
Its  contents,  some  of  which  are  necessarily  not  new,  consi:»t 
of  a  brief  autobiographic  narrative  in  the  third  person  — a 
device  for  which  we  have  no  great  affection — and  a  much 
longer  series  of  links  by  the  editor,  both  serving  to  frame  a 
▼eiy  large  collection  of  letters  from  and  to  Mr.  Newman. 
Even  alter  the  great  amount  which  has  been  written  by 
himself  and  about  him,  such  a  collection  may  I  e  said  to 
necessitate  the  beginning  of  the  study  of  his  character  and 
actions  entirely  afresh,  and  to  be,  with  his  own  writings,  the 
only  safe  ground  of  such  study  in  future.  The  result  of  such 
a  reading  as  we  have  declared  necessary  in  the  case  must  be, 
we  think,  in  all  fitly  prepared  minds,  a  pretty  complete 
nndeistanding  of  Newman*s  course  of  conduct.

Mr.  Dunckley's  drawing  of  Melbourne  is  clear,  reasonable, 
and  sympathetic;  and  he  is  peculiarly  successful  in  wiiting 
with  tact  and  judgment  about  the  difficulties  into  which  Mel- 
bourne with  his  own  wife,  and  with  the  wives  of  other  people. 
He  speaks  kindly  of  the  follies  of  Lady  Caroline,  and  extends  to 
them  the  forgiveness  which  the  husband  himself  freely  gave.  In 
the  other  matter  he  is  content  to  say,  what  is  all  that  history 
can  usefully  record,  that  Melbourne  was  acquitted  by  the  non- 
suit of  a  Judge  and  the  verdict  of  a  jtuy.  But  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  book  is  either  no  longer  or  so  long.  The 
best  parts  of  it — those  which  are  per>onal  to  Melbourne — 
are,  in  the  main,  excellent.  But  why  a  chapter  on  his  early 
political  life,  when  party  allegiance  sat  lightly  upon  him, 
should  be  headed  "  Political  Land-Surveying."  and  another 
describing  his  incomparably  kindly  and  judicious  assistance 
to  the  Queen  at  Windsor  after  her  accession,  should  be 
labelled  •'  Regius  Profe-sor,"  it  pa.«>ses  the  wit  of  reviewer  to 
divine.  Even  their  author  cannot  su^p>ect  these  phrases  of 
wit,  and  the  choice  lies  between  regartiing  them  as  meaning- 
less or  as  misleading.  There  are  many  passages  in  the  book, 
introductory,  explanatory,  and  didactic,  which  would  have 
fitted  in  very  well  if  the  scheme  of  the  book  had  been  that  of 
a  general  history ;  but  in  a  particular  biography,  as  they  stand,

Since  the  issue  of  the  first  edition  fifteen  years  ago  a  new 
generation  of  readers  has  come  up,  whose  interest  in  the 
career  of  the  great  soldier  is  just  now  stimulated  by  the 
reading  of  the  eulogies  and  brief  biographies  in  the  public 
press  called  out  by  his  recent  death.  In  the  preface  to  the 
original  work  General  Sherman  said :  '•  What  is  nqw  offered 
is  not  a  history  of  the  war,  or  even  a  complete  account  of  ail 
the  incidents  in  which  the  writer  bore  a  part,  but  merely  his 
recollections  of  events,  corrected  by  a  reference  to  his  own 
memoranda,  which  may  assist  the  future  historian  when  he 
comes  to  describe  the  whole,  and  account  for  the  motives  and 
reasons  which  influenced  some  of  the  actors  in  the  grand 
drama  of  war."  In  1885  a  second  edition  was  brought  out, 
with  two  added  chapters  and  an  appendix.  These  remain 
unchanged  in  the  volumes  before  us.  One  chapter  is  prefa- 
tory, and  deals  with  the  incidents  of  the  writer^s  early  life  at 
West  Point,  and  his  first  experiences  in  the  armv,  bringing 
the  time  down  to  the  beginning  of  the  Mexican  War,  in  1846. 
The  other,  which  General  Sherman  calls  "  of  the  most  general 
character,"  is  really  of  remarkable  interest.  It  covers  that 
period  made  famous  by  the  impeachment  of  President  Johmon, 
and  gives  in  full  the  story  of  the  presidential  intrigues  to  get 
rid  of  Stanton  as  secretary  of  war,  and  of  Grant  as  a  possible 
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candidate  for  the  presidency.  The  appendix  is  largely  made 
up  of  letters  received  by  General  Sherman  after  the  appear- 
ance of  the  first  edition,  adding  to,  criticising,  or  correcting 
statements  made  in  regard  to  certain  army  movements.  The 
proceedings  of  the  commission  appointed  to  investigate  the 
burning  of  G>lumbia  are  given  in  full,  and  also  the  details  of 
the  removal  of  non-combatants  from  Atlanta,  after  the  capture 
of  that  city  in  September,  1864.  The  maps  in  the  two  volumes 
illustrating  the  movements  in  the  various  campaigns  in  which 
General  Sherman  took  part,  are  copies  from  ofhcial  surveys 
by  General  O.  M.  Poe,  United  States  Engineer  Corps.  The 
revision  of  the  present  edition  was  made  by  James  G.  Blaine.

Beginnmg  with  the  resumption  of 
theatrical  entertainments  upon  or  immediately  before  the 
return  of  the  exiled  Stuart  dynasty,  the  active  career  of  the 
comedian  outlasts  by  a  decade  the  scandal  caused  by  Colher's 
famous  arraignment  of  the  stage,  and  links  closely  the  age 
of  D'Avenant  with  that  of  Pope.  Such  facts  as  are  known 
concerning  Betterton  might  be  told  in  a  few  p«g^.  A 
so-called  Life,  anonymous,  but  rightly  ascribed  to  Charics 
Gildon,  written  immediately  after  the  actor's  death,  ont  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy-six  pages,  assigns  about  six  to  the 
facts  of  Betterton's  history.

He  assetts  the  per- 
petual virginity  of  Mary,  the  mother  of  our  Lord,  and  turns 
with  horror  firom  the  opinion  that  the  brethren  of  our  Lord 
named  in  Scripture  were  her  children  by  Joseph,  He  accepts 
in  the  full  Roman  sense  Christ's  address  to  Peter  as  the 
solemn  official  investiture  with  the  Primacy  and  the  Keys. 
And  so,  also,  as  to  the  doctrine  of  the  sacraments  and  the 
Eucharist.  The  Protestant  Church  is,  we  hope,  by  ihi^time 
well  enough  trained  and  firmly  enough  founded  to  pass  all 
this  by,  in  the  case  of  a  scholar  who  really  does  not  himself 
make  these  points  prominent.  Abb^  Constant  Fouard  writes 
for  believers  who  already  accept  Jesus  Chrbt  as  the  Son  of 
God  and  the  Saviour  of  the  world.

It 
may,  of  course,  be  possible  to  dissent  from  some  of  his  judg- 
ments, but  they  are  alwa3rs  well  considered  and  based  00 
wide  and  accurate  knowledge.

What  he  should  do  about  it  was  the  question.  Like  a  trot 
gentleman,  however,  when  he  found  that  he  had  been  cany- 
ing  it  about  with  him  for  so  long  and  that  its  freshnes.^  migbt 
be  gone,  he  offered  her  his  own,  which  he  warranted  not  at 
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all  shop-worn.  Fortunately  the  maiden  was  well-satisfied 
with  it,  and  cherished  it  as  if  it  had  been  her  own — as  in  a 
sense  it  was.  There  is  another  exchange  of  hearts  in  the 
book ,  which  can  hardly  be  called  a  theft,  as  the  people  were 
of  society,  and  the  world,  where  everyone  is  armed  cap  a-pie 
and  on  the  alert  for  such  a<u>aults.  The  story  is  told  by  Mrs. 
H.  B.  Goodwin,  but  she  has  seen  fit  to  ionify  it  with  long 
quotations  from  Browning  and  others,  making  five  barred 
fences  that  almost  defy  our  scaling  to  reach  the  little  chapters 
be3^ond  them.  Did  it  not  occur  to  the  author  that  so  much 
of  attention  as  Browning  gained,  she  would  lose?  If  the 
attention  given  to  poetry  had  been  devoted  to  punctuation, 
both  author  and  reader  had  been  clear  gainers.  Critic.

So  much  having  been  said,  no  one  can  fail 
to  perceive  it  is  an  eminently  readable  production — tempt- 
ingly so,  in  fact ;  and  if  the  text  were  far  less  interesting 
than  it  is,  one  could  always  derive  a  certain  comfort  and 
pleasure  from  the  handling  of  so  dainty  a  little  volume.

The  author  starts  by  coolly  telling  us  (page  4)  that  the 
search  for  hidden  treasure,  upon  «  hich  the  whole  story  turns, 
ended  in  a  failure  to  find  any  treasure  at  all,  thus  destroying 
at  the  very  outset  what  little  interest  the  tale  might  otherwise 
have  had.  Moreover,  62  of  the  328  pages  are  wholly  taken 
up  with  a  weatisome  prefatory  explanation,  which  might 
easily  have  been  compressed  into  one-tenth  of  that  space,  and 
could,  without  any  special  injury  to  the  work,  have  been  left 
out  altogether.  Nor  do  matters  seem  to  improve  much  even 
when  the  expedition  has  at  length  got  fairly  "  under  way." 
From  fir-t  ti  last  there  is  an  utier  want  of  that  »« historical 
perspective "  so  stronijly  commended  by  Lord  Macaulay. 
Instead  of  omitting  or  touching  lightly  upon  trifling  details, 
and  reserving  his  space  and  strength  for  the  great  events  of 
the  story,  our  author  chronicles  with  tiresome  minuteness 
every  shift  of  the  wind,  every  change  in  the  weather,  every 
joke  made  by  himself  and  his  comrades — whose  wit  is  not 
exactly  of  the  highest  order — and  thus  it  is  not  till  Chapter  8 
that  the  much- enduring  reader  even  arrives  at  the  island 
where  the  treasure  is  supposed  to  lie,  while  the  actual  hiding 
place  of  the  treasure  is  still  many  a  weary  page  distant.  The 
constant  references,  too,  to  a  former  work  of  the  author 
["  The  Cruise  of  the  Falcon  "]  might  lead  an  ill-natured 
critic  to  si;spect  "hat  the  present  lx)ok  had  been  written  solely 
with  the  object  of  advertising  its  predecessor.  In  a  word,  if 
the  actual  digging  for  the  treasure  was  one-half  as  hard  work 
as  reading  the  account  of  it,  nobody  can  wonder  that  the 
adventurous  seekers  should  have  been  s  j  glad  to  give  it  up.

Balzac's  **  Le  Lys  dans  la  Vallee  "  has  always  been  one 
of  his  most  popular  works  in  France.  Whether,  however,  his 
countrymen  have  fully  sounded  the  depths  of  the  story  is  not 
so  certain.  It  is  perhaps  mainly  for  its  sentiment  that  it  has 
been  read,  and  for  the  wonderful  beauty  of  its  de>cription. 
In  its  superficial  aspect  it  is  strikingly  original  and  pathetic, 
but  there  are  features  about  it  which  might  prove  repellent  to 
alien  readers  not  aware  of  its  full  significance.  A  novel  with 
less  action  in  it  was  certainly  never  written.  It  is  a  record 
of  emotional  states  essentially;  of  a  formidable  struggle 
between  two  souls ;  a  combat,  "  a  outrance  "  between  a  man 
and  a  woman  under  the  guise  of  love.  But  it  is  more  than 
this.  It  might  bear,  as  sub-title,  the  words  "  A  Study  of 
Man's  Selfishness  "  ;  for  this,  in  truth,  is  its  inner  meaning 
and  import,  and  to  comprehend  it  thoroughly  this  must  be 
borne  in  mind  from  first  to  last.  Balzac  said  that  he  had 
bestowed  infinite  pains  upon  this  book,  and  there  is  no  line 
in  it,  no  detail  of  arrangement,  which  has  not  its  definite 
purpose.  It  is  set  forth  in  narrative  form.  Felix  de 
Vaudenesse  tells  the  story  to  Natalie  de  Manerville,  whose 
hand  he  seeks  in  marriage.  It  is  the  record  of  the  narrator's 
relations  with  Madame  de  Mortsauf,  whose  tragic  death  it 
commemorates. 

*  «  «  Balzac  wrote  always  with  a  purpose,  and  each 
of  his  books  is  a  study  of  some  human  tendency,  vice 
or  virtue,  and  some  social  problem  or  situation.  In  the 
present  instance  the  object  of  his  inquisition  is,  or  should 
be,  evident  enough.  It  is  the  expi>sure  of  a  hoary  social 
evil;  the  pursuit  cf  the  pure  woman  by  the  impure 
man  under  the  specious  disguise  of  lover.  The  story 
is  in  one  sense  a  study  in  morbid  psychology,  and  of  a 
remarkable  kind.  The  setting  forth  to  this  human  tragedy  is 
a  mahterpioce,  and  the  more  closely  it  is  examined  the  more 
wonderful  will  it  appear.  Such  psychological  studies  are 
only  for  a  few  great  masters,  of  whom  Balzac  is  **  facile 
princeps,"  and  the  American  public  owes  "Miss  Wormeley  a 
debt  of  thanks  for  the  consiunmate  skill  and  sympathy  with 
which  she  has  rendered  the  "  Li'y  of  the  Valley"  into  Eng- 
lish as  nervous  and  expressive  as  the  original.

It  is  to  be  ho^d,  indeed,  that  she  may  do  this  yet,  for  her's 
is  a  distinctive  gift  in  the  art  of  storytelling.  She  takes  us  in 
her  present  volume  to  the  bohemia  of  Seville,  and  in  a  rather 
thickish  atmosphere  of  art  and  music,  and  poetry  weaves  a 
tale  of  love  that  heats  but  hurts  in  the  ending.  Thert  are 
seireral  fine  figures  of  men  in  the  story, — a  stealthy  and 
morose  pnest ;  a  toiling  sculptor,  and  the  poetic  hero.  Of 
the  women,  two  will  not  be  forgotten — Dona  Dolores,  passion- 
ately and  solely  devoted  to  Cervantes  in  all  his  editions;  and 
the  sweet  Magdalena,  impressionable,  and  plastic  to  the  elo- 
quence of  priest  and  the  influence  of  the  soft  religious  light. 
We  cannot  but  cry  out  again<^t  her  perfidy  in  entering  the  con- 
vent ;  yet  after  all  she  punished  only  herself  and  the  priest. 
We  seethe  world  roll  on  and  her  lover  marry  into  station  and 
fame.  It  is  all  sad  enough,  but  possible  and  even  likely; 
and  the  telling  of  it  is  most  charming.       Philadelphia  Press.

The  phrases  are  such  as  would  be  puzzling 

to  a  foreigner  learning  the   language,   but   the   greater  part 

present  no  difficulty  to  a  native.     The  author  divides  them 

mto  classes— good  prose,  conversational,  familiar,  and  slang; 

and  with   Ws   classification  one  might  find  much  fault.     By 

**  familiar,"  he  says,  he  means  phrases  "  used  in  familiar  con- 

vereation,  but  not  admissible  in  polite  society ;"  and  under 

ithis  head  we  find,  for  example,  the  Latin  phrase  "  Cui  bono  !" 

What  the  author's  standard  of  "  polite  society  "  is,  one  can- 


not very  well  determine,  but  it  is  certainly  a  strangely  futid- 
ious  **  society  "  that  taboos  such  expressiuns  as  "  to  get  one's 
sea-legs  on,"  "  a  fish  out  of  water,"  "  fie,"  "  dog  cheap," 
**  in  the  dumps,"  " he  will  be  the  death  of  me,"  "to  let  the 
cat  out  of  the  bag,"  "to  toe  the  mark,"  "  Uncle  Sam"  (but 
"  John  Bull  "  is  down  as  **  good  prose  "),  "  Jack  o'Lantcm," 
and  many  other  phrases  almost  as  old  as  the  language  The 
author's  citations,  we  observe,  are  largely  from  the  cuneni 
works  of  his  generation,  and  show  no  thorough  acquaintance 
with  historical  English.  The  book  seems  to  be  of  most  value 
for  the  professor  who  desires  explanation  of  idiomatic  ex- 
pressions, but  can  be  of  little  service  to  those  who  have 
learned  to  speak  English  as  a  moth'er-tongue.

DIRECTIONS. 

When  using  B.  D.  B.  for  the  first  time,  wipe  off 
with  a  wet  cloth  or  sponge  all  traces  of  other  blacking, 
and  let  the  shoes  thoroughly  dry,  then  apply  evenly 
with  brush,  coat  after  coat,  until  a  bright  polish  is 
obtained;  afterwards,  only  (i)  one  coat  weekly,  or  as 
occasion  requires.
